2 And the LORD appeared unto 
him, and said, Go not down into 
E’gypt; dwell in the land which 
I shall tell thee of: 

3 Sojourn in this land, and I 
will be with thee, and will bless 
thee; for unto thee, and unto thy 
seed, I will give all these coun- 
tries, and I will perform the 
oath which I sware unto A’bra- 
ham thy father; 

4 And I will make thy seed to 
multiply as the stars of heaven, 
and will give unto thy seed all 
these countries; and in thy 
seed shall all the nations of the 
earth be blessed; 
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5 Because that ‘A’bra-ham obey- 
ed my voice, and kept my charge, 
my commandments, my statutes, 
pad my laws. 

6 § And I’saac dwelt in Gé’rdr. 

7 And the men of the place 
asked him of his wife; and he 
said, She is my sister: for he 
feared to say, She is my wife; 
lest, said he, the men of the place 
should kill me for Ré-bék’ah; 
because she was fair to look 
upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he 
had been there a long time, that 
A-bim/’e-léch king of the Phi-lis’- 
tines looked out at a window, and 
saw, and, behold, I’saac was 
sporting with Ré-bék’ah his wife. 

9 And A-bim’e-léch called I’saac, 
and said, Behold, of a surety she 
is thy wife: and how saidst 
thou, She is my sister? And 
Isaac said unto him, Because I 
said, Lest I die for her. 

10 And A’bim/’e-léch said, What 
is this thou hast done unto us? 
one of the people might lightly 
have lien with thy wife, and 
thou shouldest have brought 
guiltiness upon us. 

11 And A’bim’e-léch charged all 
his people, saying, He that 
toucheth this man or his wife 
shall surely be put to death. 

12 Then Y’saac sowed in that 
land, and received in the same 
year an hundredfold: and the 
LORD blessed him. 

13 And the man waxed great, 
and went forward, and grew 
until he became very great: | 

14 For he had possession of 
flocks, and possession of herds, 
and great store of servants: and 
the Phi-lis’tines envied him. 

15 For all the wells which his 
father’s servants had digged in 
the days of A’bra-ham his father, 
the Phi-lis’tines had _ stopped 
them, and filled them with earth. 

16 And A-bim’e-léch said unto 
Vsaac, Go from us; for thou art 
much mightier than we. 

17 { And I’saao departed thence, 
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and pitched his tent in the valley 
of Gé’rar, and dwelt there. 

18 And i’saac digged again the 
wells of water, which they had. 
digged in the days of A’bra-ham 
his father; for the Phi-lis’tines 
had stopped them after the death. 
of A’bra-ham: and he called 
their names after the names by 
which his father had called them. 

19 And f’saac’s servants digged. 
in the vailey, and found there a 
well of springing water. 

20 And the herdmen of Gé’rir 
did strive with I’saac’s herd- 
men, saying, The water is ours: 
and he called the name of the 
well E’sék; because they strove 
with him. , 

21 And they digged another 
well, and strove for that also: and 
he called the name of it Sit’nah. 

22 And he removed from thence, 
and digged another well: and 
for that they strove not: and he 
called the name of it Ré-hd’both; 
and he said, For now the LORD 
hath made room for us, and we 
shall be fruitful in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence 
to Bé’er—-shé’ba. 

24 And the LORD appeared un- 
to him the same night, and said, 
I am the God of A’bra-ham thy 
father: fear not, for I am with 
thee, and will bless thee, and 
multiply thy seed for my servant 
A’bra-ham’s sake.

ND it came to pass, that when 
I’saac was old, and his 

eyes were dim, so that he could 
not see, he called E’sau his eldest 
son, and said unto him, My son: 
and he said unto him, Behold, 

here am I. 

2 And he said, Behold now, I 
am old, I know not the day of 
my death: 

3 Now therefore take, I pray 
thee, thy weapons, thy quiver and 
thy bow, and go out to the field, 
and take me some venison;

15 And Ré-bék’ah took goodly 
raiment of her eldest son E’sau, 
which were with her in the house, 
and put them upon Ja’cob her 
younger son:

21 And i’saac said unto Ja’cob, 
Come near, I pray thee, that I 
may feel thee, my son, whether 
thou be my very son E’sau or not. 

22 And Ja’cob went near unto 
J’saac his father; and he felt 
him, and said, The voice is 
Ja’cob’s voice, but the hands are 
the hands of E’sau. ; 

23 And he discerned him not, 
because his hands were hairy, as 
his brother E’sau’s hands: so he 
blessed him. 

24 And he said, Art thou. my 
very son E’sau? And he said, J 


am. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to 
me, and I will eat of my son’s 
venison, that my soul may bless 
thee. And he brought if near to 
him, and he did eat: and he 
brought him wine, and he drank. 

26 And his father I’saac said 
unto him, Come near now, and 
kiss me, my son.\ 

27 And he came near, and 
kissed him: and he smelled the 
smell of his raiment, and blessed 
him, and said, See, the smell of 
my son is as the smell of a field 
which the LORD hath blessed : 

28 Therefore God give thee of 
the dew of heaven, and the 
fatness of the earth, and plenty 
of corn and wine:

Savoury meat, and brought it 
unto his father, and said unto 
his father, Let my father arise, 
and eat of his son’s venison, 
that thy soul may bless me. 

32 And Isaac his father said 
unto him, Who art thou? And he 
said, I am thy son, thy firstborn 
E’sau. ‘ 

33 And I’saac trembled very 
exceedingly, and said, Who?

41 § And &’sau hated Ja’cob 
because of the blessing where- 
with his father blessed him: and 
E’sau said in his heart, The days 
of mourning for my father are at 
hand; then will I slay my 
brother Ja’cob. 

42 And these words of &’sau 

er elder son were told to 
Ré-bék’ah: and she sent and 
called Ja’cob her younger son, 
and said unto him, Behold, thy 
brother E’sau, as touching thee, 
doth comfort himself, purposing 
to kill thee. 

43 Wow therefore, my son, obey 
my voice; and arise, flee thou to 
La’ban my brother to Ha’ran: 

44 And tarry with him a few 
days, until thy brother’s fury 
turn away; 

45 Until thy brother’s anger 
turn away from thee, and he 
forget that which thou hast done

1 Meeting of Jacob and Esau. 17 

Jacob settles at Succoth. 20 Erecis 
an altar. 

ND Ja’cob lifted up his eyes, 

and looked, and, behold, 
E’sau came, and with him four 
hundred men. And he divided 
the children unto Lé’ah, and unto 
Ra’chel, and unto the two hande- 
maids. 

2 And he put the handmaids 
and their children foremost, and 
Lé’ah and her children after, and

and said, Who are those with 
thee? And he said, The children 
which God hath graciously given 
thy servant. 

6 Then the handmaidens came 
near, they and their children, and 
they bowed themselves. 

And Lé’ah also with her chil- 
dren came near, and bowed them- 
selves: and afier came Jé’seph 
near and Ra’chel, and they bowed 
themselves. 

8 And he said, What meanest 
thou by all this drove which I 
met? And he said, These are to 
find grace in the sight of my lord. 

9 AndE’sau said, I have enough, 
my brother; keep that thou hast 
unto thyself. 

10 And Ja’cob said, Nay, I pray 
thee, if now I have found grace in | 
thy sight, then receive my present 
atmy hand: for thereforeI have 
seen thy face, as though I had 
seen the face of God, and thou 
wast pleased with me. 

_ 11 Take, I pray thee, my bless- 
ing that is brought to thee; be-

cause God hath dealt graciously 
with me, and because I have 
enough. And he urged him, and 
he took it. 

_12 And he said, Let us take our 
journey, and let us go, and I will 
go before thee. 

13 And he said unto him, My 
lord knoweth that the children 
are tender, and the flocks and 
herds with young are with me: 
and if men should overdrive them 
one day, all the flock will die. 

14 Let my lord, I pray thee, pass 
over before his servant: and I 
will lead on softly, according as 
the cattle that goeth before me 
and the children be able to en- 
dure, until I come unto my lord 
unto Sé/ir. 

15 And E’sau said, Let me now 
leave with thee some of the folk 
that are with me. And he said, 
What needeth it? let me find 
grace in the sight of my lord. 

16 § So E£’sau returned that day 
on his way unto Sé‘ir. 

17 Ja’cob journeyed to 
Siic’coth, and built him an 
house, and made booths for his 
cattle: therefore the name of the 
place is called Suc’coth. 

18 § And Ja’cob came to Sha’- 
lem, a city of Shé’chem, which 7s 
in the land of Ca’naan, when he 
came from Pa’dan-a’/ram; and 
pitched his tent before the city. 

19 And he boughta parcel of a 
field, where he had spread his 
tent, at the hand of the children 
of Ha’mor, Shé’chem’s father, 
for an hundred pieces of money. 

20 And he erected there an 
altar, and called it Eli-e-lo’hé- 
ts’ra-el. 


34 CHAPTER 34 


1 Shechem ravishes Dinah. 
chemites are circumcised. 
by Jacob’s sons. 


ND Di’nah the daughter of 
Lé@’ah, which she bare unto 
Ja’cob, went out to see the 
daughters of the land. 
2 And when Shé’chem the son 
of Ha’mor the Hi’vite, prince of 
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the country, saw her, he tcok 
ner and lay with her, and defiled 
er. 

3 And his soul clave unto Di’- 
nah the daughter of Ja’cob, and 
he loved the damsel, and spake 
kindiy unto the damsel. 

4 And Shé’chem spake unto 
his father Ha’mor, saying, Get 
me this damsel to wife. 

5 And Ja’cob heard that he hed 
defiled Di/nah his daughter: now 
his sons were with his cattle in 
the field: and Ja’cob held his 
peace until they were come. 

¢ And Ha’mor the father of 
Shé’chem went out unto Ja’cob 
to commune with him. 

7 And the sons of Ja’cob came 
out of the field when they heard 
it: and the men were grieved, 
and they were very wroth, be- 
cause he had wrought folly in 
Is’ra-el in lying with Ja’cob’s 
daughter: whichthing ought not 
to be done. 

8 And Ha’mor communed with 
them, saying, The soul of my son 
Shé’chem longethforyour daugh- 
ter: I pray you give her him to 
wife. k j 

9 And make ye marriages with 
us, and give your daughters unto 
us, and take our daughters unto 


you. 

10 And ye shall dwell with us: 
and the land shall be before you; 
dwell and trade ye therein, and 
get you possessions therein. 

11 And Shé’chem said unto her 
father and unto her brethren, Let 
me find grace in your eyes, and 
what ye shall say unto me I will 
give. 

12 Ask me never_so much 
dowry and gift, and I will give 
according as ye shall say unte 
me: but give me the damsel to 
wife. 

13 And the sons of Ja’cob an- 
swered Shé’chem and Ha’mor 
his father deceitfully, and_said, 
because he had defiled Di’nah. 
their sister: 

14 And they said unto them, 
We cannot do this thing, to give 
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our sister to one that is uncir- 
cumcised; for that were a re- 
proach unto us: | 

15 But in this will we consent 
unto you: If ye will be as we be, 
that every male of you be cir- 
cumcised; 

16 Then will we give our dauzh- 
ters unto you, and we will take 
your daughters to us, and we will 
dwell with you, and we wil! be- 
come one people. 

17 But if ye will not hearken 
unto us, to be circumcised; then 
will we take our daughter, and 
we will be gone. 

18 And their words pleased 
Ha’mor, and Shé’chem Ha’mor’s 


son. 

19 And the young man deferred 
not to do the thing, because he 
had delight in Ja’cob’s daughter: 
and he was more honourable 
than all the house of his father. 

20 4 And Ha’mor and She’- 
chem his son came unto the 
gate of their city, and communed 
with the men of their city, saying, 

21 These men are peaceable 
with us; therefore let them dwell 
in the land, and trade therein; for 
the land, behold, itis large enough 
for them; let us take their 
daughters to us for wives, and 
let us give them our daughters. 

22 Only herein will the men 
consent unto us for to dwell with 
us, to be one people, if every male 
among us be circumcised, as they 
are circumcised. 

23 Shall not their cattle and 
their substance and every beast 
of theirs be ours? only let us 
consent unto them, and they will 
dwell with us. 

24 And unto Ha’mor and unto 
She’chem his son hearkened all 
that went out of the gate of his 
city; and every male was cir- 
cumcised, all that went out of the 
gate of his city. 

25 4 And it came to pass on the 
third day, when they were sore, 
that two of the sons of_Ja’cob, 
Sim’e-on and Lé’vi, Di’nah’s 


brethren, took each man his! 


The Shechemites slain. Jacob goes to Beth-el 


sword, and came upon the city 
boldly, and slew all the males. 

26 And they slew Ha’mor and 
Shé’chem his son with the edge 
of the sword, and took Di’nah 
out of Shé’chem’s house, and 
went out. 

27 The sons of Ja’cob came 
upon the slain, and spoiled the 
city, because they had defiled 
their sister. 

28 They took their sheep, and 
their oxen, and their asses, and 
that which was in the city, and 
that which was in the field, 

29 And all their wealth, and all 
their little ones, and their wives 
took they captive, and spoiled 
even all that was in the house. 

30 And Ja’cob said to Sim’e-on 
and Lé’vi, Ye have troubled me 
to make me to stink among the 
inhabitants of the land, among 
the Ca’naan-ites and the Pér’iz- 
zites: and I being few in num- 
ber, they shall gather themselves 
together against me, and slay 
me; and I shall be destroyed, I 
and my house. 

31 And they said, Should he 
deal with our sister as with an 
harlot?

ND God said unto Ja’cob,

2 Then Ja’cob said unto his 
household, and to all that were 
with him, Put away the strange 
gods that are among you, and be 
clean, and change your garments: 

3 And let us arise, and go up to 
Béth’-el; and I will make there 
an altat unto God, who an- 
swered me in the day of my dis- 
tress, and was with me in the 
way which I went. 
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4 And they gave unto Ja’cob all 
the strange gods which were in 
their hand, and all their earrings 
which were in their ears; and 
Ja’cob hid them under the oak 
which was by Shé’chem. 

5 And they journeyed: and the 
terror of God was upon the cities

_14 And Ja’cob set up a pillar 
in the place where he talked with 
him, even a pillar of stone: and 
he poured a drink offering there- 
on, and he poured oil thereon. 

15 And Ja’cob called the name 
of the place where God spake 
with him, Béth’—el. 
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16 § And they journeyed from 
Béth’-el; and there was but a 
little way to come to Eph’rath: 
and Ra’chel travailed, and she 
had hard labour. 

17 And it came to pass, when 
she was in hard labour, that the 
midwife said unto her, Fear not; 
thou shalt have this son also. 

18 And it came to pass, as her 
soul was in departing, (for she 
died) that she called his name 
Bén-0O’ni: but his father called 
him Bén’ja-min.

22 And it came to pass, when 
Is’ra-el dwelt in that land, that 
Reu’ben went and lay with Bil’- 
hah his father’s concubine: and 
Is’ra-el heard it. Now the sons 
of Ja’cob were twelve: 

23 The sons of Lé’ah; Revy’- 
ben, Ja’cob’s firstborn, and Sim/’- 
e-on, and Lé’vi, and Ji’dah, and 
Is’sa-char, and Zéb’u-lun: 

24 The sons of Ra’chel; Jo’- 
seph, and Bén’ja-min 

25 And the sons of Bil’hah, 
Ra’chel’s handmaid; Dan, and 
Naph’ta-li: 

26 And the sons of Zil’pah, 
Lé’ah’s handmaid; Gad, and 
Ash’ér: these are the sons of 
Ja’cob, which were born to him 
in Pa’dan—a’/ram. 

27 q¢ And Ja’cob came_ unto 
l’saac his father unto Mam’ré, 
unto the city of Ar’bah, which its 
Hé’bron, where A’bra-ham and 
I’saac sojourned. 

28 And the days of I’saac were 
an hundred and _ fourscore 
years. 

29 And f’saac gave up the 
ghost, and died, and was gath- 
ered unto his people, being old 
and full of days: and his sons 
E’sau and Ja’cob buried him.

1 Wives and generations of Esau. 24

OW these are the generations 
of E’sau, who is E’dom. 

2 E’sau took his wives of the 
daughters of Ca’naan; A’dah the 
daughter of E’/lon the Hit’tite, and 
A-hol-i-ba’mah sthe daughter of 
A’nah the daughter of Zib’e-on 
the Hi’vite; ‘ 

3 And Bash’e-math Ish’ma-el’s 
daughter, sister of Né-ba’joth. | 

4 And A’dah bare to E’sau El’i- 
phaz; and Bdash’e-math bare 
Revel; _ 

5 And A-h6l-i-ba’mah bare Jé’- 
ush, and Ja-a’lam, and K6’rah: 
these are the sons of £’sau, which 
were born unto him-in the land 
of Ca’naan. Hae 

6 And £’sau took his wives, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and 
all the persons of his house, and 
his cattle, and all his beasts, and 
all his substance, which he had 
got in the land of Ca’naan; and 
went into the country from the 
face of his brother Ja’cob. 

For their riches were more 
than that they might dwell to- 
gether; and the land wherein 
they were strangers could not 
bear them because of their cattle.

_14 4 And these were the sons of 
A-hol-i-ba’mah, the daughter of 
A’nah the daughter of Zib’e-on, 
E’sau’s wife: and she bare to 
E’sau Jé’/ush, and Ja-a’lam, and 
K0/rah. 

15 {| These were dukes of the 
sons of E’sau: the sons of El’/i- 
phaz the firstborn son of E’sau; 
duke Té’man, duke O0’mar, duke 
Zé’pho, duke Ké’naz, 

16 Duke KOo’rah, duke Ga’tam, 
and duke Am/’a-lék: these are 
the dukes that came of El’i-phaz 
in the land of E’dom; these were 
the sons of A’dah. 

17 § And these are the sons of 
Rev’el E’sau’s son; duke Na’- 
hath, duke Zé’rah, duke Sham’- 
mah, duke Miz’zah: these are 
the dukes that came of Reu’el in 
the land of E’dom; these are the 
sons of Bash’e-math E’sau’s wife. 
_18 9 And these are the sons of 
A-hol-i-ba’mah £/’sau’s_ wife; 
duke Jé’ish, duke Jda-a’lam, 
duke Ko’rah: these were the 
dukes that came of A-h6l-i-ba’- 
mah the daughter of A’nah, 
E’sau’s wife. 

19 These are the sons of &’sau, 
who is E’dom, and these are their 
dukes. 

20 § These are the sons of 
Séir the Hd’rite, who inhabited 
the land; Lé’tan, and Sho’bal, 
and Zib’e-on, and A’nah, 

21 And Di’shon, and £’zér, and 
Di’shan: these are the dukes of 
the Ho’rites, the children of Sé’ir 
in the land of E’dom. 

22 And the children of L6’tan 
were HO’ri and Hé’mam; and 
Lo’tan’s sister was Tim’na. 

23 And the children of Sho’bal 
were these; Al’van, and Man’a- 
hath, and E’bal, Shé’phé, and

24 And these are the children of 
Zib’e-on; both A’jah, and A’nah: 
this was that A’nah that found 
the mules in the wilderness, as 
ae es the asses of Zib’e-on his 
ather. 
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25 And the children of A’nah 
were these; Di’shon, and A-hdl- 
i-ba’mah the daughter of A’nah. 

26 And these are the children of 
Di’shon; _Hém/’dan, and Esh’- 
ban, and ith’ran, and Ché’ran. 
The children of E’zér are 
>; Bil’han, and Za’a-van, 
and A’kan. 

28 The children of Di’shan are 
these; Uz, and A’ran. 

29 These are the dukes that 
came of the Ho’rites; duke L6’- 
tan, duke Sho’bal, duke Zib’e-on, 
duke A’nah, 

30 Duke Di’shon, duke £’zér, 
duke Di’shan: these are the 
dukes that came of H6’ri, among 
their dukes in the land of Sé‘ir. 

31 4 And these are the kings 
that reigned in the land of E’dom, 
before there reigned any king 
over the children of fs’ra-el. | 

32 And Bé’la the son of Bé’or 
reigned in k’dom: and the name 
of his city was Din’ha-bah. 

33 And Bé’la died, and J6’bab 
the son of Zé’rah of Boéz’rah 
reigned in his stead. 

34 And Jo’bab died, and Hi’- 
sham of the land of Tém/a-ni 
poenea in his stead. 

And Ht’sham died, and 
Hadad the son of Be’dad, who 
smote Mid’i-an in the field of 
M0O’ab, reigned in his stead: and 
the name of his city was A’vith. 

36 And Ha’dad died, and Sam/’- 
lah of Mas’re-kah reigned in his 
stead. 

37 And Sam/‘lah died, and Saul 
of Ré-h6’both by the river reigned 
in his stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Ba’al- 
ha’nan the son of Ach’bér reigned 

in his stead. 


39 And Ba’al—ha’nan the son|h 


of Ach’bér died, and Ha’dar 
reigned in his stead: and the 
name of his city was Pa’u; and 


his wife’s name was Mé-hét’a- | 


bél, the daughter of Ma’tred, the 
daughter of Méz’a-hab. 

40 And these are the names of 
the dukes that came of &’sau, 
according to their families, after 
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their places, by their names; 
Ree Tim’ nah, duke Al’vah, duke 
é’theth 

41 Duke A-h6dl-i-ba’mah, duke 
E’lah, duke Pi’non, 

42 Duke Ké’naz, duke Té’man, 
duke Mib/zar, 

43 Duke Mie’di-el, duke l’ram: 
these be the dukes of E ‘dom, 
according to their habitations in 
the land of their possession: he 
a E’sau the father of the E’dom- 
ites.

ND Ja’cob dwelt in the land 
wherein his father was a 
stranger, in the land of Ca’naan. 

2 These are the generations of 
Ja’cob. Jo’seph, being seven- 
teen years old, was feeding the 
flock with his brethren; and the 
lad was with the sons of Bil’hah, 
and with the sons of Zil’pah, his 
father’s wives: and Jd’seph 
brought unto his father their evil 
report. | 

3 Now Is’ra-el loved J6’seph 
more than all his children, be- 
cause he was the son of his old 
age: and he made him a coat of 
many colours. 

4 And when his brethren saw 
that their father loved him more 
than all his brethren, they hated 
him, and could not speak peace- 
ably unto him. 

5 ¢ And Jo’seph dreamed a 
dream, and he told if his breth- 
ren: and they hated him yet the 


more. 

6 And he said unto them, Hear, 
I pray you, this dream which I 
ave dreamed: 

7 For, behold, we were binding 
sheaves in the field, and, lo, my 
sheaf arose, and also stood up- 
right; and, behold, your sheaves 
stood round about, and made 
obeisance to my sheaf. 

8 And his brethren said to him, 
Shalt thou indeed reign over us?

14 And he said to him, Go, I 
pray thee, see whether it be well 
with thy brethren, and well with 
the flocks; and bring me word 
again.

15 q And a certain man found 
him, and, behold, he was wan- 
dering in the field: and the man

16 And he said, I seek my 
brethren: tell me, I pray thee, 
where they feed their flocks. 

17 And the man said, They are 
departed hence; for I heard 
them say, Let us go to D6’than. 
And Jo’seph went after his breth- 
ren, and found them in D6’than. 

18 And when they saw him afar 
off, even before he came near unto 
them, they conspired against 
him to slay him, 

19 And they said one to another, 
Behold, this dreamer cometh. 

20 Come now therefore, and 
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let us slay him, and cast him into 
some pit, and we will say, Some 
evilbeasthathdevouredhim; and 
we shall see what will become of 
his dreams. ; 

21 And Rey’ben heard if, and 
he delivered him_out of their 
hands; and said, Let us not kill 


im. 

22 And Rev’ben said unto them, 
Shed no blood, but cast him into 
this pit that is in the wilderness, 
and lay no hand upon him; that 
he might rid him out of their 
hands, to deliver him to his father 


again. 

23 4 And it came to pass, when 
Jo’seph was come unto his breth- 
ren, that they stript J6’seph out of 
his coat, his coat of many colours 
that was on him; 

24 And they took him, and cast 
him into a pit: and the pit was 
empty, there was no water in it. 

25 And they sat down to eat 
bread: and they lifted up their 
eyes and looked, and, behold, a 
company of Ish’me-el-ites came 
from Gil’e-ad with their camels 
bearing spicery and balm and 
myrrh, going to carry if down to 
E’gynt. :

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Go in unto thy brother’s wife, 
and marry her, and raise up seed 
to thy brother. 

9 And O’nan knew that the seed 
should not be his; and it came 
to pass, when he went in unto his 
brother’s wife, that he spilled if 
on the ground, lest that he should 
give seed to his brother. 

10 And the thing which he did 
displeased the LORD: where- 
fore he slew him also. 

11 Then said Ja’dah to Ta’mar 
his daughter in law, Remain a 
widow at thy father’s house, till 
Shé’lah my son be grown: for he 
said, Lest peradventure he die 
also, as his brethren did. And 
Ta’mar went and dwelt in her 
father’s house. 

12 q And in process of time the 
daughter of Shu’ah Ja’dah’s wife 
died; and Jai’dah was com- 
forted, and went up unto his 
sheepshearers to Tim/nath, he 
and his friend Hi’rah the A-dul’- 
lam-ite. 

13 And it was told Ta’mar, say- 
ing, Behold thy father in law 
goeth up to Tim/’nath to shear 
his sheep.

26 And Ji’dah acknowledged 
them, and said, She hath been 
more righteous than I; because 
that I gave her not to Shé’lah 
my son. And he knew her again

27 ¥ And it came to pass in the 
time of her travail, that, behold, 
twins were in her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when 
she travailed, that the one put 
out his hand: and the midwife 
took and bound upon his hand a 
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scarlet thread, saying, This came 
out first. 

29 And it came to pass, as he 
drew back his hand, that, behold, 
his brother came out: and she 
said, How hast thou broken 
forth? this breach be upon thee:

30 And afterward came out his 
brother, that had the scarlet 
thread upon his hand: and his 
name was called Za’rah.

2 And the LORD was with 
J6’seph, and he was a prosperous 
man; and he was in the house 
of his master the &-¢¥p’tian. 

3 And 
LORD was with him, and that 
the LORD made all that he did 
to prosper in his hand. 

And 
his sight, and he served him: and 
he made him overseer over his 
house, and all that he had he put 
into his hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the 
time that he had made him over- 
seer in his house, and over all 
that he had, that the Lorp 
blessed the £-éy¥p’tian’s. house 
for JO’seph’s sake; and the bless- 
ing of the LORD was upon ail 
that he had in the house, and in 
the field. 

6 And he left ail that he had in 
J6’seph’s hand; and he knew 
not ought he had, save the bread 
which he did eat.

12 And she caught him by his 
garment, saying, Lie with me: 
and he left his garment in her 
pene and fled, and got him 
out. 

13 And it came to pass, when 
she saw that he had left his gar- 
ment in her hand, and was fled 


orth, 

14 That she called unto the men 
of her house, and spake unto 
them, saying, See, he hath brought 
in an Hé’brew unto us to mock 
us; he came in unto me to lie 
with me, and I cried with a loud 
voice: 

_.15 And it came to pass, when 

he gerd that I lifted up my voice 
and cried, that he left his gar- 
ment with me, and fled, and got 
him out. 

16 And she laid up his garment 
by her, until his lord came home. 

And she spake unto him 
according to these words, saying, 
The Hé’brew servant, which thou 
hast brought unto us, came in 
unto me to mock me: 

18 And it came to pass, as I 
lifted up my voice and cried, that 
he left his garment with me, and 
fled out.

22 And the keeper of the prison 
committed to JO’seph’s hand all 
the prisoners that were in the 
prison; and whatsoever they did 
there, he was the doer of it. 

The keeper of the prison 
looked not to any thing that was 
under his hand; because the 
LORD was with him, and that 
which he did, the LORD made if 
to prosper.

ND it came to pass after these 

things, that the butler of 
the king of E’eypt and his baker 
had offended their lord the king 
of E’gypt.

6 And J6é’seph came in unto

were sad. 

7 And he asked Pha’ra6ch’s offi- 
cers that were with him in the 
ward of his lord’s house, saying, 
Wherefore look ye so sadly to 


ay 

8 And they said unto him, We 
have dreamed a dream, and there 
7s no interpreter of it. And J6’- 
seph said unto them, Do not in- 
terpretations belong to God? tell 
me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his 
dream to Jé’seph, and said to 
him, In my dream, behold, a vine 
was before me; 

10 And in the vine were three 
branches: and it was as though 
it budded, and her blossoms shot 
forth; and the clusters thereof 
brought forth ripe grapes: 

And Pha’raoh’s cup was in 
my hand: and I took the grapes, 
and pressed them into Pha’raoh’s 
cup, and I gave the cup into Pha’- 
raodh’s hand. ’ 4 

12 And J6’seph said unto him, 
This is the interpretation of it: 
The three branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall 
Pha’raoh lift up thine head, and 
restore thee unto thy place: and 
thou shalt deliver Pha’radh’s cup 
into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou wast his 
butler. 3 

14 But think on me when it 
shall be well with thee, and shew 
kindness, I pray thee, unto me, 
and make mention of me unto 
Pha’raoh, and bring me out of 
this house: 

15 Forindeed I was stolen away 
out of the land of the Hé’brews: 
and herealsohavel done nothing 
that they should put me into the 
dungeon. f 

16 When the chief baker saw 
that the interpretation was good, 
he said unto J6’seph, I also was 
in my dream, and, behold, J had 
three white baskets on my head: 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bake- 
meats for Pha’radh; and the 
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birds did eat them out of the 
basket upon my head. 

18 And Jo’seph answered and 
said, This is the interpretation 
thereof: The three baskets are 
three days: 

19 Yet within three days shall 
Pha’raoh lift up thy head from 
off thee, and shall hang thee ona 
tree; and the birds shall eat thy 
flesh from off thee. 

20 4. And it came to pass the 
third day, which was Pha’rash’s 
birthday, that he made a feast 
unto all his servants: and he 
lifted up the head of the chief 
butler and of the chief baker 
among his servants. 

21 And he restored the chief 
butler unto his butlership again;

The famine. 

ND it came to pass at the end 

of two full years, that Pha’- 

raodh dreamed: and, behold, he 
stood by the river. 

2 And, behold, there came up 
out of the river seven well favour- 
ed kine and fatfieshed; and they 
fed in a meadow. 

3 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them out of the 
river, ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed; and stood by the other 
kine upon the brink of the river. 

4 And the ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed kine did eat up the seven 
well favoured and fat kine. So 
Pha’raoh awoke. . 

5 And he slept and dreamed the 
second time: and, behold, seven 
ears of corn came up upon one 
stalk, rank and good. q 

6 And, behold, seven thin ears 
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and blasted with the east wind 
sprung up after them. 

7 And the seven thin ears de- 
voured the seven rank and full 
ears. And Pha’raoh awoke, and, 
behold, if was a dream. 

And it came to pass in the 
morning that his spirit was 
troubled; and he sent and called 
for all the magicians of &’gypt, 
and all the wise men thereof: 
and Pha’rash told them his 
dream; but there was none that 
could interpret them unto Pha’- 
raoh. 

9 ¥ Then spake the chief butler 
unto Pha’raoh, saying, I do re- 
member my faults this day: | 

10 Pha’radh was wroth with 
his servants, and put me in ward 
in the captain of the guard’s 
house, both me and the chief 
baker: 

11 And we dreamed a dream 
in one night, I and he; we 
dreamed each man according to 
the interpretation of his dream. 

12 And there was there with 
us a young man, an Hé’brew, 
servant to the captain of the 
guard; and we told him, and he 
interpreted to us our dreams; to 
each man according to his dream 
he did interpret. 

13 And it came to pass, as he 
interpreted to us, so it was; me 
he restored unto mine office, and 
him he hanged. 

14 § Then Pha’raoh sent and 
called J6’seph, and they brought 
him hastily out of the dungeon: 
and he shaved himself, and 
changed his raiment, and came 
in unto Pha’raoh. ‘ 

15 And Pha’rach said unto Jo’- 
seph, I have dreamed a dream, 
and there is none that can inter- 
pret it: and I have heard say of 
thee, that thou canst understand 
a dream to interpret it. 

16 And J6’seph answered Pha’- 
raoh, saying, /¢t is not in me: 
God shall give Pha’radh an an- 
Sswer of peace. 

17 And Pha’radh said unto Jo’- 
seph, In my dream, behold, I 
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stood upon the bank of the 
river: 

13 And, behold, there came up 
out of the river seven kine, fat- 
fleshed and well favoured; and 
they fed in a meadow: 

19 And, behold, seven other 
kine came up after them, poor 
and very ill favoured and lean- 
fleshed, such as I never saw in 
all the land of E’gypt for badness: 

20 And the lean and the ill 
favoured kine did eat up the first 
seven fat kine: 

21 And when they had eaten 
them up, it could not be known 
that they had eaten them; but 
they were still ill favoured, as at 
the beginning. So I awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, 
behoid, seven ears came up in 
one stalk, full and good: f 

23 And, behold, seven ears, wi- 
thered, thin, and blasted with the 
east wind, sprung up after them: 

24 And the thin ears devoured 
the seven good ears: and I told 
this unto the magicians; but 
there was none that could declare 
it to me. 

25 { And J6’seph said unto 
Pha’raoh, The dream of Pha’- 
raoh is one: God hath shewed 
Pha’raoh what he is about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are 
seven years; and the seven good 
ears are seven years: the dream 
is one. 2 

27 And the seven thin and ill 
favoured kine that came up after 
them are seven years; and the 
seven empty ears blasted with the 
east wind shall be seven years of 
famine. 

28 This is the thing which I 
have spoken unto Pha’raoh: 
What God is about to do he shew- 
eth unto Pha’raoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven 
years of great plenty throughout 
all the land of E’é¥pt: 

30 And there shall arise after 
them seven years of famine; and 
all the plenty shall be forgotten 
in the land of £’gypt; and the 
famine shall consume the land; 
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31 And the plenty shall not be 
known in the land by reason of 
that famine following; for it 
shall be very grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was 
doubled unto Pha’raoh twice; tt 
is because the thing is estab- 
lished by God, and God will 
shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pha’rash 
look out a man discreet and wise, 
and set him over the land of 
E’gypt. i 

34 Let Pha’raoh do this, and let 
him appoint officers over the 
land, and take up the fifth part of 
the land of E’gypt in the seven 
plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the 
food of those good years that 
come, and lay up corn under the 
hand of Pha’raodh, and let them 
keep food in the cities. 

36 And that food shall be for 
storeto the land against the seven 
years of famine, whicu shall be 
in the land of E’éypt; that the 
land perish not through the 


famine. i f 

37 q And the thing was good in 
the eyes of Pha’rach, and in the 
eyes of all his servants. ; 

38 And Pha’raoh said unto his 
servants, Can we find such a one 
as this is, a man in whom the 
Spirit of God is? : 

39 And Pha’rach said unto Jo’- 
seph, Forasmuch as God hath 
shewed thee all this, there is none 
so discreet and wise as thou art: 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, 
and according unto thy word 
shall all my people be ruled: only 
in the throne will I be greater 
than thou. : 

41 And Pha’raoh said unto J6’- 
seph, See, I have set thee over 
all the land of E’gypt. : 

42 And Pha’raéh took off his 
ring from his hand, and put it 
upon Jo’seph’s hand, and arrayed 
him in vestures of fine linen, and 
put a gold chain about his neck; 

43 And he made him to ride in 
the second chariot which he had; 
and they cried before him, Bow 
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the knee: and he made him 
ruler over all the land of E’gypt. 

44 And Pha’raoh said unto Jo’- 
seph, I am Pha’raoh, and without 
thee shall no man lift up his hand 
or foot in all the land of E’gypt. 

45 And Pha’rach called Jo’- 
seph’s name Zaph’nath—pa-a- 
né’ah; and he gave him to wife 
As’e-nath the daughter of Pot’i- 
phé’rah priest of On. And Jo’- 
seph went out over all the land 
of Egypt. ; 

46 9 And Jé’seph was thirty 
years old when he stood before 
Pha’raoh king of E’éypt. And 
Jo’seph went out from the pres- 
ence of Pha’radh, and went 
throughout all the land of E’£ypt. 

47 And in the seven plenteous 
years the earth brought forth by 
handfuls. 

48 And he gathered up all the 
food of the seven years, which 
were in the land of £’éypt, and 
laid up the food in the cities: the 
food of the field, which was round 
about every city, laid he up in the 


same. 

49 And Jo’seph gathered corn 
as the sand of the sea, very 
much, until he left numbering; 
for if was without number. 

50 And unto J6’seph were born 
two sons before the years of 
famine came, which As’e-nath 
the daughter of Pot’i-phé’rah 
priest of On bare unto him. 

51 And Jod’seph called the name 
of the firstborn Ma-nas’seh: For 
God, said he, hath made me for- 
get all my toil, and all my father’s 
house. 

52 And the name of the second 
called he E’phra-im: For God 
hath caused me to be fruitful in’ 
the land of my affliction. 

53 ¢ And the seven years of 
plenteousness, that was in the 
land of &’£¥pt, were ended. 

54 And the seven years of 
dearth began to come, according 
as Jo’seph had said: and the 
dearth was in all lands; but in 
all the land of E’gypt there was 
bread. ; 
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55 And when all the land of 
E’/zypt was famished, the people 
cried to Pha’raoh for bread: and 
Pha’raoh said unto all the E-gyp’- 
tians, Go unto J6’seph; what he 
saith to you, do. 

56 And the famine was over all 
the face of the earth: And Jo’- 
seph opened all the storehouses, 
and sold unto the E-gyp’tians; 
and the famine waxed sore in the 
land of £’éypt. 4 

57 And ail countries came into 
E’gypt to J6’seph for to buy corn, 
because that the famine was so 
sore in all lands.

1 Jacob’s sons sent to Egypt for corn.| q 


16 Imprisoned as spies. 18 Joseph’s 
treatment of them. 24 Simeon kept 
for a pledge. 
OW when Ja’cob saw that 
there was corn in E’éypt, 
Ja’cob said unto his sons, Why 
do ye look one upon another? 

2 And he said, Behold, I have 
heard that there is corn in B’gypt: 
get you down thither, and buy 
for us from thence; that we may 
live, and not die. 

3 4 And Jo’seph’s ten brethren 
went down to buy corn in E’gypt. 

4 But Bén’ja-min, Jdé’seph’s 
brother, Ja’cob sent not with his 
brethren; for he said, Lest per- 
adventure mischief befall him. 

5 And the sons of Is’ra-el came 
to buy corn’ among those that 
came: for the famine was in the 
land of Ca’/naan. 

6 And Jo’seph was the governor 
over the land, and he it was that 
sold to all the people of the land: 
and J6’seph’s brethren came, and 
bowed down themselves before 
him with their faces to the 
earth. : 

7 And Jé’seph saw his brethren, 
and he knew them, but made 
himself strange unto them, and 
spake roughly unto them; and 
he said unto them, Whence come 
ye? And they said, From the 
land of Ca’naan to buy food. 

_ 8 And Jé’seph knew his breth- 
ren, but they knew not him. 
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9 And J6’seph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of 
them, and said unto them, Ye are 
spies; to see the nakedness of 
the land ye are come. 

10 And they said unto him, Nay, 
my lord, but to buy food are thy 
servants come. 

11 We are all one man’s sons; 
we are true men, thy servants 
are no spies. 

12 And he said unto them, Nay, 
but to see the nakedness of the 
land ye are come. 

13 And they said, Thy servants 
are twelve brethren, the sons of 
one man in the land of Ca’naan; 
and, behold, the youngest is this 
ay with our father, and one is 


not. 

14 And Jo’seph said unto them, 
That is it that I spake unto you, 
saying, Ye are spies: 

15 Hereby ye shall be proved: 
By the life of Pha’radh ye shall

16 Send one of you, and let him 
fetch your brother, and ye shall 
be kept in prison, that your words 
may be proved, whether there be 
any truth in you: or else by the 
life of Pha’radh surely ye are 
spies.

18 And J6’seph said unto them 
the third day, This do, and live;

20 But bring your youngest 
brother unto me; so shall your 
words be verified, and ye shall 
not die. And they did so. 

21 ¥ And they said one to an- 
other, We are verily guilty con- 
cerning our brother, in that we 
saw the anguish of his soul, when 
he besought us, and we would 
not hear; therefore is this dis- 
tress come upon us. 

22 And Rew’ben answered them, 
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saying, Spake I not unto you, 
saying, Do not sin against the 
child; and ye would not hear? 
therefore, behold, also his blood 
Is required. 

23 And they knew not that Jo’- 
Seph understood them; for he 
Spake unto them by an inter- 
preter. 

24 And he turned himself about 
from them, and wept; and re- 
turned to them again, and com- 
muned with them, and took from 
them Sim’e-on, and bound him 
before their eyes. 

25 4 Then J6’seph commanded 
to fill their sacks with corn, and 
to restore every man’s money into 
his sack, and to sive them pro- 
vision for the way: and thus 
did he unto them.

31 And we said unto him, We 
are true men; we are no 
spies: 

32 We be twelve brethren, sons 
of our father; one is not, and the 
youngest is this day with our 
father in the land of Ca’naan. 

33 And the man, the lord of the 
country, said unto us, Hereby 
shall I know that ye are true men; 
leave one of your brethren here 
with me, and take food for the 
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famine of your households, and 
be gone: | 

34 And bring your youngest 
brother unto me: then shall I 
know that ye are no spies, but 
that ye are true men: so will I 
deliver you your brother, and ye 
shall traffick in the land. 

35 4 And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, 
every man’s bundie of money 
was in his sack: and when both 
they and their father saw the 
bundles of money, they were 
afraid. 

36 And Ja’cob their father said 
unto them, Me have ye bereaved 
of my children: J6’seph is not, 
and Sim’e-on is not, and ye will 
take Bén’ja-min away: all these 
things are against me. ; 

37 And Reu’ben spake unto his 
father, saying, Slay my two sons, 
if I bring him not to thee: deliver 
him into my hand, and I will 
bring him to thee again. 

38 And he said, My son shall 
not go down with you; for his 
brother is dead, and he is left 
alone: if mischief befall him by

21 And as for the people, he re- 
moved them to cities from one 
end of the borders of E’gypt even 
to the other end thereof. 

22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests had 
a portion assigned them of Pha’- 
rach, and did eat their portion 
which Pha’radh gave them: 
wherefore they sold not their 
lands. 

23 Then J6’seph said unto the 
people, Behold, I have bought you 
this day and your land for Pha’- 
raoh: lo, here is seed for you, 
and ye shall sow theland.

4 And the frogs shall come up 
both on thee, and upon thy peo- 
He and upon all thy servants. 

5 ¢ And the LORD spake unto 
MOd’ses, Say unto Aar’on, Stretch 
forth thine hand with thy rod’ 
over the streams, over the rivers, 
and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs to come up upon the land 
of E’gypt. 

6 And A@r’on stretched out his 
hand over the waters of Egypt; 
and the frogs came up, and 
covered the land of £’g¥pt. 

7 Andthemagicians didso with 
their enchantments, and brought 
Be frogs upon thelandof E’gypt. 

8 § Then Pha’raoh called for 
Md’ses and Aar’on, and said, 
Intreat the LORD, that he may 
take away the frogs from me, 
and from my people; and I will 
let the people go, that they may 
do sacrifice unto the LORD.

And he said, Be it according to 
thy word: that thou mayest 
know that there is none like 
unto the LORD our God. 
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11 And the frogs shall depart 
from thee, and from thy houses, 
and from thy servants, and from 
thy people; they shall remain in 
the river only. 

12 And Mo’ses and Aar’on went 
out from Pha’radh: and MO0’ses 
cried unto the LORD because of 
the frogs which he had brought 
against Pha’raoh. ‘ 

13 And the LorD did according 
to the word of Mo’ses; and the 
frogs died out of the houses, out 
of the villages, and out of the 


elds. 

14 And they gathered them to- 
gether upon heaps: and the land 
stank. 

15 But when Pha’rath saw that 
there was respite, he hardened 
his heart, and hearkened not un- 
to them; as the LoRD had said. 

16 4 And the LoRD said unto 
Mo’ses, Say unto Aar’on, Stretch 
out thy rod, and smite the dust of 
the land, that’it may become lice 
throughout all the land of E’gypt. 

17 And they did so; for Aar’on 
stretched out his hand with his 
rod, and smote the dust of the 
earth, and it became lice in 
man, and in beast; all the dust of 
the land became lice throughout 
all the land of E’éypt. ; 

18 And the magicians did so 
with their enchantments to bring 
forth lice, but they could not: so 
there were lice upon man, and 
upon beast. : 

19 Then the magicians said un- 
to Pha’raoh, This is the finger 
of God: and Pha’raodh’s heart 
was hardened, and he hearkened 
not unto them; as the LORD had 


said. 

20 ¢ And the LorD said unto 
Mo’ses, Rise up early in the 
morning, and stand before Pha’- 
raoh; lo, he cometh forth to the 
water; and say unto him, Thus 
saith the LorpD, Let my people 
zo, that they may serve me. — 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let my 
people go, behold, I will send 
swarms of flies upon thee, and 
upon thy servants, and upon thy 
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people, and into thy houses: and 
the houses of the £&-gyp’tians 
shall be full of swarms of flies, 
and also the ground whereon 
they are. 
22 And I will sever in that day 
the land of G6’shen, in which my 
people dwell, that no swarms of 
flies shall be there; to the end 
thou mayest know that I am the 
LORD in the midst of the earth. 

23 And I will put a division be- 
tween my people and thy people: 
to morrow shall this sign be. 

24 And the LORD did so; and 
there came a grievous swarm of 
flies into the house of Pha’raoh, 
and into his servants’ houses, 
and into all the land of E’sypt: 
the land was corrupted by 
reason of the swarm of flies. 

25 4 And Pha’raoh called for 
Mo’ses and for Aar’on, and said, 
Go ye, sacrifice to your God in 
the land. 

26 And Mod’ses said, It is not 

meet so to do; for we shall sacri- 
fice the abomination of the 
E-gyp’tians to the LORD our 
God: lo, shall we sacrifice the 
abomination of the E-gyp’tians 
before their eyes, and will they 
not stone us? 
_27 We. will go. three days’ 
journey into the wilderness, and 
sacrifice to the LORD our God, 
as he shall command us. 

28 And Pha’raoh said, I will let 
you go, that ye may sacrifice to 
the LORD your God in the wil- 
derness; only ye shall not go 
very far away: intreat for me. 

29 And Md’ses said, Behold, 1 
go out from thee, and I will in- 
treat the LORD that the swarms 
of flies may ‘depart from Pha’- 
raoh, from his servants, and from 
his people, to morrow: but let 
not Pha’raoh deal deceitfully any 
more in not letting the people go 
to sacrifice to the LORD. 

30 And Md’ses went out from 
Pha’raoh, and intreated the 
LORD. 

31 And the Lorp did accord- 
ing to the word of Md’ses; and 
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he removed the swarms of flies 
from Pha’raoh, from his serv- 
ants, and from his people; there 
remained not one.

12 For I will pass through the 
land of £’é¥pt this night, and 
will smite all the firstborn in the 
land of E’gypt, both man and 
beast; and against all the gods

16 And in the first day there 
shall be an holy convocation, 
and in the seventh day there shall 
be an holy convocation to you;

17 And ye shall observe the 
feast of unleavened bread; for 
in this selfsame day have I 
brought your armies out of the 
land of E’gypt: therefore shall 
ye observe this day in your gen- 
erations byan ordinance for ever.

21 § Then M6’ses called for all 
the elders of is’ra-el, and said 
unto them, Draw out and take 
you_a lamb according to your 
families, and kill the passover. | 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip if in the blood 
that is in the bason, and strike 
the lintel and the two side posts 
with the blood that is in the 
and none of you shall 
go out at the door of his house 
until the morning. 

23 For the LORD wiil pass 
through to smite the E-g¥p’tians; 
and when he seeth the blood 
upon the lintel, and on the two 
side posts, the LORD will pass.

28 And the children of Is’ra-el 
went away, and did as the LORD 
had commanded MOo’ses and 
Aar’on, so did they. 

29 ¥ And it came to pass, that 
at midnight the LORD smote all 
the firstborn in the land of 
E’eypt, from the firstborn of Pha’- 
taoh ‘that sat on his throne unto 
the firstborn of the captive that 
was in the dungeon; and all the 
firstborn of cattle. : 

30 And Pha’raoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, 
and all the &-gyp’tians; and 
there was a great cry in E’gYpt: 
for there was not a house where 
there was not one dead. 

31 § And he called for M6’ses 
and Aar’on by night, and said, 
Rise up, and get you forth from 
among my people, both ye and 
the children of is’ra-el; and go, 
serve the LORD, as ye have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and 
your herds, as ye have said, and 
be gone; and bless me also. 

33 And the E-gyp’tians were 
urgent upon the people, that they 
might send them out of the land 
in haste; for they said, We be 
all dead men. Y 

34 And the people took their 
dough before it was leavened, 
their kneadingtroughs being 
bound up in their clothes upon 
their shoulders.

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35 And the children of is’ra-el 
did according to the word of 
Mo’ ses; and they borrowed of 


the E-gyp’tians jewels of silver,

36 And the LORD gave the 
people favour in the sight of the 
E-gyp’tians, so that they lent un- 
to them such things as they 
required. And they spoiled the 
E-gyp’tians. 

37 § And the children of Is’ra- 
el journeyed from Ra-mé’sés to 
Stc’coth, about six hundred 
thousand on foot that were men, 
beside children.

48 And when a stranger shall 
sojourn with thee, and will keep 
the passover to the LORD, let all 
his males be circumcised, and 
then let him come near and keep 
it; and he shall be as one that is 
borni inthe land: forno uncircum- 
cised person shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him

4 And I will harden Pha’rach’s 
heart, that he shall follow after 
them; and I will be honoured 
upon Pha’raoh, and upon all his 
host; that the £-gyp’tians may 
know thatI am the Lorp. And 
they did so. 

_5 § And it was told the king of 
k’gypt that the people fled: and 
the heart of Pha’raoh and of his 
servants was turned against the 
people, and they said, Why have 
we done this, that we have let 
Is’ra-el go from serving us? 
And he made ready his char- 
iot, and took his people with him: 

7 And he took six hundred cho- 
sen chariots, and all the chariots 
of E’gypt, and captains over every 
one of them. 

8 And the LorD hardened the 
heart of Pha’raoh king of F’g¥pt, 
and he pursued after the children 
of Is’ra-el: and the children of 
Is’ra-el went out with an high 
hand. ; 

9 But the £-g¥p’tians pursued 
after them, all the horses and 
chariots of Pha’raoh, and his 
horsemen, and his army, and 
overtook them encamping by the 
sea, beside Pi’/—ha-hi’roth, before 
Ba’al—zé’phon.

11 And they said unto M6’ses, 
Because there were no graves in 
E’gypt, hast thou taken us away 
to die in the wilderness? where- 
fore hast thou dealt thus with us, 
to carry us forth out of £’éypt? 

12 /s not this the word that we 
did tell thee in £’z¥pt, saying, Let 
us alone, that we may serve the 
E-gyp’-tians?

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13 § And Mo’ses said unto the 
people, Fear ye not, stand still, 
and see the salvation of the LORD, 
which he will shew to you to day:

18 And the £&-gyp’tians shall 
know that I am the LORD, when 
I have gotten me honour upon 
Pha’raoh, upon his chariots, and 
upon his horsemen. 

19 4 And the angel of God, 
which went before the camp of 
ts’ra-el, removed and went be- 
hind them; and the pillar of the 
cloud went from before their face, 
and stood behind them: 

20 And it came between the 
camp of the £-gyp’tians and the 
camp of fs’ra-el; and it was a 
cloud and darkness fo them, but 
it gave light by night to these: so 
that the one came not near the 
other all the night. 

21 And Md’ses stretched out his 
hand over the sea; and the LORD 
caused the sea to go back by a 
strong east wind all that night,

22 And there I will meet with 
thee, and I will commune with 
thee from above the mercy seat, 
from between the two cherubims 
which are upon the ark of the 
testimony, of all things which I 
will give thee in commandment 
unto the children of Is’ra-el. 

23 § Thou shalt also make a 
table of shittim wood: two cu- 
bits shall be the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof, 
and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it 
with pure gold, and make thereto 
a crown of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto 
it a border of an hand breadth 
round about, and thou shalt 
make a golden crown to the 
border thereof round about.

31 4 And thou shalt make a 
candlestick of pure gold: 
beaten work shall the candle- 
stick be made:

his branches, his bowls, his 
knops, and his flowers, shall be 
of the same. 

32 And six branches shalt 
come out of the sides of it; three 
branches of the candlestick out 
of the one side, and three branch- 
es of the candlestick out of the 
other side: 

33 Three bowls made like unto 
almonds, with a knop and a 
flower in one branch; and three 
bowls made like almonds in the 
other branch, with a knop and a 
flower: so in the six branches 
that come out of the candle- 
stick, 

34 And in the candlestick shall 
be four bowls made like unto 
almonds, with their knops and 
their flowers. 

35 And there shail be a knop 
under two branches of the same, 
and a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, 
according to the six branches 
that proceed out of the candle- 
stick. 

36 Their knops and _ their 
branches shall be of the same: 
all of it shall be one beaten work 
of pure gold.

TV OCREOVER thou shalt make 
the tabernacle with ten 
curtains of fine twined linen, and 
lue, and purple, and scarlet:

| work shalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain 
_ shall be eight and twenty cubits, 
and the breadth of one curtain 
four cubits: and every one of the 
_ curtains shall have one measure. 
| The five curtains shall be 
coupled together one to another; 
and other five curtains shall be 

coupled one to another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops 
of blue upon the edge of the one 
curtain from the selvedge in the 
coupling; and likewise shalt 
thou make in the uttermost edge 
of another curtain, in the cou- 
pling of the second. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make 
in the one curtain, and fifty loops 
shalt thou make in the edge of 
the curtain that is in the coupling 
of the second; that the loops 
may take hold one of another. 

6 And thou shait make fifty. 
taches of gold, and couple the 
curtains together with the taches: 
oo it shall be one tabernacle. 

7 § And thou shalt make cur- 
tains of goats’ hair to be a cover- 
ing upon the tabernacle: eleven 
curtains shalt thou make. t 

8 The length of one curtain 
Shall be thirty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cu- 
bits: and the eleven curtains 
Shall be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five 
curtains by themselves, and six 
curtains by themselves, and 
shalt double the sixth curtain in 
the forefront of the tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty 
loops, on the edge of the one 
curtain that is outmost in the 
coupling, and fifty loops in the 
edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

11 And thou shalt make fifty 
taches of brass, and put the 
taches into the loops, and couple 
the tent together, that it may be 
one. 

12 And the remnant that re- 
maineth of the curtains of the 
tent, the half curtain that re- 
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maineth, shall hang over the 
backside of the tabernacle. 

13 And a cubit on the one side, 
and a cubit on the other side of 
that which remaineth in the 
length of the curtains of the tent, 
it shall hang over the sides of the 
tabernacle on this side and on 
that side, to cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a 
covering for the tent of rams’ 
skins dyed red, and a covering 
above of badgers’ skins. 

15 ¢ And thou shalt make 
boards for the tabernacle of 
shittim wood standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shail be the 
length of a board, and a cubit 
and a half shall be the breadth of 
one board.

7 It shall have the two shoul- 
derpieces thereof joined at the 
two edges thereof; and so it 
shall be joined together.

2 And Mo’ses called Bé-zal’e-el 
and A-h6’li-ab, and every wise 
hearted man, in whose heart the 
LORD had put wisdom, even 
every one whose heart stirred him 
up to come unto the work to do it: 

3 And they received of M6’ses 
all the offering, which the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el had brought for 
the work of the service of the 
sanctuary, to make it withal. 
And they brought yet unto him 
free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that 
wrought all the work of the sanc- 
tuary, came every man from his 
work which they made; 

5 § And they_spake unto Mé6’- 
ses, saying, The people bring 
much more than enough for the 
service of the work, which the 
LORD commanded to make. 

6 And M6’ses gave command- 
ment, and they caused it to be 
proclaimed throughout the camp, 
saying, Let -neither man nor 
woman make any more work 
for the offering of the sanctuary. 
So the people were restrained 
from bringing. 

7 For the stuff they had was 
sufficient for all the work to 
make ie and too much. 

8 § And every wise hearted 
man among them that wrought 
the work of the tabernacle made 
ten curtains of fine twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scar- 
let: with cherubims of cunning 
work made he them. 
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The work of the tabernacle 


9 The length of one curtain was 
twenty and eight cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cu- 
bits: the curtains were allof one 
size. 

10 And he coupled the five 
| curtains one unto another: and 
the other five curtains he coupled 
one unto another. 

11 And he made loops of blue 

on the edge of one curtain from 
the selvedge in the coupling: 
‘likewise he made in the utter- 
‘most side of another curtain, in 
| the coupling of the second. 
12 Fifty loops made he in one 
curtain, and fifty loops made he 
“in the edge of the curtain which 
was in the coupling of the sec- 
ond: the loops held one curtain 
to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of 
‘gold, and coupled the curtains 
‘one unto another with the taches: 

So it became one tabernacle. 
14 9 And he made curtains of 
goats’ hair for the tent over the 
tabernacle: eleven curtains he 
made them. i 

15 The length of one curtain 
was thirty cubits, and four cu- 
bits was the breadth of one cur- 
‘tain: the eleven curtains were 
of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains 
by themselves, and six curtains 
by themselves. 

17 And he made fifty loops up- 
on the uttermost edge of the 
curtain in the coupling, and fifty 
loopsmade heupon theedgeof the 
curtain whichcoupleththesecond. 

18 And he made fifty taches of 
brass to couple the tent together, 
that it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for 
the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, 
and a covering of badgers’ skins 
above that. 

20 4. And he made boards for 
the tabernacle of shittim wood, 
standing up. 

21 The length of a board was 
ten cubits, and the breadth of a 
board one cubit and a half. — 

22 One board had two tenons, 
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equally distant one from another: 
thus did he make for all the 
boards of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle; twenty boards for 
the south side southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver 
he made under the twenty 
boards; two sockets under one 
board for his two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board 
for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the 
tabernacle, which is toward the 
north corner, he made twenty 
boards, , 

26 And their forty sockets of 
silver; two sockets under one 
board, and two sockets under 
another board. 

27 And for the sides of the 
tabernacle westward he made 
six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for 
the corners of the tabernacle in 
the two sides. 

29 And they were coupled be- 
neath, and coupled together at 
the head thereof, to one ring: 
thus he did to both of them in 
both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards: 
and their sockets were sixteen 
sockets of silver, under every 
board two sockets. 

31 4 And he made bars of 
shittim wood; five for the 
boards of the one side of the 
tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards 
of the other side of the taber- 
nacle, and five bars for the 
boards of the tabernacle for the 
sides westward. 

33 And he made the middle bar 
to shoot through the boards 
from the one end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards 
with gold, and made their rings 
of gold to be places for the bars, 
and overlaid the bars with gold. 

35 ¢ And he made a veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine twined linen: with cheru- 
bims made he it of cunning 
work. 
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36 And he made thereunto four 
pillars of shittim wood, and over- 
laid them with gold: their hooks 
were of gold; and he cast for 
them four sockets of silver. | 

37 § And he made an hanging 
for the tabernacle door of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, of needlework; | 

38 And the five pillars of it 
with their hooks: and he over- 
laid their chapiters and their 
fillets with gold: but their five 
sockets were of brass. 


87 CHAPTER 37

ND_ Bé-zal’e-el made the 

ark of shittim wood: two 
cubits and a half was the length 
of it, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth of it, and a cubit and a 
half the height of it: 

2 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold within and without, and 
made a crown of gold to it round 
about. i 

3 And he cast for it four rings 
of gold, to be set by the four 
corners of it; even two rings 
upon the one side of it, and two 
rings upon the other side of it.

almonds in another branch, a

23 And he made_ his seven 
lamps, and his snuffers, and his 
snuffdishes, of pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold 
made he it, and all the vessels 
thereof. 

25 § And he made the incense 

altar of shittim wood: the length 
of it was a cubit, and the breadth 
of it a cubit; i¢ was foursquare; 
and two cubits was the height of 
it; the horns thereof were of the 
same. 
26 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both the top of it, and the 
sides thereof round about, and 
the horns of it: also he made 
unto it a crown of gold round 
about. 

27 And he made two rings of 
gold for it under the crown there- 
of, by the two corners of it, upon 
the two sides thereof, to be 
places for the staves to bear it 
withal.

37 The pure candlestick, with 
the lamps thereof, even with the 
lamps to be set in order, and all 
the vessels thereof, and the oil 
for light, 

38 And the golden altar, and the 
anointing oil, and the sweet in- 
cense, and the hanging for the 
tabernacle door, 

39 The brasen altar, and his 
grate of brass, his staves, and all 
his vessels, the laver and his 


oot, 
40 The hangings of the court, 
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ae pillars, and his sockets, and 


hanging for the court gate, 
fhe cords, and his pins, and all 
the vessels of the service of the 
tabernacle, for the tent of the 
congregation, 

41 The cloths of service to do 
service in the holy place, and the 
holy garments for Aar’on the 
priest, and his sons’ garments, to 
minister in the priest’s office. 

42 According to all that the 
LORD commanded M6’ses, so 
the children of is’ra-el made 
all the work. 

43 And MOd’ses did look upon 
ali the work, and, behold, they 
had done it as the LORD had 
commanded, even so had they 
done it: and M6’ses blessed 
them. 


CHAPTER 40 90 


1 Rearing of the tabernacle. 13 Sancti- 
fication of Aaron and his sons. 34 
The covering cloud. 


ND the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

2 On the first day of the first 
month shalt thou set up the 
tabernacle of the tent of the con= 
gregation. 

3 And thou shalt put therein 
the ark of the testimony, and 
cover the ark with the veil. 

4 And thou shalt bring in the 
table, and set in order the 
things that are to be set in order 
upon it; and thou shalt bring in 
the candlestick, and light the 
lamps thereof. 

5 And thou shalt set the altar 
of gold for the incense before the 
ark of the testimony, and put the 
hanging of the door to the taber- 
nacle. 

6 And thou shalt set the altar 
of the burnt offering before the 
door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation. 

7 And thou shalt set the laver 
between the tent of the congrega- 
tion and the altar, and shalt put 
water therein. | 

8 And thou shalt set up the 
court round about, and hang up 
the hanging at the court gate. 
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9 And thou shalt take the 
anointing oil, and anoint the 
tabernacle, and all that is there- 
in, and shalt hallow it, and ali 
the vessels thereof: and it shall 
be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint the 
altar of the burnt offering, an 
all his vessels, and sanctify the 
altar: and it shall be an altar 
most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the 
laver and his foot, and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aar’on 
and his sons unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and wash them with water. 

13 And thou shait put upon 
A4r’on the holy garments, and 
anoint him, and sanctify him; 
that he may minister unto me in 
the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his 
sons, and clothe them with 
coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, 
as thou didst anoint their father, 
that they may minister unto me 
in the priest’s office: for their 
anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood through- 
out their generations. 

16 Thus did M6’ses: according 
to all that the LORD commanded 
him, so did he. 

17 4 And it came to pass in the 
first month in the second year, 

on the first day of the month, 
that the tabernacle was reared 


up. 

18 And Md’ses reared up the 
tabernacle, and fastened his 
sockets, and set up the boards 
thereof, and put in the bars there- 
of, and reared up his pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the 
tent over the tabernacle, and put 
the covering of the tent above up- 
on it; as the LORD commanded 
MO6’ses. 

20 § And he took and put the 
testimony into the ark, and set 
the staves on the ark, and put the 
mercy seat above upon the ark: 

21 And he brought the ark into 
the tabernacle, and set up the 
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SPAN as haa be le REL TES 
veil of the covering, and covered 


the ark of the testimony; as the 
LORD commanded M0O’ses. 

22 4 And he put the table in 
the tent of the congregation, up- 
on the side of the tabernacle 
northward, without the veil. 

23 And he set the bread in order 
upon it before the LORD; as the 
LORD had commanded MO’ses. 

24 ¢ And he put the candle- 
stick in the tent of the congrega- 
tion, over against the table, on 
the side of the tabernacle south- 


wara. 

25 And he lighted the lamps 
before the LORD; as the LORD 
commanded MO’ses. 

26 ¢ And he put the golden 
altar in the tent of the congrega- 
tion before the veil: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense 
thereon; as the LORD command- 
ed MO’ses. 

28 9 And he set up the hang- 
ing at the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of 
burnt offering by the door of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the con- 
gregation, and offered upon it . 
the burnt offering and the meat 
offering; as the LORD com- 
manded MO’ses. 

30 4 And he set the laver be- 
tween the tent of the congrega- 
tion and the altar, and put water 
there, to wash withal. 

31 And MO’ses and Aar’on and 
his sons washed their hands and 
their feet thereat: 

32 When they went into the 
tent of the congregation, and 
when they came near unto the 
altar, they washed; as the 
LORD commanded M0’ses. . 

33 And he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle an 
the altar, and set up the hanging 
of the court gate. So MOd’ses 
finished the work. 

34 4 Then a cloud covered the 
tent of the congregation, and the 
glory of the LorRD filled the 
tabernacle. 

35 And Méd’ses was not able to 
enter into the tent of the congre- 
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gation, because the cloud abode| taken up, 


thereon, and the glory of the 
LORD filled the tabernacle. 

36 And when the cloud was 
taken up from over the_taber- 
nacle, the children of is’ra-el 
went onward in all their 
journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not 
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then they journeyec 
not till the day that it was taker 


up. 
38 For the cloud of the Lorr 
was upon the tabernacle by day 
and fire was on it by night, ir 
the sight of all the house ot 
Is’ra-el, throughout all thei: 
journeys. 


THE THIRD BOOK OF MOSES, CALLED 


LEVITICUS 


91 CHAPTER 1 
1 The law of burnt offerings. 10 Flocks. 
14 Fowls. 


ND the LorD called unto 
Mo’ses, and spake unto 
him out of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, saying, 
_2 Speak unto the children of 
_is’ra-el, and say unto them, If 
any man of you bring an offering 
unto the LORD, ye shall bring 
your offering of the cattle, even 
of the herd, and of the flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt 
. sacrifice of the herd, let him offer 
a male without blemish: he 
shall offer it of his own volun- 
tary will at the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation before 
the LORD. 

4 And he shall put his hand 
upon the head of the burnt offer- 
ing; and it shall be accepted for 
him to make atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock 
before the LORD: and _ the 
priests, Aar’on’s sons, shall bring 
the blood, and sprinkle the blood 
round about upon the altar that 
is by the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

6 And he shall flay the burnt 
offering, and cut it into his 
pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aar’on the 
priest shall put fire upon the altar, 
and lay the wood in order upon 
the fire: 

8 And the priests, Adar’on’s 
sons, shall lay the parts, the 
head, and the fat, in order upon 


fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD. 

10 4 And if his. offering be of 
the flocks, namely, of the sheep, 
or of the goats, for a burnt 
sacrifice; he shall bring it a male 
without blemish. | 

11 And he shall killit on the’ 
side of the altar northward be- 
fore the LORD: and the priests, 
Aar’on’s sons, shall sprinkle his 
blood round about upon the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his 
pieces, with his head and his fat: 
and the priest shall lay them in 
order on the wood that is on the 
fire which is upon the altar: 

13 But he shall wash the in- 
wards and the legs with water: 
and the priest shall bring it all, 
and burn it upon the altar: it is 
a burnt sacrifice, an offering 
made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the LORD. 

14 § And if the burnt sacrifice 
for his offering to the Lorp be 
of fowls, then he shall bring his 
offering of turtledoves, or of 
young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring 
it unto the altar, and wring off 
his head, and burn it on the altar; 
and the blood thereof shall be 
yaune out at the side of the 
altar: 
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16 And he shall pluck away 
; “his crop with his feathers, and 
cast it beside the altar on the 
east part, by the place of the 


ashes: 

17 And he shall cleave it with 
_ the wings thereof, but shall not 
divide it asunder: and _ the 
priest shall burn it upon the 
altar, upon the wood that is upon 
the fire: it 7s a burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the LORD. 


92 CHAPTER 2

ND wish any will offer a 
‘ meat offering unto the

5 q And if thy oblation be a 
meat offering baken in a pan, it 
' shall be of fine flour unleavened, 
mingled with oil, = =o | 
_ 6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, 
_and pour oil thereon: it is a meat 
_ offering. 
7 Fs ad if thy oblation be a 
meat offering baken in the fry- 
-ingpan, it shall be made of fine 
mecut with oil. 
8 And thou shalt bring the meat 
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offering that is made of ihere 
things unto the LORD: and when 
it ispresented unto the priest, he 
shall bring it unto the altar. 

And the priest shall take 
from the meat offering a memo- 
rial thereof, and shall burn it upon 
the altar: if is an offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
the LORD. 

10 And that which is left of the 
meat offering shall be Aar’on’s 
and his sons’: if is a thing most 
holy of the offerings of the LORD 
made by 

11 No teat offering, which ye 
shall bring unto the LORD, shall 
be made with leaven: for ye 
shall burn no leaven, nor any 
honey, in any offering of the 
LORD made by fire 

12 4 As for the blation of the 
firstfruits, ye shali offer them 
unto the LORD: but they shall 
not be burnt on the altar for a 
sweet savour. 

13 And every oblation of thy 
meat offering shalt thou season 
with salt; neither shalt thou 
suffer the salt of the covenant of 
thy God to be lacking from thy 
meat offering: with all thine 
offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat 
offering of thy firstfruits unto 
the LORD, thou shalt offer for 
the meat offering of thy first- 
fruits green ears of corn dried by 
the fire, even corn beaten out of 
full ears. : 

15 And thou shalt put oil upon 
it, and lay frankincense thereon: 
it is a meat offering. 

16 And the priest shall burn 
the memorial of it, part of the 
beaten corn thereof, and part of 
the oil thereof, with all the frank- 
incense thereof: it is an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 3 93 

1 The law of peace offerings. 7 A lamb. 
ND if his oblation be a 
sacrifice of peace offering, 

if he offer it of the herd; whether 
it be a male or female, he shall 
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offer it without blemish before 


the LORD. 

2 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of his offering, 
and kill it at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 
and Aar’on’s sons the priests 
shall sprinkle the blood upon the 
altar round about. 

3 And he shall offer of the 
sacrifice of the peace offering an 
offering made by fire unto the 
LORD; the fat that covereth 
the inwards, and all the fat that 
zs upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is on them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above 
the liver, with the kidneys, it 
shall he take away. 

5 And Aé@ar’on’s. sons_ shall 
burn it on the altar upon the 
burnt sacrifice, which is upon the 
wood that zs on the fire: i¢ is an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD. 

6 4 And if his offering for a 
sacrifice of peace offering unto 
the LORD be of the flock; male 
or female, he shall offer it with- 
out blemish. 

7 If he offer a lamb for his 
offering, then shall he offer it, 
before the LORD. ) 

8 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of his offering, and 
kill it before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and Aar’on’s 
sons shall sprinkle the blood 
thereof sound about upon the 
altar. ; 

9 And he shall offer of the sacri- 
fice of the peace offering an 
offering made by fire unto the 
LORD; the fat thereof, and the 
whole rump, it shall he take off 
hard by the backbone; and the 
fat that covereth the inwards, 
and all the fat that is upon the 
inwards, ; 

10 And the two kidneys, and 
the fat that is upon them, which 
is by the flanks, and the caul 
above the liver, with the kidneys, 
it shall he take away. ; 

11 And the priest shall burn it 
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upon the altar: it is the food of 
the offering made by fire unto 
the LORD. 

12 { And if his offering be a 
goat, then he shall offer it before 
the LORD. 

13 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of it, and kill it 
before the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: and the sons of 
Aar’on shall sprinkle the blood 
thereof upon the altar round

14 And he shall offer thereof his 
offering, even an offering made 
by fire unto the LORD; the fat

CHAPTER 4 04 

1 The law of sin offerings. 13 Made 
for the congregation. 

AY the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, __ 

.2 Speak unto the children of 

Is’ra-el, saying, If a soul shall 

sin through ignorance against 

any of the commandments of the 

LORD concerning things which 

ought not to be done, and shall 
do against any of them: 

3 If the priest that is anointed 
do sin according to the sin of the 
people; then let him bring for his 
sin, which he hath sinned, a 
young bullock without blemish 
unto the LORD for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the bullock 
unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation before the 
LORD; and shall lay his hand 
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upon the bullock’s head, and kill 
the bullock before the LORD. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock’s blood, 
and bring it to the tabernacle of 
the congregation 

6 And the priest shall dip his 
finger in the blood, and sprinkle 
of the blood seven times before 
the LORD, before the veil of the 
sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shali put some 

of the blood upon the horns of 
the altar of sweet incense before 
the LORD, which is in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation; and 
shall pour all the blood of the 
bullock at the bottom of the altar 
of the burnt offering, which is at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it 
all the fat of the bullock for the 
sin offering; the fat that covereth 
the inwards, and all the fat that 
is upon the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys, and the 

fat that is upon them, which is by 

the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall 
he take away, 

10 As it was taken off from the 
bullock of the sacrifice of peace 
offerings: and the priest shall 
burn them upon the altar of the 
burnt offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullock, 
and all his flesh, with his head, 
and with his legs, and his in- 
wards, and his dung 

12 Even the whole unote shall 
he carry forth without the camp 
unto a clean place, where the 
ashes are poured out, and burn 
him on the wood with fire: where 
pre ashes are poured out shall he 
be burnt. 

13 And if the whole congre- 
gation of Is’ra-el sin through ig- 
norance, and the thing be hid 
from the eyes of the assembly, 
and they have done somewhat 
against any of the command- 

‘ments of the LORD concerning 
things which should not be done, 
and are guilty; 
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14 When the sin, which they 
have sinned against it, is known, 
then the congregation shall offer 
a young bullock for the sin, and 
bring him before the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congre- 
gation shall lay their hands upon 
the head of the bullock before the 
LORD: and the bullock shall be 
killed before the LORD. 

16 And the priest that is 
anointed shall bring of the bull- 
ock’s blood to the tabernacle of 
the congregation 

17 And the priest shall dip his 
finger in some of the blood, and 
sprinkle if seven times before the 
LORD, even before the veil. 

18 And he shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
which is before the LORD, that is 
in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and shall pour out all the 
blood at the bottom of the altar 
of the burnt offering, which is at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

19 And he shall take all his fat 
from him,.and burn if upon the 


altar. 

20 And he shall do with the 
bullock as he did with the bullock 
for a sin offering. so shall he do 
with this: and the priest shall 
make an. atonement for them, 
and it shall be forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the 
bullock without the camp, and 
burn him as he burned the first 
bullock: it is a sin offering for 
the congregation. 

22 When a ruler hath sinned, 
and done somewhat through ig- 
norance against any of the com- 
mandments of the LORD his God 
concerning things which should 
not be done, and is guilty; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge; 
he shall bring his offering, a kid 
of the goats, a male without 
blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of the goat, and 
kill it in the place where they kill 
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the burnt offering before the 
LORD: it is a Sin offering. 

25 And the priest shall take of 
the blood of the sin offering with 
his finger, and.put if upon the 
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the blood of the sin offering with 
his finger, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar of burnt offer- 
ing, and shall pour out all the 
blood thereof at the bottom of the 


horns of the altar of burnt offer- | altar 


ing, and shall pour out his blood 
ae the ae of the altar of burnt 
offeri 

26 hd he shall burn all his fat 
upon the altar, as the fat of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings: and 
the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him as concerning his 
sin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

27 G And if any one of the 
common people sin through ig- 
norance while he doeth some- 
what against any of the com- 
mandments of the LORD con- 
cerning things which ought not 
to be done, and be guilty; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge: 
then he shali bring his offering, a 
kid of the goats, a female wathe 
out blemish, for his sin which he 
hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand 

upon the head of the sin offering, 
and slay the sin offering in the 
place of the burnt offering. 
- 30 And the priest shali take of 
the blood thereof with his finger, 
and put it upon the horns of the 
altar of burnt offering, and shall 
pour out all the blood thereof at 
the bottom of the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all 


the fat thereof, as the fatis taken| 4 O 


away from off the sacrifice of 
peace offerings; and the priest 
shall burn if upon the altar for a 
sweet savour unto the LORD; 
and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him, and it shall 
_be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb fora 
sin offering, he shall bring it a 
female without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand 
upon the head of the sin offering, 
and slay it for a sin offering in 
the place where they kill the 
burnt offering. 

34 And the. priest shall take of 


35 s And he shall take away all 
the fat thereof, as the fat of the 
lamb is taken away from the sac- 
rifice of the peace offerings; and 
the priest shali burn them upon 
the aitar, according to the offer- 
ings made by fire unto the LORD: 
and the priest shali make an 
atonement for his sin that he 
hath committed, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 


CHAPTER 5 
1 Law of peas. offerings. 
lege. 17 Ignorance. 

ND if a soul sin, and hear the 

voice of swearing, and is a 
witness, whether he hath seen or 
known of if; if he do not utter ié, 
ee he shall bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any un- 
clean thing, whether it be a car- 
case of an unclean beast, or acar- 
case of unclean cattle, or the car- 
case of unclean creeping things, 
and if it be hidden from him; he 
also shall be unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the unclean- 

ness of man, whatsoever unclean- 
ness if be that a man shall be de- 
filed withal, and it be hid from 
him; when he knoweth of it, 
then he shall be guilty. 
r if a soul swear, pronounc- 
ing with his lips to do evil, or to 
do good, whatsoever it be that a 
man shail pronounce with an 
oath, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of if, then he 
shall be guilty in one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall 
be guilty in one of these things, 
that he shall confess that he 
hath sinned in that thing: 

6 And he shall bring his tres- 
pass offering unto the LORD for 
his sin which he hath sinned, a 
female from the flock, a lamb ora 
kid of the goats, for a sin offer- 
ing; and the priest shall make an 
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Offerings for sins of ignorance 
atonement for him concerning 


his sin. | 

7 And if he be not able to bring 
aiamb, then he shall bring for his 
trespass, which he hath commit- 
ted, two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, unto the LORD; 
‘one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto 
the priest, who shall offer that 
which is for the sin offering first, 
and wring off his head from his 
neck, but shall not divide it 
asunder 
9 Aa ne shall sprinkle of the 
blood of the sin offering upon the 
side of the altar; and the rest of 
the blood shall be wrung out at 
the bottom of the altar: it is a 
‘sin offering. 

10 And he ‘shall offer the second 
for a burnt offering, according to 
the manner: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
for his sin which he hath sinned, 

and it shall be forgiven him. 

11 | But if he be not able to 
bring two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, then he that sinned 
shall bring for his offering the 
tenth part of an ephah of fine 
flour for a sin offering; he shall 
put no oil upon it, neither shall he 
‘put any frankincense thereon: 
for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest shall take 
his handful of it, even a memo- 
rial thereof, and burn if on the 
altar, according to the offerings 
made by fire unto the LORD: itis 
a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching 
his sin that he hath sinned in one 
of these, and it shall be forgiven 
him: and the remnant shall be 
the priest’s, as a meat offering. 

14 4 And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, 
and sin through ignorance, in the 
holy things of the LORD; then 
he shall bring for his trespass 
unto the LORD a ram without 
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blemish out of the flocks, with 
thy estimation by shekels of sil- 
ver, after the shekel of the sanc- 
tuary, for a trespass offering: 

16 And he shall make amends 
for the harm that he hath done in 
the holy thing, and shall add the 
fifth part thereto, and give it unto 
the priest: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him with 
the ram of the trespass offering, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

17 4 And if a soul sin, and com- 
mit any of these things which are 
forbidden to be done by the 
commandments of the LORD; 
though he wist if not, yet is he 
guilty, and shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram 
without blemish out of the flock, 
with thy estimation, for a tres- 
pass offering, unto the priest: 
and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning 
his ignorance wherein he erred 
and wist if not, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

19 Itisa trespass offering: he 
hath certainly trespassed against 
the LORD. 


CHAPTER 6 06 
1 Law for sins done wittingly. 24 Laws 
xe of sin offerings. 
ND the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a 
trespass against the LORD, and 
lie unto his neighbour in that 
which was delivered him to 
keep, or in fellowship, or in a 
thing taken away by violence, or 
hath deceived his neighbour; 

3 Or have found that which 
was lost, and lieth concerning it, 
and sweareth falsely; in any of 
all these that a man doeth, sin- 
ning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because he 
hath sinned, and is guilty, that he 
shall restore that which he took 
violently away, or the thing which 
he hath deceitfully gotten, or that 
which was delivered him to keep, 
or the lost thing which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he 
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hath sworn falsely; he shall even 
restore it in the principal, and 
shall add the fifth part more there- 
to, and give it unto him to whom 
it appertaineth, in the day of his 
trespass offering. _ 

6 And he shall bring his tres- 
pass offering unto the LORD, a 
tam without blemish out of the 
flock, with thy estimation, for a 
trespass offering, unto the priest: 

And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the 
LORD: and it shall be forgiven 
him for any thing of all that he 
hath done in trespassing therein. 

8 § And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

9 Command A4r’on and his 
Sons, saying, This is the law of 
the burnt offering: It is the burnt 
offering, because of the burning 
upon the altar ail night unto the 
morning, and the fire of the altar 
shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on 
his linen garment, and his linen 
breeches shall he put upon his 
flesh, and take up the ashes which 
the fire hath consumed with the 
burnt offering on the altar, and he 
shall put them beside the altar. 

11 And he shall put off his gar- 
ments, and put on other gar- 
ments, and carry forth the ashes 
without the camp unto a clean 
place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar 
shall be burning init; it shall not 
be put out: and the priest shall 
burn wood on it every morning, 
and lay the burnt offering in order 
upon it; and he shall burn there- 
on the fat of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burn- 
ing upon the altar; it shall never

14 4 And this is the law of the 
meat offering: the sons of Aar’on 
shall offer it before the LORD, 
before the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his 
handful, of the flour of the meat 
offering, and of the oil thereof,

burn it upon the altar for a sweet 
savour, even the memorial of it, 
unto the LORD. 

16 And the remainder thereof 
shall Aar’on and his sons eat: 
with unleavened bread shall it 
be eaten in the holy place; in the 
court of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation they shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be baken with 
leaven, I have given it unto 
them for their portion of my of- 
ferings made by fire; it is most 
holy, as is the sin offering, and as 
the trespass offering. 

18 All the males among the 
children of Aar’on shall eat of it. 
It shail be a statute for ever in 
your generations concerning the 
offerings of the LORD made by 
fire: every one that toucheth 
them shall be holy. 

19 § And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, ‘ 

20 This is the offering of Aar’on 
and of his sons, which they shall 
offer unto the LORD in the day 
when he is anointed; the tenth 
part of an ephah of fine flour for 
a meat offering perpetual, half of 
it in the morning, and half thereof 
at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made 
with oil; and when it is baken, 
thou shalt bring it in: and the 
baken pieces of the meat offering 
shalt thou offer for a sweet sa- 
vour unto the LORD. 

22 And the priest of his sons 
that is anointed in his stead shail 
offer it: if is a statute for ever 
unto the LORD; it shall be 
wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for 
the priest shall be wholly burnt: 
it shall not be eaten. 

24 ¥ And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, : 

25 Speak unto Aar’on and to his 
sons, saying, This is the law of 
the sin offering: In the place 
where the burnt offering is killed 
shall the sin offering be killed 
before the LORD: it is most 
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26 The priest that offereth it 
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for sin shall eat it: in the holy 
place shall it be eaten, in the court 
of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the 
fiesh thereof shall be holy: and 
when there is sprinkled of the 
blood thereof upon any garment, 
thou shalt wash that whereon it 
was sprinkled in the holy place. 
' 28 Butthe earthen vessel where- 
in it is sodden shall be broken: 
and if it be sodden in a brazen 
pot, it shall be both scoured, and 
rinsed in water. 

29 All the males among. the 
‘priests shall eat thereof: it is 
most holy. | 

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into 
the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion to reconcile withal in the 
holy place, shall be eaten: it shall 
be burnt in the fire.

_9 And all the meat offering that 
is baken in the oven, and all that 
is dressed in the fryingpan, and 
in the pan, shall be the priest’s 
that offereth it. 

10 And every meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and dry, shall 
all the sons of Aar’on have, one 
as much as another. 

11 And this is the law of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
he shall offer unto the LORD. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiv- 
ing, then he shall offer with the 
sacrifice of thanksgiving unleav- 
ened cakes mingled with oil, and 
unleavened wafersanointed with 
oil, and cakes mingled with oil, 
of fine flour, fried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shail 
offer for his offering leavened 
bread with the sacrifice of thanks- 
giving of his peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one 
out of the whole oblation for an 
heave offering unto the LORD, 
and it shall be the priest’s that 
sprinkleth the bleod of the peace 
offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacri- 
fice of his peace offerings for 
thanksgiving shall be eaten the 
same day that it is offered; he 
shall not leave any.of it until the 
morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his 
offering be a vow, or a voluntary 
offering, it shall be eaten the 
same day that he offereth his 
sacrifice: and on the morrow 
also the remainder of it shall be 
eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the 
fiesh of, the sacrifice on the third 
day shall be burnt with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings he 
eaten at all on the third day, it 
shall: not be accepted, neither 
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shall it be imputed unto him that 
offereth it: it shall be an abom- 
ination, and the soul that eateth 
of it shall bear his iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that toucheth 
any unclean thing shall not be 
eaten; it shall be burnt with fire: 
and as for the flesh, ali that be 
tlean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of 
the flesh of the sacrifice of peace 
offerings, that pertain unto the 
LORD, having his uncleanness 
upon him, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing, as the 
uncleanness of man, or any un- 
clean beast, or any abominable 
unclean thing, and eat of the flesh 
of the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
which pertain unto the Lorp, 
even that soul shall be cut off 
from his people. 

22 “| And the LORD spake unto 

MO’ses, saying, ; 
_23 Speak unto the children of 
Is’ra-el, saying, Ye shall eat no 
manner of fat, of ox, or of sheep, 
or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use: but ye 
shall in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat 
of the beast, of which men offer 
an offering made by fire unto the 
LORD, even the soul that eateth 
it shall be cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shail eat no 
manner of blood, whether it be of 
fowl or of beast, in any of your 
dwellings. ‘ 

27 Whatsoever soul if be that 
eateth any manner of blood, even 
that soul shall be cut off from his 
people. 

28 4 And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 3 
.29 Speak unto the children of 
is’ra-el, saying, He that offereth 
the sacrifice of his peace offerings 
unto the LORD shall bring his ob- 
lation unto the LORD of the sac- 
rifice of his peace offerings.

30 His own hands shall bring 
the offerings of the LORD made 
by fire, the fat with the breast, it

1 Consecration of Aaron and his sons. 
14 Their offerings. 81 Place of 
consecration. 
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ND the LorD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

2 Take Ad@ar’on and his sons 
with him, and the garments, and 
the anointing oil, and a bullock 
for the sin offering, and two 
rams, and a basket of unleavened 
bread; 

3 And gather thou all the con- 
gregation together unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 

4 And Md’ses did as the LORD 
commanded him; and the assem- 
bly was gathered together unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

5 And Mo’ses said unto the con- 
gregation, This is the thing which 
the LORD commanded to be 
done. 

6 And M6’ses brought Aar’on 
and his sons, and washed them 
with water. 

7 And he put upon him the 
coat, and girded him with the 
girdle, and clothed him with the 
robe, and put the ephod upon 
him, and he girded him with the 
curious girdle of the ephod, and 
bound if unto him therewith. 

8 And he put the breastplate 
upon him: also he put in the 
breastplate the U’rim and the 
Thum/mim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon 
his head; also upon the mitre, 
even upon his forefront, did he 
put the golden plate, the holy 
crown; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. : 

10 And M@’ses took the anoint- 
ing oil, and anointed the taber- 
nacle and all that was therein, 
and sanctified them. 

11 And he sprinkled thereof 
upon the altar seven times, and 
anointed the altar and all his 
vessels, both the laver and his 
foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anoint- 
ing oil upon Aar’on’s head, and 
anointed him, to sanctify him. 

13 And M6’ses brought Aar’on’s 
sons, and put coats upon them, 
and girded them with girdles, 
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and put bonnets upon them; as 
the LORD commanded M6’ses. 

14 And he brought the bullock 
for the sin offering: and Aar’on 
and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the bullock for 
the sin offering. |. 

15 And he slew it; and Md’seg 
took the blood, and put if upon 
the horns of the altar round 
about with his finger, and puri- 
fied the altar, and poured the 
blood at the bottom of the altar, 
and sanctified it, to make recon- 
ciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that 
was upon the inwards, and the 
caul above the liver, and the two 
kidneys, and their fat, and MO’ses 
burned it upon the altar. : 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt 
with fire without the camp; as 
the LORD commanded M6’ses. 

18 § And he brought the ram 
for the burnt offering: and Aar’on 
and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. | 

19 And he killed it; and M6’ses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into 
pieces; and MO6’ses burnt the 
head, and the pieces, and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards 
and the legs in water; and Mo’- 
ses burnt the whole ram upon the 
altar: it was a burnt sacrifice for 
a sweet savour, and an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD; as 
the LORD commanded MO’ses. 

22 4 And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: 
and Aar’on and his sons laid 
their hands upon the head of the 


ram. 

23 And he slew it; and MO6’ses 
took of the blood of it, and put if 
upon the tip of Aar’on’s right ear, 
and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of 
his right foot. 

24 And he brought Ad@r’on’s 
sons, and MO’ses put of the blood 
upon the tip of their right ear, and 
upon the thumbs of their right 
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hands, and upon the great toes of 
their right feet: and M6d’ses 
sprinkled the blood upon the 
altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kid- 
neys, and their fat, and the right 
shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of un- 
leavened bread, that was before 
the LORD, he took one unleavened 
cake, and a cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, and put them on 
fhe fat, and upon the right shoul- 

er: 

27 And he put all upon Aar’on’s 
hands, and upon his sons’ hands, 
and waved them for a wave offer- 
ing before the LORD. 

28 And M6o’ses took them from 
off their hands, and burnt them 
on the altar upon the burnt offer- 
ing: they were consecrations for 
a sweet savour: it is an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD. 

29 And M6’ses took the breast, 
and waved it for a wave offering 
before the LORD: for of the ram 
of consecration it was M6’ses’ 
part; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. 

30 And Mod’ses took of the 
anointing oil, and of the blood 
which was upon the altar, and 
sprinkled it upon Adar’on and 
upon his garments, and upon his 
sons, and upon his sons’ gar- 
ments with him; and sanctified 
Aar’on, and his garments, and 
his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. ; 

31 4 And MO’ses said unto 
Aar’on and to his sons, Boil the 
flesh at the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and there 
eat it with the bread that is in the 
basket of consecrations, as I 
commanded, saying, Aar’on and 
his sons shall eat it.

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
peace offerings, to sacrifice before 
the LORD; and a meat offering 
mingled with oil: for to day the 
LORD will appear unto you. 

5 ¢ And they brought that 
which Mo’ses commanded be- 
fore the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and all the congregation 
drew near and stood before the 
LORD. ; 

6 And MO’ses said, This is the 
thing which the LORD command- 
ed that ye should do: and the 
glory of the LORD shall appear 
unto you. J 

7 And MO’ses said unto Aar’on, 
Go unto the altar, and offer thy 
sin offering, and thy burnt offer- 
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ing, and make an atonement for 
thyself, and for the people: and 
offer the offering of the people, 
and make an atonement for them; 
as the LORD commanded. 

8 § Aar’on therefore went unto 
the altar, and slew the calf of the 
sin offering, which was for him- 


self. 

9 And the sons of, Aar’on 
brought the blood unto him: and 
he dipped his finger in the blood, 
and put it upon the horns of the 
altar, and poured out the blood 
at the bottom of the altar: 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver of the 
sin offering, he burnt upon the 
altar; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. 

_11 And the flesh and the hide 
be burnt with fire without the 


camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offer- 
ing; and Aar’on’s sons presented 
unto him the blood, which he 
sprinkled round about upon the 


tar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head: and he 
burnt them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and burnt them up- 
on the burnt offering on the altar. 

15 4 And he brought the peo- 
ple’s offering, and took the goat, 
which was the sin offering for the 
people, and slew it, and offered it 
for sin, as the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt 
offering, and offered it according 
to the manner. 

17 And he brought the meat 
offering, and took an handful 
thereof, and burnt if upon the 
altar, beside the burnt sacrifice 
of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and 
the ram for a sacrifice of peace 
offerings, which was for the peo- 

ple: and Aar’on’s sons presented 

unto him the blood, which he 
sprinkled upon the altar round 
about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock 
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and of the ram, the rump, and 
that which covereth the inwards, 
and the kidneys, and the caul 
above the liver: 

20 And they put the fat upon 
the breasts, and he burnt the fat 
upon the altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder Aar’on waved for a 
wave offering before the LORD; 
as MO’ses commanded. 

22 And Aar’on lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed 
them, and came down from offer- 
ing of the sin offering, and the 
burnt offering, and peace offer- 


ings. 

23 And M6’ses and Aar’on went 
into the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and came out, and blessed 
the people: and the glory of 
the LORD appeared unto all the 
people. 

24 And there came a fire out 
from before the LORD, and con- 
sumed upon the altar the burnt 
offering and the fat: which when 
all the people saw, they shouted, 
and fell on their faces. 


CHAPTER 10 
1 Burning of Nadab and Abihu. 
Eating of holy things. 

ND Na’dab and A-bi’ht, the 

sons of Aar’on, took either 

of them his censer, and put fire 

therein, and put incense thereon, 

and offered strange fire before 

the LORD, which he commanded 
them not.

6 And MO’ses said unto Aar’on, 
and unto E-le=-a’zar and unto 
ith’a-mar, his sons, Uncover not 
your heads, neither rend your 
clothes; lest ye die, and lest 
wrath come upon all the people: 
but let your brethren, the whole 
house of fIs’ra-el, bewail the 
burning which the LORD hath 
kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, lest ye die: for 
the anointing oil of the LORD is 
upon you. And they did accord- 
ing to the word of M6’ses. 

8 § And the LORD spake unto 
Aar’on, saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with 
thee, when ye go into the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, lest ye 
die: it shall be a statute for ever 
throughout your generations: 

10 And that ye may put differ- 
ence between holy and unholy, 
and between unclean and clean; 

11 And that ye may teach the 
children of Is’ra-el all the stat- 
utes which the LORD hath spoken 
unto them by the hand of M6’ses. 

12 4 And M6o’ses spake unto 
Aar’on, and unto E-le-a’zar and 
unto ith’a-mir, his sons that 
were left, Take the meat offering 
that remaineth of the offerings of 
the LORD made by fire, and eat it 
without leaven beside the altar: 
for it is most holy 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due, and 
thy sons’ due, of the sacrifices of 
the LORD made by fire: for so I 
am commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and 
heave shoulder shail ye eat in a 
clean place; thou, and thy sons, 
and thy daughters with thee: for 
they be thy due, and thy sons’ 
due, which are given out of the 
sacrifices of peace oierings of the 
children of Is’ra-el.

19 And Aar’on said unto M6’ses, 
Behold, this day havethey offered 
their sin offering and their burnt 
offering before the LORD; and 
such things have befallen me: 
and if I had eaten the sin offering 
to day, should it have been ac- 
cepted in the sight of the LORD? 

20 And when MO6’ses heard thai, 
he was content.

ND the LORD spake unto

7 And the swine, though he 
divide the hoof, and be cloven- 
footed, yet he cheweth not the 
cud; he is unclean to you.

scales in the waters, that shall be 
an abomination unto you. 


13 § And these are they which 
ye shall have in abomination 


among the fowls; they shall not 
be eaten, they are an abomina- 


tion: the eagle, ang the ossi- 
frage, and the osp 

14 And the Suites ed the kite 
after his kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the 


hawk after his kind, 


17 And the little owl, and the 


- cormorant, and the great owl, 


18 And the swan, and the peli- 
can, and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron 
after her kind, and the lapwing, 
and the bat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going 
upon all four, shall be an abom- 
ination unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of every 
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flying creeping thing that goeth 
upon all four, which have legs 
above their feet, to leap withal 
upon the earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may 
eat; the locust after his kind, 
and the bald locust after his kind, 
and the beetle after his kind, 
ang the grasshopper after his 


23 But all other flying creeping 
things, which have four feet, 
shail be an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be 
unclean: whosoever toucheth 
the carcase of them shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

25 And whosoever beareth ought 
of the carcase of them shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 

26 The carcases of every beast 
which divideth the hoof, and is 
not clovenfooted, nor cheweth 
the cud, are unclean unto you: 
every one that toucheth them 
shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon 
his paws, among all manner of 
beasts that go on ail four, those 
are unclean unto you: whoso 
toucheth their carcase shall be 
unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the car- 
case of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even: they are unclean unto you. 

29 4 These also shall be un- 
clean unto you among the creep- 
ing things that creep upon the 


earth; the weasel, and the 
mouse, and the tortoise after 
his kind, 


30 And the ferret, and the 
chameleon, and the lizard, and 
the snail, and the mole. 

31 These are unclean to you 
among all that creep: whosoever 
doth touch them, when they be 
dead, shall be unclean until the 
even. 

32 And upon whatsoever apis of 
them, when they are dead, 
fall, it shall be unclean; ase 
it be any vessel of wood, or rai- 
ment, or skin, or sack, whatso- 
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ever vessel it be, wherein any 
work is done, it must be put into 
water, and it shall be unclean 
until the even; so it shall be 
cleansed. - 

33 And every earthen vessel, 
whereinto any of them falleth, 
whatsoever is in it shall be un- 
clean; and ye shall break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be 
eaten, that on which such water 
cometh shall be unclean: and all 
drink that may be drunk in every 
such vessel shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon 
any part of their carcase falleth 
shall be unclean; whether it be 
oven, or ranges for pots, they 
shall be broken down: for they 
are unclean, and shall be unclean 
unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or 
Pit, wherein there is plenty of 
water, shall be clean: but that 
which toucheth their carcase 
shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their car- 
case fall upon any sowing seed 
which is to be sown, it shall be 
clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon 
the seed, and any part of their 
carcase fall thereon, it shall be 
unclean unto you. ~ j 

39 And if any beast, of which 
ye may eat, die; he that toucheth 
the carcase thereof shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the 
carcase of it shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even: he also that beareth the 
carcase of it shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

41 And every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth shall 
be an abomination; it shall not 
be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the 
belly, and whatsoever goeth upon 
all four, or whatsoever hath 
more feet among all creeping 
things that creep upon the earth, 
them ye shall not eat; 
are an abomination, 


for they | d 


Concerning clean and unclean meats 


43 Ye shall not make your- 
selves abominable with any 
creeping thing that creepeth, 
neither shall ye make yourselves 
unclean with them, that ye 
should be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the LORD your 
God: ye shall therefore sanctify 
yourselves, and ye shall be holy; 
for I am holy: neither shall ye 
defile yourselves with any man- 
ner of creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth. 

45 For I am the LORD that 
bringeth you up out of the land of 
E’gypt, to be your God: ye shall 
therefore be holy, for I am holy. 

46 This ts the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every liv- 
ing creature that moveth in the 
waters, and of every creature that 
creepeth upon the earth: 

47 To make a difference be- 
tween the unclean and the clean, 
and between the beast that may 
be eaten and the beast that may 
not be eaten. 


CHAPTER 12 102 


1 Of the purification of women. 6 Their 
offerings. 


AND. the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

.2 Speak unto the children of 
Is’ra-el, Saying, If a woman have 
conceived seed, and born a man 
child: then she shall be unclean 
seven days; according to the 
days of the separation for her 
infirmity shall she be unclean. 

3 And in the eighth day the 
flesh of his foreskin shall be 
circumcised. 
_4 And she shall then continue 
in the blood of her purifying three 
and thirty days; she shall touch 
no hallowed thing, nor come into 
the sanctuary, until the days of 
her purifying be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, 
then she shall be unclean two 
weeks, as in her separation: and 
she shall continue in the blood of 
her purifying threescore and six 


ays. 
6 And when the days of her 
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purifying are fulfilled, for a son, 
or for a daughter, she shall bring 
a lamb of the first year for a 
burnt offering, and a young pi- 
geon, or a turtledove, for a sin 
offering, unto the door of the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation, unto 
the priest: 

7 Who shall offer it before the 
LORD, and make an atonement 
for her; and she shall be cleansed 
from the issue of her blood. This 
is the law for her that hath borna 
male or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to 
bring a lamb, then she shall bring 
two turtles, or two young Pl- 
geons; the one for the burnt offer- 
ing, and the other for a sin offer- 
ing: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for her, and she 
shall be clean. 


103 CHAPTER 13 
Signs and treatment of leprosy. 


ND the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses and Aar’on, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, 
or bright spot, and it be in the 
skin of his flesh like the plague of 
leprosy; then he shall be brought 
unto Aar’on the priest, or unto 
one of his sons the priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on 
the plague in the skin of the flesh: 
and when the hair in the plague 
is turned white, and the plague in 
sight be deeper than the skin of 
his flesh, it is a plague of leprosy: 
and the priest shall look on him, 
and pronounce him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in 
the skin of his flesh, and in sight 
be not deeper than the skin, and 
the hair thereof be not turned 
white; then the priest shall shut 
up him that hath the plague seven 


days: 

5 And the priest shall look on 
him the seventh day: and, be- 
hold, if the plague in his sight be 
ata stay, and the plague spread 
not in the skin; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days 
more: 
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6 And the priest shall look on 
him again the seventh day: and, 
behold, if the plague be some- 
what dark, and the plague spread 
not in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: itis buta 
scab: and he shall wash his 
clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much 
abroad in the skin, after that he 
hath been seen of the priest for 
his cleansing, he shall be seen of 
the priest again: 

8 And if the priest see that, be- 
hold, the scab spreadeth in the 
skin, then the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it is a 
leprosy. 

9 4 When the plague of leprosy 
is in a mex, then he shall be 
brought unto the priest; y 

10 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the rising be white 
in the skin, and it have turned 
the hair white, and there be 
quick raw flesh in the rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the 
skin of his flesh, and the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean, and 
shall not shut him up: for he is 
unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, and the lep- 
rosy cover all the skin of him that 
hath the plague from his head 
even to his foot, wheresoever the 
priest looketh; 

13 Then the priest shall con- 
sider: and, behold, if the leprosy 
have covered all his flesh, he 
shall pronounce him clean that 
hath the plague: itis all turned 
white: he is clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appear- 
eth in him, he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the 
raw flesh, and pronounce him to 
be unclean: for the raw flesh 
is unclean: it is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn 
again, and be changed unto 
white, he shall come unto the 
priest; t 

17 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the plague be 
turned into white; then the 
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priest shall pronounce him clean 
that nae the plague: he is clean. 

18 4, The flesh also, in which, 
even in the skin thereof, was a 
boil, and is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil 
there be a white rising, or a bright 
spot, white, and somewhat red- 
dish, and it be shewed to the 
priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth 
it, behold, it be in sight lower 
than the skin, and the hair there- 
of be turned white; the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it 
is a plague of leprosy broken out 
of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, 
and, behold, there be no white 
hairs therein, and if it be not 
lower than the skin, but be some- 
what dark; then the priest shall 
shut him up seven days: 

22 And if it spread much abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a 
plague 

23 But if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not, it is a 
burning boil; ang the priest shall 
pronounce him clean. 

24 4 Or if there be any flesh, in 
the skin whereof there is a hot 
burning, and the quick flesh that 
burneth have a white bright spot, 
somewhat reddish, or white; 

25 Then the priest shall look 
upon it: and, behold, if the hair 
in the bright spot be turned 
white, and it be in sight deeper 
than the skin; it is a leprosy 
broken out of the burning: 
wherefore the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, 
and, behold, there be no white 
hair in the bright spot, and it be 
no lower than the other skin, but 
be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven 


days: 

27 And the priest shall look 
upon him the seventh day: and 
if it be spread much abroad in the 
skin, then the priest shall pro- 


| 
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nounce him unclean: it is the 
plague of leprosy. | | 

28 And if the bright spot stay 
in his place, and spread not in the 
skin, but it be somewhat dark; 
it is a rising of the burning, and 
the priest shall pronounce him 
clean: for it is an inflammation 
of the burning. 

29 4 If aman or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the 
beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague: an ehold, if it be in 
sight deeper than the skin; and 
there be in it a yellow thin hair; 
then the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it is a dry scall, 
even a leprosy upon the head or 
beard. : 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, 
it be not in sight deeper than the 
skin, and that there is no black 
hair in it; then the priest shall 
shut up. him that hath the plague 
of the scall seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the 
priest shall look on the plague: 
and, behold, if the scall spread 
not, and there be in it no yellow 
hair, and the scall be not in sight 
deeper than the skin; 

33 He shall be shaven, but the 
scall shall he not shave; and the 
priest shall shut up him that hath 
the scall seven days more: 

34 And in the seventh day the 
priest shall look on the scall: 
and, behold, if the scall be not 
spread in the skin, nor be in sight 
deeper than the skin; then the 
priest shall pronounce him clean: 
and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much 
in the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, the priest 
shall not seek for yellow hair; he 
is unclean 

37 But if the scall be in his sight 
at a stay, and that there is blac 
hair grown up therein; the scall 
is healed, he is clean: and the 
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_ priest shall him 
clean. 


38 {If a man also or a woman 
have in the skin of their flesh 
bright spots, even white bright 
spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look: 

and, behold, if the bright spots in 
_ the skin of their flesh be darkish 
_white; it is a freckled spot that 
_ groweth in the skin; he is clean. 
40 And the man whose hair is 
‘fallen off his head, he is bald; 
vet is he clean. 
_ 41 And he that hath his hair 
fallen off from the part of his 
head toward his face, he is fore- 
head bald: yet is he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald 
head, or bald forehead, a white 
reddish sore; it is a leprosy 
sprung up in his bald head, or 
his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look 
upon it: and, behold, 7f the rising 
of the sore be white reddish in 
his bald head, or in his bald fore- 

head, as the leprosy appeareth in 
the skin of the flesh; f 
_ 44 He is a leprous man, he ts 
unclean: the priest shall pro- 
-nounce him utterly unclean; his 
plague is in his head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
‘plague is, his clothes shall be 
rent, and his head bare, and he 
shall put a covering upon his 
upper lip, and shall cry, Un- 
clean, unclean. 4 

46 All the days wherein the 
plague shall be in him he shall 
be defiled; he is unclean: he 
shall dwell alone; without the 
camp shall his habitation be. 

_ 47 4 The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether 
it be a woollen garment, or a linen 

garment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, 
or woof; of linen, or of woollen; 
whether in a skin, or in any thing 
made of skin; 

49 And if the plague be green- 
ish or reddish in the garment, or 
in the skin, either in the warp, or 
‘in the woof, or in any thing o 
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skin; it is a plague of leprosy; 
and shall be shewed unto the 
priest: 

50 And the priest shall look 
upon the plague, and shut up if 
that hath the plague seven days: 

1 And he shall look on the 
plague on the seventh day: if the 
plague be spread in the garment, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, 
or in askin, or in any work that 
is made of skin; the plague 
is a fretting leprosy; it is un- 
clean. 

52 He shall therefore burn that 
garment, whether warp or woof, 
in woollen or in linen, or any 
thing of skin, wherein the plague 
is: for it is a fretting leprosy; it 
shall be burnt in the fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, 
and, behold, the plague be not 
spread in the garment, either in 
the warp or in the woof, or in any 
thing of skin; 

54 Then the priest shall com- 
mand that they wash the thing 
wherein the plague is, and he 
shall shut it up seven days more: 

55 And the priest shall look on 
the plague, after that itis washed: 
and, behold, if the plague have 
not changed his colour, and the 
plague be not spread; it is un- 
clean; thou shalt burn it in the 
fire; it is fret inward, whether 
it be bare within or without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, 
behold, the plague be somewhat 
dark after the washing of it; then 
he shall rend it out of the gar- 
ment, or out of the skin, or out of 
the warp, or out of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the 
garment, either in the warp, or in 
the woof, or in any thing of skin; 
it is a spreading plague: thou 
shalt burn that wherein the 
plague is with fire. 

And the garment, either 
warp, or woof, or whatsoever 
thing of skin if be, which thou 
shalt wash, if the plague be de- 
parted from them, then it shall 
be washed the second time, and 


f | shall be clean. 
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59 This is the law of the plague 
of leprosy in a garment of woollen 
or linen, either in the warp, or 
woof, or any thing of skins, to 
pronounce it clean, or to pro- 
nounce it unclean. |

43 And if the plague come 
again, and break out in the 
house, after that he hath taken 
away the stones, and after he 
hath scraped the house, and 
after it is plaistered; 

44 Then the priest shall come 
and look, and, behold, if the 
plague be spread in the house, it 
is a fretting leprosy in the 
house: it is unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the 
house, the stones of it, and the 
timber thereof, and all the morter 


of the house; and he shall carry | - 


them forth out of the city into 
an unclean place. : 

46 Moreover he that goeth into 
the house all the while that it is 
shut up shali be unclean until 
the even. q 

47 And he that lieth in the 
house shall wash his clothes; 
and he that eateth in the house 
shall wash his clothes. 

48 And if the priest shall come 
in, and look upon if, and, behold, 
the plague hath not spread in 
the, house, after the house was 
plaistered: then the priest shall 
pronounce the house clean, be- 
cause the plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse 
the house two birds, and cedar 
wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: 

80 And he shail kill the one of 
the birds in an earthen vessel 
over running water:

54 This is the law for all man- 
ner of plague of leprosy, an

55 And for the leprosy of a 
garment, and of a house, 

56 And for a rising, and fora 
scab, and for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when if is un- 
clean, and when if is clean: this 
is the law of leprosy. 


CHAPTER 15 105 
Unclean issues and their cleansing. 


ND the LoRD spake unto 
Md’ses and to Aar’on, say- 


ing, 
2 Speak unto the children of 
is’ra-el, and say unto them, 
When any man hath a running 
issue out of his flesh, because of 
his issue he is unclean. 
3 And this shall be his unclean- 
ness in his issue: whether his 
fiesh run with his issue. or his 
flesh be stopped from his issue, 
it is his uncleanness.

6 And he that sitteth on any 
thing whereon he sat that hath 
the issue shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 
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7 And he that toucheth the 
flesh of him that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue 
spit upon him that is clean; 
then he shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

9 And what saddle soever he 
rideth upon that hath the issue 
shall be unclean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth 

any thing that was under him 

shall be unclean until the even: 

_and he that beareth any of those 
things shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

11 And whomsoever he touch- 
eth that hath the issue, and hath 

‘not rinsed his hands in water, 
he shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, 
that he toucheth which hath the 

issue, shall be broken: and every 

vessel of wood shall be rinsed in 
water. 

_13 And when he that hath an 

issue is cleansed of his issue; 

then he shall number to himself 
seven days for his cleansing, 
and wash his clothes, and bathe 
his flesh in running water, and 

Shall be clean. ? 

14 And on the eighth day he 
shall take to him two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, 
and come before the LORD unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and give them un- 
to the priest: 

15 And the priest shall offer 

them, the one for a sin offering, 

‘and the other for a burnt offering; 

and the priest shall make an 

atonement for him before the 

LORD for his issue. 

16 And if any man’s seed of 
Copulation go out from him, 
then he shall wash all his flesh 
in water, and be unclean until 
the even. 
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17 And every garment, and 
every skin, whereon is the seed 
of copulation, shall be washed 
with water, and be unclean until 
the even. 

18 The woman also with whom 
man shall lie with seed of cop- 
ulation, they shall both bathe 
themselves in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

19 4 And if a woman have an 
issue, and her issue in her flesh 
be blood, she shall be put apart 
seven days: and whosoever 
toucheth her shall be unclean 
until the even. 

20 And every thing that she 
lieth upon in her separation shall 
be unclean: every thing also 
that she sitteth upon shall be 
unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth 
her bed shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth 
any thing that she sat upon shall 
wash his clothes, and_ bathe 
himself in water, and be une 
clean until the even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, on 
on any thing whereon she sitteth 
when he toucheth it, he shall be 
unclean until the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her 
at all, and her flowers be upon 
him, he shall be unclean seven 
days; and all the bed whereon 
he lieth shall be unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an 
issue of her blood many days out 
of the time of her separation, or 
if it run beyond the time of her 
separation; all the days of the 
issue of her uncleanness shall be 
as the days of her separation: 
she shall be unclean. : 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth 
all the days of her issue shall be 
unto her as the bed of her separa- 
tion: and whatsoever she sitteth 
upon shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her separation. 

And whosoever toucheth 
those things shall be unclean, 
and shall wash his clothes, and 
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bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her 
issue, then she shall number to 
herself seven days, and after 
that she shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she 
shall take unto her two turtles, 
or two young pigeons, and bring 
them unto the priest, to the door 
of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation. 

30 And the priest shall offer 
the one for a sin offering, and 
the other for a burnt offering; 
and the priest shall make an 
atonement for her before the 
LorpD for the issue of her un- 
cleanness. 

31 Thus shall ye separate the 
children of is’ra-el from their 
uncleanness that they die not in 
their uncleanness, when they 
defile my tabernacle that is 
among them 

32 This ts the law of him that 
hath an issue, and of him whose 
seed goeth from him, and is 
defiled therewith; 

33 And of her that is sick of her 
flowers, and of him that hath 
an issue, of the man, and of the 
woman, and of him that lieth 
with her that is unclean. 


106 CHAPTER 16

JN the LORD spake unto 

MOo’ses after the death of 
the two sons of Aar’on, when 
they offered before the LORD, 
and died;

33 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and 
he shall make an atonement for 
the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and for the altar, and he 
shall make an atonement for the 
priests, and for all the people of 
the congregation. 

34 And this shall be an ever- 
lasting statute unto you, to make 
an atonement for the children of 
{s’ra-el for all their sins once 
ayear. And he did as the LORD 
commanded MO’ses.

5 Then I will set my face 
against that man, and against 
his family, and will cut him off, 
and all that go a whoring after 
him, to commit whoredom with 
MOd‘lech, from among their 
people. 

6 § And the soul that turneth 
after such as have familiar 
spirits, and after wizards, to go 
a whoring after them, I will even 
set my face against that soul, 
and will cut him off from among 
his people. 

7 § Sanctify yourselves there- 
fore, and be ye holy: for I am 
the LORD your God. 

8 And ye shall keep my stat- 
utes, and do them: I am the 
LORD which sanctify you. 

9 4 For every one that curseth 
his father or his mother shall be 
surely put to death: he hath 
cursed his father or his mother; 
his blood shall be upon him. 

10 § And the man that com- 
mitteth adultery with another 
man’s wife, even he that com- 
mitteth adultery with his neigh- 
bour’s wife, the adulterer and 
the adulteress shall surely be put 
to death. ; } 

11 And the man that lieth with 
his father’s wife hath uncovered 
his father’s nakedness: both of

them shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon 
them. 

12 And if a man lie with his 
daughter in law, both of them 
shall surely be put to death: 
they have wrought confusion; 
their blood shall be upon them. 

13 If a man also lie with man- 
kind, as he lieth with a woman, 
both of them have committed an 
abomination: they shall surely 
be put to death; their blood 
shall be upon them. | 

14 And if a man take a wife 
and her mother, it is wickedness: | 
they shall be burnt with fire, both 
he and they: that there be no 
wickedness among you. 

15 And if a man lie with a 
beast, he shall surely be put to 
death: and yeshall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach 
unto any beast, and lie down 
thereto, thou shalt kill the 
woman, and the beast: they 
shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his 
sister, his father’s daughter, or 
his mother’s daughter, and see 
her nakedness, and she see his 
nakedness; it is a wicked thing; 
and they shall be cut off in the 
sight of their people: he hath 
uncovered his sister’s naked- 
ness; he shall bear his iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie with 
a woman having her sickness, 
and shall uncover her naked- 
ness; he hath discovered her 
fountain, and she hath un- 
covered the fountain of her 
blood: and both of them shall 
be cut off from among their 
people. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover 
the nakedness of thy mother’s 
sister, nor of thy father’s sister: 
for he uncovereth his near kin: 
they shall bear their iniquity.

22 4 Ye shall therefore keep 
all my statutes, and all my 
judgments, and do them: that 
the land, whither I bring you to 
dwell therein, spue you not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk in the 
manners of the nation, which I 
cast out before you: for they 
committed all these things, and 
therefore I abhorred them. 

24 But I have said unto you, 
Ye shall inherit their land, and 
I will give it unto you to possess 
it, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey: I am the LORD your 


God, which have separated you | hol 


from other people. 

25 Ye shali therefore put dif- 
ference between clean beasts and 
unclean, and between unclean 
fowls and clean: and ye shall 
not make your souls abominable 
by beast, or by fowl, or by any 
manner of living thing that 
creepeth on the ground, which 
I have separated from you as 
unclean. 

26 And ye shall be holy unto 
me: for I the LORD am holy, 
and have severed you from 
other people, that ye should be 
mine.

12 For itis the jubile; it shall 
be holy unto you: ye shall eat 
the increase thereof out of the 


eld. 

13 In the year of this jubile ye 
shall return every man unto his 
possession. 
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14 And if thou sell ought unto 


thy neighbour, or buyest ought of 
thy neighbour’s hand, ye shall 
not oppress one another: 

15 According to the number of 
years after the jubile thou shalt 
buy of thy neighbour, and accord- 
ing unto the number of years of 
the fruits he shall sell unto 
thee: 

16 According to the multitude 
of years thou shalt increase the 
price thereof, and according to 
the fewness of years thou shalt 
diminish the price of it: for ac- 
cording to the number of the 
years of the fruits doth he sell 
unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore op- 
press one another; but thou shalt 
fear thy God: for I am the LORD 
your God. 

18 4 Wherefore ye shall do my 
statutes, and keep my judgments, 
and do them; and ye shall dwell 
in the land in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her 
fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, 
and dwell therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shali say, What 
shall we eat the seventh year? 
behold we shall not sow, nor 
gather in our increase: 

21 Then I will command my 
blessing upon you in the sixth 
year, and it shall bring forth fruit 
for three years.

29 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled city, then he 


may redeem it within a whole 
year after itis sold; within a full 
year may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed 
within the space of a full year, 
then the house that 7s in the walled 
city shall be established for ever 
to him that bought it throughout 


his generations: it shall not go|h 


out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the 
fields of the country: they may 
be redeemed, and they shall go 
out in the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities 
of the Lé’vites, and the houses of 
the cities of their possession, may 
the Lé’vites redeem at any 
time.

29 This is the law of jealousies, 
when a wife goeth aside fo an- 
other instead of her husband, 
‘and is defiled; 
|.30 Or when the spirit of 
jealousy cometh upon him, and 
he be jealous over his wife, and 
“shall set the woman before the 
‘LORD, and the priest shall 
‘execute upon her all this law. 
| Then shall the man. be 
‘guiltless from iniquity, and this 
‘woman shall bear her iniquity.

9 And if any man die very 
miidenls by him, and he hath 
defiled the Read of his consecra- 
tion; then he shall shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, 
on the seventh day shall he 
shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day he 
shall bring two turtles, or two 
young pigeons, to the priest, to 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: 

11 And the priest shall offer 
the one for a sin offering, and 
the other for a burnt offering, 
and make an atonement for hi 
for that he sinned by the dead 
and shall hallow his head that 
same day.

1 Lighting of the lamps. 5 Separation 
of the Levites. 23 Term of their 
Services. 


ND the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, Saying, 

2 Speak unto Aar’on, and say 
unto him, When thou lightest 
the lamps, the seven lamps shall 
give light over against the 
candlestick. 

3 And Af@r’on did so; _ he 
lighted the lamps thereof over 
against the candlestick, as the 
LORD commanded MO’ses.

7 And thus shalt thou do unto 
them, to cleanse them: Sprinkle 
water of purifying upon them, 
and let them shave all their 
flesh, and let them wash their 
clothes, and so make them- 
selves clean. 
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8 Then let them take a young 
bullock with his meat offering, 
even fine flour mingled with oii, 
and another young bullock shalt 
thou take for a sin offering. 

9 And thou shalt bring the 
Lé’vites before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and thou 
shalt gather the whole assembly 
of the children of Is’ra-el to- 
gether: 

10 And thou shalt bring the 
Lé’vites before the LORD: and 
the children of Is’ra-el shail 
puttheir hands upon the Lé’vites: 

11 And Aar’on shall offer the 
Lé’vites before the LORD for an 
offering of the children of 
Is’ra-el, that they may execute 
the service of the LORD. 

12 And the Lé’vites shall lay 
their hands upon the heads of the 
bullocks: and thou shalt offer 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, unto 
the LORD, to make an atonement 
for the Lé’vites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Lé’- 
vites before Aar’on, and before 
his sons, and offer them for an 
offering unto the LORD. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the 
Lé’vites from among the children» 
of {s’ra-el: and the Lé’vites shall ' 
be mine. 

15 And after that shall the Lé’- 
vites go in to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation:

16 For they are wholly given’

“Concerning the passover 


19 And I have given the Lé’-| 
vites as a gift to Aar’on and to 
_ his sons from among the children 
of Is’ra-el, to do_the service of 
the children of Is’ra-el in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 
and to make an atonement for 
the children of fs’ra-el: that 
there be no plague among the 
children of Is’ra-el, when the 
children of Is’ra-el come nigh 
unto the sanctuary. 

20 And M6’ses, and Adar’on, 
and all the congregation of the 
‘children of fs’ra-el, did to the 
Lé’vites according unto all that 
‘the LORD commanded M6’ses 
concerning the Lé’vites, so did 
the children of Is’ra-el untothem.

(clothes; and A4r’on offered 
them as an offering before the 
LORD; and A4r’on made an 
atonement for them to cleanse 
them.

2 Let the children of {s’ra-el 
also keep the passover at his 
appointed season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this 
month, at even, ye shall keep it 
in his appointed season: accord- 
ing to all the rites of it, and ac- 
cording to all the ceremonies 
thereof, shall ye keep it. 

And Mo’ses spake unto the 
children of Is’ra-el, that they 
should keep the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even in the wilderness 
of Si’/nai: according to all that 
the LORD commanded MO’ses, 
so did the children of Is’ra-el. 

6 § And there were certain men, 
who were defiled by the dead 
body of a man, that they could 
not keep the passover on that 
day: and they came before Mo’- 
ses and before Aar’on on that 


ay: 

7 And those men said unto him, 
We are defiled by the dead body 
of aman: wherefore are we kept 
back, that we may not offer an 
offering of the LORD in his ap- 
pointed season among the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el? 

8 And MOd’ses said unto them, 
Stand still, and I will hear what 
the LORD will command con- 
cerning you. 

9 ¢ And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, : 

_10 Speak unto the children of 
Is’ra-el, saying, If any man of 
you or of your posterity shall be 
unclean by reason of a dead body, 
or be in a journey afar off, yet he 
shall keep the passover unto the 
LORD. 

11 The fourteenth day of the 
second month at even they shall 
keep it, and eat it with unleaven- 
ed bread and bitter herbs, , 

12 They shall leave none of it 
unto the morning, nor break any 
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bone of it: according to all the 
ordinances of the passover they 
shali keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, 
and is not in a journey, and for- 
beareth to keep the passover, 
even the same soul shall be cut 
off from among his people: be- 
cause he brought not the offering 
of the LORD in his appointed sea- 
son, that man shall bear his 


sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall so- 
journ among you, and will keep 
the passover unto the LORD; ac- 
cording to the ordinance of the 
passover, and according to the 
manner thereof, so shall he do: 
ye shall have one ordinance, 
both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born in the land. 

15 4 And on the day that the 
tabernacle was reared up the 
cloud covered the tabernacle, 
namely, the tent of the testi- 
mony: and at even there was 
upon the tabernacle as it were 
the appearance of fire, until the 
morning. 

16 So it was alway: the cloud 
covered it by day, and the appear- 
ance of fire by night. 

17 And when the cloud was 
taken up from the tabernacle, 
then after that the children of 
is’‘ra-el journeyed: and in the 
place where the cloud abode, 
there the children of Is’ra-el 
pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the 
LorRD the children of Is’ra-el 
journeyed, and at the command- 
ment of the LORD they pitched: 
as long as the cloud abode upon 
the tabernacle they rested in their 
tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried 
long upon the tabernacle many 
days, then the children of is’ra-el 
kept the charge of the LORD, and 
journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the 
cloud was a few days upon the 
tabernacle; according to the 
commandment of the LORD they 
abode in their tents, and accord-

ing to the commandment of the 
LORD they journeyed. 

21 And so it was, when the 
cloud abode from even unto the 
morning, and that the cloud was 
taken up in the morning, then 
they journeyed: whether it was 
by day or by night that the cloud 
was taken up, they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two 
days, or a month, or a year, that 
the cloud tarried upon the taber- 
nacle, remaining thereon, the 
children of Iis’ra-el abode in their 
tents, and journeyed not: but 
when it was taken up, they jour- 
neyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
LORD they rested in the tents, 
and at the commandment of the 
LORD they journeyed: they kept 
the charge of the LORD, at the 
commandment of the LORD by 
the hand of MO’ses. 


CHAPTER 10 


1 Use of the trumpets. 
from Sinai to Paran. 
of Moses. 

ND the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

2 Make thee two trumpets of 
silver; of a whole piece shalt 
thou make them: that thou may- 
est use them for the calling of 
the assembly, and for the jour- 
neying of the camps. 

3 And when they shall blow 
with them, all the assembly shall 
assemble themselves to thee at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

4 And if they blow but with one 
trumpet, then the princes, which 
are heads of the thousands of 
Is’ra-el, shall gather themselves 
unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then 
the camps that lie on the east 
parts shall go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the 
second time, then the camps that 
lie on the south side shail take 
their journey: they shall blow an 
alarm for their journeys. — 

7 But when the congregation 1S 
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33 Blessing 
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to be gathered together, ye shall 
blow, but ye shall not sound an 
alarm. 

8 And the sons of Aar’on, the 
priests, shall blow with the 
trumpets; and they shall be to 
you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go to war in your 
land against the enemy that op- 
presseth you, then ye shall blow 
an alarm with the trumpets; and 
ye shall be remembered before 
the LORD your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your glad- 
ness, and in your solemn days, 
and in the beginnings of your 
months, ye shall blow with the 
trumpets over your burnt offer- 
ings, and over the sacrifices of 
your peace offerings; that they 
may be to you for a memorial 
before your God: Iam the LORD 
your God. | 

11 § And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second 
month, in the second year, that 
the cloud was taken up from off 
the tabernacle of the testimony. 

12 And the children of Is’ra-el 
took their journeys out of the 
wilderness of Si’nai; and the 
cloud rested in the wilderness of 
Pa’ran. 

13 And they first took their 
journey according to the com- 
mandment of the LORD by the 
hand of MO’ses. 

14 4 In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the chil- 
dren of Ja’dah according to their 
armies: and over his host was 
apie the son of Am-min’a- 


ab. 

15 And over the host of the 
tribe of the children of Is’sa-char 
was Né-than’e-el the son of Zi’ar. 

16 And over the host of the 
tribe of the children of Zéb’u-lin 
was E-li’ab the son of Hé’lon. 

17 And the tabernacle was 
taken down; and the sons of 
Gér’shoén and the sons of Mé- 
ra’ri set forward, bearing the 
tabernacle. 
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18 4 And the standard of the 
camp of Reu’ben set forward 
according to their armies: and 
over his host was E-li’zur the son. 
of Shéd’e-ur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Sim/’e-on was 
Shé-li’mi-el the son of Zt-ri- 
shad’da-i. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad was E-li’a- 
saph the son of Det’el. 

21 And the K6’hath-ites set for- 
ward, bearing the sanctuary: 
and the other did set up the tab- 
ernacle against they came. 

22 4 And the standard of the 
camp of the children of E’phra-im 
set forward according to their 
armies: and over his host was 
Seu ane the son of Am-imi’- 


ud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Ma-nas’seh 
was Ga-ma’li-el the son of Pé- 
dah’zur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Bén’ja-min 
was Ab’/i-dan the son of Gid-e- 


0’ni. 

25 4 And the standard of the 
camp of the children of Dan set 
forward, which was the rereward 
of all the camps throughout their 
hosts: and over his host was 
A-hi-é’zér the son of Am-mi- 
shad’da-i. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of, Ash’ér was 
Pa’zi-el the son of Oc’ran. 

27 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Naph’ta-li was 
A-hi’ra the son of E’nan. ( 

28 Thus were the journeyings 
of the children of Is’ra-el accord- 
ing to their armies, when they 
set forward. f 

29 § And Mo’ses_said unto 
H6’bab, the son of Ra-gii’el the 
Mid’i-an-ite, M6’ses’ father in 
law, We are journeying unto the 
place of which the LORD said, 
I will give it you: come thou 
with us, and we will do thee 
good: for the LORD hath spoken 
good concerning Is’ra-el. 
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30 And he said unto him, I will 
not go; but I will depart to mine 
own land, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I 
pray thee; forasmuch as thou 
knowest how we are to encamp 
in the wilderness, and thou may- 
est be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go 
with us, yea, it shall be, that what 
goodness the LORD shall do unto 
us, the same will we do unto thee. 

33 § And they departed from 
‘the mount of the LORD three 
days’ journey: and the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD went be- 
fore them in the three days’ jour- 
ney, to search out a resting place 
for them. 

34 And the cloud of the LORD 
was upon them by day, when 
they went out of the camp. 

35 And it came to pass, when 
the ark set forward, that M6d’ses 
said, Rise up, LORD, and let 
thine enemies be scattered; and 
them that hate thee flee before 

ee. 

36 And when it rested, he said, 
Return, O LORD, unto the 
many thousands of Is’ra-el. 


128 CHAPTER 11 

1 Lusting for fiesh. 10 Complaint of 
Moses. 16 The seventy elders. 31 
Quails sent. 


pon when the people com- 
plained, it .displeased the 
LORD: and the LORD heard it; 
and his anger was kindled; and 
the fire of the LORD burnt among 
them, and consumed them that 
were in the uttermost parts of 
the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto 
Mo’ses; and when  Mo’ses 
prayed unto the LORD, the fire 
was quenched. 

3. And he called the name of the 
place Tab’e-rah: because the fire 
of the LORD burnt among them. 

4 %4And the mixt multitude 
that was among them fell a lust- 
ing: and the children of fs’ra-el 
also wept again, and said, Who 
shall give us flesh to eat?

5 We remember the fish, which 
we did eat in E’gypt freely; the 
cucumbers, and the melons, and 
the leeks, and the onions, and 
the garlick: ‘ 

6 But now our soul is dried 
away: there is nothing at all, 
beside this manna, before our 
eyes. 

7 And the manna was as cor- 
iander seed, and the colour there- 
of as the colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, 
and gathered it, and ground it in 
mills, or beat 7¢ in a mortar, and 
baked it in pans, and made cakes 
of it: and the taste of it was as 
the taste of fresh oil. 

9 And when the dew fell upon 
the camp in the night, the manna 
fell upon it. 

10 § Then Mo’ses heard the 
people weep throughout their 
families, every man in the door 
of his tent: and the anger of the 
LORD was kindled greatly; Mé6’- 
ses also was displeased. 

11 And Mo6o’ses said unto the 
LORD, Wherefore hast thou 
afflicted thy servant? and where- 
fore have I not found favour in 
thy sight, that thou layest the 
burden of all this people upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this 
people? have I begotten them, 
that thou shouldest say unto me, 
Carry them in thy bosom, as @ 
nursing father beareth the suck- 
ing child, unto the land which 
thou swarest unto their fathers?

16 4 And the LORD said unto 
Mo’ses, Gather unto me seventy 
men of the elders of Is’ra-el, 
whom thou knowest to be the

22 Shall the flocks and the 
herds be slain for them, to suffice 
them? or shall all the fish of the

23 And the LORD said unto

| pass unto thee or not. 


24 4 And MOo’ses went out, and 


told the people the words of the 


and 


LORD, and gathered the seventy 
men of the elders of the people, 
set them round about the 
tabernacle. 


,_25 And the LORD came down 


in a cloud, and spake unto him, 
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and took of the spirit that was 
upon him, and gave if unto the 
seventy elders: and it came to 
pass, that, when the spirit rested 
upon them, they prophesied, and 
did not cease.

31 4 And there went forth a 
wind from the LORD, and 
brought quails from the sea, and 
let them fall by the camp, as it 
were a day’s journey on this 
side, and as it were a day’s jour- 
ney on the other side, roun 
about the camp, and as it were 
two cubits high upon the face of 
the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all 
that day, and all that night, and 
all the next day, and they gath- 
ered the quails: he that gathered 
least gathered ten homers: and 
they spread them all abroad for 
themselves round about the 


camp. 

33 And while the flesh was yet 
between their teeth, ere it was 
chewed, the wrath of the LORD 
was kindled against the people, 
and the LORD smote the people 
with a very great plague. 
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34 And he called the name of t 


that place Kib/roth—hat-ta’a- 
vah: because there they buried 
the people that lusted. 

35 And the people journeyed 
from Kib’roth—hat-ta’a-vah unto 
Ha-zé/roth; and abode at Ha- 
zé’roth. 


129 CHAPTER 12 


1 Sedition of Miriam and Aaron. 
Miriam healed of leprosy. 
ND Mir’i-am and Aé€ar’on 
spake against M0o’ses be- 
cause of the E-thi-0’pi-an woman 
whom he had married: for he 
had married an _ E-thi-0’pi-an 
woman. 
_2 And they said, Hath the LORD 
indeed spoken only by M6’ses? 
hath he not spoken also by us? 
And the LORD heard i?t, 

3 (Now the man MOo’ses was 
very meek, above all the men 
which were upon the face of the 
earth.) 

4, And the LORD spake sud- 
denly unto Mod’ses, and unto 
Aar’on, and unto Mir’i-am, Come 
out ye three unto the tabernacle 
of the congregation. And they 
three came out. : 

And the LORD came down in 
the pillar of the cloud, and stood 
in the door of the tabernacle, and 
called Aar’on and Mir’i-am: and 
they both came forth. 

6 And he said, Hear now my 
words: If there be a prophet 
among you, I the LorD will make 
myself known unto him in a 
vision, and will speak unto him 
in a dream. ;

13 And Mo’ses_ cried unto the 
LORD, saying, Heal her now, O 
God, I beseech thee. | 

14 § And the LORD said unto 
Mo’ses, If her father had but spit. 
in her face, should she not- be 
ashamed seven days? let her be 
shut out from the camp seven 
days, and after that let her be 
received in again. 

And Mir’i-am was shut out! 
from the camp seven days: and 
the people journeyed not till Mir’- 
i-am was brought in again. 

16 And afterward the neoolee 
removed from Ha-zé’roth, and 
pitched in the wilderness of 
Pa’ran.

9 Only rebel not ye against the

11 § And the LORD said unto 
MO6’ses, How long will this people 
provoke me? and how long will 
it be ere they believe me, for all 
the signs which I have shewed 
among them? 

12 I will smite them with the 
pestilence, and disinherit them, 
and will make of thee a greater 
nation and mightier than they. 

3 § And M6’ses said unto the | 
LORD, Then the E-gyp’tians- shall | 
hear zt, (for thou broughtest up 
this people in thy might from 
among them;) 

14 And they will tell it to the 
inhabitants of this land: for 
they have heard that thou LORD 
art among this people, that thou 
LORD art seen face to face, and 
that thy cloud standeth over 
them, and that thou goest before 
them, by day time in a pillar of a 
cloud, and in a pillar of fire by 
night. 

15 ¥¢ Now if thou shalt kill all 
this people as one man, then the

17 And now, I beseech thee, let 
the power of my LORD be great,

36 And the men, which M6/- 
ses sent to search the land, who 
returned, and made all the con- 
gregation to murmur against 
him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the land, 

37 Even those men that did 
bring up the evil report upon the 
land, died by the plague before 
the LORD. 

38 But Jdsh’u-a the son of 
Nun, and Ca’leb the son of Jé- 
phin’neh, which were of the men. 
that went to search the land, 
lived still. 

39 And MO’sestold thesesayings 
unto all the children of Is’ra-el: 
and the people mourned greatly. 

40 ¢ And they rose up early in 
the morning, and gat them up 
into the top of the mountain, say- 
ing, Lo, we be here, and will go 
up unto the place which the 
LORD hath promised: for we 
have sinned. 

41 And MOo’ses said, Wherefore 
now do ye transgress the com- 
mandment of the LORD? but it 
shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the LORD is 
not among you; that ye be not 
smitten before your enemies. 
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43 For the Am/a-lék-ites and 
the Ca’naan-ites are there before 
you, and ye shall fall by the 
sword: because ye are turned 
away from the. LORD, therefore 
the LORD will not be with you. 

44 But they presumed to go up 
unto the hill top: nevertheless 
the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD, and MO’ses, departed not 
out of the camp. 

45 Then the Am/’a-lék-ites came 
down, and the Ca’naan-ites which 
dwelt in that hiil, and smote them, 
and discomfited them, even unto 
Hor’mah.

_4 Then shall he that offereth 
his offering unto the LORD bring 
a meat offering of a tenth deal 
of flour mingled with the fourth 
part of an hin of oil. 

And the fourth part of an hin 
of wine for a drink offering shalt 
thou prepare with the burnt of- 
fering or sacrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shalt pre- 
pare for a meat offering two tenth 
deals of flour mingled with the 
third part of an hin‘of oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of an hin 
of wine, for a sweet savour unto 
the LORD. 

8 And when thou preparest a 
bullock for a burnt offering, or

offering in your generations. 

22 4 And if ye have erred, and 
not observed all these command- 
ments, which the LORD hath 
spoken unto M0’ses, 

23 Even all that the LORD hath 
commanded you by the hand of 
Md’ses, from the day that the 
LORD commanded Mo’ses, and 
henceforward among your gener- 
ations; — 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be 
committed by ignorance without 
the knowledge of the congrega- 
tion, that all the congregation 
shall offer one young bullock for 
a burnt offering, for a sweet sa- 
vour unto the LORD, with his 
meat offering, and his drink of- 
fering, according to the manner, 
and one kid of the goats for a 
sin offering. : 

25 And the priest shall make 
an atonement for all the congre- 
gation of the children of Is’ra-el, 
and it shall be forgiven them; for 
it is ignorance: and they shall 
bring their offering, a sacrifice 
made by fire unto the LORD, and 
their sin offering before the 
LoRD, for their ignorance: 

26 And it shall be forgiven all 
the congregation of the children 
of is’ra-el, and the stranger that 
sojourneth among them; seeing 
all the people weve in ignorance. 

27 4 And if any soul sin through 

‘ignorance, then_he shall bring a 
she goat of the first year for a sin 
offering. é 

28 And the priest shall make 
an atonement for the soul that 
sinneth ignorantly, when he sin- 
neth by ignorance before the 
LORD, to make an atonement for 
him; and it shall be forgiven him. 

29 Ye shail have one law for 
him that sinneth through igno- 
rance, both for him that is born 
among the children of Is’ra-el, 

and for the stranger that sojourn- 
eth among them. 

30 | But the soul that doeth 
ought presumptuously, whether 
he be born in the land, or a stran- 
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ger, the same reproacheth the 
LORD; and that soul shall be 
cut off from among his people. 

31 Because he hath despised 
the word of the LORD, and hath 
broken his commandment, that 
soul shall utterly be cut off; his 
iniquity shall be upon him.

40 That ye may remember, and 
do all my commandments, and 
be holy unto your God. 

41 I am the LORD your God, 
which brought you out of the land 
of Egypt, to be your God: Iam 
the LORD your God.

he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, 
K6’rah, and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put 
incense in them before the LORD 
to morrow: and it shall be that 
the man whom the LORD doth 
choose, he shall be holy: ve 
take too much upon you, ye sons 
of Lé’vi. : 

8 And MO’ses said unto K6’rah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Lé’vi:

d fE-le-a’/zar the priest 
Efalt take of her blood with his 
finger, and sprinkle of her blood 
directly before the tabernacle of 
the congregation seven times: 

5 And one-shall burn the heifer 
in his sight; her skin, and her 
flesh, and her blood, with her 
dung, shall he burn 
6 And the priest shall take 
cedar wood, and hyssop, and 
scarlet, and cast it into the midst 
of the burning of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash 
his clothes, and he shall bathe 
his flesh in water, and after- 
ward he shall come into the 

camp, and the priest shall be un- 
clean until the even 

8 And he that burneth her shall 

wash his clothes in water, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and 
shall be unclean until the even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall 
'gather up the ashes of the 
heifer, and lay them up without 
the camp in a clean place, and it 
shall be kept for the congrega- 
tion of the children of Is’ra-el 
for a water of separation: it is 
a purification for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the 
ashes of the heifer shall wash 
his clothes, and be unclean until 
the even: and it shall be unto 
the children of is’ra-el, and unto 
the stranger that sojourneth 
plone them, for a statute for 


ate ci He that toucheth the 
dead body of any man shall be 

unclean seven days. 
| 12 He shall purify himself 
with it on the third day, and on 
the seventh day he shall be clean: 
but if he purify not himself the 
third day, then the seventh day 
he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the 
dead body of any man that is 
dead, and purifieth not himself, 
defileth the tabernacle of the 
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LORD; and that soul shall be 
cut off from Is’ra-el: because 
the water of separation was 
not sprinkled upon him, he shall 
be unclean; his uncleanness is 
yet upon him. 

14 This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come 
into the tent, and all that is in the 
tent, shall be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open _ vessel, 
which hath no covering bound 
upon it, is unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth 
one that is slain with a sword 
in the open fields, or a dead 
body, or a bone of a man, or a 
grave,shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person 
they shall take of the ashes of 
the burnt heifer of purification 
for sin, and running water shall 
be put thereto in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person. shall 
take hyssop, and dip it in the 
water, and sprinkle if upon the 
tent, and upon all the vessels, 
and upon the persons that were 
there, and upon him that touched 
a bone, or one slain, or one dead, 
or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unclean on 
the third day, and on the seventh 
day: and on the seventh day 
he shall purify himself, and wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and shall be clean ateven. 

20 But the man that shall be 
unclean, and shall not purify 
himself, that soul shall be cut 
off from among the congrega~ 
tion, because he hath defiled 
the sanctuary of the LORD: the 
water of separation hath not 
been Suaied upon him; he is 
unclea 

21 Ana it shall be a perpetual 
statute unto them, that he that 
sprinkleth the water of separa- 
tion shall wash his clothes; and 
he that toucheth the water of sepa- 
ration shall be unclean until even. 

22 And whatsoever the un- 
clean person toucheth shall be 
unclean; and the soul that 
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toucheth it shall be unclean 
until even. 


137 CHAPTER 20 

1 Miriam’s death. 7 The water of 
Meribah. 22 Aaron's death. 
HEN came the children of 

Is’ra-el, even the whole 
congregation, into the desert of 

Zin in the first month: and the 

people abode in Ka’desh; and 

Mir’i-am died there, and was 

buried there. 

2 And there was no water for 
the congregation: and _ they 
gathered themselves _ together 
against Mo’ses and against Aar’- 


on. : 

3 And the people chode with 
Mo’ses, and spake, saying, 
Would God that we had died 
when our brethren died before 
the LorD!

neither is there any water to 
drink. 

6 And MO’ses and Aar’on went 
from the presence of the assem- 
bly unto the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, and 
they fell upon their faces: and 
the glory of the LORD appeared 
unto them. 

7 “{ And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather 
thou the assembly together,

11 And Mo’ses lifted up his 
hand, and with his rod he smote 
the rock twice: and the water 
came out abundantly, and the 
congregation drank, and their 
beasts also. 

12 ¢ And the LORD spake 
unto M0’ses and Aadr’on, Be- 
cause ye believed me not, to 
sanctify me_in the eyes of the 
children of is’ra-el, therefore ye 
shall not bring this congregation 
into the land which I have 
given them. key 

13 This is the water of Mér’i- 
bah; because the children of 
Is’ra-el strove with the LORD, 
and he was sanctified in them. 

14 7 And Mo’ses sent. mes- 
sengers from Ka’desh unto the 
king of E’dom, Thus saith thy 
brother Is’ra-el, Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath befallen 
us: 
15 How our fathers went down 
into E’gypt, and we have dwelt 
in E’gypt a long time; and the 
E-gyp’tians vexed us, and our 
fathers: 

16 And when we cried unto 
the LORD, he heard our voice, 
and sent an angel, and hath 
brought us forth out of £’s¥pt: 
and, behold, we are in Ka’desh, 
a city in the uttermost of thy 
border: 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, 
through thy country: we will 
not pass through the fields, or 
through the vineyards, neither 
will we drink of the water of the 
wells: we will go by the king’s 
high way, we will not turn to 
the right hand nor to the left, 
until we have passed thy borders. 

18 And E’dom said unto him, 
Thou shalt not pass by me, lest 
I come out against thee with 
the sword. : 

19 And the children of is’ra-el 
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Plague of fiery serpents 


said unto him, We will go by the 
high way: and if I and my 
cattle drink of thy water, then 
I will pay for it: I will only, 
without doing any thing else, 
go through on my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not 
go through. And E’/dom came 
out against him with much 
people, and with a strong hand. 

21 Thus £’dom refused to give 
Is‘ra-el passage through his 
border: wherefore Is’ra-el turned 
away from him. 

22 4 And the children of is’- 

ra-el, even the whole congrega- 
tion, journeyed from Ka’desh, 
and came unto mount Hor. 
23 And the LORD spake unto 
Mo’ses and Aar’on in mount Hor, 
by the coast of the land of £’dom,

27 And Md’ses did as the LORD 

commanded: and they went up 
into mount Hér in the sight of 
all the congregation. 
_ 28 And Md’ses stripped Aar’on 
of his garments, and put them 
upon E-le-a’zar his son; and 
Aar’on died there in the top of 
the mount: and Mo’ses and 
E-le-a’zar came down from the 
mount. 

29 And when all the congrega- 
tion saw that Aar’on was dead, 
they mourned for Aar’on thirty 
days, even all the house of 
Is’ra-el.

4 4 And they journeyed from 
mount Hor by the way of the 
Red sea, to compass the land of 
E’dom: and the soul of the 
people was much discouraged 
because of the way. ; 

5 And the people spake against 
God, and against MO’ses, Where- 
fore have ye brought us up out 
of &’é¥pt to die in the wilderness? 
for there is no bread, neither is 
there any water; and our soul 
loatheth this light bread. 

6 And the LORD sent fiery 
serpents among the people, and 
they bit the people; and much 
people of Is’ra-el died. 

7 § Therefore the people came 
to Mo’ses, and said, We have 
sinned, for we have spoken 
against the LORD, and against 
thee; pray unto the LORD, that 
he take away the serpents from 
us. And Md’ses prayed for the 
people. ; 

8 And the LORD said unto 
Mo’ses, Make thee a fiery ser- 
pent, and set it upon a pole: and 
it shall come to pass, that every 
one that is bitten, when he 
looketh upon it, shall live.

16 And from thence they went 
to Bé’er: that is the well where- 
of the LORD spake unto MOd’ses, 
Gather the people together, and 
I will give them water. 

17 4 Then Is’ra-el sang this 
song, Spring up, O well; sing 
ye unto it: { 

18 The princes digged the well, 
the nobles of the people digged 
it, by the direction of the law- 
giver, with their staves. And 
from the wilderness they went 
to Mat’ta-nah: 

19 And from Mat’ta-nah to 
Na-ha‘li-el: and from N4a-ha’- 
li-el to Ba’moth: 

20 And from, Ba’moth in the 
valley, that is in the country of 
Mo’ab, to the top of Pis’gah, 
which looketh toward Jésh’i- 


mon. 

21 9 And fIs’ra-el sent mes- 
sengers unto Si/hon king of the 
Am/or-ites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy 
land: we will not turn into the 
fields, or into the vineyards: we 
will not drink of the waters of 
the well: but we will go along 
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‘border:

_23 And Si’/hén would not suffer

24 And is’ra-el smote him. 
with the aps of the sword, and 
possessed his land from Ar’n6n | 
unto Jab’bok, even unto the 
children of Am’mén: for the) 
border of the children of Am’moén 
was strong. 

25 And Is’ra-el took all these 
cities: and Is’ra-el dwelt in all 
the cities of the Am/’6r-ites, in 
Hésh’bon, and in all the vil- 
lages thereof. 

26 For Hésh’bén was the city 
of Si/hon the king of the Am’ér- 
ites, who had fought against the 
former king of Mo’ab, and taken 
all his land out of his hand, even 
unto Ar’non. 

27 Wherefore they that speak 
in proverbs say, Come _ into 
Hésh’bon, let the city of Si/hén 
be built and prepared: 

28 For there is a fire gone out 
of Hésh’bén, a flame from the 
city of Si/hon: it hath consumed 
Ar of M0o’ab, and the lords of 
the high places of Ar’non.

God hath not cursed? or how 


hath not defied? 

9 For from the top of the rocks 
I see him, and from the hills I 
behold him: lo, the people shall 
dwell alone, and shall not be 
reckoned among the nations. 

10 Who can count the dust of 
Ja’cob, and the number of the 
fourth part of Is’ra-el?

21 He hath not beheld iniquity 
in Ja’cob, neither hath he seen 
perverseness in Is’ra-el: the 
LORD his God is withhim, and 
the shout of a king is among 
them. 

22 God brought them out of 
E/gypt; he hath as it were the 
strength of an unicorn. 

23 Surely there is no enchant- 
ment against Ja’cob, neither is 
there any divination against 
Is’‘ra-el: according to this time 
it shall be said of Ja’cob and of 
Is’ra-el, What hath God wrought!

ND the LORD spake unto

in; and ye shall give also unto 
the Lé’vites suburbs for the 
Cities round about them.

4 And the suburbs of the cities, 
which ye shall give unto the Lé’- 
vites, shall reach from the wall 
of the city and outward a thou- 
sand cubits round about. 

5 And ye shall measure from 
without the city on the east side 
two thousand cubits, and on the 
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south side two thousand cubits, 
and on the west side two thou- 
sand cubits, and on the north 
side two thousand cubits; and 
the city shall be in the midst: 
this shall be to them the sub- 
urbs of the cities. 

6 And among the cities which 
ye shall give unto the Lé’vites 
there shall be six cities for 
refuge, which ye shall appoint 
for the manslayer, that he may 
flee thither: and to them ye 
shall add forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye 
shall give to the Le’vites shall be 
forty and eight cities: them 
shall ye give with their suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall 
give shall be of the possession 
of the children of Is’ra-el: from 
them that have many ye shall 
give many; but from them that 
have few ye shall give few: 
every one shall give of his cities 
unto the Lé’vites according to 
his inheritance which he in- 
heriteth. 

9 4 And ye: LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, sayin 

10 Speak Gas the children of 
Is’ra-el, and say unto them, 
When ye be come over Jor’dan 
into the land of Ca’naan; 

11 Then ye shall appoint you 
cities to be cities of refuge for 
you; that the slayer may flee 
thither, which killeth any person 
at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you 
cities for refuge from the aveng- 
er; that the manslayer die not, 
until he stand before the con- 
gregation in judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye 
shall give six cities shall ye 
have for refuge. Nis 

14 Ye shall give three cities on 
this side Jdér’dan, and three 
cities shall ye give in the land of 
Ca’/naan, which shall be cities 
of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a 
refuge, both for the children of 
is’ra-el, and for the stranger, 
and for the sojourner among 
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them: that every one that killeth 
any person unawares may flee 
thither. 

16 And if he smite him with 
an instrument “of iron, so that 
he die, he is a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to 
death. ? 

17 And if he smite him with 
throwing a stone, wherewith 
be may die, and he die, he is a 
murderer: the murderer shall 
surely be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with an 
hand weapon of wood, where- 
with he may die, and he die, he 
is a murderer: the murderer 
‘shall surely be put to death. 

19 The revenger of blood him- 
self shall slay the murderer: 
when he meeteth him, he ‘shall 
slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of 
hatred, or hurl at him by laying 
of wait, that he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him 
with his hand, that he die: he 
that smote Aim shall surely be 
put to death; for he is a mur- 
derer: the revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him 

22 But if he thrust him sud- 
denly without enmity, or have 
cast upon him any thing without 
laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, where- 

with a man may die, seeing him 
not, and cast if upon him, that 
he die, and was not his enemy, 
neither sought his harm: 
_24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the 
revenger of blood according to 
these judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall 
deliver the slayer out of the hand 
of the revenger of blood, and the 
congregation shall restore him to 
the city of his refuge, whither he 
was fled: and he shall abide 
in it unto the death of the high 
priest, which was anointed with 
the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of 
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the city of his refuge, whither he 
was fled; 

27 And the revenger of blood 
find him without the borders of 
the city of his refuge, and the 
revenger of blood kill the slayer; 
he shall not be guilty of 
blood: 

28 Because he should have re- 
mained in the city of his refuge 
until the death of the high 
priest: but after the death of the 
high priest the slayer shall return 
into the land of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for 
a statute of judgment unto you 
throughout your generations in 
all your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, 
the murderer shall be put to 
death by the mouth of wit- | 
nesses: but one witness shall 
not testify against any person 
to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no 
satisfaction for the life of a 
murderer, which is guilty of 
death: but he shall be surely 
put to death. : 

32 And ye shall take no satis- 
faction for him that is fled to 
the city of his refuge, that he 
should come again to dwell in 
the land, until the death of the 
priest. 

33 So ye shall not peur the 
land wherein ye are: lood 
it defileth the land: ate the 
land cannot be cleansed of the 
blood that is shed therein, but 
by the blood of him that shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the 
land which ye shall inhabit, 
wherein I dwell: for I the LORD 


dwell among the children of 
fs’ra-el.

‘did for you in E’gypt before your 


eyes; 

31 And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the 
“LoRD thy God bare thee, as a 
'man doth bear his son, in all the 
way that ye went, until ye came 
into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye ‘did not 
believe the LORD your God, 
| 33 Who went in the way be- 
‘fore you, to search you out a 
‘place to pitch your tents in, in 

fire by night, to shew you, by 

what way ve should go, and ina 
cloud by day. 

34 And the LORD heard the 
“voice of your words, and was 
-wroth, and sware, saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one 
of these men of this evil genera- 
tion see that good land, which I 

sware to give unto your fathers, 

36 Save Ca/leb the son of Jé- 


40 But as for you, turn you, 
and take your journey into the 
wilderness by the way of the 
Red sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said 
unto me, We have sinned against 
the LORD, we will go up and 
fight, according to all that the 
LORD our God commanded us. 
And when ye had girded on every 
man his weapons of war, ye 
were ready to go up into the hili. 

42 And the LORD said unto 
me, Say unto them, Go not up, 
neither fight; for I am not 
among you; lest ye be smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and 
ye would not hear, but rebelled 
against the commandment of the 
LORD, and went presumptu- 
ously up into the hill. 

44 And the Am/‘6r-ites, which 
dwelt in that mountain, came 
out against you, and chased you, 
as bees do, and destroyed you 
in Sé/ir, even unto Hor’mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept 
before the LORD; but the LORD 
would not hearken to your voice, 
nor give ear unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Ka’desh 
many days, according unto the 
days that ye abode there. 
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155 CHAPTER 2 
1 Speech of Moses continued. 35 Sihon 
is subdued. 


HEN we turned, and took 
our journey into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Red sea, 
as the LORD spake unto me: 
and we compassed mount Sé‘ir 
many days. 

2 And the LORD spake unto 
me, saying, ; 

3 Ye have compassed this 
mountain long enough: turn you 
northward. 

4 And command thou the 
people, saying, Ye are to pass 
through the coast of your breth- 
ren the children of E’sau, which 
dwell in Sé’ir; and they shall be 
afraid of you: take ye good heed 
unto yourselves therefore: 

5 Meddle not with them; for 
I will not give you of their land, 
no, not so much as a foot 
breadth; because I have given 
mount Séir unto E’sau for a 
possession. 

6 Ye shall buy meat of them 
for money, that ye may eat; and 
ye shall also buy water of them 
for money, that ye may drink. 

For the LORD thy God hath 
blessed thee in all the works of 
thy hand: he knoweth thy 
walking through this great wil- 
derness: these forty years the 
LORD thy God hath been with 
thee; thou hast lacked nothing. 

8 And when we passed by 
from our brethren the children 
of E’sau, which dwelt in Sé‘ir, 
through the way of the plain 
from £/lath, and from £/zi-on— 
ga’bér, we turned and passed by 
the way of the wilderness of 
MO/ab. 4 

9 And the LORD said unto me, 
Distress not the M6d’ab-ites, 
neither contend with them in 
battle: for I will not give thee 
of their land for a possession; 
because I have given Ar unto 
the children of Lot for a posses- 
sion. 

10 The E’mims dwelt therein 


in times past, a people great, and | 
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many, and tall, as the An’a- 
ims; 

11 Which also were accounted 
giants, as the An’a-kims: but 
the MO’ab-ites call them E£’mims. 

12 The Ho’rims also dwelt in 
Séir beforetime; but the chil- 
dren of E’sau succeeded them, 
when they had destroyed them 
from before them, and dwelt in 
their stead; as Is’ra-el did unto 
the land of his possession, 
which the LORD gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said I, and get 
you over the brook Zé’red. And 
we went over the brook Zé’red. 

14 And the space in which we 
came from Ka’desh—bdr’ne-a, 
until we were come over the 
brook Zé’red, was thirty and 
eight years; until all the genera- 
tion of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, 
as the LORD sware unto them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the 
LORD was against them, to 
destroy them from among the 
host, until they were consumed. 

16 § So it came to pass, when 
all the men of war were con- 
sumed and dead from among the 


people, 

17 That the LORD spake unto 
me, Saying, 

18 Thou art to pass over 
through Ar, the coast of Md’ab, 
this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh 
over against the children of 
Am/’mon, distress them not, nor 
meddle with them: for I will 
not give thee of the land of the 
children of Am’mén any posses- 
sion; because I have given it 
unto the children of Lot for a 
possession. 


20 (That also was accounted a 


land of giants: giants dwelt 
therein in old time; and the 
Am’mon-ites call them Zam- 
zum/’/mims 3 

21 A people great, and many, 


and tall, as the An’a-kims; but 
the LORD destroyed them before - 
them; and they succeeded them, — 


and dwelt in their stead: 
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22 As he did to the children of 
E’sau, which dwelt in Sé’ir, 


when he destroyed the H6’- 
rims from before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt 
in their stead even unto this day: 

23 And the A/’/vims_ which 
dwelt in Ha-zé’rim, even unto 
Az’zah, the Caph’td-rims, which 
came forth out of Caph’tér, de- 
stroyed them, and dwelt in their 
stead.) 

24 ¢ Rise ye up, take your 
journey, and pass over the river 
Ar’non: behold, I have given into 
thine hand Si’/hon the Am/6r-ite, 
king of Hésh’bon, and his land: 
begin to possess it, and contend 
with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to 
put the dread of thee and the 
fear of thee upon the nations 
that are under the whole heaven, 
who shall hear report of thee, 
and shall tremble, and be in 
anguish because of thee. 

26 | And I sent messengers 
out of the wilderness of Kéd’e- 
moth unto Si’/hén king of Hésh’- 
bon with words of peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy 
land: I will go along by the 
high way, I will neither turn 
oe the right hand nor to the 

eft. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat: and give 
me water for money, that I may 
drink: only I will pass through 
on my feet; ; 

29 (As the children of E’sau 
which dwell in Séir, and the 
MOo/ab-ites which dwell in Ar, 
did unto me;) until I shall pass 
over J6r’dan into the land which 
the LORD our God giveth us. 

30 But Si’hén king of Hésh’- 
bon would not let us pass by 
him: for the LORD thy Go 
hardened his spirit, and made 
his heart obstinate, that he 
might deliver him into thy hand, 
as appeareth this day. | 

31 And the LORD said unto 
me, Behold, I have begun to 
give Si’/hon and his land before 
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thee: begin to possess, that 
thou mayest inherit his land. 

32, Then S’vhon came out 
against us, he and ail his people, 
to fight at Ja’haz. 

33 And the LORD our God 
delivered him before us; and 
we smote him, and his sons, 
and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities 
at that time, and utterly de- 
stroyed the men, and _ the 
women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to re- 


main: 
35 Only the cattle we took for 


a prey unto ourselves, and 
HELA of the cities which we 
ook. 


36 From Ar’6-ér, which is by 
the brink of the river of Ar’non, 
and from the city that is by the 
river, even unto Gil’e-ad, there 
was not one city too strong for 
us: the LORD our God de- 
livered all unto us: 

37 Only unto the land of the 
children of Am’mon thou camest 
not, nor unto any place of the 
river Jab’bok, nor unto the 
cities in the mountains, nor unto 
whatsoever the LORD our God 
forbad us. 


CHAPTER 3 


1 Speech of Moses continued. 
Moses views the promised land. 
HEN we turned, and went 

up the way to Ba’shan: 

and Og the king of Ba’shan 

came out against us, he and all 
his people, to battle at Ed’re-1. 

2 And the LORD said unto me, 

Fear him not: for I will deliver 

him, and all his people, and his 

land, into thy hand; and thou 
shalt do unto him as thou didst 
unto Si’/hon king of the Am’6r- 
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d|ites, which dwelt at Hésh’bon. 


3 So the LORD our God de- 
livered into our hands Og also, 
the king of Ba’shan, and all his 
people: and we smote him until 
none was left to him remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at 
that time, there was not a city 
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which we took not from them, 
threescore cities, all the region 
of Ar’g6b, the kingdom of 6g in 
Ba’shan. 

5 All these cities were fenced 
with high walls, gates, and bars: 
beside unwalled towns a great 
many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed 
them, as we did unto Si’hén 
king of ‘Hésh’bén, utterly de- 
stroying the men, women, and 
children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the 
spoil of the cities, we took for a 
prey to ourselves. : 

S And we took at that time out 
of the hand of the two kings of 
the Am/6r-ites the land that was 
on this side Jér’dan, from the 
river of Ar’ndn unto mount Hér’- 
mon; 

9 (Which Hér’mon the Si-dé’- 
ni-ans call Sir’i-c6n; and the 
Am/’6r-ites call it Shé/nir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, 
and all Gil’e-dd, and all Ba’- 
shan, unto Sal’chah and Ed’re-i, 


cities of the kingdom of Og in|I 


Ba’shan. of il 

11 For only Og king of Ba’- 
shan remained of the remnant 
of giants; behold, his bedstead 
was a bedstead of iron; is it not 
in Rab’bath of the children of 
Am/mon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits 
the breadth of it, after the cubit 


of a man. : 
12 And this land, which we 
possessed at that time, from 
Ar’6-ér, which is by the river 
Ar’non, and half mount Gil’e-ad, 
and the cities thereof, gave I 
unto the Reu’ben-ites and to the 
Gad ites. h 

13 And the rest of Gil’e-ad, 
and all Ba’shan, being the king- 
dom of Og, gave I unto the half 
tribe of Ma-nas’seh; all the 
region of Ar’g6b, with all Ba’- 
shan, which was called the land 
of giants. 

14 Ja’ir the son of Ma-nas’seh 
took all the country of Ar’géb 
unto the coasts of Gésh’u-ri 
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and Ma-ach’a-thi; and called 

them after his own name, Ba’- 
shan-ha’voth-ja’ir, unto this 
ay. 

15 And I gave Gil’e-4d unto 
Ma’chir. 

16 And unto the Reu’ben-ites 
and unto the Gad/ites I gave 
from Gil’e-dd even unto the 
river Ar’non half the valley, and 
the border even unto the river 
Jab’bok, which is the border of 
the children of Am’mén; 

17 The plain also, and Jor’dan, 
and the coast thereof, from 
Chin’ne-réth even unto the sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea, 
under Ash’d6th-pis’gah easte 
ward. 

18 4 And I commanded you at 
that time, saying, The LORD 
your God hath given you this 
land to possess it: ye shall pass 
over armed before your brethren 
the children of is’ra-el, all that 
are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your 
little ones, and your cattle, (for 
know that ye have much 
cattle,) shall abide in your cities 
whic have given you; 

20 Until the LoRD have given 
rest unto your brethren, as well 
as unto you, and until they also 
possess the land which the LorD 
your God hath .given them 
beyond Jér’dan: and then shali 
ye return every man unto his 
Possession, which I have given 


you. 

21 4 And I commanded Jésh’- 
u-a at that time, saying, Thine 
eyes have seen all that the LorD 
your God hath done unto these 
two kings: so shall the Lorp 
do unto all the kingdoms whither 
thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for 
the LORD your God he shall 
fight for you. 

23 And I besought the LorpD 
at that time, saying, 

24 O Lord Gop, thou hast be- 
gun to shew thy servant thy 
greatness, and thy mighty hand: 
for what God is there in heaven 
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or in earth, that can do according 
to thy works, and according to 
thy might? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, 
and see the good land that is 
beyond Jér’dan, that goodly 
mountain, and Léb’a-non. 

26 But the LORD was wroth 
with me for your sakes, and 
would not hear me: and the 
LORD said unto me, Let it 
suffice thee; speak no more unto 
me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of 
Pis’gah, and lift up thine eyes 
westward, and northward, and 
southward, and eastward, and 
behold if with thine eyes: for 
thou shalt not go over this 
Jér’dan. 

283 But charge Jésh’u-a, and 
encourage him, and strengthen 
him: for he shall go over before 
this people, and he shall cause 
them to inherit the land which 
thou shalt see. 

29 So we abode in the valley 
over against Béth—pé’6r. 


157 CHAPTER 4 


1 Moses’ exhortation. 41 Cities of 
refuge chosen. 
O 


OW therefore hearken, 
is’ra-el, unto the statutes 
and unto the judgments, which 
I teach you, for to do them, that 
ye may live, and go in and 
possess the land which the LORD 
God of your fathers giveth you. 
2 Ye shall not add unto the 
word which I command you, 
neither shall ye diminish ought 
from it, that ye may keep the 
commandments of the LORD 
your God which I command you. 
3 Your eyes have seen what the 
LORD did because of Ba’al—pé’or: 
for all the men that followed 
Ba’/al_pé’or, the LORD thy God 
hath destroyed them from among 


you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto 
the LORD your God are alive 
every one of you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you 
statutes and judgments, even as 
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the LORD my God commanded 
me, that ye should do so in the 
land whither ye go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; 
for this is your wisdom and your 
understanding in the sight of the 
nations, which shall hear all 
these statutes, and say, Surely 
this great nation is a wise and 
understanding people. 

7 For what nation is there so 
great, who hath God so nigh 
unto them, as the LORD our God 
is in all things that we call upon 
him for? ; 

8 And what nation is there so 
great, that hath statutes and 
judgments so righteous as all 
this law, which I set before you 
this day? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest 
thou forget the things which 
thine eyes have seen, and lest 
they depart from thy heart all 
the days of thy life: but teach 
them thy sons, and thy sons’ 


sons; 

10 Specially the day that thou 
stoodest before the-LORD thy 
God in Hé’reb, when the LORD 
said unto me, Gather me the 
people together, and I will make 
them hear my words, that they 
may learn to fear me all the days 
that they shall live upon the 
earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain; and the 
mountain burned with fire unto 
the midst of heaven, with dark- 
ness, clouds, and thick darkness. 

12 And the LORD spake unto 
you out of the midst of the fire: 
ye heard the voice of the words, 
but saw no similitude; only ve 
heard a voice. 

13 And he declared unto you 
his covenant, which he com- 
manded you to perform, even ten 
commandments; and he wrote 
them upon two tables of stone. 

14 ¢ And the LORD commanded 
me at that time to teach you 
statutes and judgments, that ye 
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might do them in the land whither 
ye go over to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good 
heed unto yourselves; for ye 
saw no manner of similitude on 
the day that the LORD spake 
unto you in HO6’reb out of the 
midst of the fire: 

16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, 
and make you a graven image, 
the similitude of any figure, the 
likeness of male or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast 
that zs on the earth, the likeness 
of any winged fowl that flieth in 
the air, 

18 The likeness of any thing 
that creepeth on the ground, the 
likeness of any fish that is in the 
waters beneath the earth: 

19 And lest thou lift up thine 
eyes unto heaven, and when thou 
seest the sun, and the moon, and 
the stars, even ali the host of 
heaven, shouldest be driven to 
worship them, and serve them, 
which the LORD thy God hath 
divided unto all nations under 
the whole heaven. 

20 But the LORD hath taken 
you, and brought you forth out of 
the iron furnace, even out of 
E’gypt, to be unto him a people of 
inheritance, as ye are this day. 

21 Furthermore the LORD was 
angry with me for your sakes, 
and sware that I should not go 
over Jér’dan, and that I should 
not go in unto that good land, 
which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee for an inheritance: 

22 But I must die in this land, 
I must not go over J6r’dan: but 
ye shall go over, and possess that 
good land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, 
lest ye forget the covenant of the 
LORD your God, which he made 
with you, and make you a graven 


image, or the likeness of any | it 


thing, which the LorRD thy God 
hath forbidden thee. 

24 For the LORD thy God is a 
consuming fire, even a jealous 


od. 
25 4 When thou shalt beget 
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children, and children’s children, 
and ye shall have remained long 
in the land, and shall corrupt 
yourselves, and make a graven 
image, or the likeness of any 
thing, and shall do evil in the 
sight of the LORD thy God, to 
provoke him to anger: 

26 I call heaven and earth to 
witness against you this day, 
that ye shall soon utterly perish 
from off the land whereunto ye 
go over JOr’dan to possess it; ye 
shall not prolong your days upon 
it, but shall utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the LORD shall scatter 
you among the nations, and ye 
shall be left few in number among 
the heathen, whither the LorD 
shall lead you. 

28 And there ye shall serve 
gods, the work of men’s hands, 
wood and stone, which neither 
see, nor hear, nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou 
shalt seek the LORD thy God, 
thou shalt find him, if thou seek 
him with ali thy heart and with 
all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribula- 
tion, and all these things are 
come upon thee, even in the 
latter days, if thou turn to the 
LORD thy God, and shalt be 
obedient unto his voice; j 

31 (For the LORD thy God is a 
merciful God;) he will not for- 
sake thee, neither destroy thee, 
nor forget the covenant of thy 
fathers which he sware unto 
them. 

32 For ask now of the days 
that are past, which were before 
thee, since the day that God cre- 
ated man upon the earth, and ask 
from the one side of heaven unto 
the other, whether there hath 
been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like 


33 Did ever people hear the 
voice of God speaking out of the 
midst of the fire, as thou hast 
heard, and live? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go 
and take him a nation from the 
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GOo’lan in Ba’shan, of the Ma- 


midst of another nation, by temp- 


tations, by signs, and by won- 
ders, and by war, and by a 
mighty hand, and by a stretched 
out arm, and by great terrors, 
according to all that the LORD 
your God did for you in E’gypt 
before your eyes? 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, 
that thou mightest know that the 
LORD he is God; there is none 
else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee 
to hear his voice, that he might 
instruct thee: and upon earth he 
shewed thee his great fire; and 
thou heardest his words out of 
the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy 
fathers, therefore he chose their 
seed after them, and brought 
thee out in his sight with his 
mighty power out of E’gypt; 

38 To drive out nations from 
before thee greater and mightier 
than thou arf, to bring thee in, to 
give thee their land for an inher- 
itance, as if is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, 
and consider it in thine heart, 
that the LORD he is God in 
heaven above, and upon the 
earth beneath: there is none 


else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore 
his statutes, and his command- 
ments, which I command thee 
this day, that it may go well 
with thee, and with thy children 
after thee, and that thou mayest 
prolong thy days upon the earth, 
which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee, for ever. 

41 | Then Md’ses severed three 
cities on this side J6r’dan toward 
the sunrising; ( 

42 That the slayer might flee 
thither, which should kill his 
neighbour unawares, and hated 
him not in times past; and that 
fleeing unto one of these cities 
he might live: ‘ ; 

43 Namely, Bé’zér in the wil- 
derness, in the plain country, of 
the Reu’ben-ites; and Ra’moth 
in Gil’e-ad, of the Gad’/ites; and 


nas’sites. 

44 4 And this is the law which 
MO’ses set before the children of 
Is’ra-el: 

45 These ave the testimonies, 
and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments, which MO’ses spake unto 
the children of Is’ra-el, after they 
came forth out of E’Zypt, 

46 On this side Jér’dan, in the 
valley over against Béth—pé’ér, in 
the land of Si’hon king of the 
Am’6r-ites, who dwelt at Hésh’- 
bon, whom M0’ses and the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el smote, after they 
were come forth out of E’gypt: 

47 And they possessed his land, 
and the land of Og king of Ba’- 
shan, two kings of the Am/’6r- 
ites, which were on this side 
Jér’dan toward the sunrising; 

48 From Ar’6-ér, which is by 
the bank of the river Ar’nén, even 
unto mount Si’on, which is 

‘mon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
Jér’dan eastward, even unto the 
sea of the plain, under the springs 
of Pis’gah. 


CHAPTER 5 158 

1 The covenant in Horeb. 6 Moses 
repeats the commandments. 

ND Mod’ses called all is’ra-el, 

and said unto them, Hear, 

O is’ra-el, the statutes and judg- 

ments which I speak in your ears 

this day, that ye may learn them, 

and keep, and do them. 

2 The LORD our God made a 
covenant with us in H6’reb. 

3 The LORD made noi this 
covenant with our fathers, but 
with us, even us, who are all of 
us here alive this day. 

4 The LorD talked with you 
face to face in the mount out of 
the midst of the fire, 

5 (1 stood between the LORD 
and you at that time, to shew you 
the word of the LORD: for ye 
were afraid by reason of the fire, 
and went not up into the mount;) 
Saying, 

6 91 am the LorD thy God, 
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which brought thee out of the 
pn Oe of E’gypt, from the house of 
on 

7 Tho shalt have none other 
gods before mes 

8 Thou shalt not make thee 
any graven image, or any like- 
ness of any thing that is in heaven 
above, or that is in the earth be- 
neath, or that is in the waters 
beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down 
thyself unto them, nor serve 
them: for I the LORD thy God 
am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth 
generation of them that hate 


me, 
10 And shewing mercy unto 

thousands of them that love me 

and keep my commandments. 
11 Thou shalt not take the 


name of the LORD thy God in| me 


vain: for the LORD will not hold 
him guiltless that taketh his 
name in vain. 

i2 Keep the sabbath day to 
sanctify it, as the LORD thy God 
hath commanded thee. 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, 
and do all thy work: 

14 But the seventh day is the 
sabbath of the LORD thy God: 
in it thou shalt not do any work, 
thou, nor thy son, nor thy daugh- 
ter, nor thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thine ox, nor 
thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is within 
thy gates; that thy manservant 
and thy maidservant may rest as 
well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou 
wast a servant in the land of 
E’/gypt, and that the LORD thy 
God brought thee out thence 
through a mighty hand and by 
a stretched out arm: therefore 
the LORD thy God commanded 
thee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 Honour thy father and 
thy mother, as the LORD thy God 
hath commanded thee; that thy 
days may be prolonged, and that 
it may go well with thee, in the

land which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill, 

18 Neither shalt thou commit 
adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire 
thy neighbour’s wife. neither 
shalt thou covet thy neighbour’s 
house, his field, or his manser- 
vant, or his maidservant, his ox, 
or his ass, or any thing that is 
thy neighbour’s. 

22 | These words the LORD 
spake unto all your assembly in 
the mount out of the midst of the 
fire, of the cloud, and of the thick 
darkness, with a great voice: and 
he added no more. And he 
wrote them in two tables of 
stone, and delivered them unto 


23 And it came to pass, when 
ye heard the voice out of the 
midst of the darkness, (for the | 
mountain did burn with fire,) 
that ye came near unto me, even 
all the heads of your tribes, and 
your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the 
LORD our God hath shewed us| 
his glory and his greatness, and 
we have heard his voice out of 
the midst of the fire: we have 
seen this day that God doth talk 
with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should 
we die? for this great fire will 
consume us: if we hear the 
voice of the LORD our God any

CHAPTER 8 161 
Moses further exhorts to obedience. 


LL the commandments which 
I command thee this day 
shall ye observe to do, that ye 
may live, and multiply, and go in 
and possess the land which the 
LORD sware unto your fathers. 
2 And thou shalt remember alli 
the way which the LORD thy God 
led thee these forty years in the 
wilderness, to humble thee, and 
to prove thee, to know what was 
in thine heart, whether thou 
wouldest keep his command- 
ments, or no.

4 Thy raiment waxed not old 
upon thee, neither did thy foot 
swell, these forty years. 

Thou shalt also consider in 
thine heart, that, as a man chas- 
teneth his son, so the LORD thy 
God chasteneth thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the LORD thy 
God, to walk in his ways, and to 
fear him. 

7 For the LORD thy God bring- 
eth thee into a good land, a land 
of brooks of water, of fountains 
and depths that spring out of 
valleys and hills; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, 
and vines, and fig trees, and pom- 
egranates; a land of oil olive, 
and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack any thing in it: a 
land whose stones are iron, and 
out of whose hills thou mayest 
dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and 
art full, then thou shalt bless the 
LORD thy God for the good land 
which he hath given thee. 

11 Beware that thou forget not 
the LORD thy God, in not keeping 
his commandments, and _ his 
judgments, and his statutes, 
which I command thee this day: 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten 
and art full, and hast built goodly 
houses, and dwelt therein; 

13 And when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver 
and thy gold is multiplied, and 
all that thou hast is multiplied; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the LorpD 
thy God, which brought thee 
forth out of the land of £&’sypt, 
from the house of bondage;

CHAPTER 9 162 
Moses recalls the rebellions of the chil« 
dren of Israel. 


EAR, O is’ra-el: Thou art to 

pass over Jér’dan this day, 

to go in to possess nations greater 

and mightier than thyself, cities 
great and fenced up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the 
children of the An’a-kims, whom 
thou knowest, and of whom thou 
hast heard say, Who can stand 
before the children of A’nak! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that the LORD thy God is he 
which goeth over before thee; as 
a consuming fire he shall destroy 
them, and he shall bring them 
down before thy face: so shalt 
thou drive them out, and destroy 
them quickly, as the LORD hath 
said unto thee.

4 Speak not thou in thine 
heart, after that the LorD thy 
God hath cast them out from be- 
fore thee, saying, For my right- 
eousness the LORD hath brought 
me in to possess this land: but 
for the wickedness of these na- 
tions the LORD doth drive them 
out from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or 
for the uprightness of thine heart, 
dost thou go to possess their 
land: but for the wickedness of 
these nations the LORD thy God 
doth drive them out from before 
thee, and that he may perform 
the word which the LORD sware 
unto thy fathers, A’bra-ham, 
Isaac, and Ja’cob. 

6 Understand therefore, that 
the LORD thy God giveth thee 
not this good land to possess it 
for thy righteousness; for thou 
art a stiffnecked people. 

7 Y Remember, and forget not, 
how thou provokedst the LORD 
thy God to wrath in the wilder- 
hess: from the day that thou 
didst depart out of the land of 
Egypt, until ye came unto this 
place, ye have been rebellious 
against the LORD. 

8 Also in H6’reb ye provoked 
the LORD to wrath, so that the 
LORD was angry with you to 
have destroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of 
Stone, even the tables of the cov- 
snant which the LORD made with 
you, then I abode in the mount 
forty days and forty nights, I 
feither did eat bread nor drink 
water: 

10 And the LorRD delivered 
unto me two tables of stone 
written with the finger of God;

165 CHAPTER 12 


1 Moses lays down certain laws and 
judgments. 17 Holy things to be 
eaten in a holy place. 

HESE are the statutes and 
judgments, which ye shall 
observe to do in the land, which 
the LORD God of thy fathers 
giveth thee to possess it, all the 
days that ye live upon the earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all 
the places, wherein the nations 
which ye shall possess served 
their gods, upon the high moun- 
tains, and upon the hills, and 
under every green tree: 

3 And ye_ shall overthrow 
their altars, and break their pil- 
lars, and burn their groves with 
fire; and ye shall hew down the 
graven images of their gods, and 
destroy the names of them out 
of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the 
LORD your God. ; 

5 But unto the place which the 
LORD your God_ shall choose 
out of all your tribes to put his 
name there, even unto his habi- 
tation shall ye seek, and thither 
thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring 
your burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, and your tithes, and 
heave offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your free- 
will offerings, and the firstlings 
of your herds and of your flocks: 

And there ye shall eat before 
the LORD your God, and ye 
shall rejoice in all that ye put 
your hand unto, ye and_ your 
households, wherein the LORD 
thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shali not do after all the 
things that we do here this day, 
every man whatsoever is right 
in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come 
to the rest and to the inheritance, 
which the LORD your God 
giveth you. 
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10 But when ye go over Jor’- 
dan, and dwell in the land which 
the LORD your God giveth you 
to inherit, and when he giveth 
you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in 
safety; 

11 Then there shall be a place 
which the LORD your God shali 
choose to cause his name to 
dwell there; thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; 
your burnt offerings, and your 
sacrifices, your tithes, and the 
heave offering of your hand, and 
all your choice vows which ye 
vow unto the LORD: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before 
the LORD your God, ye, and 
your sons, and your daughters, 
and your menservants, and your 
maidservants, and the Lé’vite 
that is within your gates; for- 
asmuch as he hath no part nor 
inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that 
thou offer not thy burnt offer- 
ings in every place that thou 
seest: 

14 But in the place which the 
LORD shall choose in one of thy 
tribes, there thou shalt offer thy 
burnt offerings, and there thou 
shalt do all that I command 
thee. y 

15 Notwithstanding thou may- 
est kill and eat flesh in all thy 
gates, whatsoever thy soul 
lusteth after, according to the 
blessing of the LORD thy God 
which he hath given thee: the 
unclean and the clean may eat 
thereof, as of the roebuck, and 
as of the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the 

blood; ye shall pour it upon the 
earth as water. 
_17 § Thou mayest not eat with- 
in thy gates the tithe of thy corn, 
or of thy wine, or of thy oil, or 
the firstlings of thy herds or of 
thy flock, nor any of thy vows 
which thou vowest, nor thy free- 
will offerings, or heave offering 
of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them 
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before the LORD thy God in the 
place which the LORD thy God 
shall choose, thou, and thy son, 
and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and maidservant, 

and the Lé’vite that is within 
thy gates: and thou shalt re- 
joice before the LORD thy God 
in all that thou puttest thine 
hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that 
thou forsake not the Lé’vite as 
ene as thou livest upon the 


sok te When the LORD thy God 
shall enlarge thy border, as he 
hath promised thee, and thou 
shalt say, I will eat flesh, be- 
cause thy soul longeth to eat 
flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth 


after. 

21 If the place which the LORD 
thy God hath chosen to put 
his name there be too far from 
thee, then thou shalt kill of thy 
herd and of thy flock, which 
the LORD hath given thee, as I 
have commanded thee, and thou 
shalt eat in thy gates whatso- 
ever thy soul lusteth after. 

22 Even as the roebuck and the 
hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat 
them: the unclean and the clean 
shall eat of them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat 
not the blood: for the blood is 
the life; and thou mayest not 
eat the life with the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou

with thy children after thee, 
when thou shalt do that which 
is right in the sight of the LORD. 
6 Only thy holy things. which 
thou hast, and thy vows, thou 
shalt take, and go unto the place 
which the LORD shall choose: 
27 And thou shalt offer thy

out upon the altar of the LORD 
pre and thou shalt eat the 
esh. 
28 Observe and hear all these 
words which I command thee, 
that it may go well with thee, 


and with thy children after thee - 


for ever, when thou doest that 
which is good and right in the 
sight of the LORD thy God. 

29 4 When the LORD thy God 
shall cut off the nations from 
before thee, whither thou goest 
to possess them, and thou suc- 
ceedest them, and dwellest in 
their land; 

30 Take heed to thyself that 
thou be not snared by following 
them, after that they be destroyed 
from before thee; and that thou 
enquire not after their gods, say= 
ing, How did these nations 
serve their gods? even SO will I 
do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto 
the LORD thy God: for every 
abomination to the LORD, which 
he hateth, have they done unto 
their gods; for even their sons 
and their daughters they have 
burnt in the fire to their gods. 

32 What thing soever I com- 
mand you, observe to do it: 
thou shalt not add thereto, nor 
diminish from it. 


CHAPTER 13 166 
1 Idolaters to be put to death. 12 Idol- 
atrous cities to be destroyed. 

F there arise among you a 

prophet, or a dreamer of 

dreams, and giveth thee a sign 
or a wonder, 

2 And the sign or the wonder 

come to pass, whereof he spake

not known, and let us serve 
them; 

3 Thou shalt not hearken unto 
the words of that prophet, or 
that dreamer of dreams: -for the 
LORD your God proveth you, to 
know whether ye love the LORD 
your God with all your heart 
and with all your soul.

among you; 
_15 Thou shalt surely smite the 
inhabitants of that city with the 
edge of the sword, destroying it 
utterly, and all that is therein, 
and the cattle thereof, with the 
edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shalt gather all 
the spoil of it into the midst of 
the street thereof, and shalt burn 
with fire the city, and all the spoil 
thereof every whit, for the LORD 
thy God: and it shall be an heap 
for ever; it shall not be built 
again. 

17 And there shall cleave 
nought of the cursed thing to 
thine hand: that the LORD may 
turn from the fierceness of his 
anger, and shew thee mercy, and 
have compassion upon-thee, and 
multiply thee, as he hath sworn 
unto thy fathers;

YE are the children of the 
LORD your God: ye shall 
not cut yourselves, nor make 
any baldness between your eyes 
for the dead. 

2 For thou art an holy people 
unto the LORD thy God, and

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a peculiar people unto himself, 
above all the nations that are 
upon the earth. 

3 ¢ Thou shalt not eat any 
abominable thing. 

4 These are the beasts which 
ye shall eat: the ox, the sheep, 
and the goat, 

5 The hart, and the roebuck, 
and the fallow deer, and the 
wild goat, and the pygarg, and 
the wild ox, and the chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth 
the hoof, and cleaveth the cleft 
into two claws, and cheweth the 
cud among the beasts, that ye 
shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall 
not eat of them that chew the 
cud, or of them that divide the 
cloven hoof; as the camel, and 
the hare, and the coney: for 
they chew the cud, but divide 
not the hoof; therefore they are 
unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it 
divideth the hoof, yet cheweth 
not the cud, it is unclean unto 
you: ye shall not eat of their 
flesh, nor touch their dead car- 
case. 

9 4 These ye shall eat of all 
that are in the waters: all that 
have fins and scales shall ye 


eat: 

10 And whatsoever hath not 
fins and scales ye may not eat; 
it is unclean unto you. 

11 { Of all clean birds ye shall 


eat. 

12 But these are they of 
which ye shall not eat: the 
eagle, and the ossifrage, and 
the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, 
and the vulture after his kind, 

14 And every raven after his 
kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the 
hawk after his kind, 

16 The little owl, and the great 
owl, and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the 
gier eagle, and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron

after her kind, and the lapwing, 
and the bat. 

19 And every creeping thing 
that flieth is unclean unto you: 
they shall not be eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye 
may eat. 

21 4 Ye shall not eat of any 
thing that dieth of itself: thou 
shalt give it unto the stranger 
that is in thy gates, that he may 
eat it; or thou mayest sell it 
unto an alien: for thou art an 
holy people unto the LORD thy 
God. Thou shait not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all 
the increase of thy seed, that the 
field bringeth forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before 
the LORD thy God, in the place 
which he shall choose to place 
his name there, the tithe of thy 
corn, of thy wine, and of thine 
oil, and the firstlings of thy herds 
and of thy flocks; that thou 
mayest learn to fear the LORD 
thy God always. 

24 And if the way be too long 
for thee, so that thou art not 
able to carry it; or if the place 
be too far from thee, which the 
LorD thy God shall choose to 
set his name there, when the 
FORD thy God hath blessed 

ee: 

25 Then shalt thou turn if into 
money, and bind up the money 
in thine hand, and shalt go unto 
the place which the LORD thy 
God shall choose: 

26 And thou shalt bestow that 
money for whatsoever thy soul 
lusteth after, for oxen, or for 
sheep, or for wine, or for strong 
drink, or for whatsoever thy 
soul desireth: and thou shalt 
eat there before the LORD thy 
God, and thou shalt rejoice, 
thou, and thine household, 

_27 And the Lé’vite that is with- 
in thy gates; thou shalt not for- 
sake him; for he hath no part 
nor inheritance with thee. 

28 § At the end of three years 
thou shait bring forth all the

year, and shalt lay it up within 
thy gates: 

29 And the Lé’vite, (because 
he hath no part nor inheritance 
with thee,) and the stranger, 
and the fatherless, and the 
widow, which are within thy 
gates, shall come, and shall! eat 
and be satisfied; that the LoRD 
thy God may bless thee in all 
the work of thine hand which 
thou doest. 


168 CHAPTER 15 


1 The seventh year and manner of re- 
lease. 12 Concerning an Hebrew 
servant. 

T the end of every seven 
years thou shalt make a 
release. 

2 And this is the manner of the 
release: Every creditor that 
lendeth ought unto his neighbour 
shall release if; he shall not 
exact if of his neighbour, or he 
his brother; because it is called 
the LORD’S release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest 
exact if again: but that which is 
thine with thy brother thine 
hand shall release; 

4 Save when there shall be no 
poor among you; for the LORD 
shall greatly bless thee in the 
land which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance 
to possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken 
unto the voice of the LORD thy 
God, to observe to do all these 
commandments which I com- 


_ mand thee this day. 


6 For the LORD thy God bless- 
eth thee, as he promised thee: 
and thou shalt lend unto many 


_ nations, but thou shalt not bor- 
row; and thou shalt reign over 


many nations, but they shall not 
reign over thee. 

7 9 If there be among you a 
poor man of one of thy brethren 
within any of thy gates in thy 
land which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not 
harden thine heart, nor shut 
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thine hand from thy poor 
brother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine 
hand wide unto him, and shalt 
surely lend him sufficient for his 
need, in that which he wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a 
thought in thy wicked heart, 
saying, The seventh year, the 
year of release, is at hand; and 
thine eye be evil against thy 
poor brother, and thou givest 
him nought; and he cry unto 
the LORD against thee, and it 
be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, 
and thine heart shall not be 
grieved when thou givest unto 
him: because that for this 
thing the LORD thy God shall 
bless thee in all thy works, and 
in all that thou puttest thine 
hand unto. 

11 For the poor shall never 
cease out of the land: therefore 
I command thee, saying, Thou 
shalt open thine hand wide unto 
thy brother, to thy poor, and to 
thy needy, in thy land. 

12 9 And if thy brother, an 
Hé’brew man, or an Hé’brew 
woman, be sold unto thee, and 
serve thee six years; then in 
the seventh year thou shalt let 
him go free from thee. ‘ 

13 And when thou sendest him 
out free from thee, thou shalt 
not let him go away empty: | 

14 Thou shalt furnish him 
liberally out of thy flock, and 
out of thy floor, and out of thy 
winepress: of that wherewith 
the LORD thy God hath blessed 
thee thou shalt give unto him. 

15 And thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in the 
land of E’gypt, and the LORD 
thy God redeemed thee: there- 
fore I command thee this thing 
to day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say 
unto thee, I will not go away 
from thee; because he loveth 
thee and thine house, because 
he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an 
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aul, and thrust it through his 
ear unto the door, and he shail 
be thy servant for ever.

6 At the mouth of two wit- 
nesses, or three witnesses, shall 
he that is worthy of death be 
put to death; but at the mouth 
of one witness he shali not be 
put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses 
shall be first upon him to put 
him to death, and afterward the 
hands of all the people. So thou 
shalt put the evil away from 
among you. 

8 § If there arise a matier too 
hard for thee in judgment, be- 
tween blood and blood, between 
plea and plea, and between 
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stroke and stroke, being matters 
of controversy within thy gates: 
then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up into the place which the 
LORD thy God shall choose; 

9 And thou shalt come unto 
the priests the Lé’vites, and un- 
to the judge that shall be in 
those days, and enquire; and 
they shall shew thee the sentence 
of judgment: 

10 And thou shalt do according 
to the sentence, which they of 
that place which the LORD shall 
choose shall shew thee; and 
thou shalt observe to do accord- 
ing to all that they inform thee: 

11 According to the sentence 
of the law which they shall 
teach thee, and according to the 
judgment which they shall tell 
thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt 
not decline from the sentence 
which they shall shew thee, to 
the right hand, nor fo the left. 

12 And the man that will do 
presumptuously, and will not 
hearken unto the priest that 
standeth to minister there before 
the LorD thy God, or unto the 
judge, even that man shall die: 
and thou shalt put away the evil 
from Is’ra-el. : 

13 And all the people shall 
hear, and fear, and do no more 
presumptuously. 

14 4 When thou art come unto 
the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, and _ shalt 
possess it, and shalt dwell there- 
in, and shalt say, I will set a 
king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set 
him king over thee, whom the 
LorpD thy God shall choose: 
one from among thy brethren 
shalt thou set king over thee: thou 
mayest not set a stranger over 
thee, which is not thy brother. 

16 But he shall not multiply 
horses to himself, nor cause 
the people to return to E’gypt, 
to the end that he should multi- 
ply horses: forasmuch as the 
LORD hath said unto you, Ye 
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shall henceforth return no more 
that way. 

17 Neither shall he multiply 
wives to himself, that his heart 
turn not away: neither shall he 
greatly multiply to himself 
silver and gold. 

18 And it shall be, when he 
sitteth upon the throne of his 
kingdom, that he shall write 
him a copy of this law in a book 
out of that which is before the 
priests the Lé’vites: 

19 And it shall be with him, 
and he shall read therein all the 
days of his life: that he may 
learn to fear the LORD his God, 
to keep all the words of this law 
and these statutes, to do them: 

20 That his heart be not lifted 
up above his brethren, and that 
he turn not aside from the 
commandment, fo the right hand, 
or to the left: to the end that he 
may proiong his days in his 
kingdom, he, and his children, 
in the midst of Is’ra-el.

CHAPTER 18 171 


1 Of priestly dues. 9 Avoiding abomi- 
nations. 15 A promised Prophet. 
HE priests the Lé’vites, and 
all the tribe of Lé’vi, shall 
have no part nor inheritance 
with Is’ra-el: they shall eat the 
offerings of the LORD made by 
fire, and his inheritance. 
_2 Therefore shall they have no 
inheritance among their breth- 
ren: the LORD is their inherit- 
ance, as he hath said unto them. 

3 9 And this shall be the 
priest’s due from the people, 
from them that offer a sacrifice, 
whether it be ox or sheep; and 
they shall give unto the priest 
the shoulder, and the two 
cheeks, and the maw. 

4 The firstfruit also of thy 
corn, of thy wine, and of thine 
oil, and the first of the fleece of 
thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 

5 For the LorD thy God hath 
chosen him out of all thy tribes, 
to stand to minister in the name 
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of the LORD, him and his sons 
for ever. | 

6 {| And if a Lé’vite come from 

any of thy gates out of all Is’ra- 
el, where he sojourned, and 
come with all the desire, of his 
mind unto the place which the 
LORD shall choose; . ; 
7 Then he shall minister in the 
name of the LORD his God, as 
all his brethren the Lé’vites do, 
which stand there before the 
LORD. 

8 They shall have like por- 
tions to eat, beside that which 
cometh of the sale of his patri- 
mony. 3 

9 § When thou art come into 
the land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, thou shalt not 
learn to do after the abomina- 
tions of those nations. 

10 There shall not be found 
among you any one that maketh 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an_ observer of 
times, or an enchanter, or a 
witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter 
with familiar spirits, or a wizard, 
or a necromancer. ; 
12 For al! that do these things 
are an abomination unto the 
LORD: and because of these 
abominations the LORD thy God 
doth drive them out from before 


thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with 
the LORD thy God. 

14 For these nations, which 
thou shalt possess, hearkened 
unto observers of times, an 
unto diviners: but as for thee, 
the LorD thy God hath not 
suffered thee so fo do. 

15 § The LoRD thy God will 
raise up unto thee a Prophet 
from the midst of thee, of thy 
brethren, like unto me; unto 
him ye shall hearken; 

16 According to all that thou 
desiredst of the LORD thy God 
in Ho’reb in the day of the 
assembly, saying, Let me not 
hear again the voice of the LORD 
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my God, neither let me see this 
great fire any more, that I die not. 

17 And the LORD said unto 
me, They have well spoken that 
which they have spoken. 

18 I will raise them up a 
Prophet from among their breth- 
ren, like unto thee, and will 
put my words in his mouth; 
and he shall speak unto them 
all that I shall command him. 

19 And it shall come to pass, 
that whosoever will not hearken 
unto my words which he shall 
speak in my name, I will require 
it of him. 

20 But the prophet, which 
shall presume to speak a word 
in my name, which I have not 
commanded him to speak, or 
that shall speak in the name of 
other gods, even that prophet 
shall die. : 

21 And if thou say in thine 
heart, How shall we know the 
word which the LORD hath not 
spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh 
in the name of the LORD, if the 
thing follow not, nor come to 
pass, that is the thing which the 
LORD hath not spoken, but the 
prophet hath spoken it pre- 
sumptuously: thou shalt not be 
afraid of him.

EN the LORD thy God

up out of the land of E’gypt. 
2 And it shall be, when ye are 
come nigh unto the battle, that 
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the priest shall approach and 
speak unto the people, 

3 And_ shall say unto them, 
Hear, O is’ra-el, ye approach 
this day unto battle against 
‘your enemies: let not your 

earts faint, fear not, and do 

ot tremble, neither be ye terri- 
fied because of them; ; 

4 For the LORD your God is he 
that goeth with you, to fight for 
you against your enemies, to 
save you. 

5 q And the officers shall speak 
unto the people, saying, What 
man is there that hath built a 
new house, and hath not dedi- 
cated it? let him go and return to 
his house, lest he die in the 
battle, and another man dedicate 


it. 

6 And what man is he that 
hath planted a vineyard, and 
hath not yet eaten of it? let 
him also go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, 
and another man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that 
hath betrothed a wife, and hath 
not taken her? let him go and 
return unto his house, lest he 
die in the battle, and another 
man take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak 
further unto the people, and they 
shall say, What man is there 
that is fearful and fainthearted? 
let him go and return unto his 
house, lest his brethren’s heart 
faint as well as his heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the 
Officers have made an end of 
speaking unto the people, that 
they shall make captains of the 
armies to lead the people. | 

10 4 When thou comest nigh 
unto a city to fight against it, 
then proclaim peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it make 
thee answer of peace, and open 
unto thee, then it shall be, that 
all the people that is found there- 
in shall be tributaries unto 
thee, and they shall serve thee. 

And if it will make no 
Peace with thee, but will make 
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war against thee, 


then thou 
shalt besiege it: 

13 And when the LorpD thy 
God hath delivered it into thine 
hands, thou shalt smite every 
male thereof with the edge of 
the sword: 

14 But the women, and the 
little ones, and the cattle, and 
all that is in the city, even all 
the spoil thereof, shalt thou 
take unto thyself; and thou 
shalt eat the spoil of thine 
enemies, which the LORD thy 
God hath given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do unto 
all the cities which are very far 
off from thee, which are not of 
the cities of these nations. 

16 But of the cities of these 
people, which the LORD thy 
God doth give thee for an in- 
heritance, thou shalt save alive 
nothing that breatheth: 

17 But thou shalt utterly de- 
stroy them; namely, the Hit’- 
tites, and the Am/6r-ites, the 
Ca’naan-ites, and the Pér’iz- 
zites, the Hi’vites, and the Jéb’u- 
sites; as the LORD thy God 
hath commanded thee: 

18 That they teach you not 
to do after all their abomina- 
tions, which they have done 
unto their gods; so should ye 
sin against the LORD your God. 

19 4 When thou shalt besiege 
a city a long time, in making 
war against it to take it, thou 
shalt not destroy the trees there- 
of by forcing an ax against 
them: for thou mayest eat of 
them, and thou shalt not cut 
them down (for the tree of the 
field is man’s life) to employ 
them in the siege: ; 

20 Only the trees which thou 
knowest that they be not trees 
for meat, thou shalt destroy 
and cut them down; and thou 
shalt build bulwarks against the 
city that maketh war with thee, 
until it be subdued. 


CHAPTER 21 174 


1 Concerning uncertain murder. 10 
Captive women. 18 Rebellious sons. 
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F one be found slain in the 

land which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee to possess it, 
lying in the field, and it be not 
known who hath slain him: 

_2 Then thy eiders and thy 
judges shall come forth, and 
they shall measure unto the 
cities which are round about

3 And it Shall bee that the city 
which is next unto the slain 
man, even the elders of that city 
shall take an heifer, which hath 
not been wrought with, and 
which hath not drawnintheyoke;

6 And all the elders of that 
city, that are next unto the 
slain man, shall wash their 
hands over the heifer that is be- 
headed in the valley:

8 Be merciful, O LORD, unto 
thy people Is’ra-el, whom thou 
hast redeemed, and lay not 
innocent blood unto thy people 
of Is’ra-el’s charge.

19 Then shall his father and 
his mother lay hold on him, and 
bring him out unto the elders of | 
his city, and unto the gate of | 
his place;

HOU shalt not see thy

4 4 Thou shalt not see thy 
brother’s ass or his ox fall down 
by the way, and hide thyself 
from them: thou shalt surely 
help him to lift them up again. 

5 | The woman shall not wear 
that which pertaineth unto a 
man, neither shall a man put on 
a woman’s garment: for all 
that do so are abomination unto 
the LORD thy God. 

6 9 lf a bird’s nest chance to 
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tree, or on the ground, whether 
they be young ones, or eggs, 
and the dam sitting upon the 
young, or upon the eggs, thou 
shalt not take the dam with the 
young: 

7 But thou shalt in any wise 
let the dam go, and take the 
young to thee; that it may be 
well with thee, and that thou 
mayest prolong thy days. 

8 § When thou buildest a new 
house, then thou shalt make a 
battlement for thy roof, that 
thou bring not blood upon thine 
house, if any man fall from 
thence. 

9 4 Thou shalt not sow thy 
vineyard with divers seeds: lest 
the fruit of thy seed which thou 
hast sown, and the fruit of thy 
vineyard, be defiled. : 

10 § Thou shait not plow with 
an ox and an ass together. 

11 §¢ Thou shalt not wear a 
garment of divers sorts, as of 
woollen and linen together. 

12 § Thou shalt make thee 
fringes upon the four quarters 
of thy vesture, wherewith thou 
coverest thuself. 

13 If any man take a wife, 
and go in unto her, and hate her, 

14 And give occasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took 
this woman, and when I came 
to her, I found her not a maid: 

15 Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take 
and bring forth the tokens of the 
damsel’s virginity unto the elders 
of the city in the gate: 

16 And the damsel’s father 
shall say unto the elders, I gave 
my daughter unto this man to 
wife, and he hateth her; 

And, lo, he hath given 
occasions of speech against her, 
saying, I found not thy daughter 
a maid; and yet these are the 
tokens of my daughter’s virgin- 
ity. And they shall spread the 
cloth before the elders of the city. 

18 And the elders of that city 
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shall take that man and chastise 


im; 

19 And they shall amerce him 
in an hundred shekels of silver, 
and give them unto the father of 
the damsel, because he hath 
brought up an evil name upon a 
virgin of Is’ra-el: and she shall 
be his wife; he may not put 
her away all his days. 

20 But if this thing be true, 
and the tokens of virginity be 
not found for the damsel: 

21 Then they shall bring out 
the damsel to the door of her 
father’s house, and the men of 
her city shall stone her with 
stones that she die: because she 
hath wrought folly in {fs’ra-el, 
to play the whore in her father’s 
house: so shalt thou put evil 
away from among you. : 

22 Y If a man be found lying 
with a woman married to an 
husband, then they shali both 
of them die, both the man that 
lay with the woman, and the 
woman: so shalt thou put away 
evil from Is’ra-el. : 

23 {If a damsel that is a 
virgin be betrothed unto an 
husband, and a man find her in 
the city, and lie with her; 

24 Then ye shall bring them 
both out unto the gate of that 
city, and ye shall stone them 
with stones that they die: the 
damsel, because she cried not, 
being in the city; and the man, 
because he hath humbled his 
neighbour’s wife: so thou shalt 
put away evil from among you. 

25 4 But if a man find a be- 
trothed damsel in the field, and 
the man force her, and lie with 
her: then the man only that lay 
with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel thou 
shalt do nothing; fhere is in 
the damsel no sin worthy of 
death: for as when a man riseth 
against his neighbour, and 
slayeth him, even so is this 
matter: 

27 For he found her in the 
field, and the betrothed damsel 
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cried, and there was none to 
save her. 

28 {If a man find a damsel 
that is a virgin, which is not 
betrothed, and lay hold on her, 
and lie with her, and they be 
found; 

29 Then the man that lay with 
her shall give unto the damsel’s 
father fifty shekels of silver, and 
she shall be his wife; because 
he hath humbled her, he may 
not put her away ail his days. 

30 § A man shall not take his 
father’s wife, nor discover his 
father’s skirt. 


CHAPTER 23 


Divers laws and ordinances. 


E that is wounded in the 

stones, or hath his privy 
member cut off, shall not enter 
into the congregation of the 
LORD. 

2 A bastard shall not enter into 
the congregation of the LORD: 
even to his tenth generation 
shall he not enter into the con- 
gregation of the LORD. 

3 An Am/mon-ite or M6’ab- 
ite shall not enter into the con- 
gregation of the LORD; even to 
their tenth generation shall they 
not enter into the congregation 
of the LORD for ever:

6 Thou shalt not seek their 
peace nor their prosperity all 
thy days for ever. 

7 4 Thou shalt not abhor an 
E’dom-ite; for he is thy brother: 
thou shalt not abhor an &-&¥p’- 
tian; because thou wast a 
stranger in his land. 
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8 The children that are begotten 

of them shall enter into the con- 

\ gregation of the LORD in their 

| third generation. 

| 9 ¥Y When the host goeth forth 

‘against thine enemies, then keep 

_ thee from every wicked thing. 

10 (If there be among you 

“any man, that is not clean by 
reason of uncleanness' that 

-chanceth him by night, then 

‘shall he go abroad out of the 
camp, he shall not come within 

the camp: 

| 11 But it shall be, when evening 
cometh on, he shall wash him- 
self with water: and when the 
sun is down, he shall come into 

the camp again. 

12 4 Thou shalt have a place 
also without the camp, whither 

thou shalt go forth abroad: 

_ 13 And thou shalt have a 
paddle upon thy weapon; and it 
shall be, when thou wilt ease 

thyself abroad, thou shalt dig 
therewith, and shalt turn back 
and cover that which cometh 
from thee: 

14 For the LORD thy God 
walketh in the midst of thy 
camp, to deliver thee, and to 
give up thine enemies before 
thee; therefore shall thy camp

20 Unto a stranger thou may- 
est lend upon usury; but unto 
thy brother thou shalt not lend 
upon usury: that the LORD thy 
God may bless thee in all that 
thou settest thine hand to in the 
land whither thou goest to 
possess it. 

21 4 When thou shalt vow a 
vow unto the LORD thy God, 
thou shalt not slack to pay it: 
for the LORD thy God will surely 
require it of thee; and it would 
be sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to 
vow, it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of 
thy lips thou shalt keep and per- 
form; even a freewill offering, 
according as thou hast vowed 
unto the LORD thy God, which 
thou hast promised with thy 
mouth. 

24 | When thou comest into 
thy neighbour’s vineyard, then 
thou mayest eat grapes thy fill 
at thine own pleasure; but thou 
shalt not put any in thy vessel. 

25 When thou comest into the 
standing corn of thy neighbour 
then thou mayest pluck the 
ears with thine hand; but thou 
shalt not move a sickle unto thy 
neighbour’s standing corn. 


CHAPTER 24

pression of servants. 

HEN a man hath taken a 

wife, and married her, 

and it come to pass that she find 

no favour in his eyes, because 

he hath found some unclean- 

ness in her: then let him write 

her a bill of divorcement, and 

give if in her hand, and send 
her out of his house. 

And when she is departed 
out of his house, she may go 
and be another man’s wife. 

3 And if the latter husband hate 
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her, and write her a bill of di- 
vorcement, and giveth 7¢ in her 
hand, and sendeth her out of his 
house; or if the latter husband 
die, which took her fo be his wife; 

4 Her former husband, which 
sent her away, may not take her 
again to be his wife, after that 
she is defiled; for that is abom- 
ination before the LORD: and 
thou shalt not cause the land to 
sin, which the LORD thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance. 

5 4 When a man hath taken a 
new wife, he shall not go out to 
war, neither shall he be charged 
with any business: but he shall 
be free at home one year, and 
shall cheer up his wife which 
he hath taken. 

6 § No man shall take the 
nether or the upper millstone to 
pledge: for he taketh a man’s life 
to pledge. i 

7 4 If_a man be found stealing 
any of his brethren of the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el, and maketh 
merchandise of him, or selleth 
him; then that thief shali die; 
and thou shalt put evil away 
from among you. 

8 4 Take heed in the plague of 
leprosy, that thou observe dili- 
gently, and do according to all 
that the priests the Lé’vites shall 
teach you: as I commanded 
them, so ye shall observe to do. 

09 Remember what the LORD 
thy God did unto Mir’i-am by 
the way, after that ye were 
come forth out of E’gypt. 

10 4 When thou dost lend thy 
brother any thing, thou shalt not 
go into his house to fetch his 
pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, 
and the man to whom thou dost 
lend shall bring out the pledge 
abroad unto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, 
thou shalt not sleep with his 
pledge: 

13 In any case thou shalt de- 
liver him the pledge again when 
the sun goeth down, that he 
may sleep in his own raiment, 
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and bless thee: and it shall be 
righteousness unto thee before 
the LORD thy God. 

14 § Thou shalt not oppress 
an hired servant that is poor and 
needy, whether he be of thy 
brethren, or of thy strangers that 
are in thy land within thy gates: 

15 At his day thou shalt give 
him his hire, neither shall the 
sun go down upon it; for he is 
poor, and setteth his heart upon 
it: lest he cry against thee unto 
the LORD, and it be sin unto thee. - 

16 The fathers shall not be- 
put to death for the children, 
neither shall the children be put 
to death for the fathers: every 
man shall be put to death for his 
own sin. 

17 ¢ Thou shalt not pervert 
the judgment of the stranger, 
nor of the fatherless; nor take 
a widow’s raiment to pledge: 

18 But thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in 
E’gypt, and the LORD thy God 
redeemed thee thence: thereforel 
command thee to do this thing. 

19 | When thou cuttest down 
thine harvest in thy field, and 
hast forgot a sheaf in the field, 
thou shalt not go again to fetch 
it: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the 
widow: that the LORD thy God 
may bless thee in all the work 
of thine hands. 

20 When thou beatest thine 
olive tree, thou shalt not go 
over the boughs again: it shall 
be for the stranger, for the 
fatherless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the 
grapes of thy vineyard, thou 
shalt not glean if afterward: it 
shall be for the stranger, for the 
fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember 
that thou wast a bondman in the 
land of E’gypt: therefore I com- 
mand thee to do this thing. 


CHAPTER 25

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F there be a controversy be- 

tween men, and they come 

to judgment, that the judges

2 And it shall be, if the wicked 
man be worthy to be beaten, 
that the judge shall cause him to 
lie down, and to be beaten be- 
fore his face, according to his 
fault, by a certain number. | 

3 Forty stripes he may give 
him, and not exceed: lest, if 
he should exceed, and beat him 
above these with many stripes, 
then thy brother should seem 
vile unto thee. 

4 4 Thou shalt not muzzle the 
ox when hetreadeth out the corn. 

5 § If brethren dwell together, 
and one of them die, and have 
no child, the wife of the dead 
shall not marry without unto a 
stranger: her husband’s brother 
shall go in unto her, and take 
her to him to wife, and perform 
the duty of an husband’s brother 
unto her. 

6 And it shall be, that the first- 
born which she beareth shail 
succeed in the name of his 
brother which is dead, that his 
name be not put out of Is’ra-el. 
7 And if the man like not to 
take his brother’s wife, then let 
his brother’s wife go up to the 
gate unto the elders, and say, 
My husband’s brother refuseth 
to raise up unto his brother a 
name in Is’ra-el, he will not per- 
form the duty of my huspand’s 
brother. ; 

8 Then the elders of his city 
shall call him, and speak unto 
him: and if he stand fo it, and 
say, I like not to take her; 

9 Then shall his brother’s wife 
come unto him in the presence 
of the elders, and loose his shoe 
from off his foot, and spit in his 
face, and shall answer and say, 
So shall it be done unto that 
man that will not build up his 
brother’s house. 

10 And his name shall be 
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called in Is’ra-el, The house of 
him that hath his shoe loosed. 

11 4 When men strive together 
one with another, and the wife 
of the one draweth near for to 
deliver her husband out of the 
hand of him that smiteth him, 
and putteth forth her hand, and 
taketh him by the secrets: 

12 Then thou shalt cut off her 
hand, thine eye shall not pity her. 

13 4 Thou shalt not have in 
thy bag divers weights, a great 
and a small. 

14 Thou shalt not have in 
thine house divers measures, a 
great and a small. 

15 But thou shalt have a per- 
fect and just weight, a perfect 
and just measure shalt thou 
have: that thy days may be 
lengthened in the land which the 
LORD thy God giveth thee.

58 If thou wilt not observe to 
do all the words of this law that

590 Then the LORD will make 
thy plagues wonderful, and the 
plagues of thy seed, even great 
plagues, and of long continu- 
‘ance, and sore sicknesses, and of 
long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of E’éypt, 
which thou wast afraid of; and 
they shall cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and 
every plague, which is not 
written in the book of this law, 
them will the LORD bring 
upon thee, until thou be de- 
stroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in 
number, whereas ye were as 
the stars of heaven for multi- 
tude; because thou wouldest not 
obey the voice of the LORD thy 


God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, 
that as the LORD rejoiced over 
you to do you good, and to 
multiply you; so the LORD will 
rejoice over you to destroy you, 
and to bring you to nought; an 
ye shall be plucked from off the 
land whither thou goest to 
possess it. 

64 And the LORD shall scatter 
thee among all people, from the 
one end of the earth even unto 
the other; and there thou shalt 
serve other gods, which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known, 
even wood and stone. R 

65 And among these nations 
shalt thou find no ease, neither 
shall the ole of thy foot have 
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rest: but the LORD shall give 
thee there a trembling heart, 
and failing of eyes, and sorrow 


of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in 
doubt before thee; and thou 
shalt fear day and night, and 
shalt have none assurance of 


y life: 

67 In the morning thou shalt 
say, Would God it were even! 
and at even thou shalt say, 
Would God it were morning! 
for the fear of thine heart where- 
with thou shalt fear, and for 
the sight of thine eyes which 
thou shalt see. 

68 And the LORD shall bring 
thee into E’gypt again with 
ships, by the way whereof I 
spake unto thee, Thou shalt see 
it no more again: and there ye 
shall be sold unto your enemies 
for bondmen and bondwomen, 
and no man shall buy you.

3 The great temptations which 
thine eyes have seen, the signs, 
and those great miracles: 

4 Yet the LORD hath not given 
you an heart to perceive, and 
eyes to see, and ears to hear, 
unto this day. 

And I have led you forty 
years in the wilderness: your 
clothes are not waxen old upon 
you, and thy shoe is not waxen — 
old upon thy foot. 
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6 Ye have not eaten bread, 
neither have ye drunk wine or 
strong drink: that ye might 
know that I am the LORD your 


od. 

7 And when ye came unto this 
place, Si/hén the king of Hésh’- 
bon, and Og the king of Ba’- 
shan, came out against us unto 
battle, and we smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and 
gave it for an inheritance unto 
the Rew’ben-ites, and to the 
Gad’ites, and to the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’seh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of 
this covenant, and do them, 
that ye may prosper in all that 
ye do. 

10 4 Ye stand this day all of 
you before the LORD your God; 
your captains of your tribes, 
your elders, and your officers, 
with all the men of Is’ra-el,_ 

11 Your little ones, your wives, 
and thy stranger that is in thy 
camp, from the hewer of thy 
wood unto the drawer of thy 
water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter 
into covenant with the LORD 
thy God, and into his oath, 
which the LORD thy God maketh 
with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee 
to day for a people unto himself, 
and that he may be unto thee a 
God, as he hath said unto thee, 
and as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, to A’bra-ham, to i’saac, 
and to Ja’cob. 

14 Neither with you only do I 
make this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth 
here with us this day before the 
LORD our God, and also with 
him that is not here with us this 


ay: 
16 (For ye know how we have 
dwelt in the land of &’gy¥pt; 
and how we came through the 
nations which ye passed by; 
17 And ye have seen their 
abominations, and their idols, 
wood and stone, silver and gold, 
which were among them:) 
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18 Lest there should be among 
you man, or woman, or family, 
or tribe, whose heart turneth 


our God, to go and serve the 
gods of these nations; lest there 
should be among you a root that 
beareth gall and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when 
he heareth the words of this 
curse, that he bless himself in 
his heart, saying, I shall have 
peace, though I walk in the 
imagination of mine heart, to 
add drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The LorD will not spare! 
him, but then the anger of the 
LORD and his jealousy shall 
smoke against that man, and all 
the curses that are written in: 
this book shall lie upon him, 
and the LORD shall blot out his | 
name from under heaven. 

21 And the LORD shall sep- 
arate him unto evil out of all the 
tribes of Is’ra-el, according to 
all the curses of the covenant 
that are written in this book of 
the law: 

22 So that the generation to 
come of your children that shall | 
Tise up after you, and the! 
stranger that shall come from a 
far land, shall say, when they | 
see the plagues of that land, and | 
the sicknesses which the LORD | 
hath laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land 
thereof is brimstone, and salt, | 
and burning, that it is not sown, | 
nor beareth, nor any grass 
groweth therein, like the over- 
throw of Séd’om, and Gé-mor’- 
rah, Ad’mah, and Ze-bd’im, | 
which the LORD overthrew in| 
his anger, and in his wrath: 

24 Even alli nations shall say, | 
Wherefore hath the LORD done |

7 And the LORD thy God will 
put all these curses upon thine 
enemies, and on them that hate 
thee, which persecuted thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and 
obey the voice of the LORD, and 
do ali his commandments which 
I command thee this day. 

9 And the LORD thy God will! 
make thee plenteous in every 
work of thine hand, in the fruit 
of thy body, and in the fruit of 
thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy 
land, for good: for the LORD

10 if oa shalt hearken unto 
the voice of the LORD thy God, 
to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which are written 
in this book of the law, and if 
thou turn unto the LORD thy 
God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 4 For this commandment 
which I command thee this day, 
it is not hidden from thee, 
neither is it far off.

10 And M6’ses commanded 
them, saying, At the end of every 
seven years, in the solemnity of 
the year of release, in the feast 
of tabernacles, | 

11 When all Is’ra-el is come to 
appear before the LORD thy 
God in the place which he shail 
choose, thou shalt read this law 
before all Is’ra-el in their hear- 


ing. 

12 Gather the people together, 
men, and women, and children, | 
and thy stranger that is within 
thy gates, that they may hear, 
and that they may learn, and 
fear the LORD your God, and 
observe to do all the words of | 


this law: 

13 And that their children, — 
which have not known any 
thing, may hear, and learn to 


fear the LORD your God, as | 
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long as ye live in the land

14 4 And the LORD said unto 
MOo’ses, Behold, thy days ap- 
proach that thou must die: call 
Josh’u-a, and present yourselves 
in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, that I may give him a 
charge. And Mo’ses and Josh’- 
u-a went, and presented them- 
selves in the tabernacle of the 
congregation.

19 Now therefore write ye this 
song for you, and teach it the 
children of fs’ra-el: put it in 
their mouths, that this song may 
be a witness for me against the 
children of is’ra-el. 

20 For when I shall have 
brought them into the land which 
I sware unto their fathers, that 
floweth with milk and honey; 
and they shali have eaten and 
filled themselves, and waxen 
fat; then will they turn unto 
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other gods, and serve them, and 
provoke me, and break my 
covenant, | 

21 And it shall come to pass, 
when many evils and troubles 
are befallen them, that this song 
shall testify against them as a 
witness; for it shall not be for- 
gotten out of the mouths of their 
seed: for I know their imagina- 
tion which they go about, 
even now, before I have brought

22 “Mo” ses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it 
the children of is’ra-el. 

And he gave Josh’u-a the 
son of Nun a charge, and said, 
Be strong and of a good courage:

I sware unto them: and I will 
be with thee. 

24 4 And it came to pass, when 
MO’ses had made an end of 
writing the words of this law in 
a book, until they were finished, 

25 That M0d’ses commanded 
the Lé’vites, which bare the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD, 
saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, 
and put it in the side of the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD 
your God, that it may be there 
for a witness against thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, 
and thy stiff neck: behold, 
while I am yet alive with you 
this day, ye have been rebellious 
against the LORD; and how 
much more after my death? 

28 4 Gather unto me all the 
elders of your tribes, and your 
officers, that I may speak these 
words in their ears, and call 
heaven and earth to record 
against them.

8 When the most High divided 
to the nations their inheritance, 
when he separated the sons of 
Ad’am, he set the bounds of the 
people according to the number 
of the children of Is’ra-el. 

9 For the LORD’S portion is 
his people; Ja’cob is the lot of 
his inheritance. 

10 He found him in a desert 
land, and in the waste howling 
wilderness; he led him about, 
he instructed him, he kept him 
as the apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her

nest, fluttereth over her young, 
spreadeth abroad her wings, 
taketh them, beareth them on 
her wings: 

12 So the LORD alone did lead 
him, and there was no strange 

god with him. 

13 He made him ride on the 
high places of the earth, that he 
might eat the increase of the 
fields; and he made him to 
suck honey out of the rock, and 
oil out of the flinty rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and 
rams of the breed of Ba’shan, 
and goats, with the fat of kid- 
neys of wheat; and thou didst 
drink ie pure blood of the grape. 

15 4 But Jésh’u-rin waxed fat, 
and kicked: thou art waxen fat, 
thou art grown thick, thou art 
covered with fatness; then he 
forsook God which made him, 
and lightly esteemed the Rock 
of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jeal- 
ousy with strange gods, with 
abominations provoked they him 
to anger.

18 Of the Rock fhat begat 
thee thou art unmindful, and

19 And when the LORD saw if, 
he abhorred them, because of 
the provoking of his sons, and 
of his daughters. 

20 And he said, I will hide my 
face from them, I will see what 
their end shall be: for they are 
a very froward_ generation, chil- 
dren in whom is no faith. 

21 They have moved me to 
jealousy with that which is not 
God; they have provoked me 
to anger with their vanities: 
and I will move them to jeal- 
ousy with those which are nota 
people; I will provoke them to 
anger with a foolish nation. 
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22 For a fire is kindled in 
mine anger, and shall burn unto 
the lowest hell, and shall con- 
sume the earth with her in- 
crease, and set on fire the foun- 
dations of the mountains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon

31 For their rock is not as our 
Rock, even our enemies them- 
Selves being judges. . 

32 For their vine is of the 
vine of Séd’om, and of the fields 
of Go-mor’rah: their grapes are 
grapes of gall, their clusters are 
bitter: : i 

33 Their wine is the poison of 
Beeons, and the cruel venom 
of asp 

34 fe not this laid up in store 
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with me, and sealed up among 
my treasures? 

35 To me belongeth venge- 
ance, and recompence; their foot 
shall slide in due time: for the 
day of their calamity is at hand, 
and the things that shall come 
upon them make haste. 

36 For the LORD shall judge 
his people, and repent himself 
for his servants, when he seeth 
that their power is gone, and 
there is none shut up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are 
their gods, their rock in whom 
they trusted, 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of 
their drink offerings? let them 
rise up and help you, and be 
your protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am 
he, and there is no god with me: 
I kill, and I make alive; I 
wound, and I heal: neither is 
there any that can deliver out of 
my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to 
heaven, and say, I live for ever. 

41 whet my _ glittering 
sword, and mine hand take hold 
on judgment; I will render 
vengeance to mine enemies, and 
will reward them that hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows 
drunk with blood, and my sword 
shall devour flesh; and that with 
the blood of the slain and of the 
captives, from the beginning of 
revenges upon the enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye _ nations, 
with his people: for he will 
avenge the blood of his servants, 
and will render vengeance to 
his adversaries, and will be mer- 
ciful unto his land, and to his 
people. 

44 ¢ And Mo6’ses came and 
spake all the words of this song 
in the ears of the people, he, and 
H6-shé’a the son of Nun.

8 { And of Lé’vi he said, Let 
thy Thim’/mim and thy U’rim be 
with thy holy one, whom thou 
didst prove at Mas’sah, and with 
whom thou didst strive at the 
waters of Mér’i-bah; 

9 Who said unto his father and 
to his mother, I have not seen 
him; neither did he acknowl- 
edse his brethren, nor knew his 
own children: for they have 
observed thy word, and kept thy 
covenant.

4 From the wilderness and 
this Léb’a-non even unto the 
great river, the river Eu-phra’tés, 
all the land of the Hit’tites, and 
unto the great sea toward the 
going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be 
able to stand before thee all the 
days of thy life: as I was with 
Mo’ses, so I will be with thee: 
I will not fail thee, nor forsake 
thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good cour- 


age: for unto this people shalt 
thou divide for an inheritance the | 
land, which I sware unto their 
fathers to give them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest 
observe to do according to all the 
law, which M6’ses my servant 
commanded thee: turn not from | 
it to the right hand or fo the left, | 
that thou mayest prosper whith- 
ersoever thou goest. 

8 This book of the law shall 
not depart out of thy mouth; but 
thou shalt meditate therein day 
and night, that thou mayest ob- | 
serve to do according to all that | 
is written therein: for then thou | 
shalt make thy way prosperous, 
and then thou shalt have good: 
success. : 

9 Have not I commanded thee? 
Be strong and of a good courage; 
be not afraid, neither be thou, 
dismayed: for the LORD thy God | 
is with thee whithersoever thou | 
goest. 

10 § Then Jésh’u-a commanded | 
the officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and 
command the people, saying; | 
Prepare you victuals; for within | 
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three days ye shall pass over this 

Jor’dan, to go in to possess the 
Tand, which the LORD your God 
‘giveth you to possess it. 

12 ¢ And to the Reu’ben-ites, 
and to the Gad’ites, and to half 
the tribe of Ma-nas’seh, spake 
Josh’u-a, saying, 

--13 Remember the word which 
‘MO6’ses the servant of the LORD 
commanded you, saying, The 
‘LorD your God hath given you 
rest, and hath given you this 
land. 

14 Your wives, your little ones, 
and your cattle, shall remain in 
‘the land which M6’ses gave you 
on this side Jér’dan; but ye shall 
pass before your brethren armed, 
all the mighty men of valour, and 
help them; 

15 Until the LORD have given 
your brethren rest, as he hath 
given you, and they also have 
possessed the land which the 
LORD your God giveth them: 
then ye shall return unto the 
land of your possession, and 
enjoy it, which M6’ses_ the 
LORD’S servant gave you on 
this side Jér’dan toward the 
sunrising. 

16 § And they answered Jésh’- 
u-a, saying, All that thou com- 
mandest us we will do, and 
Whithersoever thou sendest us, 
we will go. .

we hearken unto thee: only the 
LORD thy God be with thee, as 
he was with MO’ses. 
18 Whosoever he be that doth 
febel against thy commandment, 
and will not hearken unto thy 
words in all that thou command- 
est him, he shall be put to death: 
only be strong and of a good 
courage.

AND it came to pass, when all 
the people were clean passed 
over Jor’dan, that the LoRD 
spake unto Jésh’u-a, saying,

midst of Jor’dan, out of the place 
where the priests’ feet stood firm, 
twelve stones, and ye shall carry 
them over with you, and leave 
them in the lodging place, where 
ye shall lodge this night.

dren of Is’ra-el: 

6 That this may be a sign among 
you, that when your children ask 
their fathers in time to come, 
saying, What mean ye by these 
stones? 
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7 Then ye shall answer them, 
That the waters of Jor’dan were 
cut off before the ark of the cove- 
nant of the LORD; when it passed 
over Jér’dan, the waters of Jér’- 
dan were cut off: and these stones 
shall be for a_memorial unto 
the children of Is’ra-el for ever. 

8 And the children of is’ra-el 
did so as Jésh’u-a commanded, 
and took up twelve stones out of 
the midst of Jor’dan, as the LORD 
spake unto Jésh’u-a, according 
to the number of the tribes of the 
children of Is’ra-el, and carried 
them over with them unto the 
place where they lodged, and laid 
them down there. 

9 And Joésh’u-a set up twelve 
stones in the midst of Jér’dan, in 
the place where the feet of the 
priests which bare the ark of the 
covenant stood: and they are 
there unto this day. 

10 4 For the priests which bare 
the ark stood in the midst of Jér’- 
dan, until every thing was fin- 
ished that the LORD commanded 
Jésh’u-a to speak unto the peo- 
ple, according to all that MO’ses 
commanded Josh’u-a: and the 
people hasted and passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when 
all the people were clean passed 
over, that the ark of the LORD 
passed over, and the priests, in 
the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reu’- 


ben, and the children of Gad, and | 


half the tribe of Ma-nas’seh, 
passed over armed before the 
children of Is’ra-el, as M6’ses 
spake unto them: 

13 About forty thousand pre- 
pared for war passed over before 
the LORD unto battle, to the 
plains of Jér’i-cho. 

14 4 On that day the LORD 
magnified Jésh’u-a in the sight 
of all fs’ra-el; and they feared 
him, as they feared Mo’ses, all 
the days of his life.

Jér’dan. 

17 Jésh’u-a therefore command- 
ed the priests, saying, Come ye 
up out of Jér’dan. 

18 And it came to pass, when 
the priests that bare the ark of 
the covenant of the LORD were 
come up out of the midst of Jér’- 
dan, and the soles of the priests’ 
feet were lifted up unto the dry 
land, that the waters of Jér’dan 
returned unto their place, and 
flowed over all his banks, as 
they did before. 

19 4 And the people came up 
out of Jér’dan on the tenth day of 
the first month, and encamped 
in Gil’gal, in the east border of 
Jér’i-cho. 

20 And those twelve _ stones, 
which they took out of Jér’dan, 
did Josh’u-a pitch in Gil’gal. 

21 And he spake unto the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el, saying, When 
your children shall ask their fa- 
thers in time to come, saying; 
What mean these stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your chil- 
dren know, saying, Is’ra-el came 
over this Jér’dan on dry land. 

23 For the LorD your God 
dried up the waters of Jér’dan 
from before you, until ye were 
passed over, as the LORD your 
God did to the Red sea, which 
he dried up from before us, until 
we were gone over: 

24 That all the people of the 
earth might know the hand of the 
LORD, that it is mighty: that ye 
might fear the LORD your God 
for ever. 


CHAPTER 5 192

3 And Josh’u-a made him sharp 
knives, and circumcised the chil- 
dren of [s’ra-el at the hill of the 
foreskins. j 

4 And this is the cause why 
Josh’u-a did circumcise: All the 
people that came out of E’éypt, 
that were males, even all the men 
of war, died in the wilderness by 
the way, after they came out of 
Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came 
out were circumcised: but all the 
people that were born in the wil- 
derness by the way as they came 
forth out of E’gypt, them they had 
not circumcised. Z 

6 For the children of fIs’ra-el 
walked forty years in the wilder- 
ness, till all the people that were 
men of war, which came out of 
E’gypt, were consumed, because 
they obeyed not the voice of the 
LORD: unto whom the LORD 
sware that he would not shew 
them the land, which the LORD 
sware unto their fathers that he 
would give us, a land that flow- 
eth with milk and honey. 

7 And their children, whom 
he raised up in their stead, them 
Jésh’u-a circumcised: for they 
were uncircumcised, because they 
had not circumcised them by the 
way. 

8 And it came to pass, when 
they had done circumcising all 
the people, that they abode in 
their places in the camp, till they 
were whole. 

9 And the LORD said unto 
Jésh’u-a, This day have I rolled 
away the reproach of Egypt from 
off you. Wherefore the name of 
Be Pe pate is called Gil’gal unto 
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encamped in Gil’gal, and kept the 
Passover on the fourteenth day 
of the month at even in the plains 
of Jér’i-cho. 

11 And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow .

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long blast with 
the ram’s horn, and when ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, all the 
people shall shout with a great 
shout; and the wall of the city 
shall fail down flat, and the peo- 
ple shall ascend up every man 
straight before him. 

6 4 And Jésh’u-a the son of 
Wun called the priests, and said 
unto them, Take up the ark of the 
covenant, and let seven priests 
bear seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns before the ark of the LORD. 

7 And he'said unto the people, 
Pass on, and compass the city, 
and let him that is armed pass on 
before the ark of the LORD. 

8 4 And it came to pass, when 
Josh’u-a had spoken unto the 
people, that the seven priests 
bearing the seven trumpets of 
rams’ horns passed on before 
the LORD, and blew with the 
trumpets: and the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD followed 
them. 

9 § And the armed men went 
before the priests that blew with 
the trumpets, and the rereward 
came after the ark, the priests 
going on, and blowing with the 
trumpets. 

10 And Jodsh’u-a4 had com- 
manded the people, saying, Ye 
shall not shout, nor make any 
noise with your voice, neither 
shall any word proceed out of 
your mouth, until the day I bid 
you shout; then shall ye shout. 

11 So the ark of the LORD com- 
passed the city, going about it 
once: and they came into the 
camp, and lodged in the camp. 

12 4 And Josh’u-a rose early in 
the morning, and the priests 
took up the ark of the LORD. 

13 And seven priests bearing 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns 
before the ark of the LORD went 
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on continually, and blew with the 
trumpets: and the armed men 
went before them; but the rere- 
ward came after the ark of the 


| LORD, the priests going on, and 


blowing with the trumpets. 

14 And the second day they 
compassed the city once, and re- 
turned into the camp: so they 
did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
seventh day, that they rose early 
about the dawning of the day, 
and compassed the city after the 
same manner seven times: only 
on that day they compassed the 
city seven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, when the priests 
blew with the trumpets, Jésh’u-a 
said unto the people, Shout: for 
the LORD hath given you the city. 

17 4 And the city shall be ac- 
cursed, even it, and all that are 
therein, to the LORD: only Ra’- 
hab the harlot shall live, she and 
all that are with her in the house, 
because she hid the messengers 
that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep 
yourselves from the accursed 
thing, lest ye make yourselves 
accursed, when ye take of the 
accursed thing, and make the 
camp of Is’ra-el a curse, and 
trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, 
and vessels of brass and iron, are 
consecrated unto the LORD: 
they shall come into the treasury 
of the LORD. 

20 So the people shouted when 
the priests blew with the trump- 
ets: and it came to pass, when 
the people heard the sound of the 
trumpet, and the people shouted 
with a great shout, that the wall 
fell down flat, so that the people 
went up into the city, every man 
straight before him, and they 
took the city.: 

21 And they utterly destroyed 
ail that was in the city, both man 
and woman, young and old, and - 
ox, and sheep, and ass, with the 
edge of the sword. 
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22 But Josh’u-a had said unto 


the two men that had spied out 
the country, Go into the harlot’s 
house, and bring out thence the 
woman, and all that she hath, 
as ye sware unto her. 

23 And the young men that 
were spies went in, and brought 
out Ra’hab, and her father, and 
her mother, and her brethren, 
and all that she had; and they 
brought out all her kindred, and 
ieft them without the camp of 
is’ra-el. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein: 
only the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels of brass and of iron, 
they put into the treasury of the 
house of the LORD. 

25 And Jésh’u-a saved Ra’hab 
the harlot alive, and her father’s 
household, and all that she had; 
and she dwelleth in is’ra-el 
even unto this day; because she 
hid the messengers, which Josh’- 
u-a sent to spy out Jér’i-cho. 

26 4 And Josh’u-a adjured them 
at that time, saying, Cursed be 
the man before the LORD, that 
riseth up and buildeth this city 
Jér’i-cho: he shall lay the foun- 
dation thereof in his firstborn, 
and in his youngest son shall he 
set up the gates of it. 

27 So the LORD was with 
Jésh’u-a; and his fame was 
poised throughout all the coun- 

y. 
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1 Israel smitien at Ai. 16 Crime and 
death of Achan. 
UT the children of Is’ra-el 
committed a trespass in the 
accursed thing: for A’chan, the 
son of Car’mi, the son of Zab’di, 
the son of Zé’rah, of the tribe of 
Ja’dah, took of the accursed 
thing: and the anger or the 
LoRD was kindled against the 
children of is’ra-el. 

2 And Josh’u-a sent men from 
Jér’i-ch6 to A’i, which is beside 
Béth—a’ven, on the east side of 
Béth’—el, and spake unto them, 
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saying, Go up and view the coun- 
try. And the men went up and 


‘viewed A’1. 


3 And they returned to Jésh’- 
u-a, and said unto him, Let not 
all the people go up; but let 
about two or three thousand men 
zo up and smite A’1; and make 
not all the people to labour thith- 
er; for they are but few.

17 And it was told Jésh’u-a, 
saying, The five kings are found 
hid in a cave at Mak-ké’dah. 

18 And Josh’u-a said, Roll 
great stones upon the mouth of 
the cave, and set men by it for to 
keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue 
after your enemies, and smite 
the hindmost of them; suffer 
them not to enter into their cities: 
for the LORD your God hath de- 
livered them into your hand. 

20 And it came to pass, when 
Jésh’u-a and the children of 
Is’ra-el had made an end of slay- 
ing them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were con- 
sumed, that the rest which re- 
mained of them entered into 
fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned 
‘to the camp to Josh’u-a at Mak- 
‘ké’dah in peace: none moved 
his toigue against any of the 
‘children of Is’ra-el. 

22 Then said Josh’u-a, Open 
the mouth of the cave, and bring 
out those five kings unto me out 
‘of the cave. __ 

23 And they did so, and brought 
forth those five kings unto him 
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out of the cave, the king of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, the king of Hé’bron, 
the king of Jar’mith, the king of 
La’chish, and the king of Eg’lon. 

24 And it came to pass, when 
they brought out those kings 
unto Josh’u-a, that Jodsh’u-a 
called for all the men of is’ra-el, 
and said unto the captains of the 
men of war which went with him, 
Come near, put your feet upon 
the necks of these kings. And 
they came near, and put their feet 
upon the necks of them. 

25 And Josh’u-4° said unto 
them, Fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed, be strong and of good 
courage: for thus shall the 
LORD do to all your enemies 
against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Jdsh’u-a 
smote them, and slew them, and 
hanged them on five trees: and 
they were hanging upon the 
trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the 
time of the going down of the 
sun, that Josh’u-a commanded, 
and they took them down off 
the trees, and cast them into the 
cave wherein they had been hid, 
and laid great stones in the 
cave’s mouth, which remain until 
this very day. 

28 § And that day Jdsh’u-a 
took Mak-ké’dah, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and 
the king thereof he utterly de- 
stroyed, them, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none 
remain: and he did to the king 
of Mak-ké’dah as he did unto 
the king of Jér’i-cho. 

29 Then Josh’u-a passed from 
Mak-ké’dah, and all Is’ra-el with 
him, unto Lib’nah, and fought 
against Lib’nah: 

30 And the LORD delivered it 
also, and the king thereof, into 
the hand of Is’ra-el; and he 
smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that 
were therein; he let none remain 
init; but did unto the king there- 
of as he did unto the king of 
Jér’i-ché. 
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31 4 And Josh’u-a passed from 
Lib’nah, and all Is’ra-el with 
him, unto La’chish, and en- 
camped against-it, and fought 
against it: 

32 And the LORD delivered 
La’chish into the hand of Is’ra-el, 
which took it on the second day, 
and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that 
were therein, according to all 
that a ned done to Lib’nah 

33 § Then Ho6’ram king of 
Gé’zér came up to help La’chish; 
and Josh’u-a smote him and his 
people, until he had left him none 
remaining. ; 

34 4 And from La’chish Josh’- 
u-a passed unto Eg’lon, and all 
is’ra-el with him; and they en- 
camped against it, and fought 
against it: 

35 And they took it on that day, 

and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls that 
were therein he utterly destroyed 
that day, according to all that he 
had done to La’chish. 
_36 And Josh’u-a went up from 
Eg’lon, and all Is’ra-el with him, 
unto Hé’bron; and they fought 
against it: 

37 And they took it, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and 
the king thereof, and all the cities 
thereof, and all the souls that 
were therein; he left none re- 
maining, according to all that he 
had done to Eg’/lon; but destroyed 
it utterly, and all the souls that 
were therein. 

38 § And Josh’u-a returned, 
and all Iis’ra-el with him, to Dé’- 
bir; and fought against it: 

39 And he took it, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof; 

and they smote them with the 
Gace of the sword, and utterly 
destroyed alli the souls that were 
therein; he left none remaining: 
as he had done to Hé’bron, so he 
did to Dé’bir, and to the king 
thereof; as he had done also to 
Lib’nah, and to her king 

0 4 So Josh’u-a smote all the 
country of the hills, and of the 
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south, and of the vale, and of the 
springs, and all their kings: he 
left none remaining, but utterly 
destroyed all that breathed, as 
the LORD God of Is’ra-el com- 
manded. 

41 And Jodsh’u-aA smote them 
from Ka’desh-bar’ne-a even unto 
Ga’za, and all the country of 
Go’shen, even unto Gib’e-on. 

42 And all these kings and 
their land did Josh’u-a take at 
one time, because the LORD God 
of Is’ra-el fought for Is’ra-el. 

43 And Josh’u-a returned, and 
all Is’ra-el with him, unto the 
camp to Gil’gal. 

CHAPTER 11

ANP it came to pass, when 
Ja’bin king of Ha’zér had 
heard those things, that he sent 
to Jo’bab king of Ma’don, and to 
the king of Shim’ron, and to the

2 And to the kings that were on 
the north of the mountains, and 
of the plains south of Chin’ne- 
roth, and in the valley, and in the 
borders of Dor on the west,

5 Ana when all these kings 
were met together, they came 
and pitched together at the wa- 
ters of Mé’rom, to fight against 
Is’ra-el. 

6 4 And the LORD said unto 
Josh’u-a, Be not afraid because 
of them: for to morrow about 
this time will I deliver them up all 
slain before Is’ra-el: thou shalt 
hough their horses, and burn 
their chariots with fire. 
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_7 So Josh’u-a came, and al! the 
people of war with him, against 
them by the waters of Mé’rom 
Euddenly; and they fell upon

8 "And the LORD delivered them 
into the hand of Is’ra-el, who 
smote them, and chased them 
unto great Zi’ddn, and unto 
Mis’re-photh-ma’im, and wtnto 
the valley of Miz’peh eastward;

14 And all the spoil of these 
Cities, and the cattle, the children 
of Iis’ra-el took for a prey unto 
themselves; but every man they 
smote with the edge of the sword, 
until they had destroyed them, 
neither left they any to breathe. 

15 4 As the LORD commanded 
MOo’ses his servant, so did Md’- 
ses command Josh’u-a, and so 
did Josh’u-a; he left nothing 
undone of all that the LORD com- 
manded M6’ses. 

16 So Josh’a. -4 took all t 
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country, and all the land of God’- 
shen, and the valley, and the 
plain, and the mountain of Is’- 
ra-el, and the valley of the same; 

17 Even from the mount Ha’- 
lak, that goeth up to Sé@/‘ir, even 
unto Ba’al-gad in the valley of 
Léb’a-non under mount Hér’- 
mon: and all their kings he 
took, and smote them, and slew 
them. 

18 Josh’u-4 made war a long 
time with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that 
made peace with the children of 
Is’ra-el, save the Hi’vites the 
inhabitants of Gib’e-on: all 
other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the LORD to 
harden their hearts, that they 
should come against Is’ra-el in 
battle, that he might destroy 
them utterly, and that they might 
have no favour, but that he might 
destroy them, as the LORD com- 
manded M6’ses. 

21 4 And at that time came 
Tasha. and cut off the An/’a- 
kims from the mountains, from 
Hé’bron, from Dé’bir, from 
A’nab, and from all the moun- 
tains of Ji’dah, and from all the 
mountains of Is’ra-el: Josh’u-2 
destroyed them utterly with their 
cities. 

22 There was none of the An’a- 
kims left in the land of, the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el: only in Ga’za, 
in Gath, and in Ash’do6d, there 
remained. 

23 So Josh’u-a took the whole 
land, according to all that the 
LORD said unto Md’ses; and 
Jésh’u-a gave it for an inherit- 
ance unto is’ra-el according to 
their divisions by their tribes.

28 This is the inheritance of 
the children of Gad after their 
families, the cities, and their 
villages. 

29 ¥§ And MOd’ses gave inherit- 
ance unto the half tribe of Ma- 
nas’seh: and this was the pos- 
session of the half tribe of the 
children of Ma-nas’seh by their 
families. 

30 And their coast -was from 
M4-ha-na’im, all Ba’shan, all the 
kingdom of Og king of Ba’shan, 
and all the towns of Ja’ir, which 
are in Ba’shan, threescore cities: 

31 And half Gil’e-ad, and Ash’- 
ta-roth, and Ed’re-i, cities of the 
kingdom of Og in Ba’shan, were 
pertaining unto the children of 
Ma’chir the son of Ma-nas’seh, 
even to the one half of the chil- 
dren of Ma/’chir by their fam- 
ilies. 

32 These are ihe countries 
which Mo’ses did distribute for 
inheritance in the plains of MO’- 
ab, on the other side Jor’dan, by 
Jér’i-ch6, eastward.

4 And when he that doth flee 
unto one of those cities shail 
stand at the entering of the 
gate of the city, and shall declare 
his cause in the ears of the elders 
of that city, they shall take him 
into the city unto them, and give 
him a place that he may dwell 
among them. 

5 And if the avenger of blood 
pursue after him, then they shall 
not deliver the slayer up into 
his hand; because he smote his 
neighbour unwittingly, and hated 
him not beforetime. 

6 And he shal! dwell in that 
city, until he stand before the 
congregation for judgment, and 
until the death of the high priest 
that shall be in those days: then 
shall the slayer return, and come 
unto his own city, and unto his 
own house, unto the city from 
whence he fied. 

7 § And they appointed Keé’- 
desh in Gal’i-lee in mount Naph’- 
ta-li, and Shé’chem in mount 
E’phra-im, and Kir’jath—dr’ba, 
which is Hé’bron, in the moun- 
tain of Ja’dah.

16 And the people answered 
and said, God forbid that we 
should forsake the LORD, to 
serve other gods; 

17 For the LORD our God, he 
it is that brought us up and our 
fathers out of the land of E’gypt, 
from the house of bondage, 
which did those great signs in 
our sight, and preserved us in all 
the way wherein we went, and 
among all the people through 
whom we passed:

12 Awake, awake, Déb’o-rah: 
awake, awake, utter a song: 
arise, Ba’rak, and lead thy cap- 
tivity captive, thou son of 
A-bin’o-am. 

13 Then he made him that re- 
maineth have dominion over the 
nobles among the people: the 
LORD made me have dominion 
over the mighty. 

14 Out of E’phra-im was there 
a root of them against Am’a-lék; 
after thee, Bén’ja-min, among 
thy people; out of Ma’chir came 
down governors, and out of Zéb’- 
u-lin they that handle the pen 
of the writer.

15 And the princes of Is’sa- 
char were with Déb’o-rah; even 
Is’sa-char, and also Ba’rak: he 
was sent on foot into the valley. 
For the divisions of Reu’ben there 
were great thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among 
the sheepfolds, to hear the bleat- 
ings of the flocks? For the 
divisions of Reu’ben there were 
great searchings of heart.

22 Then were the horsehoofs 
broken by the means of the 
pransings, the pransings of 
their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Mé’r6z, said the 
angel of the LORD, curse ye 
bitterly the inhabitants thereof: 
because they came not to the 
help of the LORD, to the help of 
the LORD against the mighty. 

24 Blessed above women shall 
Ja’el the wife of Hé’bér the Kén’- 
ite be, blessed shall she be above 
women in the tent. 

25 He asked water, and she 
gave him milk; she brought forth 
butter in a lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, 
and her right hand to the work- 
men’s hammer; and with the 
hammer she smote Sis’e-ra, she 
smote off his head, when she had 
pierced and stricken through his 
temples,

27 At her feet he bowed, he 
fell, he lay down: at her feet he 
bowed, he fell: where he bowed, 
there he fell down dead.

31 So let all thine enemies 
perish, O LORD: but let them 
that love him be as_ the sun 
when he goeth forth in his might.

1 Midian oppresses Israel. 11 Gideon 
and the angel. 36 Gideon’s signs. 
ND the children of Is’ra-el 
did evil in the sight of the 
LORD: and the LORD delivered 
them into the hand of Mid’i-an 
seven years. 

2 And the hand of Mid’i-an 
prevailed against Is’ra-el: an 
because of the Mid’i-an-ites the 
children of Is’ra-el made them 
the dens which are in the moun- 
tains, and caves, and strong 
holds. 

3 And so it was, when Is’ra-el 
had sown, that the Mid‘j-an-ites 
came up, and the Am/a-lék-ites, 
and the children of _ the east, 
even they came up against them; 

4 And they encamped against 
them, and destroyed the increase 
of the earth, till thou come unto 
Ga’za, and left no sustenance 
for Is’ra-el, neither sheep, nor 
Ox, nor ass, x . 

5 For they came up with their 
cattle and their tents, and they 


Came as grasshoppers for multi- 
tude; 


for both they and their 
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camels were without number: 
and they entered into the land to 
destroy it. 

6 And Is’ra-el was greatly 
impoverished because of the 
d’‘i-an-ites; and the children 
of Is’ra-el cried unto the LORD. 

And it came to pass, when 
the children of Is’ra-el cried unto 
the LORD because of the Mid’1- 
an-ites, 

8 That the LORD sent a proph- 
et unto the children of Is’ra-el, 
which said unto them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Is’ra-el, 
I brought you up from E’gypt, and 
brought you forth out of the 
house of bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the 
hand of the E-gyp’tians, and out 
of the hand of all that oppressed 
you, and drave them out from 
before you, and gave you their 
land;

13 And Gid’e-on said unto him, 
Oh my Lord, if the LORD be with 
us, why then is all this befallen 
us? and where be ali his mir- 
acles which our fathers told us 
of, saying, Did not the LORD 
bring us up from E’gypt? but 
now the LORD hath forsaken 
us, and delivered us into the 
hands of the Mid’i-an-ites. 

14 And the LORD looked upon 
him, and said, Go in this thy 
might, and thou shalt save is’ra-el 
from the hand of the Mid’i-an- 
ites: have not I sent thee?

16 And the LORD said unto 
him, Surely I will be with thee, 
and thou shalt smite the Mid’i- 
an-ites as one man. ; 

17 And he said unto him, If 
now I have found grace in thy 
sight, then shew me a sign that 
thou talkest with me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray 
thee, until I come unto thee, and 
bring forth my present, and set 
it before thee. And he said, I 
will tarry until thou come again. 

19 4 And Gid’e-on went in, and 
made ready a kid, and unleaven- 
ed cakes of an ephah of flour: 
the flesh he put in a basket, and 
he put the broth in a pot, and 
brought if out unto him under 
the oak, and presented if. 

20 And the angel of God said 
unto him, Take the flesh and the 
unleavened cakes, and lay them 
upon this rock, and pour out the 
broth. And he did so. 

21 9 Then the angel of the 
LORD put forth the end of the 
staff that was in his hand, and 
touched the flesh and the unleav- 
ened cakes; and there rose up 
fire out of the rock, and con- 
sumed the flesh and the unleav- 
ened cakes.

22 And when Gid’e-on per- 
ceived that he was an angel of 
the LORD, Gid’e-on said, Alas, O

seen an angel of the LORD face 
to face. 

23 And the LORD said unto 
him, Peace be unto thee: fear 
not: thou shalt not die. 

24 Then Gid’e-on built an altar 
there unto the LORD, and called 
it Jé-hd’vah-sha/lom: unto this 
day it is yet in Oph’rah of the 
A’bi-—éz’rites. 

25 § And it came to pass the 
same night, that the LORD said

unto him, Take thy father’s 
young bullock, even the second 
ullock of seven years old, and 
throw down the altar of Ba/al 
that thy father hath, and cut 
down the grove that is by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the 
LORD thy God upon the top of 
this rock, in the ordered place, 
and take the second bullock, and 
offer a burnt sacrifice with the 
wood of the grove which thou 
shalt cut down. 

27 Then Gid’e-on took ten men 
of his servants, and did as the 
LORD had said unto him: and 
so it was, because he feared his 
father’s household, and the men 
of the city, that he could not do 
it by day, that he did it by night. 

28 § And when the men of the 
city arose early in the morning, 
behold, the altar of Ba’al was 
cast down, and the grove was cut 
down that was by it, and the 


second bullock was offered upon 


the altar that was built, 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And 
when they enquired and asked, 
they said, Gid’e-on the son of 
J6’ash hath done this thing, 

30 Then the men of the city said 
unto Jo’ash, Bring out thy son, 
that he may die: because he hath 
cast down the altar of Ba’al, and 
because he hath cut down the 
grove that was by it. 

31 And J6’ash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ve plead 
for Ba’al? will ye save him? he 
that will plead for him, let him be 
put to death whilst it is yet morn- 
ing: if he be a god, let him piead 
for himself, because one hath 
cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he — 
called him Jé-rib’ba-al, say- 
ing, Let Ba’al plead against him, 
because he hath thrown down 
his altar. 

33 4 Then all the Mid’i-an-ites 
and the Am/a-lék-ites and the 
children of the east were gath- 
ered together, and went over, and 
pitched in the valley of Jéz’re-el, 
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34 But the Spirit of the LoRD 
came upon Gid’e-on, and he 
plew a trumpet; and A’/bi—é’zér 
was gathered after him. 
Ss And he sent messengers 
roughout all Ma-nas’seh; who 
also was gathered after him: and 
he sent messengers unto Ash’ér, 
and unto Zéb’u-lin, and unto 
Waph’ta-li; and they came up to 
meet them. _ 

36 § And Gid’e-on said unto 
God, If thou wilt save Is’ra-el by 
mine hand, as thou hast said, 
37 Behold, I will put a fleece 
of wool in the floor; and if the 
dew be on the fleece only, and it 
be dry upon all the earth beside, 
then shall I know that thou wilt 
save is’ra-el by mine hand, as 
thou hast said. 


38 And it was so: for he rose 
up early on the morrow, an 
thrust the fleece together, and 
wringed the dew out of the 
fleece, a bow! full of water. 

39 And Gid’e-on said unto God, 
Let not thine anger be hot 
against me, and I will speak but 
this once: let me prove, I pray 
thee, but this once with the 
fleece; letit now be dry only upon 
the fleece, and upon all the ground 
let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: 
for it was dry upon the fleece 
enly, and there was dew on ail 
the ground.

HEN Jé-riib’ba-al, who is 
Gid’e-on, and all the people 
that were with him, rose up 
early, and pitched beside the well 
of Ha’rod: so that the host of 
the Mid’i-an-ites were on, the 
north side of them, by the hill of 
Mo’reh, in the valley. . 

2? And the LORD said unto 
Gid’e-on, The people that are 
with thee ave too many for me to 
give the Mid’i-an-ites into their 
hands, lest is’ra-el vaunt them- 
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selves against me, saying, Mine

_3 Now therefore go to, proclaim 
in the ears of the people, saying, 
Whosoever is fearful and afraid, 
let him return and depart early 
from mount Gil’e-ad. And there 
returned of the people twenty and 
two thousand; and there re- 
mained ten thousand. 
4 And the LORD said unto 
Gid’e-on, The people are yet too 
many; bring them down unto the 
water, and I will try them for 
thee there: and it shall be, that 
of whom I say unto thee, This 
shall go with thee, the same shall 
go with thee; and of whomsoever 
I say unto thee, This shall not go 
with thee, the same shall not go. 
5 So he brought down the peo-

10 But if thou fear to go down, 
go thou with Phi’rah thy servant 
down to the host:

13 And when Gid’e-on was 
come, behold, there was a man 
that told a dream unto his fellow, 
and said, Behold, I dreamed a 
dream, and, lo, a cake of barley 
bread tumbled into the host of 
Mid’i-an, and came unto a tent, 
and smote it that it fell, and over- 
turned it, that the tent lay along. 

14 And his fellow answered 
and said, This is nothing else 
save the sword of Gid’e-on the 
son of J6’ash, a man of Is’ra-el: 
for into his hand hath God de- 
livered Mid’i-an, and all the host. 

15 4 And it was so, when Gid’e- 
on heard the telling of the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof, 
that he worshipped, and returned 
into the host of Is’ra-el, and said, 
Arise; for the LORD hath de- 
livered into your hand the host 
of Mid‘i-an. 

16 And he divided the three 
hundred men info three com- 
panies, and he put a trumpet in 
every man’s hand, with empty 
pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers. . 

17 And he said unto them, 
Look on me, and do likewise: 
and, behold, when I come to the 
outside of the camp, it shall be 
that, as I do, so shall ye do. 

i8 When I blow with a trumpet, 
I and all that are with me, then 
blow ye the trumpets also on 
every side of all the camp, and 
say, The swerd of the LORD, and 
of Gid’e-on. 

19 4 So Gid’e-on, and the hun-

| dred men that were with him, 


came unto the outside of the 
camp in the beginning of the 
middle watch; and they had 
but newly set the watch: and 
they blew the trumpets, and 
brake the pitchers that were in 
their hands. 

20 And the three companies 
blew the trumpets, and brake the 
pitchers, and held the lamps in 
their left hands, and the trump- 
ets in their right hands to blow 
withal: and they cried, The 
sword of the LORD, and of 
Gid’e-on. 

21 And they stood every man 
in his place round about the 
camp: and all the host ran, and 
cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew 
the trumpets, and the LORD set 
every man’s sword against his 
fellow, even throughout all the 
host: and the host fled to Béth— 
shit’tah in Zér’e-rath, and to the 
border of A’bel—mé-h6’lah, unto

23 And the men of {s’ra-el 
gathered themselves together out 
of Naph’ta-li, and out of Ash’ér, 
and out of all Ma-nas’seh, and 
pursued after the Mid’i-an-ites. 

24 4 And Gid’e-on sent mes- 
sengers throughout all mount 
E’phra-im, saying, Come down 
against the Mid’i-an-ites, and 
take before them the waters unto 
Béth—ba’rah and Jér’dan. Then 
all the men of E’phra-im gathered 
themselves together, and took 
the waters unto Béth—ba’rah and 
Jor’dan. i 

25 And they took two princes 
of the Mid’i-an-ites, O’reb and 
Zé’eb; and they slew O’reb upon 
the rock O’reb, and Zé’eb they 
slew at the winepress of Zé’eb, 
and pursued Mid’i-an, and 
brought the heads of O’reb and 
Zé’eb to Gid’e-on on the other 
side Jér’dan.

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ND the men of E’phra-im|an hundred and twenty thou- 


said unto him, Why hast 
thou served us thus, that thou 
calledst us not, when thou went- 
est to fight with the Mid’i-an- 
ites? And they did chide with 
him sharply. 

2 And he said unto them, What 
have I done now in comparison 
of you? Js not the gleaning of 
the grapes of &’phra-im better 
than the vintage of A’bi—é’zér? 

3 God hath delivered into 
your hands the princes of Mid’i- 
an, O’reb and Zé’eb: and what 
was I able to do in comparison of 
you? Then their anger was 
abated toward him, when he had 
said that. _ 

4 4 And Gid’e-on came to Jér’- 
dan, and passed over, he, and the 
three hundred men that were 
with him, faint, yet pursuing 
them. 

5 And he said unto the men of 
Stic’coth, Give, I pray you, loaves 
of bread unto the people that fol- 
low me; for they be faint, and I 
am pursuing after Zé’bah and 
Zal-mitin’/na, kings of Mid’i-an. 

6 § And the princes of Sitc’coth 
said, Are the hands of Zé’bah 
and Zal-mun’na now in thine 
hand, that we should give bread 
unto thine army? j 

7 And Gid’e-on said, Therefore 
when the LORD hath delivered 
Zé’bah and Zal-miun/’na into mine 
hand, then I will tear your flesh 
with the thorns of the wilderness 
and with briers. 

8 ¥ And he went up thence to 
Pé-nii’el, and spake unto them 
likewise: and the men of Pé-nti’- 
el answered him as the men of 
Stc’coth had answered him. 

9 And he spake also unto the 
men of Pé-nt’el, saying, When I 
come again in peace, I will break 
down this tower. 

10 § Now Zé’bah and Zai- 
mun’na were in Kidr’kér, and 


their hosts with them, about fif- 


teen thousand men, all that were 
left of all the hosts of the chil- 
dren of the east: for there fell 
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sand men that drew sword. 

11 4 And Gid’e-on went up by 
the way of them that dwelt in 
tents on the east of Nd’bah and 
Jog’be-hah, and smote the host: 
for the host was secure. 

12 And when Zé’bah and Zal- 
mun’/na fled, he pursued after 
them, and took the two kings of 
Mid’i-an, Zé’bah and Zal-mtin’- 
na, and discomfited all the host. 

13 4 And Gid’e-on the son of 
Jo’ash returned from battle be- 
fore the sun was wud, 

14 And caught a young man of 
the men of Siic’coth, and en- 
quired of him: and he described 
unto him the princes of Sic’coth, 
and the elders thereof, even 
threescore and seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men 
of Suc’coth, and said, Behold 
Zé’bah and Zal-mtin’na, with 
whom ye did upbraid me, saying, 
Are the hands of Zé’bah and Zal- 
mtn’na now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thy 
men that are weary? 

16 And he took the elders of the 
city, and thorns of the wilderness 
and briers, and with them he 
taught the men of Stic’coth. 

17 And he beat down the tower 
of Pé-nt’el,and slew the men of 
the city. 

18 4 Then said he unto Zé’bah 
and Zal-min’na, What manner 
of men were they whom ye slew 
at Ta’bor? And they answered, 
As thou art, so were they: each 
one resembled the children of a 


ing. 

19 And he said, They were my 
brethren, even the sons of my 
mother: @s the LORD liveth, if ye 
had saved them alive, I would 
not slay you. 

20 And he said unto Jé’thér his 
firstborn, Up, and slay them. But 
the youth drew not his sword: 
for he feared, because he was yet 
a youth. \ 

21 Then Zé’bah and Zai-mtn’- 
na said, Rise thou, and fall upon 
us: for as the man is, so is his 
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strength. And Gid’/e-on arose, 
and slew Zé’bah and Zal-min-’ 
na, and took away the orna- 
ments that were_on their camels’ 
necks. 

22 4 Then the men of is’ra-el 
said unto Gid’e-on, Rule thou 
over us, both thou, and thy son, 
and thy son’s son also: for thou 
hast delivered us from the hand 
of Mid’i-an. 

23 And Gid’e-on said urto 
them, I will not rule over you, 
neither shall my son rule over 
you: the LORD shall rule over you. 

24 § And Gid’e-on said unto 
them, I would desire a request of 
you, that ye would give me every 
man the earrings of his prey. 
(For they had golden, earrings, 
pectise they were Ish’ma-el- 

ites.) 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. And they 
spread a garment, and did cast 
therein every man the earrings 
of his prey. 


26 And the weight of the golden 


earrings that he requested was a 
thousand and seven hundred 
Shekels of gold; beside orna- 
ments, and collars, and purple 
raiment that was on the kings of 
Mid’i-an, and beside the chains 
that were about their camels’ 
necks. Y 

27 And Gid’e-on made an 
ephod thereof, and put it in his 
city, even in Oph’rah: and all 
Iis’ra-el went thither a whoring 
after it: which thing became a 
snare unto Gid’e-on, and to his 
house. 

28 4 Thus was Mid’i-an sub- 
dued before the children of is’- 
ra-el, so that they lifted up their 
heads no more. And the coun- 
try was in quietness forty years 
in the days of Gid’e-on. 

29 § And Jé-rub’ba-al the son 
of Jo’ash went and dwelt in his 
own house. 

30 And Gid’e-on had _ three- 
score and ten sons of his body 
begotten: for he had many 
wives.

31 And his concubine that was 
in Shé’chem, she also bare him a 
son, whose name he called 
A-bim’e-léch. 

32 {| And Gid’e-on the son of 
Jo’ash died in a good old age, 
and was buried in the sepulchre 
of J6’ash his father, in Oph’rah 
of the A’bi—éz’rites. 

33 And it came to pass, as 
soon as Gid’e-on was dead, that 
the children of Is’ra-el turned 
again, and went a whoring after 
Ba’al-im, and made Ba’al-bé’- 
rith their god. | ; 

34 And the children of Is’ra-el 
remembered not the LORD 
their God, who had delivered 
them out of the hands of all their 
enemies on every side: 

35 Neither shewed they kind- 
ness to the house of Jé-ritb’ba-al, 
namely, Gid’e-on, according to 
all the goodness which he had 
shewed unto Is’ra-el. 


CHAPTER 09 220 
1 Abimelech_ made king. 7 Jotham’s 
fable. 22 Gaal’s conspiracy. 50 
‘Abimelech slain. 
ND A-bim’e-léch the son of 
Jé-riib’ba-al went to Shé’- 
chem unto his mother’s breth- 
ren, and communed with them, 
and with all the family of the 
house of his mother’s father, 
saying, : 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears 
of all the men of Shé’chem, 
Whether is better for you, either 
that all the sons of Jé-rub’ba-al, 
which are, threescore and ten 
persons, reign over you, or that — 
one reign over you? remember 
also that I am your bone and 
your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren 
spake of him in the ears of all 
the men of Shé’chem all these 
words: and _ their hearts in- 
clined to follow _A-bim’e-léch; 
for they said, He is our brother. 

4 And they gave him _three- 
score and ten pieces of silver out 
of the house of Ba&’al—bé’rith, 
wherewith A-bim’e-léch hired 
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vain and light persons which 
followed him. 

5 And he went unto his father’s 

house at Oph’rah, and slew 
his brethren the sons of Jé-rtb’- 
‘ba-al, being threescore and ten 
persons, upon one stone: not- 
withstanding yet Jdé’tham the 
youngest son of Jé-rtth’ba-al 
was left; for he hid himself. 

6 And ali the men of Shé’chem 
gathered together, and all the 
house of Mil’ls, and went, and 
made A-bim’e-léch king, by the 
plain of the pillar that was in 
Shé’chem. 

7 4 And when they told if to 
Jo’tham, he went and stood in 
the top of mount Gér’i-zim, and 
lifted up his voice, and cried, 
and said unto them, Hearken 
unto me, ye men of Shé’chem, 
that God may hearken unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on a 
time to anoint a king over them; 
and they said unto the olive 
tree, Reign thou over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto 
them, Should I leave my fatness, 
wherewith by me they honour 
God and man, and go to be 
promoted over the trees? 

10 And the trees said to the fig 
tree, Come thou, and reign over us. 

11 But the fig tree said unto 
them, Should I forsake my 

sweetness, and my good fruit, 
and go to be promoted over the 
trees? ‘ 

12 Then said the trees unto the 
vine, Come thou, and reign over 


us. 

13 And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which 
Cheereth God and man, and go 
to be promoted over the trees? 

14 Then said ail the trees unto 
the bramble, Come thou, and 
reign over us. , 

15 And the bramble said unto 
the trees, If in truth ye anoint 
me king over you, then come 
and put your trust in my shad- 
ow: and if not, let fire come 
out of the bramble, and devour 
the cedars of Léb’a-non. 
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16 Now therefore, if ye have 
done truly and sincerely, in that 
ye have made A-bim’e-léch king, 
and if ye have dealt well with 
Jé-rub’ba-al and his house, and 
have done unto him according 
to the deserving of his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for 
you, and adventured his life far, 
and delivered you out of the 
hand of Mid’i-an: 

18 And ye are risen up against 
my father’s house this day, and 
have slain his sons, threescore 
and ten persons, upon one stone, 
and have made A-bim’e-léch, 
the son of his maidservant, king 
over the men of Shé’chem, 
because he is your brother;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly 
and sincerely with Jé-ritb’ba-al 
and with his house this day, 
then rejoice ye in A-bim’e-léch, 
and let him also rejoice in you: 

20 But if not, let fire come out 
from A-bim’e-léch, and devour 
the men of Shé’chem, and the 
house of Mil’l6; and let fire come 
out from the men of Shé’chem, 
and from the house of Mil’lé, 
and devour A-bim’e-léch. 

21 And Jo’tham ran away, and 
fled, and went to Bé’er, and 
dwelt there, for fear of A-bim’e- 
léch his brother. 

22 §] When A-bim’e-léch had 
reigned three years over is’ra-el, 

23 Then God sent an evil 
spirit between A-bim’e-léch and 
the men of Shé’chem; and the 
men of Shé’chem dealt treach~ 
erously with A-bim/e-léch: 

24 That the cruelty done to 
the threescore and ten sons of 
Jé-rub’ba-al might come, and 
their blood be laid upon A-bim’e- 
léch their brother, which slew 
them; and upon the men of 
Shé’chem, which aided him in 
the killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of Shé’chem 
set liers in wait for him in the 
top of the mountains, and they 
robbed all that came along that 
way by them: and it was told 
A-bim/e-léch. 
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26 And Ga’al the son of E’bed 
came with his brethren, and went 
over to Shé’chem: and the men 
of Shé’chem put-their confidence 
in him. ‘ 

27 And they went out into the 
fields, and gathered their vine- 
yards, and trode the grapes, and 
made merry, and went into the 
house of their god, and_ did eat 
and drink, and cursed A-bim’e- 


éch. 

28 And G4a’al the son of E’bed 
said, o is A-bim’e-léch, and 
who is Shé’chem, that we should 
serve him? is not he the son of 
Jé-rib’ba-al? and Zé’bul_his 
officer? serve the men of Ha’- 
mor the father of Shé’chem: for 
why should we serve him? 

29 And would to God this 
people were under my hand! 
then would I remove A-bim’e- 
léch. And he said to A-bim’e- 
léch, Increase thine army, and 
come out. 

30 § And when Zé’bul the 
ruler of the city heard the words 
of Ga’al the son of E’bed, his 
anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers 
unto _A-bim’e-léch_ privily, say- 
ing, Behold, Ga’al the son of 
E’bed and his brethren be come 
to Shé’chem; and, behold, they 
fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, 
thou and the people that is with 
thee, and lie in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the 
morning, as soon as the sun is 
up, thou shalt rise early, and set 
upon the city: and, behold, 
when he and the people that is 
with him come out against thee, 
then mayest thou do to them as 
thou shalt find occasion. 

34 4 And A-bim/e-léch rose up, 
and all the people that were 
with him, by night, and they laid 
wait against Shé’chem in four 
companies. i 

35 And Ga’al the son of &’bed 
went out, and stood in the enter- 
ing of the gate of the city: and 
A-bim’e-léch rose up, and the

people that were with him, 
from lying in wait. 

36 And when G4a’al saw the 
people, he said to Zé’bul, Behold, 
there come people down from 
the top of the mountains. And 
Zé’bul said unto him, Thou 
seest the shadow of the moun- 
tains as if they were men. 

37 And Ga’al spake again and 
said, See there come people down 
by the middle of the land, and 
another company come along by 
the plain of Mé-6n’e-nim. 

38 Then said Zé’bul unto him, 
Where is now thy mouth, where- 
with thou saidst, Who is A-bim/’e- 
léch, that we should serve him? 
is not this the people that thou 
hast despised? go ‘out, I pray 
now, and fight with them. 

39 And Ga’al went out before 
the men of Shé’chem, and fought 
with A-bim’e-léch. | 

40 And A’bim/e-léch chased 

him, and he fled before him, and 
many were overthrown and 
wounded, even unto the entering 
of the gate. 
_41 And A-bim/e-léch dwelt at 
A-ru’‘mah: and Zé’bul thrust 
out Ga’al and his brethren, that 
they should not dwell in Shé’- 
chem. 

42 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the people went 
out into the field; and they told 
A-bim/e-léch. 

43 And he took the people, and 
divided them into three com- 
panies, and laid wait in the 
field, and looked, and, behold, 
the people were come forth out 
of the city; and he rose up 
against them, and smote them. 

44 And A-bim/’e-léch, and the 
company that was with him, 
rushed forward, and stood in the 
entering of the gate of the city:

50 { Then went A-bim’e-léch 
to Thé’béz, and encamped

51 But there was a strong 
tower within the city, and 
thither fled ail the men and 
women, and all they of the city, 
and shut if to them, and gat 
them up to the top of the tower. 

52 And A-bim’e-léch came un- 
to the tower, and fought against

54 Then he called hastily un- 
to the young man his armour- 
bearer, and 


he died. 
55 And when the men of Is’- 
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ra-el saw that A-bim’e-léch was 
ead, they departed every man 
unto his place. 

56 4, Thus God rendered the 
wickedness. of A-bim’e-léch, 
which he did unto his father, in 
slaying his seventy brethren: 

And all the evil of the men 
of Shé’chem did God render 
upon their heads: and upon 
them came the curse of Jo’tham 
the son of Jé-rib’ba-al.

6 And they sat down, and did 
eat and drink both of them to- 
gether: for the damsel’s father 
had said unto the man, Be con- 
tent, I pray thee, and tarry all 
night, and let thine heart be 
merry. 

7 And when the man rose up 
to depart, his father in law urged 
him: therefore he lodged there 
again. 

8 And he arose early in the 
morning on the fifth day to de- 
part: and the damsel’s father 
said, Comfort thine heart, I 
pray thee. And they tarried 
until afternoon, and they did eat 
both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up 
to depart, he, and his concubine, 
and his servant, his father in 
law, the damsel’s father, said 
unto him, Behold, now the day 
draweth toward evening, I pray 
you tarry all night: behold, the 
day groweth to an end, lodge 
here, that thine heart may be 
merry; and to morrow get you 
early on your way, that thou 
mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not 
tarry that night, but he rose up

and the servant said unto his 
master, Come, I pray thee, and 
let us turn in into this city of 
the Jéb’u-sites, and lodge in it.

SHEN all the children of 
Is’ra-el went out, and the 
congregation was gathered to- 
gether as one man, from Dan 
even to Bé’er—shé’ba, with the 
land of Gil’e-ad, unto the LORD 
in Miz’peh. 

2 And the chief of all the people, 

even of all the tribes of Is’ra-el, 
presented themselves in the 
assembly of the people of God, 
four hundred thousand footmen 
that drew sword. 
_3 (Now the children of Bén’- 
ja-min heard that the children 
of Is’ra-el were gone up to 
Miz’peh.) Then said the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el, Tell us, how 
was this wickedness? 

4 And the Lé’vite, the husband 
of the woman that was slain, 
‘answered and said, I came into

5 And the men of Gib’e-ah 
Tose against me, and beset the 
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house round about upon me by 
night, and thought to have slain 
me: and my concubine have 
they forced, that she is dead. 

And I took my concubine, 
and cut her in pieces, and sent 
her throughout all the country 
of the inheritance of is’ra-el: for 
they have committed lewdness 
and folly in Is’ra-el.

36 So the children of Bén’ja- 
min saw that they were smitten: 
for the men _of Is’ra-el gave 
place to the Bén’ja-mites, be- 
cause they trusted unto the liers 
in wait which they had set be- 
side Gib’e-ah. ; : 

37 And the liers in wait 
hasted, and rushed upon Gib’e- 
ah; and the liers in wait drew 
themselves along, and smote all 
the city with the edge of the 
sword. : 

38 Now there was an appointed 
sign between the men of Is’ra-el 
and the liers in wait, that they 
should make a great flame with 
smoke rise up out of the city. 

39 And when the men of. Is’- 
ra-el retired in the battle, Bén’- 
ja-min began to smite and_ kill 
of the men of Is’ra-el about 
thirty persons: for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down 
before us, as in the first battle.

e|fought, and fs’ra-el was smit- 


ten, and they fled every man into 
his tent: and there was a very 
great slaughter; for there fell of 
Is’ra-el thirty thousand foot- 
men. 

11 And the ark of God was 
taken; and the two sons of E’li, 
Hoph’ni and Phin’e-has, were 
slain. 

12 § And there ran a man of 
Bén’ja-min out of the army, and 
came to Shi’loh the same day 
with his clothes rent, and with 
earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, F’ll 
sat upon a seat by the wayside 
watching: for his heart trembled 
for the ark of God. And when 
the man came into the city, and 
told it, all the city cried out. 

14 And when E£/’li heard the 
noise of the crying, he said, What 
meaneth the noise of this tumult? 
And the man came in hastily, and 
told E’ll. 

i5 Now E’li was ninety and 
eight years old; and his eyes 
were dim, that he could not see. 

16 And the man said unto E’li, 
I am he that came out of the 
army, and I fled to day out of the 
army.

18 And it came to pass, when 
he made mention of the ark of 
God, that he fell from off the 
seat backward by the side of the 
gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died: for he was an oid man, and 
heavy.

19 ¥ And his daughter in law, 
Phin’e-has’ wife, was with child, 
near to be delivered: and when 
she heard the tidings that the ark 
of God was taken, and that her 
father in law and her husband

2 When the Phi-lis’tines took 
the ark of God, they brought it 
into the house of Da’gon, and set

- 3 g¢ And when they of Ash’déd 
arose early on the morrow, be- 
hold, Da’gon was fallen upon 
his face to the earth before the 
ark of the LORD. And they took 

Da’gon, and set him in his place 

again. 

4 And when they arose early 
on the morrow morning, behold, 
Da’gon was fallen upon his face 
to the ground before the ark of 
the LORD; and the head of 
Da’gon and both the palms of 
his hands weve cut off upon the 
threshold; only the stump of 
Da’gon was left to him. 

5 Therefore neither the priests 
of Da’gon, nor any that come into 
Da’gon’s house, tread on the 
es 01g OF Da’gon in Ash’d6d 
unto this day. 

6 But the hand of the LORD 
was heavy upon them of Ash’d6d, 
and he destroyed them, and 
smote them with emerods, even 
Ash’déd and the coasts thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ash’déod 
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saw that it was so, they said, 
The ark of the God of Is’ra-el 
shall not abide with us: for his 
hand is sore upon us, and upon 
Da’gon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and 
gathered all the lords of the Phi- 
lis’tines unto them, and said, 
What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of Is’ra-el? And they 
answered, Let the ark of the God 
of Is’ra-el be carried about unto 
Gath. And they carried the ark 
of the God of is’ra-el about 
thither. | 

9 And it was so, that, after they 
had carried it about, the hand of 
the LORD was against the city 
with a very great destruction: 
and he smote the men of the 
city, both small and great, and 
they had emerods in their secret 
parts. 

10 ¢ Therefore they sent the 
ark of God to Ek’rén. And it 
came to pass, as the ark of God 
came to Ek’ron, that the Ek’ron- 
ites cried out, saying, They have 
brought about the ark of the God 
of Is’ra-el to us, to slay us and 
our people.

ND the ark of the LORD was 
in the country of the Phi- 
lis’tines seven months. 

2 And the Phi-lis’tines called 
for the priests and the diviners, 
saying, What shall we do to the 
ark of the LORD? tell us where- 
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place. 3 

3 And they said, If ye send 
away the ark of the God of 
is’ra-el, send it not empty; but 
in any wise return him a trespass 
offering: then ye shall be healed, 
and it shall be known to you why 
his hand is not removed from 


you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be 
the trespass offering which we 
shall return to him? They an- 
swered, Five golden emerods, 
and five golden mice, according 
fo the number of the lords of the 
Phi-lis’tines: for one plague was 
on you all, and on your lords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make im- 
ages of your emerods, and images 
of your mice that mar the land; 

and ye shall give glory unto the 
God of Is’ra-el: peradventure 
he will lighten his hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and 
from off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the &£-éyp’tians 
and Pha’radh hardened their 
hearts? when he had wrought 
wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and 
they departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new 
cart, and take two Caen kine, 
on which there hath come no 
yoke, and tie the kine to the cart, 
and bring their calves home from 


them: 

8 And take the ark of the LORD, 
and lay it upon the cart; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye re- 
turn him for a trespass offering, 
in a coffer by the side thereof; 
and send it away, that it may go. 

0 And see, if it goeth up by the 
way of his own oe to Béth— 
shé’mesh, then he hath done us 
this great evil: but if not, then 
we shall know that if is not his 
hand that smote us; it wasa 
chance that happened to us. 

10 § And the men did so; and 
took two milch kine, and tied 
them to the cart, and shut up 
their calves at home: 
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11 And they laid the ark of the 
LORD upon the cart, and the 
coffer with the mice of gold and 
the images of their emerods. 

12 And the kine took the 
straight way to the way of Béth— 
shé’mesh, and went along the 
highway, lowing as they went, 
and turned not aside fo the right 
hand or to the left; and the lords 
of the Phi-lis’tines went after 
them unto the border of Béth— 
shé’/mesh. 

13 And they of Béth-shé’mesh 
were reaping their wheat harvest 
in the valley: and they lifted up 
their eyes, and saw the ark, and 
peioiceG to see it.

18 And the golden mice, ac- 
cording to the number of all the 
cities of the Phi-lis’tines belong- 
ing to the five lords, both of 
fenced cities, and of country vil- 
lages, even unto the great sfone 
of A’bél, whereon they set down 
the ark of the LORD: which 
stone remaineth unto this day 
in the field of Josh’u-a, the Béth— 
shé’mite. 

19 4 And he smote the men of 
Béth-shé’mesh, because they 
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had looked into the ark of the | against the LorD. And Sdm- 


LORD, even he smote of the 
people fifty thousand and three- 
score and ten men and the 
people lamented, because the 
LORD had smitten many of the 
people with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men of Béth—shé’- 
mesh said, Who is able to stand 
before this holy LORD God? and 
to whom shall he go up from us? 

21 4 And they sent messengers 
to the inhabitants of Kir’jath- 
_jé’a-rim, saying, The Phi-lis’- 
tines have brought again the ark 
of the LORD; come ye down, 
and fetch it up to you.

4 Then the children of Is’ra-el 
did put away Ba’al-im and Ash’-

5 And Sdm/u-el said. Gather 
all Iis’ra-el to Miz’peh, and I will 
pray for you unto the LORD. 

6 And they gathered together 
to Miz’peh, and drew water, and 
poured if out before the LORD, 
and fasted on that day, and 
said there, We have sinned 


u-el judged the children of Is’- 
ra-el in Miz’peh. 

And when the Phi-lis’tines 
heard that the children of is’ra-el 
were gathered together to Miz’- 
peh, the lords of the Phi-lis’tines 
went up against Is’ra-el. And 
when the children of Is’ra-el 
heard it, they were afraid of the 
Phi-lis’tines. 

8 And the children of is’ra-el 
said to Sam/u-el, Cease not to 
cry unto the LORD our God for 
us, that he will save us out of the 
hand of the Phi-lis’tines. 

_9 § And Sam/u-el took a suck- 
ing lamb, and offered if for a 
burnt offering wholly unto the 
LORD: and Sam/u-el cried unto 
the LORD for is’ra-el; and the 
LORD heard him.

and there he judged Is’ra-el; and

ND it came to pass, when 
Sam/u-el was old, that he 
made his 
Is’ra-el. : 

2 Now the name of his firstborn 
was Jo’el; and the name of his 
second, A-bi’/ah: they were 
judges in Bé’er—shé’ba. : 

3 And his sons walked not in 
his ways, but turned aside after 
lucre, and took bribes, and 
perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of fs’ra-el 
gathered themselves together, and 
came to Sam’u-el unto Ra’mah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, 
thou art old, and thy sons walk 
‘not in thy ways: now make us 
a king to judge us like all the 
nations. eis tab 

6 {But the thing displeased 
Sam/u-el, when they said, Give 
usa king tojudgeus. And Sam/’- 
u-el prayed unto the LORD. 

7 And the LORD said unto 
Sam/u-el, Hearken unto the voice 
of the people in all that they say 
unto thee: for they have not re- 
jected thee, but they have re- 
jected me, that I should not reign 
over them. 

8 According to all the works 
which they have done since the 
day that I brought them up out 
of E’éypt even unto this day, 
wherewith they have forsaken 
me, and served other gods, so 
do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto 
their voice: howbeit yet protest 
solemnly unto them, and shew 
them the manner of the king that 
shall reign over them. 
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10 § And Sam/’u-el told all the 
words of the LORD unto the peo- 
ple that asked of him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be 
the manner of the king that shall 
reign over you: He will take 
your sons, and appoint them for 
himself, for his chariots, and to 
be his horsemen; and some 
shall run before his chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him 
captains over thousands, and 
captains over fifties; and will 
set them to ear his ground, and 
to reap his harvest, and to make 
his instruments of war, and in- 
struments of his chariots.

19 4 Nevertheless the people 
refused to obey the voice of 
Sam/u-el; and they said, Nay; 
but we will have a king over us; 

20 That we also may be like all 
the nations; and that our king 
may judge us, and go out before 
us, and fight our battles. 

21 And Sdm/u-el heard all the 
words of the people, and he re- 
hearsed them in the ears of the 
LORD. 

22 And the LORD said to Sam’= 
u-el, Hearken unto their voice, 
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and make them a king. 
Sam/’u-el said unto the men of 
Is’ra-el, Go ye every man unto 
his city. 


245 CHAPTER 9

OW there was a man of Bén’- 
| ja-min, whose mame was 
Kish, the son of A-bi’el, the son 
of Zé’rér, the son of Bé-ch6’rath, 
the son of A-phi’ah, a Bén’ja- 
mite, a mighty man of power. 

he had a son, whose 
name was Saul, a choice young 
man, and a goodly: and there 
was not among the children of 
Is’ra-el a goodlier person than 
he: from his shoulders and up- 
ward he was higher than any of 
the people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s 
father were lost. And Kish said 
to Saul his son, Take now one of 
the servants with thee, and arise, 
go seek the asses. 

4 And he passed through mount 
E’phra-im, and passed through 
the land of Shal’i-sha, but they 
found them not: then they passed 
through the land of Sha’lim, and 
there they were not: and he 
passed through the land of the 
Bén’ja-mites, but they found 
them not. 

5 And when they were come to 
the land of Ziph, Saul said to 
his servant that was with him, 
Come, and let us return; lest my 
father leave caring for the asses, 
and take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold 
now, there is in this city a man 
of God, and he is an honourable 
man; all that he saith cometh 
surely to pass: now let us go 
thither: peradventure he can 
shew us our way that we should 


£0. 

7 Then said Saul to his servant, 
But, behold, if we go, what shall 
we bring the man? for the bread 
is spent in our vessels, and there 
is not a present to bring to the 
man of God: what have we? 
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And| 8 And the servant answered 


Saul again, and said, Behold, I 
have here at hand the fourth part 
of a shekel of silver: that will I 
give to the man of God, to tell us 
our way. 

9 (Beforetime in Is’ra-el, when 
aman went to enquire of God, 
thus he spake, Come, and let us 
go to the seer: for he that is now 
called a Prophet was beforetime 
called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his ser- 
vant, Well said; come, let us go. 
So they went unto the city where 
the man of God was. 

11 § And as they went up the 
hill to the city, they found young 
maidens going out to draw water, 
and said unto them, Is the seer 
here? 

12 And they answered them, 
and said, He is; behold, he is 
before you: make haste now, for 
he came to day to the city; for 
there is a sacrifice of the people 
to day in the high place: 

13 As soon as ye be come into 
the city, ye shall straightway find 
him, before he go up to the high 
place to eat: for the people will 
not eat until he come, because he 
doth bless the sacrifice; and 
afterwards they eatthat be bidden. 
Now therefore get you up; for 
about this time ye shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the 
city: and when they were come 
into the city, behold, Sam/’u-el 
came out against them, for to go 
up to the high place. 

15 ¢ Now the LorD had told 
S4m/u-el in his ear a day before 
Saul came, saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the 
land of Bén’ja-min, and thou 
shalt anoint him fo be captain 
over my people Is’ra-el, that he 
may save my people out of the 
hand of the Phi-lis’tines: for I 
have looked upon my people, 
because their cry is come unto 


me. 
17 And when Sam/u-el saw 
Saul, the LoRD said unto him, 
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Behold the man whom I spake 
to thee of! this same shall reign 
over my people. 

i8 Then Saul. drew near to 
Sam/u-el in the gate, and said, 
Tell me, I pray thee, where the 
5eer’s house is. 

19 And Sam/’u-el answered 
Saul, and said, I am the seer: go 
up before me unto the high place; 
for ye shall eat with me to day, 
and to morrow I will let thee go, 
and will tell thee all that is in 
thine heart. : 

20 And as for thine asses that 
were lost three days ago, set not 
thy mind on them; for they are 
found. And on whom is all the 
desire of is’ra-el? Js it not on 
_ thee, and on all thy father’s 
house? 

21 And Saul answered and 
said, Am not I a Bén’ja-mite, of 
the smallest of the tribes of fs’- 
ra-el? and my family the least 
of all the families of the tribe 
of Bén’ja-min? wherefore then 
speakest thou so to me? 

22 And Sam/’u-el took Saul and 
his servant, and brought them 
into the parlour, and made them 
sit in the chiefest place among 
them that were bidden, which 
were about thirty persons. 

23 And Sam/u-el said unto the 
cook, Bring the portion which I 
gave thee, of which I said unto 
thee, Set it by thee. 

24 And the cook took up ‘the 
shoulder, and that which was 
upon it, and set it before Saul. 
And Sa@m/u-el said, Behold that 
which is left! set i¢ before thee, 
and eat: for unto this time hath 
it been kept for thee since I said, I 
have invited the people. So Saul 
did eat with Sam/u-el that day. 

25 4] And when they were come 
down from the high place into the 
city, Sdm/’u-el communed with 
Saul upon the top of the house. 

26 And they arose early: and 
it came to pass about the spring 
of the day, that Saim/’u-el called 
Saul to the top of the house, say- 
ing, Up, that I may send thee 
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away. And Saul arose, and they | 
went out both of them, he and 
Sam/u-el, abroad. 

27 And as they were going down 
to the end of the city, Sam/u-el 
said to Saul, Bid the servant pass 
on before us, (and he passed on,) 
but stand thou still a while, that 
Imay shew thee the word of God. 


CHAPTER 10 246 


1 Samuel anoints Saul. 9 Saul pro- 
phesies. 17 He is chosen by lot. 
HEN Sam/u-el took a vial of — 
oil, and poured if upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said, 
Is it not because the LORD hath 
anointed thee to be captain over 
his inheritance? 

2 When thou art departed from 
me to day, then thou shalt find 
two men by Ra’chel’s sepulchre 
in the border of Bén’ja-min at 
Zél’zah; and they will say unto 
thee, The asses which thou went- 
est to seek are found: and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of 
the asses, and sorroweth for you, 
saying, What shall I do for my 
son? 

3 Then shalt thou go on for- 
ward from thence, and thou shalt 
come to the plain of Ta’boér, and 
there shall meet thee three men 
going up to God to Béth’—el, one 
carrying three kids, and another 
carrying three loaves of bread, 
and another carrying a bottle 
of wine: 

4 And they will salute thee, 
and give thee two loaves of 
bread; which thou shalt receive 
of their hands. 

5 After that thou shalt come to 
the hill of God, where is the 
garrison of the Phi-lis’tines: and 
it shall come to pass, when thou 
art come thither to the city, that 
thou shalt meet a company of 
prophets coming down from the 
high place with a psaltery, and a 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, 
before them; and they shall 
prophesy: — 

6 And the Spirit of the LorD 
will come upon thee, and thou 
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shalt prophesy with them, and 
shalt be turned into another man. 

7 And let it be, when these 

signs are come unto thee, that 
thou do as occasion serve thee; 
for God is with thee. 
8 And thou shalt go down be- 
fore me to Gil’gal; and, behold, 
I will come down unto thee, to 
offer burnt offerings, and to sac- 
rifice sacrifices of peace offer- 
ings: seven days shalt thou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and 
shew thee what thou shalt do. 

9 { And it was so, that when he 
had turned his back to go from 
Sam/u-el, God gave him another 
heart: and all those signs came 
_ to pass that day. ‘ 

10 And when they came thither 
to the hill, behold, a company of 
prophets met him; and the Spirit 
of God came upcn him, and he 
prophesied among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when 
all that knew him beforetime saw 
that, behold, he prophesied among 
the prophets, then the people said 
one to another, What is this that 
is come unto the son of Kish? 
Is Saul also among the prophets? 

12 And one of the same place 
answered and said, But who is 
their father? Therefore it be- 
came a proverb, Js Saul also 
among the prophets? 

_ 13 And when he had made an 
end of prophesying, he came to 
the high place. 

14 ¢ And Saul’s uncle said 
unto him and to his servant, 
Whither went ye? And he said, 
To seek the asses: and when we 
saw that they were no where, we 
came to Sam/u-el. 

15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell 
me, I pray thee, what Sam/u-el 
said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, 
He told us plainly that the asses 
were found. But of the matter 
_ of the kingdom, whereof Sam’u- 
el spake, he told him not. 

17 ¢ And Sam/’u-el called the 
people together unto the LORD 
to Miz’peh; 
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18 And said unto the children 

of is’ra-el, Thus saith the LORD 
God of Is’ra-el, I brought up Is’- 
ra-el out of E’gypt, and delivered 
you out of the hand of the E-zy¥p’- 
tians, and out of the hand of all 
kingdoms, and of them that 
oppressed you: 
19 And ye have this day re- 
jected your God, who himself 
saved you out of all your adver- 
sities and your tribulations; and 
ye have said unto him, Nay, but 
set a king over us. Now there- 
fore present yourselves before 
the LORD by your tribes, and by 
your thousands. 

20 And when Sam/u-el had 
caused all the tribes of Is’ra-el 
to come near, the tribe of Bén’- 
ja-min was taken. 

; en he had caused the 
tribe of Bén’ja-min to come near 
by their families, the family of 
Ma’tri was taken, and Saul the 
son of Kish was taken: and 
when they sought him, he could 
not be found. 

22 Therefore they enquired of 
the LORD further, if the man 
should yet come thither. And 
the LORD answered, Behold, he 
hath hid himself among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched 
him thence: and when he stood 
among the people, he was higher 
than any of the people from his 
shoulders and upward. 

24 And Sam’u-el said to all the 
people, See ye him whom the 
LORD hath chosen, that there is 
none like him among all the peo- 
ple? And all the people shouted, 
and said, God save the king. 

25 Then Sam/u-el told the peo- 
ple the manner of the kingdom, 
and wrote if in a book, and laid it 
up before the LORD. And Sam/’- 
u-el sent all the people away, 
every man to his house. 

26 ¥ And Saul also went home 
to Gib’e-ah; and there went with 
him a band of men, whose hearts 
God had touched. : 

27 But the children of Bé’li-al 
said, How shall this man save 
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us? And they despised him, 
and brought him no presents. 
But he held his peace. 


CHAPTER 11

HEN WNa’hash the Am’mon- 

ite came up, and encamped 

against Ja’besh-gil’e-Ad: and 

all the men of Ja’besh said unto 

Na’hash, Make a covenant with 
us, and we will serve thee. 

2 And Na’hash the Am’mon-ite 
answered them, On this condi- 
tion will I make a covenant with 
you, that I may thrust out all 
your right eyes, and lay it for a 
reproach upon all fis’ra-el. 

3 And the elders of Ja’besh said 
unto him, Give us seven days’ 
respite, that we may send mes- 
sengers unto all the coasts of 
Is’ra-el: and then, if there be no 
man to save us, we will come out 
to thee. 

4 9 Then came the messengers 
to Gib’e-ah of Saul, and told the 
tidings in the ears of the people: 
and all the people lifted up their 
voices, and wept. 

And, behold, Saul came after 
the herd out of the field; and 
Saul said, What aileth the people 
that they weep? And they told 
him the tidings of the men of 
Ja’besh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came 
upon Saul when he heard those 
tidings, and his anger was kin- 
dled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, 
and hewed them in pieces, and 
sent them throughout all the 
coasts of Is’ra-el by the hands of 
messengers, Saying, Whosoever 
cometh not forth after Saul and 
after Sam/u-el, so shail it be done 
unto his oxen. And the fear of 
the LORD fell on the people, and 
they came out with one consent. 
_8 And when he numbered them 
in Bé’zék, the children of {s’- 
ra-el were three hundred thou- 
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thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the mes- 
sengers that came, Thus shall ye 
say unto the men of Ja’besh-il’- 
e-ad, To morrow, by that time 
the sun be hot, ye shall have 
help. And the messengers came 
and shewed it to the men of Ja’- 
besh; and they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Ja’besh 
said, To morrow we will come 
out unto you, and ye shall do 
with us all that seemeth good 
unto you. 

11 And it was so on the mor- 


'row, that Saul put the people in 


three companies; and they came 
into the midst of the host in the 
morning watch, and slew the 
Am/mon-ites until the heat of the 
day: and it came to pass, that 
they. which remained were scat- 
tered, so that two of them were 
not left together. ; 

12 4 And the people said unto 
Sam/u-el, Who is he that said, 
Shall Saul reign over us? bring 
the men, that we may put them 
to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shail 
not a man be put to death this 
day: for to day the LorD hath 
wrought salvation in fs’ra-el. 

14 Then said Sam/’u-el to the 
people, Come, and let us go to 
Gil’gal, and renew the kingdom 
there. 
_15 And all the people went to 
Gil’gal; and there they made 
Saul king before the LORD in 
Gil’gal; and there they sacrificed 
sacrifices of peace offerings be- 
fore the LORD; and there Saul 
and all the men of is’ra-el re- 
joiced greatly.

2 Saul chose him three thou- 
sand men of is’ra-el; whereof 
two thousand were with Saul in 
Mich’mash and in mount Béth’— 
el, and a thousand were with 
Jon’a-than in Gib’e-ah of Bén’- 
ja-min: and the rest of the 
people he sent every man to his 
tent. ; 

3 And Jon’a-than smote the 
garrison of the Phi-lis’tines that 
was in Gé’ba, and the Phi-lis’- 
tines heard of it. And Saul blew 
the trumpet throughout all the 
land, saying, Let the Hé’brews 
hear. J 

4 And all Is’ra-el heard say 
that Saul had smitten a garrison 
of the Phi-lis’tines, and that is’- 
ra-el also was had in abomina- 
tion with the Phi-lis’tines. And 
the people were called together 
after Saul to Gil’gal. 


Saul presumptuously offers sacrifice 





5 § And the Phi-lis’tines gath- 
ered themselves together to fight 
with Is’ra-el, thirty thousand 
chariots, and six thousand horse- 
men, and people as the sand 
which is on the sea shore in mul- 
titude: and they came up, and 
pitched in Mich’mash, eastward 
from Béth—a’ven, | 

6 When the men of is’ra-el saw 
that they were in a strait, (for 
the people were distressed.) then 
the people did hide themselves 
in caves, and in thickets, and in 
dee and in high places, and in 
pits. 

7 And some of the Hé’brews 
went over Jor’dan to the land of 
Gad and Gil’e-ad. As for Saul, 
he was yet in Gil’gal, and all the 
people followed him trembling. 

8 4 And he tarried seven days, 
according to the set time that 
Sam’u-el had appointed: but 
Sam/’u-el came not to Gil’gal3 
and the people were scattered 
from him. ‘ 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a 
burnt offering to me, and peace 
offerings. And he offered the 
burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of 
offering the burnt offering, be- 
hold, Sam/’u-el came: and Saul 
went out to meet him, that he 
might salute him. 

11 4 And Sam/’u-el said, What 
hast thou done? And Saul said, 
Because I saw that the people 
were scattered from me, and that 
thou camest not within the days 
appointed, and that the Phi-lis’- 
tines gathered themselves to- 
gether at Mich’mash; 

12 Therefore said I, The Phi- 
lis’tines will come down now 
upon me to Gil’gal, and I have 
not made supplication unto the 
LORD: I forced myself therefore, 
and offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Sam/’u-el said to Saul, 
Thou hast done foolishly: thou 
hast not kept the commandment 
of the LORD thy God, which he 
commanded thee: for now would 
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kingdom upon Is’ra-el for ever. 
14 But now thy kingdom shall 
not continue: the LORD hath 
sought him a man after his own 
heart, and the LORD hath com- 
manded him fo be captain over 
his people, because thou hast not 
kept that which the LORD com- 
manded thee. 

15 And Sam’u-el arose, and gat 
him up from Gil’gal unto Gib’e-ah 
of Bén’ja-min. And Saul num- 

_bered the people that were pres- 
ent with him, about six hundred 





men. 
16 And Saul, and Jén’a-than | M 


his son, and the people that were 
present with them, abode in 
Gib’e-ah of Bén’ja-min: but the 
Phi-lis’tines encamped in Mich’- 


mash. 

17 4 And the spoilers came out 
of the camp of the Phi-lis’tines in 
three companies: one company 
turned unto the way that leadeth 
to Oph’rah, unto the land of 
Shu/al: 

18 And another company turned 
the way fo Béth-ho’ron: and 
another company turned fo the 
way of the border that looketh to 
the valley of Ze-b6’/im toward 
the wilderness. s 

19 ¥ Now there was no smith 
found throughout all the land of 
ts’ra-el: for the Phi-lis’tines 
said, Lest the Hé’brews make 
them swords or spears: 

20 But all the Is’ra-el-ites went 
down to the Phi-lis’tines, to 
sharpen every man his share, and 
his coulter, and his ax, and his 
mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the 
-mattocks, and for the coulters, 
and for the forks, and for the 
axes, and to sharpen the goads. 
- 22 Soitcame to pass in the day 
of battle, that there was neither 
sword nor spear found in the 
hand of any of the people that 
were with Saul and Jon’a-than: 
but with Saul and with Jién’a- 
than his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the

45 The pre Nahe 
Now it came to pass upon a 

day, that Jon’a-than the son 
of Saul said unto the young man 
that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over to the Phi-lis’ tines? 
garrison, that is on the other side. 
But he told not his father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the utter- 
most part of Gib’e-ah under a 
pomegranate tree which is in 
ig’ron: and the people that 
were with him were about six 
hundred men; 

3 And A-hi’ah, the son of A-hi’- 
tub, I/-cha-bod’s brother, the 
son of Phin’e-has, the son of 
E’/li, the LORD’S priest in Shi/loh, 
wearing an ephod. And the 
people knew not that Jon’a-than 
was gone. 

4 4 And between the passages, 
by which Jon’a-than sought to go 
over unto the Phi-lis’tines’ gar- 
rison, there was a sharp rock on 
the one side, and a sharp rock on 
the other side: and the name of 
the one was Bo’zéz, and the name 
of the other Sé’neh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against 
Mich/mash, and the other south- 
ward over against Gib’e-ah. 

6 And Joén’a-than said to the 
young man that bare his armour, 
Come, and let us go over unto the 
garrison of these uncircumcised: 
it may be that the LorD will 
work for us: for there is no re- 
straint to the LORD to save by 
many or by few. | 

And his armourbearer said 
unto him, Do all that is in thine 
heart: turn thee; behold, I am 
with thee according to thy heart. 

8 Then said J6n’a-than, Be- 
hold, we will pass over unto 
these men, and we will discover 
ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, 
Tarry until we come to you; 
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then we will stand still in our 
place, and will not go up unto 


em. 

10 But if they say thus, Come 
up unto us; then we will go up: 
for the LORD hath delivered them 
into our hand: and this shail be 
a sign unto us. 

11 And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of 
the Phi-lis’tines: and the Phi- 
lis’tines said, Behold, the Hé’- 
brews come forth out of the holes 
where they had hid themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison 
answered Jon’a-than and his ar- 
mourbearer, and said, Come up 
to us, and we will shew you a 
thing. And J6én’a-than said unto 
his armourbearer, Come up after 
me: for the LORD hath delivered 
them into the hand of is’ra-el. 

13 And J6n’a-than climbed up 
upon his hands and upon his feet, 
and his armourbearer after him: 
and they fell before J6n’a-than; 
and his armourbearer slew after 


im. 

14 And that first slaughter, 
which J6én’a-than and his ar- 
mourbearer made, was about 
twenty men, within as it were an 
half acre of land, which a yoke of 
oxen might plow. 

15 And there was trembling in 
the host, in the field, and among 
all the people: the garrison, and 
the spoilers, they also trembled, 
and the earth quaked: so it was 
a very great trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul 
in Gib’e-ah of Bén’ja-min looked; 
and, behold, the multitude melted 
away, and they went on beating 
down one another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the 
people that were with him, Num- 
ber now, and see who is gone 
from us. And when they had 
numbered, behold, J6n’a-than 
and his armourbearer were not 
there. 

18 And Saul said unto A-hi’ah, 
Bring hither the ark of God. For 
the ark of God was at that time 
with the children of Is’ra-el. 
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19 4 And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that 
the noise that was in the host of 
the Phi-lis’tines went on and in- 
creased: and Saul said unto the 
priest, Withdraw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled 
themselves, and they came to the 
battle: and, behold, every man’s 
Sword was against his fellow, 
and there was a very great dis- 
comfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hé’brews that 
were with the Phi-lis’tines before 
that time, which went up with 
them into the camp from the 
country round about, even_ they 
also turned to be with the is’ra- 
el-ites that were with Saul and 
Jon’a-than. 

22 Likewise all the men of fs’- 
ra-el which had hid themselves 
in mount E’phra-im, when they 
heard that the Phi-lis’tines fled, 
even they also followed hard after 
them in the battie. : 

23 So the LORD saved Is’ra-el 
that day: and the battle passed 
over unto Béth-a’ven. | 

24 {And the men of fs’ra-el 
were distressed that day: for 
Saul had adjured the people, 
saying, Cursed be the man that 
eateth any food until evening, 
that I may be avenged on mine 
enemies. So none of the people 
tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land 
came to a wood; and there was 
honey upon the ground. 

26 And when the people were 
come into the wood, behold, the 
honey dropped; but no man put 
his hand to his mouth: for the 
people feared the oath. 

27 But Jon’a-than heard not 
when his father charged the 
people with the oath: wherefore 
he put forth the end of the rod 
that was in his hand, and dipped 
it in an honeycomb, and put his 
hand to his mouth; and his eyes 
were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the 
people, and said, Thy father 
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straitly charged the people with | Phi-lis’tines? wilt thou deliver 


an oath, saying, Cursed be the 
man that eateth any food this 
day. And the people were faint. 
29 Then said Jon’a-than, My 
father hath troubled the land: 
see, I pray you, how mine eyes 


have been enlightened, because I | d 


tasted a little of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply 
the people had eaten freely to day 
of the spoil of their enemies 
which they found? for had there 
not been now a much greater 
slaughter among the Phi-lis’- 


es? 

31 And they smote the Phi-lis’- 
tines that day from Mich’mash 
to Aij’a-lon: and the people were 
very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, 
and calves, and slew them on the 
ground: and the people did eat 
them with the blood. 

33 {_Then they told Saul, say- 
ing, Behold, the people sin 
against the LORD, in that they 
eat with the blood. And he said, 
Ye have transgressed: roll a 
great stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse 
yourselves among the people, and 
say unto them, Bring me hither 
every man his ox, and every man 
his sheep, and slay them here, 
and eat; and sin not against the 
LORD in eating with the blood. 
And all the people brought every 
man his ox with him that night, 
and slew them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto 
the LorpD: the same was the 
first altar that he built unto the 


ORD. 

36 ¢ And Saul said, Let us go 
down after the Phi-lis’tines by 
night, and spoil them until the 
morning light, and let us not 
leave a man of them. And they 
said, Do whatsoever seemeth 
good unto thee. Then said the 
priest, Let us draw near hither 
unto God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of 
God, Shall I go down after the

38 And Saul said, Draw ye 
near hither, all the chief of the 
people: and know and see 
wherein this sin hath been this 


ay. 

39 For, as the LORD liveth, 
which saveth is’ra-el, though it 
be in Jon’a-than my son, he shall 
surely die. But there was not a 
man among all the people that 
answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all fs’- 
ra-el, Be ye on one side, and I 
and Jon’a-than my son will be on 
the other side. And the peopie 
said unto Saul, Do what seemeth 
good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the 
LORD God of is’ra-el, Give a 
perfect lof. And Saul and Jén’- 
a-than were taken: but the 
people escaped. | 

43 And Saul said, Cast lots be- 
tween me and Jon’a-than my 
son. And Jon’a-than was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to Jén’a- 
than, Tell me what thou hast 
done. And Jjon’a-than told him, 
and said, I did but taste a little 
honey with the end of the rod 
that was in mine hand, and lo, 
I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do 
so and more also: for thou shalt 
surely die, J6n’a-than. 

45 And the people said unto 
Saul, Shall Jon’a-than die, who 
hath wrought this great salva- 
tion in Is’ra-el? God forbid: as 
the LORD liveth, there shall not 
one hair of his head fall to the 
ground; for he hath wrought 
with God this day. So the 
people rescued Jon’a-than, that 
he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from fol- 
lowing the Phi-lis’tines: and the 
Phj-lis’tines went to their own 


place. 

47 { So Saul took the kingdom 
over Is’ra-el, and fought against 
all his enemies on every side, 
against M6o’ab, and against the 
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children, of Am’mon, and against 
E’dom, and against the kings of 
Zo'bah, and against the Phi-lis’- 
tines: and whithersoever he 
turned himself, he vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an_ host, 
and smote the Am/a-lék-ites, 
and delivered Is’ra-el out of the 
hands of them that spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were 
Jon’a-than, and ish’u-i, and 
Mél’chi-shu’a: and the names of 
his two daughters were these; 
the name of the firstborn Mé’rab, 
and the name of the younger 
Mi’chal: 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife 
was A-hin’o-am, the daughter of 
A-him’a-4z: and the name of the 
captain of his host was Ab’‘nér, 
the son of Nér, Saul’s uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of 
Saul; and Nér the father of Ab’- 
nér was the son of A-bi’el. 

52 And there was sore war 
against the Phi-lis’tines all the 
days of Saul: and when Saul 
saw any strong man, or any val- 
iant man, he took him unto him. 
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i Saul spares Agag. 
nounces Saul. 32 Agag killed. 
oe re also said unto Saul, 

The LORD sent me to anoint 
thee to be king over his people, 
over Is’ra-el: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of 
the words of the Lorp. 

2 Thus saith the LoRD of hosts, 
I remember that which Am/a-lék 
did to Is’ra-el, how he laid wait 
for him in the way, when he came 
up from E’s¥pt. 

3 Now go and smite Am/a-lék, 
and utterly destroy all that they 
have, and spare them not: but 
slay both man and woman, in 
fant and suckling, ox and sheep, 
camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people 
together, and numbered them in 
Tél’a-im, two hundred thousand 
footmen, and ten thousand men 
of Ja’dah. ; 

S And Saul came to a city of 
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Saul and the Amalekites 


Am/a-lék, and laid wait in the 
valley. . 

6 §_And Saul said unto the 
Ken‘ites, Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Am/a-lék- 
ites, lest I destroy you with them: 
for ye shewed kindness to all 
the children of Is’ra-el, when 
they came up out of £’g¥pt. So 
the Kén/ites departed from among 
the Am/a-lék-ites, . 

7 And Saul smote the Am/’a- 
lék-ites from Hav’i-lah until 
thou comest to Shir, that is over - 
against E’gypt. i 

8 And he took A’gdg the king 
of the Am’a-lék-ites alive, and 
utterly destroyed all the people 
with the edge of the sword. 

9 But Saul and the people 
spared A’gag, and the best of the 
Sheep, and of the oxen, and of 
the fatlings, and the lambs, and 
all that was good, and would not 
utterly destroy them: but every 
thing. that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 4 Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Sam/u-el, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have 
set up Saul fo be king: for he is 
turned back from following me, 
and hath not performed my 
commandments. And it grieved 
Sam/u-el; and he cried unto the 
LORD all night. 

12 And when Sd&m/’u-el rose 
early to meet Saul in the morn- 
ing, it was told Sam/’u-el, saying, 
Saul came to Car’mel, and, be- 
hold, he set him up a place, and 
1S gone about, and passed on, 
and gone down to Gil’gal. 

13 And Sam/u-el' came to Saul: 
and Saul said unto him, Blessed 
be thou of the LorpD: T have 
performed the commandment of 
the LorD. 

14 And Sam/’u-el said, What 
meaneth then this bleating of the 
sheep in mine ears, and the low- 
ing of the oxen which I hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have 
brought them from the Am/a-lék- 
ites: for the people spared the 
best of the sheep and of the OXENs 
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to sacrifice unto the LorD thy 
God; and the rest we have utter- 
ly destroyed. 

-16 Then Sdam/’u-el said unto 
Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee 
what the LORD hath said to me 
this night. And he said unto 
him, Say on. 

17 And Sam/u-el said, When 
thou wast little in thine own 
sight, wast thou not made the 
head of the tribes of is’ra-el, and 
the LORD anointed thee king 
over Is’ra-el?

19 Wherefore then didst thou 
not obey the voice of the LorpD, 
but didst fly upon the spoil, and 
didst evil in the sight of the 
LORD? 

20 And Saul said unto Sam/’u- 
el, Yea, I have obeyed the voice 
of the LORD, and have gone the 
way which the LORD sent me, 
and have brought A’gdg the king 
of Am/’a-lék, and have utterly 
destroyed the Am/’a-lék-ites. 

21 But the people took of the 
spoil, sheep and oxen, the chief 
of the things which should have 
been utterly destroyed, to sacrifice 
unto the LORD thy God in Gil’zgal. 

22 And Sam/u-el said, Hath 
the LORD as great delight in 
burnt offerings and sacrifices, as 
in obeying the voice of the LORD? 
Behold, to obey is better than 
sacrifice, and to hearken than the 
fat of rams. : 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of 
Witchcraft, and stubbornness is 
as iniquity and idolatry. Be- 
cause thou hast rejected the 
word of the LORD, he hath also 
rejected thee from being king. 

24 4 And Saul said unto Sam/’- 
u-el, I have sinned: for I have 
transgressed the commandment 
of the LORD, and thy words: be- 
cause I feared the people, and 
obeyed their voice.

with me, that I may worship the 
LORD. 

26 And Sam/u-el said unto Saul, 
I will not return with thee: for 
thou hast rejected the word of 
the LORD, and the LorpD hath 
rejected thee from being king 
over Is’ra-el. 

27 And as S&am/’u-el turned 
about to go away, he laid hold 
upon the skirt of his mantle, and 
it rent. 

28 And Sam/u-el said unto him, 
The LORD hath rent the king- 
dom of is’ra-el from thee this 
day, and hath given it to a neigh- 
bour of thine, that is better than 
thou. 

_29 And also the Strength of 
Is’ra-el will not lie nor repent:

34 4 Then Sam/u-el went to 
Ra’/mah; and Saul went up to 
his house to Gib’e-ah of Saul. 

35 And Sam/’u-el came no more 
to see Saul until the day of his 
death: nevertheless Sam/u-el 
mourned for Saul: and the LORD 
repented that he had made Saul 
king over Is’ra-el.

Da’vid had made an end of 
speaking these words unto Saul, 
that Saul said, fs this thy voice, 
my son Da’vid? And Saul 
lifted up his voice, and wept. 

17 And he said to Da’vid, Thou 
art more righteous than I: for 
thou hast rewarded me good,

18 And thou hast shewed this 
day how that thou hast dealt well 
with me: forasmuch as when 
the LORD had delivered me into 
thine hand, thou killedst me not.

eace. 

22 9 And, behold, the servants 
of Da’vid and J6’ab came from 
pursuing a troop, and brought in 
a great spoil with them: but 
Ab’nér was not with Da’vid in 
Hé’bron; for he had sent him 
away, and he was gone in 
peace. 

23 When Jo’ab and all the host 
that was with him were come 
they told Jo’ab, saying, Ab’nét 
the son of Nér came to the king, 
and he hath sent him away, an 
he is gone in peace. ‘ 

24 Then J6’ab came to the kin 
and said, What hast thou done 
behold, Ab’nér came unto thee; 
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why is it that thou hast sent him 
away, and he is quite gone? 

25 Thou knowest Ab’nér the 
son of Nér, that he came to de- 
ceive thee, and to know thy go- 
ing out and thy coming in, and 
to know all that thou doest. 

26 And when Jo’ab was come 
out from Da’vid, he sent mes- 
sengers after Ab’nér, which 
brought him again from the well 
of Si’rah: but Da’vid knew 7t not. 

27 And when Ab’/nér was re- 
turned to Hé’bron, J6’ab took 
him aside in the gate to speak 
with him quietly, and smote him 
there under the fifth rib, that he 
died, for the blood of A’sa-hél 
his brother. 

28 4 And afterward when Da’- 
vid heard it, he said, I and my 
kingdom are guiltless before the 
LORD for ever from the blood of 
Ab/nér the son of Nér 

29 Let it rest on the head of 
Jo’ab, and on all his father’s 
house; and let there not fail 
from the house of J6’ab one that 
hath an issue, or that is a leper, 
or that leaneth on a staff, or that 
falleth on the sword, or that 
lacketh bread. 

30 So J6’ab and A-bish’4-i his 
brother slew Ab’nér, because he 
had slain their brother A’sa-hél 
at Gib’e-on in the battle. 

31 §Y And Da’vid said to J6’ab, 
and to all the people that were 
with him, Rend your clothes, 
and gird you with sackcloth, and 
mourn before Ab’nér. And king 
Da’vid himself followed the 


bier. 

32 And they buried Ab’nér in 
Hé’bron: and the king lifted up 
his voice, and wept at the grave 
of Ab’nér; and all the people 


wept. 
33 And the king lamented over 
Ab’nér, and said, Died Ab’nér as 
_a fool dieth? 
_ 34 Thy hands were not bound, 
nor thy feet put into fetters: as 
-a man falleth before wicked 
men, so fellest thou. And all the 
people wept again over him. 
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35 And when all the people 
came to cause D§a’vid to eat 
meat while it was yet day, Da’- 
vid sware, saying, So do God to 
me, and more also, if I taste 
bread, or ought else, till the sun 
be down. 

36 And all the people took no- 
tice of it, and it pleased them: 
as whatsoever the king did 
pleased all the people. 

_37 For all the people and all 
Is’ra-el understood that day that 
it was not of the king to slay 
Ab’nér the son of Nér. 

38 And the king said unto his 
servants, Know ye not that there 
is a prince and a great man fallen 
this day in Is’ra-el? 

39 And I am this day weak, 
though anointed king; and these 
men the sons of Zér-u-i’/ah be 
too hard for me: the LORD shall 
reward the doer of evil according 
to his wickedness. 


CHAPTER 4 271 

1 Ish-bosheth is murdered. 9 David 
slays the murderers. 

ND when Saul’s son heard 

that Ab’nér was dead in 

Hé’bron, his hands were feeble, 

and all the Is’ra-el-ites were 

troubled. 

2 And Saul’s son had two men 
that were captains of bands: the 
name of the one was Ba/’a-nah, 
and the name of the other Ré’- 
chab, the sons of Rim’mon a 
Bé-é’roth-ite, of the children of 
Bén’ja-min: (for Bé-é’roth also 
was reckoned to Bén’ja-min. 

3 And the Bé-é’roth-ites fled 
to Git’ta-im, and were sojourners 
there until this day.) 

4 And Joén’a-than, Saul’s son, 
had a son that was lame of his 
feet. He was five years old 
when the tidings came of Saul 
and Jon’a-than out of Jéz’re-el; 
and his nurse took him up, and 
fled: and it came to pass, as she 
made haste to flee, that he fell; 
and became lame. And _ his 
name was Mé-phib’o-shéth. ’ 

5 And the sons of Rim’mon the 
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Bé-é’roth-ite, Ré’chab and Ba’a- 
nah, went, and came about the 
heat of the day to the house of 

Ish—bdo’sheth, who lay on a bed 
at noon. ; 

6 And they came thither into 
the midst of the house, as 
though they would have fetched 
wheat; and they smote him 
under the fifth rib: and Ré’chab 
and Ba’a-nah his brother es- 
caped. 7 . 

7 For when they came into the 
house, he lay on his bed in his 
bedchamber, and they smote 
him, and slew him, and be- 
headed him, and took his head, 
and gat them away through the 
plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of 
ish—bd’sheth unto Da’vid to Hé’- 
bron, and said to the king, Be- 
hold the head of Ish—b6’sheth the 
son of Saul thine enemy, which 
sought thy life; and the LORD 
hath avenged my lord the king 
this day of Saul, and of his seed. 

9 4 And Da’vid answered Ré’- 
chab and Ba’a-nah his brother, 
the sons of Rim’mon the Bé-é’- 
roth-ite, and said unto them, As 
the LORD liveth, who hath re- 
deemed my soul out of ail 
adversity, 

10 When one told me, saying, 
Behold, Saul is dead, thinking 
to have brought good tidings, I 
took hold of him, and slew him 
in Zik/lag, who thought that I 
would have given him a reward 
for his tidings: 

11 How much more, when 
wicked men have slain a right- 
eous person in his own house 
upon his bed? shall I not there- 
fore now require his blood o 
your hand, and take you away 
from the earth? 

12 And Da’vid commanded his 
young men, and they slew them, 
and cut off their hands and their 
feet, and hanged them_up over 
the pool in Hé’bron. But they 
took the head of Ish—bdé’sheth, 
and buried it in the sepulchre of 
Ab’nér in Hé’bron. 
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CHAPTER 5 272 


1 David anointed king of all Israel. 6 
He dwells at Jerusalem. 138 Eleven 
sons are born to him. 

HEN came_all the tribes of 

Is’ra-el to Da’vid unto Hé’- 

bron, and spake, saying, Behold, 
we are thy bone and thy flesh 

2 Also in time past, when Saul 
was king over us, thou wast he 
that leddest out and broughtest 
in Is’ra-el: and the LORD said 
to thee, Thou shalt feed my 
people Is’ra-el, and thou shalt 
be a captain over Is’ra-el._ 

3 So all the elders of _is’ra-el 
came to the king to Hé’bron; 
and king Da’/vid made a league 
with them in Hé’bron before the 
LORD: and they anointed Da’- 
vid king over Is’ra-el. 

4 { Da’vid was thirty years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned forty years. 

5 In Hé’bron he reigned over 
Ja’dah seven years and six 
months: and in Jé-ru’sd4-lém he 
reigned thirty and ae years 
over all Is’ra-el and Jia’d 

6 4 And the king and pp men 
went to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the 
Jéb’u-sites, the inhabitants of 
the land: which spake unto Da’- 
vid, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou 

shalt not come in hither: think- 
ing, Da’vid cannot come in hither. 

7 Nevertheless Da’vid took the 
strong hold of Zi’6n: the same is 
the city of Da’vid. 

8 And D4a’vid said on that day, 
Whosoever getteth up to the gut- 
ter, and smiteth the Jéb’u-sites, 
and the lame and the blind, that 
are hated of Da’vid’s soul, he 
be chief and_ captain. 
Bette they said, The blind 
and the lame shall not come into 
the house. 

9 So Da’vid dwelt in the fort, 
and called it the city of Da’vid.

10 And Da’vid went on, and 
grew great, and the LORD God 
of hosts was with him. 
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11 § And Hi’ram king of Tyre 
sent messengers to Da’vid, and 
cedar trees, and carpenters, and 
masons: and they built Da’vid 
an house. :

16 And £-lish’a-ma, and £-li’- 
a-da, and E-liph’a-lét. 

17 § But when the Phi-lis’- 
tines heard that they had 
anointed Da’vid king over Is’- 
ra-el, all the Phi-lis’tines came 
up to seek Da’vid; and Da’vid 
heard of zt, and went down to 
the hold. ¢ 

18 The Phi-lis’tines also came 
and spread themselves in the 
valley of Réph’a-im. | 

19 And Da’vid enquired of the 
LORD, saying, Shall I go up to 
the Phi-lis’tines? wilt thou de- 
liver them into mine hand? And 
the LORD said unto Da’vid, Go 
up; for I will doubtless deliver 
the Phi-lis’tines into thine hand. 

20 And Da’vid came to Ba’al— 
pér’a-zim, and D4a’vid smote 
them there, and said, The LORD 
hath broken forth upon mine ene- 
mies before me, as the breach of 
waters. Therefore he called the 
name of that place Ba’al—pér’-

21 And there they left their 
images, and Da’vid and his men 
burned them. 

22 § And the Phi-lis’tines came 
up yet again, and spread them- 
selves in the valley of Réph’a-im.

24 And let it be, when thou 
hearest the sound of a going in 
the tops of the mulberry trees, 
that then thou shalt bestir thy- 
self: for then shall the LORD go 
out before thee, to smite the host 
of the Phi-lis’tines. 

25 And Da’vid did so, as the 
LORD had commanded him; and 
smote the Phi-lis’tines from 
Gé’ba until thou come to Ga’zér.

arkof God. ~ t 

8 And Da’vid was displeased, 
because the LORD had 
breach upon Uz’/zah: 
called the name of the place 
Pé’rez—tiz’zah to this day. 

9 And Da’vid was afraid of the 
LORD that day, and said, How 
shall the ark of the LORD come 
to me? 

10 So Da’vid would not remove 
the ark of the LORD unto him 
into the city of Da’vid: but 
Da’vid carried it aside into the 
house of O’bed—é’dom the Git’tite. 

11 And the ark of the LoRD 
continued in the house of 6’bed— 
é’dom the Git’tite three months: 
and the LORD blessed 0’bed— 
é’dom, and all his household. 

12 § And it was told king Da’- 
vid, saying, The LORD hath 
blessed the house of 0’bed—é’dom, 
and all that pertaineth unto him, 
because of the ark of God.

9 | Then the king called to 
Zi’ba, Saul’s servant, and said 
unto him, I have given unto thy 
master’s son all that pertained to 
Saul and to all his house.

14 For we must needs die, and 
are as water spilt on the ground, 
which cannot be gathered up 
again; neither doth God respect 
any person: yet doth he devise 
means, that his banished be not 
expelled from him. 

15 Now therefore that I am 
come to speak of this thing unto 
my lord the king, it is because the 
people have made me afraid: and 
thy handmaid said, I will now 
speak unto the king; it may be 
that the king will perform the re- 
quest of his handmaid. 

16 For the king will hear, to 
deliver his handmaid out of the 
hand of the man that would de- 
stroy me and my son together out 
of the inheritance of God. 

17 Then thine handmaid said, 
The word of my lord the king 
shall now be comfortable: for 
as an angel of God, so is my lord 
the king to discern good and 
bad: therefore the LORD thy 
God will be with thee. | 

18 Then the king answered and > 
said unto the woman, Hide not | 
from me, I pray thee, the thing 
that I shall ask thee. And the 
woman said, Let my lord the king 
now speak. 

19 And the king said, Js not the 
hand of J6’ab with thee in all 
this? And the woman answered 
and said, As thy soul liveth, my 
lord the king, none can turn to 
the right hand or to the left from 
ought that my lord the king hath 
spoken: for thy servant J6’ab, he 
bade me, and he put all these 
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words in the mouth of thine 


handmaid: : 

20 To fetch about this form of 
speech hath thy servant Jd’ab 
done this thing: and my lord is

21 4 And the king said unto 
Jo’/ab, Behold now, I have done 
this thing: go therefore, bring 
the young man Ab’sa-lém 
again. 

22 And Jdé’ab fell to the ground 
on his face, and bowed himself, 
and thanked the king: and 
Jo’ab said, To day thy servant 
knoweth that I have found grace 
in thy sight, my lord, O king, in 
that the king hath fulfilled the re- 
quest of his servant. 

-23 So J6’ab arose and went to 
Gé’shtr, and brought Ab’sa-lom 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

24 And the king said, Let him 
turn to his own house, and let 
him not see my face.

28 {So Ab’sa-lom dwelt two 
full years in Jé-ru’sd-lém, and 
saw not the king’s face. 

29 Therefore Ab’sa-l6m sent for 
J6’ab, to have sent him to the 
king; but he would not come to 

im: and when he sent again the 
second time, he would not come. 
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30 Therefore he said unto his 
servants, See, J6’ab’s field is 
near mine, and he hath barley 
there; go and setiton fire. And 
Ab’sa-lom’s servants set the field 
on fire. 

31 Then J6’ab arose, and came 
to Ab’sa-l6m unto his house, and 
said unto him, Wherefore have 
thy servants set my field on fire? 

32 And Ab’sa-l6m answered 
J6’ab, Behold, I sent unto thee, 
saying, Come hither, that I may 
scnd thee to the king, to say, 
Wherefore am I come from Gé’- 
shir? it had been good for me 
to have been there still: now 
therefore let me see the king’s 
face; andif there be any iniquity 
in me, let him kill me. 

33 So J60’ab came to the king, 
and told him: and when he had 
called for Ab’sa-lom, he came to 
the king, and bowed himself on 
his face to the ground before the 


king: and the king kissed

by me, and his word was in my 
tongue. 
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3 The God of Is’ra-el said, the 
Rock of Is’ra-el spake to me, He 
that ruleth over men must be 
just, ruling in the fear of God. 

4 And he shall be as the light 
of the morning, when the sun 
riseth, even a morning without 
clouds; as the tender grass 
springing out of the earth by 
clear shining after rain. 

Although my house be not 
so with God; yet he hath made 
with me an everlasting covenant, 
ordered in all things, and sure: 
for this is all my salvation, and 
all my desire, although he make 
it not to grow. 

6 | But the sons of Bé'li-al 
Shall be all of them as thorns 
thrust away, because they can- 
not be taken with hands:

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as it is written in the law of 
MO’ses, that thou mayest pros- 
per in all that thou doest, and 
whithersoever thou turnest thy- 


self: 

4 That the LORD may con- 
tinue his word which he spake 
concerning me, saying, If thy 
children take heed to their way, 
to walk before me in truth with 


| all their heart and with all their 


soul, there shall not fail thee 
(said he) a man on the throne of 
Is’ra-el. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also 
what Jo’ab the son of Zér-u-i’/ah 
did to me, and what he did to 
the two captains of the hosts of 
ts’ra-el, unto Ab’nér the son of 
Nér, and unto Am/a-sa the son 
of Jé’thér, whom he slew, and 
shed the blood of war in peace, 
and put the blood of war upon his 
girdle that was about his loins, 
and in his shoes that were on 


his feet. 


6 Do therefore according to 
thy wisdom, and let not his hoar 
head go down to the grave in 
peace. : 

7 But shew kindness unto the 
sons of Bar-zi)’la-1 the Gil’e-ad- 
ite, and let them be of those that 
eat at thy table: for so they 
came to me when I fled because 
of Ab’sa-lém thy brother. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with 
thee Shim’e-i the son of Gé’ra, a 
Bén’ja-mite of Ba-hi’rim, which 
cursed me with a grievous curse 
in the day when I went to Ma-ha- 
na’/im: but he came down to 
meet me at Jér’dan, and I sware 
to him by the LORD, saying, I 
will not put thee to death with the 
sword. ; 

9 Now therefore hold him not 
guiltless: for thou art a wise 
man, and knowest what thou 
oughtest to do unto him; but his 
hoar head bring thou down to the 
grave with blood. ; : 

10 So Da’vid slept with his 
and was buried in the 


11 And the days that Da’vid 
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reigned over Is’ra-el were forty 
years: seven years reigned he in 
Hé’bron, and thirty and three 
hate reigned he in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 
2 4 Then sat_S6l’o-mon upon 
the throne of Da’vid his father; 
and his kingdom was established 
greatly, ie 
3 ¥ And Ad-o-ni’jah the son of 
Haeg’zith came to Bath’—shé-ba 
the mother of S6l’o-mon. And 
she said, Comest thou peace- 
ably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have 
somewhat to say unto thee. And 
she said, Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest 
that the kingdom was mine, and 
that all Is’ra-el set their faces on 
me, that I should reign: howbeit 
the kingdom is turned about, and 
is become my brother’s: for it 
was his from the LORD. 

16 And now I ask one petition 
of thee, deny me not. And she 
said unto him, Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray 
thee, unto Sol’o-mon the king, 
(for he will not say thee nay,) 
that he give me Ab/’i-shag the 
Shu’nam-mite to wife. 

18 And Bath’—-shé-ba _ said, 
Well; : will speak for thee unto 
the kin 

19 ¥ Bath’-shé-b4 therefore 
went unto king Sol’o-mon, to 
speak unto him for Ad-o-ni’jah. 
And the king rose up to meet her, 
and bowed himself unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and 
caused a seat to be set for the 
king’s mother; and she sat on 
his right hand. ; 

20 Then she said, I desire one 
small petition of thee; J pray 
thee, say me not nay. And the 
king said unto her, Ask on, my 
mother: for I will not say thee 


nay. 
-21 And she said, Let Ab’i-shag 
the Shu’nam-mite be given to 
Ad-o-ni’jah thy brother to wife. 
22 And king Sol’o-mon an- 
swered and said unto his mother, 
And why dost thou ask Ab’/i-shag 
the Shu’nam-mite for Ad-o-ni’-

jah? ask for him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; 
even for him, and for A-bi’a-thir 
the priest, and for J6’ab the son 
of Zér-u-i’ah. 

23 Then king S6l’o-mon sware 
by the LORD, saying, God do so 
to me, and more also, if Ad-o-ni’- 
jah have not spoken this word 
against his own life. 

24 Now therefore, as the LORD 
liveth, which hath established 
me, and set me on the throne of 
Da’vid my father, and who hath 
made me an house, as he prom- 
ised, Ad-o-ni’jah shall be put to 
death this day. 

25 And king Sol’o-mon sent by 
the hand of Bé-na’iah the son of 
Jé-hoi’a-da; and he fell upon 
him that he died. 

26 § And unto A-bi’a-thdr the 
priest said the king, Get thee to 
An’a-thoth, unto thine own 
fields; for thou art worthy of 
death: but I will not at this time 
put thee to death, because thou 
barest the ark of the Lord Gop 
before Da’vid my father, and be- 
cause thou hast been afflicted in 
all wherein my father was 
afflicted. | 
_27 So. Sdl’o-mon_ thrust out 
A-bi’a-thar from being priest 
unto the LORD; that he might 
fulfil the word of the LorRD, 
which he spake concerning the 
house of E£’li in Shiloh. 

28 | Then tidings came to 
Jo’ab: for Jo’ab had turned 
after Ad-o-ni’/jah, though he 
turned not after Ab’sa-ldm. And 
J6’ab fled unto the tabernacle of 
the LORD, and caught hold on 
the horns of the altar. 

29 And it was told kine Sdl’o- 
mon that J6’ab was fled unto the 
tabernacle of the LORD; and, 
behold, he is by the altar. Then 
Sél’o-mon_ sent Bé-na’iah the 
son of Jé-hoi’a-da, saying, Go, 
fall upon him. 

30 And Bé-na’iah came to the | 
tabernacle of the LORD, and said 
unto him, Thus saith the king, 
Come forth. And he said, Nay;

32 And the LORD shall return 
his blood upon his own head, 
who fell upon two men more 
righteous and better than he, and 
slew them with the sword, my 
father Da’vid not knowing there~ 
of, to wit, Ab’nér the son of Nér, 
captain of the host of Is’ra-el, 
and Am/’a-sa the son of Jé’thér, 
captain of the host of Ja’dah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore 
return upon the head of. Jo’ab, 
and upon the head of his seed 
for ever: but upon Da’vid, and 
upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall 
there be peace for ever from the 
LORD. : 

34 So Bé-na’iah the son of Jé- 
hoi’a-da went up, and fell upon 
him, and slew him: and he was 
buried in his own house in the 
wilderness. 

35 § And the king put Bé-na’- 
iah the son of Jé-hoi’a-da in his 
room over the host: and Za’d6k 
the priest did the king put in the 
poor of A-bi’a-thdr. 

And the king sent and 
one for Shim’e-1, and said un- 
to him, Build thee an house in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any 
whither.

3 And S6l’o-mon loved the 
LORD, walking in the statutes of 
Da’vid his father: only he sacri- 
ficed and burnt iricense in high 
places. ; i 

4 And the king went to Gib’e-on 
to sacrifice there; for that was 
the great high place: a thousand 
burnt offerings did Sd6l’o-mon 
offer upon that altar. 

5 {In Gib’e-on the LORD ap- 
peared to Sol’o-mon in a dream 
by night: and God said, Ask 
what I shall give thee. 

6 And Sol’o-mon said, Thou 
hast shewed unto thy servant 
Da’vid my father great mercy, 
according as he walked before 
thee in truth, and in righteous- 
ness, and in uprightness of heart 
with thee; and thou hast kept for 
him this great kindness, that 
thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne, as i¢ is this day. 

And now, O LORD my God, 
thou hast made thy servant king 
instead of Da’vid my father: 
and I am but a little child: I 
know not how to go out or come

8 And thy servant is in the 
midst of thy people which thou 
hast chosen, a great people, 
that cannot be numbered nor 
counted for multitude.

20 § Ju’dah and Is’ra-el were 
many, as the sand which is by 
the sea in multitude, eating and 
drinking, and making merry. 

21 And Sol’o-mon reigned over 
all kingdoms from the river unto 
the land of the Phi-lis’tines, and 
unto the border of E’gypt: they 
brought presents, and served 
Bees all the days of his 


22 q And Sol’o-mon’s provi- 
sion for one day was thirty 
measures of fine flour, and 
threescore measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty 
oxen out of the pastures, and an 
hundred sheep, beside harts, and 
roebucks, and fallowdeer, and 
fatted fow 

24 For ic had dominion over 
all the region on this side the 
river, from Tiph’sah even _to 
Az’zah, over all the kings on this 
side the river: and he had peace 
on all sides round about him. 

25 And Jia’dah and _ {Is’ra-el 
dwelt safely, every man under 
his vine and under his fig tree, 
from Dan even to Bé’er-shé’ba, 
all the days of S6l’o-mon.

27 And those officers provided 
victual for king Sdl’/o-mon, and 
for all that came unto king Sol’o- 
mon’s table, every man in his 
month: they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought 
they unto the place where the 
officers were, every man accord- 
ing to his charge. 

29 ¢ And God gave S6l’o-mon 
wisdom and understanding ex- 
ceeding much, and largeness of 


the sea shore. 

30 And S6l’o-mon’s wisdom 
excelled the wisdom of all the 
children of the east country, and 
all the wisdom of E’gypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all 
men; than &’than the Ez’ra-hite, 
and Hé’man, and Chal’cél, and 
Dar’da, the sons of Ma’hol: and 
his fame was in all nations round 
about. 

32 And he spake three thou- 
sand proverbs: and his songs 
were a thousand and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from 
the cedar tree that is in Léb’ a-non 
even unto the hyssop that spring- 
eth out of the wall: he spake also 
of beasts, and of fowl, and of 
creeping things, and of fishes.

CHAPTER 5

sah Hi’ram king of Tyre sent 
his servants unto S6l’o- 
mon; for he had heard that they 
had anointed him king in the 
room of his father: for Hi’ram 
was ever a lover of Da’vid. 

2 And S6l’o-mon sent to Hi’- 
ram, saying, 

Thou knowest how that Da’- 
vid my father could not build an 
house unto the name of the LORD 
his God for the wars which were 
about him on every side, until the 
LORD put them under the soles 
of his feet. 

4 But now the LORD my God 
hath given me rest on every side, 
so that there is neither adversary 
nor evil occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to 
build an house unto the name of 
the LORD my God, as the LORD 
spake unto Da’vid my father, 
saying, Thy son, whom I will set 
upon thy throne in thy room, he 
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shall build an house unto my 
name. 

_ 6 Now therefore command thou 
that they hew me cedar trees out 
of Léb’a-non; and my servants 
shall be with thy servants: and 
unto thee will I give hire for thy 
servants according to all that 
thou shalt appoint: for thou 
knowest that there is not among 
us any that can skill to hew tim- 
ber like unto the Si-d6/’ni-ans. 

7 § And it came to pass, when 
Hi’ram heard the words of S6l’o- 
mon, that he rejoiced greatly, and 
said, Blessed be the LORD this 
day, which hath given unto Da’- 
vid a wise son over this great 
people. 

8 And Hi’ram sent to S6ol’o- 
mon, saying, I have considered 
the things which thou sentest to 
me for: and I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, 
and concerning timber of fir. 

0 My servants shall bring them 
down from Léb’a-non unto the 
sea: and I will convey them by 
sea in floats unto the place that 
thou shalt appoint me, and will 
cause them to be discharged 
there, and thou shalt receive 
them: and thou shalt accomplish 
my desire, in giving food for my 
household. 

10 So Hi’ram_gave S6l’o-mon 
cedar trees and fir trees according 
fo all his desire. 

11 And Sol’o-mon gave Hi’- 
ram twenty thousand measures 
of wheat for food to his house- 
hold, and twenty measures of 
pure oil: thus gave Sol’o-mon to 
Hi’ram year by year. 

12 And the LORD gave Sol’o- 
mon wisdom, as he! promised 
him: and there was peace be- 
tween Hi’ram and Sol’o-mon; 
and they two made a league 
together. | 

13 § And king Sol’o-mon raised 
a levy out of all is’ra-el; and the 
levy was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Léb’a- 
non, ten thousand a month by 
courses: a month they were in 
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Léb’a-non, and two months at 
home: and Ad-o-ni’ram was 
over the levy. 

15 And S6l’o-mon had three- 
score and ten thousand that bare 
burdens, and fourscore thousand 
hewers in the mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of Sdl’o- 
mon’s officers which were over 
the work, three thousand and 
three hundred, which ruled over 
the people that wrought in the 


work. 

17 And the king commanded, 
and they brought great stones, 
costly stones, and hewed stones, 
to lay the foundation of the house. 

18 And Sol’o-mon’s builders 
and Hi’ram’s builders did hew 
them, and the stonesquarers: so 
they prepared timber and stones 
to build the house. 


CHAPTER 6 297 
1 The temple begun. 5 Its style. 16 

Its dimensions. 21 Its ornaments. 

ND it came to pass in the four 

hundred and eightieth year 
after the children of is’ra-el were 
come out of the land of E’é¥pt, in 
the fourth year of Sol’o-mon’s 
reign over Is’ra-el, in the month 
Zif, which is the second month, 
that he began to build the house 
of the LORD. ‘ 

2 And the house which king 
Sol’o-mon built for the LORD, the 
length thereof was threescore 
cubits, and the breadth thereof 
twenty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

And the porch before the 
temple of the house, twenty 
cubits was the length thereof, 
according to the breadth of the 
house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made 
windows of narrow lights. 

5 4 And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the 
house round about, both of the 
temple and of the oracle: and he 
made chambers round about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was 
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five cubits broad, and the middle 
was six cubits broad, and the 
third was seven cubits broad: 
for without in the wail of the 
house he made narrowed rests 


round about, that the beams |l 


should not be fastened in the 
walls of the house. 

And the house, when it was 
in building, was built of stone 
made ready before it was brought 
thither: so that there was neither 
hammer nor ax nor any tool of 
iron heard in the house, while it 
was in building. ‘ 

8 The door for the middle 
chamber was in the right side 
of the house: and they went up 
with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the 
middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and 
finished it; and covered the 
house with beams and boards 
of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high: and they rested on the 
house with timber of cedar. 

11 { And the word of the LORD 
came to Soi’o-mon, saying, | 

12 Concerning this house which 
thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute 
my judgments, and keep all my 
commandments to walk in them; 
then will I perform my word 
with thee, which I spake unto 
Da’vid thy father: 

13 And I will dwell among the 
children of is’ra-el, and will not 
forsake my people Is’ra-el . 

14 So Sol’o-mon built the house, 
and finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of 
cedar, both the floor of the 
house, and the walls of the ciel- 
ing: and he covered them on the 
inside with wood, and covered 
the floor of the house with planks 


of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits 
on the sides of the house, both 
the floor and the walls with 
boards of cedar: he even built 
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them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy 
place. 

17 And the house, that is, the 
temple before it, was forty cubits 


ong. 

18 And the cedar of the house 
within was carved with knops 
and open flowers: all was 
cedar; there was no stone seen. 
_19 And the oracle he prepared 
in the house within, to set there 
the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD. : 

20 And the oracle in the fore- 
part was twenty cubits in length, 
and twenty cubits in breadth, and 
twenty cubits in the height there- 
of: and he overlaid it with pure 
gold; and so covered the altar 
which was of cedar. ; 

21 So Sol’o-mon overlaid the 
house within with pure gold: 
and he made a partition by the 
chains of gold before the oracle; 
and he overlaid it with gold. 

And the whole house he 
overlaid with gold, until he had 
finished all the house: also the 
whole altar that was by the 
oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 4 And within the oracle he 
made two cherubims of olive 
tree, each ten cubits high. 

4 And five cubits was the one 
wing of the cherub, and five cubits 
the other wing of the cherub: 
from the uttermost part of the 
one wing unto the uttermost 
part of the other were ten 
cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were 
of one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of 
the other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims 
within the inner house: and 
they stretched forth the wings 
of the cherubims, so that the 
wing of the one touched the one 
wall, and the wing of the other 
cherub touched the other wall; 
and their wings touched one an- 
other in the midst of the house. 
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28 And he overlaid the cheru- 
bims with gold. 

_ 29 And he carved ali the walls 
of the house round about with 
carved figures of cherubims and 
palm trees and open flowers, 

within and without. 

_ 30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, within and 
without. } 

31 4 And for the entering of 
the oracle he made doors of olive 
tree: the lintel and side posts 
were a fifth part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were 
of olive tree; and he carved upon 
them carvings of cherubims and 
palm trees and open flowers, 
and overlaid them with gold, and 
spread gold upon the cherubims, 
and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, 
a fourth part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of 
fir tree: the two leaves of the 
one door were folding, and the 
two leaves of the other door were 
folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cher- 
ubims and palm trees and open 
flowers: and covered them with 
gold fitted upon the carved work. 

36 ¢ And he built the inner 
court. with three rows of hewed 
stone, and a row of cedar beams. 

37 4 In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the 
LorD laid, in the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in 
the month Bul, which is the 
eighth month, was the house 
finished throughout all the 
parts thereof, and according to 
all the fashion of it. So was he 
seven years in building it. 


298 CHAPTER 7 


1 Solomon’s palace. 15 The pillars 
at brass. 23 The molten sea. 27 
ther work for the temple. 
UT Sol’o-mon was building 
his own house _ thirteen 
years, and he finished all his 


house. 
2 4 He built also the house of 


1 KINGS, 7 


the forest of Léb’a-non; the 
length thereof was an hundred 
cubits, and the breadth thereof 
fifty cubits, and the height there- 
of thirty cubits, upon four rows 
of cedar pillars, with cedar 
beams upon the pillars. 

3 And if was covered with 
cedar above upon the beams, 
that lay on forty five pillars, 
fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in 
three rows, and light was 
against light in three ranks. 

And all the doors and posts 
were square, with the windows: 
and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

6 § And he made a porch of 
pillars; the length thereof was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth 
thereof thirty cubits: and the 
porch was before them: and the 
other pillars and the thick beam 
were before them. 

7 4% Then he made a porch for 
the throne where he might 
judge, even the porch of judg- 
ment: and it was covered with 
cedar from one side of the floor 
to the other. 

8 ¢ And his house where he 
dwelt had another court within 
the porch, which was of the like 
work. S0ol’o-mon made also an 
house for Pha’raoh’s daughter, 
whom he had taken fo wife, like 
unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly 
stones, according to the meas- 
ures of hewed stones: sawed 
with saws, within and without, 
even from the foundation unto 
the coping, and so on the outside 
toward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of 
costly stones, even great stones, 
stones of ten cubits, and stones 
of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly 
stones, after the measures of 
hewed stones, and cedars. 

12 And the great court round 
about was with three rows of 
hewed stones, and a row of cedar 
beams, both for the inner court 
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of the house of the LORD, and 
for the porch of the house. 

13 § And king S6l’o-mon sent 
and fetched Hi’ram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a*widow’s son of 
the tribe of Naph’ta-li, and his 
father was a man of Tyre, a 
worker in brass: and he was 
filled with wisdom, and under- 
standing, and cunning to work 
all works in brass. And he 
came to king Sol’o-mon, and 
wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of 
brass, of eighteen cubits high 
apiece: and a line of twelve 
cubits did compass either of 
them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters 
of molten brass, to set upon the 
tops of the pillars: the height of 
the one chapiter was five cubits, 
and the height of the other chapi- 
ter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, 
and wreaths of chain work, for 
the chapiters which were upon 
the top of the pillars; seven for 
the one chapiter, and seven for 
the other chapiter. ; 

18 And he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the 
one network, to cover the chapi- 
ters that were upon the top, with 
pomegranates: and so did he for 
the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the 
two pillars had pomegranates 
also above, over against the belly 
which was by the network: and 
the pomegranates were two 
hundred in rows round about 
upon the other chapiter. | ; 

21 And he set up the pillars in 
the porch of the temple: and he 
set up the right pillar, and called 
the name thereof Ja’chin: and 
he set up the left pillar, and called 
the name thereof Bd’iz. 

22 And upon the top of the 
pillars was lily work: so was the 
work of the pillars finished. 

23 ¢ And he made a molten 
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sea, ten cubits from the one 
brim to the other: if was round 
all about, and his height was five 
cubits: and a line of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it 
round about there were knops 
compassing it, ten in a cubit, 
compassing the sea round about: 
the knops were cast in two rows, 
when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, 
three looking toward the north, 
and three looking toward the 
west, and three looking toward 
the south, and three looking to- 
ward the east: and the sea was 
set above upon them, and all 
their hinder parts were inward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth 
thick, and the brim thereof was 
wrought like the brim of a cup, 
with flowers of lilies: it con- 
tained two thousand baths. 

27 4 And he made ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length 
of one base, and four cubits the 
breadth thereof, and three cubits 
the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases 
was on this manner: they had 
borders, and the borders were 
between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that 
were between the ledges were 
lions, oxen, and cherubims: and 
upon the ledges there was a base 
above: and beneath the lions and 
oxen were certain additions 
made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four 
brasen wheels, and plates of 
brass: and the four corners 
thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters 


molten, at the side of every | 


addition. 


31 And the mouth of it within — 


the chapiter and above was. a 
cubit: but the mouth thereof 
was round after the work of the 
base, a cubit and an half: and 
also upon the mouth of it were 
gravings with their borders, 
foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were 
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four wheels; and the axletrees 
of the wheels were joined to the 
base: and the height of a wheel 
-was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels 
was like the work of a chariot 
wheel: their axletrees, and their 
naves, and their felloes, and 
their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four under- 
setters to the four corners of one 
base: and the undersetters were 
of the very base itself. 

35 And in the top of the base 
was there a round compass of 
half a cubit high: and on the top 
of the base the ledges thereof and 
the borders thereof were of the 
same. 

36 For on the plates of the 
ledges thereof, and on the bor- 
ders thereof, he graved cheru- 
bims, lions, and palm trees, ac- 
cording to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round 
about. , 

37 After this manner he made 
the ten bases: all of them had 
one casting, one measure, and 
one size. 

38 ¥ Then made he ten lavers 
of brass: one laver contained 
forty baths: and every laver was 
four cubits: and upon every one 
of the ten bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the 
right side of the house, and five 
on the left side of the house: and 
he set the sea on the right side of 
the house eastward over against 
the south. 4 

40 § And Hi’ram made the 
lavers, and the shovels, and the 
basons. So Hi’ram made an 
end of doing all the work that he 
made king Sol’o-mon for the 
house of the LORD: 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were 
on the top of the two pillars; and 
the two networks, to cover the 
two bowls of the chapiters which 
were upon the top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pome- 
granates for the two networks, 
even two rows of pomegranates 
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for one network, to cover the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten 
lavers on the bases; . 

44 And one sea, and twelve 
oxen under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shov 
els, and the basons: and all these 
vessels, which Hi’ram made to 
king S0ol’o-mon for the house 
of the LORD, were of bright 
brass. { 

46 In the plain of Jor’dan did 
the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Suc’coth and 
Zar’than. 

47 And Sol’o-mon left all the 
vessels unweighed, because 
they were exceeding many: 
neither was the weight of the 
brass found out, 

48 And S6l’o-mon made all the 
vessels that pertained unto the 
house of the LORD: the altar of 
gold, and the table of gold, 
whereupon the shewbread was, 

49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right side, and 
five on the left, before the oracle, 
with the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the 
snuffers, and the basons, and the 
spoons, and the censers of pure 
gold; and the hinges of gold, 
both for the doors of the inner 
house, the most holy place, and 
for the doors of the house, to 
wit, of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work 
that king S6l’o-mon made for the 
house of the LORD. And Sol’o- 
mon. brought in the things 
which Da’vid his father had 
dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he 
put among the treasures of the 
house of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8 299 

1 Dedication of the temple. 4 The ark 

deposited. 14 Solomon’s_ biessing 
and prayer. 62 His sacrifice. 

HEN Sol’o-mon assembled 

the elders of Is’ra-el, and all 
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the heads of the tribes, the chief 
of the fathers of the children of 
Is’ra-el, unto king Sol’o-mon in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, that they might 
bring up the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD out of the city of 
Da’vid, which is Zion. | 

2 And all the men of Is’ra-el 
assembled themselves unto king 
Sol’o-mon at the feast in the 
month Eth’a-nim, which is the 
seventh month. : 

3 And all the elders of Is’ra-el 
came, and the priests took up 
the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark 
of the LORD, and the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and all the 
holy vessels that were in the 
tabernacle, even those did the 
priests and the Lé’vites bring up. 

5 And king Sol’o-mon, and all 
the congregation of Is’ra-el, that 
were assembled unto him, were 
with him before the ark, sacri- 
ficing sheep and oxen, that could 
not be told nor numbered for 
multitude. i 

6 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
unto his place, into the oracle of 
the house, to the most holy place, 
even under the wings of the 
cherubims. : 

7 For the cherubims spread 
forth their two wings over the 
place of the ark, and the cheru- 
bims covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8 And they drew out the 
Staves, that the ends of the 
staves were seen out in (the holy 
place before the oracle, and they 
were not seen without: and there 
they are unto this day. | 

There was nothing in the ark 
Save the two tables of stone, 
which MOo’ses put there at H6’- 
reb, when the LORD made a 
covenant with the children of 
Ts’ra-el, when they came out of 
the land of E’gypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of the 


holy place, that the cloud filled |£E 


the house of the LORD,

11 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LoRD 
had filled the house of the LorD. 

12 | Then spake S6l’o-mon, 
The LORD said that he would 
dwell in the thick darkness. 
+13 I have surely built thee an 
house to dwell in, a_ settled 
place for thee to abide in for ever. 

And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the con 
gregation of Is’ra-el: (and all 
the congregation of is’ra-el 
stood;) 

15 And he said, Blessed be the 
LORD God of, Is’ra-el, which 
spake with his mouth unto 
Da’vid my father, and hath with 
his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Is’ra-el out of 
E’éypt, I chose no city out of all 
the tribes of is’ra-el to build an 
house, that my name might be 
therein; but I chose Da’vid to be 
over my people Is’ra-el. 

17 And it was in the heart of 
Da’vid my father to build an 
house for the name of the LoRD 
God of Is’ra-el. 

18 And the LORD said unto 
Da’vid my father, Whereas it was 
in thine heart to build an house 
unto my name, thou didst well 
that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not 
build the house; but thy son that 
shall come forth out of thy loins, 
he shall build the house unto my 
name. 

20 And the LORD hath per- 
formed his word that he spake, 
and I am risen up in the room of 
Da’vid my father, and sit on the 
throne of Is’ra-el, as the LORD 
promised, and have built an 
house for the name of the LORD 
God of Is’ra-el. 

21 And I have set there a place 
for the ark, wherein is the cove- 
nant of the LORD, which he made 
with our fathers, when he

23 4 And Sol’o-mon stood be 
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_ Solomon’s prayer at the dedication 


fore the altar of the LORD in the 
presence of all the congregation 
of is’ra-el, and spread forth his 
hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, LORD God of 
is’ra-el, there is no God like 
thee, in heaven above, or on 
earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy 
servants that walk before thee 
with all their heart: | 

24 Who hast kept with thy serv- 
ant Da’vid my father that thou 
promisedst him: thou spakest 
also with thy mouth, and hast 
fulfilled it with thine hand, as it 
is this day. 

25 Therefore now, LORD God 
of Is’ra-el, keep with thy servant 
Da’vid my father that thou prom- 
isedst him, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man in my sight to 
sit on the throne of is’ra-el; so 
that thy children take heed to 
their way, that they walk before 
measthou hast walked before me. 

26 And now, O God of Is’ra-el, 
let thy word, I pray thee, be veri- 
fied, which thou spakest unto thy 
servant Da’vid my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell 
onthe earth? behold, the heaven 
and heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee; how much less 
this house that I have builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto 
the prayer of thy servant, and to 
his supplication, O LORD my 
God, to hearken unto the cry and 
to the prayer, which thy servant 
prayeth before thee to day:

"33 q When thy people is’ra-el 
be smitten down before the 
enemy, because they have sinned 
against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy 
name, and pray, and make sup- 
plication unto thee in this house: 

Then hear thou in heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy people 

{s’ra-el, and bring them again 
unto the land which thou gavest 
ee Me fathers. 

ae hen heaven is shut up, 
viene there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee; if they 
pray toward this place, and con- 
fess thy name, and turn from 
their sin, when thou afflictest 
them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy serv- 
ants, and of thy people Is’ra-el, 
that thou teach them the good 
way wherein they should walk, 
and give rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

37 4 If: there be in the land 
famine, if there be pestilence, 
blasting, mildew, locust, or if 
there be caterpiller; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land 


of their cities; whatsoever 
plague, whatsoever sickness 
there be; 


38 What prayer and supplica- 
tion soever be made by any man, 
or by all thy people Is’ra-el, 
which shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and 
spread forth his hands toward 
this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven 
thy dwelling place, and forgive, - 
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and do, and give to every man| their soul, in the land of their 


according to his ways, whose 
heart thou knowest; (for thou, 
even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of men;) 

40 That they may fear thee all 
the days that they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. j 

41 Moreover. concerning a 
stranger, that is not of thy people 
Is’ra-el, but cometh out of a far 
country for thy name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy 
great name, and of thy strong 
hand, and of thy stretched out 
arm:) when he shall come and 
pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and do according 
to all that the stranger calleth to 
thee for: that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, to 
fear thee, as do thy people is’ra- 
el; and that they may know that 
this. house, which have 
builded, is called by thy name. 

44 (if thy people go out to 
battle against their enemy, 
whithersoever thou shalt send 
them, and shall pray unto the 
LORD toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house that I have built for 
thy name: ; j 

45 Then hear thou in heaven 
their prayer and their supplica- 
tion, and maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against. thee, 
(for there is no man that sinneth 
not,) and thou be angry with 
them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they carry them 
away captives unto the land of 
the enemy, far or near; 4 

47 Yet if they shall bethink 
themselves in the land whither 
they were carried captives, and 
repent, and make supplication 
unto thee in the land of them 
that carried them captives, say- 
ing, We have sinned, and have 
done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee 
with all their heart, and with all 


enemies, which led them away 
Captive, and pray unto thee to- 
ward their land, which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, the 
city which thou hast chosen, and 
the house which I have built for 
thy name: f 

49 Then hear thou their prayer 
and their supplication in heaven 
thy dwelling place, and maintain 
their cause, . 

50 And forgive thy people that 
have sinned against thee, and all 
their transgressions wherein they 
have transgressed against thee, 
and give them compassion be- 
fore them who carried them cap- 
tive, that they may have com- 
passion on them: 

51 For they be thy people, and 
thine inheritance, which thou 
broughtest forth out of E’éypt, 
from the midst of the furnace of 
iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy ser- 
vant, and unto the supplication 
of thy people Is’ra-el, to hearken 
unto them in all that they call for 
unto thee, ; 

53 For thou didst separate 
them from among all the people 
of the earth, fo be thine inherit- 
ance, as thou spakest by the hand 
of M6’ses thy servant, when thou 
broughtest our_fathers out of 
Egypt, O Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when 
Sol’o-mon had made an end of 
praying all this prayer and sup- 
plication unto the LORD, he | 
arose from before the altar of the 
LORD, from. kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up 
to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed 
all the congregation of Is’ra-el 
with_a loud voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the LORD, that 
hath given rest unto his people 
Is’ra-el, according to all that he 
promised: there hath not failed 
one word of all his good promise, 
which he promised by the hand 
of M6’ses his servant.

57 The LoRD our God be with 
us, as he was with our fathers: 
Ae him not leave us, nor forsake 


"38 That he may incline our 
hearts unto him, to walk in all 
his ways, and to keep his com- 
mandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he 
commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, 
wherewith I have made suppli- 
cation before the LORD, be nigh 
unto the LORD our God day and 
night, that he maintain the cause 
of his servant, and the cause of 
his people Is’ra-ei at all times, 
as the matter shall require: 

60 That all the people of the 
earth may know that the LORD 
is God,and that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be

63 And Sd6l’o-mon_ offered, a 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
he offered unto the LORD, two 
and twenty thousand oxen, and 
an hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. So the king and all the 
children of Is’ra-el dedicated the 
house of the LORD. ; 

64 The same day did the king 
hallow the middle of the court 
that was before the house of the 
LorRpD: for there he offered burnt 
offerings, and meat offerings, and 
the fat of the peace offerings: 
because the brasen altar that 
was before the LORD was too 
little to receive the burnt offer- 
ings, and meat offerings, and the 
fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Sdol’o-mon 
held a feast, and all Is’ra-el 
with him, a great congregation, 
from the entering in of Ha’math 
unto the river of E’gypt, before the 
LORD our God,seven days and 
seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent 
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the people away: and _ they 
blessed the king, and went unto 
their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that 
the LORD had done for Da’vid 
his servant, and for Is’ra-el 
his people.

ND_ it came to pass, when 
& Sol’o-mon had finished the 
building of the house of the 

LORD, and the king’s house, and 

all S6l’o-mon’s desire which he 

was pleased to do, 

2 That the LORD appeared to 
Sol’o-mon the second time, as 
he had appeared unto him at 
Gib’e-on. ; 

3 And the LORD said unto 
him, I have heard thy prayer and 
thy supplication, that thou hast 
made before me: I have hai- 
lowed this house, which thou 
hast built, to put my name there 
for ever; and mine eyes and 
mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before 
me, as Da’vid thy father walked, 
in integrity of heart, and in up- 
rightness, to do according to all 
that I have commanded thee, and 
wilt keep my statutes and my 
judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the 
throne of thy kingdom upon Is’- 
ra-el for ever, as I promised to 
Da’vid thy father, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man upon the 
throne of Is’ra-el. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn 
from following me, ye or your 
children, and will not keep my 
commandments and my statutes 
which I have set before you, but 
go and serve other gods, and 
worship them: 

7 Then will I cut off ie: 
out of the land which I have 
given them; and this house, 
which I have hallowed for my 
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name, will I cast out of my sight; 
and Is’ra-el shall be a proverb 
and a byword among all 
people: 


8 And at this “house, which is | 1 


high, every one that passeth by it 
shall be astonished, and shall 
hiss; and they shall say, Why 
hath the LORD done thus unto 
this land, and to this house? 

9 And they shall answer, Be- 
cause they forsook the LORD

11 (Now Hi’ram the king of 
Tyre had furnished S6l’o-mon 
with cedar trees and fir trees, and 
with gold, according to all his 
desire,) that then king S6l’o-mon 
gave Hi’ram twenty cities in the 
land of Gal’i-lee. 

12 And Hi’ram came out from 
Tyre to see the cities which S6l’o- 
mon had given him; and they 
pleased him not. Meh 

13 And he said, What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, 
my brother? And he_ called 
them the land of Ca’btil unto 
this day. ’ 

14 And Hi’ram sent to the king 
sixscore talents of gold. 

15 q And this is the reason of 
the levy which king Sél’o-mon 
raised; for to build the house of 
the LORD, and his own house, 
and Mil’lé, and the wall of Jé- 
ru’/sa-lém, and WHa’zér, 
Mé-gid’do, and Gé’zér. 

16 For Pha’rach king of E’é¥pt 

ad gone up, and taken Gé’zér, 
and burnt it with fire, and slain 
the Ca’naan-ites that dwelt in the 
city, and given it for a present

unto his daughter, Sol’o-mon’s 


wife. 


Hiram disappointed 


17 And Sol’o-mon built Gé’zér, 
and Béth-h6o’rén the nether. 
18 And Ba/al-ath, and Tad’- 
mor in the wilderness, in the 


and, 

19 And all the cities of store 
that S6l’o-mon had, and cities 
for his chariots, and cities for his 
horsemen, and that which S6l’o- 
mon desired to build in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and in Léb’a-non, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 

20 And ali the people that were 
left of the Am’6r-ites, Hit’tites, 
Pér’iz-zites, Hi’vites, and Jéb’u- 
sites, which were not of the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el, 

21 Their children that were 
left after them in the land, whom 
the children of is’ra-el also were 
not able utterly to destroy, upon 
those did S6l’o-mon levy a trib- 
ute of bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Is’- 
ra-el did S6l’o-mon make no 
bondmen: but they were men of 
war, and his servants, and his 
princes, and his captains, and 
rulers of his chariots, and his 
horsemen. } 

23 These were the chief of the 
officers that were over Sdl’o- 
mon’s work, five hundred and 
fifty, which bare rule over the 
people that wrought in the 
work. 

24 { But Pha’rach’s daughter 
came up out of the city of Da’vid 
unto her house which S6l’o-mon 
had built for her: then did he 
build Mil/lé. 

25 alia three times in a year 
did S6l’o-mon offer burnt offer- 
ings and peace offerings upon the 
altar which he built unto the 
LORD, and he burnt incense 
upon the altar that was before 
the LORD. So he finished the 
house. : ; 

26 4 And king Sol’o-mon made 
a navy of ships in EF’zi-on—gé’- 
bér, which zs beside E/l6th, on the 
shore of the Red sea, in the land 
of E’dom. | 

27 And Hi’ram sent in the 
navy his servants, shipmen that

6 And she said to the king, It 
was a true report that I heard in 
mine own land of thy acts and 
of thy econ 

7 Howbeit I believed not the 
words, until I came, and mine 
eyes had seen it: and, behold, 
the half was not told me: thy 
wisdom and prosperity exceedeth 
the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy 
are these thy servants, which 
stand continually before thee, 
and that hear thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the LORD thy 
God, which delighted in thee, to 
set thee on the throne of [s’ra-el: 
because the LORD loved is’ra-el 
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for ever, therefore made he thee 
king, to do judgment and 
justice. 

10 And she gave the king an 
hundred and twenty talents Of 
gold, and of spices very great 
store, and precious stones: there 
came no more such abundance of 
spices as these which the queen 
i cae ip gave to king S6dl’o- 


nd ‘And the navy also of Hi’- 
ram, that brought gold from 
O’phir, brought in from O’phir 
great plenty of almug trees, and 
precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the 
almug trees pillars for the house 
of the LORD, and for the king’s 
house, harps also and psalteries 
for singers: there came no such 
almug trees, nor were seen unto 
this day. 

13 And king Sol’o-mon gave 
unto the queen of Shé’ba all her 
desire, whatsoever she asked, 
beside that which S6ol’o-mon 
gave her of his royal bounty. So 
she turned and went to her own 
country, she and her servants. 

14 { Now the weight of gold 


and | that came to S6l’o-mon in one 


year was six hundred threescore 
and six talents of gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the 
merchantmen, and of the traffick 
of the spice merchants, and of 
all the kings of A-ra’bi-a, and of 
the governors of the country. 

16 ¥ And king S6l’o-mon made 
two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of 
gold went to one target. 

17 And he made three hun- 
dred shields of beaten gold; 
three pound of gold went to one 
shield: and the king put them in 
the house of the forest of Léb’a- 
non. 

18 Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and over- 
laid it with the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, 
and the top of the throne was 
round behind: and there were 
stays on either side on the place 
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of the seat, and two lions stood 
beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there 
on the one side and on the other 
upon the six steps: there was not 
the like made in any kingdom. 

21 § And all king S6l’o-mon’s 
drinking vessels were of gold, 
and all the vessels of the house 
of the forest of Léb’a-non were 
of pure gold; none were of 
silver: it was nothing accounted 
of in the days of Sdl’o-mon. 

22 For the king had at sea a 
navy of Thir’shish with the 
navy of Hi’ram: once in three 
years came the navy of Thir’- 
shish, bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Sol’o-mon exceeded 
all the kings of the earth for 
riches and for wisdom. 

24 4 And all the earth sought 
to S6l’o-mon, to hear his wisdom, 
which God had putin his heart. 

25 And they brought every 
man his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and gar- 
ments, and armour, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by 


year. 

26 § And Sol’o-mon gathered 
together chariots and horsemen: 
and he had a thousand and four 
hundred chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, whom he 
bestowed inthe cities for chariots, 
and with the king at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

27 And the king made silver 
to be in Jé-ru’sa-lém as stones, 
and cedars made he fo be as the 
sycomore trees that are in the 
vale, for abundance. 

. 28 4 And Sol’o-mon __ had 

horses brought out of £’é¥pt, and 
linen yarn: the king’s mer- 
chants received the linen yarn 
at a price. 

29 And a chariot came up and 
went out of E’sypt for six hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and an 
horse for an hundred and fifty: 
and so for all the kings of the 
Hit’tites, and for the kings of 
Syr’1-a, did they bring them out 
_ by their means.

UT king S6l’o-mon loved 

7 Many strange women, to- 
gether with the daughter of Pha’- 
raoh, women of the M6/ab-ites, 
Am’mon-ites, E’dom-ites, Zi-d6’- 
ni-ans, and Hit’tites; 

2 Of the nations concerning 
which the LORD said unto the 
children of is’ra-el, Ye shall not 
go in to them, neither shall they 
come in unto you: for surely 
they will turn away your heart 
after their gods: S6l’o-mon clave 
unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred 
Wives, princesses, and three hun- 
dred concubines: and his wives 
turned away his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when 
Sdl’o-mon was old, that his 
wives turned away his heart 
after other gods: and his heart 
was not perfect with the LORD 
his God, as was the heart of 
Da’vid his father. 

For Sol’o-mon_ went after 
Ash’to-réth the goddess of the Zi- 
do’ni-ans, and after Mil’com the 
abomination of the Am’mon-ites. 

6 And S6l’o-mon did evil in the 
sight of the LORD, and went not 
fully after the LORD, as did Da’- 
vid his father. 

7 Then did S6l’o-mon build an 
high place for Ché’mésh, the 
abomination of Md’ab, in the 
hill that is before Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and for Md’lech, the abomination 
of the children of Am’mo6n. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt in- 
oe and sacrificed unto their 
gods. 

9 § And the LORD was angry 
with Sol’/o-mon, because his 
heart was turned from the LORD 
God of fs’ra-el, which had ap- 
peared unto him twice, : 

10 And had commanded him 
concerning this thing, that he 
should not go after other gods: 
but he kept not that which the 
LORD commanded. 
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_ Solomon’s adversaries 


11Wherefore the LORD said 
unto Sol’o-mon, Forasmuch as 
this is done of thee, and thou 
hast not kept my covenant and 
my statutes, which I have com- 
manded thee, I will surely rend 
the kingdom from thee, and will 

give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days 
I will not do it for Da’vid thy 
father’s sake: 

out of the hand of thy son. 

13 Howpbeit I will not rend 
away all the kingdom; but will 
give one tribe to thy son for 
Da’vid my servant’s sake, and 
for Jé-ru’sa-lém’s sake which I 
have chosen. 

14 4 And the LORD stirred up 
an adversary unto Sol’o-mon, 
Ha’dad the E’dom-ite: he was 
of the king’s seed in E’dom. 

15 For it came to pass, when 
Da’vid was in E’dom, and J6’ab 
the captain of the host was gone 
up to bury the slain, after he had 
smitten every male in E’dom; 

16 (For six months did J6’a 
remain there with all is Dep 
until he had cut off every male 
in E’dom:) 

17 That Ha’dad fled, he and 
certain E’dom-ites of his father’s 
servants with him, to go into 
E’sypt; Ha’dad being yet a little 
child. 

18 And they arose out of Mid’i- 
an, and came to Pa’ran: and 
they took men with them out of 
Pa’/ran, and they came to E' ‘eypt, 
unto Pha’raoh king of E’gypt; 
which gave him an house, and 
appointed him victuals, and gave 


land. 

19 And Ha’dad found great 
favour in the sight of Pha’rach, 
so that he gave him to wife the 
sister of his own wife, the sister 
of Tah’pen-és the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tah’pen-és 
bare him Gé-nt’/bath his son, 
whom Tdah’pen-és weaned in 
Pha’raoh’s house: and Gé-ni’- 
bath was in Pha’raoh’s house- 
hold among the sons of Pha’réah. 

21 And when Ha’dad heard in

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Egypt that Da’vid slept with his 
fathers, and that Jo’ab the cap- 
tain of the host was dead, Ha’dad 
said to Pha’raoh, Let me depart, 
that I may go to mine own 
country. 

22 Then Pha’raoh said unto 
him, But what hast thou lacked 
with me, that, behold, thou seek- 
est to go to thine own country?

23 4 And God stirred him up 
another adversary, Ré’zon the 
son of E-li‘a-dah, which fled 
from his lord Had-ad-é/zér king 
of Z6’bah: 

24 And he gathered men unto 
him, and became captain over a 
band, when DA’vid slew them of 
ZO bah: and they went to Da- 
mas’cus, and dwelt therein, and 
reigned in Da-mas’cus. 

ley An d he was an adversary 
to Is’ra-el all the days of Sol’o- 
mon, beside the mischief that 
Ha’dad did: and he abhorred 
Is’ra-el, and reigned over Syr’i-a. 

26 4 And Jér-o-b6’am the son 
of Né’bat, an Eph’rath-ite of 
Zér’e-da, Sol’o-mon’s servant, 
whose mother’s name was Zé- 
ru’ah, a widow woman, even he 
lifted up his hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that 
he lifted up his hand against the 
king: Sol’o-mon built Mil’lo, and 
repaired the breaches of the city 
of Da’vid his father. 

28 And the man Jér-o-b0d’/am 
was a mighty man of valour: and 
Sol’o-mon seeing the young man 
that he was industrious, he 
made him ruler over all the 
charge of the house of J6’seph. 

29 And it came to pass at that 
time when Jér-o-b6’am went out 
of Jé-ru’sa-lém, that the prophet 
A-hi’/jah the Shi’lo-nite found 
him in the way; and he had clad 
himself with a new garment; 
ae they two were alone in the 

eld: 

30 And A-hi’jah caught the new 
garment that was on him, and 
rent it in twelve pieces: 
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31 And he said to Jér-o-bd’am, 
_ Take thee ten pieces: for thus 
saith the LORD, the God of Is’ra- 
el, Behold, I will rend the king- 
dom out of the hand of Sél’o- 
mon, and will give ten tribes to 


ee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe 
for my servant Da’vid’s sake, 
and for Jé-ru’s4-lém’s sake, the 
city which I have chosen out of 
all the tribes of Is’ra-el:) 

33 Because that they have for- 
saken me, and have worshipped 
Ash’to-réth the gcddess of the 
Zi-do’ni-ans, Ché’mésh the god 
of the Mo’ab-ites, and Mil’com 
the god of the children of Am’- 
mon, and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that which is right 
in mine eyes, and to keep my 
Statutes and my judgments, as 
did Da’vid his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand: 
but I will make him prince all 


the days of his life for Da’vid my | hi 


servant’s sake, whom I chose, 
because he kept my command- 
ments and my statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom 
out of his son’s hand, and will 
give it unto thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give 
one tribe, that Da’vid my serv- 
ant may have a light alway be- 
fore me in Jé-ry’sa-lém, the city 
which I have chosen me to put 
my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and 
thou shalt reign according to ail 


that thy soul desireth, and shalt | h 


be king over is’ra-el. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt 
hearken unto all that I command 
thee, and wilt walk in my ways 
and do that is right in my sight 
to keep my statutes and my com- 
mandments, as Da’vid my serv- 
ant did; that I will be with 
thee, and build thee a sure 
house, as I built for Da’vid, and 
will give Is’ra-el unto thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the 
seed of Da’vid, but not for ever. 

40 Sol’o-mon sought therefore 


Solomon dies; Rehodoam succeeds 


to kill Jér-o-b6’am. And Jér-o- 
bd-am arose, and fled into £’g¥pt, 
unto Shi’shak king of &’z¥pt, 
and was in B’g¥pt until the death 
of Sol’o-mon. 

41 4 And the rest of the acts 
of Sol’o-mon, and all that he did, 
and his wisdom, are they not 
written in the book of the acts of 
S6l’o-mon? 

42 And the time that Sdél’o- 
mon reigned in Jé-ru’sd4-lém 
over all is’ra-el was forty years. 

43 And Sdél’o-mon slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of Da’vid his father: and 
Ré-ho-b6’am his son reigned in 
his stead. 


CHAPTER 12 


1 Rehoboam succeeds Solomon.

ND Ré-ho-bé’am went to 

Shé’chem: for all is’ra-el 
were come to Shé’chem to make 

m king. 

2 And it came to pass, when 
Jér-o-bd’am the son of Né’bat, 
who was yet in E’g¥pt, heard of 
it, (for he was fled from the pres- 
ence of king S6l’o-mon, and Jér- 
o-b6’am dwelt in E’g¥pt;) 

3 That they sent and called 
him. And Jér-o-bé’am and all the 
congregation of Is’ra-el came, and 
spake unto Ré-ho-bo’am, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke 
grievous: now therefore make 
thou the grievous service of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke which 
e put upon us, lighter, and we 
will serve thee. 

And he said unto them, De- 
part yet for three days, then 
come again to me. And the 
people departed. 

6 § And king Ré-ho-bd’am 
consulted with the old men, that 
stood before S6l’o-mon his father 
while he yet lived, and said, 
How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, 
saying, If thou wilt be a servant 
unto this people this day, and 
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\ Ten tribes revolt 


wilt serve them, and answer 
them, and speak good words to 
_ them, then they will be thy serv- 
ants for ever. 

- 8 But he forsook the counsel of 
. the old men, which they had 
given him, and consulted with 
the young men that were grown 
him, and which stood 
him: 

And he said unto them, 
What counsel give ye that we 
may answer this people, who 
have spoken to me, saying, Make 
the yoke which thy father did 
put upon us lighter? 

10 And the young men that 
were grown up with him spake 
unto him, saying, Thus shalt 
thou speak unto this people that 
spake unto thee, saying, 
father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou i¢ lighter unto us; 
thus shalt thou say unto them, 
My little finger shall be thicker 
than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father 
did lade you with a heavy yoke, 
I will add to your yoke: my 
father hath chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions. 

12 4 So Jér-o-b6’am and all 
the people came to R6-ho-b6’am 
the third day, as the king had 
appointed, saying, Come to me 
again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the 
people roughly, and forsook the 
old men’s counsel that they gave 


im; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, say- 
ing, My father made your yoke 
heavy, and I will add to your 
yoke: my father also chastised 
you with whips, but I will chas- 
tise you with scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king heark- 
ened not unto the people; for 
the cause was from the LORD, 
that he might perform his saying, 
which the LORD spake by A-hi’- 
jah the Shi’lo-nite unto Jér-o- 
bd’am the son of Né’bat. 

16 {So when all Is’ra-el saw

that the king hearkened not unto 
them, the people answered the 
king, saying, What portion have 
we in Da’vid? neither have we 
inheritance in the son of Jés’se: 
to your tents, O is’ra-el: now 
see to thine own house, Da’vid. 
So Is’ra-el departed unto their 
tents. 

17 But as for the children of 
Is’ra-el which dwelt in the cities 
of Ju’dah, Ré-ho-b6’am reigned 
over them. 

18 Then king Ré-ho-b6’am 
sent A-dd’ram, who was over 
the tribute; and all Is’ra-el 
stoned him with stones, that he 
died. Therefore king Ré-ho- 
bo’am made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jé-ru’sa-

19 So Is’ra-el rebelled against

30 And it came to pass, when 
all Is’ra-el heard that Jér-o-bd’~ 
am was come again, that they 
sent and called him unto the con- 
gregation, and made him king 
over all is’ra-el: there was none 
that followed the house of Da’- 
vid, but the tribe of Jua’dah 
only. 

21 q And when Ré-ho-bd’am 
was come to Jé-ru’sa-lém, he 

assembled all the house of Ju’- 
dah, with the tribe of Bén’ja- 
min, an hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men, which 
were warriors, to fight against 
the house of Is’ra-el, to bring the 
kingdom again to Ré-ho-b6’am 
the son of Sdl’o-mon. 

22 But the word of God came 
unto Shém-a-i/ah the man of 
God, saying, 

23 Speak unto Ré-ho-b6’am, 
the son of Sdl’o-mon, king of 
Ja’dah, and unto all the house of 
Ja’dah and Bén’ja-min, and to 
the remnant of the people, saying, 

Thus saith the LORD, Ye 
shall not go up, nor fight against 
your brethren the children of 
Is’ra-el: return every man to his 
house; for this thing is from me, 
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They hearkened therefore to the 
word of the LORD, and returned 
to depart, according to the word 
of the LORD. ; 

25 4 Then Jér-o-bd’am built 
Shé’chem in mount E’phra-im, 
and dwelt therein; and went out 
from thence, and built Pé-nw’el. 

26 And Jér-o-b6o’am said ir. 
his heart, Now shall the king- 
dom return to the house of 
Da'vid: 

27 If this people go up to do 
sacrifice in the house of the LORD 
at Jé-ru’sd-lém, then shall the 
heart of this people turn again 
unto their lord, even unto Ré- 
ho-b6’am king of Ju’dah, and 
they shall kill me, and go again 
to Ré-ho-b6’am king of Ji’dah. 


28 Whereupon the king took! th 


counsel, and made two calves of 
gold, and said unto them, It is 
too much for you to go up to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém: behold thy gods, 
O Is’ra-el, which brought thee up 
out of the land of E’g¥pt. __ 

29 And he set the one in Béth’— 
el, and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a 
sin: for the people went to wor- 
ship before the one, even unto 


an. 

31 And he made an house of 
high places, and made priests of 
the lowest of the people, which 
were not of the sons of Lé’vi. 

32 And Jér-o-b6’am ordained a 
feast in the eighth month, on the 
fifteenth day of the month, like 
unto the feast that is in Jua’dah, 
and he offered upon the altar. 
So did he in Béth’—-el, sacrificing 
unto the calves that he had made: 
and he placed in Béth’-el_ the 
priests of the high places which 
he had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar 
which he had made in Béth’-el 
the fifteenth day of the eighth 
month, even in the month which 
he had devised of his own heart; 
and ordained a feast unto the 
children of Is’ra-el: and he 
offered upon the altar, and 
burnt incense.

ND, behold, there came a

And he cried against the 
altar in the word of the LORD, 
and said, O altar, altar, thus 
saith the LORD; Behold, a child 
shall be born unto the house of 
Da’vid, Jo-si’ah by name; and 
upon thee shall he offer the 
priests of the high places that 
burn incense upon thee, and

3 And he gave a sign the same 
day, saying, This is the sign 
which the LORD hath spoken;

5 The altar also was rent, and 
the ashes poured out from the 
altar, according to the sign 
which the man of God had given 
by the word of the LORD.

3 And he walked in all the sins 
of his father, which he had done 
before him: and his heart was not 
perfect with the LORD his God, 
as the heart of Da’vid his father. 

4 Nevertheless for Da’vid’s 
sake did the LORD his God give 
him a lamp in Jé-ru’sa4-lém, to 
set up his son after him, and to 
establish Jé-ru’sa-lém: 

5 Because Da’vid did _ that 
which was right in the eyes of the 
LORD, and turned not aside from 
any thing that he commanded 
him all the days of his life, save 
only in the matter of U-ri’ah the 
Hit’ tite.

22 Then kimg A’sa made 
proclamation throughout all Ju’- 
dah; none was exempted: and 
they took away the stones of 
Ra’mah, and the timber thereof, 
wherewith Ba’a-sha had builded;

of Jér-o-bd’am, and hast made 
my people Is’ra-el to sin, to pro- 
voke me to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the 
posterity of Ba’a-sha, and the 
posterity of his house; and will 
make thy house like the house 
of Jér-o-b6’am the son of Né’bat. 

4 Him that dieth of Ba’a-sha 
in the city shall the dogs eat; and 
him that dieth of his in the fields 
shall the fowls of the air eat. 

Now the rest of the acts of 
Ba’a-sha, and what he did, and 
his might, are they not written 
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in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Is’ra-el? 

6 So Ba’a-sha slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in Tir’- 
zah: and E£’lah his son reigned in 
his stead. . 

7 And also by the hand of the 
prophet Jé’ht the son of Ha-na’- 
ni came the word of the LORD 
against Ba’a-sha, and against his 
house, even for all the evil that 
he did in the sight of the LORD, 
in provoking him to anger with 
the work of his hands, in being 
like the house of Jér-o-b6’/am; 
and because he killed him. | 

8 {In the twenty and sixth 
year of A’sa king of Ja’dah began 
E’lah the son of Ba’a-sha to reign 
over Is’ra-el in Tir’zah, two years.

15 And she went and did ac- 
cording to the saying of E-li’jah: 
and she, and he, and her house, 
did eat many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal 
wasted not, neither did the cruse 
of oil fail, according to the word 
of the LORD, which he spake by 
E-li’jah. 

17 § And it came to pass after 
these things, that the son of the 
woman, the mistress of the 
house, fell sick; and his sickness 
was so sore, that there was no 
breath left in him. pe 

18 And she said unto E-li’jah, 
What have I to do with thee, O 
thou man of God? art thou come 
unto me to call my sin to re- 
membrance, and to slay my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give 
me thy son. 
out of her bosom, and carried 
him up into a loft, where he 
abode, and laid him upon his 
own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the 
LORD, and said, O LORD my 
God, hast thou also brought evil 
upon the widow with whom I 
sojourn, by slaying her son?

And A’hab said unto 6-ba-

tween them to pass throughout 
it: A’hab went one way by him- 
self, and O-ba-di’ah went an- 
other way by himself.

11 And now_thou sayest, Go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, E-li’jah is

12 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as I am gone from thee, that 
the Spirit of the LORD shall 
carry thee whither I know not; 
and so when I come and tell 
A’hab, and he cannot find thee, 
he shall slay me: but I thy serv- 
ant fear the LORD from my 
youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what 
I did when Jéz’e-bél slew the 
prophets of the LORD, how I hid 
an hundred men of the LORD’S 
prophets by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water? 

14 And now _thou sayest, Go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, E-li’jah is 
here: and he shall slay me. 

15 And E-li’jah said, As the 
LORD of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, I will surely shew 
myself unto him to day. 

16 So O-ba-di’ah went to meet 
A’hab, and told him: and A’hab 
went to meet E-li’jah. 

17 4 And it came to pass, when 
A’hab saw E-li’jah, that A’hab 
said unto him, Art thou he that 
troubleth Is’ra-el? 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled is’ra-el; but thou, and 
thy father’s house, in that ye 
have forsaken the command- 
ments of the LORD, and thou 
hast followed Ba’al-im. 

19 Now therefore send, and 
gather to me all Is’ra-el unto 
mount Cir’mel, and the prophets 
of Ba’al four hundred and fifty, 
and the prophets of the groves 
four hundred, which eat at Jéz’e- 
bél’s table.

22 Then said £-li’/jah unto the 
people, I, even I only, remain a 
prophet of the LORD; but Ba’al’s 
prophets are four hundred and 
fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us 
two bullocks; and let them 
choose one bullock for them- 
selves, and cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire 
under: and I will dress the other 
bullock, and lay if on wood, and 
put no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of 
your gods, and I will call on the 
name of the LORD: and the God 
that answereth by fire, let him 

e God. And all the people 
answered and said, It is well 
spoken. 

25 And £E-li’/jah said unto the 
prophets of Ba’al, Choose you one 
bullock for yourselves, and dress 
it first: for ye are many; and 
call on the name of your gods, 
but put no fire under 

26 And they tepid ‘the bullock 
which was given them, and they 
dressed if, and called on the 
name of Ba’al from morning even 
until noon, saying, Ba/al, 
hear us. But there was no 
voice, nor any that answered. 
And they leaped upon the altar 
which was made. 

27 And it came to pass at noon, 
that £-li’/jah mocked them, and 
said, Cry aloud: for he is a 
god; either he is talking, or he 
is pursuing, or he is in a jour- 
ney, or peradventure he sleepeth, 
and must be awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and 
cut themselves after their man- 
ner with knives and lancets, til) 
the blood gushed out upo1 
them. 

29 And it came to pass, when 
midday was past, and they

32 And with the stones he built 
an altar in the name of the 
LORD: and he made a trench 
about the altar, as great as would

33 And he put the wood in 
order, and cut the bullock in 
pieces, and laid him on the wood, 
and said, Fill four barrels with 
water, and pour it on the burnt 
sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second 
time. And they did if the second

2 Then Jéz’e-bél sent a mes- 
senger unto E-li’/jah, saying, So 
let the gods do to me, and more 
also, if I make not thy life as the 
life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 
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Elijah flees to Horeb 


3 And when he saw fhat, he 
arose, and went for his life, and 
came to Bé’er—shé’ba, which be- 
longeth to Ju’dah, and left his 
servant there. 

4 J But he himself went a day’s 
journey into the wilderness, and 
came and sat down under a juni- 
per tree: and he requested for 
himself that he might die; and 
said, It is enough; now, 
LORD, take away my life; for I 
am not better than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under 
a juniper tree, behold, then an 
angel touched him, and said unto 
him, Arise and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, 
there was a cake baken on the 
coals, and a cruse of water at his 
head. And he did eat and drink, 
and laid him down again. 

7 And the angel of the LORD 
came again the second time, and 
touched him, and said, Arise and 
eat; because the journey is too 
great for thee. :

18 Yet I have left me seven 
thousand in Is’ra-el, all the knees 
which have not bowed unto 
Ba’al, and every mouth which 
hath not kissed Rim.

4 And the king of Is’ra-el an- 
swered and said, My lord, O 
king, according to thy saying, I 
am thine, and all that I have. 

And the messengers came 
again, and said, Thus speaketh 
Bén-ha’dad, saying, Although I 
have sent unto thee, saying, 
Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, 
and thy gold, and thy wives, and 
thy children;

13 4 And, behold, there came 
a prophet unto Aha b king of 
Is’ra-el, saying, Thus saith the 
LORD, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I w 
deliver it into thine hand 
day; and thou shalt know ine 
I am the LORD. 

14 And A’hab said, By whom? 
And he said, Thus saith the 
LORD, Even by the young men 
of the princes of the provinces. 
Then he said, Who shall order the 
battle? And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the prov- 
inces, and they were two hun- 
dred and thirty two: and after 
them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of is’ra-el, 
being seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. 
But Bén—-ha’dad was drinking 
himself drunk in the pavilions, 
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The Syrians defeated 


he and the kings, the thirty and 
two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Bén—ha’dad sent out, 
and they told him, saying, There 
are men come out of Sa-ma’ri-a.

' 23 And the servants of the king 
of Syr’i-a said unto him, Their 
gods are gods of the hills; there- 
fore they were stronger than we; 
but let us fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. | 

24 And do this thing, Take the 
kings away, every man out of 
his place, and put captains in 
their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, 
like the army that thou hast 
lost, horse for horse, and chariot 
for chariot: and we will fight 
against them in the plain, and 
surely we shall be stronger than 
they. And he hearkened unto 
their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the 
return of the year, that Bén—ha’- 
dad numbered the Syr’i-ans, and 
went up to A’phek, to fight 
against Is’ra-el. 
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27 And the children of Is’ra-el 
were numbered, and were all 
present, and went against them: 
and the children of fs’ra-el 
pitched before them like two Jittle 
flocks of kids; but the Syr’i-ans 
filled the country.

30 But the rest fled to A’phek, 
into the city; and there a wall 
fell upon twenty and seven thou- 
sand of the men that were left. 
And Bén-ha’dad fled, and came 
into the city, into an inner 
chamber. 

31 § And his servants said unto 
him, Behold now, we have heard 
that the kings of the house of 
Is’ra-el are merciful kings: let 
us, I pray thee, put sackcloth on 
our loins, and ropes upon our 
heads, and go out to the king of 
Is’ra-el: peradventure he will 
save thy life. | 

32 So they girded sackcloth on 
their loins, and put ropes on their 
heads, and came to the king of 
Is’ra-el, and said, Thy servant 
Bén-ha’dad saith, I pray thee, 
let me live. And he said, Js he 
yet alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently 
observe whether any thing would 
come from him, and did hastily 
catch it: and they said, Thy 
brother Bén-ha’dad.

39 And as the king passed by, 
he cried unto the king: and he 
said, Thy servant went out into 
the midst of the battle; and, be- 
hold, a man turned aside, and 
brought a man unto me, and 
said, Keep this man: if by any 
means he be missing, then shall 
thy life be for his life, or else thou 
shalt pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy 
here and there, he was gone.

42 And he said unto him, Thus

7 And he went and sent to Jé- 
hosh’a-phat the king of Ja’dah, 
saying, The king of M6o’ab hath 
rebelled against me: wilt thou go 
with me against MO’ab to battle? 
And he said, I will go up: Lam 
as thou art, my people as thy 
people, and my horses as thy 
horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall 
we go up? And he answered, 
The way through the wilderness 
ofE’dom. _. : 

9 So the king of Is’ra-el went, 
and the king of Ji’dah, and the 
king of E’dom: and they fetched 
a compass of seven days’ jour- 
ney: and there was no water for 
the host, and for the cattle that 
followed them. | F 

10 And the king of Is’ra-el 
said, Alas! that the LORD hath 
called these three kings together, 
to deliver them into the hand of 
Mo/’ab! 

11 But Jé-hdsh’a-phat said, Js 
there not here a prophet of the 
LORD, that we may enquire of 
the LORD byhim? And one of 
the king of Is’ra-el’s servants an- 
swered and said, Here is E-li’sha 
the son of Sha’ phat, which poured 
water on the hands of E-li’jah. 

12 And Jé-hodsh’a-phat said, 
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The word of the LORD is with 
him. So the king of Is’ra-el and 
Jé-hésh’a-phat and the king of 
F’/dom went down to him. 

13 And E-li’sha said unto the 
king of Is’ra-el, What have I to 
do with thee? get thee to the 
prophets of thy father, and to the 
prophets of thy mother. And 
the king ofIs’ra-el said unto him, 
Nay: for the LORD hath called 
these three kings together, to de- 
liver ise into the hand of 

0’a 

14 And £-li’sha said, As the 
LORD of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, surely, were it not 
that I regard the presence_ of 
Jé-hosh’a-phat the king of Ji’- 
dah, I would not look toward 
thee, nor see thee. t 

15 But now bring me a min- 
strel. And it came to pass, when 
the minstrel played, that the 
hand of the LORD came upon him. 

16 And he said, Thus saith the 
LORD, Make this valley full of 
ditches. 

17 For thus saith the LORD, Ye 
shall not see wind, neither shall 
ye see rain; yet that valley shall 
be filled with water, that ye may 
drink, both ye, and your cattle, 
and your beasts. ! 

18 And this is but a light thing 
in the sight of the LORD: he 
will deliver the M06/’ab-ites also 
into your hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every 
fenced city, and every chcice city, 
and shall fell every good tree, and 
stop all wells of water, and mar 
every good piece of land with 
stones. 

20 And it came to pass in the 
morning, when the meat offering 
was offered, that, behold, there 
came water by the way of E’dom, 
and the country was filled with 
water. 

21 4 And when all the M6’ab- 
ites heard that the kings were 
come up to fight against them, 
they gathered all that were able 
to put on armour, and upward, 
and stood in the border.

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon 
the water, and the MO6/’ab-ites 
saw the water on the other side 
as red as blood: ; 

23 And they said, This is blood: 
the kings are surely slain, and 
they have smitten one another: 
now therefore, Md’ab, to the 
spoil. 

24 And when they came to the 
camp of is’ra-el, the Is’ra-el-ites 
rose up and smote the MO’ab-ites, 
so that they fled before them: 
but they went forward smiting 
the M6’ab-ites, even in their 
country. 

25 And they beat down the 
cities, and on every good viece of 
land cast every man his stone, 
and filled it; and they stopped all 
the wells of water, and felled all 
the good trees: only in Kir-—- 
har’a-séth left they the stones 
thereof; howbeit the slingers 
went about if, and smote it. 

26 4 And when the king of 
MO6O’ab saw that the battle was 
too sore for him, he took with 
him seven hundred men that 
drew swords, to break through 
even unto the king of E’dom: 
but they could not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son 
that should have reigned in his 
stead, and offered him for a 
burnt. offering upon the wail. 
And there was great indignation | 
against Is’ra-el: and they de- 
parted from him, and returned 
to their own land. 


CHAPTER 4 317 
1 The widow’s oil multiplied. 34 The 
Shunammite’s son raised. 42 An 
hundred fed'on twenty loaves. 
OW there cried a certain 
woman of the wives of the 
sons of the prophets unto £-li’- 
sha, saying, Thy servant my 
husband is dead; and thou 
knowest that thy servant did 
fear the LORD: and the creditor 
is come to take unto my 
two sons to be bondmen. 
2 And E-li’sha said unto her, 
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What shall I do for thee? tell me, 
what hast thou in the house? 
And she said, Thine handmaid 
hath not any thing in the house, 
Save a pot of oil. 

3 Then he said, Go, borrow thee 
vessels abroad of all thy neigh- 
bours, even empty vessels; bor- 
row not a few. 

4 And when thou art come in, 
thou shalt shut the door upon 
thee and upon thy sons, and shalt 
pour out into all those vessels, 
and thou shalt set aside that 
which is full. 

5 So she went from him, and 
shut the door upon her and upon 
her sons, who brought the vessels 
to her; and she poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when 
the vessels were full, that she 
said unto her son, Bring me yet 
a vessel. And he said unto her, 
There is not a vessel more. And 
the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and toid the 
man of God. And hesaid, Go, sell 
the oil, and pay thy debt, and live 
thou and thy children of the rest. 

8 | And it fell on a day, that 
f-li’sha passed to Shu’nem, 
where was a great woman; and 
‘she constrained him to eat 
bread. And so it was, that as 
oft as he passed by, he turned in 
thither to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her hus- 
band, Behold now, I perceive 
that this is an holy man of God, 
Which passeth by us continually. 

10 Let us make a little cham- 
ber, I pray thee, on the wall; and 
let us set for him there a bed, and 
a table, and a stool, and a candle- 
stick: and it shall be, when he 
cometh to us, that he shall turn 
in thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into 
the chamber, and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gé-ha’zi his 
servant, Call this Shu’nam-mite. 
And when he had called her, she 
Stood before him. ; 

13 And he said unto him, Say 
now unto her, Behold, thou hast 
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been careful for us with all this 
care; what is to be done for thee? 
wouldest thou be spoken for to 
the king, or to the captain of the 
host? And she answered, I dwell 
among mine own people. 

14 And he said, What then is to 
be done for her? And Gé-ha’zi 
answered, Verily she hath no 
child, and her husband is old.

17 And the woman conceived, 
and bare a son at that season that 
E-li’sha had said unto her, ace 
cording to the time of life. 

18 § And when the child was 
grown, it fell on a day, that he 
went out to his father to the 
reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, 
My head, my head. And he said 
to a lad, Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, 
he sat on her knees till noon, and 
then died. 

21 And she went up, and laid 
him on the bed of the man of 
God, and shut the door upon 
him, and went out. 

22 And she called unto her 
husband, and said, Send me, I 
pray thee, one of the young men, 
and one of the asses. that I may 
run to the man of God, and come 


again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to day? it is 
neither new moon, nor sabbath. 
And she said, It shall be well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, 
and said to her servant, Drive, 
and go forward; slack not thy 
riding for me, except I bid thee. 

25 So she went and came unto 
the man of God to mount Car’- 
mel. And it came to pass, when 
the man of God saw her afar off, 
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that he said to Gé-ha’zi his ser- 
vant, Behold, yonder is that 
Shu’nam-mite: 

26 Run now, I pray thee, to 
meet her, and say unto her, Is it 
well with thee? is i¢ well with thy 
husband? is it well with the 
sneer And she answered, It is 
well. 

27 And when she came to the 
man of God to the hill, she caught 
him by the feet: but Gé-ha’zi 
came near to thrust her away. 
And the man of God said, Let 
her alone; for her soul is vexed 
within her: and the LORD hath 
hid it from me, and hath not told

28 Then she said, Did I desire a 
son of my lord? did I not say, Do 
not deceive me? | (i 

29 Then he said to Gé-ha/zi, 
Gird up thy loins, and take my 
staff in thine hand, and go thy 
way: if thou meet any man, 
salute him not; and if any salute 
thee, answer him not again: and 
lay By staff upon the face of the 
child. 

30 And the mother of the child 
said, As the LORD liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. And he arose, and followed 


er. 

31 And Gé-ha’zi passed on be- 
fore them, and laid the staff upon 
the face of the child; but there 
was neither voice, nor hearing. 
Wherefore he went again to meet 
him, and told him, saying, The 
child is not awaked. 

32 And when E-li’sha was come 
into the house, behold, the child 
was dead, and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and 
shut the door upon them twain, 
and prayed unto the LORD. 

34 And he went up, and lay up- 
on the child, and put his mouth 
upon his mouth, and his eyes 
upon his eyes, and his hands upon 
his hands: and he stretched 
himself upon the child; and the 
flesh of the child waxed warm. 

35 Then he returned, and 
walked in the house to and fro; 
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and went up, and stretched him- 
self upon him: and the child 
sneezed seven times, and the 
child opened his eyes.

And it came to pass, | 
as they were eating of the pottage 
that they cried out, and said, O 
thou man of God, there is death 
in the pot.

41 But he said, Then bring 
meal. And he cast it into the 
pot; and he said, Pour out for the 
people, that they may eat. And. 
there was no harm in the pot. 

42 4 And there came a man 
from Ba’al—shal’i-sha, and 
brought the man of God bread of 
the firstfruits, twenty loaves of 
barley, and full ears of corn in 
the husk thereof. And he said, 
Give unto the people, that they 
may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, 
should I set this before an hun- 
dred men? He said again, Give 
the people, that they may eat: 
for thus saith the LorD, They 
shall eat, and shall leave thereof, 

44 So he set it before them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof,

318 CHAPTER 5 


1 Naaman goes to Samaria. 8 He is 
cured of leprosy. 20 Gehazi’s ava- 
rice. 27 He becomes leprous. 

OW Na’a-man, captain of 
the host of the king of 

Syr'i-a, was a great man with 

his master, and honourable, be- 
cause by him the LorD had 
given deliverance unto Syr’i-a: 

he was also a mighty man in 
valour, but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syr’i-ans had gone 
out by companies, and had 
brought away captive out of the 
land of Is’ra-el a little maid; and 
she waited on Na’a-man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mis- 
tress, Would God my lord were 
with the prophet that is in Sa- 
ma/ri-a! for he would recover 
him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said 
the maid that is of the land of 
Iis’ra-el. 

5 And the king of Syr’i-a said, 
Go to, go, and I will send a letter 
unto the king of Is’ra-el. And he 
departed, and took with him ten 
talents of silver, and six thousand 
pieces of gold, and ten changes of 
raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to 
the king of is’ra-el, saying, Now 
when this letter is come unto 
thee, behold, I have therewith 
sent Na’a-man my servant to 
thee, that thou mayest recover 
him of his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Is’ra-el had read the let- 
ter, that he rent his clothes, and 
said, Am I God, to kill and to 
make alive, that this man doth 
send unto me to recover a man of 
his leprosy? wherefore consider, 
I pray you, and see how he 
seeketh a quarrel against me. 

8 4 And it was so, when £-li’- 
sha the man of God had heard 
that the king of Is’ra-el had rent 
his clothes, that he sent to the 
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king, saying, Wherefore hast thou 
rent thy clothes? let him come 
now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in fs’ra-el. 

9 So Na’a-man came with his 
horses and with his chariot, and 
stood at the door of the house of 

E-li’sha. | 

10 And £-li’sha sent a messen- 
ger unto him, saying, Go and 
wash in Jér’dan seven times, 
and thy flesh shall come again to 
thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

11 But Na’a-man was wroth, 
and went away, and said, Be- 
hold, I thought, He will surely 
come out to me, and stand, and 
call on the name of the LORD his 
God, and strike his hand over 
the place, and recover the leper. 

12 Are not Ab’a-na and Phir’- 
par, rivers of Da-mas’cus, better 
than all the waters of is’ra-el? 
may I not wash in them, and be 
clean? So he turned and went 
away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, 
and spake unto him, and said, 
My father, if the prophet had bid 
thee do some great thing, would- 
est thou not have done it? how 
much rather then, when he saith 
to thee, Wash, and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and 
dipped himself seven times in 
Jér’dan, according to the saying 
of the man of God: and his flesh 
came again like unto the flesh 
of alittle child, and he was clean. 

15 4 And he returned to the 
man of God, he and all his com- 
pany, and came, and stood before 
him: and he said, Behold, now 
I know that there is no God in 
all the earth, but in Is’ra-el: now 
therefore, I pray thee, take a 
blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said, As the LORD 
liveth, before whom I stand, I 
will receive none. And he urged 
him to take if;. but he refused. 

17 And Na’a-man said, Shall 
there not then, I pray thee, be 
given to thy servant two mules’ 
burden of earth? for thy servant 
will henceforth offer neither 
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burnt offering nor sacrifice unto 
other gods, but unto the LORD. 

18 In this thing the LORD par- 
don thy servant, that when my 
master goeth into the house of 
Rim’/mon to worship there, and 
he leaneth on my hand, and I 
bow myself in the house of Rim’- 
mon: when I bow down myself 
in the house of Rim’mon, the 
FORP pardon thy servant in this 
thin 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he departed from him 
a little way. 

20 § But Gé-ha’zi, the servant 
of E-li/sha the man of God, said, 

Behoid, my master hath spared 
Na’a-man this Syr’i-an, in not 
receiving at his bands that which 
he brought: but, as the LORD 
liveth, I will run after him, and 
take somewhat of him. 

21 So Gé-ha/zi followed after 
Na’a-man. And when Na’a-man 
saw him running after him, he 
lighted down from the chariot to 
meet him, and said, Js all well? 

22 And he said, Allis well. My 
master hath sent me, saying, 
Behold, even now there be come 
to me from mount E’phra-im two 
young men of the sons of the 
prophets: give them, I pray thee, 
a talent of silver, and two 
changes of garments. 

23 And Na’a-man said, Be con- 
tent, take two talents. And he 
urged him, and bound two talents 
of silver in two bags, with two 
changes of garments, and laid 
them upon two of his servants; 
and they bare them before him. 

24 And when he came to the 
tower, he took them from their 
hand, and bestowed them in the 
house: and he let the men go, 
and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood 
before his master. And £-li’sha 
said unto him, Whence comest 
thou, Gé-ha’zi? And he said, 
Thy servant went no whither. 

26 And he said unto him, 
Went not mine heart with thee, 
when the man turned again from 
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He becomes a leper 


his chariot to meet thee? Js ita 
time to receive money, and to 
receive garments, and oliveyards, 
and vineyards, and sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, 
maidservants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Na’- 
a-man shall cleave unto thee, 
and unto thy seed for ever. And 
he went out from his presence a 
leper as white as snow. 


CHAPTER 6 319 


1 The iron swims. 8 Elisha and the 
Syrians. 24 The famine in Samaria. 
30 A messenger sent to slay Elisha. 

ND the sons of the prophets 

said unto E-li’sha, Behold 

now, the place where we dwell 
with thee is too strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jér’dan, and take thence every 
man a beam, and let usmakeusa 
place there, where we may dwell. 
And he answered, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I 
pray thee, and go with thy ser- 
vants. And he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And 
when they came to Jér’dan, they 
cut down wood. 

5 But as one was felling a beam, 
the ax head fell into the water: 
and he cried, and said, Alas, 
master! for it was borrowed. 

6 And the man of God said, 
Where fell it? And he shewed 
him the place. And he cut down 
a stick, and cast if in thither; 
and the iron did swim. ; 

7 Therefore said he, Take it up 
to thee. And he put out his hand, 
and took it. 

8 4 Then the king of Syr’i-a 
watred against Is’ra-el, and took — 
counsel with his servants, saying, 
In such and such a place shall be 
my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto 
the king of Is’ra-el, saying, Be- 
ware that thou pass not such a 
place; for thither the Syr’i-ans 
are come down. 4 

10 And the king of Is’ra-el sent — 
to the place which the man of 
God told him and warned him 


and 
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of, and saved himself there, not 
once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the 
_ king of Syr’i-a was sore troubled 
for this thing; and he called his 
servants, and said unto them, 
Wil ye not shew me which of us 
is for the king of is’ra-el? 

12 And one of his servants said, 
None, my lord, O king: — but 
£-li’sha, the prophet that is in 
¥s’ra-el, telleth the king of Is’- 
ra-el the words that thou speak- 
est in thy bedchamber. 

13 § And he said. Go and spy 
where he is, that I may send and 
fetch him. And it was told him, 
saying, Behold, heis in DO’than. 

14 Therefore sent he thither 
horses, and chariots, and a great 
host: and they came by night, 
and compassed the city about. 

15 And when the servant of 
the man of God was risen early, 
and gone forth, behold, an host 
compassed the city both with 
horses and chariots. And his 
servant said unto him, Alas, my 
master! how shali we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not: 
for they that be with us are more 
than they that be with them. 

17 And E-li’sha prayed, and 
said, LORD, I pray thee, open his 
eyes, that he may see. And the 
LORD opened the eyes of the 
young man; and he saw: and, 
behold, the mountain was full of 
horses and chariots of fire round 
about E-li’sha. 

18 And when they came down 
to him, £-li’sha prayed unto the 
LORD, and said, Smite this peo- 
ple, I pray thee, with blindness. 
And he smote them with blind- 
ness according to the word of 
£-li’sha. a ‘ 

19 { And £-li’sha said unto 
them, This is not the way, neither 
is this the city: follow me, and 
I will bring you to the man whom 
ye seek. But he ied them to Sa- 
ma/ri-a. 

20 And it came to pass, when 
they were come into Sa-ma’ri-a, 
that E-li’sha said, LORD, open 
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the eyes of these men, that they 
may see. And the LORD opened 
their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, they were in the midst of 
Sa-ma’ri-a. 

21 And the king of Is’ra-el said 
unto E-li’sha, when he saw them, 
My father, shall I smite them? 
shall I smite them? 

22 And he answered, Thou 
shalt not smite them: wouldest 
thou smite those whom thou hast 
taken captive with thy sword 
and with thy bow? set bread 
and water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and go to 
their master. 

23 And he prepared great pro- 
vision for them: and when they 
had eaten and drunk, he sent 
them away, and they went to 
their master. So the bands of 
Syr/i-a came no more into the 
land of Is’ra-el. 

24 4 And it came to pass after 
this, that Bén—-ha’dad king of 
Syr/i-a gathered all his host, and 
went up, and besieged Sa-ma/ri-a. 

And there was a_ great 
famine in Sa-mda’ri-a4: and, 
behold, they besieged it, until an 
ass’s head was sold for fourscore 
pieces of silver, and the fourth 
part of a cab of dove’s dung for 
five pieces of silver. : 

26 And as the king of Is’ra-el 
was passing by upon the wall, 
there cried a woman unto him, 
saying, Help, my lord, O king. 

And he said, If the LORD do 
not help thee, whence shall I 
help thee? out of the barnfloor, 
or out of the winepress? 

28 And the king said unto her, 
What aileth thee? And she an- 
swered, This woman said unto 
me, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him to day, and we will eat 
my son to morrow. 

29 So we boiled my son, and 
did eat him: and I said unto her 
on the next day, Give thy son, 
that we may eat him: and she 
hath hid her son. 

30 § And it came to pass, when 
the king heard the words of the

woman, that he rent his clothes: 
and he passed by upon the wall, 
and the people looked, and, be- 


hold, he had sackcloth within | 


upon his flesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so 
and more also to me, if the head 
of &-li’sha the son of Sha’phat 
shall stand on him this day. 

32 But E-li’sha sat in his 
house, and the elders sat with 
him; and the king sent a man 
from hefdre him: but ere the 
messenger came to him, he said 
to the elders, See ye how this 
son of a murderer hath sent to 
take away mine head? look, when 
the messenger cometh, shut the 
door, and hold him fast at the 
door: is not the sound of his 
master’s feet behind him? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger 
came down unto him: and he 
said, Behold, this evil is of the 
LORD; what should I wait for 
the LORD any longer? 


320 CHAPTER 7 


1 Elisha promises plenty. 6 Flight of 
the Syrians. 17 Plenty comes. 
HEN E-li’sha said, Hear ye 

the word of the LORD; Thus 
saith the LORD, To morrow 
about this time shall a measure 
of fine flour be sold for a shekel, 

and two measures of barley for a 

shekel, in the gate of Sa-ma’ri-a. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand 
the king leaned answered the 
man of God, and said, Behold, 
if the LORD would make 
windows in heaven, might this 
thing be? And he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, 
but shalt not eat thereof. 

3 4 And there were four leprous 
men at the entering in of the gate: 
and they said one to another, 
Why sit we here until we die? 

4 If we say, We will enter into 
the city, then the famine is in the 
city, and we shail die there: and 
if we sit still here, we die also. 
Now therefore come, and let us 
fall unto the host of the Syr’i-ans: 
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if they save us alive, we shall 
lives and if they kill us, we shall 
but die. 

5 And they rose up in the twi- 
light, to go unto the camp of the 
Syr’i-ans: and when they were 
come to the uttermost part of the 
camp of Syr’i-a, behold, there 
was no man there. 

6 For the Lord had made the 
host of the Syr’i-ans to hear a 
noise of chariots, and a noise of 
horses, even the noise of a great 
host: and they said one to an- 
other, Lo, the king of Is’ra-el 
hath hired against us the kings 
of the Hit’-tites, and the kings of 
the E-gyp’tians, to come upon us. 

7 Wherefore they arose and 
fied in the twilight, and left their 
tents, and their horses, and their 
asses, even the camp as it was, 
and fled for their life. 

8 And when these lepers came 
to the uttermost part of the camp, 
they went into one tent, and did 
eat and drink, and carried thence 
silver, and gold, and raiment, 
and went and hid it; and came 
again, and entered into another 
tent, and carried thence also, and 
went and hid if. 

9 Then they said one to an- 
other, We do not well: this day 
is a day of good tidings, and we 
hold our peace: if we tarry till 
the morning light, some mischief 
will come upon us: now there- 
fore come, that we may go and 
tell the king’s household. 

10 So they came and called 
unto the porter of the city: .and 
they told them, saying, We came 
to the camp of the Syr’i-ans. and, 
behold, there was no man there, 
neither voice of man, but horses 
tied, and asses tied, and the tents 
as they were 

11 And he called the porters; 
and they told it to the king’s 
house within 

12 ¢ And AP king arose in the 
night, and said unto his servants, 
I will now shew you what the 
Syr’i-ans have done to us. They 
know that we be hungry; there- 
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fore are they gone out of the camp 


| to hide themselves in the field, 


| saying, When 


they come out of 
the city, we shall catch them 
alive, and get into the city. 

13 And one of his servants an- 
swered and said, Let some take, 
I pray thee, five of the horses that 
remain, which are left in the city, 
(behold, they are as all the multi- 
tude of Is’ra-el that are left in it: 
behold, J say, they are even as all 
the multitude of the Is’ra-el-ites 
that are consumed:) and let us 
send and see. 

14 They took therefore two 
chariot horses; and the king sent 
after the host of the Syr’i-ans, 
saying, Go and see. 

15 And they went after them 
unto J6r’dan: and, lo, all the way 
was full of garments and vessels, 
which the Syr’i-ans had cast 
away in their haste. And the 
messengers returned, and told 
the king. 

16 And the people went_out, 
and spoiled the tents of the Syr’i- 
ans. So a measure of fine flour 
was sold for a shekel, and two 
measures of barley for a shekel, 
sreoein et to the word of the LORD. 

17 ¢ And the king appointed 
the lord on whose hand he leaned 
to have the charge of the gate: 
and the people trode upon him in 
the gate, and he died, as the man 
of God had said, who spake when 
the king came down to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the 
man of God had spoken to the 
king, saying, Two measures of 
barley for a shekel, and a mea- 
sure of fine flour for a shekel, 
shall be to morrow about this 
time in the gate of Sa-ma’ri-a: 

19 And that lord answered the 
man of God, and said, Now, 
behold, if the LORD should make 
windows in heaven, might such 
athing be? And he said, Behold, 
thou shalt see it with thine eyes, 
but shalt not eat thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him: 
for the people trode upon him in 
the gate, and he died.

1 Land of the Shunammite restored. 7 
Hazael kills Ben-hadad. 20 Edom’s 
revoll.

HEN spake £-li’sha unto the 
woman, whose son he had 
restored to life, saying, Arise, and 
go thou and thine household, and 
sojourn wheresoever thou canst 
sojourn: for the LORD hath 
called for a famine; and it shall 
also come upon the land seven 
years. 

2 And the woman arose, and 
did after the saying of the man of 
God: and she went with her 
household, and sojourned in the 
land of the Phi-lis’tines seven 
years. 

3 And it came to pass at the 
seven years’ end, that the woman 
returned out of the land of the 
Phi-lis’tines: and she went forth 
to cry unto the king for her house 
and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with 
Gé-ha’zi the servant of the man 
of God, saying, Tell me, I pray 
thee, all the great things that 
E-li’‘sha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he 
was telling the king how he had 
restored a dead body to life, 
that, behold, the woman, whose 
son he had restored to life, cried 
to the king for her house and for 
her land. And Gé-ha’zi said, My 
lord, O king, this is the woman, 
and this is her son, whom E-li’- 
sha restored to life. 

6 And when the king asked the 
woman, she told him. So the 
king appointed unto her a certain 
officer, saying, Restore all that 
was hers, and all the fruits of the 
field since the day that she left 
the land, even until now. 

74 And é-li’sha came to Da- 
mas’cus; and Bén—ha’dad the 
king of Syr’i-a was sick; and it 
was told him, saying, The man of 
God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Haz’- 
a-el, Take a present in thine 
hand, and go, meet the man of 
God, and enquire of the LORD

9 So Haz’a-el went to meet 
him, and took a present with 
him, even of every good thing of 
Da-mas’cus, forty camels’ bur- 
den, and came and stood before 
him, and said, Thy son Bén-ha’- 
dad king of Syr’i-a hath sent me 
to thee, saying, Shall I recover of 
this disease? 

10 And &-li’sha said unto him, 
Go, say unto him, Thou mayest 
certainly recover: howbeit the 
LORD hath shewed me that he 
shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his counte- 
nance stedfastly, until he was 
ashamed: and the man of God 
wept. 

12 And Haz’a-el said, Why 
weepeth my lord? And he an- 
swered, Because I know the evil 
that thou wilt do unto the chil- 
dren of {s’ra-el: their strong 
holds wilt thou set on fire, and 
their young men wilt thou slay 
with the sword, and wilt dash 
their children, and rip up their 
women with child. 

13 And Haz’a-el said, But 
what, is thy servant a dog, that 
he should do this great thing? 
And f£-li‘sha answered, The 
LORD hath shewed me that thou 
Shalt be king over Syr’i-a 

14 So he departed from £-li’- 
sha, and came to his master; 
who said to him, What said E-li’- 
sha to thee? And he answered, 
He told me that thou shouldest 
surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that he took a thick 
cioth, and dipped if in water, and 
spread if on his face, so that he 
died: and Haz’a-el reigned in 
his stead. 

16 4 And in the fifth year of 
Jo’ram the son of A’hab king of 
Is’ra-el, Jé-hdsh’a-phat being 
then king of Ji’dah, Jé-hd’/ram 
the son of Jé-hdsh’a-phat king of 
Jua’dah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old 
was he when he began to reign;

and he reigned eight years in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

18 And he walked in the way of 
the kings of Is’ra-el, as did the 
house of A’hab: for the daughter 
of A’hab was his wife: and he 
did evil in the sight of the LORD. 

19 Yet the LORD would not 
destroy Ja’dah for Da’vid his 
servant’s sake, as he promised 
him to give him alway a light, 
and to his children. 

20 4 In his days E’dom re- 
volted from under the hand of 
Ji’dah, and made a king over 
themselves. 

21 So Jo’ram went over to 
Za’‘ir, and all the chariots with 
him: and he rose by night, and 
smote the E’dom-ites which com- 
passed him about, and the cap- 
tains of the chariots: and the 
people fled into their tents. 

22 Yet E’dom revolted from 
under the hand of Ji’dah unto 
this day. Then Lib’nah re- 
volted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of 
JO’ram, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of 
Ji’dah? 

24 And Jod’ram slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of Da’vid: and 
A-ha-zi’ah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

25 4 In the twelfth year of J6’- 
ram the son of A’hab king of 
is’ra-el did A-ha-zi’ah the son of 
Jé-ho/ram king of Ji’dah begin 
to reign. 

26 Two and twenty years old 
was A-ha-zi’ah when he began to 
reign; and he reigned one year in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. And his mother’s 
name was Ath-a-li’ah, the daugh- 
ter of Omri king of Is’ra-el. 

27 And he walked in the way 
of the house of A’hab, and did 
evil in the sight of the LORD, as 
did the house of A’hab: for he 
was the son in law of the house 
of A’hab. 

28 § And he went with Jé’ram 
the son of A’hab to the war 
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Jehu anointed king 


against Haz/a-el king of Syr’i-a 
in Ra’moth-—gil’e-ad; and the 
Syr’‘i-ans wounded Jo’ram. 

29 And king J6’ram went back 
to be healed in Jéz’re-el of the 
wounds which the Syr’i-ans had 
given him at Ra’mah, when he 
fought against Haz’a-el king of 
Syr’i-a. And A-ha-zi’ah the son 
of Jé-ho’ram king of Jii’/dah went 
down to see Jé’ram the son of 
A’hab in Jéz’re-el, because he 
Was Sick, 


322 CHAPTER 9 
1 Jehu anointed king. 24 He siays 
. Joram and Ahaziah. 30 Jezebel is 
killed. 
ND E-li’sha the prophet called 
one of the children of the 
prophets, and said unto him, 
Gird up thy loins, and take this 
box of oil in thine hand, and go 
to Ra’moth-—éil’e-ad: 

2 And when thou comest thith- 
er, look out there Jé’ha the son of 
Jé’-hosh’a-phat the son of Nim’- 
shi, and go in, and make him 
arise up from among his breth- 
ren, and carry him to an inner 
chamber; 

3 Then take the box of oil, and 
pour it on his head, and say, 
Thus saith the LORD, I have 
anointed thee king over Is’ra-el.

4 4 So the young man, even the 
young man the prophet, went to 
Ra’moth-—il’e-ad. 

5 And when he came, behold, 
the captains of the host were sit- 
ting; and he said, I have an 
errand to thee, O captain. And 
Jé’ht said, Unto which of ali us? 
And he said, To thee, O cap- 


ain. 
6 And he arose, and went into 
the house; and he poured the oil 
on his head, and said unto him, 
Thus saith the LORD God of 
fs’ra-el, I have anointed thee 
king over the people of the LORD, 

even over Is’ra-el. f 
And thou shalt smite the 
house of A’hab thy master, that 
31 
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I may avenge the blood of my 
servants the prophets, and the 
blood of all the servants of the 
LORD, at the hand of Jéz’e-bél. 

8 For the whole house of A’hab 

shall perish: and I will cut off 
from A’hab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Is’ra-el: 
_9 And I will make the house of 
A’hab like the house of Jér-o- 
bo’am the son of Né’bat, and like 
the house of Ba’a-sha the son of 
A-hi’/jah: . 

10 And the dogs shali eat 
Jéz’e-bél in the portion of Jéz’re- 
el, and there shall be none to 
bury her. And he opened the 
door, and fied. 

11 4 Then Jé’ht came forth to 
the servants of his lord: and one 
said unto him, Zs all well? 
wherefore came this mad fellow 
to thee? And he said unto them, 
Ye know the man, and his com- 
munication. } ‘ 

12 And they said, /t is faise; 
tell us now. And he said, Thus 
and thus spake he to me, saying, 
Thus saith the LORD, I have 
anointed thee king over Is’ra-el. 

13 Then they hasted, and took 
every man his garment, and put 
it under him on the top of the 
stairs, and blew with trumpets, 
saying, Jé’hii is king. 

14 So Jé’hi the son of Jé- 
hosh’a-phat the son of Nim’shi 
conspired against JO’/ram. (Now 
Jo’ram had kept Ra’moth-éil’e- 
ad, he and all Is’ra-el, because of 
Haz’a-el king of Syr’i-a. 

15 But king Jo’ram was re- 
turned to be healed in Jéz’re-el of 
the wounds which the Syr’i-ans 
had given him, when he fought 
with Haz’a-el king of Syr’i-a.) 
And Jé’ht said, If it be your 
minds, then iet none go forth 
nor escape out of the city to go 
to tell it in Jéz’re-el. ; 

16 So Jé’hi rode in a cheriot, 
and went to Jéz’re-el; for Jo’ram 
lay there. And A-ha-zi’ah king 
of Ji’dah was come down to see 
Jé’ram.

17 And there stood a watchman | Na’both the Jéz’re-el-ite: for re- 


on the tower in Jéz’re-el, and he 

spied the company of J é/hii as he 
came, and said, I see a company. 
And Jo/ram said, Take an horse- 
man, and send to meet them, and 
let him say, Is it peace? 

18 So there went one on horse- 
back to meet him, and said, Thus 
saith the king, Js it peace? And 
Jé’ha said, What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind 
me. And the watchman ‘told, 
saying, The messenger came to 
them, but he cometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, which came to them, 
and said, Thus saith the king, Is 
it peace? And Jé’ht answered, 
What hast thou to do with peace? 
turn thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, 
saying, He came even unto them, 
and cometh not again: and the 
driving is like the driving of 
Jé’ha the son of Nim’shi; for he 
driveth furiously. 

21 And Jé’ram said, Make 
ready. And his chariot was 
made ready. And J6’ram king 
of is’ra-el and A-ha-zi’ah king of 
Ji’dah went out, each in his 
chariot, and they. went out 
against Jé’hu, and met him in 
ae portion of Na’both the Jéz’re- 
el-ite. 

22 And it came to pass, when 
J6’/ram saw Jé’ha, that he said, 
Is it peace, Jé’-ha? And he 
answered, What peace, so long 
as the whoredoms of thy mother 
Jéz’e-bél and her witchcrafts are 
so many? 

23 And Jd’ram turned his 
hands, and fled, and said to 
A-ha-zi/ah, There is treachery, 
O 4-ha-zi’ah. 

24 And Jé’ha drew a bow with 
his full strength, and smote Jé- 
ho’ram between his arms, and 
the arrow went out at his heart, 
and he sunk down in his 
chariot. 

25 Then said Jé’hu to Bid’kar 
his captain, Take up, and cast

member how that, when I and 
thou rode together after A’hab 
his father, the LORD laid this 
burden upon him; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday 
the blood of Na’both, and the 
blood of his sons, saith the 
LORD; and I will requite thee 
in this plat,: saith the LORD.

27 § But when A-ha-zi’ah the 
king of Ji’dah saw this, he fled 
by the way of the garden house.

And he fled to Mé- 
gid’d6, and died there. 

28 And his servants carried 
him in a chariot to Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and buried him in his sepulchre 
with his fathers in the city of 
Da’vid. 

29 And in the eleventh year of 
Jo’/ram the son of A’hab began 
A-ha-zi’ah to reign over Ja’dah. 

30 4 And when Jé’ht was come 
to Jéz’re-el, Jéz’e-bél heard of 
it; and she painted her face, 
and tired her head, and looked 
out at a window. 

31 And as Jé’hii entered in at 
the gate, she said, Had Zim’ri 
peace, who slew his master? 

32 And he lifted up his face to 
the window, and said, Who is on 
my side? who? And there 
looked out to him two or three 
eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her 
down. So they threw her down: 
and some of her blood was 
sprinkled on the wall, and on the 
paca and he trode her under 

oot. 

34 And when he was come in, 
he did eat and drink, and said, 
Go, see now this cursed woman, 
and bury her: for she is a king’s 
daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: 
but they found no more of her 
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\than the skull, and the feet, and 
the palms of her hands. ; 

36 Wherefore they came again, 
and told him. And he said, 
This is the word of the LORD, 
which he spake by his servant 
#-li/jah the Tish’bite, saying, In 
the portion of Jéz’re-el shall dogs 
eat the flesh of Jéz’e-bél: 

37 And the carcase of Jéz’e-bel 
shall be as dung upon the face of 
the field in the portion of Jéz’re- 
el; so that they shall not say, 
This. is Jéz’e-bel.

ND A’‘hab had seventy sons in 

Sa-ma’ri-a. And Jé’hia 
wrote letters, and sent to Sa-ma’- 
ri-a, unto the rulers of Jéz’re-el, 
to the elders, and to them that 
brought up A’hab’s children, say- 
ing, 

2 Now as soon as this letter 
cometh to you, seeing your mas- 
ter’s sons are with you, and there 
are with you chariots and horses, 
a fenced city also, and armour; 

, 3 Look even out the best and 
*meetest of your master’s sons, 
and set him on his father’s 
throne, and fight for. your mas- 
ter’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly 
afraid, and said, Behold, two 
kings stood not before him: how 
then shall we stand? 

And he that was over the 
house, and he that was over the 
city, the elders also, and the 
bringers up of the children, sent 
to Jé’ha, saying, We are thy ser- 
vants, and will do all that thou 
shalt bid us; we will not make 
any king: do thou that which is 
good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the 
second time to them, saying, If 
ye be mine, and if ye will 
hearken unto my voice, take ye 
the heads of the men your mas- 
ter’s sons, and come to me to 
Jéz’re-el by to morrow this 
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time. Now’the king’s sons, 
being seventy persons, were with 
the great men of the city, which 
brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter came to them, that they 
took the king’s sons, and slew 
seventy persons, and put their 
heads in baskets, and sent 
them to Jéz’re-el. 

8 4 And there came a messen- 
ger, and told him, saying, They 
have brought the heads of the 
king’s sons.

9 And it came to pass in the 
morning, that he went out, and 
stood, and said to all the people, 
Ye be righteous: behold, I con- 
spired against my master, and 
slew him: but who slew 
these? 

10 Know now that there shall 
fall unto the earth nothing of the 
word of the LORD, which the’ 
LORD spake concerning the 
house of A’hab: for the LORD 
hath done that which he spake 
by his servant E-li’jah. 

11 So Jéhai slew all that re- 
mained of the house of A’hab in 
Jéz’re-el, and all his great men, 
and his kinsfolks, and his 
priests, until he left him none 
remaining 

12 | And he arose and de- 
parted, and came to Sa-ma’ri-a. 
And as he was at the shearing 
house in the way, 

13 Jé’ha met with the breth- 
ren of A-ha-zi’ah king of Ja’dah, 
and said, Who are ye? And they 
answered, We are the brethren of 
A-ha-zi’ah; and we go down to 
salute the children of the king 
and the children of the queen. 

14 And he said, Take them 
alive. And they took them 
alive, and slew them at the pit 
of the shearing house, even two 
and forty men; neither left he 
any of them. 

15 ¢ And when he was de- 
parted thence, he lighted on

18 4 And Jé’hu gathered all the 
people together, and said unto 
them, A’hab served Ba’al a little; 
but Jé’ht shall serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me 
ail the prophets of Ba’al, all his 
servants, and all his priests; let 
none be wanting: for I have a 
great sacrifice to do to Ba/al; 
whosoever shall be wanting, he 
shall not live. But Jé’hu did it 
in subtilty, to the intent that he 
ee destroy the worshippers of 

a’al. 

20 And Jé’hai said, Proclaim a 
solemn assembly for Ba’al. And 
they proclaimed it. 

21 And Jé’hii sent through all 
¥s’ra-el: and all the worshippers 
of Ba’al came, so that there was 
not a man left that came not. 
And they came into the house of 
Ba’/al; and the house of Ba/al 
was full from one end to an- 
other.

And they 
smote them with the edge of the 
sword; and the guard and the 
captains cast them out, and went 
to the city of the house of Ba’al.

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. the land of Gil’e-ad, the Gad ites, 
and the Reuw’ben-ites, and the 
Ma-nas’sites, from Ar’0-€r, which 
is by the river Ar’non, even 
Gil’e-ad and Ba’shan. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of 
Je’hu, and all that he did, and 
all his might, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Is’ra-el?

ND when Ath-a-liiah the 

mother of A-ha-zi/ah saw 

that her son was dead, she arose

2 But Jé-hésh’e-ba, the daugh- 
ter of king JO’ram, sister of A-ha- 
zi/ah, took Jo’ash the son of 

A-ha-zi’ah, and stole him from 
among the king’s sons which 
were slain; and they hid him, 
even him and his nurse, in the 
bedchamber from Ath-a-ili’ah, so 
that he was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in 
the house of the LORD six years.

4 4 And Jé-ho’ash said to the 
priests, All the money of the 
dedicated things that is brought 
into the house of the LORD, even 
the money of every one that 
passeth the account, the money 
that every man is set at, and all 
the money that cometh into any 
man’s heart to bring into the 
house of the LORD, 

5 Let the priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance: 
and let them repair the breaches 
of the house, wheresoever any 
breach shall be found.

5 9 Then R@’zin king of Syr’- 
i-4 and Pé’kah son of Rém-a- 
li’‘ah king of Is’ra-el came up to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém to war: and they 
besieged A’haz, but could not 
overcome him. 

6 At that time Ré’zin king of 
Syr’/i-a recovered E/lath to Syr’- 
i-a, and drave the Jews from 
E’lath: and the Syr’i-ans came 
to E’/lath, and dwelt there unto 
this day. 

7 So A’haz sent messengers to 
Tig’lath—pi-lé’ser king of As- 
syr/i-a, saying, I am thy servant 
and thy son: come up, and save 
me out of the hand of the king of 
Syr'i-a4, and out of the hand of 
the king of Is’ra-el, which rise 
up against me. 

8 And A’haz took the silver and 
gold that was found in the house 
of the LORD, and in the treasures 
of the king’s house, and sent it for 
a’present to the king of As-syr/i-a. 
9 And the king of As-syr’/i-a 
hearkened unto him: for the king 
of As-syr/l-A4 went up against 
Da-mas’cus, and took it, and 
carried the people of it captive 
to Kir, and slew Ré@’zin. 

10 | And king A’haz went to 
Da-mas’cus to meet Tig’lath—

2 And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the LORD, but 
not as the kings of Is ‘ra-el that 
were before him. 

3 { Against him came up Shal- 
man-é’sér king of As-syr’i-a; 
and Ho-shé’a became his serv- 
ant, and gave him presents. 

4 And the king of As-syr’i-a 
found conspiracy in Hd-shé’a: 
for he had sent messengers to 
S6 king of E’éypt, and brought no 
present to the king of As-syr’i-a, 
as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of As-syr’i-a 
shut him up, and bound him in 
prison. 

5 ¢ Then the king of As-syr’i-a 
caime up throughout all the land, 
and went up to Sa-mda’ri-a, and 
besieged it three years. 

6 4 In the ninth year of Hé- 
shé’a the king of As-syr/l-a took 
Sa-ma’ri-a, and carried Is’ra-el 
away into As-syr’i-a, and placed 
them in Ha‘lah and in Ha’bor by 
the river of G6’zan, and in the 
cities of the Médes. 

For so it was, that the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el had _ sinned 
against the LORD their God, 
which had brought them up out 
of the land of E’gypt, from under

of the heathen, whom the LORD 
cast out from before the children

did secretly those things that 
were not right against the LORD 
their God, and they built them 
high places in all their cities, 
from the tower of the watchmen 
to the fenced city. j 

10 And they set them up im- 
ages and groves in every high 
hill, and under every green tree: 

11 And there they burnt incense 
in all the high places, as did the 
heathen whom the LORD carried 
away before them; and wrought 
wicked things to provoke the 
LORD to anger: ; 

12 For they served idols, 
whereof the LORD had said 
unto them, Ye shall not do this 


thing. j 
13 Yet the LORD _ testified 
against Is’ra-el, and against 


Ju’dah, by all the prophets, and 
by all the seers, saying, Turn 
ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments’ and my 
statutes, according to all the law 
which I commanded your fa- 
thers, and which I sent to you by 
my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would 
not hear, but hardened their 
necks, like to the neck of their 
fathers, that did not believe in 
the LORD their God. 

15 And they rejected his stat- 
utes, and his covenant that he 
made with their fathers, and his 
testimonies which he testified 
against them; and they followed 
vanity, and became vain, and 
went after the heathen that were 
round about them, concerning 
whom the LORD had charged 
them, that they should not do 
like them. 

16 And they left all the com- 
mandments of the LORD their 
God, and made them molten 
images, even two calves, and 
made a grove, and worshipped all 
the host of heaven, and served 


, 


17 And they caused their sons 


Assyrian colonists sent to Samaria 


and their daughters to pass 

rough the fire, and used 
divination and enchantments, 
and sold themselves to do evil 
in the sight of the LORD, to 
provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the LORD was 
very angry with Is’ra-el, and re- 
moved them out of his sight: 
there was none left but the tribe 
of Ju’dah only. 

19 Also Jia’dah kept not the 
commandments of the LORD 
their God, but walked in the 
statutes of Is’ra-el which they 
made. 

20 And the LORD rejected all 
the seed of Is’ra-el, and afflicted 
them, and delivered them into 
the hand of spoilers, until he had 
cast them out of his sight. 

21 For he rent is’ra-el from the 
house of Da’vid; and they made 
Jér-o-b6’am the son of Né’bat 
king: and Jér-o-bd’am drave 
Is’ra-el from following the Lorp, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of fs’ra-el 

walked in all the sins of Jér-o- 
b6’am which he did; they de- 
parted not from them; 
_23 Until the LORD removed 
Is’ra-el out of his sight, as he 
had said by_all his servants the 
prophets. So was Is’ra-el car- 
ried away out of their own land 
to As-syr’i-a unto this day. 

24 4 And the king of As-s¥r’i-a 
brought men from Bab’y-lon, and 
from Ci’thah, and from A’va, 
and from Ha’math, and from 
Séph-ar-va’/im, and placed them 
in the cities of Sa-ma’ri-a instead 
of the children of Is’ra-el: and 
they possessed Sa@-mé’ri-a, and 
dwelt in the cities thereof. ; 

25 And so it was at the begin- 
ning of their dwelling there, that 
they feared not the Lorp: 
therefore the LORD sent lions 
among them, which slew some — 
of them. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the 
king of As-s¥r’i-a, saying, The —

27 Then the king of As-syr’i-a 
commanded, saying, Carry thith- 
er one of the priests whom ye 
brought from thence; and let 
them go and dwell there, and let 
him teach them the manner of 
the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests 
whom they had carried away 
from Sa-ma’ri-4 came and dwelt 
in Béth’—el, and taught them how 
sie should fear the LORD. 
gods of their own, and put them 
in the houses of the high places 
which the Sa-mar’i-tans had 
made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Bab’y-lon 
made Stc’coth—bé’noth, and the 
men of Cith made Nér’gal, and 
the men of Ha’math made 
Ash’i-ma, 

31 And the A’vites made Nib’- 
haz and Tar’tak, and the Séph’- 
‘ar-vites burnt their children in 
fire to A-dram’me-léch and A- 
nam/’me-léch, the gods of Séph- 
ar-va’im. 

32 So they feared the LORD, 
and made unto themselves of 
the lowest of them priests of the 
high places, which sacrificed for 
aoe in the houses of the high 
place 

33 They feared the LORD, and 
served their own gods, after the 
manner of the nations whom 
they carried away from thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after 
the former manners: they fear 
not the LORD, neither do they 
after their statutes, or after their 
ordinances, or after the law and 
commandment which the LORD 
commanded the children of Ja’- 
cob, whom he named is’ra-el; 

35 With whom the LORD had 
made a covenant, and charged 
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them, saying, Ye shall not fear 
other gods, nor bow yourselves 
to them, nor serve them, nor 
sacrifice to them: 

36 But the LORD, who brought 
you up out of the land of E’gypt 
with great power and a stretched 
out arm, him shall ye fear, and 
him shall ye worship, and to him 
aa ye do sacrifice. 

_And the statutes, and the 
Sieiaaeee and the law, and the 
commandment, which he wrote 
for you, ye shall observe to do 
for evermore; and ye shail not 
fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have 
made with you ye shall not for- 
get; neither shall ye fear other

en, but they did after their 
former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the 
LORD, and served their graven 
images, both their children, and 
their children’s children: as did 
their fathers, so do they unto 
this day. 


CHAPTER 18 331 
1 Hezekiah’s reign. 4 Idolatry de- 
stroyed. 13 Sennacherib invades

OW it came to pass in the 

third year of Hé-shé’a son 
of E’/lah king of Is’ra-el, that 
Héz-e-ki’ah the son of A’/haz 
king of Ji’dah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old 
was he when he began to reign; 
and he reigned twenty and nine 
years in Jé-ru’sa-lém. His 
mother’s name also was A’bi, 
the daughter of Zach-a-ri’ah. 

3 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD, 
according to all that Da’vid his 


ioitttis did. 
4 ¢He removed the high 
places, and brake the images, 


and cut down the groves, and 
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brake in pieces the brasen ser- 
pent that Mo’ses had made: for 
unto those days the children of 
is’ra-el did burn incense to it: 
and he called it Né-hush’tan. 

5 He trusted in the LORD God 
of Iis’ra-el; so that after him 
was none like him among all the 
kings of Ja’dah, nor any that 
were before him. 

6 For he clave to the LORD, 
and departed not from following 
him, but kept his command- 
ments, which the LORD com- 
manded MO’ses. 

7 And the LORD was_ with 
him; and he prospered whither- 
soever he went forth: and he 
rebelled against the king of 
As-syr’i-a, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Phi-lis’tines, 
even unto Ga’za, and the bor- 
ders thereof, from the tower of 
the watchmen to the fenced city. 

9 4 And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of king Héz-e-ki’ah, 
which was the seventh year of 
H6-shé’a son of E’/lah king of Is’- 
ra-el, that Shal-man-é’sér king 
of As-syr’i-a came up against Sa- 
ma’ri-a, and besieged it. 

_ 10 And at the end of three years 
they took it: even in the sixth 
year of Héz-e-ki’ah, that is the 
ninth year of H6-shé’ a king of 
Is’ra-el, Sa-ma’ri-a was taken. 

11 And the king of As-syr/I-a 
did carry away Is’ra-el unto As- 
syr’i-a, and put them in Ha’lah 
and in Ha’bér by the river of G6’- 
zan, and in the cities of the Médes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD their God, but 
transgressed his covenant, and 
all that M6’ses the servant of the 
LORD commanded, and would 
not hear them, nor do them. 

13 § Now in the fourteenth 
year of king Héz-e-ki’/ah did 
Sén-nach’e-rib king of As-s¥r’i-a 
come up against all the fenced 
cities of Ja’dah, and took them. 

14 And Héz-e-ki’ah king of 
Ja’dah sent to the king of As- 
syr’1-a to La’chish, saying, I have 
offended; return from me: that 


Sennacherib invades Judah 


which thou puttest on me will I 
bear. And the king of As-s¥r’i-4 
appointed unto Héz-e-ki’ah king © 
of Ji’dah three hundred talents 
of silver and thirty talents of gold. 
15 And Héz-e-ki’ah gave him 
all the silver that was found in 
the house of the LORD, and in the 
treasures of the king’s house. 

16 At that time did Héz-e-ki’ah 
cut off the gold from the doors of 
the temple of the LORD, and from 

e pillars which Héz-e-ki’ah 
king of Ja’dah had overlaid,. and 
gave it to the king of As-syr’ i-d. 

17 ¥ And the king of As-syr’i-a 
sent Tar’tan and Rab’sa-ris and 
Rab’/—sha-keh from La’chish to 
king Héz-e-ki’/ah with a great 
host against Jé-ru’sa-lém. And 
they went up and came to Jé-ru’- 
sd4-lém. And when they were 
come up, they came and stood by 
the conduit of the upper pool, 
which is in the highway of the 
fuller’s field. 

18 And when they had called to 
the king, there came out to them 
E-li’a-kim the son of Hil-ki’ah, 
which was over the household, 
and Shéb’na the scribe, and 
J6’ah the son of A’saph the re- 
corder. 

19 And Rab’-sha-keh said unto 
them, Speak ye now to Héz-e- 
ki/ah, Thus saith the great king, 
the king of As-s¥r’il-a, What 
confidence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are 
but vain words,) J have coun- 
sel and strength for the war. 
Now en whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

21 Now, behold, thou trust- 
est upon the staff of this bruised 
reed, even upon E’gypt, on which 
if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it: so is Pha’- 
raoh king of E’sypt unto all that 
trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We 
trust in the LORD our God: is 
not that he, whose high places 
and whose altars Héz-e-ki’a 
hath taken away, and hath said

to Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém, Ye 
shall worship before this altar in 
Jé-ru’sa4-lém? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, 
give pledges to my lord the king 
of As-syr’i-a, and I will delives 
thee two thousand horses, if thou 
be able on thy part to set riders 
upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn 
away the face of one captain of 
the least of my master’s servants, 
and put thy trust on E’gypt for 
chariots and for horsemen? 

Am I now come up without 
the LORD against this place to 
destroy it? The LORD said to 
me, Go up against this land, and 
destroy it. 

26 Then said E-li’a-kim the son

J6’ah, unto Rab’—sha-keh, Speak, 
I pray thee, to thy servants in the 
Syr’i-an language; for we under- 
stand if: and talk not with us 
in the Jews’ language in the ears 
of the people that are on the wall. 

But Rab’—sha-keh said unto 
them, Hath my master sent me 
to thy master, and to thee, to 
speak these words? hath he not 
sent me to the men which sit on 
‘he wall, that they may eat their 
own dung, and drink their own 
piss with you? 

28 Then Rab’-sha-keh stood 
and cried with a loud voice in the 
Jews’ language, and spake, say- 
ing, Hear the word of the great 
king, the king of As-syr’i-a: 

29 Thus saith the king, Let not 
Héz-e-ki’ah deceive you: for he 
shall not be able to deliver you 
out of his hand: ; 

30 Neither let Héz-e-ki’ah make 
you trust in the LORD, saying, 
The LORD will surely deliver us, 
and this city shall not be deliv- 
ered into the hand of the king of 
As-syr’i-a. 

31 Hearken not to Héz-e-ki’ah: 
for thus saith the king of As-s¥r’- 
i-a, Make an agreement with

32 Until I come and take you 
away to a land like your own 
land, a land of corn and wine, a 
land of bread and vineyards, a 
land of oil olive and of honey, 
that ye may live, and not die:

saying, The LORD will deliver us. 

33 Hath any of the gods of the 
nations delivered at all his land 
out of the hand of the king of 
As-syr/i-a? 

34 Where are the gods of Ha’- 
math, and of Ar’pad? where are 
the gods of Séph-ar-va’im, Hé’- 
na, and f’vah? have they de- 
livered Sa-m4a’ri-a out of mine 
and? 

35 Who are they among all the 
gods of the countries, that have 
delivered their country out of 
mine hand, that the _ LORD 
should deliver Jé-ru’sa-lém out 
of mine hand? : 

36 But the people held their 
peace, and answered him not a 
word: for the king’s command- 
ment was, saying, Answer him 


not. 

37 Then came #£-li’a-kim the 
son of Hil-ki’ah, which was over 
the household, and Shéb’na the 
scribe, and J6’ah the son of 
A’saph the recorder, to Héz-e-. 
ki’ah with their clothes rent, 
and told him the words of Rab’— 
sha-keh. 


CHAPTER 19 332

14 ¢ And Héz-e-ki’ah received 
the letter of the hand of the mes- 
sengers, and read it: and Héz- 
e-ki’/ah went up into the house 
of the LORD, and spread it before 
the LORD. 

15 And Héz-e-ki’ah prayed be- 
fore the LORD, and said, O LORD 
God of is’ra-el, which dwellest 
between the cherubims, thou 
art the God, even thou alone, of 
all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou hast made heaven and 


earth. 

16 LORD, bow down thine ear, 
and hear: open, LORD, thine 
eyes, and see: and hear the 
words of Sén-nach’e-rib, which 
hath sent him to reproach the 
living God. ;

20 “ Then f-sa’iah the son of 
A’moz_ sent to Héz- e-ki’ah, say- 
ing, Thus saith the LORD God 
of Is’ra-el, That which thou hast 
prayed to me against Sén-nach’- 
nel king of As-syr/i-a I have 


ard. 

21 This is the word that the 
LORD hath spoken concerning 
him; The virgin the daughter of 
Zi’on hath despised thee, and 
laughed thee to scorm; the 
daughter of Jé-ru’sa-lém ha 
shaken her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached 
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and blasphemed? and against 
whom hast thou exalted thy 
voice, and lifted up thine eyes on 
high? even against the Holy One 
of Iis’ra-el. 

23 By thy messengers thou 
hast reproached the Lord, and 
hast said, With the multitude of 
my chariots 1 am come up to the 
height of the mountains, to the 
sides of Léb’a-non, and will cut 
down the tall cedar trees thereof, 
and the choice fir trees thereof:

6 And he made his son pass 
through the fire, and observed 

times, and used enchantments, 
and dealt with familiar spirits 
and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the 
LORD, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of 
the grove that he had made in the 
house, of which the LORD said to 
Da’vid, and to Sol’o-mon his 
son, In this ‘house, and in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, which I have chosen out 
of all tribes of Is’ra-el, will I put 
my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet 
of Is’ra-el move any more out of 
the land which I gave their 
fathers; only if they will observe 
_to do according to all that I have 
commanded them, and according 
to all the law that my servant 
M5d’ses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and 
Ma-nas’seh_ seduced them to do

11 Because Ma-nas’seh king 
of Ji’dah hath done these 
abominations, and hath done 
wickedly above all that the Am/6r- 
ites did, which were before him, 
and hath made Ji’dah also to sin 
with his idols:

14 And I will forsake the rem- 
nant of mine inheritance, and 
deliver them into the hand of 
their enemies; and they shall 
become a prey and a spoil to all 
their enemies; 

15 Because they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, and 
have provoked me to anger, since 
the day their fathers came forth 
out of E’gypt, even unto this day. 
_16 Moreover Ma-nas’seh shed 
innocent blood very much, till he 
had filled Jé-ru’sa-lém from one 
end to another; beside his sin 
wherewith he made Ji’dah to 
sin, in doing that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD. 

17 | Now the rest of the acts 
of Ma-ndas’seh, and all that he 
did, and his sin that he sinned, 
are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of 
Ja’dah? 

18 And Méa-nas’seh slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in 
the garden of his own house, in 
the garden of Uz’za: and A’mon 
his son reigned in his stead. 

19 {A’mon was twenty and 
two years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned two years in 
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Jé-ry’sa-lém. And his mother’s 
name was Mé-shtl’le-méth, the 
daughter of Ha’ruz of Jot’bah. 

20 And he did that which was 
evil in the sight of the LORD, as 
his father Ma-nas’seh did. 

21 And he walked in all the 
way that his father walked in, 
and served the idols that his 
father served, and worshipped

3 § And it came to pass in the 
eighteenth year of king Jo-si’ah, 
that the king sent Sha’phan the 
son of Az-a-li’ah, the son of 
Mé-shtl/lam, the scribe, to the 
house of the LORD, saying, 

4 Go up to Hil-ki’ah the high 
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priest, that he may sum the silver 
which is brought into the house 
of the LORD, which the keepers 
of the door have gathered of the 


people: 

5 And let them deliver it into 
the hand of the doers of the work, 
that have the oversight of the 
house of the LORD: and let 
them give it to the doers of the 
work which is in the house of the 
LORD, to repair the breaches of 
the house, , 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and masons, and to buy timber 
and hewn stone to repair the 


ouse. 

7 Howbeit there was no reck- 
oning made with them of the 
money that was delivered into 
their hand, because they dealt 
faithfully. 

8 § And Hil-ki’ah the high 
priest said unto Sha’phan the 
scribe, I have found the book of 
the law in the house of the LORD.

e high places came not_up to 
the altar of the LORD in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, but they did eat of the 
unleavened bread among their 
brethren. 

10 And he defiled To’pheth, 
which is in the valley of the 
children of Hin’nom, that no 
man might make his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire 
to Mo’lech. 

11 And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Ju’dah had given 
to the sun, at the entering in of 
the house of the LORD, by the 
chamber of Na’than—mé’lech the 
chamberlain, which was in the 
suburbs, and burned the chariots 
of the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on 
the top of the upper chamber of 
A’haz, which the kings of Ja’dah 
had made, and the altars which 
Ma-nas’seh had made in the two 
courts of the house of the LORD, 
did the king beat down, and 
brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into 
the brook Kid’ron. 


14 And he brake in pieces the 
images, and cut down the 
groves, and filled their places 

with the bones of men. 

“5 4 Moreover the altar that 
was at Beéth’-el, and the high 
place which Jér-o-b6’am the son 
of Né’bat, who made Is’ra-el to 
sin, had made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake 
down, and burned the high place, 
and stamped if small to powder, 
and burned the grove. ; 

16 And as Jo-si’ah turned him- 
self, he spied the sepulchres that 
were there in the mount, and 
sent, and took the bones out of 
the sepulchres, and burned them > 
upon the altar, and polluted it, 
according to the word of the 
LORD which the man of God pro- 
claimed, who proclaimed these 
words. :

21 4 And the king commanded 
all the people, saying, Keep the 
passover unto the LORD your 
God, as it is written in the book 
of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden 
such a passover from the days of 
the judges that judged is’ra-el, 
nor in all the days of the kings of 
Is’ra-el, nor of the kings of 
Ja’dah; | 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king Jo-si’ah, wherein this pass- 
over was holden to the LORD in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

24 (Moreover, the workers 
with familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, and the images, and 
the idols, and all the abomina- 
tions that were spied in the land 
of Ji’dah and in Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
did Jo-si’ah put away, that he 
might perform the words of the 
law which were written in the 
book that Hil-ki’ah the priest 
found in the house of the 
LORD. 

25 And like unto him was there 
no king before him, that turned 
to the LORD with all his heart, 
and with all his soul, and with all 
his might, according to all the 
law of MO’ses; neither after him 
arose there any like him.

33 And Pha’radh—-né’choh put 
him in bands at Rib’lah in the 
land of Ha’math, that he might 
not reign in Jé-ru’sd-lém:; and 
put the land to a tribute of an 
hundred talents of silver, and a 
talent of gold.

1 David anointed king. 4 He captures

HEN all Is’ra-el gathered 
themselves to Da’vid unto 
Hé’bron, saying, Behold, we are 
thy bone and thy flesh. 

2 And moreover in time past, 
even when Saul was king, thou 
wast he that leddest out and 
broughtest in Is’ra-el: and the 
LORD thy God said. unto thee, 
Thou shalt feed my _ people 
Is’ra-el, and thou shalt be ruler 
over my people Is’ra-el. 

3 Therefore came all the elders 
of Is’ra-el to the king to Hé’bron; 
and Da’vid made a covenant 
with them in Hé’bron before the 
LORD; and they anointed Da’- 
vid king over Is’ra-el, according 
to the word of the LORD by 
Sam/u-el. r 

4 4 And Da’vid and all {s’ra-el 
went to Jé-ru’sa-lém, which is 
Jé’bus; where the Jéb’u-sites 
were, the inhabitants of the land. 

5 And the inhabitants of Jé’bus 
said to Da’vid, Thou shalt not 
come hither. Nevertheless Da’- 
vid took the castle of Zi’on, 
which is the city of Da’vid. 

6 And Da’vid said, Whosoever 
smiteth the Jéb’u-sites first shall 
be chief and captain. So Jé’ab 


up, and was chief. 

And Da’vid dwelt in the 
castle; therefore they called it 
the city of Da’vid. 

8 And he built the city round 
about, even from Mil’l6 round 
about: and J6’ab repaired the 
rest of the city. 

9 So Da’vid waxed greater and 
greater: for the LORD of hosts 
was with him. 

10 4 These also are the chief 
of the mighty men whom Da’vid 
had, who strengthened them- 
selves with him in his kingdom, 
and with all Is’ra-el, to make him 
king, according to the word of 
the LORD concerning Is’ra-el. 

11 And this is the number of 
the mighty men whom Da’vid 
had; Ja-shd’be-am, an Hach’- 
mo-nite, the chief of the cap- 
tains: he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred slain by 
him at one time. 

12 And after him was E-le-a’zar 
the son of D6’dé, the A-hO’hite, 
who was one of the three 
mighties. 

13 He was with D§éa’vid at 
Pas-dam’/mim, and there the 
Phi-lis’tines were gathered to- 
gether to battle, where was a 
parcel of ground full of barley: 
and the people fled from before 
the Phi-lis’tines. 

14 And they set themselves in 
the midst of that parcel, and de- 
livered it, and slew the Phi-lis’- 
tines; and the LORD saved them 
by a great deliverance. 

15 § Now three of the thirty 
captains went down to the rock 
to Da’vid, into the cave of 
A-dtl’lam; and the host of the 
Phi-lis’tines encamped in the 
valley of Réph’a-im. 

16 And Da’vid was then in the 
hold, and the Phi-lis’tines’ gar- 
rison was then at Béth’—lé-hém. 

17 And Da’vid longed, and 
said, Oh that one would give me 
drink of the water of the well of 
Béth’—lé-hém, that is at the gate! 

18 And the three brake through 
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the host of the Phi-lis’tines, and 
drew water out of the well of 
Beéth’—lé-hém, that was by the 
gate, and took it, and brought if 
to Da’vid: but Da’vid would not 
drink of it, but poured it out to 
the LORD, ; 

19 And said, My God forbid it 
me, that I should do this thing: 
shall I drink the blood of these 
men that have put their lives in 
jeopardy? for with the jeopardy 
of their lives they brought it. 
Therefore he would not drink it. 
These things did these three 
mightiest. 

20 4 And A-bish’a-i the brother 
of J6’ab, he was chief of the 
three: for lifting up his spear 
against three hundred, he slew 
them, and had a name among 
the three. 

21 Of the three, he was more 
honourable than the two; for he 
was their captain: howbeit he 
attained not to the first three. 

22 Bé-na’iah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da, the son of a valiant man of 
Kab/’ze-el, who had done many 
acts; he slew two lionlike men 
of Mo’ab: also he went down 
and slew a lion in a pit in a 
snowy day. ¢ 

23 And he slew an E-gyp’tian, 
a man of great. stature, five 
cubits high; and in the E-syp’- 
tian’s hand was a spear like a 
weaver’s beam; and he went 
down to him with a staff, and 
plucked the spear out of the 
E-gyp’tian’s hand, and slew him 
with his own spear. 

24 These things did Bé-na’iah 
the son of Jé-hoi’a-da, and had 
the name among the three 
mighties. 

25 Behold, he was honourable 
among the thirty, but attained 
not to the first three: and Da’vid 
set him over his guard. 

26 § Also the valiant men of 
the armies were, A’sa-hél the 


brother of J6’ab, El-ha’nan the 


son of D6’d6 of Béth’—-lé-hém, 
27 Sham’/moth__ the _  Ha’ro-

OW these are they that 

came to Da’vid to Zik’lag,

2 They were armed with bows, 
and could use both the right hand 
and the leftin hurling stones and 
shooting arrows out of a_ bow, 
even of Saul’s brethren of Bén’- 
ja-min.

7 And Jo-é/lah, and Zéb-a- 
di’ah, the sons of Jér’o-ham of 
Gé’dor. 

8 And of the Gdad’ites_there 
separated themselves unto Da’vid 
into the hold to the wilderness 
men of might, and men of war 
fit for the battle, that could 
handle shield and buckler, whose 
faces were like the faces of 
lions, and were as swift as the 
roes upon the mountains; ; 

9 E’zér the first, O-ba-di’ah the 
’ second, E-li’ab the third, 

10 Mish-man’nah the fourth, 
Jér-e-mi’ah the fifth, 

11 At’tai the sixth, £-li’el the 
seventh, a 

12 Jo-ha’nan the eighth, El’za- 
bad the ninth, \ 

13 Jér-e-mi’ahthetenth, Mach’- 
ba-nai the eleventh. 
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14 These were of the sons of 
Gad, captains of the host: one 
of the least was over an hundred, 
and the greatest over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went 
over J6r’dan in the first month, 
when it had overflown all his 
banks; and they put to flight all 
them of the valleys, beth toward 
the east, and toward the west. 

16 And there came of the chil- 
dren of Bén’ja-min and Ji’dah 
to the hold unto Da’vid. 

17 And Da’vid went out to

23 ¥ And these are the num- 
bers of the bands that were 
ready armed to the war, and 
came to Da’vid to Heé’bron, to 
turn the kingdom of Saul to him, 
according to theword of the LORD. 

24 The children of Jua’dah that 
bare shield and spear were six 
thousand and eight hundred, 
ready armed to the war. 

25 Of the children of Sim’e-on, 
mighty men of valour for the war, 
seven thousand and one hundred. 

26 Of the children of Lé’vi four 
thousand and six hundred. 

27 And Jé-hoi’a-da was the 
leader of the Adr’on-ites, and 
with him were three thousand 
and seven hundred; 

28 And Za’dok, a young man 
mighty of valour, and of his fa- 
ther’s house twenty and two 
captains. 

29 And of the children of Bén’- 
ja-min, the kindred of Saul, 
three thousand: for hitherto 
the greatest part of them had 
kept the ward of the house of Saul. 

30 And ofthe children off’phra- 
im twenty thousand and eight 

* hundred, mighty men of valour, 
famous ‘throughout the house 
of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’seh eighteen thousand, 
which were expressed by name, 
to come and make Da’vid king. 

32 And of the children of f{s’sa- 
char, which were men that had 
understanding of the times, to 
know what Is’ra-el ought to do; 
the heads of them were two 
hundred; and all their brethren 
were at their commandment. 

33 Of Zéb’u-lin, such as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, 
with all instruments of war, fifty 
thousand, which could keep 
rank: they were not of double 


heart. » 
34 And of Naph’ta-li a thou- 
sand captains, and with them

in war twenty and eight thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

36 And of Ash’ér, such as went 
forth to battle, expert in war, 
forty thousand. 

37 And on the other side of Jér’- 
dan, of the Reu’ben-ites, and the 
Gad’ites, and of the half tribe of 
Ma-nas’seh, with all manner of 
instruments of war for the battle, 
an hundred and twenty thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that 
could keep rank, came with a per- 
fect heart to Hé’bron, to make 
Da’vid king over all Is’ra-el: and 
all the rest also of Is’ra-el were 
of one heart to make Da’vid king. 

39 And there they were with 
Da’vid three days, eating and 
drinking: for their brethren had 
prepared for them. 

40 Moreoverthey that were nigh

1 The festival Operas 4 A choir or- 
dered. 7 A psalm of thanksgiving. 
37 Attendants on the ark appointed. 
O they brought the ark of 

God, and set it in the midst 
of the tent that Da’vid had pitched 
for it: and they offered burnt 
sacrifices and peace offerings be- 
fore God. 

2 And when Da’vid had made 
an end of offering the burnt offer- 
ings and the peace offerings, he 
blessed the people in the name of 
the LORD. 

3 And he dealt to every one of 
Is’ra-el, both man and woman, 
to every one a loaf of bread, and 
a good piece of flesh, and a flagon 
wh wine. 

4 § And he appointed certain of 
the Lé’vites to minister before 
the ark of the LORD, and to re- 
cord, and to thank and praise the 
LORD God of Iis’ra-el: 

5 A’saph the chief, and next to 
him Zéch-a-ri’ah, Jé-i’el, and 
Shé-mir’a-moth, and J é-hi’el, 
and Mat-ti-thi’ ah, and E-li’ab, 
and Bé-n@‘iah, and 6’bed—é’- 
dom: and J é-i’el with psalteries 
and with harps; but A’saph made 
a sound with cymbals; 

6 Bé-na’iah also and Ja-ha’- 
zi-el the priests with trumpets 
continually before the ark of the 
covenant of God. 

7 4 Then on that day Da’vid 
delivered first this psalm to 
thank the LORD into the hand of 
A’saph and his brethren. 

8 Give thanks unto the LORD, 
call upon his name, make known 
his deeds among the people. 
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9 Sing unto him, sing psalms 
unto him, talk ye of all his won- 
drous works. 

-_10 Glory ye in his holy name: 
let the heart of them rejoice that 
seek the LORD. 

11 Seek the LORD and _his 
Set st seek his face continu- 
ally. 

12 Remember his marvellous 
works that he hath done, his 
wonders, and the judgments of 
his mouth; : 

13 O ye seed of Is’ra-el his 
servant, ye children of Ja’cob, 
his chosen ones. 

14 He is the LORD our God; 
his judgments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his 
covenant; the word which he 
commanded to a thousand gen- 
erations; 

16 Evenof the covenant which 
he made with A’bra-ham, and of 
his oath unto I’saac; 

17 And hath confirmed the 
same to Ja’cob for a law, and to 
Is’ra-el for an everlasting cov- 
enant. 

18 Saying, Unto thee will I give 
the land of Ca’naan, the lot of 
your inheritance; 

19 When ye were but few, 
even a few, and strangers in it. 

20 And when they went from 
nation to nation, and from one 
kingdom to another people; 

21 He suffered no man to do 
them wrong: yea, he reproved 
kings for their sakes, 

22 Saving, Touch not mine 
anointed, and do my prophets no 


arm. 

23 Sing unto the LORD, all the 
earth; shew forth from day to 
day his salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among 
the heathen; his marvellous 
works among all nations. 

25 For great is the LORD, and 
greatly to be praised: he also is 
to be feared above all gods. 

26 For all the gods of the 
people are idols: but the LORD 
made the heavens. VAS 

27 Glory and honour are in his 
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presence; strength and gladness 
are in his place. 

28 Give unto the LORD, ye 
kindreds of the people, give unto 


| the LORD glory and strength. 


29 Give unto the LORD the 
glory due unto his name: bring 
an offering, and come before him: 
worship the LORD in the beauty 
of holiness. 

30 Fear before him, all the 
earth: the world also shall be 
stable, that it be not moved. 

31 Let the heavens be glad, and 
let the earth rejoice: and let men 
say among the nations, The LORD 
reigneth. 

32 Let the sea roar, and the ful- 
ness thereof: let the fields re- 
joice, and all that is therein. 

33 Then shall the trees of the 
wood sing out at the presence of 
the LORD, because he cometh to 
judge the earth. 

34 O give thanks unto the 
LORD; for he is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever. 

35 And say ye, Save us, O God 
of our salvation, and gather us 
together, and deliver us from the 
heathen, that we may give thanks 
to thy holy name, and glory in 
thy praise. 

36 Blessed be the LORD God 
of Is’ra-el forever andever. And 
all the people said, A-mén’, and 
praised the LORD. 

37 4 So he left there before the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
A’saph and his brethren, to min- 
ister before the ark continually, 
as every day’s work required: 

38 And O’bed—é’dom with their 
brethren, threescore and eight; 
O’bed—é€’dom also the son of 
Jéd’u-thtn and H6’sah to be 
porters: , : 

39 And Za’dok the priest, and 
his brethren the priests, before 
the tabernacle of the LORD in 
the high place that was at Gib’e- 


on, 

40 To offer burnt offerings unto 
the LORD upon the altar of the 
burnt offering continually morn- 
ing and evening, and fo do ac- 
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cording to all that is written in 
the law of the LORD, which he 
commanded Is’ra-el; 

41 And with them Hé’man and 
Jéd’u-thtin, and the rest that 
were chosen, who were expressed 
by name, to give thanks to the 
LORD, because his mercy en- 
dureth for ever; 


42 And with them Hé’man and |e 


Jéd’y-thiin with trumpets and 
cymbals for those that should 
make a sound, and with musical 
instruments of God. And the 
sons of Jéd’u-thtin were porters. 
43 And all the people departed 
every man to his house: and 
Da’vid returned to bless his 
house.

OW it came to pass, as Da’- 
vid sat in his house, that 
Da’vidsaidto Na’thanthe prophet, 
Lo, I dwell in an house of cedars, 
but the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD remaineth under curtains. 

2 Then Na’than said unto Da’- 
vid, Do all that is in thine heart; 
for God is with thee. 

3 4 And it came to pass the 
same night, that the word of God 
came to Na’than, saying, 

4 Go and tell Da’/vid my serv- 
ant, Thus saith the LORD, Thou 
shalt not build me an house to 
dwell in: 

5 For I have not dwelt in an 
house since the day that I brought 
up Is’ra-el unto this day; but 
have gone from tent to tent, and 
from one tabernacle to another. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked 
with all Is’ra-el, spake I_a word 
to any of the judges of Is’ra-el, 
whom I commanded to feed my 
people, saying, Why have ye not 
built me an house of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou 
say unto my servant Da’vid, 
Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I 
took thee from the sheepcote,

even from following the sheep, 
that thou shouldest be ruler over 
my people Is’ra-el: 

8 And I have been with thee 
whithersoever thou hast walked, 
and have cut off all thine ene- 
mies from before thee, and have 
made thee a name like the name 
of the great men that are in the

9 Also I will ordain a place for 
my people Is’ra-el, and will plant 
them, and they shall dwell in 
their place, and shall be moved 
no more; neither shall the chil- 
dren of wickedness waste them 
any more, as at the beginning, 

10 And since the time that I 
commanded judges to be over 
my people is’ra-el. Moreover 1 
will subdue all thine enemies. 
Furthermore I tell thee that the 
LORD will build thee an house. 

11 4 And it shall come to pass, 
when thy days be expired that 
thou must go fo be with thy fa- 
thers, that I will raise up thy seed 
after thee, which shall be of thy 
sons; and I will establish his 
kingdom. 

12 He shall build me an house, 
and I will stablish his throne for 


ever. 

13 I will be his father, and he 
shall be my son: and I will not 
take my mercy away from him, 
as I took it from him that was 
before thee: 

14 But Tf will settle him in mine 
house and in my kingdom for 
ever: and his throne shall be 
established for evermore. 

15 According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, 
so did Na’than speak unto 
Da’vid. 

16 § And Da’vid the king came 
and sat before the LORD, and 
said, Who am I, O LORD God, 
and what is mine house, that 
thou hast brought me hitherto? 

17 And yet this was a small 
thing in thine eyes, O God; for 
thou hast also spoken of thy

18 Whatcan Da’vid speak more 
to thee for the honour of thy 
servant? for thou knowest thy 
servant.

20 O LORD, there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God 
beside thee, according to all that 
we have heard with our 
ears. 

21 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people is’ra-el, 
whom God went to redeem fo be 
his own people, to make thee a 
name of greatness and terrible- 
ness, by driving out nations from 
before thy people, whom thou 
hast redeemed out of E’gypt? 

22 For thy people Is’ra-el didst 
thou make thine own people for 
ever; and thou, LORD, becamest 
their God. 

23 Therefore now, LORD, let 
the thing that thou hast spoken 
concerning thy servant and con- 
cerning his house be estab- 
‘ished for ever, and do as thou 
hast said. 

24 Let it even be established, 
that thy name may be magnified 
for ever, saying, The LORD of 
hosts is the God of Is’ra-el, even 
a God to Is’ra-el: and let the 
house of Da’vid thy servant be 
established before thee. 


25 For thou, O my God, hast b 


told ae servant that thou wilt 
build him an house: therefore 
thy servant hath found in his 
heart to pray before thee. 

26 And now, LORD, thou art 
God, and hast promised this 
goodness unto thy servant: 

27 Now therefore let it please 
thee to bless the house of thy 
servant, that it may be before thee 
for ever: for thou blessest, O 
LORD, and it shall be blessed for 
ever.

12 eae A-bish’a-1 the son 
of Zér-u-i/ah slew of the E’dom- 
ites in the valley of salt eighteen 
thousand. 

13 § And he put garrisons in 
E’dom; and all the E’dom-ites 
became Da’vid’s servants. Thus 
the LORD preserved Da’vid 
whithersoever he went. 

14 § So Da’vid reigned over all 
an el, and executed judgment 
and justice among all his people. 

15 And J6’ab the son of Zér-u- 
ah was over the host; and Jé- 
hosh’a-phat the son of A-hi’lud, 
recorder. 

16 And Za’dok the son of A-hi’- 
tub, and A-bim’e-léch the son of 
A-bi’a-thar, were the priests;

4 Wherefore Ha’ntn took Da’- 
vid’s servants, and shaved them, 
and cut off their garments in the 
midst hard by their buttocks, and 
sent them away. : 

5 Then there went certain, and 
told Da’vid how the men were 
served. And he sent to meet 
them: for the men were greatly 
ashamed. And the king said, 
Tarry at Jér’i-cho until your 
beards be grown, and then return. 

6 § And when the children of 
Am’mo6n saw that they had made 
themselves odious to Da’vid, 
Ha’/nun and the children of Am’- 
mon sent a thousand talents of 
silver to hire them chariots and 
horsemen out of Més-0-p0- ta’- 
mi-a, and out of Syr’i-a—ma’a- 
chah, and out of Z6’bah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two 
thousand chariots, and the king 
of Ma’a-chah and his people; 
who came and pitched before 
Méd’e-ba. And the children of 
Am/mo6n gathered themselves to- 
gether from their cities, and came 
to battle. x 

8 And when Da’vid heard of it, 
he sent J6’ab, and all the host of 
the mighty men. 

9 And the children of Am’mon 
came out, and put the battle in 
array before the gate of the city: 
and the kings that were come 
were by themselves in the field. 

10 Now when J6’ab saw that 
the battle was set against him 
before and behind, he chose out 
of all the choice of Is’ra-el, and 
put them in array against the 
Syr’i-ans. 

11 And the rest of the people he 
delivered unto the hand _ of 
A-bish’a-i his brother, and they 
set themselves in array against 
the children of Am’mon. 

12 And he said, If the Syr’i-ans 
be too strong for me, then thou 
shalt help me: but if the chil- 
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dren of Am’m6n be too strong for 
thee, then I will help thee 

13 Be of good courage, and let 
us behave ourselves valiantly for 
our people, and for the cities of 
our God: and let the LORD do 
that which is good in his sight. 

14 So J6’ab and the people that 
were with him drew nigh before 
the Syr’i-ans unto the battle; and 
they fled before him. | 

15 And when the children of 
Am’/mon saw that the Syr’i-ans 
were flied, they likewise fled be- 
fore A-bish’4-i his brother, and 
entered into the city. Then 
J6’ab came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

16 § And when the Syjyr’i-ans 
saw that they were put to the 
worse before Is’ra-el, they sent 
messengers, and drew forth the 
Syr’i-ans that were beyond the 
river: and Sh6’phach the cap- 
tain of the host of Had-dr-é’zér 
went before them. 

17 And it was told Da’vid; and 
he gathered all fIs’ra-el, and 
passed over Joér’dan, and came 
upon them, and set the battle in 
array against them. So when 
Da’vid had put the battle in array 
against the Syr’i-ans, they fought 
*with him 

18 But the Syr’i-ans fled be- 
fore is’ra-el; and Da’vid slew of 
the Syr’i-ans seven thousand 
men which fought in chariots, 
and forty thousand footmen, and 
killed Shd’phach the captain of 
the host. 

19 And when the servants of 
Had-dr-é’zér saw that they were 
put to the worse before Is’ra-el, 
they made peace with Da’ vid, 
and became his servants: nei- 
ther would the Syr’i-ans help the 
children of Am’mon any more. 


358 CHAPTER 20 


1 Destruction of Rabbah. 4 The Phi- 
listine giants slain. 

ND it came to pass, that 

after the year was expired, 

at the time that kings go out fo 

battle, Jo’ab led forth the power

13 Also for the courses of the 
priests and the Lé’vites, and for 
ali the work of the service of the 
house of the LORD, and for all 
the vessels of service in the house 
of the LORD. ;

silver also for all instruments of 
silver by weight, for all instru- 
ments of every kind of service: 

15 Even the weight for the can- 
dlesticks of gold, and for their 
lamps of gold, by weight for 
every candlestick, and for the 
lamps thereof: and for the can- 
dlesticks of silver by weight, 
both for the candlestick, and also 
for the lamps thereof, according 
to the use of every candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold 
for the tables of shewbread, for 
every table; and likewise silver 
for the tables of silver: 

17 Also pure gold for the fiesh- 
hooks, and the bowls, and the 
cups: and for the golden basons 
he gave gold by weight for every 
bason; and likewise silver by 
weight for every bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense 
refined gold by weight; and gold 
for the pattern of the chariot of 
the cherubims, that spread out 
their wings, and covered the ark 
of the.covenant of the LORD. 

19 All this, said Dda’vid, the 
LORD made me understand in 
writing by Ais hand upon me, 
even all the works of this pattern. 

20 And Da’vid said to Sdl’o- 
mon his son, Be strong and of 
good courage, and do it: fear 
not, nor be dismayed: for the 
LORD God, even my God, will be 
with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee, until thou hast 
finished all the work for the serv- 
ice of the house of the LORD. 

21 And, behold, the courses of

URTHERMORE Da’vid the 
king said unto all the con- 
gregation, Sol’o-mon my son, 
whom alone God hath chosen, is 
yet young and tender, and the 
work is great: for the palace is 
pea eS man, but for the LORD 
od. 

2 Now I have prepared with all 
my might for the house of my 
God the gold for things to be 
made of gold, and the silver for 
things of silver, and the brass for 
things of brass, the iron for 
things of iron, and wood for 
things of wood; onyx stones, 
and stones to be set, glistering 
stones, and of divers colours, an 
all manner of precious stones, 
and marble stones in abundance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set 
my affection to the house of my 
God, I have of mine own proper 
good, of gold and silver, which I 
have given to the house of my 
God, over and above all that I 
have prepared for the holy 
house, 

4 Even three thousand talents 
of gold, of the gold of O’phir, and 
seven thousand talents of refined 
silver, to overlay the walls of the 
houses withal: : 

5 The gold for things of gold, 
and the silver for things of silver, 
and for all manner of work to be 
made by the hands of artificers. 
And who then is willing to con- 
secrate his service this day unto 
the LORD? 

6 9 Then the chief of the 
fathers and princes of the tribes 
of Is’ra-el, and the captains of 
thousands ‘and of hundreds, with 
the rulers of the king’s work, 
offered willingly, 

7 And gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thou- 
sand talents and ten thousand 
drams, and of silver ten thousand 
talents, and of brass eighteen 
thousand talents, and one hun- 
dred thousand talents of iron.

2 Then Sol’o-mon spake unto 
all is’ra-el, to the captains of 
thousands and of hundreds, and 
to the judges, and to every gov- 
ernor in all is’ra-el, the chief of 
the fathers. of 

3 So S6dl’o-mon, and all the 
congregation with him, went to 
the high place that was at Gib’e- 
on; for there was the tabernacle 
of the congregation of God, which 
MO’ses the servant of the LORD 

‘had made in the wilderness. 

4 But the ark of God_ had 
Da’vid brought up from Kir’jath— 
jé’a-rim to the place which Da’- 
vid had prepared for it: for he 
had pitched a tent for it at Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

5 Moreover the brasen altar, 
that Bé-zal’e-el the son of U’ri, 
the son of Hiéir had made, he put 
before the tabernacle of the 
LORD: and Sdl’o-mon and the 
congregation sought unto it. 

6 Sol’o-mon went up 
thither to the brasen altar before 
the LORD, which was at the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 


and offered a thousand burnt 
offerings upon it.

14 And S6ol’o-mon gathered 
chariots and horsemen: and he 
had a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand 
horsemen, which he placed in the 
chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

15 And the king made silver 
and gold at Jé-ru’sa-lém as plen- 
feous as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale for abundance. 

16 And Sol’o-mon had horses 
brought out of E’gypt, and linen 
yarn: the king’s merchants re- 
ceived the linen yarn at a price.

2 And he began to build in the

second day of the second month, 
in the fourth year of his reign. 

3 § Now these are the things 
wherein S6l’o-mon was in- 
structed for the building of the 
house of God. The length by 
cubits after the first measure was 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
twenty cubits. . 

4 And the porch that was in the 
front of the house, the length of 
it was according to the breadth 
of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the height was an hundred and 
twenty: and he overlaid it within 
with pure gold. 

And the greater house he 
cieled with fir tree, which he 
overlaid with fine gold, and set 
thereon palm trees and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house 
with precious stones for beauty: 
and the gold was gold of Par- 
va’im. 

7 He overlaid also the house, 
the beams, the posts, and the 
walls thereof, and the doors 
thereof, with gold; and graved 
cherubims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy 
house, the length whereof was 
according to the breadth of the 

ouse, twenty cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits: 
and he overlaid it with fine gold, 
amounting to six hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails 
was fifty shekels of gold. And he 
pyedieid the upper chambers with 


gold. 
10 And in the most holy house 

he made two cherubims of image 

work, and overlaid them with 


gold. 

11 { And the wings of the 
cherubims were twenty cubits 
long: one wing of the one cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other 
wing was likewise five cubits, 
reaching to the wing of the other 
cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other 
cherub was five cubits, reaching 
to the wall of the house: and 
the other wing was five cubits 
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also, joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cheru- 
bims spread themselves forth 
twenty cubits: and they stood on 
their feet, and their faces were 
inward. 

14 ¢ And he made the veil of 
blue, and purple, and crimson, 
and fine linen, and wrought 
cherubims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the 
house two pillars of thirty and 
five cubits high, and the chapiter 
that was on the top of each of 
them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in 
the oracle, and put them on the 
heads of the pillars; and made 
an hundred pomegranates, and 
put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the 
right hand, and the other on the 
left; and called the name of that 
on the right hand Ja’chin, and

3 And under it was the simili- 
tude of oxen, which did compass 
it round about: ten in a cubit, 
compassing the sea round about. 
Two rows of oxen were cast, 
when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, 
three looking toward the north, 
and three looking toward the 
west, and three looking toward 
the south, and three looking to- 
ward the east: and the sea was 
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set above upon them, and ail 
their hinder parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it 
like the work of the brim of a 
cup, with flowers of lilies; and 
it received and held three thou- 
sand baths. 

6 § He made also ten lavers, 
and put five on the right hand, 
and five on the left, to wash in 
them: such things as they of- 
fered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them; but the sea 
was for the priests to wash in. 

And he made ten candlesticks 
of gold according to their form, 
and set them in the temple, five 
on the right hand, and five on the 

eft. 
8 He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on 
the right side, and five on the 
left. And he made an hundred 
basons of gold. 

9 4 Furthermore he made the 
court of the priests, and the great 
court, and doors for the court, 
and overlaid the doors of them 
with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the 
right side of the east end, over 
against the south. 

And Hiti’ram made the pots, 
and the shovels, and the bascns. 
And Hit’ram finished the work 
that he was to make for king 
S6l’o-mon for the house of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and 
the pommels, and the chapiters 
which were on the top of the two 
pillars, and the two wreaths to 
cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were on the top 
of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pome- 
granates on the two wreaths; 
two rows of pomegranates on 
each wreath, to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters which 
were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and 
lavers made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen 
under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shov- 
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els, and the fleshhooks, and all | 
their instruments, did Ht’ram 
his father make to king Sdl’o- 
mon for the house of the LORD 
of bright brass. : 

17 In the plain of Jér’dan did 
the king cast them, in the clay 
ground between Sitic’coth and 
Zé-réd’a-thah. 

18 Thus Sol/o-mon made all 
these vessels in great abundance: 
for the weight of the brass could 
not be found out. 

19 § And Sol’o-mon made all 
the vessels that were for the 
house of God, the golden altar 
also, and the tables whereon the 
shewbread was set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks 
with their lamps, that they should 
burn after the manner before 
the oracle, of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the 
lamps, and the tongs, made he of 
gold, and that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the 
basons, and the spoons, and the 
censers, of pure gald: and the 
entry of the house, the inner 
doors thereof for the most holy 
place, and the doors of the house 
of the temple, were of gold. 


372 CHAPTER 5 
1 Dedicated treasures. 2 Induction of 
the ark into the oracle. 11 A sign of 


favour. 


HUS all the work that Sdl’- 
o-mon made for the house 
of the LORD was finished: and 
Sol’o-mon brought in all the 
things that Da’vid his father had 
dedicated; and the silver, and 
the gold, and all the instruments, 
put he among the treasures of the 
house of God. 

2 4]. Then S6l’o-mon assembled 
the elders of is’ra-el, and all the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of 
the fathers of the children of Is’- 
ra-el, unto Jé-ru’sa-lém, to bring 
up the ark of the covenant of the 
LORD out of the city of Da’vid, 
which is Zi’6n. A 

3 Wherefore all the men of fs’- 
ra-el assembled themselves unto

the king in the feast which was 
in the seventh month. | 

4 And ail the elders of Is’ra-el 
came; and the Lé’vites took up 
the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, 
and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels 
that weve in the tabernacle, these 
did the priests and the Lé’vites 
bring up. 

6 Also king S6l’o-mon, and ali 
the congregation of Is’ra-el that 
were assembled unto him before 
the ark, sacrificed sheep and 
oxen, which could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
unto his place, to the oracle of 
the house, into the most holy 
place, even under the wings of 
the cherubims: 

8 For the cherubims spread 
forth their wings over the place 
of the ark, and the cherubims 
covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves 
of the ark, that the ends of the 
staves were seen from the ark 
before the oracle; but they were 
not seen without. And there it 
is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the 
ark save the two tables which 
MO’ses put therein at Ho’reb, 
when the LORD made a cove- 
nant with the children of Is’ra-el, 
when they came out of E’é¥pt. 

11 4 And it came to pass, when 
the priests were come out of the 
holy place: (for all the priests 
that were present were sancti- 
fied, and did not then wait by 
course: 

12 Also the Lé’vites which 
were the singers, all of them of 
A’saph, .of Hé’man, of Jéd’y- 
thin, with their sons and their 
brethren, being arrayed in white 
linen, having cymbals and psal- 
teries and harps, stood at the 
east end of the altar, and with 
them an hundred and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets :)

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as 
one, to make one sound to be 
heard in praising and thanking 
the LORD; and when they lifted 
up their voice with the trumpets 
arid cymbals and instruments of 
musick, and praised the LORD, 
saying, For he is good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: that 
fhen the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the 
LORD; 

14 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD 
had filled the house of God. 


373 CHAPTER 6 
1 Solomon blesses God. 12 His dedica- 
tory prayer. 
HEN said Sol’o-mon, The 
LORD hath said that he 
would dwell in the thick dark- 
ness. 

2 But I have built an house of 
habitation for thee, and a place 
for thy dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, 
and blessed the whole congrega- 
tion of Is’ra-el: and all the con- 
gregation of Is’ra-el stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the 
LORD God of Is’ra-el, who hath 
with his hands fulfilled that 
which he spake with his mouth 
to my father Da’vid, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people out of the land of 
E’gypt I chose no city among all 
the tribes of Is’ra-el to build an 
house in, that my name might be 
there; neither chose I any man 
to be a ruler over my people 
Is’ra-el: 

6 But I have chosen Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, that my name might be 
there; and have chosen Da’vid 
to be over my people Is’ra-el. 

Now it was in the heart of 
Da’vid my father to build an 
house for the name of the LORD 
God of Is’ra-~el. 

8 But the LORD said to Da’vid 
my father, Forasmuch as it was 
in thine heart to build an house 
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for my name, thou didst well in 
that it was in thine heart: 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt 
not build the house; but thy son 
which shall come forth out of thy 
loins, he shall build the house for 
my nam 

10 The. ‘LORD therefore hath 
performed his word that he hath 
spoken: for I am risen up in the 
room of Da’vid my father, and 
am set on the throne of Is’ra-el, 
as the LORD promised, and have 
built the house for the name of 
the LORD God of Is’ra-el. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the 
LORD, that he made with the 
children of is’ra-el. 

12 q And he stood before the 
altar of the LORD in the presence 
of all the congregation of Is’ra-el, 
and spread forth his hands: 

13 For S6l’o-mon had made a 

brasen scaffold, of five cubits 
long, and five cubits broad, and 
three cubits high, and had set it 
in the midst of the court: and 
upon it he stood, and kneeled 
down upon his knees before all 
the congregation of Is’ra-el, and 
spread forth his hands toward 
heaven, 
_14 And said, O LoRD God of 
Is’ra-el, there is no God like 
thee in the heaven, nor in the 
earth; which keepest covenant, 
and shewest mercy unto thy 
servants, that walk before thee 
with all thy hearts: : 

15 Thou which hast kept with 
thy servant Da’vid my father 
that which thou hast promised 
him; and spakest with thy 
mouth, and hast fulfilled i¢ with 
thine hand, as it is this day. 

16 Now therefore, O LORD God 
of is’ra-el, keep with thy servant 
Da’vid my father that which thou 
hast promised him, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man in my 
sight to sit upon the throne of 
Ys’ra-el; yet so that thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way to 
walk in my law, as thou hast 
walked before me. 
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_17 Now then, O LORD God of 
Is’ra-el, let thy word be verified, 
which thou hast spoken unto thy 
servant Da’vid. . 

18 But will God in very deed 
dwell with men on the earth? 
behold, heaven and the heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; 
how much less this house which 
I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his 
supplication, O LORD my God, 
to hearken unto the cry and the 
prayer which thy servant prayeth 
before thee: 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, 
upon the place whereof thou hast 
said that thou wouldest put thy 
name there; to hearken unto the 
prayer which thy servant pray- 
eth toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the 
supplications of thy servant, and 
‘of thy people Is’ra-el, which they 
shall make toward this place: 
hear thou from thy dwelling 
place, even from heaven; and 
when thou hearest, forgive. 

22 {If a man sin against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to make him swear, 
and the oath come before thine 
altar in this house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, 
by requiting the wicked, by rec- 
ompensing his way upon his 
own head; _ and by justifying the 
righteous, by giving him accord- 
ing to his righteousness. | 

24 9% And if thy people Is’ra-el 
be put to the worse before the 
enemy, because they have sinned 
against thee; and shall return 
and confess thy name, and pray 
and make supplication before 
thee in this house; 

25 Then hear thou from the 
heavens, and forgive the sin of 
thy people Is’ra-el, and bring 
them again unto the land which 
thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. i 

26 “| When the heaven is shut

up, and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee; 
yet if they pray toward this place, 
and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou dost 
afflict them; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy serv- 
ants, and of thy people Is’ra-el, 
when thou hast taught them the 
good way; wherein they should 
walk; and send rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given unto 
thy people for an inheritance. 

28 4 If there be dearth in the 
land, if there be pestilence, if 
there be blasting, or mildew, 
locusts, or caterpillers; if their 
enemies besiege them in the 
cities of their land; whatsoever 
sore or whatsoever sickness 
there be: 

29 Then what prayer or what 
supplication soever shall be made 
of any man, or of all thy people 
Is’ra-el, when every one shall 
know his own sore and his own 
grief, and shall spread forth his 
hands in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven 
thy dwelling place, and forgive, 
and render unto every man ac- 
cording unto all his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou only knowest the hearts 
of the children of men:) 

31 That they may fear thee, to 
walk in thy ways, so long as 
they live in the land which thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 

32 4 Moreover concerning the 
stranger, which is not of thy 
people Is’ra-el, but is come from 
a far country for thy great name’s 
sake, and thy mighty hand, 
and thy stretched out arm; if 
they come and pray in this 
house; 

33 Then hear thou from the 
heavens, even from thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee 
for; that all people of the earth 
may know thy name, and feat 
thee, as doth thy people Is’ra-el, 
and may know that this house 
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which I have built is called by 
thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war 
against their enemies by the way 
that thou shalt send them, and 
they pray unto thee toward this 
city which thou hast chosen, and 
the house which I have built for 
thy name; 

35 Then hear thou from the 
heavens their prayer and their 
supplication, and maintain their 
cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth 
_not,) and thou be angry with 
them, and deliver them over be- 
fore their enemies, and they 
carry them away captives unto 
a land far off or near; 

37 Yet if they bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they 
are carried captive, and turn and 
pray unto thee in the land of their 
captivity, saying, We have sinned, 
we have done amiss, and have 
dealt wickedly; 

38 If they return to thee with 
all their heart and with all their 
soul in the land of their captivity, 
whither they have carried them 
captives, and pray toward their 
land, which thou gavest unto 
their fathers, and toward the city 
which thou hast chosen, and to- 
ward the house which I have 
built for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the 
heavens, even from thy dwelling 
place, their prayer and their sup- 
plications, and maintain their 
cause, and forgive thy people 
which have sinned against thee. 

40 Now; my God, let, I beseech 
thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent unto the 
prayer that is made in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O 
LORD God, into thy resting 
place, thou, and the ark of thy 
strength: let thy priests, O LORD 
God, be clothed with salvation, 
and let thy saints rejoice in 
goodness. 

42 O LORD God, turn not away 
the face of thine anointed: re- 
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member the mercies of Da’vid 
thy servant. 


CHAPTER 7 
1 God’s glory in the temple. 3 The peo- 
ple worship. 4 Solomon's sacrifice. 

12 God appears to Solomon. 

OW when S6l’o-mon had 

made an end of praying, the 

fire came down from heaven, 

and consumed the burnt offering 

and the sacrifices; and the glory 
of the LORD filled the house. 

2 And the priests could not 
enter into the house of the LORD, 
because the glory of the LORD 
had filled the LORD’S house. 

_3 And when all the children of 
Is’‘ra-el saw how the fire came 
down, and the glory of the LORD 
upon the house, they bowed 
themselves with their faces to 
the ground upon the pavement, 
and worshipped, and praised the 
LORD, saying, For he is good; 
es his mercy endureth for 


SAG qj Then the king and all the 
veers offered sacrifices before 
the LORD. 

5 And king S6ol’o-mon offered a 
sacrifice of twenty and two thou- 
sand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep: so the 
king and all the people dedicated 
the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on 
their offices: the Lé’vites also 
with instruments of musick of 
the LORD, which D4a’vid the king 
had made to praise the LORD, 
because his mercy endureth for 
ever, when Da’vid praised by 
their ministry; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, 
and all Iis’ra-el stood. 

7 Moreover SOl’o-mon _hal- 
lowed the middle of the court 
that was before the house of the 
LORD: for there he offered burnt 
offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings, because the brasen 
altar which Sol’o-mon had made 
was not able to receive the burnt 
offerings, and the meat offerings, 
and the fat. 
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8 4 Also at the same time Sol’- 
o-mon kept the feast seven days, 
and all Is’ra-el with him, a very 
great congregation, from the en- 
tering in of Ha’niath unto the 
river of E/gy¥pt. 

9 And in the eighth day they 
made a solemn assembly: for 
they kept the dedication of the 
altar seven days, and the feast 
seven days. 

10 And on the three and twen- 
tieth day of the seventh month he 
sent the people away into their 
tents, glad and merry in heart 
for the goodness that the LORD 
had shewed unto Da’vid, and to 
Sél’o-mon, and to Is’ra-el his 


people. 

11 Thus Sol’o-mon finished 
the house of the LORD, and the 
king’s house: and all that came 
into Sdl’o-mon’s heart to make 
in the house of the LORD, and in 
his own house, he prosperously 
effected. 

12 4 And the LORD appeared 
to Sdl’o-mon by night, and said 
unto him, I have heard thy pray- 
er, and have chosen this place to 
myself for an house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that 
there be no rain, or if I command 
the locusts to devour the land, or 
if I send pestilence among my 
people; 

14 If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their 
wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be 
open, and mine ears attent unto 
the prayer that is made in this 
place. 

16 For now have I chosen and 
sanctified this house, that my 
name may be there forever: and 
mine eyes and mine heart shall 
be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as Da’vid thy 
father walked, and do according 
to all that I have commanded

thee, and shalt observe my stat- 
utes and my judgments; 

18 Then will I stablish the 
throne of thy kingdom, according 
as I have covenanted with Da’vid 
thy father, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man fo be ruler in 
Is’ra-el. 

19 But if ye turn away, and 
forsake my statutes and my com- 
mandments, which I have set be- 
fore you, and shall go and serve 
other gods, and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up 
by the roots out of my land which 
I have given them; and this. 
house, which I have sanctified 
for my name, will I cast out of 
my sight, and will make it to bea 
proverb and a byword among all 
nations. Buy k 

21 And this house, which is 
high, shall be an astonishment to 
every one that passeth by it; so 
that he shall say, Why hath the 
LORD done thus unto this land, 
and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, 
Because they forsook the LORD 
God of their fathers, which 
brought them forth out of the 
land of E’gypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, 
and served them: therefore hath 
he brought all this evil upon them. 


CHAPTER 8 375 


1 Solomon's buildings. 14 Courses of 
priests and porters. 17 Solomon’s 
navy. 

ND it came to pass at the end 

» of twenty years, wherein 
S6l’o-mon had built the house of 
the LORD, and his own house, 

2 That the cities which Ht’ram 
had restored to Sol’o-mon, S6l’o- 
mon built them, and caused the 
children of Is’ra-el to dwell there. 

3 And S6l’o-mon_ went _ to 
Ha’math-z6’bah, and prevailed 
against it. 

4 And he built Tad’m6r in the 
wilderness, and all the store 
cities, which he built in Ha’math. 

5 Also he built Béth—ho’ron the 
upper, and SBéth-hd’ron the 
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nether, fenced cities, with walls, | father, the courses of the priests 


gates, and bars; 

6 And Ba’ al-ath, and all the 
Boe cities that Sdl’o-mon had, 
and all the chariot cities, and the 
cities of the horsemen, and all 
that Sol’o-mon desired to build 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and in Léb’a- 
non, and throughout all the land 
of his dominion. 

7 4 As for all the people that 
were left of the Hit’tites, and 
the Am/6r-ites, and the Pér’iz- 
zites, and the Hi’vites, and the 
Jéb’u-sites, which were not of 
Is’ra-el, 

8 But of their children, who 
were left after them in the land, 
whom the children of is‘ra-el 
consumed not, them did Sol’o- 
mon make to pay tribute until 
this day 

9 ‘ of the children of is’ra-el 
did Sol’o-mon make no servants 
for his work; but they were men 
of war, and chief of his captains, 
and captains of his chariots and 
horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of 
king SOol’o-mon’s officers, even 
two hundred and fifty, that bare 
rule over the people. 

* 11 9And Sol’o-mon brought 
up the daughter of Pha’raoh out 
of the city of Da’vid unto the 
house that he had built for her: 
‘for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the ‘house of Da’vid king 
of Is’ra-el, because the places are 
holy, whereunto the ark of the 
LORD hath come. 

12 § Then Sol’o-mon_ offered 
burnt offerings unto the LORD on 
the altar of the LORD, which he 
had built before the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate 
every day, offering according to 
the commandment of M0o’ses, on 
the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts, 
three times in the year. even in 
the feast of unleavened bread, 
and in the feast of weeks, and in 
the feast of tabernacles. 

14 4 And he appointed, accord- 
ing to the order of Da’vid his 


to their service, and the Lé’vites 
to their charges, to praise and 
minister before the priests, as the 
duty of every day required: the 
porters also by their courses at 
every gate: for so had Da’vid 
the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from 
the commandment of the king 
unto the priests and Lé’vites con- 
cerning any matter, or concern- 
ing the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Sdl’o- 
mon was prepared unto the day 
of the foundation of the house of 
the LORD, and until it was fin- 
ished. So the house of the LORD 
was perfected. 

17 4 Then went Sol’o-mon to 
f’ni-on-e6' ber, and to E/loth, at 
the sea side in the land of E’dom. 

18 And Hit’/ram sent him by 
the hands of his servants ships, 
and servants that had knowledge 
of the sea; and they went with 
the servants of Sol’o-mon to 
O’phir, and took thence four 
hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Sol’o- 
mon. 


CHAPTER 9 376

3 And when the queen of Shé’ba 
had seen the wisdom of Sol’o- 
mo and the house that he had 

uilt 

4 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, an

the attendance of his ministers, 
and their apparel; his cupbearers 
also, and their apparel; and _ his 
ascent by which he went up into 
the house of the LORD; there 
was no more spirit in her. 

5 And she said to the king, It 
was a true report which I heard 
in mine own land of thine acts, 
and of thy wisdom: : 

6 Howbeit I believed not their 
words, until I came, and mine 
eyes had seen if: and, behold, the 
one half of the greatness of thy 
wisdom was not told me: for 
thou exceedest the fame that I 
heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy 
are these thy servants, which 
stand continually before thee, 
and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the LORD thy God, 
which delighted in thee to set 
thee on his throne, fo be king for 
the LORD thy God: because thy 
God loved Is’ra-el, to establish 
them for ever, therefore made he 
thee king over them, to do judg- 
ment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, 
and of spices great abundance, 
and precious stones: neither was 
there any such spice as the queen 
of Shé’ba gave king Sol’o-mon. 

10 And the servants: also of 
Hi’ram, and the servants of Sol’- 
o-mon, which brought gold from 
O’phir, brought algum trees and 
precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the 
algum trees terraces to the house 
of the LORD, and to the king’s 
palace, and harps and psalteries 
for singers: and there were none 
such seen before in the land of 
Jt’dah. 

12 And king S6l’o-mon gave to 
the queen of Shé’ba all her de- 
sire, whatsoever she asked, be- 
side that which she had brought 
unto the king. So she turned, 
and went away to her own land, 
she ave her servants. 

13 4 Now the weight of gold 
that came to Sol’o-mon in one

year was six hundred and three- 
score and six talents of gold; 

14 Beside that which chapmen 
and merchants brought. And all 
the kings of A-ra’bi-a and gov- 
ernors of the country brought 
gold and silver to Sol’/o-mon. 

15 § And king Sol’o-mon made 
two hundred targets of beaten 
gold: six hundred shekels of 
beaten gold went to one target. 

16 And three hundred shields 
made he of beaten gold: three 
hundred shekels of gold went to 
one shield. And the king put 
them in the house of the forest of 
Léb’a-non. 

17 Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and over- 
laid it with pure gold 

18 And there were six steps to 
the throne, with a footstool of 
gold, which were fastened to the 
throne, and stays on each side of 
the sitting place, and two lions 
standing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there 
on the one side and on the other 
upon the six steps. There was 
not the like made in any kingdom. 

20 4 And all the drinking ves- 
sels of king S6l’o-mon were of 
gold, and all the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Léb’a-non 
were of pure gold: none were 
of silver; it was not any thing 
ae of in the days of Sdl’o- 


21 For the king’s ships went to 
Tar’shish with the servants of 
Hii’ram: every three years once 
came the ships of Tar’shish bring- 
ing gold, and silver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king S6l’o-mon passed 
all the kings of the earth in riches 
and wisdom. 
k23 9 And all the kings of the 
earth sought the presence of S6l’- 
o-mon, to hear his wisdom, that 
God had put in his heart. 

24 And they brought every 
man his present, vessels of silver, 
and vessels of gold, and raiment, 
harness, and spices, horses, and 
mules, a rate year by year. 
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25 § And Sol’o-mon had four 
thousand stalls for horses and 
chariots, and twelve thousand 
horsemen; whom he bestowed in 
the chariot cities, and with the 
king at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

26 §| And he reigned over all 
the kings from the river even 
unto the land of the Phi-lis’tines, 
and to the border of Egypt. | 

27 And the king made silver 
in Jé-ru’sa-lem as stones, and 
cedar trees made he as the syco- 
more trees that are in the low 
plains in abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Sol’- 
o-mon horses out of E’gypt, and 
out of all lands. 

29 { Now the rest of the acts 
of So!l’o-mon, first and last, are 
they not written in the book of 
Na’than the prophet, and in the 
prophecy of A-hi’jah the Shi’lo- 
nite, and in the visions of Id’d6 
the seer against Jér-o-b6’am the 
son of Né’bat? 

30 And Sol’o-mon reigned in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém over all {Is’ra-el 
forty years. 

3 d Sol’o-mon slept with 
his fathers, and he was buried in 
the city of Da’vid his father: and 
‘26-ho-bd’am his son reigned in 
his stead. 


377 CHAPTER 10 


1 Rehoboam succeeds Solomon. 13 His 
foolish decision. 16 Revolt of the ten 
tribes. 18 Flight of Rehoboam. 

ND Ré-ho-b6’am went to 

Shé’chem: for to Shé’chem 

were all is’ra-el come to make 
him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when 
Jér-o-bd0’am the son of Né’bat, 
who was in E’gypt, whither he 
had fled from the presence of 
S6l’o-mon the king, heard if, that 
Jér-o-b6’/am returned out of 
E/gypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. 
So Jér-o-bd’am and all Is’ra-el 
came and spake to Ré-ho-b6’am, 
saying, . 

4 Thy father made our yoke 
grievous: now therefore ease 


Rehoboam succeeds 
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thou somewhat the grievous ser- 
vitude of thy father, and his 


heavy yoke that he put upon us, 


and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. 
And the people departed. 

6 § And king Ré-ho-bd’am took 
counsel with the old men that 
had stood before Sdl’o-mon his 
father while he yet lived, saying, 
What counsel give ye me to re- 
turn answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, 
saying, If thou be kind to this 
people, and please them, and 
speak good words to them, they 
will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel 
which the old men gave him, an 
took counsel with the young men 
that were brought up with him, 
that stood before him. 

9 And he said unto them, What 
advice give ye that we may return 
answer to this people, which have 
spoken to me, saying, Ease some- 
what the yoke that thy father did 
put upon us? 

10 And the young men that 
were brought up with him spake 
unto him, saying, Thus shalt 
thou answer the people that 
spake unto thee, saying, Thy 
father made our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it somewhat lighter 
for us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins. 

11 For whereas my father put 
a heavy yoke upon you, I will put 
more to your yoke: my father 
chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

12 So Jér-o-b6’am and all the 
people came to Ré-ho-b6’am on 
the third day, as the king bade. 
saying, Come again to me on the 
third day. 

13 And the king answered 
them roughly; and king Ré-ho- 
bo’am forsook the counsel of the 
old men, 

14 And answered them after 
the advice of the young men, say- 
ing, My father made your yoke 
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heavy, but I will add thereto: my 
father chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not 
unto the people: for the cause 
was of God, that the LORD might 
perform his word, which he 
spake by the hand of A-hi’jah the 
Shi/lo-nite to Jér-o-b6d’am the 
son of Né’bat. 

16 § And when all Is’ra-el saw 

that the king would not hearken 
unto them, the people answered 
the king, saying, What portion 
have we in Da’vid? and we have 
none inheritance in the son of 
Jés’se: every man to your tents, 
O is’ra-el: and now, Da’vid, see 
to thine own house. So all Is’- 
ra-el went to their tents. 
_17 But as for the children of 
is’ra-el that dwelt in the cities of 
Ji’dah, Ré-ho-bd’am _ reigned 
over them. 

18 Then king Ré-ho-b6’am sent 
Ha-d6’ram that was over the 
tribute; and the children of Is’- 
ra-el stoned him with stones, 
that he died. But king Ré-ho- 
b0’am made speed to get him up 
to his chariot, to flee to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

19 And {s’ra-el rebelled against 
the house of Da’vid unto this day. 


378 CHAPTER 11 
1 Rehoboam dissuaded from battle. _13 
The priests and Levites strengthen 
Judah. 18 Rehoboam’s family. 
ND when Ré-ho-b6’am was 
come to Jé-ru’sd-lém, he 
gathered of the house of Ji’dah 
and Bén’ja-min an hundred and 
fourscore thousand chosen men, 
which were warriors, 
against Is’ra-el, that he might 
bring the kingdom again to Ré- 
ho-b6’am. 

2 But the word of the LORD 
came to Shém-a-i’ah the man of 
God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Ré-ho-b6’am the 
son of Sol’o-mon, king of Ja’dah, 
and to all Is’ra-el in Ja’dah and 
Bén’ja-min, saying,

4. Thus saith the LORD, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your 
brethren: return every man to 
his house: for this thing is done 
of me. they obeyed the 
words of the LORD, and returned 
from bate against Jér-o-bé’am. 

5 § And Ré-ho-b6’am dwelt in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and built cities for 
defence in Ji’dah 

6 He built even "Béth’-lé-hém, 
and E’tam, and 7Té-k0/’a, 

7 And Béth’-zar, and Sh6’co, 
and A-dil’lam, 

8 And Gath, and Ma-ré’shah, 
and Ziph, 

9 And Ad-o-ra’im, and La’chish, 
and A-zé’kah, 

10 And Zo'rah, and Aij’a-lon, 
and Hé’bron, which are in Ju’- 
dah and in Bén’ja-min fenced 
cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong 
holds, and put captains in them, 
and store of victual, and of oil 
and wine. 

12 And in every several city he 
put shields and spears, and made 
them exceeding strong, having 
Ja’dah and Bén’ja-min on his 


side 

13 § And the priests and the 
Lé’vites that were in all Is’ra-el 
resorted to him out of all their 
coasts. 

14 For the Lé’vites left their 
suburbs and _ their Possession, 
and came to Jii’/dah and Jé-ru’sa- 
lém: for Jér-o-bd’am and his 
sons had cast them off from exe- 
cuting the priest’s office unto the 
LORD: 

15 And he ordained him priests 

for the high places, and for the 
devils, and for the calves which 
e had made. 
.16 And after them out of all 
the tribes of Is’ra-el such as set 
their hearts to seek the LORD 
God of Is’ra-el came to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, to sacrifice unto the LORD 
God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the 
kingdom of Ja’dah, and made 
Ré-ho-bd’am the son of S6l’o- 
mon strong, three years: for 
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three years they walked in the 

way of Da’vid and S6l’o-mon. 
18 ¢ And Ré6é-ho-b6’am_ took 
him Ma’ha-lath the daughter of 
Jér’i-moth the son of Da’vid to 
wife, and Ab-i-ha’il the daughter 
of E-li’ab the son of Jés’se; 

19 Which bare him children; 
Jé/lsh, and Sham-a-ri’ah, and 
Za’ham. 

20 And after her he took Ma’a- 
chah the daughter of Ab’sa-lém; 
which bare him A-bi’jah, and 
pete: and Zi’za, and Shél’o- 
mit 


21 And Ré-ho-b6’am loved Ma’- 
a-chah the daughter of Ab’sa-lo6m 
above all his wives and his con- 
cubines: (for he took eighteen 
Wives, and threescore concu- 
bines; and begat twenty and 
ees sons, and threescore daugh- 

ers.) 

22 And Ré-ho-bd’am made 
A-bi’/jah the son of Ma’a-chah the 
chief, fo be ruler among his breth- 
ren: for he thought to make him 


ing. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis- 
persed of all his children through- 
out all the countries of Jia’dah 
and Bén’ja-min, unto every 
fenced city: and he gave them 
victual in abundance. And he 
desired many wives. 


379 CHAPTER 12 
1 Shishak invades Judah. 9 He spoils 
the temple. 13 Rehoboam’s death. 
ND it came to pass, when 
Ré-ho-b6’/am had _ estab- 
lished the kingdom, 
strengthened himself, he forsook 
the law of the LORD, and all js’- 

ra-el with him. ¢ 
2 And it came to pass, that in 
the fifth year of king Ré-ho-bo’- 
am Shi’shak king of E’éypt came 
up against Jé-ru’sd-lém, because 
they had transgressed against 
the LORD, | 
3 With twelve hundred chari- 
ots, and threescore thousand 
horsemen: and the people were 
without number that came with 
him out of E’gypt; the Lu’bims, 
36 
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the Suk’ki-ims, and the #-thi- 
0’pi-ans. 

4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Ja’dah, and 
came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 9 Then came Shém-a-i’ah 
the prophet to Ré-ho-b6’am, and 
to the princes of Ji’dah, that 
were gathered together to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém because of Shi’shak, and 
said unto them, Thus saith the 
LORD, Ye have forsaken me, 
and therefore have I also left you 
in the hand of Shi’shak. ‘ 

6 Whereupon the princes of {s’- 
ra-el and the king humbled 
themselves; and they said, The 
LORD is righteous. 

7 And when the LORD saw that 
they humbled themselves, the 
word of the LORD came to Shém- 
a-i’ah, saying, They have hum- 
bled themselves; therefore I will 
not destroy them, but I will grant 
them some deliverance; and my 
wrath shall not be poured out 
upon Jé-ru’sa-lém by the hand of 
Shi’shak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be 
his servants; that they may know 
my service, and the service of 
the kingdoms of the countries. 

9 So Shi’shak king of E’g¥pt 

came up against Jé-ru’sd-lém, 
and took away the treasures of 
the house of the LORD, and the 
treasures of the king’s house; he 
took all: he carried away also 
the shields of gold which S6l’o- 
mon had made. 
10 Instead of which king Ré- 
o-b6’am made shields of brass, 
and committed them to the 
hands of the chief of the guard, 
that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. : 

11 And when the king entered 
into the house of the LORD, the 
guard came and fetched them, 
and brought them again into the 
guard chamber. . 

12 And when he humbled him- 
self, the wrath of the LORD 
turned from him, that he would 
not destroy him altogether: and 
also in Ja’dah things went well. 
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13 § So king Ré-ho-bd’am 
strengthened himself in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and reigned: for Ré-ho- 
bo’am was one and forty years 
old when he began to reign, an 
he reigned seventeen years in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, the city which the 
LORD had chosen out of all the 
tribes of Is’ra-el, to put his name 
there. And his mother’s name 
was Na’a-mah an Am’/mon-it-ess. 

14 And he did evil, because he 
prepared not his heart to seek 
the LORD. 

15 Now the acts of Ré-ho-b6’- 
am, first and last, are they not 
written in the book of Shém-a- 
ah the prophet, and of Id’do 
the seer concerning genealogies? 
And there were wars between 
Ré-ho-b6’am and Jér-o-bd’/am 
continually. 

16 And Ré-ho-bd’am slept with 
his fathers, and was buried in 
the city of Da’vid: and A-bi’jah 
his son reigned in his stead. 


380 CHAPTER 13 


1 Abijah succeeds Rehoboam. 13 He 
defeats Jeroboam. 21 His wives and 
children. 


OW in the eighteenth year of 
king Jér-o-bd’/am began A- 
bi’jah to reign over Ja’dah. 

2 He reigned three years in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. His mother’s 
name also was  Mi-cha’iah the 
daughter of U’ri-el of Gib’e-ah. 
And there was war between A-bi’- 
jah and Jér-o-bd’am, 

3 And A-bi’jah set the battle in 
atray with an army of valiant 
men of war, even four hundred 
thousand chosen men: Jér-o- 
b0’am also set the battle in array 
against him with eight hundred 
thousand chosen men, being 
mighty men of valour. 

4 { And A-bi’jah stood up upon 
mount Zém-a-ra’/im, which is in 
mount E’phra-im, and said, Hear 
me, thou Jér-o-bd’am, and all 
Is’ra-el; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
LORD God of Is’ra-el gave the 
kingdom over is’ra-el to Da’vid 
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for ever, even to him and to his 
sons by a covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jér-o-b6’am the son of 
Né’bat, the servant of Sol’o-mon 


and | the son of Da’vid, is risen up, and 


hath rebelled against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto 
him vain men, the children of 
Bé‘li-al, and have strengthened 
themselves against Ré-ho-b6’am 
the son of Sdl’o-mon, when Ré- 
ho-b6’am was young and tender- 
hearted, and could not withstand 
them. 

8 And now ye think to with- 
stand the kingdom of the LORD 
in the hand of the sons of Da’vid; 
and ye be a great multitude, and 
feare are with you golden calves, 
which . Jér-o-b6’am made you 
for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the 
priests of the LORD, the sons of 
Aar’on, and the Lé’vites, and 
have made you priests after the 
manner of the nations of other 
lands? so that whosoever com- 
eth to consecrate himself with a 
young bullock and seven rams, 
the same may be a priest of them 
that are.no gods. 

10 But as for us, the LORD is 
our God, and we have not for- 
saken him; and the priests, 
which minister unto the LORD, 
are the sons of Aar’on, and the 
Lé’vites wait upon their business: 

11 And they burn unto the 
LORD every morning and every 
evening burnt sacrifices and 
sweet incense: the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the 
pure table; and the candlestick 
of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening: for we 
keep the charge of the LORD our 
God; but ye have forsaken him. 
_12 And, behold, God himself 
is with us for our captain, and 
his priests with sounding trump- 
ets to cry alarm against you. O 
children of Iis’ra-el, fight ye not 
against the LORD God of your 
fathers; for ye shall not prosper. 

13 § But Jér-o-bd’am caused 
an ambushment to come about 
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all 
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behind them: so they were be- 
fore Ji’dah, and the ambush- 
ey was behind them. 

d when Ji’dah looked 
erie behold, the battle was be- 
fore and behind: and they cried 
unto the LORD, and the priests 
sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Ji’dah gave 
a shout: and as the men of Ji’- 
dah shouted, it came to pass, 
that God smote Jér-o-bd’am 
and all Is’ra-el before A-bi’jah 
and Jia’dah. 

16 And the children of Is’ra-el 
fled before Ja’dah: and God de- 
livered them into their hand. 

17 And A-bi’jah and his people 
slew them with a great slaughter: 
so there fell down slain of Is’ra-el 
five hundred thousand chosen 


men. 

18 Thus the children of is’ra-el 
were brought under at that time, 
and the children of Ja’dah pre- 
vailed, because they relied upon 
the LORD God of their fathers. 

19 And A-bi’jah pursued after 
Jér-o-b6’am, and took cities from 
him, Béth’—el with the towns 
thereof, and Jésh’a-nah with the 
towns thereof, and _ E’phra-in 
with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did J ér-o-bd’am re- 
cover strength again in the days 
of A-bi’/jah: and the LORD struck 

, and he died. 

21 { But A-bi’jah waxed mighty, 
and married fourteen wives, and 
begat twenty and two sons, and 
sixteen daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of 
A-bi/jah, and his ways, and his 
sayings, are written in the story 
of the prophet Id’do. 


381 CHAPTER 14 

1 Asa succeeds Abijah. 6 He strength- 
ens his kingdom. 9 Defeats Zerah. 

O A-bi/jah slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in 
the city of Da’vid: and A’sa his 
son reigned in his stead. In his 
cae the land was quiet ten 


"3 mand A’sa did that which was 
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good and right in the eyes of the 
LORD his God: 

3 For he took away the altars of 
the strange gods, and the high 


places, and brake down the 
images, and cut down the 
groves: 


4 And commanded Ji’dah to 
seek the LORD God of their fa- 
thers, and to do the law and the 
commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all 
the cities of Ji’dah the high 
places and the images: and the 
kingdom was quiet before him. 

6 § And he built fenced cities 
in Ju’dah: for the land had rest, 
and he had no war in those years: 
Legg the LORD had given him 
rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Ja’dah, 
Let us build these cities, and 
make about them walls, and 
towers, gates, and bars, while 
the land is yet before us; because 
we have sought the LORD our 
God, we have sought him, and he 
hath given us rest on every side. 
So they built and prospered. 

8 And A’sa had an army of men 
that bare targets and spears, out 
of Ja’dah three hundred thou- 
sand; and out of Bén’ja-min, 
that bare shields and drew bows, 
two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men 
of valour. 

9 ¥ And there came out against 
them Zé’rah the E-thi-0’pi-an 
with an host of a thousand thou- 
sand, and three hundred chari- 
ots; and came unto Ma-ré’shah. 

10 Then A’sa went out against 
him, and they set the battle in 
array in ae valley of Zéph’a-thah 
at Ma-ré’sh 

11 And A’sa cried unto the 
LORD his God, and said, LORD, 
it is nothing with thee to help, 
whether with many, or with them 
that have no power: help us, O 
LORD our God; for we rest on 
thee, and in thy name we go 
against this multitude. O LORD, 
thou art our God; let not man 
prevail against thee. 
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12 So the LORD smote the 
E-thi-6’pi-ans before A’sa, and 
before Ju’dah; and the E-thi-0’- 
pi-ans fled. 

13 And A’sa and the people that 
were with him pursued them 
unto Gé’rir: and the E-thi-d6’- 
pi-ans were overthrown, that 
they could not recover them- 
selves; for they were destroyed 
before the LORD, and before his 
host; and they carried away very 
much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gé’rar; for the fear 
of the LORD came upon them: 
and they spoiled all the cities; for 
there was exceeding much spoil 
in them 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep 
and camels in abundance, and 
returned to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 


382 CHAPTER 15 
1 Asa abolishes idolatry. .12 A cove- 
nant to seek the Lord. 

ND the_ Spirit of God came 
£“% upon Az-a-ri’ah the son of 
O’ded: 

2 And he went out to meet 
A’sa, and said unto him, Hear ye 
me, A’sa, and all Ji’dah and Bén’- 
ja-min; The LORD is with you, 
while ye be with him; and if ye 
seek him, he will be found of you; 
but if ye forsake him, he will for- 
sake you. 

3 Now*for a long season Is/’- 
ra-el hath been without the true 
God, and without a teaching 
priest, and without law. 

4 But when they in their trou- 
ble did turn unto the LORD God 
of Is’ra-el, and sought him, he 
was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was 
no peace to him that went out, 
nor to him that came in, but great 
vexations were upon all the in- 
habitants of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of 


nation, and city of city: for 
God did vex them with ail 
adversity. 


7 Be ye strong therefore, and

let not your hands be weak: for 
your work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when A’sa heard these 
words, and the prophecy of O’ded 
the prophet, he took courage, and 
put away the abominable idols 
out of all the land of Ja’dah and 
Bén’ja-min, and out of the cities 
which he had taken from mount 
F’phra-im, and renewed the altar 
of the LORD, that was before the 
porch of the LORD. 

9 And he gathered all Ja’dah 
and Bén’ja-min, and the stran- 
gers with them out of E’phra-im 
and Ma-nas’seh, and out of Sim’- 
e-on: for they fell to him out of 
is’ra-el in abundance, when they 
saw that the LORD his God was 
with him 

10 So they gathered themselves 
together at Jé-ru’sa-lém in the 
third month, in the fifteenth year 
_ the reign ‘of A’sa 

1 And they afered unto the 
orp the same time, of the spoil 
which they had brought, seven 
hundred oxen and seven thou- 
sand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a 
covenant to seek the LORD God 
of their fathers with all their 
heart and with all their soul; 

13 That whosoever would not 
seek the LORD God of is’ra-el 
should be put to death, whether 
small or great, whether man or 
woman. 

14 And they sware unto the 
LORD with a loud voice, and with 
shouting, and with trumpets, and 
with cornets. 

15 And all Ja’dah rejoiced at 
the oath: for they had sworn 
with all their heart, and sought 
him with their whole desire; and 
he was found of them: and the 
LORD gave them rest round 
about. 

16 Y And also concerning Ma’a- 
chah the mother of A’sa the king, 
he removed her from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in 
a grove: and A’sa cut down her 
idol, and stamped if, and burnt 
it at the brook Kid’ron.

17 But the high places were 
not taken away out of Is’ra-el: 
nevertheless the heart of A’sa was 
perfect all his days. 

18 § And he brought into the 
house of God the things that his 
father had dedicated, and that he 
himself had dedicated, silver, and 
gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war 
unto the five and thirtieth year of 
the reign of A’sa. 


383 CHAPTER 16

N the six and thirtieth year of 
the reign of A’sa Ba’a-sha 
king of Is’ra-el came up against 
Ja’dah, and built Ra’mah, to the 
intent that he might let none go 
out or come in to A’sa king of 
Ji’dah. :

8 Were not the E&-thi-6d’pi-ans 
and the Lu’bims a huge host, 
with very many chariots and 
horsemen? yet, because thou 
didst rely on the LORD, he de- 
livered them into thine hand. 

9 For the eyes of the LORD run 
to and fro throughout the whole 
earth, to shew himself strong in 
the behalf of them whose heart is 
perfect toward him. Herein 
thou hast done foolishly: there- 
fore from henceforth thou shalt 
have wars. 

10 Then A’sa was wroth with 
the seer, and put him in a prison 
house; for he was in a rage with 
him because of this thing. And 
A’sa oppressed some of the peo- 
ple the same time. 

11 4 And, behold, the acts of 
A’sa, first and last, lo, they are 
written in the book of the kings 
of Ja’dah and Is’ra-el. 

12 And A’sa in the thirty and 
ninth year of his reign was dis- 
eased in his feet, until his disease 
was exceeding great: yet in his 
disease he sought not to the 
LORD, but to the physicians. 

13 q And A’sa slept with his 
fathers, and died in the one and 
fortieth year of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his 
own sepulchres, which he had 
made for himself in the city of 
Da’vid, and laid him in the bed 
which was _ filled with sweet 
odours and divers kinds of spices 
prepared by the apothecaries’ art: 
and they made a very great burn- 
ing for him. 


CHAPTER 17 384

/ 1S Jé-hosh’a-phat his son 

reigned in his stead, and 

strengthened himself against

aes which A’sa his father had 
a 
Bena the LORD was with Jé- 
hésh’a-phat, because he walked 


in the first ways of his father 
Da/vid, and, sought not unto 
Ba’al-im; 


4 But sought to the LORD God 
of his father, and walked in his 
commandments, and not after 
the doings of Is’ra-el. 

5 Therefore the LORD stab- 
lished the kingdom in his hand: 
and all Ji’dah brought to Jé- 
hosh’a-phat presents; and he 
had quiches and honour in abun- 


dan 

6 ee his heart was lifted up 
in the ways of the LORD: more- 
over he took away the high 
places and groves out of Ja’dah. 

7 4 Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to his princes, even 
to Bén—-ha’il, and to O-ba-di’ah, 
and to Zéch-a-ri’ah, and to Né- 
than’e-el, and to Mi-cha/’iah, to 
teach in the cities of Ja’dah 

8 And with them he sent Lé’- 
vites, even Shém-a-i’ah, and 
Néth-a-ni’ah, and Zéb-adi'ah, 
and A’ sa-hél, and Shé-mir’a- 
moth, and Jé-hon’a-than, and 
Ad-o-ni’jah, and Toé-bi’jah, and 
Tob’—ad-o-ni’jah, Lé’vites;_ and 
with them £E-lish’a-ma and Jé- 
h6o’/ram, priests. 

9 And they taught in Ji’dah, 
and had the book of the law of 
the LORD with them, and went 
about throughout all the cities of 
LS aol and taught the people. 

10 % And the fear of the LORD 
fell upon all the kingdoms of the 
lands that were round about Jt’- 
dah, so that they made no war 
against Jé-hdsh’a-phat. 

11 Also some of the Phi-lis’- 
tines brought Jé’-hdsh’a-phat 
presents, and tribute silver; and 
the A-ra’bi-ans brought him 
flocks, seven thousand and seven 
hundred rams, and seven thou-

4 And these are the numbers

ha’nan the captain, and with him 
two hundre and fourscore 
thousand. 3 

16 And next him was Am-a- 
sah the son of Zich’ri, who 
willingly offered himself unto the 
LORD; and with him two hun- 
dred thousand mighty men of 
valour. i ‘et 

17 And of Bén’ja-min; E-li’a- 
da a mighty man of valour, and 
with him armed men with bow 
and shield two hundred thou- 


sand. 

18 And next him was Jé-h6z’a- 

bad, and with him an hundred 
and fourscore thousand ready 
prepared for the war. 
‘19 These waited on the king, 
beside those whom the king put 
in the fenced cities throughout ail 
Ja’dah.

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Micaiah sent for

swered him, I am as thou art, 
and my people as thy people; and 
we will be with thee in the war. 

4 4 And Jé-hosh’a-phat said 
unto the king of Is’ra-el, En- 
quire, I pray thee, at the word of 
the LORD to day. i 

5 Therefore the king of Is’ra-el 
gathered together of prophets 
four hundred men, and said unto 
them, Shall we go to Ra’moth-— 
gil’e-ad to battle, or shall I for- 
bear? And they said, Go up; 
for God will deliver it into the 
king’s hand. 

6 But Jé-hosh’a-phat said, Is 
there not here a prophet of the 
LORD besides, that we might 
enquire of him? 

And the king of Is’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hdsh’a-phat, There is 
yet one man, by whom we may 
enquire of the LORD: but I hate 
him; for he never prophesied 
good unto me, but always evil:

Zz And Jé’hii the son of Ha- 
na’ni the seer went out to meet 

, and said to king Jé-hdsh/a- 
phat, Shouldest thou help the un- 
godly, and love them that hate 
the LORD? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the LORD. 
3 Nevertheless there are good 
things found in thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out 
of the land, and hast prepared 
thine heart to seek God. 

4 And Jé-hésh’a-phat dwelt at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém: and he went out 
again through the people from 
Bé’er-shé’ba to mount E’phra- 
im, and brought them back unto 
ne LORD God of their fathers. 

5 § And he set judges in the 
land throughout all the fenced 
cities of Ji’dah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges, Take 
heed what ye do: for ye judge 
not for man, but for the LORD, 
who is with you in the judg- 
ment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of 
the LORD be upon you; take 
heed and do if: for there is no 
iniquity with the LORD our Ged, 
nor respect of persons, nor tak- 
ing of gifts. : ’ 

8 § Moreover in Jé-ru’sa-lém 
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Jehoshaphat’s fast and prayer 


did Jé-hdsh’a-phat set of the 
Lé’vites, and of the priests, and 
of the chief of the fathers of Is’- 
ra-el, for the judgment of the 
LORD, and for controversies, 
when they returned to Jé-ru’sa- 


ém. 

9 And he charged them, saying, 
Thus shall ye do in the fear of 
the LORD, faithfully, and with a 
perfect heart. 

10 And what cause  soever 
shall come to you of your breth- 
ren that dwell in their cities, be- 
tween blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, statutes 
and judgments, ye shall even 
warn them that they trespass not 
against the LORD, and so wrath 
come upon you, and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall 
not trespass.

T came to pass after this also, 

that the children of M0’ab, and 
the children of Am’m6n, and with 
them other beside the Am’mon- 
ites, came against Jé-hdsh’a- 
phat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that 
told Jé-hosh’a-phat, saying, There 
cometh a great multitude against 
thee from beyond the sea on this 
side Syr’i-4; and, behold, they 
be_in Haz’a-zon-ta’mar, which 
is En-£é’di. 

3 And Jé-hdsh’a-phat feared, 
and set himself to seek the LORD, 
and proclaimed a fast through- 
out all Ji’dah. 

4 And Ji’dah gathered them- 
selves together, to ask help of the 
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LORD: even out of all the cities of 
Ji’dah they came to seek the 
LORD. 

5 g¢ And Jé-hosh’ ey ge 
in the congregation of Ji’dah and 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, in the house of the 
LORD, before the new court, 

6 And said, O LORD God of our 
fathers, art not thou God in 
heaven? and rulest not thou 
over all the kingdoms of the 
heathen? and in thine hand is 
there not power and might, so 
aegis none is able to withstand 

ee? 

7 Art not thou our God, who 
didst drive out the inhabitants of 
this land before thy people Is’- 
ra-el, and gavest it to the seed of 
A’bra-ham thy friend for ever? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and 
have built thee a sanctuary there- 
in for thy name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon 
us, as the sword, judgment, or 
pestilence, or famine, we stand 
before this house, and in thy 
presence, (for thy name is in this 
house,) and cry unto thee in our 
affliction, then thou wilt hear and 


elp. 

10 And now, behold, the chil- 
dren of Am’mon and M6’ab and 
mount Sé’ir, whom thou would- 
est not let Is’ra-el invade, when 
they came out of the land of 
E’gypt, but they turned from 
them, and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, J say, how they re- 
ward us, to come to cast us out 
of thy possession, which thou 
hast given us to inherit. 

12 O our God, wilt thou not 
judge them? for we have no 
might against this great company 
that cometh against us; neither 
know we what to do: but our 
eyes are upon thee 

13 And all Ja’dah stood before 
the LORD, with their little ones; 
their wives, and their children. 

14 § Then upon Ja-ha’zi-el the 
son of Zéch-a-ri’ah, the son of 
Bé-na’iah, the son of Jé-i’el, the 
son of Mat-ta-ni’ah, a Lé’vite of 
the sons of A’saph, came the 
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Spirit of the LORD in the midst 
of the congregation; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all 
Ja’dah, and ye inhabitants of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and thou king Jé- 
hésh’a-phat, Thus saith the LORD 
unto you, Be not afraid nor dis- 
mayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle zs not 
yours, but God’s. 

16 To morrow go ye down 
against them: behold, they come 
up by the cliff of Ziz; and ye 
shall find them at the end of the 
brook, before the wilderness of 
Jér’u-el. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in 
this battle: set yourselves, stand 
ye sfill, and see the salvation of 
the LORD with you, O Ji’dah 
and Jé-ru’sa-lém: fear not, nor 
be dismayed; to morrow go out 
against them: for the LORD will 
be with you. | 

18 And Jé-hdsh’a-phat bowed 
his head with his face to the 
ground: and all Ja’dah and the 
inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa-lém fell 
before the LORD, worshipping 
the LORD. 

19 And the Lé’vites, of the chil- 
dren of the K6’hath-ites, and of 
the children of the Kor’hites, 
stood up to praise the LORD God 
of Is’ra-el with a loud voice on 


gh. 

20 { And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the 
wilderness of Té-k0’a: and as 
they went forth, Jé-hosh’a-phat 
stood and said, Hear me, O Ji’- 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém; Believe in the LORD 
your God, so shall ye be estab- 
lished; believe his prophets, so 
shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted 
with the people, he appointed 
singers unto the LORD, and that 
should praise the beauty of holi- 
ness, as they went out before the 


army, and to say, Praise the 
LorpD; for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 


22 4 And when they began to 
sing and to praise, the LORD set 


Jehoshaphat’s triumphs 


ambushments against the chil- 
dren of Am’mon, MO6’ab, and 
mount Sé/ir, which were come 
against Ju’dah; and they were 
smitten. 

23 For the children of Am’/mon 
and MOo’ab stood up against the 
inhabitants of mount Sé‘ir, ut- 
terly to slay and destroy them: 
and when they had made an end 
of the inhabitants of Sé’ir, every 
one helped to destroy another. 

24 And when Ju’dah came to- 
ward the watch tower in the wil- 
derness, they looked unto the 
multitude, and, behold, they 
were dead bodies fallen to the 
earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jé-hosh’a-phat 
and his people came to take away 
the spoil of them, they found 
among them in abundance both 
riches with the dead bodies, and 
precious jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more 
than they could carry away: and 
they were three days in gathering 
of the spoil, it was so much. 

26 { And on the fourth day they 
assembled themselves in the val- 
ley of Bér’a-chah; for there 
they blessed the LORD: there- 
fore the name of the same place 
was called, The valley of Bér’a- 
chah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every 
man of Jii’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and Jé-hésh’a-phat in the fore- 
front of them, to go again to Jé- 
ru’sa-lém with joy; for the LORD 
had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém with psalteries and harps 
and trumpets unto the house of 
the LORD. 

29 And the fear of God was on 
all the kingdoms of those coun- 
tries, when they had heard that 
the LorD fought against the 
enemies of Is’ra-el. 

30 Sothe realm of Jé-hosh’a- 
phat was quiet: for his God 
gave him rest round about. | 

31 4 And Jé-hésh’a-phat reign- 
ed over Ja’dah: he was thirty and 
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Jehoram succeeds Jehoshaphat 


five years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned twenty and 
five years in Jé-ru’sa-lém. And 
his mother’s name was A-zt’bah 
the daughter of Shil’hi. 

32 And he walked in the way of 
A’sa his father, and departed not 
from it, doing that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD. 

33 Howbeit the high places 
were not taken away: for as yet 
the people had not prepared 
their hearts unto the God of their 
fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the 
book of Jé’ht the son of Ha- 
na’ni, who is mentioned in the 
book of the kings of is’ra-el. 

35 4 And after this did Jé- 
hoésh’a-phat king of Ja’dah join 
himself with A-ha-zi/ah king of 
is’ra-el, who did very wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with 
him to make ships to go to Tar’- 
shish: and they made the ships 
in E’zi-on—ga’bér. 

37 Then £-li-é’zér the son of 
D6’da-vah of Ma-ré’shah proph- 
esied against Jé-hosh’a-phat, 
saying, Because thou hast joined 
thyself with A-ha-zi’ah, the LORD 
hath broken thy works. And 
the ships were broken, that they 
were not able to go to Tar’shish. 


388 CHAPTER 21 
1 Jehoram succeeds Jehoshaphat. 12 
Elijah prophesies against him. 18 
His death. 
OW Jé-hésh’a-phat | slept 


with his fathers, and was 
buried with his fathers in the 
city of Da’vid. And Jé-hd/ram 
his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons 
of Jé-hodsh’a-phat, Az-a-ri’ah, 
and Jé-hi’el, and Zéch-a-ri ah, 
and Az-a-ri’ah, and Mi’chaél, and 
Shéph-a-ti’ah: all these were 
the sons of Jé-hdsh’a-phat king 
of is’ra-ei. 

3 And their father gave them 
great gifts of silver, and of gold, 
and of precious things, with 
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fenced cities in Ji’/dah: but the 
kingdom gave he to Jé-hd/ram; 
because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jé-ho’ram was 
risen up to the kingdom of his 
father, he strengthened himself, 
and slew all his brethren with 
the sword, and divers also of the 
princes of Is’ra-el. 

5 9 Jé-ho’ram was thirty and 
two years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eight years 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

6 And he walked in the way of 
the kings of is’ra-el,.like as did 
the house of A’hab: for he had 
the daughter of A’hab to wife: 
and he wrought that which was 
evil in the eyes of the LORD. 

7 Howbeit the LORD would not 
destroy the house of Da’vid, be- 
cause of the covenant that he had 
made with Da’vid, and as he 
promised to give a light to him 
and to his sons for ever. 

8 4 In his days the E’dom-ites 
revolted from under the domin- 
ion of Ji’dah, and made them- 
selves a king. 

9 Then J é-ho’ram went forth 
with his princes, and all his char- 
iots with him: and he rose up by 
night, and smote the E’dom-ites 
which compassed him in, and the 
captains of the chariots. 

10 So the E’dom-ites revolted 
from under the hand of Ji’dah 
unto this day. The same time 
also did Lib’nah revolt from un- 
der his hand; because he had 
forsaken the LORD God of his 
fathers. 

11 Moreover he made _ high 
places in the mountains of Ji’- 
dah, and caused the inhabitants 
of Jé-ru’sa4-lém to commit forni- 
cation, and compelled Jua’dah 
thereto. 

12 § And there came a writing 
to him from £-li’jah the prophet, 
saying, Thus saith the LORD God 
of Da’vid thy father, Because 
thou hast rot walked in the ways 
of J é-hosh’a-phat thy father, nor 
in the ways of A’sa king of Ju’ dah, 

13 But hast walked in the way 
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of the kings of Is’ra-el, and hast 
made Ji’dah and the inhabitants 
of Jé-ru’sa-lém to go a whoring, 
ike to the whoredoms of the 
ouse of A’hab, and also hast 
slain thy brethren of thy father’s 
house, which were better than 


yself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague 
will the LORD smite thy people, 
and thy children, and thy wives, 
and all thy goods: 

5 And thou shalt have great 
sickness by disease of thy bowels, 
until thy bowels fall out by reason 
of the sickness day by day. 

16 § Moreover the LORD stirred 
up against Jé-hd’/ram the spirit 
of the Phi-lis’tines, and of the 
A-ra’bi-ans, that were near the 
E-thi-0’pi-ans: 

17 And they came up into Ju’- 
dah, and brake into it, and car- 
ried away all the substance that 
was found in the king’s house, 
and his sons also, and his wives; 
so that there was never a son 
left him, save Jé-hd’a-haz, the 
youngest of his sons. 

18 ¢ And after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an 
incurable disease. ; 

19 And it came to pass, that in 
process of time, after the end of 
two years, his bowels fell out by 
reason of his sickness: so ne 
died of sore diseases. And h 
people made no burning for Hei 
like the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old 
was he when he began to reign, 
and he reigned in Jé-ru’sa-lém 
eight years, and departed with- 
out being desired. Howbeit 
they buried him in the city of Da’- 
vid, but not in the sepulchres of 
the kings. 


389 CHAPTER 22 

1 Ahaziah succeeds Jehoram. 5 Heis 

slain by Jehu. 10 Athaliah’s reign. 

ND the inhabitants of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém made A-ha-zi’ah his 

youngest son king in his stead: 
for the band of men that came 
with the A-ra’bi-ans to the camp

had slain all the eldest. So 
A-ha-zi’ah the son of Jé-h6d’ram 
king of Ja’dah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was 
A-ha-zi/ah when he began to 
reign, and he reigned one year 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém. His mother’s 
name also was Ath-a-li’ah the 
daughter of Om’ri. 

3 He also walked in the ways 
of tthe house of A’hab: for his 
mother was his counsellor to do 
wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the 
sight of the LORD like the house 
of A’hab: for they were his coun- 
sellors after the death of his fa- 
ther to his destruction. 

5 § He walked also after their 
counsel, and went with Jé-h6’- 
ram the son of A’hab king of 
Is’ra-el to war against Haz’a-el 
king of Syr’i-a4 at Ra’moth—Zil’e- 
ad: and the Syr’i-ans smote 
JO’ram. 

6 And he returned to be healed 
in Jéz’re-el because of the wounds 
which were given him at Ra’- 
mah, when he fought with Haz’a- 
el king of Syr’i-a. And Az-a- 
ri’ah the son of Jé-hd’ram king 
of Ji’dah went down to see 
Jé-ho’ram the son of A’hab at 
Jéz’re-el, because he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of A-ha- 
zi’ah was of God by coming to 


| J6’‘ram: for when he was come, 


he went out with Jé-hd’/ram 
against Jé’ha the son of Nim/shi, 
whom the LORD had anointed 
to cut off the house of A’hab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, 
when Jé’ht was executing juds- 
ment upon the house of A’hab, 
and found the princes of Ja’dah, 
and the sons of the brethren of 
A-ha-zi’ah, that ministered to 
4-ha-zi’ah, he slew them. 

9 And he sought A-ha-zi’ah: 
and they caught him, (for he was 
hid in Sa-ma’ri-4,) and brought 
him to Jé’/ha: and when they 
had slain him, they buried 
Because, said they, he is the son 
of Jé-hdsh’a-phat, who sought 
the LORD with all his heart. So 
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Joash made king 


the house of A-ha-zi’ah had no 
power to keep still the kingdom. 
10 {But when Ath-a-li’ah the 


mother of A-ha-zi’ah saw that 


her son was dead, she arose and 
destroyed all the seed royal of 
the house of Ja’dah. 

11 But Jé/hd-shab’e-ath, the 
daughter of the king, took J6’ash 
the. son of A-ha-zi’ah, and stole 


him from among the king’s sons | 


that were slain, and put him and 
his nurse in a bedchamber. So 
Jé’ho-shab’e-ath, the daughter 
of king Jé-hé’ram, the wife of 
Jé-hoi’a-da the priest, (for she 
was the sister of A-ha-zi’ah,) hid 
him from Ath-a-li’ah, so that she 
slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in 
the house of God six years: and 
Ath-a-li’ah reigned over the land. 


390 CHAPTER 23 
1 Jehoiada makes Joash king. 12 
Athaliah is slain. 16 Worship of 
God restored. 
ND in the seventh year Jé- 
hoi’a-da strengthened him- 
self, and took the captains of 
hundreds, Az-a-ri’ah the son of 
Jér’o-ham, and ish’ma-el the son 
of Jé-hd-ha’nan, and Az-a-ri’ah 
the son of O’bed, and Ma-a-sé’iah 
the son of Ad-a-i’ah, and £-lish’a- 
phat the son of Zich’ri, into cove- 
nant with him. } 

2 And they went about in Ji’- 
dah, and gathered the Lé’vites 
out of all the cities of Ja’dah, and 
the chief of the fathers of Is’ra-el, 
and they came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

3 Andall the congregation made 
a covenant with the king in the 
house of God. And he said unto 
them, Behold, the king’s son 
shall reign, as the LORD hath 
said of the sons of Da’vid. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall 
do; A third part of you entering 
on the sabbath, of the priests and 
of the Lé’vites, shall be porters of 
the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at 
the king’s house; and a third 
part at the gate of the founda- 
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tion: and all the people shall be 
in the courts of the house of the 
LORD. 

6 But let none come into the 
house of the LORD, save the 
priests, and they that minister 
of the Lé’vites; they shall go in, 
for oe are holy: but all the. 
people shall keep the watch of 
the LORD 

7 And the Lé’vites shall com- 
pass the king round about, every 
man with his weapons in his 
hand; and whosoever else com- 
eth into the house, he shall be put 
to death: but be ye with the king | 
when he cometh in, and when he 
goeth out. 

8 So the Lé’vites and all Jii’dah 
did according to all things that 
Jé-hoi’a-da the priest had com- 
manded, and took every man his 
men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to 
go out on the sabbath: for Jé- 
hoi’a-da the priest dismissed not 
the courses. 

9 Moreover Jé-hoi’a-da the 
priest delivered to the captains 
of hundreds spears, and buck- 
lers, and shields, that had been 
king Da’vid’s, which were in the 
house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, 
every man having his weapon in 
his hand, from the right side of 
the temple to the left side of the 
temple, along by the altar and the 
pecioks by the king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the 
king’s son, and put upon him the 
crown, and gave him the testi- 
mony, and made him king. And 
Jé-hoi’a-da and his sons anointed 
him, and said, God save the king. 

12 § Now when Ath-a-li’ah 
heard the noise of the people 
running and praising the king, 
she came to the people into the 
house of the LORD 

13 And she looked, and, behold, 
the king stood at his pillar at the 
entering in, and the princes and 
the trumpets by the king: and all 
the people of the land rejoiced, 
and sounded with trumpets, also 
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the singers with instruments of 
musick, and such as _ taught to 
sing praise. Then Ath-a-li’ah 
rent her clothes, and said, Trea- 
son, Treason. } 

14 Then Jé-hoi’a-da the priest 
brought out the captains of hun- 
dreds that were set over the host, 
and said unto them, Have her 
forth of the ranges: and whoso 
followeth her, let him be slain 
with the sword. For the priest 
said, Slay her notin the house of 
the LORD. 

15 So they laid hands on her; 
and when she was come to the 
entering of the horse gate by the 
king’s house, they slew her 
there. 

16 4 And Jé-hoi’a-da made a 
covenant between him, and be- 
tween all the people, and between 
the king, that they should be the 
LORD’S people. 

17 Then all the people went to 
the house of Ba’al, and brake it 
down, and brake his altars and 
his images in pieces, and slew 
Mat’tan the priest of Ba’al before 
the altars. 

18 Also Jé-hoi’a-da appointed 
the offices of the house of the 
LORD by the hand of the priests 
the Lé’vites, whom Da’vid had 
distributed in the house of the 
LORD, to offer the burnt offerings 
of the LORD, as it is written in 
the law of M6’ses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was or- 
dained by Da’vid. 

19 And he set the porters at 
the gates of the house of the 
LORD, that none which was 
unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 

20 And he took the captains 
of hundreds, and the nobles, and 
the governors of the people, and 
all the people of the land, and 
brought down the king from the 
house of the LORD: and they 
came through the high gate into 
the king’s house, and set the king 
upon the throne of the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the 
land rejoiced: and the city was

quiet, after that they had slain 
Ath-a-li’/ah with the sword. 


CHAPTER 24 391 

1 Joash repairs the temple. 17 Idola- 

try. 23 He is defeated and slain by 
the Syrians. 

O’ASH was seven years old 

when he began to reign, and he 

reigned forty years in Jé-ru’sa- 
ém. His mother’s name also 
was Zib’i-ah of Bé’er—shé’ba. _ 

2 And Jo’ash did that which 
was right in the sight of the LORD 
all the days of Jé-hoi’a-da the 
priest. ; : 

3 And Jé-hoi’a-da took for him 
two wives; and he begat sons 
and daughters. 

4 § And it came to pass after 
this, that Jo’ash was minded to 
repair the house of the LORD. 

5 And he gathered together the 
priests and the Lé’vites, and said 
to them, Go out unto the cities of 
Ji’dah, and gather of all Is’ra-el 
money to repair the house of your 
God from year to year, and see 
that ye hasten the matter. How- 
beit the Lé’vites hastened it not. 

6 And the king called for Jé- 
hoi’a-da the chief, and said unto 
him, Why hast thou not required 
of the Lé’vites to bring in out of 
Ju’dah and out of Jé-ru’s4-lém 
the collection, according to the 
commandment of MO6’ses the 
servant of the LORD, and of the 
congregation of Is’ra-el, for the 
tabernacle of witness? 

For the sons of Ath-a-li’ah, 
that wicked woman, had broken 
up the house of God; and also 
all the dedicated things of the 
house of the LorD did they be- 
stow upon Ba’al-im. 

8 And at the king’s command- 
ment they made a chest, and set 
it without at the gate of the house 
of the LORD. 

9 And they made a proclama- 
tion through Ji’dah and Jé-ry’- 
sa-lém, to bring in to the LORD 
the collection that M6’ses the 
servant of God /aid upon Is’ra-el 
in the wilderness. 
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People fall to idolatry 


10 And all the princes and ail 
the people rejoiced, and brought 
in, and cast into the chest, until 
they had made an end. 

11 Now it came to pass, that at 
what time the chest was brought 
unto the king’s office by the hand 
of the Lé’vites, and when they 
saw that there was much money, 
the king’s scribe and the high 
priest’s officer came and emptied 
the chest, and took it, and carried 
it to his place again. Thus they 
did day by day, and gathered 
money in abundance. 
12 And the king and Jé-hoi’a- 

da gave it to such as did the work 
of the service of the house of the 
LORD, and hired masons and 
carpenters to repair the house of 
the LORD, and also such as 
wrought iron and brass to mend 
the house of the LORD. 

13 So the workmen wrought, 
and the work was perfected by 
them, and they set the house of 
God in his state, and strength- 
ened it. 

_14 And when they had finished 
it, they brought the rest of the 
money before the king and Jé- 
hoi’a-da, whereof were made 
vessels for the house of the LORD, 
even vessels to minister, and to 
offer withal, and spoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And 
they offered burnt offerings in 
the house of the LORD contin- 
ually all the days of Jé-hoi’a-da. 

15 § But Jé-hoi’a-da waxed 
old, and was full of days when 
he died; an hundred and thirty 
years old was he when he 
died. 4 
16 And they buried him in the 
city of Da’vid among the kings, 
because he had done good in Is’- 
ra-el, both toward God, and to- 
ward his house. iy 

17 Now after the death of Jé- 
hoi’a-da came the princes of Ji’- 
dah, and made obeisance to the 
king. Then the king hearkened 
unto them. 

18 And they left the house of 
the LORD God of their fathers, 


2 CHRONICLES, 24 


and served groves and idols: 
and wrath came upon Ju’dah 
and Jé-ru’sa-lem for this their 
trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to 
them, to bring them again unto 
the LORD; and they testified 
against them: but they would 
not giveear. si. 

20 And the Spirit of God came 
upon Zéch-a-ri’ah the son of Jé- 
hoi’a-da the priest, which stood 
above the people, and said unto 
them, Thus saith God, Why 
transgress ye the commandments 
of the LORD, that ye cannot 
prosper? because ye have for- 
saken the LORD, he hath also 
forsaken you. 

21 And they conspired against 
him, and stoned him with stones 
at the commandment of the king 
in the court of the house of the 
LORD. 

22 Thus J6’adsh the king re- 
membered not the kindness 
which Jé-hoi’a-da his father had 
done to him, but slew his son. 
And when he died, he said, The 
LORD look upon if, and require 


it. 

23 4 And it came to pass at the 
end of the year, that the host of 
Syr’i-a4 came up against him: and 
they came to Ji’dah and Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among 
the people, and sent all the spoil 
of them unto the king of Da- 
mas’cus. 

24 For the army of the Syr’i-ans 
came with a small company of 
men, and the LORD delivered a 
very great host into their hand, 
because they had forsaken the 
LORD God of their fathers. So 
ney executed judgment against 

0’ash. 

25 And when they were de- 
parted from him, (for they left 
him in great diseases,) his own 
servants conspired against him 
for the blood of the sons of Jé- 
hoi’a-da the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and 
they buried him in the city of Da’- 
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vid, but they buried him not in 
the sepulchres of the kings. 

26 And these are they that con- 
spired against him; Za’bad the 
son of Shim’e-ath an Am’mon- 
it-ess, and Jé-hoz’a-bad the son 
of Shim’rith a Md’ab-it-ess. 

27 4 Now concerning his sons, 
and the greatness of the burdens 
laid upon him, and the repairing 
of the house of God, behold, they 
are written in the story of the 
book of the kings. And Am-a- 


zi’ah his son reigned in his 
stead. 


392 CHAPTER 25 
1 Amaziah succeeds Joash. 11 He de- 
feats Edom. 25 His reign and death. 

Ap Soha was twenty and 

five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned twenty 
and nine years in Jé-ru’sa-iém. 
And his mother’s name was Jé- 
ho-ad’dan of Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

2 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LoRD, 
but not with a perfect heart. 

3 9 Now it came to pass, when 
the kingdom was established to 
him, that he slew his servant 
that had killed the king his 
father. : a 

4 But he slew not their chil- 
dren, but did as it is written in 
the law in the book of M6’ses, 
where the LORD commanded, 
saying, The fathers shall not die 
for the children, neither shall the 
children die for the fathers, but 
every man shall die for his own 
sin. 

5 § Moreover Am-a-zi’ah gath- 
ered Ji’dah together, and made 
them captains over thousands, 
and captains over hundreds, ac- 
cording to the houses of their 
fathers, throughout all Ji’dah 
and Bén’ja-min: and he num- 
bered them from twenty years 
old and above, and found them 
three hundred thousand choice 
men, able to go forth to war, that 
could handle spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an hundred 
thousand mighty men of valour 
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out of is’ra-el for an hundred 
talents of silver. 

But there came a man of God 
to him, saying, O king, let not 
the army of Is’ra-el go with thee; 
for the LORD is not with Is’ra-el, 
to wit, with all the children of 
E’phra-im. ; 

8 But if thou wilt go, do it, be 
strong for the battle: God shall 
make thee fall before the enemy: 
for God hath power to help, and © 
to cast down. 

9 d Am-a-zi’ah said to the 
man of God, But what shall we 
do for the hundred talents which 
I have given to the army of is’- 
ra-el? And the man of God an- 
swered, The LORD is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Am-a-zi’ah separated 
them, fo wit, the army that was 
come to him out of E’phra-im, to 
go home again: wherefore their 
anger was greatly kindled against 
Ju’dah, and they returned home 
in great anger. 

11 4 And Am-a-zi’ah strength- 
ened himself, and led forth his 
people, and went to the valley of 
salt, and smote of the children of 
Sé’ir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left 
alive did the children of Ji’dah 
Carry away captive, and brought 
them unto the top of the rock, and 
cast them down from the top of 
the rock, that they all were brok- 
en in pieces. é 

13 4 But, the soldiers of the 
army which Am-a-zi’ah sent 
back, that they should not go 
with him to battle, fell upon the 
cities of Ja’dah, from Sa-ma’ri-4 
even unto Béth-hod’rén, and 
smote three thousand of them, 
and took much spoil. 

14 4 Now it came to pass, after 
that Am-a-zi/ah was come from 
the slaughter of the E’dom-ites, 
that he brought the gods of the 
children of Sé/ir, and set them 
up fo be his gods, and bowed 
down himself before them, and 
burned incense unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the 
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LORD was kindled against Am- 
a-zi’ah, and he sent unto him a 
prophet, which said unto him, 
Why hast thou sought after the 
gods of the people, which could 
not deliver their own people out 
of thine hand? 

16 And it came to pass, as he 
talked with him, that the king 
said unto him, Art thou made of 
the king’s counsel? forbear; 
why shouldest thou be smitten? 
Then the prophet forbare, and 
said, I know that God hath de- 
termined to destroy thee, because 
thou hast done this, and hast not 
hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 § Then Am-a-zi’ah king of 
Ji’dah took advice, and sent to 
J6’ash, the son of Jé-h6’a-haz, 
the son of Jé’hi, king of Is’ra-el, 
saying, Come, let us see one an- 
other in the face. a 

18 And J6’ash king of Is’ra-el 
sent to Am-a-zi’ah king of Ji’- 
dah, saying, The thistle that was 
in Léb’a-non sent to the cedar 
that was in Léb’a-non, saying, 
Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife: and there passed by a 
wild beast that was in Léb’a-non, 
and trode down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast 
smitten the E’dom-ites; and 
thine heart lifteth thee up to 
boast: abide now at home; why 
shouldest thou meddle to thine 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and Ji’dah with 
thee? f 

20 But Am-a-zi’ah would not 
hear; for it came of God, that 
he might deliver them into the 
hand of their enemies, because 
they sought after the gods of 
E’dom. . s 

21 So Jod’ash the king of Is’ra-el 
went up; and they saw one an- 
other in the face, both he and 
Am-a-zi/ah king of Ja’dah, at 
Béth—shé’mesh, which belongeth 
to Ja’dah. 

22 And Ja’dah was put to the 
worse before Is’ra-el, and they 
fled every man to his tent. 

23 And Jé’ash the king of Is’- 
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ra-el took Am-a-zi’ah king of Ji’- 
dah, the son of J6’ash, the son of 
Jé-hd’a-haz, at Béth-shé’mesh, 
and brought him to, Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and brake down the wall of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém from the gate of 
E’phra-im to the corner gate, 
four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and 
the silver, and all the vessels that 
were found in the house of God 
with O’bed—é’dom, and the treas- 
ures of the king’s house, the 
hostages also, and returned to 
Sa-ma‘ri-a. | 

25 4 And Am-a-zi’ah the son 
of Jo’ash king of Jua’dah lived 
after the death of Jo’ash son of 
Jé-hod’a-haz king of Is’ra-el fif- 
teen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of 
Am-a-zi’ah, first and last, behold, 
are they not written in the book of 
the kings of Ja’dah and Is’ra-el? 

27 | Now after the time that 
Am-a-zi’ah did turn away from 
following the LORD they made 
a conspiracy against him in_Jé- 
ru’sd-lém; and he fled to La’- 
chish: but they sent to La’chish 
after him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his 
fathers in the city of Ji’dah. 


CHAPTER 26 393. 
1 Uzziah succeeds Amaziah. 11 His 
great army. 21 He dies of leprosy. 
HEN all the people of Ja’dah 
took Uz-zi’ah, who was six- 
teen years old, and made him 
king in the room of his father 
Am-a-zi’ah. _ 
_2 He built E/loth, and restored 
it to Ji’dah, after that the king 
slept with his fathers. 

3 Sixteen years old was Uz-zi’- 
ah when he began to reign, and 
he reigned fifty and two years in 
Jé-ru’sé-lém. His mother’s 
name also was Jéc-o-li/ah of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. ; 

4 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD, 
according to all that his father 
Am-a-zi’ah did. 
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5 And he sought God in the 
days of Zéch-a-ri’ah, who had 
understanding in the visions of 
God: and as long as he sought 
the LORD, God made him to 
prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Phi-lis’tines, an 
brake down the wall of Gath, and 
the wall of Jab’neh, and the wall 
of Ash’dod, and built cities about 
Ash’d6d, and among the Phi- 
lis’tines. 

7 And God helped him against 
the Phi-lis’tines, and against the 
A-ra’bi-ans that dwelt in Gfir- 
ba’al, and the Mé-hi’nims. 

8 And the Am’mon-ites gave 
gifts to Uz-zi/ah: and his name 
spread abroad even to the enter- 
ing in of E’gypt; for he strength- 
ened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uz-zi’ah built tow- 
ers in Jé-ru’sad-lém at the corner 
gate, and at the valley gate, and 
at the turning of the wall, and 
fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the 
desert, and digged many wells: 
for he had much cattle, both in 
the low country, and in the plains: 
husbandmen also, and vine dress- 
ers in the mountains, and in 
Car’mel: 


for he 
bandry. y 

11 Moreover Uz-zi/ah had an 
host of fighting men, that went 
out to war by bands, according to 
the number of their account by 
the hand of Jé-i’el the scribe and 
Ma-a-sé@’iah the ruler, under the 
hand of Han-a-ni/ah, one of the 
king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the 
chief of the fathers of the mighty 
men of valour were two thousand 
and six hundred. 

13 And under their hand was 
an army, three hundred thou- 
sand and seven thousand and 
five hundred, that made war with 
mighty power, to help the king 
against the enemy. 

14 And Uz-zi’ah prepared for 
them throughout all the host 
shields, and spears, and helmets, 


loved hus- 
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and habergeons, and bows, and 
slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém engines, invented by cunning 
men, to be on the towers and 
upon the bulwarks, to shoot ar- 
rows and great stones withal. 
is name spread far abroad; 
for he was marvellously helped, 
till he was strong. 

16 {| But when he was strong, 
his heart was lifted up to his de- 
struction: for he transgressed 
against the LORD his God, and 
went into the temple of the LORD 
to burn incense upon the altar of 
incense. _ ’ 

17 And Az-a-ri’ah the priest 
went in after him, and with him 
fourscore priests of the LORD, 
that were valiant men: Z 

18 And they withstvod Uz- 
zi’ah the king, and said unto him, 
It appertaineth not unto thee, 
Uz-zi’ah, to burn incense unto the 
LORD, but to the priests the 
sons of Aar’on, that are conse- 
crated to burn incense: go out 
of the sanctuary; for thou hast 
trespassed; neither shall it be 
ee honour from the LORD 

od. 

19 Then Uz-zi’ah was wroth, 
and had a censer in his hand to 
burn incense: and while he was 
wroth with the priests, the lep- 
rosy even rose up in his forehead 
before the priests in the house of 
the LORD, from beside the in- 
cense altar. 

20 And Az-a-ri’‘ah the chief 
priest, and all the priests, looked 
upon him, and, behold, he was 
leprous in his forehead, and they 
thrust him out from thence; yea, 
himself hasted also to go out, 
ehaptes the LoRD had smitten 


im. 

21 And Uz-zi’-ah the king was 
a leper unto the day of his death, 
and dwelt in a several house, 
being a leper; for he was cut off 
from the house of the LORD: and 
Jo’tham his son was over the 
king’s house, judging the people 
of the land.

1 Jotham succeeds Uzziah. 5 He con- 
quers Ammon. 9 His death. 


O’THAM was twenty and five 

years old when he began to 

reign, and he reigned sixteen 
years in Jé-ru’sé-lém. _ His 
mother’s name also was Jé-ru’- 
shah, the daughter of Za’dok. 

2 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LoRD, 
according to all that his father 
Uz-zi’ah did: howbeit he entered 
not into the temple of the LORD. 
And the people did yet corruptly. 


3 He built the high gate of the} th 


house of the LORD, and on the 

wall of O’phel he built much. 

. * Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Ji’dah, and in the 
forests he built castles and 
towers. 3 

5 § He fought also with the 
king of the Am’mon-ites, and 
prevailed against them. And the 
children of Am’m6n gave him the 
same year an hundred talents of 

silver, and ten thousand meas- 
ures of wheat, and ten thousand 
of barley. So much did the chil- 
dren of Am’mon pay unto him, 
both the second year, and the 
third. ‘ 

6 So Jé’tham became mighty, 
because he prepared his ways 
before the LORD his God. 

7 ¥ Now the rest of the acts of 
Jo’tham, and all his wars, and 
his ways, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Is’ra-el 
and Ju’dah. 

8 He was five and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and 
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reigned sixteen years in Jé-ru’sa- 
ém. 

9 ¥ And Jo’tham slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in 
the city of Da’vid: and A’haz his 
son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 28\ 395 


1 Ahez succeeds Jotham. 2 His idola- 
try. 5 His defeats by Syria and 
Asrael. 27 Hezekiah succeeds him. 

fae was twenty years old 

when he began to reign, and 
he reigned sixteen years in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém: but he did not that 
which was right in the sight of 
the LORD, like Da’vid his father: 

2 For he walked in the ways of 
the kings of Is’ra-el, and made 
also molten images for Ba’al-im. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in 
the valley of the son of Hin’nom, 
and burnt his children in the fire, 
after the abominations of the 
heathen whom the LORD had cast 
out before the children of Is’ra-el. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt 
incense in the high places, and on 
ne hills, and under every green 

ee. 

5 Wherefore the LORD his God 
delivered him into the hand of the 
king of Syr’i-a; and they smote 

im, and carried away a great 
multitude of them captives, and 
brought them to Da-mas’cus. 
And he was also delivered into 
the hand of the king of Is’ra-el, 
who smote with a great 
slaughter. 

6 {For Pé’kah the son of 
Rém-a-li’/ah slew in Ja’dah an 
hundred and twenty thousand in 
one day, which were all valiant 
men; because they had forsaken 
the LORD God of their fathers. 
_7 And Zich’ri, a mighty man of 
E’phra-im, slew Ma-a-sé’iah the 
king’s son, and Az’ri-kam the 
governor of the house, and El’ka- 
nah that was next to the king. 

8 And the children of is’ra-el 
carried away captive of their 
brethren two hundred thousand, 
women, sons, and daughters, and 
took also away much spoil from 
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them, and brought the spoil to 
Sa-ma/ri-a. 

9 But a prophet of the LORD 
was there, whose name was 
O’ded: and he went out before 
the host that came to Sa-ma’- 
ri-a, and said unto them, Behold, 
because the LORD God of your 
fathers was wroth with Ja’dah, 
he hath delivered them into your 
hand, and ye have slain them ina 
tage that reacheth up unto 
heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep 
under the children of Ji’dah and 
Jé-ru’s4-lém for bondmen and 
bondwomen unto you: but are 
there not with you, even with 
Beh Soke against the LORD your 

O 


11 Now hear me therefore, and 
deliver the captives again, which 
ye have taken captive of your 
brethren: for the fierce wrath of 
the LORD is upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of 
the children of E’phra-im, Az-a- 
ri’‘ah the son of Jo-ha’nan, Bér-e- 
chi/ah the son of Mé-shil’le- 
moth, and Jé-hiz-ki’ah the son of 
Shal’/lum, and Am/a-sa the son of 
Had’la-i, stood up against them 
that came from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall 
not bring in the captives hither: 
for whereas we have offended 
against the LORD already, ye in- 
tend to add more to our sins and 
to our trespass: for our trespass 
is great, and there is fierce wrath 
against Is’ra-el. 

14 So the armed men left the 
captives and the spoil before the 
princes and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex- 
pressed by name rose up, and 
took the captives, and with the 
spoil clothed all that were naked 
among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them 
to eat and to drink, and anointed 
them, and carried all the feeble 
of them upon asses, and brought 
them to Jér’i-ch6, the city of 
palm trees, to their brethren: 
then they returned to Sa-ma’ri-a. 
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16 ¢ At that time did king 
A’haz send unto the kings of 
As-syr’i-a to help him. 

17 For again the E’dom-ites 

had come and smitten Ji’dah, 
and carried away captives. 
_18 The Phi-lis’tines also had 
invaded the cities of the low 
country, and of the south of 
Ja’dah, and had taken Béth- 
shé’mesh, and Aj’a-lon, and 
Gé-dé’roth, and Sh6d’ch6 with 
the villages thereof, and Tim’nah 
with the villages thereof, Gim/’z6 
also and the villages thereof: and 
they dwelt there. 

19 For the LORD brought Ji’- 
dah low because of A’haz king of 
ts’ra-el; for he made Jia’dah 
naked, and transgressed sore 
against the LORD. 

20 And Til’gath-pil-né’ser king 
of As-syr’i-a came unto him, and 
distressed him, but strengthened 
him not. _ 

21 For A’haz took away a por- 
tion out of the house of the LORD, 
and out of the house of the king, 
and of the princes, and gave if 
unto the king of As-syr’i-a: but 
he helped him not. 

22 { And in the time of his 
distress did he trespass yet more 
against the LORD: this is that 
king A’haz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the 
gods of Da-mas’cus, which smote 
him: and he said, Because the 
gods of the kings of Syr’i-a help 
them, therefore will I sacrifice to 
them, that they may help me. 
But they were the ruin of him, 
and of all Is’ra-el. 

24 And A’haz gathered together. 
the vessels of the house of God, 
and cut in pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, and ‘shut up 
the doors of the house of the 
LORD, and he made him altars 
in every corner of Jé-ru’sd- 
lém. i 

25 And in every several city of 
Ji’dah he made high places to 
burn incense unto other gods, 
and provoked to anger the LORD 
God of his fathers. 


Hezekiah’s good reign 


26 § Now the rest of his acts 
and of all his ways, first and last, 
behold, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Ja’dah and 
is’ra-el. 

27 And A’haz slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the 
city, even in Jé-ru’sa-lém: but 
they brought him not into the 
sepulchres of the kings of is’- 
ra-el: and Héz-e-ki’ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


396 CHAPTER 29 
1 Hezekiah’s reign. 3 Religion re- 
Stored. 12 The temple cleansed. 


EZ-E-KI’AH began to reign 
when he was five and twen- 
ty years old, and he reigned nine 
and twenty years in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém. his mother’s name 
was A-bi/jah, the daughter of 
Zéch-a-ri’ah. é 
2 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD, 
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ru’sa-lém, and he hath delivered 

them to trouble, to astonish- 

ment, and to hissing, as ye see 
with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and 
our daughters and our wives are 
in captivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to 
make a covenant with the LORD 
God of is’ra-el, that his fierce 
wrath may turn away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negli- 
gent: for the LORD hath chosen 
you to stand before him, to serve 
him, and that ye should minister 
unto him and: burn incense. 

12 4 Then the Lé’vites arose, 
Ma/hath the son of A-mas’a-l, 
and Jo’el the son of Az-a-ri’ah, of 
the sons of the K6’/hath-ites: and 
of the sons of Mé-ra’ri, Kish the 
son of Ab’di, and Az-a-ri’ah the 
son of Jé-hal’e-lél: and of the 
Gér’shon-ites; Jo’ah the son of 
Zim/mah, and E’/dén the son of 


/ 


according to all that Da’vid his! Jo’ah 


father had done. 

3 {He in the first year of his 
reign, in the first month, opened 
the doors of the house of the 
. LORD, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests 
and the Lé’vites, and gathered 
them together into the east street, 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, 
ye Lé’vites, sanctify now your- 
selves, and sanctify the house of 

e LORD God of your fathers, 
and carry forth the filthiness out 
of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have tres- 
passed, and done that which was 
evil in the eyes of the LORD our 
God, and have forsaken him, and 
have turned away their faces 
from the habitation of the LORD, 
and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the 
doors of the porch, and put out 
the lamps, and have not burned 
incense nor offered burnt offer- 
ings in the holy place unto the 
God of Is’ra-el. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the 
LORD was upon Ji’dah and Jé- 


13 And of the sons of E-liz’a- 
phan; Shim’ri, and Jé-i’el: and 
of the sons of A’saph; Zéch-a- 
ri’ah, and Mat-ta-ni’ah: 

14 And of the sons of Hé’man; 
Jé-hi’el, and Shim/e-i: and of 
the sons of Jéd’u-thin; Shém-a- 
ah, and Uz’zi-el. : 

15 they gathered their 
brethren, and sanctified them- 
selves, and came, according to 
the commandment of the king, 
by the words of the LORD, to 
cleanse the house of the LORD. 

16 And the priests went into 
the inner part of the house of the 
LORD, to cleanse if, and brought 
out all the uncleanness that they 
found in the temple of the LORD 
into the court of the house of the 
LorpD. And the Lé’vites took it, 
to carry it out abroad into the 
brook Kid’ron. 

17 Now they began on the first 
day of the first month to sanctify, 
and on the eighth day of the 
month came they to the porch 
of the LORD: so they sanctified 
the house of the LORD in eight 
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days; and in the sixteenth day 
of Hn first month they made an 
end. 

18 Then they went in to Héz-e- 
ki’ah the king, and said, We have 
cleansed all the house of the 
LORD, and the altar of burnt 
offering, with all the vessels 
thereof, and the shewbread table, 
with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, 
which king A’haz in his reign did 
cast away in his transgression, 
have we prepared and sanctified, 
and, behold, they are before the 
altar of the LORD. _ : 

20 § Then Héz-e-ki’ah the king 
rose early, and gathered the rulers 
of the city, and went up to the 
house of the LORD. 

21 And they brought seven bul- 
locks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven he goats, for a 
sin offering for the kingdom, and 
for the sanctuary, and for Ja’dah. 
And he commanded the priests 
the sons of Aar’on to offer them 
on the altar of the LORD. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, 
and the priests received the blood, 
and sprinkled it on the altar: 
likewise, when they had killed 
the rams, they sprinkled the 
blood upon the altar: they killed 
also the lambs, and they sprin- 
kled the blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the 
he goats for the sin offering be- 
fore the king and the congrega- 
tion; and they laid their kands 
upon them: 

24 And the priests killed them, 
and they made reconciliation 
with their blood upon the altar, 
to make an atonement for all 
Is’ra-el: for the king commanded 
that the burnt offering and the 
sin offering should be made for 
all Is’ra-el. 

25 And he set the Lé’vites in 
the house of the LORD with cym- 
bals, with psalteries, and with 
harps, according to the com- 
mandment of Da’vid, and of 
Gad the king’s seer, and Na’- 
than the prophet: for so was the 


The temple cleansed 


commandment of the LORD by 
his prophets. 2 

26 And the Lé’vites stood with 
the instruments of Da’vid, and 
the priests with the trumpets. 

27 And Héz-e-ki’ah command- 
ed to.offer the burnt offering upon 
the altar. And when the burnt 
offering began, the song of the 
LORD began also with the trump- 
ets, and with the instruments 
ordained by Da’vid king of 
Is’ra-el. : 

28 And all the congregation 
worshipped, and the singers 
sang, and the trumpeters sound- 
ed: and all this continued until 
the burnt offering was finished. 

29 And when they had made an 
end of offering, the king and all 
that were present with him 
bowed themselves, and wor- 
shipped. 

30 Moreover Héz-e-ki/ah the 
king and the princes commanded 
the Lé’vites to sing praise unto 
the LORD with the words of Da’- 
vid, and of A’saph the seer. And 
they sang praises with gladness, 
and they bowed their heads and 
worshipped. 

31 Then Héz-e-ki’ah answered 
and said, Now ye have conse- 
crated yourselves unto the LORD, 
come near and bring sacrifices 
and thank offerings into the 
house of the LORD. And the 
congregation brought in sacri- 
fices and thank offerings; and as 
many as were of a free heart 
burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten 
bullocks, an hundred rams, and 
two hundred lambs: all these 
were for a burnt offering to the 
LORD. 

33 And the consecrated things 
were six hundred oxen and three 
thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, 
so that they could not flay all the 
burnt offerings: wherefore their 
brethren the Lé’vites did help 
them, till the work was ended, 
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and until the other priests had 
sanctified themselves: for the 
Lé’vites were more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than 
the priests. . 

35 And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat 
of the peace offerings, and the 
drink offerings for every burnt 
offering. So the service of the 
house of the LORD was set in 
order. s me 
36 And Héz-e-ki’ah rejoiced, 
and all the people, that God had 
prepared the people: for the 
thing was done suddenly. 


397 CHAPTER 30 


1 Hezekiah proclaims a passover. 
It is kept fourteen days. 2 
people blessed. 

ND Heéz-e-ki’ah_sent to all 
Is’ra-el and Ji’dah, and 
wrote letters also to E/phra-im 
and Ma-ndas’seh, that they should 
come to the house of the LORD at 

Jé-ru’sa-lém, to keep the pass- 

over unto the LORD God of 

Is’ra-el. 4 
2 For the king had taken coun- 

sel, and his princes, and all the 

congregation in Jé-ru’sa-lém, to 
keep the passover in the second 
month. 

3 For they could not keep it at 
that time, because the priests 
had not sanctified themselves 
sufficiently, neither had the peo- 
ple gathered themselves together 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

4 And the thing pleased the 
king and all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree 
to make proclamation throughout 
all Is’ra-el, from Bé’er—shé’ba 
even to Dan, that they should 
come to keep the passover unto 
the LORD God of Is’ra-el at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém: for they had not done 
it of a long time in such sort as it 
was written. 

6 So the posts went with the 
letters from the king and his 
princes throughout all Is’ra-el 
and Ju’dah, and according to the 
commandment of the king, say- 
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ing, Ye children of is’ra-el, turn 
again unto the LorRD God of 
A’bra-ham, I’saac, and Is’ra-el, - 
and he will return to the remnant 
of you, that are escaped out of the 
hand of the kings of As-syr’i-a. 

7 And be not ye like your fa- 
thers, and like your brethren, 
which trespassed against the 
LORD God of their fathers, who 
therefore gave them up to deso- 
lation, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, 
as your fathers were, but yield 
yourselves unto the LORD, and 
enter into his sanctuary, which 
he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the LORD your God, that 
the fierceness of his wrath may 


he | turn away from you. 


9 For if ye turn again unto the 
LORD, your brethren and your 
children shall find compassion 
before them that lead them cap- 
tive, so that they shall come 
again into this land: for the 
LORD your God is gracious and 
merciful, and will not turn away 
his face from you, if ye return 
unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from 
city to city through the country 
of E’phra-im and Ma-nas’seh 
even unto Zéb’u-lin: but they 
laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. i 

11 Nevertheless divers of Ash’- 
ér and Ma-nas’seh and of Zéb’u- 
lin humbled themselves, and 
came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

12 Also in Jai’dah the hand of 
God was to give them one heart 
to do the commandment of the 
king and of the princes, by the 
word of the LORD. 

13 ¢ And there assembled at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém much people to 
keep the feast of unleavened 
bread in the second month, a 
very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and_ took 
away the altars that were in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, and all the altars for 
incense took they away, and cast 
them into the brook Kid’ron. 

15 Then they killed the pass- 
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over on the fourteenth day of the 
second month: and the priests 
and the Lé’vites were ashamed, 
and sanctified themselves, and 
brought in the burnt offerings 
into the house of the LORD. 

16 And they stood in their 
place after their manner, accord- 
ing to the law of M6’ses the man 
of God: the priests sprinkled the 
blood, which they received of 
the hand of the Lé’vites. 

17 For there were many in the 
congregation that were not sanc- 
tified: therefore the Lé’vites had 
the charge of the killing of the 
passovers for every one that was 
not clean, to sanctify them unto 
the LORD. 

18 For a multitude of the peo- 
ple, even many of £’phra-im, 
and Ma-nas’seh, Is’sa-char, and 
Zéb’u-ltin, had not cleansed 
themselves, yet did they eat the 
Passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Héz-e-ki’ah prayed 
for them, saying, The good LORD 
pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to 
seek God, the LORD God of his 
fathers, though he be not cleans- 
ed according to the purification 
of the sanctuary. 

..20 And the LORD hearkened to 
Héz-e-ki’ah, and healed the 
people. 3 

, 21 And the children of As’ra-el 
‘that were present at Jé-ru’sa- 
lem, kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with great 
gladness: and the Lé’vites and 
the priests praised the LORD day 
by day, singing with loud instru- 
ments unto the LORD. 

22 And Héz-e-ki’ah spake com- 
fortably unto all the Lé’vites that 
taught the good knowledge of the 
LORD: and they did eat through- 
out the feast seven days, offering 
peace offerings, and making 
confession to the LORD God of 
their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly 
took counsel to keep other seven 
days: and they kept other seven 
days with gladness.

24 For Héz-e-ki’ah king of Ji’- 
dah did give to the congregation 
a thousand bullocks and seven 
thousand sheep; and the princes 
gave to the congregation a thou- 
sand bullocks and ten thousand 
Sheep: and a great number of 
priests sanctified themselves. 

25 ull the congregation of 
Ju’dah, with the priests and the 
Lé’vites, and all the congregation 
that came out of Iis’ra-el, and the 
strangers that came_out of the 
land of Is’ra-el, and that dwelt 
in Ji’dah, rejoiced. : 

26 So there was great joy in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém: for since the time 
of Sol’o-mon the son of Da’vid 
king of Is’ra-el there was not the 
like in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

27 4 Then the priests the Lé’- 
vites arose and blessed the peo- 
ple: and their voice was heard, 
and their prayer came up to his 
holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven. 


CHAPTER 31 398 


1 The priestly courses. 5 Offerings of 
the people. 20 Hezekiah’s sincerity. 
OW when ail this was fin- 
ished, all Is’ra-el that were 
present went out to the cities of 
Ji’dah, and brake the images in 
pieces, and cut down the groves, 
and threw down the high places 
and the altars out of all Ja’dah 
and Bén’ja-min, in E’phr3-im 
also and Ma-ndas’seh, until they 
had utterly destroyed them all 
Then all the children of is’ra-el 
returned, every man to his pos- 
session, into their own cities. 

2 4 And Héz-e-ki’ah appointed 
the courses of the priests and 
the Lé’vites after their courses, 
every man according to his serv- 
ice, the priests and Lé’vites for 
burnt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gates 
of the tents of the LORD. 

3 He appointed also the king’s 
portion of his substance for the 
burnt offerings, to wit, for the 


morning and evening burnt offer- 
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ings, and the burnt offerings for 
the sabbaths, and for the new 
moons, and for the 4 feasts, as 
itis written in the law of the 
LORD. 

4 Moreover he commanded the 
people that dwelt in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém to give the portion of the 
priests and the Lé’vites, that 
they might be encouraged in the 
law of the LORD. 

5 § And as soon as the com- 
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ruler, and Shim/’e-i his’ brother 
was the next. 

13 And Jé-hi’el, and Az-a-zi’ah, 
and Na’hath, and A’sa-hél, and 
Jér’i-moth, and Jéz’a-bad, and 
E-li’el, and is-ma-chi’ah, and 
Ma’hath, and Bé-na’iah, were 
overseers under the hand of 
Con-o-ni/ah and Shim/’e-i his 
brother, at the commandment of 
Héz-e-ki’/ah the king, and Az-a- 
ti’ah the ruler of the house of 


mandment came abroad, the Go d. 


children of Is’ra-el brought in 
abundance the firstfruits of corn, 
wine, and oil, and honey, and of 
all the increase of the field; and 
the tithe of ail things brought 
they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children 
of Is’ra-el and Ju’dah, that dwelt 
in the cities of Ju’dah, they also 
brought in the tithe of oxen and 
sheep, and the tithe of holy 
things which were consecrated 
unto the LORD their God, and 
laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began 
to lay the foundation of the 
heaps, and finished them in the 
seventh month. 

» 8 And when Héz-e-ki’ah and 
the princes came and saw the 
heaps, they blessed the LORD, 
and his people Is’ra-el. : 

9 Then Héz-e-ki’ah questioned 
with the priests and the Lé’vites 
concerning the heaps. 

10 And Az-a-ri’ah the chief 
priest of the house of Za’dok 
answered him, and said, Since 
the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the 
LORD, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty: for the 
LorD hath blessed his people; 
and that which is left zs this great 
store. 

11 § Then Heéz-e-ki’ah com- 
manded to prepare chambers in 
the house of the LORD; and they 
prepared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings 
and the tithes and the dedicated 
things faithfully: over which 
Cén-o-ni/ah the Lé’vite was 


' 14 And KO’ré the son of Im’nah 
the Lé’vite, the porter toward the 
east, was over the freewill offer- 
ings of God, to distribute the 
oblations of the LORD, and the 
most holy things. iy ti 

15 And next him were E’dén, 

and Min’i-a-min, and Jésh’u-a, 
and Shém-a-i’/ah, Am-a-ri’ah, 
and Shéc-a-ni’ah. in the cities 
of the priests, in their set office, 
to give to their brethren by 
courses, as well to the great as 
to the small: 
16 Beside their genealogy of 
males, from three years old and 
upward, even unto every one that 
entereth into the house of the 
LORD, his daily portion for their 
service in their charges according 
to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fa- 
thers, and the Lé’vites from 
twenty years old and upward, in 
their charges by their courses; 

18 And. to the genealogy of all 
their little ones, their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, 
through all the congregation: for 
in their set office they sanctified 
themselves in holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of: Aar’on 
the priests, which were in the 
fields of the suburbs of their 
cities, in every several city, the 
men that were expressed by 
name, to give portions to all the 
males among the priests, and to 
all that were reckoned by gene- 
ayia, among the Lé’vites. 

20 ¥ And thus did Héz-e-ki’ah 
throughout all Ji’dah, and 
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wrought that which was good 
and right and truth before the 
LORD his God. 

21 And in every work that he 
began in the service of the house 
of God, and in the law, and in the 
commandments, to seek his God, 
he did it with all his heart, and 
prospered. 


399 CHAPTER 32 

1 Sennacherib invades Judah. 21 The 

Assyrians destroyed. 27 Hezekiah’s 

works and death. 

FTER these things, and the 
establishment thereof, Sén- 
nach’e-rib king of As-syr’i-a 
came, and entered into Ja’dah, 
and encamped against the fenced 
Cities, and thought to win them 
for himself. 

2 And when Héz-e-ki’ah saw 
that Sén-nach’e-rib was come, 
and that he was purposed to 
fight against Jé-ru’s4-lém, 

3 He took counsel with his 
princes and his mighty men to 
stop the waters of the fountains 
which were without the city: and 
they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much 
people together, who stopped all 
the fountains, and the brook that 
ran through the midst of the 
land, saying, Why should the 
kings of As-syr’i-a come, and find 
much water? 

5 Also he strengthened him- 
self, and built up all the wall that 
was broken, and raised it up to 
the towers, and another wall 
without, and_repaired Mil/lé in 
the city of Da’vid, and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war 
over the people, and gathered 
them together to him in the street 
of the gate of the city, and spake 
comfortably to them, saying, 

e strong and courageous, 
be not afraid nor dismayed for 
the king of As-syr’i-a, nor for all 
the multitude that is with him: 
for there be more with us than 
with him: 

8 With him is an arm of flesh; 
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but with us 7s the LORD our God 
to help us, and to fight our bat- 
tles. And the people rested 
themselves upon the words of 
Héz-e-ki’ah king of J t’dah. 

9 ¥ After this did Sén-nach’e- 
rib king of As-syr’i-a send his 
servants to Jé-ru’sa-lém, (but he 
himself laid siege against La’- 
chish, and all. his power with 
him,) unto Héz-e-ki’ah king of 
Ja’dah, and unto all Ji’dah that 
were at Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sén-nach’e-rib 
king of As-s¥r’i-a, Whereon do ye 
trust, that ye abide in the siege 
in Jé-ru’sd-lém? 

11 Doth not Héz-e-ki’ah per- 
Suade you to give over your- 
selves to die by famine and by 
thirst, saying, The LORD our God 
shall deliver us out of the hand 
of the king of As-syr’i-a? 

12 Hath not the same Héz-e- 
ki’ah taken away his high places 
and his altars, and commanded 
Jua’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, 
Ye shall worship before one altar, 
and burn incense upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my 
fathers have done unto all the 
people of other lands? were the 
gods of the nations of those lands 
any ways able to deliver their 
lands out of mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all 
the gods of those nations that my 
fathers utterly destroyed, that 
-ould deliver his people out of 
mine hand, that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of mine 
hand? ; 

15_ Now therefore let not Héz-e- © 
ki’ah deceive you, nor persuade 
you on this manner, neither yet 
believe him: for no god of any 
nation or kingdom was able to 
deliver his people out of mine 
hand, and out of the hand of my — 
fathers: how much less shall 
your God deliver you out of mine 
hand? 

16 And his servants spake yet 
more against the LORD God, and 
against his servant Héz-e-ki’ah, 

17 He wrote also letters to rail — 
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on the LORD God of Is’ra-el, and 
to speak against him, saying, As 
the gods of the nations of other 
lands have not delivered their 
people out of mine hand, so shall 
not the God of Héz-e-ki’ah de- 
liver his people out of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews’ speech unto 
the people of Jé-ru’sa-lém_ that 
were on the wall, to affright 
them, and to trouble them; that 
they might take the city. | 

i9 And they spake against the 
God of Jé-ru’sa-lém, as against 
the gods of the people of the 
earth, which were the work of 
the hands of man. 

20 one for this cause Héz-e- 
ki/ah the king, and the prophet 
i-sa a ate son of A’m6z, prayed 
and cried to heaven. 

21 § And the LORD sent an 
angel, which cut off all the mighty 
men of valour, and the leaders 
and captains in the camp of the 
king of As-syr’i-a. So he re- 
turned with shame of face to his 
own land. And when he was 
come into the house of his god, 
they that came forth of his own 
» bowels slew him there with the 
sword. 

22 Thus the LORD saved Héz- 
e-ki/ah and the inhabitants of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém from the hand of 
Sén-nach’e- rib ‘the king of As- 
syr’i-a, and from the hand of ail 
ether and guided them on every 
side. 

23 And many brought gifts 
unto the LORD to Jé-ruy’sa-lém, 
and presents to Héz-e-ki’ah 
king of Ja’dah: so that he was 
magnified in the sight of all 
nations from thenceforth. 

24 ¥ In those days Héz-e-ki’ah 
was sick to the death, and prayed 
unto the LORD: and he spake 
unto him, and he gave him a sign. 

25 But Héz-e-ki’ah rendered 
not again according to the benefit 
done unto him; for his heart 
was lifted up: therefore there 
was wrath upon him, and upon 
Ji’dah and Jé-ry’sa-lém. 
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26 Notwithstanding  Héz-e- 
ki’/ah humbled himself for the 
pride of his heart, both he and 
the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

o that the wrath of the LORD 
en not upon them in the days 
of Héz-e-ki’ah. 

27 § And Héz-e-ki’ah had ex- 
ceeding much riches and hon- 
our: and he made himself treas- 
uries for silver, and for gold, and 
for precious stones, and for 
spices, and for shields, and for 
all manner of pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the in- 
crease of corn, and wine, and oil; 
and stalls for all manner cf 
beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him 
cities, and possessions of flocks 
and herds in abundance: for 
God had given him substance 
very much. 

30 This same Héz-e-ki’ah also 
stopped the upper watercourse of 
Gi/hon, and brought it straight 
down to the west side of the city 
of Da’vid. And Héz-e-ki’ah 
prospered in all his works. 

31 { Howbeit in the business of 
the ambassadors of the princes 
of Bab’y-lon, who sent unto him 
to enauire of the wonder that was 
done in the land, God left him, to 
try him, that he might know all 
that was in his heart. 

32 4 Now the rest of the acts of 
Héz-e-ki’/ah, and his goodness, 
behold, they are written in the 
vision of i-sa’iah the prophet, 
the son of A’m6z, and in the 
book of the kings of Ji’dah and 
Is’ra-el. 

33 And Héz-e-ki’ah slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him 
in the chiefest of the sepulchres 
of the sons of Da’vid: and all 
Ji’dah and the inhabitants of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém did him honour at 
his death. And Ma-ndas’seh his 
son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 33 400 


1 Manasseh’s reign. 11 He is carried 
to Babylon.

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A-NAS’/SEH was twelve 

¥ years old when he began to 

reign, and he reigned fifty and 
five years in Jé-ru’sa-lém: 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LORD, like unto 
the abominations of the heathen, 
whom the LORD had cast out be- 
fore the children of Is’ra-el. 

3 4 For he built again the high 
places which Heéz-e-ki’/ah his 
father had broken down, and he 
reared up altars for Ba’al-im, and 
made groves, and worshipped 
all the host of heaven, and served 


them. 

. 4 Also he built altars in the 
house of the LORD, whereof the 
LORD had said, In Jé-ru’sa-lém 
shall my name be for ever, 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two courts 
of the house of the LORD. 

6 And he caused his children 
. to pass through the fire in the val- 
ley of the son of Hin’nom: also 
he observed times, and used en- 
chantments, and used witchcraft, 
and dealt with a familiar spirit, 
and with wizards: he wrought 
much evil in the sight of 
LORD, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, 
the idol which he had made, in 
the house of God, of which God 
had said to Da’vid and to Sol’o- 
mon his son, In this house, and 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém, which I have 
chosen before all the tribes. of 
is’ra-el, will I put my name for 
ever: 

8 Neither will I any more re- 
move the foot of Is’ra-el from out 
of the land which I have appoint- 
ed for your fathers; so that they 
will take heed to do all that I have 
commanded them according to 
the whole law and the statutes 
and the ordinances by the hand 
of MO’ses. 

9 So Ma-nas’seh made Ji’dah 
and the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa- 
lém to err, and to do worse than 
the heathen, whom the LORD had 
gests pre before the children of 
Is’ra-el. 
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10 And the LORD spake to 
Ma-nas’seh, and to his people: 
but they would not hearken. 

11 § Wherefore the LORD 
brought upon them the captains 
of the host of the king of As- 
syr’'i-a, which took Ma-nas’seh 
among the thorns and bound 
him with fetters, and carried 
him to Bab’y-lon. 

12 And when he was in afflic- 
tion, he besought the LORD his 
God, and humbled himself 
greatly before the God of his 
fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and 
he was intreated of him, and 
heard his supplication, and 
brought him again to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém into his kingdom. Then 
Ma-nas’seh knew that the LORD 
he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a 
wall without the city of Da’vid, 
on the west side of Gi’/hon, in 
the valley, even to the entering in 
at the fish gate, and compassed 
about O’phel, and raised itupa 
very great height, and put cap- 
tains of war in all the fenced 


e | cities of Ji’dah. 


15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the 
house of the LORD, and all the 
altars that he had built in the 
mount of the house of the LORD, 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and cast 
them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of 
the LORD, and sacrificed thereon 
peace offerings and thank offer- — 
ings, and commanded Ju’dah to 
serve the LORD God of Is’ra-el. 

17 Nevertheless the people did 
sacrifice still in the high places, 
ue unto the LORD their God 
only. 

18 4 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ma-nas’seh, and his prayer unto 
his God, and the words of the 
seers that spake to him in the 
name of the LORD God of Is’ ~ 
ra-el, behold, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Is’ra-el. 

19 His prayer also, and how 
God was intreated of him, and all 
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Do 
his sins, and his trespass, and {the high places, and the groves, 


the places wherein he built high 
places, and set up groves and 
graven images, before he was 
humbled: behold, they are writ- 
ten among the sayings of the 
seers. 

20 § So Ma-nas’seh slept with 
his fathers, and they buried him 
in his own house: and A’mon his 
son reigned in his stead. 

21 {| A’mon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned two years in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. , 

22 But he did that which was 


evil in the sight of the LORD, as | 1 


did Ma-nas’seh his father: for 
A’mon sacrificed unto all the 
carved images which Ma-nas’seh 
his father had made, and served 


em; 
23 And humbled not himself 

before the LORD, as Ma-nds’seh 

his father had humbled himself; 
but A’mon trespassed more and 
more. 

24 And his servants conspired 
against him, and slew him in his 
own house. 

25 4 But the people of the land 

. slew all them that had conspired 
against king A’mon; and the 
people of the land made Jé-si’ah 
his son king in his stead. 


401 CHAPTER 34 
1 Josiah succeeds Amon. 14 Book of 
the law found. 23 Huldah’s proph- 
ecy. _29 Covenant renewed. _ 
O-SIV’AH was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jé-ru’sa-lém one 
and thirty years. 3 

2 And he did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD, 
and walked in the ways of 
Da’vid his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to 
the left. 

3 4 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, 
he began to seek after the God of 
Da’/vid his father: and in the 
twelfth year he began to purge 
Ji’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém from 


and the carved images, and the 
molten images. 

4 And they brake down the 
altars of Ba’al-im in his presence; 
and the images, that were on 
high above them, he cut down; 
and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, 
he brake in pieces, and made 
dust of them, and strowed it 
upon the graves of them that 
had sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of 
the priests upon their altars, and

6 So kill the passover, and 
sanctify yourselves, and prepare 
your brethren, that they may do 
according to the word of the 
LORD by the hand of M6O’ses. 

7 And J6-si’ah gave to the peo- 
ple, of the flock, lambs and kids, 

for the passover offerings, for 
all that were present, to the num- 
ber of thirty thousand, and three 
thousand bullocks: these were 
of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, 
and to the Lé’vites: Hil-ki’ah 
and Zéch-a-ri/ah and Jé-hi’el, 
rulers of the house of God, gave 
unto the priests for the passover 
offerings two thousand and six 
hundred small cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Con-a-ni’ah also, and Shém- 

a-i’ah and. Né-than’e-el, his 
brethren, and Hash-a-bi’ah and 
Jé-i’el and J6z’a-bad, chief of the 
Lé’vites, gave unto the Lé’vites 
for passover offerings five thou- 
sand small cattle, and five hun- 
red oxen. 
10 So the service was prepared, 
and the priests stood in their 
place, and the Lé’vites in their 
courses, according to the king’s 
commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, 
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and the priests sprinkled the 
blood from their hands, and the 
Lé’vites flayed them. 

1 they removed the burnt 
offerings, that they might give 
according to the divisions of the 
families of the people, to offer 
unto the LORD, as it is written 
in the book of Mo’ses. And so 
did they with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the pass- 
over with fire according to the 
ordinance: but the other holy 
offerings sod they in pots, and in 
caldrons, and in pans, and di- 
vided them speedily among all 
the people. 

14 And afterward they made 
ready for themselves, and for the 
priests: because the priests the 
sons of Aar’on were busied in 
offering of burnt offerings and 
the fat until night; therefore the 
Lé’vites prepared for themselves, 
and for the priests the sons of 
Aar’on. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
A’saph were in their place, ac- 
cording to the commandment of 
Da’vid, and A’saph, and Hé’man, 
and Jéd’u-thtin the king’s seer; 
and the porters waited at every 
gate; they might not depart from 
their service; for their brethren 
the Lé’vites prepared for them. 

16 So all the service of the LORD 
was prepared the same day, to 
keep the passover, and to offer 
burnt offerings upon the altar of 
the LORD, according to the com- 
mandment of king J6-si’ah. 

17 And the children of fs’ra-el 
that were present kept the pass- 
over at that time, and the 
gear of unleavened bread seven 

ays 

18 And there was no passover 
like to that kept in Is’ra-el from 
the days of Sam’u-el the prophet; 
neither did all the kings of Is’- 
ra-el keep such a passover as 
Jé-si’ah kept, and the priests, 
and the Lé’vites, and all Ja’dah 
and Is’ra-el that were present, 
eet the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa- 
em.

19 In the eighteenth year of the 
reign of Jé-si’ah was this pass- 
over kept. 

20 4 After all this, when Jé- 
sil’‘ah had prepared the temple, 
Né’cho king of E’éypt came up 
to fight against es che-mish by 
Ea-phra’tés: and Jé-si’ah went 
out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to 
him, saying, What have I to do

And WNé’ché took Jé-h6’a-haz 
his brother, and carried him to 
E’sypt. 

5 < Jé-hoi’a-kim was twenty 
and five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned eleven 
years in Jé-ru’sa-lém: and he 
did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LORD his God 

6 Against him came up Néb-u- 
chad-néz’zar king of Bab’y-lon, 
and bound him in fetters, to 
carry him to Bab’y-lon. 

7 Néb-u-chad-néz’zar also car- 
ried of the vessels of the house of 
the LORD to Bab’y-lon, and put 
them in his temple at Bab’y- 


fon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of 
jJé-hoi’a-kim, art his abomina- 
tions which he did, and that 
which was found in him, behold, 
they are written in the book of 
the kings of Is’ra-el and Ja’dah: 
and J é-hoi’a-chin his son reign- 
ed in his stead. 

9 § Jé-hoi’a-chin was eight 
vears old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned three months and 
ten days in Jé-ru’sa-lém: and he 
did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LORD. 

10 And when the year was ex- 
pired, king Néb-u-chad-néz’zar

sent, and brought him to Bab’y- 
lon, with the goodly vessels of 
the house of the LORD, and made

11 4 Zéd-e-ki’ah was one and 
twenty years old when he began 
to reign, and reigned eleven years 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém.

lém; and appointed the Lé’- 
vites, from twenty years old and 
upward, to set forward the work 
of the house of the LORD. 

9 Then stood Jésh’u-4 with 
his sons and his brethren, Kad’- 
mi-el and his sons, the sons of 
Ji’dah, together, to set forward 
the workmen in the house of 
God: the sons of Hén/a-dad, 
with their sons and their brethren 
the Lé’vites. 

10 And when the builders laid 
the foundation of the temple of 
the LORD, they set the priests in 
their apparel with trumpets, and 
e Lé’vites the sons of A’saph 
with cymbals, to praise the 
LORD, after the ordinance of 
Da’vid king of fs’ra-el. 

11 And they sang together by 
course in praising and giving 
thanks unto the LORD; because 
he is good, for his mercy endur- 
eth for ever toward Is’ra-el. And 
ali the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the 
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LORD, because the foundation of 


the house of the LORD was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and 
Lé’vites and chief of the fathers, 
who were ancient men, that ha 
seen the first house, when the 
foundation of this house was laid 
before their eyes, wept with a 
loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not 
discern the noise of the shout of 
joy from the noise of the weeping 
of the people: for the people 
shouted with a loud shout, and 
the noise was heard afar off. 


407 CHAPTER 4 
1 Opponents hinder the building of the 
temple. 7 Letter to Artaxerxes. 17 
A decree. 
OW when the adversaries of 
Ji’dah and Bén’ja-min 
heard that the children of the 
captivity builded the temple unto 
the LORD God of Is’ra-el; 

2 Then they came to Zé-rtb’ba- 
bél, and to the chief of the fa- 
thers, and said unto them, Let 
us build with you: for we seek 
your God, as ye do; and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days 
of E’sar—-had’don king of As’sur, 
which brought us up hither. 

3 But Zé-rib’ba-bél, and Jésh’- 
u-a, and the rest of the chief of 
the fathers of Is’ra-el, said unto 
them, Ye have nothing to do 
with us to build an house unto 
our God; but we ourselves 
together will build unto the 
LORD God of is’ra-el, as king 
Cy’rus the king of Pér’sia hath 
commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the hands of the peo- 
ple of Jia’dah, and troubled them 
in building, : 

5 And hired counsellors against 
them, to frustrate their purpose, 
all the days of Cy’rus king of 
Pér’sia, even until the reign of 
Da-ri’/us king of Pér’sia. | 

6 And in the reign of A-has-u- 
é’rlis, in the beginning of his 
reign, wrote they unto him an

accusation against the inhabit- 
ants of Ja’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lem. 
7 4 And in the days of Ar-tax- 
érx’és wrote Bish’lam, Mith’re- 


d|dath, Ta’be-el, and the rest of 


their companions, unto Ar-tax- 
érx’és king of Pér’sia; and the 
writing of the letter was written 
in the S¥r’i-an tongue, and inter- 
preted in the Syr’i-an tongue. 

8 Ré’hum the chancellor and 
Shim’shai the scribe wrote a 
letter against Jé-ru’sa-lem_ to 
Ar-tax-érx’es the king in this 
sort: 

9 Then wrote Ré’hum_ the 
chancellor, and Shim’shai the 
scribe, and the rest of their com- 
panions; the  Di/na-ites, the 
A-phir’sath-chites, the Tar’pel- 
ites, the A-phdr’sites, the Ar’che- 
vites, the Bab’y-lé’ni-ans, the 
Su’san-chites, the Dé-ha’vites, 
and the E’lam-ites, 

10 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble As- 
nap’pér brought over, and set in 
the cities of Sa4-ma’ri-a, and the 
rest that are on this side the river, 
and at such a time. 

11 { This is the copy of the 
letter that they sent unto him, 
even unto Ar-tax-érx’és the king $ 
Thy servants the men on this 
side the river, and at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, 
that the Jews which came up 
from thee to us are come unto 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, building the re- 
bellious and the bad city, and 
have set up the walls thereof, 
and joined the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the 
king, that, if this city be builded, 
and the walls set up again, then 
will they not pay toll, tribute, 
and custom, and so thou shalt 
endamage the revenue of the 
kings. 

14 Now because we have 
maintenance from the king’s 
palace, and it was not meet for 
us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certi- 
fied the king; + 

15 That search may be made in 
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the book of the records of thy fa- 
thers: so shalt thou find in the 
book of the records, and know 
that this city is a rebellious city, 
and hurtful unto kings and 
provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the 
same of old time: for which 
cause was this city destroyed. | 

16 We certify the king that, if 


this city be builded again, and | dah 


the walls thereof set up, by this 
means thou shalt have no por- 
tion on this side the river. 

17 4 Then sent the king an an- 
swer unto Ré’hum the chanceilor, 
and to Shim/shai the scribe, and 
to the rest of their companions 
that dwell in Sa-mda’ri-a, and 
unto the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been plainly read before 


me. 

19 And I commanded, and 
search hath been made, and it is 
found that this city of old time 
hath made insurrection against 
kings, and fhat rebellion and se- 
dition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty 
kings also over Jé-ru’sd-lém, 
which have ruled over all coun- 
tries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute, and custom, was paid 
unto them. 

21 Giveye now commandment 
to cause these men to cease, and 
that this city be not builded, until 
another commandment shall be 
given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail 
not to do this: why should dam- 
age grow to the hurt of the 
kings? 

23 4 Now when the copy of 
king Ar-tax-érx’és’ letter was 
read before Ré’/hum, and Shim’- 
shai the scribe, and their com- 
panions, they went up in haste 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force 
and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jé-ru’- 
sa-lem. So it ceased unto the 
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second year of the reign of Da- 
ri’/us king of Pér’sia. 


CHAPTER 5 408 
1 Zerubbabel_ and Jeshua begin the 
temple.

HEN the prophets, Haeg’ga-i 
the prophet, and Zéch-a- 
ri/ah the son of Id’d6, prophesied 
unto the Jews that were in Ji’- 
and Jé-ru’sd-lém in the 
name of the God of is’ra-el, even 
unto them.

7 They sent a letter unto him, 
wherein was written thus; Unto 
D4-ri’us the king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, 
that we went into the province of 
Ju-dé’a, to the house of the great 
God, which is builded with great 
stones, and timber is laid in the 
walls, and this work goeth fast 
on, and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders; 
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and said unto them thus, Who 
commanded you to build this 
house, and to make up these 
walls? 

10 We asked their names also, 
to certify thee, that we might 
write the names of the men that 
were the chief of them. 

d thus they returned us 
answer, saying, We are the serv- 
ants of the God of heaven and 
earth, and build the house that 
was builded these many years 
ago, which a great king of Is’ra-el 
builded and set up. : 

12 But after that our fathers 
had provoked the God of heaven 
unto wrath, he gave them into 
the hand of Néb-u-chad-néz’zar 
the king of Bab’y-lon, the Chal- 
dé’an, who destroyed this house, 
and carried the people away into 
Bab’y-lon. 

13 But in the first year of Cy’- 
rus the king of Bab’y-lon the 
same king Cy’rus made a decree 
to build this house of God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold 
and silver of the house of God, 
which Néb-u-chad-néz’zar took 
out of the temple that was in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, and brought them into 
the temple of Bab’y-lon, Eee did 
Cy’rus the king take out of the 
temple of Bab’y-lon, and they 
were delivered unto one, whose 
name was Shésh-baz’zar, whom 
he had made governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take 
these vessels, go, carry them into 
the temple that is in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and let the house of God be 
builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Shésh- 
baz’zar, and laid the foundation 
of the house of God which is in 
Jé-ru/sa-lém: and since that 
time even until now hath it been 
in building, and yet it is not 

nished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem 
good to the king, let there be 
search made in the king’s treas- 
ure house, which is there at Bab’- 
y-lon, whether it be so, that a 
decree was made of Cy’rus the 


Tatnat’s letter and Darius’ decree 
king to build this house of God at 


Jé-ru’sa-lém, and let the king 
send his pleasure to us concern- 
ing this matter.

5 And also let the golden and 
silver vessels of the house of God, 
which Néb-u-chad-néz’zar_ took 


forth out of the temple which is — 


at Jé-ru’sd-lém, and brought 
unto Bab’y-lon, be restored, and 
brought again unto the temple 


which 7s at Jé-ru’sa-lém, every © 


one to his place, and place them 
in the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tat’na-i, 
governor beyond the river, Shé’- 
thar—boz’na-1, and your com- 
panions the A-ph&ar’sach-ites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye 
far from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of 
God alone; let the governor of 
the Jews and the elders of the 
Jews build this house of God in 
his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree 
what ye shall do to the elders of 
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these Jews for the building of 
this house of God: that of the 
king’s goods, even of the tribute 
beyond the river, forthwith ex- 
penses be given unto these men, 
that they be not hindered. 

9 And that which they have 


need of, both young bullocks, and 


rams, and lambs, for the burnt 
offerings of the God of heaven, 
wheat, salt, wine, and oil, ac- 
cording to the appointment of the 
priests which are at Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
let it be given them day by day 


without fail: 


10 That they may offer sacri- 


fices of sweet savours unto the 





God of heaven, and pray for the 


life of the king, and of his sons. 


11 Also I have made a decree, 
that whosoever shall alter this 
word, let timber be pulled down 
from his house, and being set up, 
let him be hanged thereon; and 
let his house be made a dunghill 
for this. 

12 And the God thathath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy 
ali kings and people, that shall 
put to their hand to alter and to 
destroy this house of God which 
is at Jé-ru’sa-léem. Da-ri’us 
have made a decree: let it be 
done with speed. 

13 § Then Tat/na-i, governor 
on this side the river, Shé’thar— 
b6z’na-i, and their companions, 
according to that which Da-ri’us 
the king had sent, so they did 
speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they prospered 
through the prophesying of Hag’- 
ga-i the prophet and Zéch-a-ri’ah 
the son of iId’dé. And they 
builded, and finished it, accord- 
ing to the commandment of the 
God of is’ra-el, and according to 
the commandment of Cy’rus, 
and Da-ri’us, and Ar-tax-érx’és 
king of Pér’sia. 

15 And this house was finished 
on the third day of the month 
A’dar, which was in the sixth 
year of the reign of Da-ri’us the 

ng. 
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16 4 And the children of Is’- 
ra-el, the priests, and the Lé’- 
vites, and the rest Ay, the chil- 
dren of the captivity, kept the 
dedication of this house of God 

with joy, 

“7 And offered at the dedica- 
tion of this house of God an hun- 
dred bullocks, two hundred 
rams, four hundred lambs; and 
for a sin offering for al! fis’ra-el, 
twelve he goats, according to the 
number of the tribes of Is ‘ra-el. 

18 And they set the priests in 
their divisions, and the Lé’vites 
in their courses, for the service 

of God, which is at Jé-ru’sa-lem; 
as it is written in the book of 
MO’ses. 

19 And the children of the cap- 
tivity kept the passover upon the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Lé’- 
vites were purified together, all 
of them were pure, and killed 
the passover for all the children 
of the captivity, and for their 
brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

21 And the children of Is’ra-el, 
which were come again out of 
captivity, and all such as had 
separated themselves unto them 
from the filthiness of the heathen 
of the land, to seek the LORD 
God of is ‘ra-el, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of un- 
leavened bread seven days with 
joy: for the LORD had made 
them joyful, and turned the 
heart of the king of As-s¥r’i-4 | 
unto them, to strengthen their 
hands in the work of the house 
of God, the God of is’ra-el.

7 And there went up some of 
the children of Is’ra-el, and o 
the priests, and the Lé’vites, and 
the singers, and the porters, and 
the Néth’i-nims, unto Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, in the seventh year of Ar- 
tax-érx’és the king.

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24 Also we certify you, that 
touching any of the priests and 
Lé’vites, singers, porters, Neth’i- 
nims, or ministers of this house 
of God, it shall not be lawful to 
impose toll, tribute, or custom, 
upon them. 5 

25 And thou, Ez’ra, after the 
wisdom of thy God, that is in 
thine hand, set magistrates and 
judges, which may judge all the 
people that are beyond the river, 
all such as know the laws of thy 
God; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do 
the law of thy God, and the law 
of the king, let judgment be exe- 
cuted speedily upon him, whether 
it be unto death, or to banish- 
ment, or to confiscation of goods, 
or to imprisonment.

house of our God. 

18 And by the good hand of 
our God upon us they brought 
us a man of understanding, of 
the sons of M&h’li, the son of 
Lé’vi, the son of Is’ra-el; and 
Shér-e-bi’ah, with his sons and 
his brethren, eighteen; 

19 And Hash-a-bi’ah, and with 
him Jé-sha/iah of the sons of 
Mé-ra’ri, his brethren and their 
sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Néth’i-nims, 
whom D4’vid and the princes had 
appointed for the service of the 
Lé’vites, two hundred and twenty 
Néth’i-nims: all of them were 
expressed by name 

21 4 Then I proclaimed a fast 
there, at the river of A-ha’va, that 
we might afflict ourselves before 
our God, to seek of him a right 
way for us, and for our little ones, 
and for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to re- 
quire of the king a band of sol- 
diers and horsemen to help us 
against the enemy in the way: 
because we had spoken unto the 
king, saying, The hand of our 

od is upon all them for good 
that seek him; but his power and 
his wrath is against all them 
that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought 
our God for this: and he was 
intreated of us. 

24 § Then I separated twelve of 
the chief of the priests, Shér-e- 
bi‘ah, Hash-a-bi’ah, and ten of 
their brethren with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the 
silver, and the gold, and the ves- 
sels, even the offering of the 
house of our God, which the 
king, and his counsellors, and 
his lords, and all Is’ra-el there 
present, had offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their

hand six hundred and fifty talents 
of silver, and silver vessels an 
hundred talents, and of gold an 
hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, 
of a thousand drams; and two 
vessels of fine copper, precious 
as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are 
holy unto the LORD; the vessels 
are holy also; and the silver 
and the gold are a freewill offer- 
ing unto the LORD God of your 
fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, 
until ye weigh them before the 
chief of the priests and the Lé’- 
vites, and chief of the fathers of 
Is’ra-el, at Jé-ru’sa-lém, in the 
chambers of the house of the 
LORD. 

30 So took the priests and the 
Lé’vites the weight of the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, to 
bring them to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto — 
the house of our God. 

31 4 Then we departed from the 
river of A-ha’va on the twelfth 
day of the first month, to go unto 
Jé-ru’sd-lém: and the hand of 
our God was upon us, and he de- 
livered us from the hand of the 
enemy, and of such as lay in wait 
by the way. 

32 And we came to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and abode there three days. 

33 4 Now on the fourth day 
was the silver and the gold and 
the vessels weighed in the house

offering: all this was a burnt 
offering unto the LORD. 

36 § And they delivered the 
king’s commissions unto the 
king’s lieutenants, and to the 
governors on this side the river: 
and they furthered the people, 
and the house of God.

1 Affinity with strangers mourned. 5

OW when these things were 

done, the princes came_ to 
me, saying, The people of Is’- 
ra-el, and the priests, and the 

Lé’vites, have not separated 

themselves from the people of the 

lands, doing according to their 
abominations, even of the Ca’- 
naan-ites, the Hit’tites, the Per’- 
iz’zites, the Jéb’u-sites, the Am/’-

2 For they have taken of their 
daughters for themselves, and for 
their sons: so that the holy seed 
have mingled themselves with 
the people of those lands: yea, 
the hand of the princes and rulers 
hath been chief in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, 
I rent my garment and my man- 
tle, and plucked off the hair of my 
head and of my beard. and sat 
down astonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto 
me every one that trembled at 
the words of the God of Is’ra-el, 
because of the transgression of 
those that had been carried away; 
and +I sat astonied until the 
evening sacrifice. 

5 q And at the evening sacrifice 
T arose up from my heaviness; 
and having rent my garment and 
my mantle, I fell upon my knees, 
and spread out my hands unto 
the LORD my God, 

6 And said, O my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my 
face to thee, my God: for our 
iniquities are increased over our 
head, and our trespass is grown 
up unto the heavens. 
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7 Since the days of our fathers 
have we been in a great trespass 
unto this day; and for our inia- 
uities have we, our kings, and 
our priests, been delivered into 
the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, 
and to a spoil, and to confusion 
of face, as i¢ is this day. 

8 And now for a little space 
grace hath been shewed from the 
LORD our God, to leave us a 
remnant to escape, and to give us 
a nail in his holy place, that our 
God may lighten our eyes, and 
give us a little reviving in our 
bondage.

thou be angry with us till thou 
hadst consumed us, so that there 
should be no remnant nor 
escaping? 

15 O LORD God of Is’ra-el, 
thou art righteous: for we re- 
main yet escaped, as it is this 
day: behold, we are before thee 
in our trespasses: for we cannot 
stand before thee because of this.

heard these words, that I sat 
down and wept, and mourned 
certain days, and fasted, and 
prayed '~ before the God. of 
heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, O 
LORD God of heaven, the great 
and terrible God, that keepeth 
covenant and mercy for them that 
love him and observe his com- 
mandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be atten- 
tive, and thine eyes open, that 
thou mayest hear the prayer of 
thy servant, which I pray before 
thee now, day and night, for the 
children of fs’ra-el thy servants, 
and confess. the sins of the 
children of Is’ra-el, which we 
have sinned against thee: both 
I and my father’s house have 
sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept 
the commandments, nor the 
statutes, nor the judgments, 
which thou commandedst thy 
servant MO’ses.

4 Then the king said unto me, 
For what dost thou make re- 
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quest? Sol prayed to the God 
of heaven. B ; 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, and if thy serv- 
ant have found favour in thy 
sight, that thou wouldest send 
me unto Ji’dah, unto the city of 
my fathers’ selpuchres, that I 
may build it. : 

6 And the king said unto me, 
(the queen also sitting by him,) 
For how long shall thy Journey 
be? and when wilt thou return? 
So it pleased the king to send me; 
and I set him a time. ; 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, 
If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governors beyond 
the river, that they may con- 
vey me over till I come into 
Ja’dah; 5 

8 And a letter unto A’saph the 
keeper of the king’s forest, that he 
may give me timber to make 
beams for the gates of the palace 
which cppertained to the house, 
and for the wall of the city, and 
for the house that I shail enter 
into. And the king granted me, 
according to the good hand of 
my God upon me. 

9 { Then I came to the govern- 
ors beyond the river, and gave 
them the king’s letters. Now 
the king had sent captains of the 
army and horsemen with me. 

10 When San-bal’/lat the Hor’- 
o-nite, and To-bi’ah the servant, 
the Am’mon-ite, heard of it, it 
grieved them exceedingly that 
there was come a man to seek the 
welfare of the children of Is’ra-el. 


11 So I came to Jé-ru’sa-lém, | h 


and was there three days. 

12 ¢ And I arose in the night, I 
and some few men with me; 
neither told I any man what my 
God had put in my heart to do at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém: neither was there 
any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. : 

13 And I went out by night by 
the gate of the vailey, even before 
the dragon well, and to the dung 
port, and viewed the walls of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, which were broken 
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down, and the gates thereof were 
consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate 
of the fountain, and to the king’s 
pool: but there was no place for 
the beast that was under me to 
pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night 
by the brook, and viewed the 
wall, and turned back, and en- 
tered by the gate of the valley, 
and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not 
whither I went, or what I did; 
neither had I as yet told it to the 
Jews, nor to the priests, nor to 
the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor 
to the rest that did the work. 

17 4 Then said I unto them, Ye 
see the distress that we are in. 
how Jé-ru’sd4-lém lieth waste, 
and the gates thereof are burned 
with fire: come, and let us build 
up the wall of Jé-ru’sa-lém, that 
we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand 
of my God which was good upon 
me; as also the king’s words 
that he had spoken unto me. 
And they said, Let us rise up and 
build. So they strengthened 
their hands for this good work.

And next unto 
them repaired Za’d6k the son of 
Ba/’a-na. 

5 And next unto them the Té- 
k6‘Ites repaired; but their nobles 
put not their necks to the work 
of their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate re- 
paired Jé-hoi’a-da the son of 
Pa-sé’ah, and Mé-shtl’/lam the 
son of Bés-o-dé/iah; they laid 
the beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, and the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

And next unto them repaired 
Mél-a-ti’ah the Gib’e-on-ite, and 
Ja’don. the Mé-rén’o-thite, the 
men of Gib’e-on, and of Miz’pah, 
unto the throne of the governor 
on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uz’zi- 
el the son of Hir-ha-i’ah, of the 
goldsmiths. Next unto him also 
repaired Han-a-ni’ah the son of 
one of the apothecaries, and they 
fortified Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the 
broad wall. é 

9 And next unto them repaired

10 And next unto them repaired 
Jé-da’iah the son of Ha-ru’/maph, 
even over against his house. And 
next unto him repaired Hat’tush 
the son of Hash-ab-ni’ah. 

11 Mal-chi’jah the scn of Ha’- 
rim, and Ha’shub the son of Pa’- 
hath-m0’ab, repaired the other 
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piece, and the tower of the 
furnaces. ; 

12 And next unto him repaired 
Shal’/lum the son of Ha-l6’hesh, 
the ruler of the half part of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, he and his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired’ 
Ha’ntin, and the inhabitants of 
Za-n0o’ah; they built it, and set 
up the doors thereof, the locks’ 
thereof, and the bars thereof, and 
a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired 
Mal-chi’ah the son of Ré’chab, 
the ruler of part of Béth—hac’ce- 
rém; he built it, and set up the 
doors thereof, the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of ‘the foiin taidl 
repaired Shal’lun the son of Cél— 
ho’zeh, the ruler of part of Miz’- 
pah; he built it, and covered it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the 
locks thereof, and the bars there- 
of, and the wall of the pool of 
Si-lo’ah by the king’s garden, 
and unto the stairs that go down 
from the city of Da’vid. 

16 After him repaired Né-he- 
mi’ah the son of Az’buk, the ruler 
of the half part of Béth’—ziir, unto? 
the place over against the sepul- 
chres of Da’vid, and to the pool 
that was made, and unto the 
house of the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Lé’- 
vites, Ré”/hum the son of Ba’ni, 
Next unto him repaired Hash-a- 
bi’ah, the ruler of the half part of 
Kéi’ lah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their 

brethren, Bav’a-1 the son of 
Hén/’a-dad, the ruler of the half 
part of Kéi'lah. 
_19 And next to him repaired 
E’zér the son of Jésh’u-a, the 
ruler of Miz’pah, another piece 
over against the going up to the 
ase tS et the turning of the 
wall. 

20 After him Ba’ruch the son of 
Zab’bai earnestly repaired the 
other piece, from the turning of 
the wail unto the door of the house 
of £-li’a-shib the high priest. 
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21 After him repaired Mér’e- 
moth the son of U-ri’/jah the son 
of K6éz another piece, from the 
door of the house of E-li’a-shib 
even to the end of the house of

30 After him repaired Han-a- 
ni/ah the son of Shél-e-mi’ah, 
and Ha/’nin the sixth son of Za’- 
laph, another piece. After him 
repaired Mé-shul’lam the son of 
Bér-e-chi’ah over against his 
chamber. | i 

31 After him repaired Mal-chi’- 
ah the goldsmith’s son unto the 
place of the Néth’i-nims, and of 
the merchants, over against the 
gate Miph’kad, and to the going 
up of the corner. 


32 And between the going up of 
the corner unto the sheep gate 
repaired the goldsmiths and the 
merchants. 


CHAPTER 4 417 


1 Nehemiah urges work on the wall. 13

UT it came to pass, that 

when San-bal’lat heard that 
we builded the wall, he was 
wroth, and took great indigna- 
tion, and mocked the Jews.

5 And cover not their iniquity, 
and let not their sin be blotted 
out from before thee: for they 
have provoked thee ‘to anger be- 
fore the builders. 

6 So built we the wall: and all 
the wall was joined together unto 
the half thereof: for the people 
ae a mind to work. 

7 | But it came to pass, ee 
when San-bal/lat, and To-bi’ah, 
and the A-ra’bi-ans, and the Am’- 
mon-ites, and the Ash’dod-ites. 
heard that the walls of Jé-ru’sa- 
lém were made up, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, 
then they were very wroth. 

8 And conspired all of them 
together to come and to fight 
against Jé-ru’sa-lém, and _ to 
hinder it.

5 Yet now our flesh zs as the 
flesh of our brethren, our chil-— 


dren as their children: and, lo, 
we bring into bondage our sons 
and our daughters to be servants, 


and some of our daughters are 
brought unto bondage already; 
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neither is if in our power fo re- 
deem them; for other men have 
our lands and vineyards. 

6.4 And I was very angry 
when I heard their cry and these 
words. 

7 Then I consulted with my- 
self, and I rebuked the nobles, 
and the rulers, and said unto 
them, Ye exact usury, every one 
of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We 
after our ability have redeemed 
our brethren the Jews, which 
were sold unto the heathen; and 
will ye even sell your brethren? 
or shall they be sold unto us? 
Then held they their peace, and 
found nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said, Itis not good that 
ye do: ought ye not to walk in 
the fear of our God because of 
the reproach of the heathen our 
enemies? 

10 I likewise, and my brethren, 
and my servants, might exact of 
them money and corn: I pray 
you, let us leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their 
vineyards, their oliveyards, and 
their houses, also the hundredth 
part of the money, and of the 
corn, the wine, and the oil, that 
ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will re- 
store them, and will require 
nothing of them; so will we do 
as thou sayest. Then I called 
the priests, and took an oath of 
them, that they should do accord- 
ing to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and 
said, So God shake out every 
man from his house, and from 
his labour, that performeth not 
this promise, even thus be he 
shaken out, and emptied. And 
all the congregation said, A-mén’, 
and praised the LORD. And 
the people did according to this 
promise. i 

14 § Moreover from the’ time 
that I was appointed to be their 
governor in the land of Ji’dah, 
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from the twentieth year even 
unto the two and thirtieth year of 
Ar-tax-érx’és the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren 
have not eaten the bread of the 
governor. 

15 But the former governors 
that had been before me were 
chargeable unto the people, and 
had taken of them bread and 
wine, beside forty shekels of sil- 
ver; yea, even their servants bare 
rule over the people: but so did 
not I, because of the fear of 


od. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the 
work of this wall, neither bought 
we any land: and all my servants 
were gathered thither unto the 
work. 

17 Moreover there were at my 
table an hundred and fifty of the 
Jews and rulers, beside those 
that came unto us from among 
the heathen that are about us. 

18 Now that which was pre- 
pared for me daily was one ox 
and six choice sheep; also fowls 
were prepared for me, and once 
in ten days store of all sorts of 
wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, 
because the bondage was heavy 
upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, 
for good, according to all that I 
have done for this people.

6 Wherein was written, It is 
reported among the heathen, and 
Gash’mi saith it, that thou and 
the Jews think to rebel: for 
which cause thou buildest the 
wall, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 
7 And thou hast also appointed 
prophets to preach of thee at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, saying, There is a 
king in Ja’dah: and now shall it 
be reported to the king according 
to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as 
thou sayest, but thou feignest 
them out of thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, 

saying, Their hands shall be 
weakened from the work, that it 
be not done. Now therefore, O 
God, strengthen my hands. 
*10 Afterward I came unto the 
house of Shém-a-i’ah the son of 
Dél-a-i’ah the son of Mé-hét’a- 
beel, who was shut up; and he 
said, Let us meet together in the 
house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the 
temple: for they will come to 
slay thee; yea, in the night will 
they come to slay thee.

ND all the people gathered 
themselves together as one 
man into the street that was be- 
fore the water gate; and they 
spake unto Ez’ra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of 

Mo’ses, which the LORD had 

commanded to Is’ra-el. 

2 And Ez’ra the priest brought 
the law before the congregation 
both of men and women, and all 
that could hear with under- 
standing, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before 
the street that was before the 
water gate from the morning 
until midday, before the men and 
the women, and those that could 
understand; and the ears of all 
the people were attentive unto 
the book of the law. 

4 And Ez’ra the scribe stood 
upon a pulpit of wood, which 
they had made for the purpose; 
and beside him stood Mat-ti-thi’- 


and U-ri’jah, and Hil-ki’ah, and 
M4-a-sé/iah, on his right hand; 
and on his left hand, Pé-da’iah, 
and Mish’a-el, and Mal-chi’ah, 
and Ha’shum, and Hash-bad’a- 
Hee Zéch-a-ri’ah, and Mé-shtl’- 
am. 

5 And Ez’ra opened the book in 
the sight of all the people; (for 
he was above all the people;) and 
when he opened it, all the people 
stood up: 

6 And Ez’ra blessed the LORD, 
the great God. And all the peo- 
ple answered, A-mén’, A-mén’, 
with lifting up their hands: and 
they bowed their heads, and 
worshipped the LORD with their 
faces to the ground. f 

7 Also Jésh’u-a, and Ba’ni, and 
Shér-e-bi’ah, Ja’min, Ak’kub, 
Shab’be-thai, Ho6-di’jah, Ma-a- 
sé@’/iah, Kél’i-ta, Az-a-ri/ah, J6z’a- 
bad, Ha’nan, Pél-a-i’ah, and the 
Lé’vites, caused the people to 
understand the law: and the 
people stood in their place. 

So they read in the book in 

the law of God distinctly, and 
gave the sense, and caused them 
to understand the reading. 
9 G And Né-he-mi’ah, which 
is the Tir’sha-tha, and Ez’ra the 
priest the scribe, and the Lé’- 
vites that taught the people, said 
unto all the people, This day is 
holy unto the LORD your God; 
mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard 
the words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and drink 
the sweet, and send portions 
unto them for whom nothing is 
prepared: for this day is holy 
unto our Lord: neither be ye 
sorry; for the joy of the LORD is 
your strength. 

11 So the Lé’vites stilled all the 
people, saying, Hold your peace, 
for the day is holy; neither be ye 
grieved. 

12 And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to 
send portions, and to make great

mirth, because they had under- 
stood the words that were de- 
clared unto them. 

13 ¢ And on the»second day 
were gathered together the chief 
of the fathers of all the people, 
the priests, and the Lé’vites, unto 
Ezra the scribe, even to under- 
stand the words of the law. |. 

14 And they found written in 
the law which the LORD had 
commanded by Mo’ses, that the 
children of Is’ra-el should dwell 
in booths in the feast of the 
seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish 
and proclaim in their cities, 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, Go 
forth unto the mount, and fetch 
olive branches, and pine branches, 
and myrtle branches, and palm 
branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is 
written. 

16 {So the people went forth, 
and brought them, and made 
themselves booths, every one 
upon the roof of his house, 
in their courts, and in the courts 
of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in 
the street of the gate of E’phra-im.

3 And they stood up in their 
place, and read in the book of 
the law of the LORD their God 
one fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they con- 
fessed, and worshipped the LORD 
their God. 

4 9 Then stood up upon the 
stairs, of the Lé’vites, Jésh’t-a, 
and Ba’/ni, Kad’mi-el, Shéb-a- 
ni’ah, Bun/ni, Shér-e-bi’ah, Ba’- 
ni, and Chén’a-ni, and cried with 
a loud voice unto the LORD their — 


od. 
5 Then the Lé’vites, Jésh’u-a, 
and Kad’mi-el, Ba’ni, Hash-ab- 
ni/ah, Shér-e-bi’ah, H6-di’jah, 
Shéb-a-ni’ah, and Péth-a-hi’ah, 
said, Stand up and bless the 
LORD your God for ever and 
ever: and blessed be thy glor- 
ious name, which is exalted 


and | above all blessing and praise. 


6 Thou, even thou, arf LORD 
alone; thou hast made heaven, — 
the heaven of heavens, with ail 
their host, the earth, and all 
things that are therein, the seas, 
and all that is therein, and thou 
preservest them all; and the 
host of heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the LORD the God, 
who didst choose A’bram, and 
broughtest him forth out of Ur of 
the Chal’dees, and gavest him 
the name of A’bra-ham; 

8 And foundest his heart faith- 
ful before thee, and madest a 
covenant with him to give the 
land of the Ca’naan-ites, the Hit’- 
tites, the Am/’6r-ites, 
Pér’iz-zites, and the Jéb’u-sites, 
and the Gir’ga-shites, to give if, I 
say, to his seed, and hast per- 
formed thy words; for thou art 
righteous: 

9 And didst see the affliction of 
our fathers in E’gypt, and heard- 
est their cry by the Red sea;

against them. So didst thou 
get thee a name, as it is this 


day. 

11 And thou didst divide the 
sea before them, so that they 
went through the midst of the sea 
on the dry land; and their perse- 
cutors thou threwest into the 
deeps, as a stone into the mighty 
waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them 
in the day by acloudy pillar; and 
in the night by a pillar of fire, to 
give them light in the way where- 
in they should go. 

13 Thou camest down also upon 
mount Si’nai, and spakest with 
them from heaven, and gavest 
them right judgments, and true 
laws, good statutes and com- 
mandments:

16 But they and our fathers 
dealt proudly, and hardened 
their necks, and hearkened not 
to thy commandments,

hardened their necks, and in 
their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to return to their bondage: 
but thou art a God ready to par- 
don, gracious and merciful, slow 
to anger, and of great kindness, 
and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made 
them a molten calf, and said, 
This is thy god that brought thee 
up out of £/é¥pt, and had wrought 
great provocations; 
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19 Yet thou in thy manifold 
mercies forsookest them not in 
the wilderness: the pillar of the 
cloud departed not from them by 
day, to lead them in the way; 
neither the pillar of fire by 
night, to shew them light, and 
the way wherein they should 


£0. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good 
spirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water 
for their thirst. ; 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou 
sustain them in the wilderness, 
so that they lacked nothing; their 
clothes waxed not old, and their 
feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and nations, and didst 
divide them into corners: so they 
possessed the land of Si’hon, and 
the land of the king of Hésh’bon, 
and the land of Og king of 
Ba’shan. 

23 Their children also multi- 
pliedst thou as the stars 0 
heaven, and broughtest them into 
the land, concerning which thou 
hadst promised to their fathers, 
that they should go in to pos- 
sess it. 

24 So the children went in and 
possessed the land, and thou sub- 
duedst before them the inhabit- 
ants of the land, the Ca’naan- 
ites, and gavest them into their 
hands, with their kings, and the 
people of the land, that they 
might do with them as they 
would. 

25 And they took strong cities, 
and a fat land, and possessed 
houses full of all goods, wells 
digged, vineyards, and olive- 
yards, and fruit trees in abun- 
dance: so they did eat, and were 
filled, and became fat, and de- 
lighted themselves in thy great 
goodness. : 

26 Nevertheless they were dis- 
obedient, and rebelled against 
thee, and cast thy law behind 
their backs, and slew thy proph- 
ets which testified against them

wrought great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst 
them into the hand of their ene- 
mies, who vexed them: and in 
the time of their trouble, when 
they cried unto thee, thou heard- 
est them from heaven; and ac- 
cording to thy manifold mercies 


thou gavest them saviours, who | th 


saved them out of the hand of 
their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 
did evil again before thee: there- 
fore leftest thou them in the hand 
of their enemies, so that they had 
the dominion over them: yet 
when they returned, and cried 
unto thee, thou heardest them 
from heaven; and many times 
didst thou deliver them according 
to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them 
again unto thy law: yet they 
dealt proudly, and hearkened not 
unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, 
(which if a man do, he shall live 
in them;) and withdrew the 
shoulder, and hardened their 
neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou 
forbear them, and _ testifiedst 
against them by thy spirit in 
thy prophets: yet would they not 
give ear: therefore gavest thou 
them into the hand of the people 
of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great 
mercies’ sake thou didst not 
utterly consume them, nor for- 
sake them; for thou art a gra- 
cious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let not all the trouble 
seem little before thee, that hath 
come upon us, on our kings, on 
our princes, and on our priests, 
and on our prophets, and on our 
fathers, and on all thy people, 
since the time of the kings of 
As-syr’i-a unto this day. 

33 Howhbeit thou art just in all

hast done right, but we have done 
wickedly: y 

34 Neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fa- 
thers, kept thy law, nor heark-

35 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, 
and in the large and fat land 
which thou gavest before them, 
neither turned they from their 
wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants 
this day, and for the land that 
thou gavest unto our fathers to 
eat the fruit therecf and the good 
thereof, behold, we are servants 
in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much in- 
crease unto the kings whom thou 
hast set over us because of our 
sins: also they have dominion 
over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we 
are in great distress.

CHAPTER 1 

1 Feast of Ahasuerus. 10 Vashti 

refuses to come. 13 Her punishment. 
OW it came to pass in the 

AN days of A-has-t-é’rts, (this 
is A-has-i-é’rtis which reigned, 
from In/di-a even unto E-thi-6’- 
pi-a, over an hundred and seven 
and twenty provinces:) 

2 That in those days, when the 
king A-has-t-é’rls sat on the 
throne of his kingdom, which 
was in Shu’shan the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, 
he made a feast unto all his 
princes and his servants; the 
power of Pér’sia and Mé’di-a, 
the nobles and princes of the 
provinces, being before him: 

4 When he shewed the riches of 
his glorious kingdom and_ the 
honour of his excellent majesty 
many days, even an hundred and 
fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were 
expired, the king made a feast 
unto all the people that were 
_ present in Shwu/’shan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven 
_ days, in the court of the garden 
_ of the king’s palace; |. 

6 Where were white, green, 
and blue, hangings, fastened 
with cords of fine linen and pur- 
ple to silver rings and pillars of 
marble: the beds were of gold 
and silver, upon a pavement of 
red, and blue, and white, and 
_ black, marble. 
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7 And they gave them drink in 
vessels of gold, (the vessels being 
diverse one from another,) and 
royal wine in abundance, ac- 
cording to the state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was accord- 
ing to the law; none did compel: 
for so the king had appointed to 
all the officers of his house, that 
they should do according to every 
man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vash’ti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal 
house which belonged to king, 
A-has-i-é’rts. 

10 4 On the seventh day, when 
the heart of the king was merry 
with wine, he commanded Meé- 
hii’man, Biz’tha, Har-bo’na, Big’- 
tha, and A-bag’tha, Zé’thar, and 
Cir’cas, the seven chamberlains 
that served in the presence of 
A-has-t-é’rtis the king, 

11 To bring’ Vash’ti the queen 
before the king with the crown 
royal, to shew the people and the 
princes her beauty: for she was 
fair to look on. Oe 

12 But the queen Vash’ti re- 
fused to come at the king’s com- 
mandment by his chamberlains: 
therefore was the king very wroth, 
and his anger burned in him. 

13 § Then the king said to the 
wise men, which knew the 
times, (for so was the king’s 
manner toward all that knew law 
and judgment: ‘ 

14 And the next unto him was 
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Car-shé’na, Shé’thdr, Ad’ma-tha, 


Tdr’shish, Mé’rés, Mar’se-na, 
and Mé-mu’can, the_ seven 
princes of Pér’ sia and Mé’di-a, 
which saw the king’s face, and 
which sat the first in the king- 
dom:;) 

15 What shall we do unto the 
queen Vash’ti according to law, 
because she hath not performed 
the commandment of the king 
A-has-t-é/ris by the chamber- 
lains? 

16 And Mé-mii’can answered 
before the king and the princes, 
Vash’ti the queen hath not done 
wrong to the king only, but also 
to all the princes, and to all the 
people that are in all the pro- 
vinces of the king A-has-t-é’rts. 

17 For this deed of the queen 
shall come abroad unto all 
women, so that they shall despise 
their husbands in their eyes, 
when it shall be reported, The 
king A-has-u-é’ris commanded 
Vash’ti the queen to be brought 
in before him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of 
Pér’sia and Mé’di-a say this day 
unto all the king’s princes, which 
have heard of the deed of the 
queen. Thus shall there arise 
too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let 
there go a royal commandment 
_ from him, and let it be written 
among the laws of the Pér’sians 
and the Médes, that it be not 
altered, That Vash’ti come no 
more before king A-has-i-é’rus; 
and let the king give her royal 
estate unto another that is bet- 
ter than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree 
which he shall make shall be 
published throughout all his 
empire, (for it is great,) all the 
wives shall give to their hus- 
bands honour, both to great and 
sma 

21 And the saying pleased the 
king and the princes; and the 
king did according to the word 
of Mé-mit’can: 

22 For he sent letters into all

province according to the writing 
thereof, and to every people after 
their language, that every man 
should bear rule: in his own 
house, and that if should be 
published according to the lan- 
guage of every people.

FTER these things, when the 
wrath of king A-has-i-é’riis 
was appeased, he remembered 
Vash’ti, and what she had done, 
and what was decreed against 
er. 

2 Then said the king’s servants 
that ministered unto him, Let 
there be fair young virgins sought 
for the king: 

3 And let the king appoint offi- 
cers in all the provinces of his 
kingdom, that they may gather 
together all the fair young vir- 
gins unto Shu’shan the palace, 
to the house of the women, unto 
the custody of Hé’gé the king’s 
chamberlain, keeper of the wom- 
en; and let their things for puri-, 
fication be given them: 

4 And let the maiden which 
pleaseth the king be queen in- 
stead of Vash’ti. And the thing 
pleased the king; and he did 


5 ¢ Now in Shu’shan the palace 
there was a certain Jew, whose 
name was Mor’de-cai, the son of 
Ja'ir, the son of Shim’e-i, the son 
of Kish, a Bén’ja-mite; 

6 Who had been carried away 
from Jé-ru’sa-lém with the cap- 
tivity which_had been carried 
away with Jéc-o-ni’ah king of 
Ja’dah, whom Néb-u-chad-néz’- 
zar the sine of Bab’y-lon had 
carried awa 

And he ertivee up Ha-das’- 
sah, that is, Es’thér, his uncle’s 
daughter: for she had neither 
father nor mother, and the maid 
was fair and beautiful; whom 
Mor’de-cai, when her father and 
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mother were dead, took for his 
own daughter. 

8 4 So it came to pass, when 
the king’s commandment and his 
decree was heard, and when 
many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shu’shan the pal- 
ace, to the custody of Hég’a-i, 
that Es’thér was brought also unto 
the king’s house, to the custody 
of Hég’a-i, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, 
and she obtained kindness of 
him; and he speedily gave her 
her things for purification, with 
such things as belonged to her, 
and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be given her, out of the 
king’s house: and he preferred 
her and her maids unto the best 
place of the house of the women. 

10 Es’thér had not shewed her 
people nor her kindred: for M6r’- 
de-cai had charged her that she 
should not shew it. 

11 And Mor’de-cai walked every 
day before the court of the wom- 
en’s house, to know how Es’thér 
ds and what should become of 


P12 4] Now when every maid’s 

turn was come to go in to king 
A-has-t-é’rus, after that she had 
been twelve months, according to 
the manner of the women, (for so 
were the days of their purifica- 
tions accomplished, to wit, six 
months with oil of myrrh, and 
six months with sweet odours, 
and with other things for the 
purifying of the women;) 

13 Then thus came every maid- 
en unto the king; whatsoever she 
desired was given her to go with 
her out of the house of the 
women unto the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and 
on the morrow she returned into 
the second house of the women, 
to the custody of Sha-ash’gaz, 
the king’s chamberlain, which 
kept the concubines: she came 
in unto the king no more, except 
the king delighted in her, and 
that she were called by name. 

15 § Now when the turn of 
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Es’thér, the daughter of Ab-i-ha‘il 
the uncle of Mér’de-cai, who had 
taken her for his daughter, was 
come to go in unto the king, she 
requited nothing but what Hég’- 
a-i the king’s chamberlain, the 
keeper of the women, appointed. 
And Es’thér obtained favour in 
the sight of all them that looked 
upon her. 

16 So Es’thér was taken unto 
king A-has-t-€’rus into his house 
royal in the tenth month, which 
is the month Té’beth, in the 
seventh year of his reign. | 

17 And the king loved Es’thér 
above all the women, and she 
obtained grace and favour in his 
sight more than all the virgins; 
so that he set the royal crown 
upon her head, and made her 
queen instead of Vash’ti. 

18 Then the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and his 
servants, even Es’thér’s feast; 
and he made a release to the 
provinces, and gave gifts, accord- 
ing to the state of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second 
time, then Mor’de-cai sat in the 
king’s gate. 

20 Es’thér had not yet shewed 
her kindred nor her people; as 
Mor’de-cai had charged her: for 
Es’thér did the commandment of 
Mor’de-cai, like as when she was 
brought up with him. 

21 ¥ In those days, while Mér’- 
de-cai sat in the king’s gate, two 
of the king’s chamberlains, Big’- 
than and Té’resh, of those which 
kept the door, were wroth, and 
sought to lay hand on the king 
A-has-t-é’rus. 

22 And the thing was known to 
Mor’de-cai, who told if unto 
Es’thér the queen; and Es’thér 
certified the king thereof in Mor’- 
de-cai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was 
made of the matter, it was found 
out; therefore they were both 
hanged on a tree: and it was 
written in the book of the chron- 
icles before the king.

15 § Then Es’thér bade them 
return Mor’de-cai this answer, 

16 Go, gather together all the 
Jews that are present in Shu’- 
shan, and fast ye for me, and 
neither eat nor drink three days, 
night or day: I also and my 
maidens will fast likewise; and 
so will I go in unto the king, 
which is not according to the 
law: and if I perish, I perish.

Es’thér had told what he was 
unto her. : 

2 And the king took off his 
ring, which he had taken from 
Ha’man, and gave it unto Mor’- 
de-cai. And Es’thér set Mér’de- 
cai over the house of Ha’man. | 

3 ¥ And Es’thér spake yet again 
before the king, and fell down at 
his feet, and besought him with 
tears to put away the mischief of 
Ha’man the A’gag-ite, and his 
device that he had devised against 
the Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the 
golden sceptre toward Es’thér. 
So Es’thér arose, and stood be- 
fore the king, ; 

5 And said, If it please the king, 
and if I have found favour in his 
sight, and the thing seem right 
before the king, and I be pleasing 
in his eyes, let it be written to 
reverse the letters devised by 
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Ha’man the son of Ham-méd’a- 
tha the A’gag-ite, which he wrote 
to destroy the Jews which are in 
all the king’s provinces: 

6 For how can I endure to see 
the evil that shall come unto my 
people? or how can I endure to 
see the destruction of my kindred? 

7 4 Then the king A-has-t-é’- 
rus said unto Es’thér the queen 
and to Mér’de-cai the Jew, Be- 
hold, I have given Es’thér the 
house of Ha’man, and him they - 
have hanged upon the gallows, 
because he laid his hand upon 
the Jews. 

8 Write ye also for the Jews, as 
it liketh you, in the king’s name, 
and seal if with the king’s ring: 
for the writing which is written 
in the king’s name, and sealed 
with the king’s ring, may no 
man reverse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes 
called at that time in the third 
month, that is, the month Si’van, 
on the three and twentieth day 
thereof; and it was written ac- 
cording to all that Mdér’de-cai 
commanded unto the Jews, and 
to the lieutenants, and the depu- 
ties and rulers of the provinces 
which are from In’di-a unto j 
E-thi-6’pi-a, an hundred twenty 
and seven provinces, unto every 
province according to the writing 
thereof, and unto every people 
after their language, and to the 
Jews according to their writing, 
and according to their language. 

10 And he wrote in the king 
A-has-ti-€/rtis’ name, and sealed 
it with the king’s ring, and sent 
letters by posts on horseback, 
and riders on mules, camels, and 
young dromedaries: — 

11 Wherein the king granted 
the Jews which were in every 
city to gcther themselves to- 
gether, and to stand for their life, 
to destroy, to slay, and to cause 
to perish, all the power of the 
people and province that would 
assault them, both little ones and 
women, and fo take the spoil of 
them for a prey. 
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The Jews slay their enemies 


12 Upon one day in all the 
provinces of king A-has-t-é’- 
rus, namely, upon the thirteenth 
day of the twelfth month, which 
is the month A’dar. 

-13 The copy of the writing for 
a commandment to be given in 
every province was published 
unto all people, and that the Jews 
should be ready against that day 
to avenge themselves on their 
enemies. 

14 So the posts that rode upon 
mules and camels went out, being 
hastened and pressed on by the 
king’s commandment. And the 
decree was given at Shu’shan the 
palace. 

15 4 And Moér’de-cai went out 
from the presence of the king in 
royal apparel of blue and white, 
and with a great crown of gold, 
and with a garment of fine linen 
and purple: and the city of 
Shu’shan rejoiced and was glad. 

16 The Jews had light, and 
gladness, and joy, and honour. 

17 And in every province, and 
in every city, whithersoever the 
king’s commandment and his 
decree came, the Jews had joy 
and gladness, a feast and a good 
day. And many of the people of 
the land became Jews; for the 
fear of the Jews fell upon them.

a16 But the other Jews that were 
in the king’s provinces gathered 
HisnisalvEs together, and stood 
for their lives, and had rest from 
their enemies, and slew of their 
foes seventy and five thousand, 
but they laid not their hands on 
the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the 
month A’dar; and on the four- 
teenth day of the same rested 
they, and made it a day of feast- 
ing and gladness. 

18 But the Jews that were at 
Shu’shan assembled together on 
the thirteenth day thereof, and on 
the fourteenth thereof; and on 
the fifteenth day of the same they 
rested, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness. 

19 Therefore the Jews of the 
villages, that dwelt in the un- 
walled towns, made the four- 
teenth day of the month A’dar a 
day of gladness and feasting, 
and a good day, and of sending 
portions one to another. 

20 ¢ And M6r’de-cai wrote these 
things, and sent letters unto ail 
the Jews that were in_ all the 
provinces of the king A-has-i- 
é’rus, both nigh and far, 

21 Tostablish this among them, 
that they should keep the four- 
teenth day of the month A’dar, 
and the fifteenth day of the same, 
yearly, F 

22 As the days wherein the 
Jews rested from their enemies, 
and the month which was turn- 
ed unto them from sorrow to joy, 
and from mourning into a good 
day: that they should make them 
days of feasting and joy, and of

sending portions one to another. 
and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to 
do as they had begun, and as 
Mor’de-caéi had written unto 
them; 

24 Because Ha’man the son of 
Ham-méd’a-tha, the A’gag-ite, 
the enemy of all the Jews, had 
devised against the Jews to de 
stroy them, and had cast Par, 
that is, the lot, to consume them, 
and to destroy them; 

25 But when £Es’thér came be- 
fore the king, he commanded by 
letters that his wicked device, 
which he devised against the 
Jews, should return upon his 
own head, and that he and his 
sons should be hanged on the 
gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these 
days Pt’rim after the name of 
Par. Therefore for all the words 
of this letter, and of that which 
they had seen concerning this 
matter, and which had come unto 
them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, 
and upon all such as joined 
themselves unto them, so as it 
should not fail, that they would 
keep these two days according tuf 
their writing, and according to 
their appointed time every 
year 

28 and that these days should 
beremembered and kept through- 
out every generation, every fam- 
ily, every province, and every 
city; and that these days of 
Pi’rim should not fail from 
among the Jews, nor the memo- 
aa of them perish from their 
see 

29 Then Es’thér the queen, the 
daughter of Ab-i-ha’il, and Mér’- 
de-cai the Jew, wrote with all 
authority, to confirm this second 
letter of Pa’rim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto 
all the Jews, to the hundred 
twenty and seven provinces of 
the kingdom of A-hds-t-é/ris, 
with words of peace and truth, 
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31 To confirm these days of 
Pii’rim in their times appointed, 
according as Moér’de-cai the Jew 
and Es’thér the queen had en- 
joined them, and as they had 
decreed for themselves and for 
their seed, the matters of the fast- 
ings and their cry. ' 

32 And the decree of Es’thér 
confirmed these matters of Pi’- 
rim; and it was written in the 
book.

90 He putteth forth his hand 
upon the rock; he overturneth 
the mountains by the roots. 

10 He cutteth out rivers among 
the rocks; and his eye seeth 
every precious thing. 

11 He bindeth the floods from 
overflowing; and the thing that 
is hid bringeth he forth to 
light. 

12 But where shall wisdom be 
found? and where is the place 
of understanding? 

13 Man knoweth not the price 
thereof; neither is it found in 
the land of the living. ’ 

14 The depth saith, It is_not 
in me: and the sea saith, It is 
not with me. 

15 It cannot be gotten for gold, 
neither shall silver be weighed 
for the price thereof. : 

16 It cannot be valued with 
the gold of O’phir, with the 
precious onyx, or the sapphire. 

17 The gold and the crystal 
cannot equal it: and the ex- 
change of it shall not be for 
jewels of fine gold. 

18 No mention shall be made 
of coral, or of pearls: for the 
price of wisdom is above rubies. 

19 The topaz of £E-thi-6’pi-a 
shall not equal it, neither shall 
it be valued with pure gold. | 

20 Whence then cometh wis- 
dom? and where is the place of 
understanding? 

21 Seeing it is hid from the 
eyes of all living, and kept close 
from the fowls of the air. 

22 Destruction and death say, 
We have heard the fame thereof 
with our ears. 

23 God understandeth the way 


Wisdom the gift of God 


thereof, and he knoweth the 
place thereof. 

24 For he looketh to the ends 
of the earth, and seeth under. 
the whole heaven; : 

25 To make the weight for 
the winds; and he weigheth the 
waters by measure. 

26 When he made a decree for 
the rain, and a way for the light- 
ning of the thunder: ; 

27 Then did he see it, and 
declare it; he prepared it, yea, 
and searched it out. ' 

28 And unto man he said, Be- 
hold, the fear of the Lord, that 
is wisdom; and to depart from 
evil is understanding.

i EEE words of the Preacher» 
the son of Da’vid, king in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. : : 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all 
is vanity. 

3 What profit hath a man of all 
his labour which he taketh under 
the sun? 

4 One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh: 
but the earth abideth for ever. 
45 The sun also ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and hasteth to 
his place where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the 
south, and turneth about unto 
the north; it whirleth about con- 
tinually, and the wind returneth 
again according to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the 
sea: yet the sea is not full; unto 
the place from whence the rivers 
come, thither they return again. 

8 All things are full of labour; 
man cannot utter if: the eye is 
not satisfied with seeing, nor the 
ear filled with hearing. : 

9 The thing that hath been, it ts 
that which shall be; and tha 
which is done is that which shall 
be done: and there is no new 
thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it 
hath been already of old time, 
which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shall there 
be any remembrance of things 


that are to come with those that 
shall come after. ' 

12 {1 the Preacher was king 
over Is’ra-el in Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

13 And I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom con- 
cerning all things that are done 
under heaven: this sore trava 
hath God given to the sons of 
man to be exercised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works 
that are done under the sun; and, 
behold, all is vanity and vexation 
of spirit. t 

15 That which is crooked can- 
not be made straight: and that 
which is wanting cannot be 
numbered. : 

16 Lcommuned with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten 
more wisdom than all they that

17 And I gave my heart to 
know wisdom, and to know 
madness and folly: I perceived 
that this also is vexation of

“4 | made me great works; I 
builded me houses; I planted me 
vineyards: 

5 I made me gardens and or- 
chards, and I planted trees in 
them of all kind of fruits: 

6 I made me pools of water, to 
water therewith the wood that 
bringeth forth trees: 

7 I got me servants and maid- 
ens, and had servants born in 
my house; also I had great pos- 
sessions of great and small cattle 
above all that were in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and 
gold, and the peculiar treasure of 
kings and of the provinces: I gat 
me men singers and women sing- 
ers, and the delights of the sons 
of men, as musical instruments, 
and that of all sorts.

my soul of good? This is also 
vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 | Two are better than one;

10 He that loveth ‘silver shall 
not be satisfied with silver; nor 
he that loveth, abundance with 
increase: this is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they 
are increased that eat them: and 
what good is there to the owners 
thereof, saving the beholding of 
them with their eyes? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man 
is sweet, whether he eat little or 
much: but the abundance of the 
rich will not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There isa sore evil which I 
have seen under the sun, namely, 
riches kept for the owners thereof 
to their hurt.

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to 
be angry: for anger resteth in 
the bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the 
cause that the former days were 
better than these? for thou dost 
Bot enquire wisely concerning 

is. 

_11 § Wisdom is good with an 
inheritance: and by it there is 
profit to them that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, 
and money is a defence: but the 
excellency of knowledge is, that 
wisdom giveth life to them that 

ave it. 

13 Consider the work of God: 


Which he hath made crooked? 
_14 In the day of prosperity be 
joyful, but in the day of adversity 
consider: God also hath set the 
one over against the other, to the 
end that man should find nothing 
after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity: there is a 
just man that perisheth in his 
righteousness, and there is a 
wicked man that prolongeth his 
life in his wickedness. 

16 Be not righteous over much; 
neither make thyself over wise:

6 f Because to every purpose 
there is time and judgment, 
therefore the misery of man is 
great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that 
which shall be: for who can tell 
him when it shall be? 

8 There is no man that hath 
power over the spirit to retain 
the spirit; neither hath he power 
in the day of death: and there is 
no discharge in that war; nei- 
ther shall wickedness deliver 
those that are given to it.

14 There is a vanity which is 
done upon the earth; that there 
be just men, unto whom it hap- 
peneth according to the work of 
the wicked; again, there be 
wicked men, to whom it hap- 
peneth according to the work of 
the righteous: I said that this 
also is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, 
because a man hath no better 
thing under the sun, than to eat, 
and to drink, and to be merry: 
for that shall abide with him of

4 ¥ And Rab’sha-keh said unto 
them, Say ye now to Héz-e-ki’ah, 
Thus saith the great king, the 
king of As-syr’i-a, What confi- 
dence is this wherein thou 
trustest? 

5 I say, sayest thou, (but they 
are but vain words) have 
counsel and strength for war: 
now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me? 

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff 
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of this broken reed, on E/gypts 
whereon if a man lean, it will go 
into his hand, and pierce it: so 
is Pha’raoh king of E’é¥pt to all 
that trust in him.

9 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the 
least of my master’s servants, 
and put thy trust on E’géypt for 
chariots and for horsemen? 

10 And amInow come up with- 
out the LORD against this land to 
destroy it? the LORD said unto 
me, Go up against this land, and 
destroy it. : ;

6 For even thy brethren, and

them not, though they speak 
fair words unto thee.

6 In his days Ji’dah shall be 
saved, and Is’ra-el shall dwell 
safely: and this is his name

12 Wherefore their way shall 
be unto them as slippery ways in 
the darkness: they shall be 
driven on, and fall therein: for I 
will bring evil upon them, even 
the year of their visitation, saith 
the LORD. : 

13 And I have seen folly in the 
prophets of Sd-ma’ri-a; they 
prophesied in Ba’al, and caused 
my people Is’ra-el to err. 

14 I have seen also in the pro- 
phets of Jé-ru’sa-lém an horrible 
thing: they commit adultery, and 
walk in lies: they strengthen 
also the hands of evildoers, that 
none doth return from his wick- 
edness: they are all of them unto 
me as Sdd’om, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof as Gé-m6r’rah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the 
LORD of hosts concerning the 
prophets; Behold, I will feed 
them with wormwood, and make 
them drink the water of gall: for 
from the prophets of Jé-ry’sa- 
lém is profaneness gone forth 
into all the land. 

16 Thus saith the LORD of 
hests, Hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that pro- 
phesy unto you: they make you 
vain: they speak a vision of their 
own heart, and not out of the 
mouth of the LORD. 

17 They say still unto them 
that despise me, The LORD hath 
said, Ye shall have peace; and 
they say unto every one that 
walketh after the imagination of 
his own heart, No evil shall come 
upon you.

23 Am I a God at hand, saith 
the LORD, and nota God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in 
secret places that I shall not see 
him? saith the LORD. Do notI 
fill heaven and earth? saith the 
LORD. 

25 I have heard what the 
prophets said, that. prophesy 
lies in my name, saying, I have 
dreamed, I have dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in 
the heart of the prophets that 
prophesy lies? yea, they are 
prophets of the deceit of their 
own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my 
people to forget my name by their 
dreams which they tell every man 
to his neighbour, as their fathers 
have forgotten my name for Ba’al. 

28 The prophet that hath a 
dream, let him tell a dream; and 
he that hath my word, let him 
speak my word faithfully. What 
is the chaff to the wheat? saith 
the LORD. 

29 Is not my word like as a 
fire? saith the LORD; and like a 
hammer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am 
against the prophets, saith the 
LORD, that steal my words every 
one from his neighbour. | 

31 Behold, I am against the 
prophets, saith the LORD, that use 
their tongues, and say, He saith.

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that prophesy false dreams, saith 
the LORD, and do tell them, and 
cause my people to err by their 
lies, and by their lightness; yet 
I sent them not, nor commanded 
them: therefore they shall not 
profit this people at all, saith the 
LORD.

7 Then the city was broken up, 
and all the men of war fled, and 
went forth out of the city by 
night by the way of the gate be-

8 ¥ But the army of the Chal- 
dé’ans pursued after the king, 
and overtook Zéd-e-ki’ah in the 
plains of Jér’i-cho; and all his 
army was scattered from him.

4 He hath bent his bow like an 
enemy: he stood with his right 
hand as an adversary, and slew 
all that were pleasant to the 
eye in the tabernacle of the 
daughter of Zi’én: he poured 
out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy: 
he hath swallowed up Is’ra-el, 
he hath swallowed up all her 
palaces: he hath destroyed his 
strong holds, and hath increased 
in the daughter of Jia’dah mourn- 
ing and lamentation. 

6 And he hath violently taken 
away his tabernacle, as if it 
were of a garden: he_ hath

ther shall there be wailing for

12 The time is come, the day 
draweth near: let not the buyer 
rejoice, nor the seller mourn: for 


wrath is upon all the multitude 
thereof. 

13 For the seller shall not return 
to that which is sold, although 
they were yet alive: for the vision 
ts touching the whole multitude 
thereof, which shall not return; 
neither shall any strengthen him- 
self in the iniquity of his life. 

14 They have blown the trumpet, 
even to make all ready; but none 
goeth to the battle: for my wrath

cometh to the prophet; I the 
Lorp will answer him that 
cometh according to the multi- 
tude of his idols; . 
5 That I may take the house of 
fs’ra-el in their own heart, be- 
cause they are all estranged from 
me through their idols. 

6 9 Therefore say unto the 
house of is’ra-el, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; Repent, and turn 
yourselves from your idols; and 
turn away your faces from a 
your abominations. . 
_7 For every one of the house of 
is’ra-el, or of the stranger that 
sojourneth in is’ra-el, which 
separateth himself from me, and 
setteth up his idols in his heart, 
and putteth the stumblingblock 
of his iniquity before his face, 
and cometh to a prophet to en- 
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quire of him concerning me; I 
the LORD will answer him by 
myself: 

sg And I will set my face 
against that man, and will make 
him a sign and a proverb, and 
I will cut him off from the midst 
of my people; and ye shall know 
that I am the LORD. ; 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 

when he hath spoken a thing, I 
the LORD have deceived that 
prophet, and I will stretch out 
my hand upon him, and will de- 
-stroy him from the midst of my 
people Is’ra-el. 
10 And they shall bear the 
punishment of their iniquity: the 
punishment of the prophet shall 
be even as the punishment of him 
that seeketh unto him; . 

11 That the house of Is’ra-el 
may go no more astray from me, 
neither be polluted any more 
with all their transgressions; but 
that they may be my people, and 
I may be their God, saith the 
Lord GOD. 

12 ¢ The word of the LORD 
came again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land 
sinneth against me by trespass- 
ing grievously, then will 
stretch out mine hand upon it, 
and will break the staff of the 
bread thereof, and will send 
famine upon it, and will cut off 
man and beast from it:

17 9 Or if I bring a sword 
upon that land, and say, Sword,

_19 § Or if I send a pestilence 
into that land, and pour out my 
fury upon it in blood, to cut off 
from it man and beast: 

20 Though N6’ah, Daniel, and 
Job, were in it, as I live, saith 
the Lord GOD, they shall deliver 
neither son nor daughter; they 
shall but deliver their own souls 
by their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord 
Gop; How much more when 
I send my four sore judgments 
upon Jé-ru’sd-lém, the sword, 
and the famine, and the noisome 
beast, and the pestilence, to cut 
off from it man and beast? 

22 *{ Yet, behold, therein shall 
be left a remnant that shall be 
brought forth, both sons and 
daughters: behold, they shall

5 None eye pitied thee, to do 
any of these unto thee, to have 
compassion upon thee; but thou 
wast cast out in the open Ach.

and saw thee polluted in thine 
own blood, I said unto thee when 
thou wast in thy blood, Live; 
yea, I said unto thee when thou

7 I have caused thee to multi- 
ply as the bud of the field, and 
thou hast increased and waxen — 
great, and thou art come to 
excellent ornaments: thy breasts 
are fashioned, and thine hair is 
grown, whereas thou wast naked 
and bare.

17 Thou hast also taken thy 
fair jewels of my gold and of my 
Silver, which I had given thee, 
and madest to thyself images of

24 That thou hast also built 
unto thee an eminent place, 
and hast made thee an high 
place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high 
place at every head of the way, 
and hast made thy beauty to be 
abhorred, and hast opened thy 
feet to every one that passed by, 
and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed 
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fornication with the E-éyp’tians 
thy neighbours, great of flesh; 
and hast increased thy whore- 
doms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have 
stretched out my hand over thee, 
and have diminished thine ordi- 
nary food, and delivered thee 
unto the will of them that hate 
thee, the daughters of the Phi- 
lis‘tines, which are ashamed of 
thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore 
also with the As-syr’i-ans, be- 
cause thou wast unsatiable; yea, 
thou hast played the harlot with 
them, and yet couldest not be 
satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multi- 
plied thy fornication in the land 
of Ca’naan unto Chal-dé’a; and 
yet thou wast not satisfied here- 
with. ; 

30 How_weak is thine heart, 
saith the Lord GOD, seeing thou 
doest all these things, the work 
of an imperious whorish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine 
eminent place in the head of 
every way, and makest thine 
high place in every street; and 
hast not been as an harlot, in 
that thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that com- 
mitteth adultery, which taketh 
strangers instead of her hus- 
and! : 
33 They give gifts to all whores: . 
but thou givest thy gifts to all 
thy lovers, and hirest them, 
that they may come unto thee on 
every side for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee 
from other women in thy whore- 
doms, whereas none followeth 
thee to commit whoredoms: and 
in that thou givest a reward, and 
no reward is given unto thee, 
therefore thou art contrary. 

35 § Wherefore, O harlot, hear 
the word of the LorD: 

36 Thus saith the Lord GoD; 
Because thy filthiness was poured 
out, and thy nakedness discov- 
ered through thy whoredoms 
with thy lovers, and with all the 
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idols of thy abominations, and by 
the blood of thy children, which 
thou didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will 
gather all thy lovers, with whom 
thou hast taken pleasure, and all 
them that thou hast loved, with 
all them that thou hast hated; I 
will even gather them round 
about against thee, and will dis- 
cover thy nakedness unto them, 
that they may see all thy naked- 
ness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as 
women that break wedlock and 
shed blood are judged; and I 
will give thee blood in fury and 
jealousy.

down thine eminent place, and 
shall break down thy high places:

clothes, and shall take thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and 


are. 

40 They shall also bring up a 
company against thee, and they 
shall stone thee with stones, and 
thrust thee through with their 
swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine 
houses with fire, and execute 
judgments upon thee in the sight 
of many women: and I will 
cause thee to cease from playing 
the harlot, and thou also shalt 
give no hire any more. 

42 So will I make my fury to- 
ward thee to rest, and my jeal- 
ousy shall depart from thee, and 
I will be quiet, and will be no 
more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not re- 
membered the days of thy youth, 
but hast fretted me in all these 
things; behold, therefore I also 
will recompense thy way upon 
thine head, saith the Lord GOD: 
and thou shalt not commit this 
lewdness above all thine abom- 
inations. 

44 4 Behold, every one that 
useth proverbs shall use this 
proverb against thee, saying, As 
is the mother, so is her daughter. 
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45 Thou art thy mother’s 
daughter, that loatheth her hus- 
band and her children; and thou 
art the sister of thy sisters, which 
loathed their husbands and their 
children: your mother was an 
Hit’tite, and your father an 
Am/6r-ite. 

46 And thine elder sister is Sa- 
ma/ri-a, she and her daughters 
that dwell at thy left hand: and 
thy younger sister, that dwelleth 
at thy right hand, is Sdd’om and 
ker daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked 
after their ways, nor done after 
their abominations: but, as if 
that were avery little thing, thou 
wast corrupted more than they 
in all thy ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord 
GOD, Séd’om thy sister hath 
not done, she nor her daughters, 
as thou hast done, thou and thy 
daughters. ; 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity 
of thy sister Sdd’om, pride, ful- 
ness of bread, and abundance of 
idleness was in her and in her 


daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor 
and needy. 


50 And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before 
me: therefore I took them away 
as I saw good. 

51 Neither hath Sa-méa’ri-a 
committed half of thy sins; but 
thou hast multiplied thine abom- 
inations more than they, and 
hast justified thy sisters in all — 
thine abominations which thou 
hast done. : 

52 Thoualso, which hastjudged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast com- 
mitted more abominable than

53 When I shall bring again 
their captivity, the captivity of 
Séod’om and her daughters, and 
the captivity of Sa-ma/ri-4 and 
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her daughters, then will I bring 
again the captivity of thy captives 
in the midst of them A 

54 That thou tiawoct bear thine 
own shame, and mayest be con- 
founded in all that thou hast 
done, in that thou art a comfort 
unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Sdd’om 
and her daughters, shall return 
to their former estate, and Sa- 
ma’ri-a and her daughters shall 
return to their former estate, 
then thou and thy daughters shall 
return to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sod’om was 
not mentioned by thy mouth in 
the day of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was 
discovered, as at the time of thy 
reproach of the daughters of 
Syr’i-a, and all that are round 
about her, the daughters of the 
Phi-lis’tines, which despise thee 
round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewd- 
ness and thine abominations, 
saith the LORD. 

59 For thus saith the Lord 
GOD; I will even deal with thee 
as thou hast done, which hast 
despised the oath in breaking 
we covenant.

ND the word of the LORD

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
GoD; A great eagle with great 
wings, longwinged, full of feath- 
ers, which had divers colours, 
came unto Léb’a-non, and took 
the highest branch of the cedar: 

4 He cropped off the top of his 
young twigs, and carried it into a 
land of traffick; he set it ina city 
of merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the 
land, and planted it in a fruitful 
field; he placed it by great _wa- 
ters, and set it as a willow 
tree. 

6 And it grew, and became a 
spreading vine of low stature, 
whose branches turned toward 
him, and the roots thereof were 
under him: so it became a vine, 
and brought forth branches, and 
shot forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great 
eagle with great wings and many 
feathers: and, behold, this vine 
did bend her roots toward him, 
and shot forth her branches to- 
ward him, that he might water it 
by the furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil 
by great waters, that it might 
bring forth branches, and that it 
might bear fruit, that it might be 
a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
Con Shall it prosper? shall he 
not pull up the roots thereof, and 
cut off the fruit thereof, that it 
wither? it shall wither in all the 
leaves of her spring, even without 
great power or many people to 
pluck ix up by the roots thereof. 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, 
shall it prosper? shall it not 
utterly wither, when the east 
wind toucheth it? it shall wither 
in the furrows where it grew. 
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11 { Moreoever the word of the 
LORD came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious 
house, Know ye not what these 
things mean? _tell them, Behold, 
the king of Bab’y-lon is come to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and hath taken the 
king thereof, and the princes 
thereof, and led them with him 
to Bab’y-lon; ; 

i3 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with 
him, and hath taken an oath of 
him: he hath also taken the 
mighty of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be 
base, that it might not lift itself 
up, but that by keeping of his 
covenant it might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him 
in sending his ambassadors into 
Egypt, that they might give him 
horses and much people. Shall 
he prosper? shall he escape that 
doeth such things? or shall he 
break the covenant, and be de- 
livered? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord 
GOD, surely in the place where 
the king dwelleth that made him 
king, whose oath he despised, 
and whose covenant he brake, 
even with him in the midst of 
Bab’y-lon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pha’rash with 
his mighty army and great com- 
pany make for him in the war, 
by casting up mounts, and build- 
ing forts, to cut off many persons: 

18 Seeing he despised the oath 
by breaking the covenant, when, 
lo, he had given his hand, and 
hath done all these things, he 
shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord Gop; As I live, surely mine 
oath that he hath despised, and 
my covenant that he hath broken, 
even it will I recompense upon 
his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net 
upon him, and he shall be taken 
in my snare, and I will bring him 
to Bab’y-lon, and will plead with 
him there for his trespass that he 
hath trespassed against me. 
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21 And all his fugitives with all 
his bands shall fall by the sword, 
and they that remain shall be 
scattered toward all winds: and 
ye shall know that I the LORD’ 
have spoken it.

7 And hath not oppressed any, 
but hath restored to the debtor 
his pledge, hath spoiled none by 
violence, hath given his bread to 
the hungry, and hath covered the 
naked with a garment; 

8 He that hath not given forth 
upon usury, neither hath taken 
any increase, that hath with- 
drawn his hand from iniquity, 
hath executed true judgment 
between man and man 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, 
and hath kept my judgments, to 
deal truly; he is just, he shall 
surely live, saith the Lord GOD. 

0 he beget a son that is a 
robber, a shedder of blood, and 
that doeth the like to any one of 
these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of 
those duties, but even hath eaten 
upon the mountains, and defiled 
his neighbour’s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
“needy, hath spoiled by violence, 
hath not restored the pledge, and 
hath lifted up his eyes to the 
idols, hath committed abomi- 
nation, 

13 Hath given forth upon 
usury, and hath taken increase: 
shall he then live? he shall 
live: he hath done all these 
abominations; he shall surely 
die; his blood shall be upon him. 

14 § Now, lo, if he beget a son, 
that seeth all his father’s sins 
which he hath done, and con- 
sidereth, and doeth not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon 
the mountains, neither hath lifted 
up his eyes to the idols of the 
house of Is’ra-el, hath not defiled 
his neighbour’s wife, 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, 
hath not withholden the pledge, 
neither hath spoiled by violence, 
but hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the 
naked with a garment, _ 

17 That hath taken off his hand 
from the poor, that hath not re- 
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ceived usury nor increase, hath 
executed my judgments, hath 
walked in my statutes; he shall 
not die for the iniquity of his 
father, he shall surely live.

21 But if the wicked will turn 
from all his sins that he hath 
committed, and keep all my 
statutes, and do that which is 
lawful and right, he shall surely 
live, he shall not die. 

22 All his transgressions that 
he hath committed, they shall not 
be mentioned unto him: in his 
righteousness that he hath done 
he shall live. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all 
that the wicked should die? saith 
the Lord GOD: and not that he 
should return from his ways, and 
ive? 

24 ¢ But when the righteous 
turneth away from his righteous- _ 
ness, and committeth iniquity, 
and doeth according to all the 
abominations that the wicked 
man doeth, shall he live?

27 Again, when_ the wicked 
man turneth away from his wick- 
edness that he hath committed, 
and doeth that which is lawful 
and right, he shall save his soul 
alive. j 

28 Because he considereth, and 
turneth away from all his trans- 
gressions that he hath commit- 
ted, he shall surely live, he shall 
not die. t 

29 Yet saith the house of Is’- 
ra-el, The way of the Lord is not 
equal. O house of Is’ra-el, are 
not my ways equal? are aot your 
Ways unequal? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, 
© house of Iis’ra-el, every one 
according to his ways, saith the 
Lord GoD. Repent, and turn 
yourselves from all your trans- 
gressions; so iniquity shall not 
be your ruin. 

31 4 Cast away from you all 
your transgressions, whereby ye 
have transgressed; and make 
you a new heart and a new 
spirit: for why will ye die, O 
house of Is’ra-el? , 

32 For I have no pleasure in 
the death of him that dieth, saith 
the Lord GOD: wherefore turn 
yourselves, and live ye.

7 Then said I unto them, Cast 
ye away every man the abomi- 
nations of his eyes, and defile not 
yourselves with the idols of 
E’z¥pt: Iamthe LORD your God.

12 Moreover also I gave them 
my sabbaths, to be a sign be- 
tween me and them, that they 
might know that I am the LORD 
that sanctify them. : 

13 But the house of Is’ra-el 
rebelled against me in the wilder-

16 Because they despised my 
judgments, and walked not in 
my statutes, but polluted my 
sabbaths: for their heart went 
after their idols. 

17 Nevertheless mine eye 
spared them from destroying 
them, neither did I make an end 
of them in the wilderness. ; 

18 But I said unto their chil- 
dren in the wilderness, Walk ye 
not in the statutes of your 
fathers, neither observe their 
judgments, nor defile yourselves 
with their idols: 

19 I am the LORD your God; 
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walk in my statutes, and keep 
my judgments, and do them; 

20 And hallow. my sabbaths; 
and they shall be a sign between 
me and you, that ye may know 
that I am the LORD your God. 

21 Notwithstanding the chil- 
dren rebelled against me: they 
walked not in my _ statutes, 
neither kept my judgments to 
do them, whichf a man do, he 
shall even live in them; they 
polluted my sabbaths: then I 
said, I would pour out my fury 
upon them, to accomplish my 
anger against them in the wil- 
derness. 

22 Nevertheless I withdrew 
mine hand, and wrought fer my 
name’s sake, that it should not 
be polluted in the sight of the 
heathen, in echoed sight I brought 
them forth. 

23 I lifted up mine hand unto 
them also in the wilderness, that 
I would scatter them among the 
heathen, and disperse them 
through the countries; 

24 Because they had not exe- 
cuted my judgments, but had 
despised my statutes, and had 
polluted my sabbaths, and their 
eyes were after their fathers’ 
idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also 
statutes that were not good, and 
judgments whereby they should 
not live; ! 

26 And I polluted them in their 
own gifts, in that they caused to 
pass through the fire all that 
openeth the womb, that I might 
make them desolate, to the end 
that they might know that I am 
the LORD.

39 As for you, O house of Is’- 
ra-el, thus saith the Lord GOD;

HE word of the LORD came 
again unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two 
women, the daughters of one 
mother: 

3 And they committed whore- 
doms in E’gypt; they committed 
whoredoms in their youth: there 
were their breasts pressed, and 
there they bruised the teats of 
their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were 
A-h6’lah the elder, and A-h6l’i- 
bah her sister: and they were 
mine, and they bare sons and 
daughters. Thus were their 
names; Sd-ma’ri-a is A-h6’lah, 
and Jé-ru’sa-lém A-h6l’i-bah. 

5 And A-hd’lah played the har- 
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lot when she was mine; and she 
doted on her lovers, on the 
As-syr’i-ans her neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with 
blue, captains and rulers, all of 
them desirable young men, horse- 
men riding upon horses. 

7 Thus she, committed her 
whoredoms with them, with all 
them that were the chosen men 
of As-syr’i-a, and with all on 
whom she doted: with all their 
idols she defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whore- 
doms brought from E’gypt: for 
in her youth they lay with her, 
and they bruised the breasts of 
her virginity, and poured their 
whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered 
her into the hand of her lovers, 
into the hand of the As-syr’i- 
ans, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her naked- 
ness: they took her sons and 
her daughters, and slew her 
with the sword: and she be- 
came famous among, women; 
for they had executed judgment 
upon her. 

11 And when her sister A-hOl’i- 
bah saw this, she was more cor- 
rupt in her inordinate love than 
she, and in her whoredoms more 
than her sister in her whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the As- 
syr'i-ans her neighbours, cap- 
tains and rulers clothed most 
gorgeously, horsemen riding up- 
on horses, all of them desirable 
young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was 
defiled, that they took both one 


way. 

14 And that she increased her 
whoredoms: for when she saw 
men pourtrayed upon the wall, 
the images of the Chal-dé’ans 
pourtrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon 
their loins, exceeding in dyed 
attire upon their heads, all of 
them princes to look to, after the 
manner of the Bab-y-10’ni-ans of 
Chal-dé’a, the land of their 
nativity: 
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16 And as scon as she saw 
them with her eyes, she doted 
upon them, and sent messengers 
unto them into Chal-dé’a. 

17 And the Bab-y-l0’ni-ans 
came to her into the bed of love, 
and they defiled her with their 
whoredom, and she was polluted 
with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her naked- 
ness: then my mind was alien- 
ated from her, like as my mind 
was alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her 
whoredoms, in calling to re- 
membrance the days of her 
youth, wherein she had played 
the harlot in the land of E’gypt. 

20 For she doted upon their 
paramours, whose flesh is as 
the flesh _of asses, and whose 
issue is like the issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to re- 
membrance the lewdness of thy 
youth, in bruising thy teats by 
the £-gyp’tians for the paps of 
thy youth. 

22 4 Therefore, O A-h6dl’i-bah, 
thus saith the Lord GOD; Be- 
hold, I will raise up thy lovers 
against thee, from whom thy 
mind is alienated, and I will 
ee them against thee on every 
si 

23 The Bab-y-10’ni-ans, and all 
the Chal- dé’ans, Pé’ kod, and 
Sh6’a, and K6’a, and all the As- 
syr’i-ans with them: all of them 
desirable young men, captains 
and rulers, great lords and re- 
nowned, all of them riding upon 
horses. 

24 And they shall come against 
thee with chariots, wagons, and 
wheels, and with an assembly of 
people, which shall set against 
thee buckler and shield and hel- 
met round about: and I will set 
judgment before them, and they 
shall judge thee according to 
their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee: they shall 
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take away thy nose and thine 
ears; and thy remnant shall fall 
by the sword: they shall take thy 
sons and thy daughters; and thy 
ce shall be devoured by the 


26 They shall. also strip thee 
out of thy clothes, and take away 
thy fair jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewd- 
ness to cease from thee, and thy 
whoredom brought from the land 
of E’gypt: so that thou shalt not 
lift up thine eyes unto them, nor 
remember E’gypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, I will deliver thee 
into the hand of them whom thou 
hatest, into the hand of them 
from whom thy mind is alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all 
thy labour, and shall leave thee 
naked and bare: and the naked- 
ness of thy whoredoms shall be 
discovered, both thy lewdness 
and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto 
thee, because thou hast gone a 
whoring after the heathen, and 
because thou art polluted with 
their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way 
of thy sister; therefore will I give 
her cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord GOD; 
Thou shalt drink of thy sister’s 
cup deep and large: thou shalt 
be laughed to scorn and had in 
derision; it containeth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with 
drunkenness and sorrow, with 
the cup of astonishment and 
desolation, with the cup of thy 
sister S4-ma’ri- -a. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and 
suck if out, and thou shalt break 
the sherds thereof, and pluck off 
thine own breasts: for I have 
spoken it, saith the Lord GOD. 

35 Therefore thus saith the 
Lord GOD; Because thou hast 
forgotten me, and cast me be- 
hind thy back, therefore bear 
thou also thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms.

36 § The LORD said moreover 
unto me; Son of man, wilt thou 
judge A-hd/lah and A-h6ol’i-bah? 
yea, declare unto them their 
abominations; . 

37 That they have committed 
adultery, and blood is in their 
hands, and with their idols have 
they committed adultery, and 
have also caused their sons, 
whom they bare unto me, to 
pass for them through the fire, 
to devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have 
done unto me: they have defiled 
my sanctuary in the same day, 
and have profaned my sabbaths.

42 And a voice of a multitude 
being at ease was with her: and 
with the men of the common 
sort were brought Sda-bé’ans 
from the wilderness, which put 
bracelets upon their hands, and 
beautiful crowns upon their 
heads. 

43 Then said I unto_her that 
was old in adulteries, Will they 
now commit whoredoms with 
her, and she with them? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that 
playeth the harlot: so went they 
in unto A-h6’Jah and unto A-hol’i- 
bah, the lewd women. 

45 § And the righteous men, 
they shall judge them after the 
manner of adulteresses, and after 
the manner of women that shed 
blood; because they are adul- 
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teresses, and blood is in their 
ands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord 
GoD; I will bring up a company 
upon them, and will give them 
to be removed and spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and dispatch 
them with their swords; they 
shall slay their sons and their 
daughters, and burn up their 
houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness 
to cease out of the land, that all 
women may be taught not to do 
after your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense 
your lewdness upon you, and ye 
shall bear the sins of your idols:

7 Fine linen with broidered 
work from E’gypt was that which 
thou spreadest forth to be thy 
sail; blue and purple from the 
isles of E-li’shah was that which 
covered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zi’don and 
Ar’vad were thy mariners: thy 
wise men, O Ty’rus, that were in 
thee, were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gé’bal and 
the wise men thereof were in thee 
thy calkers: all the ships of the 
sea with their mariners were in 
thee to occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Pér’sia and of Lud 
and of Phtt were in thine army, 
thy men of war: they hanged 
the shield and helmet in thee; 
they set forth thy comeliness. 

1 The men of Ar’vad with 
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thine army were upon thy walls 
round about, and the Gam’ma- 
dims were in thy towers: they 
hanged their shields upon thy 
walls round about; they have 
made thy beauty perfect. 

12 Tar’shish was thy mer- 
chant by reason of the multitude 
of all kind of riches; with 
silver, iron, tin, and lead, they 
traded in thy fairs. 

13 Ja’van, Tu’bal, and Mé’- 
shech, they were thy merchants: 
they traded the persons of men 
and vessels of brass in thy 
market. i 

14 They of the house of To-|s 
gdar’mah traded in thy fairs with 
horses and horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of Dé’dan were 
thy merchants; many isles were 
the merchandise of thine hand: 
they brought thee for a present 
horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syr’i-a was thy merchant 
by reason of the multitude of 
the wares of thy making: they 
occupied in thy fairs with 
emeralds, purple, and broidered 
work, ong fine linen, and coral, 
and ag 

17 Ji’ iia and the land of Is’- 
ra-el, they were thy merchants: 
they ‘traded in thy market wheat 
of Min’nith, and Pan’nag, and 
honey, and oil, and balm. 

18 Da-mas’cus was thy mer- 
chant in the multitude of the 
wares of thy making, for the 
multitude of all riches; in the 
wine of Hél’bon, and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Ja’van going 
to and fro occupied in thy fairs: 
bright iron, cassia, and calamus, 
were in thy market. 

20 Dé’dan was thy merchant 
in precious clothes for chariots. 

21 A-ra’bi-a, and all the princes 
of Ké’dar, they occupied with 
thee in lambs, and rams, and 
goats: in these were they thy 
merchants. 

22 The merchants of Shé’ba 
and Ra’a-mah, they were thy 
merchants: they occupied in thy 
fairs with chief of all spices, and 
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a all precious stones, and 
gold. 
_23 Ha’ran, and Can’neh, and 
E/dén, the merchants of Shé’ba, 
As’shur, and Chil’mad, were thy 
merchants. 
_24 These were thy merchants 
in all sorts of things, in blue 
clothes, and broidered; work, 
and in chests of rich apparel, 
bound with cords, and made of 
cedar, among thy merchandise. 
25 The ships of Tar’shish did 
sing of thee in thy market: and 
thou wast replenished, and made 
ee glorious in the midst of the 


: 26 ‘§ Thy rowers have brought 
thee into great waters: the 
east wind hath broken thee in 
the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, 
thy merchandise, thy mariners, 
and thy pilots, thy calkers, and 
the occupiers of thy merchan- 
dise, and all thy men of war, 
that are in thee, and in all thy 

company which is in the midst 
of thee, shall fall into the midst 
of the seas in the day of thy 


ruin. 

28 The suburbs shal! shake at 
the sound of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 And all that handle the oar, 
the mariners, and all the pilots 
of the sea, shall come down from 
their ships, they shall stand upon 
the land;

15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance unto the face of 
the porch of the inner gate were 
ty cubits. 
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16 And there were narrow 
windows to the little chambers, 
and to their posts within the gate 
round about, and likewise to the 
arches: and windows’ were 
round about inward: and upon 
each post were paim trees. | 

17 Then brought he me into 
the outward court, and, lo, there 
were chambers, and a pavement 
made for the court round about: 
thirty chambers: were upon the 
pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the 
side of the gates over against the 





length of the gates was the lower 
pavement. 
19 Then he measured the 


breadth from the forefront of the 
lower gate unto the forefront of 
the inner court without, an 
hundred cubits eastward and 
northward. 

20 § And the gate of the out- 
ward court that looked toward 
the north, he measured the length 
thereof, and the breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers 
thereof were three on this side 
and three on that side; and the 
posts thereof and the arches 
thereof were after the measure 
of the first gate: the length there- 
of was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and 
their arches, and their palm trees, 
were after the measure of the 
gate that looketh toward the east;

23 And the gate of the inner 
court was over against the gate 
toward the north, and toward the 
east; and he measured from 
gate to gate an hundred cubits. 

24 4 After that he brought me 
toward the south, and behold a 
gate toward the south: and he 
measured the posts thereof and 
the arches thereof according to 
these measures. 

25 And there were windows in 
it and in the arches thereof round 
about, like those windows: the 
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length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps 
to go up to it, and the arches 
thereof were before them: and it 
had palm trees, one on this side, 
and another on that side, upon 
the posts thereof. 

27 And there was a gate in the 
inner court toward the south: 
and he measured from gate to 
gate toward the south an hun- 
dred cubits. . 

28 And he brought me to the 
inner court by the south gate: 
and he measured the south gate 
according to these measures; 

29 And the little chambers 
thereof, and the posts thereof, 
and the arches thereof, according 
to these measures: and there 
were windows in it and in the 
arches thereof round about: if 
was fifty cubits long, and five and 
twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were five and twenty cubits long, 
and five cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and 
palm trees were upon the posts 
thereof: and the going up to it 
had eight steps. 

32 4 And he brought me into 
the inner court toward the east: 
and he measured the gate accord- 
ing to these measures. 

33 And the little chambers 
thereof, and the posts thereof, 
and the arches thereof, were ac< 
cording to these measures: and 
there were windows therein and 
in the arches thereof round about: 
it was fifty cubits long, and five 
and twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; and 
palm trees were upon the posts 
thereof, on this side, and on that 
side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

35 ¥ And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured it ac- 
cording to these measures; 

36 The little chambers thereof, 
the posts thereof, and the arches 
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thereof, and the windows to it 
round about: the length was 
fifty cubits, and the breadth five 
and twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof, 
on this side.and on that side: and 
the going up to it had eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the 
entries thereof were by the posts 
of the gates, where they washed 
the burnt offering. 

39 4 And in the porch of the 
gate were two tables on this side, 
and two tables on that side, to 
slay thereon the burnt offering 
and the sin offering and the 
trespass offering. 

40 And at the side without, as 
One goeth up to the entry of the 
north gate, were two tables; and 
on the other side, which was at 

the porch of the gate, were two 

tables. 
41 Four tables were on this 
side, and four tables on that side, 
by the side of the gate; eight 
tables, whereupon they slew their 
Sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering, 
of a cubit and an halflong, anda 
cubit and an half broad, and one 
cubit high: whereupon also they 
laid the instruments wherewith 
they slew the burnt offering and 
the sacrifice. _ 

43 And within were hooks, 

-an hand broad, fastened round 
about: and upon the tables was 
the flesh of the offering, 

44 4 And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers 
in the inner court, which was at 

the side of the north gate; and 
their prospect was toward the 
south: one at the side of the east 
gate having the prospect toward 
the north. ; f 

45 And he said unto me, This 

chamber, whose. prospect is 

‘toward the south, is for the 
priests, 'the keepers of the 
charge of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose 
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prospect is toward the north is 
for the priests, the keepers of the 
charge of the altar: these are the 
sons of Za’dék among the sons 
of Lé’vi, which come near to the 
LORD to minister unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, 
an hundred cubits long, and an 
hundred cubits broad. foursaquare: 
and the altar that was before the 
house. 

48 4 And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and meas- 
ured each post of the porch, five 
cubits on this side, and five cubits 
on that side: and the breadth of 
the gate was three cubits on this. 
side, and three cubits on that side. 

49 The length of the porch 
was twenty cubits, and the 
breadth eleven cubits; and he 
brought me by the steps whereby 
they went up to it: and there 
were pillars by the posts, one 
on this side, and another on 
that side.

Measures, parts, chambers, and orna- 
ments of the temple. 
FTERWARD he brought me 
to the temple, and meas- 
ured the posts, six cubits broad 
on the one side, and six cubits 
broad on the other side, which 
was the breadth of the taber- 
nacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door 
was ten cubits; and the sides of 
the door were five cubits on the 
one side, and five cubits on the 
other side: and he measured the 
length thereof, forty cubits: and.

18 And it was made with 
cherubims and palm trees, so that 
a palm tree was between a cherub 
and a cherub; and every cherub 
had two faces; 

19 So that the face of a man 
was toward the palm tree on the 
one side, and the face of a young 
lion toward the palm tree on the 
other side: if was made through 
all the house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above 
the door were cherubims and 
palm trees made, and on the wall 
of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple 
were squared, and the face of the 
sanctuary; the appearance of the 
one asthe appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length there- 
of two cubits; and the corners 
thereof, and the length thereof, 
and the walls thereof, were of 
wood: and he said unto me; 
This is the table that is before 
the LORD. 

23 And the temple and the 
sanctuary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two 
leaves abdiece, two turning leaves; 
two leaves for the one door, and 
two leaves for the other door. 
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25 And there were made on 
them, on the doors of the temple. 
cherubims and palm trees, like as 
were made upon the walls; and 
there were thick planks upon the 
face of the porch without. 

26 And theré were narrow 
windows and palm trees on the 
one side and on the other side, 
on the sides of the porch, and 
upon the side chambers of the 
house, and thick planks.

HEN he brought me forth 
into the utter court, the way 
toward thenorth: andhe brought 
me. into the chamber that was 
over against the separate place, 
and which was before the build- 
ing toward the north. 

2 Before the length of an hun- 
dred cubits was the north door, 
and the breadth was fifty cubits. 

3 Over against the twenty 
cubits which were for the inner 
court, and over against the pave- 
ment which was for the utter 
court, was gallery against gallery 
in three sfories. 

4 And before the chambers wes 
a walk of ten cubits breadth in- 
ward, a way of one cubit; and 
their doors toward the north. 

5 Now the upper chambers 
were shorter: for the galleries 
were higher than these, than the 
lower, and than the middlemost 
of the building. , 

6 For they were in three sfories, 
but had not pillars as the pillars 
ef the courts: therefore the 
building was straitened more 
than the lowest and the middle- 
most from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was with- 
out over against the chambers, 
toward the utter court on the 
forepart of the chambers, the 
length thereof was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that weve in the utter court was 
fifty cubits: and, lo, before the 
temmple were an hundred cubits. 
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oO And from under these cham- 
bers was the entry on the east 
side, as one goeth into them from 
the utter court. 

10 The chambers were in the 
thickness of the wall of the court 
toward the east, over against the 
separate place, and over against 
the building. 

11 And the way before them 
was like the appearance of the 
chambers which were toward the 
north, as long as they, and as 
broad as they: and all their 
goings out were both according 
to their fashions, and according 
to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors 
of the chambers that were to- 
ward the south was a door in the 
head of the way, even the way 
directly before the wall toward the 
east, as one entereth into them. 

13 { Then said he unto me, The 


north chambers and the south 


chambers, which are before the 
separate place, they be holy 
chambers, where the priests that 
approach unto the LORD shall 
eat the most holy things: there 
shall they lay the most holy 
things, and the meat offering, and 
the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; for the place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter there- 
in, then shall they not go out of 
the holy place into the utter court, 
but there they shall lay their gar- 
ments wherein they minister; for 
they are holy; and shall put on 
other garments, and shall ap- 
proach to those things which are 
for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an 
end of measuring the inner 
house, he brought me forth to- 
ward the gate whose prospect is 
toward the east, and measured 
it round about. I 

16 He measured the east side 
with the measuring reed, five 
hundred reeds, with the measur- 
ing reed round about. { 

17 He measured the north side, 
five hundred reeds, with the 
measuring reed round about. 
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18 He measured the south side, 
five hundred reeds, with the 
measuring reed. 

19 4 He turned about to the 
west side, and measured five 
hundred reeds with the measur- 
ing reed. 

20 He measured it by the four 
sides: it hada wall round about, 
five hundred reeds long, and five 
hundred broad, to make a sepa- 
ration between the sauctuary and 
the profane place. _

23 When thou hast made an 
end of cleansing if, thou shalt 
offer a young bullock without 
blemish, and a ram out of the 
flock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them 
before the LORD, and the priests 
shall cast salt upon them, and 
they shall offer them up for a 
burnt offering unto the LORD. 

25 Seven days shalt thou pre- 
pare every day a goat for a sin 
offering: they shall also prepare 
a young bullock, and a ram out 
of the flock, without blemish. 
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26 Seven days shall they purge 
the altar and purify it; and they 
shall consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are 
expired, it shall be, that upon the 
eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt 
offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will ac- 
cept you, saith the Lord GoD. 


CHAPTER 44 846 
4 The north gate entrance. 9% Levites 
are reproved. 15 Sons of Zadok 
accepted. 17 Priests’ ordinances. 
HEN he brought me back the 
way of the gate of the out- 
ward sanctuary which looketh 
toward the east; and it was shut. 

2 Then said the LORD unto me; 
This gate shall be shut, it shail 
not be opened, and no man shall 
enter in by it; because the LORD, 
the God of is’ra-el, hath entered 
in by it, therefore it shall be shut. 

3 It is for the prince; the 
prince, he shall sit in it to eat 
bread before the LORD; he shall 
enter by the way of the porch of 
that gate, and shall go out by the 
way of the same. 

4 4 Then brought he me the 
way of the north gate before the 
house: and I looked, and, be- 
hold, the glory of the LORD filled 
the house of the LORD: and I 
fell upon my face. _- 

5 And the LORD said unto me, 
Son of man, mark well, and be- 
hold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears all that I say unto 
thee concerning all the_ ordi- 
nances of the house of the LORD, 
and all the laws thereof; and 
mark well the entering in of the 
house, with every going forth of 
the sanctuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the 
rebellious, even to the house of 
is’ra-el, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; O ye house of Is’ra-el, 
let it suffice you of all your 
abominations, : 

In that ye have brought into 
my sanctuary strangers, uncif- 
cumcised in heart, and uncircum- 
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cised in flesh, to be in my sanc- 
tuary, to pollute it, even my 
house, when ye offer my bread, 
the fat and the blood, and they 
have broken my covenant be- 
cause of all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the 
charge of mine holy things: but 
ye have set keepers of my charge 
in my sanctuary for your- 
selves. 

9 q Thus saith the Lord GOD; 
No stranger, uncircumcised in 
heart, nor uncircumcised in flesh, 
shall enter into my sanctuary, of 
any stranger that is among the 
children of Is’ra-el. 

10 And the Lé’vites that are 
gone away far from me, when 
Is’ra-el went astray, which went 
astray away from me after their 
1a sa shall even bear their 
iniqui 

11 Yor they shall be ministers 
in my] sanctuary, having charge 
at the gates of the house, and 
ministering to the house: they 
shali slay the burnt offering and 
the sacrifice for the people, and 
they shall stand before them to 
minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and 
caused the house of Is’ra-el to 
fall into inquity; therefore have 
I lifted up mine hand against 
them, saith the Lord GOD, and 
they shall bear their iniquity. 

13 And they shall not come 
near unto me, to do the office of a 
priest unto me, nor to come near 
to any of my holy things, in the 
most holy place: but they shall 
bear their shame, and their 
abominations which they have 
committed. 

14 ButI will make them keep- 
ers of the charge of the house, for 
all the service thereof, and for all 
that shall be done therein. 

15 ¢ But the priests the Lé’- 
vites, the sons of Za’dodk, that 
kept the charge of my sanctuary 
when the children of fIs’ra-el 
went astray from me, they shall 
come near to me to minister unto

me, and they shall stand before 
me to offer unto me the fat and 
the blood, saith the Lord Gop: 

16 They shall enter into my 
sanctuary, and they shall come 
near to my table, to minister 
unto me, and they shall keep my 
charge. 

17 4 And it shall come to pass, 
that when they enter in at the — 
gates of the inner court, they 
shall be clothed with linen gar- 
ments; and no wool shall come 
upon them, whiles they minister 
in the gates of the inner court, 
and within. 

18 They shall have linen bon- 
nets upon their heads, and shall 
have linen breeches upon their 
loins; they shail not gird them- 
selves with any thing that caus- 
eth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into 
the utter court, even into the 
utter court to the people, they 
shall put off their garments 
wherein they ministered, and lay - 
them in the holy chambers, and 
they shall put on other garments} 
and they shall not sanctify the 
people with their garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave 
their heads, nor suffer their locks 
to grow long; they shall only 
poll their heads. 

21 Neither shail any priest 
drink wine, when they enter into 
the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for 
their wives a widow, nor her that 
is put away: but they shall take 
maidens of the seed of the hcuse 
of is’ra-el, ora widow that hada 
priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my 
people the difference between the 
holy and profane, and cause them 
to discern between the unclean 
and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they 
shall stand in judgment; and 
they shall judge it according to 
my judgments: and they shail 
keep my laws and my statutes 
in all mine assemblies; and they 
shall hallow my sabbaths, 
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25 And they shall come at no 
dead person to defile themselves: 
but for father, or for mother, or 
for son, or for daughter, for 
brother, or for sister that hath 
had no husband, they may defile 
themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, 
they shall reckon unto him seven 


ays. 

27 And in the day that he goeth 

into the sanctuary, unto the inner 
court, to minister in the sanc- 
-tuary, he shall offer his sin 
_ offering, saith the Lord GOD. 
28 And it shall be unto them for 
an inheritance: I am their in- 
heritance: and ye shall give them 
mo possession in Is’ra-el: I am 
_ their possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat of- 
fering, and the sin offering, and 
the trespass offering; and every 
dedicated thing in Is’ra-el shall 
be theirs. 

30 And the first of all the 
firstfruits of all things. and every 
oblation of all, of every sort of 
your oblations, shall be the 
priest’s: ye shail also give unto 
the priest the first of your dough, 
that he may cause the blessing to 
rest in thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of 
any thing thatis dead of itself, or 
torn, whether it be fowl or beast. 


847 CHAPTER 45 
Partition of land for sanctuary, city, 
and prince. 


OREOVER, when ye shall 

divide by lot the land for 
inheritance, ye shall offer an 
oblation unto the LORD, an holy 
portion of the land: the length 
shall be the length of five and 
twenty thousand reeds, and the 
breadth shall be ten thousand. 
This shail be holy in all the 
borders thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the 
sanctuary five hundred inlength, 
with five hundred in breadth, 
square round about; and fifty 
cubits round about for the sub- 
urbs thereof. 
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3 And of this measure shalt 
thou measure the length of five 
and twenty thousand, and the 
breadth of ten thousand: and in 
it shall be the sanctuary and the 
most holy place. 

4 The holy portion of the land 
shall be for the priests the min- 
isters of the sanctuary, which 
shall come near to minister unto 
the LORD: and it shall be a 
place for their houses, and an 
holy place for the sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty 
thousand of length, and the ten © 
thousand of breadth, shall also 
the Lé’vites, the ministers of the 
house, have for themselves, for a 
possession for twenty chambers. 

And ye shall appoint the 
possession of the city five thou- 
sand broad, and five and twenty 
thousand long, over against the 
oblation of the holy portion: it 
shall be for the whole house of 
Is’ra-el. : 

7 4 And a portion shall be for 
the prince on the one side and on 
the other side of the oblation of 
the holy portion, and of the pos- 
session of the city, before the ob- 
lation of the holy portion, and 
before the possession of the city, 
from the west side westward, 
and from the east side eastward: 
and the length shall be over 
against one of the portions, from 
the west border-unto the east 
border. 

8 In the land shall be his pos- 
session in Is’ra-el: and my prin- 
ces shall no more oppress my 
people; and the rest of the land 
shall they give to the house of 
is’ra-el according to their tribes. 

9 ¥ Thus saith the Lord Gob; 
Let it suffice you, O princes of 
Is’ra-el: remove violence .and 
spoil, and execute judgment and 
justice, take away your exac- 
tions from my people, saith the 
Lord GOD. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, 
and a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 Theephah and the bath shail 
be of one measure, that the bath 
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may contain the tenth part of an 
homer, and the ephah the tenth 
part of an homer: the measure 
thereof shall be after the homer. 

12 And the shekel shall be 
twenty gerahs: twenty shekels, 
five and twenty shekels, fifteen 
shekels, shall be your maneh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye 
shall offer: the sixth part of an 
ephah of an homer of wheat, and 
ye shall give the-sixth part of an 
ephah of an homer of barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance o 
oil, the bath of oil, ye shall offer 
the tenth part of a bath out of the 
cor, which is an homer of ten 
baths; for ten baths are an 
homer: 

15 And one lamb out of the 
flock, out of two hundred, out of 
the fat pastures of Is’ra-el; for 
a meat offering, and for a burnt 
offering, and for peace offerings, 
to make peconeiialgs for them, 
pas the Lord Go 

6 All the ee of the land 
shall give this oblation for the 
prince in Is’ra-el. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s 
part fo give burnt offerings, and 
meat offerings, and drink offer- 
ings, in the feasts, and in the new 
moons, and in the sabbaths, in all 
solemnities of the house of is’- 
ra-el: he shall prepare the sin 
offering, and the meat offering, 
and the burnt offering, and the 
peace offerings, to make rec- 
onciliation for the house of 
Is’ra-el. 

18 Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
In the first month, in the first day 
of the month, thou shalt take a 
young bullock without blemish, 
and cleanse the sanctuary: 

19 And the priest shall take of 
the blood of the sin offering, and 
put 7¢ upon the posts of the house, 
and upon the four corners of the 
settle of the altar, and upon the 
posts of the gate of the inner 
court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the 
seventh day of the month for 
every one that erreth, and for 
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him that is simple: so shall ye 
reconcile the house. 

21 In the first month, in the 
fourteenth day of the month, ye 
shall have the passover, a feast 
of seven days; unleavened bread 
shall be eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall 
the prince prepare for himself 
and for all the people of the land 
a bullock for a sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast 
he shall prepare a burnt offering 
to the LORD, seven bullocks and 
seven rams without blemish daily 
the seven days; and a_ kid of the 
goats daily for a sin offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat 
offering of an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah for a ram, and an 
hin of oil for an ephah. 

25 In the seventh month, in the 
fifteenth day of the month, shall 
he do the like in the feast of the 
seven days, according to the sin 
offering, according to the burnt — 
offering, and according to the 
ie On aes and according to

CHAPTER 46 848 
Ordinances for prince and people in 
worship. 


SRM saith the Lord GOD; 
The gate of the inner court 
that looketh toward the east shall 
be shut the six working days; but 
on the sabbath it shall be opened, 
and in the day of the new moon it 
an be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by 
the way of the porch of that gate 
without, and shall stand by the 
post of the gate, and the priests 
shall prepare his burnt offering 
and his peace offerings, and he 
shali worship at the threshold of 
the gate: then he shall go forth; 
but the gate shall not be shut 
until the evening. 

3 Likewise the people of the 
land shall worship at the door of 
this gate before the LORD in the 
sabbaths and in the new moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that 
the prince shall offer unto the 
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_LORD in the sabbath day shail be 
“six lambs without blemish, and a 
ram. without blemish. 

-5 And the meat offering shall 
_be an ephah for a ram, and the 
_mneat offering for the lambs as he 
shall be able to give, and an hin 

of oil to an ephah. 

_ 6 And in the day of the new 
moon if shall be a young bullock 
without blemish, and six lambs, 
and aram: they shall be without 
blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat 
offering, an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah for a ram, and for 
the lambs according as his hand 
shall attain unto, and an hin of 
oil to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall 
enter, he shall go in by the way 
of the porch of that gate, and he 
shall go forth by the way thereof. 

9 § But when the people of the 
land shall come before the LORD 
in the solemn feasts, he that en- 
tereth in by the way of the north 
gate to worship shall go out by 
the way of the south gate; and 
he that entereth by the way of the 
south gate shall go forth by the 
way of the north gate: he shall 
not return by the way of the gate 
whereby he came in, but shall go 
forth over against it. ; 
-10 And the prince in the midst 
of them, when they go in, shall 
go in; and when they go forth, 
shall go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the 
solemnities the meat offering 
shall be an ephah to a bullock, 
and an ephah to a ram, and to the 
lambs as he is able to give, and 
an hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall 
prepare a voluntary burnt offer- 
ing or peace offerings voluntarily 
unto the LORD, one shall then 
open him the gate that looketh to- 
ward the east, and he shall pre- 
pare his burnt offering and his 
peace offerings, as he did on the 
sabbath day: then he shall go 
forth; and after his going forth 
one shali shut the gate. 
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13 Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt offering unto the LORD ofa 
lamb of the first year without 
blemish: thou shalt prepare it 
every morning. 

14 And thou shalt prepare a 
meat offering for it every morn- 
ing, the sixth part of an ephah, 
and the third part of an hin of oil, 
to temper with the fine flour; a 
meat offering continually by a per- 
petual ordinance unto the LORD. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the 
lamb, and the meat offering, and 
the oil, every morning for a con- 
tinual burnt offering. 

16 4 Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
If the prince give a gift unto any 
of his sons, the inheritance there- 
of shall be his sons’; it shall be 
their possession by inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his in- 
heritance to one of his servants, 
then it shall be his to the year of 
liberty; after it shall return to the 
prince: but his inheritance shall 
be his sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall 
not take of the people’s inherit- 
ance by oppression, to thrust 
them out of their possession; buf 
he shail give his sons inheritance 
out of his own possession: that 
my people be not scattered every 
man Sete his possession. 

19 §¢ After he brought me 
through the entry, which was at 
the side of the gate, into the holy 
chambers of the priests, which 
locked toward the north: and, 
behold, there was a place on the 
two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This 
is the place where the priests 
shall boil the trespass offering 
and the sin offering, where they 
shall bake the meat offering; 
that they bear them not out into 
the utter court, to sanctify the 
people. 

21 Then he brought me forth 
into the utter court, and caused 
me to pass by the four corners of 
the court; and, behold, in every 
corner of the court there was a 
court.

the sea, the waters shall be 
healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, 
that every thing that liveth, which 
moveth, whithersoever the rivers 
shall come, shall live: and there 
shall be a very great multitude of 
fish, because these waters shall 
come thither: for they shall be 
healed; and every thing shall 
live whither the river cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, 
that the fishers shall stand upon 
it from En-é’di even unto En- 
ég’la-im; they shall be a place to 
spread forth nets; their fish shall 
be according to their kinds, as the 
fish of the great sea, exceeding 
many.

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to give it unto your fathers: and 
this land shall fall unto you for 
inheritance. 
15 And this shall be the border 
of the land toward the north side, 
from the great sea, the way of 
-Hétb’lon, as men go to Zé’dad; 
16 Ha’math, Bé-rd’thah, Sib’- 
-ta-im, which is between the bor- 

der of Da-mas’cus and the border

' 23 And it shall come to pass, 

' that in what tribe the stranger 
sojourneth, there shall ye give 
him his inheritance, saith the 
Lord GOD.

Portions of the tribes and of the sanctuary. 


INO these are the names of 
the tribes. From the north 
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end to the coast of the way of 
Héth’loén, as one goeth to Ha’- 
math, Ha’zar—é’nan, the border 
of Da-mas’cus northward, to the 
coast of Ha’math; for these are 
his sides east and west; a por- 
tion for Dan. 

2 And by the border of Dan, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, a portion for Ash’ér. 

3 And by the border of Ash’ér, 
from the east side even unto the 
west side, a! portion for Naph’ta-li. 

4 And by the border of Naph’- 
ta-li, from the east side unto the 
west side, a portion for Ma-nas’- 


seh. 

5 And by the border of Ma-nas’- 
seh, from the east side unto the 
west side, a portion forE’phra-im. 
_6 And by the border of E’phra- 
im, from the east side even_unto 
the west side, a portion for Rew’- 


ben. 

7 And by the border of Reu’ben, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, a portion for Ja’dah. 

8 4¥ And by the border of Ji’- 
dah, from the east side unto the 
west side, shall be the offering 
which ye shall offer of five 
and twenty thousand reeds in 
breadth, and in length as one 
of the other parts, from the 
east side unto the west side: 
and the sanctuary shall be in 
the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shali 
offer unto the LORD shall be of 
five and twenty thousand in 
length, and of ten thousand in 
breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy obla- 
tion; toward the north five and 
twenty thousand in length, and 
toward the west ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the east ten 
thousand in breadth, and toward 
the south five and twenty thou- 
sand in length: and the sanc- 
tuary of the LORD shall be in the 
midst thereof. : 

11 It shall be for the priests 
that are sanctified of the sons of 
7a'dok; which have kept my

17 And the suburbs of the city 
shall be toward the north two 
hundred and fifty, and toward 
the south two hundred and fifty, 
and toward the east two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the 
west two hundred and fifty. 

18 And the residue in length 
over against the oblation of the 
holy portion shall be ten thou- 
sand eastward, and ten thousand 
westward: and it shall be over 
against the oblation of the holy 
portion; and the increase thereof 
shall be for food unto them that 
serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city 
shall serve it out of all the tribes 
of Is’ra-el. 

20 All the oblation shall be five 
and twenty thousand by five and 
twenty thousand: ye shall offer 
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the holy oblation foursquare, 
with the possession of the city. 

21 § And the residue shall be 
for the prince, on the one side and 
on the other of the holy oblation, 
and of the possession of the city, 
over against the five and twenty 
thousand of the oblation toward 
the east border, and westward 
over against the five and twenty 
thousand toward the west border, 
over against the portions for the 
prince: and it shall be the holy 
oblation; and the sanctuary of 
the house shall be in the midst 
thereof. 

22 Moreover from the posses- 
sion of the Lé’vites, and from the 
possession of the city, being in 
the midst of that which is the 
prince’s, between the border of 
Jii’dah and the border of Bén’ja- 
min, shall be for the prince. | 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Bén’ja-min shall have a 
portion. ane 

24 And by the border of Bén’ja- 
min, from the east side unto the 
west side, Sim’e-on shall have a 
portion. 

25 And by the border of Sim’e- 
on, from the east side unto the 
west side, Is’sa-char a portion. 

26 And by the border of Is’sa- 
char, from the east side unto the 
west side, Zéb’u-lin a portion. — 

27 And by the border of Zéb’u- 
lin, from the east side unto the 
west side, Gad a portion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the 
border shail be even from Ta’-

CHAPTER 1 


3 He and other

851 
1 Time of Daniel. 
princes are selected by Ashpenaz. 
Their wisdom. 
N the third year of the reign of 
Jé-hoi’a-kim king of Ji’dah 
came Néb-u-chad-néz’zar king 
of Bab’y-lon unto Jé-ry’sa-lém, 
and besieged it. : 

2 And the Lord gave Jé-hoi’a- 
kim king of Ji’dah into his hand, 

with part of the vessels of the 
house of God: which he carried 
into the land of Shi’nar to the 
house of his god; and he brought 
the vessels into the treasure 
house of his god. 

3 4 And the king spake unto 
Ash’pe-naz the master of his eu- 
puchs, that he should bring 
certain of the children of 
¥s’ra-el, and of the king’s seed, 
and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no 
blemish, but well favoured, and 
skilful in all wisdom, and cun- 
ning in knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and such as 
had ability in them to stand in 
the king’s palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning and 
the tongue of the Chal-dé’ans. 
And the king appointed them 
a daily provision of the king’s 
meat, and of the wine which he 
drank: so nourishing them three 
years, that at the end thereof 


they might stand before the 
ing. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Ja’dah, Daniel, Han- 

a-ni’ah, Mish’a-el, and Az-a- 
ri’ah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names: for he 
gave unto Dan/‘iel the name of 
Beél-te-shaz’zar; and to Han-a- 
ni/ah, of Sha’drach; and to 
Mish’a-el, of Mé’shach; and to 
Az-a-ti’ah, of A-béd’—ne-g6. 

8 4 But Dan‘iel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile 
himself with the portion of the 
king’s meat, nor with the wine 
which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the 
eunuchs that he might not defile 
himself. 

9 Now God had brought Dan’- 
iel into favour and tender love 
with the prince of the 
eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Dan‘iel, I fear my lord 
the king, who hath appointed 
your meat and your drink: for 
why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children 
which are of your sort? then 
shall ye make me endanger my 
head to the king. 

11 Then said Dan’iel to Mél’- 
zat, whom the prince of the 
eunuchs had set over Dan’iel, 
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Han-a-ni’ah, Mish’a-el, and Az- 
a-ri’ah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days; and let them give 
us pulse to eat, and water to 
drink. 

13 Then let our countenances 
be looked upon before thee, and 
the countenance of the children 
that eat of the portion of the 
king’s meat: and as thou seest, 
deal with thy servants. f 

14 So he consénted to them in 
this matter, and proved them ten 


ays. 

15 And at the end of ten 
days their countenances appeared 
fairer and fatter in flesh than 
all the children which did eat 
the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Mél’zar took away the 
portion of their meat, and the 
wine that they should drink; and 
gave them pulse. 

17 4 As for these four children, 
God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: 
and Dan’iel had understanding 
in all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days 
that the king had said he should 
bring them in, then the prince of 
the eunuchs brought them in be- 
fore Néb-u-chad-néz’zar. 

19 And the king communed 
with them; and among them all 
was found none like Daéan/‘iel, 
Han-a-ni/ah, Mish’a-el, and 
Az-a-ri’/ah: therefore stood they 
before the king. \ 

20 And in all matters of wis- 
dom and understanding, that the 
king enquired of them, he found 
them ten times better than all the 
magicians and astrologers that 
were in all his realm. 

21 And Dan‘iel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cy’rus. 


852 CHAPTER 2

ND in the second year of the 
reign of Néb-u-chad-néz’-

zar Néb-u-chad-néz’/zar dreamed 
dreams, wherewith his spirit 
was troubled, and his sleep 
brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to 
call the magicians, and the 
astrologers, and the sorcerers, 
and the Chal-dé’ans, for to shew 
the king his dreams. So they 
came and stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, 
Ihave dreamed a dream, and my 
spirit was troubled to know the 
dream. 

4 Then spake the Chal-dé’ans 
to the king in Syr’i-ack, O king, 
live for ever: tell thy servants 
the dream, and we will shew the 
interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said 
to the Chal-dé’ans, The thing is 
gone from me: if ye will not 
make known unto me the dream, 
with the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a 
dunghill. 

6 Butif ye shew the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, ye 
shall receive of me gifts and re- 
wards and great honour: there- 
fore shew me the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof. _ 

They answered again and 
said, Let the king tell his servants 
the dream, and we will shew the 
interpretation of it. : 

8 The king answered and said, 
I know of certainty that ye would 
gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. 

9 Butif ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but 
one decree for you: for ye have 
prepared lying and corrupt words 
to speak before me, till the time 
be changed: therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye 
can shew me the interpretation 
thereof. 

10 The Chal-dé’ans answered 
before the king, and said, There 
is not a man upon the earth that 
can shew the king’s matter: 
therefore there is no king, lord, 
nor ruler, fhat asked such things 
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Daniel offers to interpret the dream 
or astrologer, tt the darkness, and the light 


at any magician, 
or Chal-dé’an. c 

11 And if is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the 
king, except the gods, whose 
dwelling is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was 
angry and very furious, and com- 
manded to destroy all the wise 
men of Bab’y-lon. 

13 And the decree went forth 
that the wise men should be 
slain: and they sought Dan’iel 
and his fellows to be slain. 

14 § Then Dan’iel answered 
with counsel and wisdom to 
A’ri-6ch the captain of the king’s 
guard, which was gone forth to 
slay the ,wise men of Bab’y- 


on: 

15 He answered and said to 
A’ri-6ch the king’s captain, Why 
is the decree so hasty from the 
king? Then A’ri-dch made the

16 Then Dan’iel went in, and 
desired of the king that he would 
give him time, and that he would 
shew the king the interpretation. 

17 Then Dan’iel went to his 
house, and made the _ thing 
known to Han-a-ni’ah, Mish’a-el, 
and Az-a-ri’ah, his companions: 

i8 That they would desire 
mercies of the God of heaven 
concerning this secret; that 

Dan'iel and his fellows should 
not perish with the rest of the 
wise men of Bab’y-lon. 

19 4 Then was the secret re- 
vealed unto Daniel in a night 

tision. Then Dan/‘iel blessed 
the God of heaven. 

20 D&n’‘iel answered and said, 
Blessed be the name of God for 
ever and ever: for wisdom and 
mizht are his: 

21 And he changeth the times 
and the seasons: he removeth 
kings, and setteth up kings: he 
giveth wisdom unto the wise, and 
knowledge to them that know 
understanding: 

22 He revealeth the deep and 

secret things: he knoweth what

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welleth with him. 

23 Ithank thee, and praise thee, 
O thou God of my fathers, who 
hast given me wisdom and might, 
and hast made known unto me 
now what we desired of thee: for 
thou hast now made known unto 
us the king’s matter. 

24 § Therefore Dan’iel went in 
unto A’ri-6ch, whom the king had 
ordained to destroy the wise men 
of Bab’y-lon: he_went and said 
thus unto him; Destroy not the 
wise men of Bab’y-lon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will 
shew unto the king the interpre- 
tation.

25 Then A’ri-é6ch brought in 
Daniel before the king in haste, 
and said thus unto him, I have 
found a man of the captives of 
Jua’dah, that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king answered and said 
to Dan’iel, whose name was Béli- 
te-shaz’zar, Art thou able to 
make known unto me the dream 
which I have seen, and the in- 
terpretation thereof? 

27 Dan’‘iel answered in the 
presence of the king, and said, 
The secret which the king hath 
demanded cannot the wise men,

28 But there isa God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and 
maketh known to the king Néb- 
u-chad-néz’zar what shall be in 
the latter days.

36 4 Thisis the dream; and we 


will tell the interpretation thereof 


before the king. ; 

37 Thou, O king, art a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven 
hath given thee a kingdom, 
power, and strength, and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the chil- 
dren of men dwell, the beasts of 
the field and the fowls of the 
heaven hath he given into thine 
hand, and hath made thee ruler 
over them all. Thou art this 
head of gold. { 

39 And after thee shall arise 
another kingdom inferior to 
thee, and another third kingdom 
of brass, which shall bear rule

40 And the fourth kingdom 
shall be strong as iron: foras- 
much as iron breaketh in pieces 
and subdueth all things: and as 
iron that breaketh all these, shall 
it break in pieces and bruise.

42 And as the toes of the feet 

were part of iron, and part of 
clay, so the kingdom shall be 
partly strong, and partly 
broken. 
_43 And whereas thou sawest 
iron mixed with miry clay, they 
shall mingle themselves with the 
seed of men: but they shall not 
cleave one to another, even 
as iron is not mixed with 
clay. / 

44 And in the days of these 
kings shall the God of heaven set 
up a kingdom, which shall never 
be destroyed: and the kingdom 
shall not be left to other people, 
but it shall break in pieces and 


consume all these kingdoms, and ) 


it shall stand for ever. 


45 Forasmuch as thou sawest_ 
that the stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and 


that it brake in pieces the iron, 
the brass, the clay, the silver, and 
the gold; the great God hath 
made known to the king what 
shall come to pass hereafter: 
and the dream is certain, and the 


interpretation thereof sure. 


46 4 Then the king Néb-u- 
chad-néz’zar fell upon his face, 
and worshipped Dan/iel, and 
commanded that they should 
offer an oblation and sweet 
odous unto him. 


The king answered unto 


Dan’iel, and said, Of a truth it is, 
that your God is a God of gods, 


and a Lord of kings, and a re- 
vealer of secrets, seeing thou

48 Then the king made Dan’‘iel © 


a great man, and gave him many 
great gifts, and made him ruler 
over the whole province of Bab’¥- 
lon, and chief of the governors

49 Then Dan’iel requested of 
the king, and he set Sha’drach, 
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Mé’shach, and A-béd’—ne-g6, over

the gate of the king.

17 If it be so, our God whom 
we serve is able to deliver us from 
the burning fiery furnace, and he 
will deliver us out of thine hand,

18 Butif not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not 
serve thy gods, nor worship the

19 § Then was Néb-u-chad- 
néz’zar full of fury, and the 
form of his visage was changed 
against Sha’drach, Mé’shach, 
and A-béd’—ne-g6: therefore he 
spake, and commanded that they 
should heat the furnace one 
seven times more than it was 
wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the 
most mighty men that were in 
his army to bind Sha’drach, 
Mé’shach, and A-béd’—ne-g6, and 
to cast them into the burning 
fiery furnace.

22 It is thou, O king, that art 
grown and become strong: for 
thy greatness is grown, and 
reacheth unto heaven, and thy 
dominion to the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and an holy one coming 
down from heaven, and saying, 
Hew the tree down, and destroy 
it; yet leave the stump of the 
roots thereof in the earth, even 
with a band of iron and brass, in 
the tender grass of the field; and 
let it be wet with the dew of 
heaven, and let his portion be 
with the beasts of the field, till 
seven times pass over him; 

24 This is the interpretation, O 

g, and this 7s the decree of the 
most High, which is come upon 
my lord the king: 

25 That they shall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling shall 
be with the beasts of the field, and 
they shall make thee to eat grass 
as oxen, and they shall wet thee 
with the dew of heaven, and 
seven times shall pass over thee, 
till thou know that the most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomso- 
ever he will. 

26 And whereas they com- 
manded to leave the stump of the 
tree roots; thy kingdom shall be 
sure unto thee, after that thou 
shalt have known that the heav- 
ens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my 
counsel be acceptable unto thee, 
and break off thy sins by right- 
eousness, and thine iniquities by 
shewing mercy to the poor; if it 
may be a lengthening of thy 
tranquillity. — 

28 { All this came upon the 
king Néb-u-chad-néz’zar.

29 At the end of twelve months 
he walked in the palace of the 
kingdom of Bab’y-lon. ) 

30 The king spake, and said, Is 
not this great Bab’y-lon, that I 
have built for the house of the 
kingdom by the might of my 
power, and for the honour of my 
majesty? : 

31 While the word was in the 
king’s mouth, there fell a voice 
from heaven, saying, O king 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar, to thee it is 
spoken; The kingdom is depart- 
ed from thee. ; 

32 And they shall drive thee 
from men, and thy dwelling shail 
be with the beasts of the field: 
they shall make thee to eat grass 
as oxen, and seven times shall 
pass over thee, until thou know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomesoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the 
thing fulfilled upon Néb-u-chad- 
néz/zar: and he was driven from 
men, and did eat grass as oxen, 
and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven, till his hairs were 
grown like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar lifted up 
mine eyes unto heaven, and mine 
understanding returned unto me, 
and I blessed the most High, and 
I praised and honoured him that 
liveth for ever, whose dominion 
is an everlasting dominion, and 
his kingdom is from generation 
to generation: ' ¢ 

35 And all the inhabitants of 
the earth are reputed as nothing: 
and he doeth according to his 
will in the army of heaven, and 
among the inhabitants of the 
earth: and none can stay his 
hand, or say unto him, What 
doest thou? ; 

36 At the same time my reason 
returned unto me; and for the 
glory of my kingdom, mine hon- 
our and brightness returned unto 
me; and my counsellors and my 
lords sought unto me; and I was 
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established in my kingdom, and 
excellent majesty was added un- 


to me. 

37 Now I Néb-u-chad-néz’zar 
praise and extol and honour the 
King of heaven, all whose works 
are truth, and his ways judg- 
ment: and those that walk in 
pride he is able to abase.

1 Impious feast of Belshazzar. 5 A 
handwriting on the wall. 25 Daniel's 


interpretation. 30 Belshazzar is 
slain and the Medes take possession 
of the monarchy. 
BEL-SHAZ’ZAR the king 
made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank 
wine before the thousand. 

2 Bél-shaz’zar, whiles he tasted 
the wine, commanded to bring 
the golden and silver vessels 
which his father Néb-u-chad- 
néz’zar had taken out of the 
temple which was in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his con- 
cubines, might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden 
vessels that were taken out of 
the temple of the house of God 
which was at Jé-ru’sad-lém; and 
the king, and his princes, his 
wives, and his concubines, drank 
in them. ‘ ‘ 

4 They drank wine, and praised 
the gods of gold, and of silver, of 
brass, of iron, of wood, and of 
stone. 

5 4In the same hour came 
forth fingers of a man’s hand, and 
wrote over against the candle- 
stick upon the plaister of the wall 
of the king’s palace: and the 
king saw the part of the hand 
that wrote. | 

6 Then the king’s countenance 
was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints 
of his loins were loosed, and his 
knees smote one against another. 
_7 The king cried aloud to bring 
in the astrologers, the Chal-dé’- 
ans, and the soothsayers. And 
the king spake, and said to the

11 There is a man in thy king- 
dom, in whom is the spirit of the 
holy gods; and in the days of thy 
father light and understanding 
and wisdom, like the wisdom of 
the gods, was found in him; 
whom the king Néb-u-chad- 
néz’zar thy father, the king, / 
say, thy father, made master of 
the magicians, astrologers, Chal- 
dé’ans, and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and un- 
derstanding, interpreting of 
dreams, and shewing of hard 
sentences, and dissolving of 
doubts, were found in the same 
Dan‘iel, whom the king named 
Bél-te-shaz’zar: now let Dan’iel 
be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. ; 

13 Then was Dan’iel brought in 
before the king. And the king 
spake and said unto Dan’iel, Art 
thou that Dan‘iel, which art of 
the children of the captivity of 
Ta’dah, whom the king my fa- 
ther brought out of Jew’ry? 

14 I have even heard of thee, 
that the spirit of the gods is in 
thee, and that light and under- 
standing and excellent wisdom 
is found in thee. ; 

15 And now the wise men, the 
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astrologers, have been brought in 
before me, that they should read 
this writing, and make known 
unto me the interpretation there- 
of: but they could not shew the 
interpretation of the thing: 

16 And I have neard of thee, 
that thou canst make interpre- 
tations, and dissolve doubts: 
now if thou canst read the writ- 
ing, and make known to me the 
interpretation thereof, thou shalt 
be clothed with scarlet, and have 
a chain of gold about thy neck, 
and shalt be the third ruler in the 
kingdom. 

17 ¢ Then Dan’iel answered 
and said before the king, Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy 
rewards to another; yet I will 
read the writing unto the king, 
and make known to him the 
interpretation. { 

18 O thou king, the most high 
God gave Néb-u-chad-néz’zar 
thy father a kingdom, and ma- 
jesty, and glory, and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he 
gave him, all people, nations, 
and languages, trembled and 
feared before him: whom he 
would he slew; and whom he 
would he kept alive; and whom 
he would he set up; and whom 
he would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was 
lifted up, and his mind hardened 
in pride, he was deposed: from 
his kingly throne, and they took 
his glory from him: | 

21 And he was driven from the 
sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his 
dweiling was with the wild asses: 
they fed him with grass like oxen,

26 This is the interpretation of 
the thing: ME’NE; God hath 
numbered thy kingdom, and 
finished it. 

_27 TE/KEL; Thou art weighed 
in the balances, and art found 
wanting. 

28 PER’ES; Thy kingdom is di- 
vided, and given to the Médes 
and Pér’sians. é 

29 Thencommanded Bél-shaz’- 
zar, and they clothed Dan’iel 
with scarlet, and put a chain of 
gold about his neck, and made 
a proclamation concerning him, 
that he should be the third ruler 
in the kingdom. 

30 YJ In that night was Bél- 
shaz’zar the king of the Chal- 
dé’ans slain. 

31 And D4&-ri’us the Mé’di-an 
took the kingdom, being about 
threescore and two years old.

1 Daniel is made chief of the presidents. 
4 A conspiracy. 16 He is cast into 
the lions’ den.

T pleased Da-ri’us to set over

thought to set him over the whole 
realm. 

4 4 Then the presidents and 
princes sought to find occasion 
against Dan/iel concerning the 
kingdom; but they could find 
none occasion nor fault; foras- 
much as he was faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault 
found in him. 

5S Then said these men, We 
shall not find any occasion 
against this Daniel, except we 
find it against him concerning the 
law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and 
princes assembled together. to 
the king, and said thus unto him, 
King Da-ri’us, live forever. | 

7 All the presidents of the king- 
dom, the governors, and the 
princes, the counsellors, and the 
captains, have consulted to- 
gether to establish a royal statute, 
and to make a firm decree, that 
whosoever shall ask a petition of 
any God or man for thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, he shall be 
cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the 
decree, and sign the writing, that 
it be not changed, according to 
the law of the Médes and Pér’- 
sians, which altereth not. __ 

Wherefore king Dé-ri’us 
signed the writing and the 
decree. 

10 § Now when Daniel knew 
that the writing was signed, he 
went into his house: and his 
windows being open in his 
chamber toward Jé-ru’sd-lém, 
he kneeled upon his knees three 
times a day, and prayed, and 
gave thanks before his God, as he 
did aforetime.

The king 
answered and said, The thing is 
true, according to the law of the 
Médes and Pér’sians, which al- 
tereth not.

15 Then these men assembled 
unto the king, and said unto the 
king, Know, O king, that the law 
of the Médes and Pér’sians is, 
That no decree nor statute which 
the king establisheth may be 
changed.

So Dan/‘iel was 
taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found upon 
him, because he believed in his

24 § And the king commanded, 
and they brought those men 
which had accused Dan’‘iel, and 
they cast them into the den of 
lions, them, their children, and 
their wives; and the lions had 
the mastery of “hea and brake all 
their bones in pieces or ever they 
came at the bottom of the den. 

25 ¥ Then king Da-ri’us wrote 
unto all people, nations, and lan-

736 I make a decree, That in 
every dominion of my kingdom 
men tremble and fear before the 
God of Dan/’iel: for he 7s the 
living God, and stedfast for ever, 
and his kingdom that which shall 
not be destroyed, and his domin- 
ion shall be even unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, 
and he worketh signs and 
wonders in heaven and in earth, 
who hath delivered Dan’iel from 
the power of the lions. 

28 So this Dan‘iel prospered in 
the reign of Da-ri’us, and in the 
reign of Cy’rus the Pér’sian.

2 Dan’iel spake and said, Isaw 
in my vision by night, and, be- 
hold, the four winds of the heav- 
en strove upon the great sea.

24 And his power shall be 
mighty, but not by his own pow- 
er: and he shall destroy wonder- 
fully, and shall prosper, and 
practise, and shall destroy the 
mighty and the holy people.

22 And he informed me, and 
talked with me, and said, O 
Dan’iel, Iam now come forth to 
give thee skill and understanding, 

23 At the beginning of thy sup- 
plications the commandment 
came forth, and I am come to 
shew thee; for thou art greatly 
beloved: therefore understand 
the matter, and consider the 
Vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are deter- 
mined upon thy people and upen

25 Therefore I say unto you, 
Take no thought for your life, 
what ye shali eat, or what ye 
shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is 
not the life more than meat, an 
the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: 
for they sow not, neither do they 
reap, nor gather into barns; yet 
your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better 
than they? 

27 Which of you by _ taking 
thought can add one cubit unto 
his stature? 

28 And why take ye pou eh for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow; they 
toil not, neither do they spin: 

29 And yet I say unto you, That 
even S6l’o-mon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to 
day is, and to morrow is cast into 
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the oven, shail he not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith? 

31 Therefore take no thought, 
saying, What shall we eat? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Where- 
withal shall we be clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do 
the Gén’tiles seek:) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that ye 
have need of all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the king- 
dom of God, and his righteous- 


ness; and all these things shall | hi 


be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought 
for the morrow: for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things 
of itself. Sufficient unto the day 
zs the evil thereof. 


7 CHAPTER 7 


1 Sermon on the mount continued. 6 
Holy things not for dogs. 13 Exhor- 
tation to enter in at the strait gate.

UDGE not, that ye be not 
judged. 

2 For with what judgment 
ye judge, ye shall be judged: 
and with what measure ye mete, 
it shall be measured to you again. 

3 And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? 

4 Or how wilt thou say to thy 
brother, Let me pull out the mote 
out of thine eye; and, behold, a 
beam is in thine own eye? 

5 Thou hypocrite, first cast out 
the beam out of thine own eye; 
and then shalt thou see clearly to 
cast out the mote out of thy 
brother’s eye. 

6 4 Give'not that which is holy 
unto the dogs, neither cast ye 
your pearls before swine, lest they 
trample them under their feet, 
and turn again and rend you. 

7 4 Ask, and it shall be given 
vou; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened 
unto you: 

8 For every one that asketh re- 
ceiveth; 


and he that seeketh! th 
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findeth; and to him that knock- 
eth it shall be opened. 

9 Or what man is there of you, 
whom if his son ask bread, will 
he give him a stone? 

10 Or if he ask a fish, will he 
give him a serpent? : 

11 If ye then, being evil, know 

how to give good gifts unto your 
children, how much more shall 
your Father which is in heaven 
give ood things to them that ask 
im? 
12 Therefore all things what- 
soever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to them: 
for this is the law and the 
prophets. 

13 { Enter ye in at the strait 
gate: for wide is the gate, and 
broad is the way, that leadeth to 
destruction, and many there be 
which go in thereat: | 

14 Because strait is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which 
leadeth noe life, and few there 
be that find 

15 Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s 
clothing, but inwardly they are 
ravening wolves. =4 

16 Ye shall know them by their 
fruits. Do men gather grapes of 
thorns, or figs of thistles? 

17 Even so every good tree 
bringeth forth good fruit; but a 
corrupt tree bringeth forth evil 
fruit. ( 

18 A good tree cannot bring 
forth evil fruit, neither can a 
eget tree bring forth good 

ruit 

19 Every tree that bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn down, 
and cast into the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye 
shall know them. 

21 4 Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter 
into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my 
Father which is in heaven. 

22 Many will say to me in that 
day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and in 
y name have cast out devils? 
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and in thy name done many 
wonderful works? 

23 And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart 


_ from me, ye that work iniquity. 


24 4 Therefore whosoever hear- 
eth these sayings of. mine, and 
doeth them, I will liken him unto 


_ @ Wise man, which built his house 


upon a rock: 

25 And the rain descended, 
and the floods came, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon that 
house; and it fell not: for it 
was founded upon a rock. 

26 And every one that heareth 
these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a 
foolish man, which built his 
house upon the sand: 

27 And the rain descended, and 
the floods came, and the winds 
blew, and beat upon that house; 
and it fell: and great was the 
fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when 
Jésus had ended these sayings, 
the people were astonished at 
his doctrine: 

29 For he taught them as one 
having authority, and not as the 
scribes.

be thou clean. And immediately 


his leprosy was cleansed. 


4 And Jé’sus saith unto him, 


See thou tell no man; but go thy

way, shew thyself to the priest, 
offer the gift that M6’ses 


- commanded, for a testimony un- 


to them. 
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5 {And when Jé’sus was en- 
tered into C&-pér’na-tim, there 
came unto him a centurion, be- 
seeching him, 

6 And saying, Lord, my servant 
lieth at home sick of the palsy, 
grievously tormented. 

, And Jé’sus saith unto him, I 
will come and heal him. 

8 The centurion answered and 
said, Lord, I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest come under my 
roof: but speak the word only, 
and my servant shall be healed. 

9 For lama man under author- 
ity, having soldiers under me: 
and I say to this man, Go, and he 
goeth; and to another, Come, 
and he cometh; and to my serv- 
ant, Do this, and he doeth if. 

10 When Jé’sus heard it, he 
marvellied, and said to them that 
followed, Verily I say unto you, 
I have not found so great faith, 
no, not in Is’ra-el. 

11 And I say unto you, That 
many shall come from the east 
and west, and shall sit down 
with A’bra-ham, and I’saac, and 
Ja’cob, in the kingdom of heaven. 

12 But the children of the 
kingdom shall be cast out into 
outer darkness: there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

13 And Jé’sus said unto the 
centurion, Go thy way; and as 
thou hast believed, so be it done 
unto thee. And his servant was 
healed in the selfsame hour. 

14 ¢ And when Jé’sus was 
come into Pé’tér’s house, he saw 
his wife’s mother laid, and sick 
of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, 
and the fever left her: and she 





arose, and ministered unto 
them. 
16 § When the even was come, 


they brought unto him many that 
were possessed with devils: and 
he cast out the spirits with his 
oat and healed all that were 
sick:

18 § Now when Jé’sus saw 
great multitudes about him, he 
gave commandment to depart 
unto the other side. 

19 And a certain scribe came, 
and said unto him, Master, I will 
follow thee whithersoever thou 
goest. 

20 And Jé’sus saith unto him, 
The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where 
ee lay his head. 

1 And another of his disciples 
ee unto him, Lord, suffer 
ne first to goand bury my father. 

2 But Jé’sus said unto him, 
Follow me; and let the dead 
bury their dead. 

23 § And when he was entered 
te a ship, his disciples followed 


24 ‘And, behold, there arose a 
great tempest in the sea, inso- 
much that the ship was covered 
with the waves: but he was 
asleep. 

25 And his disciples came to 
him, and awoke him, saying, 
Lord, save us: we perish. 

26 And he saith unto them, 
Why are ye fearful, O ye of little 
faith? Then he arose, and re- 
buked the winds and the sea; 
and there was a great calm. 

27 But the men marvelled, say- 
ing, What manner of man is this, 
that even the winds and the sea 
pOeY him! 

8 § And when he was come 
e the other side into the country 
of the Gér-ge-sénes’, there met 
him two possessed with devils, 
coming out of the tombs, ex- 
ceeding fierce, so that no man 
might pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, 
saying, What have we to do with 
thee, Jé’sus, thou Son of God? 
art thou come hither to torment 
us before the time? 

30 And there was a good way 
off from them an herd of many 
swine feeding.

ND he entered into a ship,

2 And, behold,' they brought to 
him a man Pas of the palsy, lying 
on a bed: d Jé’sus seeing 
their faith anid unto the sick of 
the palsy; Son, be of good cheer; 
thy sins be forgiven thee. 

3 And, behold, certain of the 
scribes said within themselves, 
This man blasphemeth. ; 

4 And Jé’sus knowing their 
thoughts said, Wherefore think 
ye evil in your hearts? 

For whether is easier, to say, 
Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to 
say, Arise, and walk? 

6 But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power on 
earth to forgive sins, (then saith 
he to the sick of the palsy.) Arise, 
take up thy bed, and go unto 
rear h: house. 

7 And he arose, and departed to 
his house. 

8 But when the multitudes saw 
it, they marvelled, and glorified 
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God, which had given such pow- | lowed him, and so did his dis- 


er unto men. 

9 § And as Jé’sus passed forth 
from thence, he saw a man, 
named Mat’thew, sitting at the 
receipt of custom: and he saith 
unto him, Follow me. And he 
arose, and followed him. 

10 § And it came to pass, as 
Jé’sus sat at meat in the house, 
behold, many publicans and sin- 
ners came and sat down with 
him and his disciples. | 
-11 And when the Phar’i-sees 
saw it, they said unto his dis- 
ciples, Why eateth your Master 
with publicans and sinners? 

12 But when Jé’sus heard that, 
he said unto them, They that be 
whole need not a physician, but 
they that are sick. 

13 But go ye and learn what 
that meaneth, I will have 
mercy, and not sacrifice: for I 
am not come to call the right- 
eous, but sinners to repentance. 

14 4 Then came to him the dis- 
ciples of John, saying, Why do 
we and the Phar’i-sees fast oft, 
but thy disciples fast not? 

15 And Jé’sus said unto them, 
Can the children of the bride- 
chamber mourn, as long as the 
bridegroom is with them? but the 
days will come, when the bride- 
groom shall be taken from them, 
and then shall they fast. 

16 No man putteth a piece of 
new cloth unto an old garment, 
for that which is put in to fill it up

17 Neither do men put new 
wine into old bottles: else the 
bottles break, and the wine run- 
neth out, and the bottles perish: 
but they put new wine into new 
bottles, and both are preserved. 

18 { While he spake these 
things unto them, behold, there 
came a certain ruler, and wor- 
shipped him, saying, My daugh- 

‘ter is even now dead: but come 
and lay thy hand upon her, and 
she shall live. 

19 And Jé’sus arose, and fol-

ciples. 

20 § And, behold, a woman, 
which was diseased with an issue 
of blood twelve years, came be- 
hind him, and touched the hem of 
his garment: 

21 For she said within herself, 
If I may but touch his garment, I 
shall be whole. 

22 But Jé’sus turned him about, 
and when he saw her, he said, 
Daughter, be of good comfort; 
thy faith hath made thee whole. 
And the woman was made whole 
from that hour. 

23 And when Jé’sus came into 
the ruler’s house, and saw the 
minstrels and the people making 
a noise, 

24 He said unto them, Give 
place: for the maid is not dead, 
but sleepeth. And they laughed 
him to scorn. 

25 But when the people were 
put forth, he went in, and took 
her by the hand, and the maid 


arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went 
abroad into all that land. 

27 § And when Jé’sus de- 
parted thence, two blind men fol- 
lowed him, crying, and saying, 
Thou son of Da’vid, have mercy 
on us. 

28 And when he was come into 
the house, the blind men came to 
him: and Jé’sus saith unto them, 
Believe ye that I am able to do 
this? They said unto him, Yea, 


ord. 
29 Then touched he their eyes, 
saying, According to your faith 
be it unto you. 

30 And their eyes were opened; 
and Jé’sus straitly charged them, 
saying, See that no man know 


it. 

31 But they, when they were 
departed, spread abroad his 
fame in all that country. 

32 4 As they went out, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb man 
possessed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast 
out, the dumb spake: and the 
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multitudes marvelled, saying, It 
Was never So seen in Is’ra-el. 

34 But the Phar’i-sees said, He 
casteth out devils through the 
prince of the devils. 

35 And Jé’sus went about all 
the cities and villages, teaching 
in their synagogues, and preach- 
ing the gospel of the kingdom, 
and healing every sickness and 
every disease among the people. 

36 4 But when he saw the mul- 
titudes, he was moved with com- 
passion on them, because. they 
fainted, and were scattered 
abroad, as sheep having no shep- 


erd. 

37 Then saith he unto his dis- 
ciples, The harvest truly is plen- 
teous, but the labourers are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 


10 CHAPTER 10 


1 The iwelve apostles sent out 16 
Christ comforts them. 40 A blessing 
promised. 


ND when he had called unto 
him his twelve disciples, he 
gave them power against un- 
clean spirits, to cast them out, 
and to heal all manner of sick- 
ness and all manner of disease. 

2 Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these; The first, 
Simon, who is called Pé’tér, 
and An’drew his brother; James 
the son of Zéb’e-dee, and Jéhn 
his brother; : 

3 Phil’ip, and Bar-thdl’o-mew; 
Thom’as, and Mat’thew the pub- 
lican; James the son of Al- 
phe’us, and Léb-be’us, whose 
surname was Thad-de-us; 

4 Simon the Ca’naan-ite, and 
Ja’das_ is-car’i-ot, who also 
betrayed him. 

5 These twelve Jé’sus sent 
forth, and commanded them, 
saying, Go not into the way of 
the Gén’tiles, and into any city of 
the Sa-mar’i-tans enter ye not: 

6 But go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Is’ra-el. 

@ And as ye go, preach, saying, 


The twelve apostles sent out 
ppp a of heaven is at 


and. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, raise the dead, cast out 
devils: freely ye have received, 
freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor 
silver, nor brass in your purses, 

10 Nor scrip for your journey, 
neither two coats, neither shoes, 
nor yet staves: for the work- 
man is worthy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, enquire who 
in it is worthy; and there abide 
till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an 
house, salute it. - 

13 And if the house be worthy, 
let your peace come upon it: but 
if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. 

14 And whosoever shall not 
receive you, nor hear your words, 
when ye depart out of that house 
or city, shake off the dust of 
your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It 
shall be_ more tolerable for the 
land of Soéd’om and Gé-mér’rha 
in the day of judgment, than for 
that city. 

16 4 Behold, I send you forth 
as sheep in the midst of wolves: 
be ye therefore wise as ser- 
pents, and harmless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for 
they will deliver you up to the 
councils, and they will scourge 


you in their synagogues; 
18 And ye shall be brought 
before governors and kings for 


my sake, for a testimony against 
them and the Gén’tiles. 

19 But when they deliver you 
up, take no thought how or what 
ye shall speak: for it shall be 
given you in that same hour 
what ye shall speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speak, 
but the Spirit of your Father 
which speaketh in you. 

21 And the brother shall de- 
liver up the brother to death, and 
the father the child: and the 


children shall rise up against 


John sends his disciples to Christ 


their parents, and cause them to 
be put to death. 

22 And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but 
he that endureth to the end shall 
be saved. 

23 But when they persecute 
you in this city, flee ye into an- 
other: for verily I say unto you, 
Ye shall not have gone over the 
Cities of is’ra-el, till the Son of 
man be come. : 

24 The disciple is not above his 
master, nor the servant above 
his lord. ney 

25 It is enough for the disciple 
that he be as his master, and the 
servant as his lord. If they have 
called the master of the house 
Bé-él/ze-bitb, how much! more 
shall they call them of his 
household? 

26 Fear them not therefore: 
for there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed; and hid, 
that shall not be known. 

27 What I tell you in darkness, 
that speak ye in light: and what 
ye hear in the ear, that preach ye 
upon the house tops. i 

28 And fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able to 
kill the soul: but rather fear him 
which is able to destroy both 
soul and body in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing? and one of them 
shall not fall on the ground 
without your Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are 
of more value than many spar- 
rows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall 
confess me before men, him wil 
I confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny 
me before men, him will I also 
deny before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

34 Think not that I am come 
to send peace on earth: I came 
not to send peace, but a sword. 

35 For Iam come to set a man 
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at variance against his father, 
and the daughter against her 
mother, and the daughter in law 
against her mother in law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be 
they of his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or 
mother more than me is not 
worthy of me: and he that 
loveth son or daughter more 
than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, is 
not worthy of me. 

39 He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his 
life for my sake shall find it. 

40 ¢ He that receiveth you 
receiveth me, and he that receiv- 
eth me receiveth him that sent 


me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet 
in the name of a prophet shall 
receive a prophet’s reward; and 
he that receiveth a righteous man 
in the name of a righteous man 
shall receive a righteous man’s 
reward. 

42 And whosoever shall give 
to drink unto one of these little 
ones a cup of cold water only in 
the name of a disciple, verily I 
say unto you, he shall in no wise 
lose his reward.

CHAPTER iil 
2 John’s disciples sent to Christ. 7 

Christ’s testimony concerning John. 

25 God’s wisdom is praised by Christ. 

28 Call to those burdened with sin. 
ANP it came to pass, when 

Jé’sus had made an end of 
commanding his twelve dis- 
ciples, he departed thence to 
teach and to preach in their 
cities. 

2 Now when John had heard 
in the prison the works of 
Christ, he sent two of his dis- 
ciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art thou 
he that should come, or do we 
look for another? ' 
4 Jé’sus answered and said 
unto them,"Go and shew John 
again those things which ye do 
hear and see: 
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5 The blind receive their sight, 
and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the 
dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to 


them. 

6 And blessed is he, whoso- 

pes ee not be offended in me. 

7 4 And as they departed, 
Jé’sus began to say unto the 
multitudes concerning John, 
What went ye out into the wilder- 
ness to see? A reed shaken with 
the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to 
see? A man clothed in soft 
raiment? behold, they that wear 
soft clothing are in kings’ houses. 

9 But what went ye out for to 
see?, A prophet? yea, I say unto 
you, ‘and more than a prophet. 

10 For this is he, of whom it is 
written, Behold, sendi my 
messenger before thy face, which 
shall prepare thy way before thee. 
11 Verily I say unto you, 
Among them that are born of 
women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Bap’tist: 
notwithstanding he that is least 
in the kingdom of heaven is 
greater than he. 

12 And from the days of 
John the Bap’tist until now the 
kingdom of heaven suffereth 
violence, and the violent take it 
by force. 

13 For all the prophets and 
the law prophesied until John 

14 And if ye will receive iz, this 
is E-ll’as, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

16 { But whereunto shall I 
liken this generation? It is like 
unto children sitting in the 
markets, and calling unto their 
fellows, ; : 

17 And saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have not 
danced; we have mourned unto 
you, and ye have not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eat- 
ing nor drinking, and they say, 
He hath a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eat- 
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ing and drinking, and they say, 

Behold a man gluttonous, and a 
winebibber, a friend of publicans 
and sinners. But wisdom is 
justified of her children. 

20 4 Then began he to up- 
braid the cities wherein most of 
his mighty works were done, 
because they repented not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Ché-ra/zin! 
woe unto thee, Béth-sa’i-da! for 
if the mighty works, which were 
done in you, had been done in 
Tyre and Si’dén, they would 
have repented long ago in sack- 
cloth and ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for Tyre and 
Si/don at the day of judgment, 
than for you. 

23 And thou, Cda-pér’na-im, 
which art exalted unto heaven, 
shalt be brought down to hell: 
for if the mighty works, which 
have been done in thee, had been 
done in Sdd’om, it would have 
remained until this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That it 
shall be more tolerable for the 


land of Séd’om in ee day of 
judgment, than for thee 
25 that med jJé’sus 


answered and said, I thank thee, 
O Father, Lord of heaven and 
earth, because thou hast hid 
these things from the wise and 
prudent, and hast revealed them 
unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father: for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered un- 
to me of my Father: and no 
man knoweth the Son, but the 

Father; neither knoweth any 
man the Father, save the Son, 
and he to whomsoever the Son 
will reveal him. 

28 | Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and 
I will give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me; for Iam meek 
and lowly in heart: and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. 

30 For my yoke is easy, an 
my burden is light. . 
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12 CHAPTER 12 
1 Pharisees reproved. 22 Blind and 
dumb man healed. 31 Blasphemy 
rebuked. 36 Account shall be made 
: of idle words. 
T that time Jé’sus went on 
the sabbath day through 
the corn; and his disciples were 
an hungred, and began to pluck 
the ears of corn, and to eat. 

2 But when the Phar’i-sees 
saw it, they said unto him, Be- 
hold, thy disciples do _ that 
which is not lawful to do upon 
the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have 
ye not read what Da’vid did, 
when he was an hungred, and 
they that were with him; 

4 How he entered into the 
house of God, and did eat the 
shewbread, which was not law- 
ful for him to eat, neither for 
them which were with him, but 
only for the priests? i 

Or have ye not read in the 
law, how that on the sabbath 
days the priests in the temple 
profane the sabbath, and are 
blameless? ; 

6 But I say unto you, That in 
this place is one greater than 
the temple. 

7 But if ye had known what 
this meaneth, I will have mercy, 
and not sacrifice, ye would not 
have condemned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord 
even of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their syna- 


gogue: 

10 § And, behold, there was a 
man which had his hand wither- 
ed. And they asked him, saying, 
Is it lawful to heal on the 
sabbath days? that they might 
accuse him. 

11 And he said unto them, 
What man shall there be among 
you, that shall have one sheep, 
and if it fall into a pit on the 
sabbath day, will he not lay 
hold on it, and lift if out? 

12 How much then is a man 
better than a sheeo? Wherefore 
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it is lawful to do well on the 
sabbath days. 

13 Then saith he to the man, 
Stretch forth thine hand. And 
he stretched it forth: and it was 
restored whole, like as the other. 

14 { Then the Phar’i-sees went 
out, and held a council against 
ers how they might destroy 


im. 

15 But when Jé’sus knew it, 
he withdrew himself from 
thence: and great multitudes 
followed him, and he healed 
them all; 

16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by E-sa‘ias 
the prophet, saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom 
I have chosen; my beloved, in 
whom my soul is well pleased: 
I will put my spirit, upon him, 
and he shall shew judgment to 
the Gén’tiles. } 

19 He shail not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his 
voice in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking flax shall 
he not quench, till he send forth 
judgment unto victory. 

21 And in his name shall the 
Gén’‘tiles trust. 

22 § Then was brought unto 
him one possessed with a devil, 
blind, and dumb: and he healed 
him, insomuch that the blind 
and dumb both spake and saw. 

23 And all the people were 
amazed, and said, Is not this 
the son of Da’vid? 

24 But when the Phar’i-sees 
heard it, they said, This fellow 
doth not cast out devils, but by 
Bé-él’ze-btb the prince of the 
devils. 5 

25 And Jé’sus_ knew their 
thoughts, and said unto them, 
Every kingdom divided against 
itself is brought to desolation; 
and every city or house divided 
against itself shall not stand: _ 

26 And if Sa’tan cast out Sa’- 
tan, he is divided against him- 
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self; how shall then his king- 
dom stand? 

27 And if I by. Bé-él’ze-bib 
cast out devils, by whom do 
your children cast them out? 
therefore they shall be your 
judges. : 

28 But if I cast out devils by 
the Spirit of God, then the king- 
dom of God is come unto 


you. 

29 Or else how can one enter 
into a strong man’s house, and 
spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man? and then 
he will spoil his house, hs 

30 He that is not with me is 
against me; and he that gather- 
eth not with me _ scattereth 
abroad. 

31 ¥ Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blas- 
phemy shall be forgiven unto 
men: but the blasphemy against 
the Ho’iy Ghést shall not be for- 
given unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a 
word against the Son of man, 
it shallj be forgiven him: but 
whosoever speaketh against the 
Hd'ly Ghost, it shall not be for- 
given him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come. 

33 Either make the tree good, 
and his fruit good; or else 
make the tree corrupt, and his 
fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by his fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how 
can ye, being evil, speak good 
things? for out of the abun- 
dance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the good 
treasure of the heart bringeth 
forth good things: and an evil 
man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things. 

36 But I say unto you, That 
every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt 
be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned. | 

38 { Then certain of the scribes

and of the Phar’i-sees answered, 
saying, Master, we would see a 
sign from thee. 

39 But he answered and said 
unto them, An evil and adulter- 
ous generation seeketh after a 
sign; and there shall no sign 
be given to it, but the sign of the 
prophet J6’nas:

43 When the unclean spirit is 

gone out of a man, he walketh 
through dry places, seeking rest, 
and findeth none. 
_44 Then he saith, I will return 
into my house from whence I 
came out; and when he is come, 
he findeth if empty, swept, and 
garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh 
with himself seven other spirits 
more wicked than himself, and 
they enter in and dwell there: 
and the last state of that man 
is worse than the first. Even so 
shall it be also unto this wicked 
generation. 

46 ¥ While he yet talked to the 
people, behold, Ais mother and 
his brethren stood without, 
desiring to speak with him. 

47 Then one said unto him,

verted, and I should heal 
them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, 
for they see: and your ears, for 
they hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, 
That many prophets and right- 
eous men have desired to see 
those things which ye see, and 
have not seen them; and to 
hear those things which ye hear, 
and have not heard them. 

18 § Hear ye therefore the 
parable of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the 
word of the kingdom, and un- 
derstandeth if not, then cometh 
the wicked one, and catcheth 
away that which was sown in 
his heart. This is he which 
received seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received the 
seed into stony places, the same 
is he that heareth the word, and 
anon’ with joy receiveth it; — 

21 Yet hath he not root in him- 
self, but dureth for a while: for 
when tribulation or persecution 
Saige because of the word, by 

by he is offended. 

ay He also that received seed 
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among the thorns is he that 
heareth the word; and the care 
of this world, and the deceitful- 
ness of riches, choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed 
into the good ground is he that 
heareth the word, and under- 
standeth if; which also beareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some 
an hundredfold, some _ sixty, 
some thirty. 

24 4 Another parable put_he 
forth unto them, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a man which sowed good 
seed in his field: 

25 But while men slept, his 
enemy came and sowed tares 
BOS the wheat, and went his 


"36 But when the blade was 
sprung up, and brought forth 
fruit, then appeared the taresalso. 

27 So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, 
Sir, didst not thou sow good 
seed in thy field? from whence 
then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them, An 
enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him, Wilt 
thou then that we go and gather 
them up?

35 That it might pet “fulfilled 
which was spoken by the proph- 
et, saying, will open my 
mouth in parables; I will utter 

gs which have been kept 
secret from the foundation of 
the world. 

36 Then Jé’sus sent the multi- 
tude away, and went into the 
house: and his disciples came 
unto him, saying, Declare unto 
eeu parable of the tares of the 

eld. 

37 He answered and said unto 
them, He that soweth the good 
seed is the Son of man; 

38 The field is the world; the 
good seed are the children of the 
kingdom; but the tares are the 
children of the wicked one;

7 YWoe unto the world because 
of offences! for it must needs 
be that offences come; but 
woe to that man by whom the 
offence cometh! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, 
and cast them from thee: it is 
better for thee to enter into life 
halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to 
be cast into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, 
-pluck it out, and cast it from 
thee: it is better for thee to 
enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise 
not one of these little ones; for 
I say unto you, That in heaven 
their angels do always_ behold 
the face of my Father which is in 
heaven.

6 And the chief priests took the 
silver pieces, and said, It is not 
lawful for to put them into the 
treasury, because it is the price 
of blood. 

7 And they took counsel, and 
bought with them the potter’s 
field, to bury strangers in.

8 Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of blood, unto 


s day. 

9 Then was fulfilled that which 
Was spoken by Jér’e-my the 
prophet, saying, And they took 
the thirty pieces of silver, the 
price of him that was valued, 
whom they of the children of 
Is’ra-el did value; 

10 And gave them for the pot- 
ter’s field, as the Lord appointed 


me. 

11 And Jé’sus_ stood before 
the governor: and the governor 
asked him, saying, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And Jésus 
said unto him, Thou sayest. 

12 And when he was accused 
of the chief priests and elders, 
he answered nothing. ; 

13 Then said Pi’late unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many 
things they witness against 
thee? 

14 And he answered him to 
hever a word; insomuch that 
the governor marvelled greatly. 

15 Now at that feast the gov- 
ernor was wont to release unto 
the people a prisoner, whom they 
would. 

16 And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Ba-rab’bas. 

17 Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pi’/late said 
unto them, Whom will ye that 
I release unto you? Ba-rab’bas, 
or Jé’sus which is called 
Christ? 

18 For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. 

19 4 When he was set down 
on the judgment seat, his wife 
sent unto him, saying, Have 
thou nothing to do with that 
just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a 
dream because of him. 

20 But the chief priests and 
elders persuaded the multitude 
that they should ask Ba-rab’bas, 
and destroy Jé’sus. 

21 The governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release 
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unto you? They said, Ba- 
rab’bas. 


22 Pi/late saith unto them, 
What shall I do then with 
Jé’sus which is called Christ? 
They all say unto him, Let him 
be crucified. 

23 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But 
they cried out the more, saying, 
Let him be crucified. 

24 §| When Pi’late saw that he 
could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he 
took water, and washed his 
hands before the multitude, say- 
ing, I am innocent of the blood 
of this just person: see ye fo it. 

25 Then answered all the 
people, and said, His blood be 
on us, and on our children. 

26 § Then released he Ba-rab’- 
bas unto them: and when he 
had scourged Jé’sus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the 
governor took Jé’sus into the 
common hall, and gathered 
unto him the whole band of 
soldiers. ; 

28 And they stripped him, and 
put on him a scarlet robe. 

29 ¢ And when they had plat- 
ted a crown of thorns, they put 
it upon his head, and a reed in 
his right hand: and they bowed 
the knee before him, and mocked 
him, saying, Hail, King of the 

ews! 

30 And they spit upon him, 
and took the reed, and smote 
him on the head. 

31 And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe 
off from him, and put his own 
raiment on him, and led him 
away to crucify him. 

32 And as they came out, 
they found a man of Cy-ré’né, 
Si’‘mon by name: him they com- 
pelled to bear his cross. 

33 And when they were come 
unto a place called Gol’g6-tha, 
that is to say, a place of a 
skull, ‘ . 

34 4 They gave him vinegar 
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to drink mingled with gall: and 
when he had tasted thereof, he 
would not drink. 

35 And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting 
lots: that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the proph- 
et, They parted my garments 
among them, and upon my 
vesture did they cast lots. 

36 And sitting down they 
watched him there; 

37 And set up over his head his 
accusation written, THIS IS JE’SUS 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him, one on the 
right hand, and another on the 


e eo 
39 4 And they that passed 
by reviled him, wagging their 


heads, 
40 And saying, Thou that 
destroyest the temple, and 


buildest if in three days, save 
thyself. If thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the cross. 

41 Likewise also the chief 
Priests mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, | 

42 He saved others; himself 
he cannot save. If he be the 
King of is’ra-el, let him now 
come down from the cross, and 
we will believe him. 

43 He trusted in God; let 
him deliver him now, if he will 
have him: for he said, I am the 
Son of God. ; 

44 The thieves. also, which 
were crucified with him, cast 
the same in his teeth. 

45 Now from’ the sixth hour 
there was darkness over all the 
land unto the ninth hour. 

46 And about the ninth hour 
Jé’sus cried with a loud voice, 
saying, E’li, li, 1a’ma sa-bach’- 
tha-ni? that is to say, My God, 
my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? 

47 Some of them that stood 


there, when they heard that, 
said, This man calleth for 
E-li’as.

which slept arose,

63 Saying, Sir, we remember 
that that deceiver said, while 
he was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again. 

64 Command therefore that the 
sepulchre be made sure until the 
third day, lest his disciples come 
by night, and steal him away, 
and say unto the people, He is 
risen from the dead: so the last 
error shall be worse than the first. 
.65 Pilate said unto them, Ye 
have a watch: go your way, 
make if as sure as ye Can. 

66 So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, 
and setting a watch.

HE beginning of the gospel of 
Jé’sus Christ, the Son of 
God; 


2 As it is written in the proph- 
ets, Behold, I send my messenger 
before thy face, which shall pre- 
pare thy way before thee. 

3 The voice of one crying in 
the wilderness, Prepare ye the 
way of the Lord, make his paths 
straight. “ot thd ' 

4 John did baptize in the wil- 
derness, and preach the baptism 
of repentance for the remission 
of sins. 

5 And there went out unto him 
all the land of Ja-dz’a, and they 
of Jé-ru’sd-lém, and were all 
baptized of him in the river of 
Jor’dan, confessing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with 
camel’s hair, and with a girdle of 
a skin about his loins; and he did 
eat locusts and wild honey; 

7 And preached, saying, There 
cometh one mightier than I after 
me, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. : 

8 I indeed have baptized you 
with water: but he shall baptize 
you with the H6’ly Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those 
days, that Jé’sus came from 
Naz’a-réth of Gal’/i-lee, and was 
baptized of John in Jé6r’dan. 

10 And straightway coming up 
out of the water, he saw the 
heavens opened, and the Spirit 
like a dove descending upon 


im: 
11 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased. i ie 
12 And immediately the spirit 
driveth him into the wilderness. 
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13 And he was there in the wil- 
derness forty days, tempted of 
Sa’tan; and was with the wild 
beasts; and the angels minis- 
tered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was 
put in prison, Jé’sus came into 
Gal’i-lee, preaching the gospel 
of the kingdom of God, 

15 And saying, The time is 
fulfilled, and the kingdom of Ged 
is at hand: repent ye, and be- 
lieve the gospel. 

Now as he walked by the 
sea of Gal’i-lee, he saw Si’/mon 
and An’drew his brother casting 
a net into the sea: for they were 
fishers. 

17 And Jé’sus said unto them, 
Come ye after me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of 
men. 

18 And straightway they for- 
sook their nets, and followed him. 
19 And when he had gone a 
little farther thence, he saw 
James the son of Zéb’e-dee, and 
John his brother, who also were 
in the ship mending their nets. 

20 And straightway he called 
them: and they left their father 
Zéb’e-dee in the ship with the 
hired servants, and went after 


im. 
21 And they went into Ca-pér’- 
na-um; and straightway on the 
sabbath day he entered into the 
synagogue, and taught. 

22 they were astonished 
at his doctrine: for he taught 
them as one that had authority, 
and not as the scribes. | , 

23 And there was in their 
synagogue a man with an un- 
clean spirit; and he cried out, 

24 Saying, Let ws alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou 
Jé’sus of Naz’a-réth? art thou 
come to destroy us? I know 
thee Ant, thou art, the Holy One 


of God. 
25 And Jé’sus rebuked him,

saying, Hold thy peace, and come 
out of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with a 
loud voice, he came out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, 
insomuch that they questioned 
among themselves, saying, What 
thing is this? what new doctrine 
is this? for with authority com- 
mandeth he even the unclean 
spirits, and they do obey him. 

8 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout all the 
region round about Gal’i-lee. 

29 And forthwith, when they 
were come out of the synagogue, 
they entered into the house of 
Si‘mon and An’drew, with James 
and John. 

30 But Si’‘mon’s wife’s mother 
lay sick of a fever, and anon they 
tell him of her. 

31 And he came and took her 
by the hand, and lifted her up; 
and immediately the fever left 
her, and she ministered unto 
them. 

32 And at even, when the sun 
did set, they brought unto him 
all that were diseased, and them 
that were possessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered 
together at the door. 

34 And he healed many that 
were sick of divers diseases, and 
cast out many devils; and suf- 
fered not the devils to speak, be- 
cause they knew him. 

35 And in the morning, rising 
up a great while before day, he 
went out, and departed into a 
solitary place, and there prayed. 

36 And Si’mon and they that 
were with him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found 
him, they said unto him, All men 
seek for thee. 

38 And he said unto them, Let 
us go into the next towns, that I 
may preach there also: for there- 
fore came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their 
synagogues throughout all Gal’i- 
lee, and cast out devils. 

40 And there came a leper to 
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him, beseeching him, and kneel- 
ing down to him, and saying unto 
him, If thou wilt, thou canst 
make me clean. 

41 And Jé’sus, moved with 
compassion, put forth his hand, 
and touched him, and saith unto 
him, I will; be thou clean. 

42 And as soon as he had 
spoken, immediately the leprosy 
departed from him, and he was 
cleansed. 

43 And he straitly charged him, 
and forthwith sent him away; 

44 And saith unto him, See thou 
say nothing to any man: but go 
thy way, shew thyself to the 
priest, and offer for thy cleansing 
those things which M6’ses com- 
manded, for a testimony unto 
them. 

45 But he went out, and began 
to publish if much, and to blaze 
abroad the matter, insomuch that 
Jé’sus could no more openly 
enter into the city, but was with- 
out in desert places: and they 
came to him from every quarter.

16 And they that saw it told 
them how it befell to him that 
was possessed with the devil, and 
at concerning the swine. 

And they began to pray him

19 Howbeit Jé’sus suffered him 
not, but saith unto him, Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how 
great things the Lord hath done 
for thee, and hath had compas- 
sion on thee.

But he, knowing their 
hypocrisy, said unto them, Why 
tempt ye me? bring me a 
penny, that I may see if.

17 And Jé’sus answering said 
unto them, Render to Ce’sar 
the. things that are Cz’sar’s, 
and to God the things that are 
God’s.

25 For when they shall rise 

from the dead, they neither 

marry, nor are given in marriage;

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but are as the angels which are 
in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, 
that they rise: have ye not read 
in the book of M6’ses, how in the 
bush God spake unto him, say- 
ing, I am the God of A’bra-ham, 
and the God of i’saac, and the 
God of Ja’cob? 

27 He is not the God of the 
dead, but the God of the living: 
ye ep do greatly err. 

28 ¢ And one of the scribes 
came, and having heard them 
reasoning together, and  per- 
ceiving that he had answered 
them well, asked him, Which 
2 ae first commandment of all? 

And Jé’sus answered him, 
The first of all the command- 
ments is, Hear, O Is’ra-el; the 
Lord our God is one Lord:

against the treasury, and beheld 
how the people cast money 
into the treasury: and many 
that were rich cast in much. 

42 And there came a certain 
poor widow, and she threw in 
two mites, which make a 
farthing. ; 

43 And he called unto him his 
disciples, and saith unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, That this 
poor widow hath cast more in, 
than all they which have cast 
into the treasury: 

44 For all they did cast in of 
their abundance; but she of her 
want did cast in all that she had, 
even all her living. 


41 CHAPTER 13

ND as he went out of the 
4 temple, one of his disciples 
saith unto him, Master, see what 
manner of stones and what 
buildings are here!

4 Tell us, when shall these 
things be? and what shall be the 
sign when all these things shall 
be fulfilled? 

5 And Jé’sus answering them 
began to say, Take heed lest 
any man deceive you: 

6 For many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ; and 
shall deceive many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of 
wars and rumours of wars, be 
ye not troubled: for such things 
must needs be; but the end 
shail not be yet. : 

8 For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be 
earthquakes in divers places, 
and there shall be famines and 
troubles: these are the begin- 
nings of sorrows. 

9 {But take heed to your- 
selves: for they shall deliver 
you up to councils; and in the 
synagogues ye shall be beaten: 
and ye shall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my sake, 
for a testimony against them. 

10 And the gospel must first 
be published among all nations. 

11 But when they shall lead 
you, and deliver you up, take no 
thought beforehand what ye 
shall speak, neither do ye pre- 
meditate: but whatsoever shall 
be given you in that hour, that 
speak ye: for it is not ye that 
speak, but the Hd6/ly Ghost. 

12 Now the brother shall be- 
tray the brother to death, and 
the father the son; and children 
shall rise up against {their 
parents, and shall cause them 
to be put to death. 

13 And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but 
he that shall endure unto the 
end, the same shall be saved. 

14 ¢ But when ye shall see 
the abomination of desolation, 
spoken of by Dan’iel the proph-

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(let him that readeth under- 
stand,) then let them that be in 
Ju-dz’a flee to the mountains: 

15 And let him that is on the 
house top not go down into the 
house, neither enter therein, to 
take any thing out of his house: 

16 And let him that is in the 
field not turn back again for to 
take up his garment. 

17 But woe to them that are 
with child, and to them that 
give suck in those days! 

18 And pray ye that your 
flight be not in the winter. 

19 For in those days shall be 
affliction, such as was not from 
the beginning of the creation 
which God created unto this 
time, neither shall be. 

20 And except that the Lord 
had shortened those days, no 
flesh should be saved: but for 
the elect’s sake, whom he hath 
chosen, he hath shortened the 


days. 

21 And then if any man shall 
say to you, Lo, here is Christ; or, 
lo, he is there; believe him not: 

22 For false Christs and false 
prophets shall rise, and shall 
shew signs and wonders, to se- 
duce, if if were! possible, even 
the elect. 

23 But take ye heed: behold, 
I have foretold you all things. 

24 | But in those days, after 
that tribulation, the sun shail be 
darkened, and the moon shall 
not give her light, 

25 And the stars of heaven 
shall fall, and the powers that 
are in heaven shall be shaken.

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had indignation within them- 
selves, and said, Why was this 
waste of the ointment made? 

5 For it might have been sold 
for more than three hundred 
pence, and have been given to 
the poor. And they murmured 
against her. 

6 And Jé’sus said, Let her 
alone; why trouble ye her? she 
hath wrought a good work on 


me. 

7 For ye have «the poor with 
you always, and whensoever ye 
will ye may do them good: but 
me ye have not always. 

8 She hath done what she 
could: she is come aforehand 
to anoint my body to the burying. 

9 Verily I say unto you, Where- 
soever this gospel shall be 
preached throughout the whole 
world, this also that she hath 
done shall be spoken of for a

10 § And Ja’das {s-car’i-ot, 
one of the twelve, went unto the 
chief priests, to betray him unto

11 And when they heard it, 
they were glad, and promised to 
give a money. And he sought 
how he might conveniently be- 
tray him 

12 9 ARG the first day of un- 
leavened bread, when they killed 
the passover, his disciples said 
unto him, Where wilt thou that 
we go and prepare that thou 
mayest eat the passover? 

13 And he sendeth forth two 
of his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Go ye into the city, and 
there shall meet you a man 
bearing a pitcher of water:

Jé’sus_ saith unto 
them, All ye shall be offended 
because of me this night: for it 
is written, I will smite the 
shepherd, and the sheep shall 
be scattered. 

28 But after that I am risen, 
I will go before you into Gal’i-lee. 

29 But Pé’tér said unto him, 
Although all shall be offended, 
yet will not I. : : 

30 And Jé’sus saith unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, That this

41 And he cometh the third 
time, and saith unto them, Sleep 
on now, and take your rest:

44 And he that betrayed him 
had given them a token, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he; take him, and lead 
him away safely.

46 4 And they laid their hands 
on kim, and took him. 

47 And one of them that stood 
by drew a sword, and smote a 
servant of the high priest, and 
cut off his ear. 

48 And Jé’sus answered and 
said unto them, Are ye come 
out, as against a thief, with 
swords and with staves to take 
me?

29 And unto him that smiteth 
thee on the one cheek offer also 
the other; and him that taketh 
away thy cloke forbid not to 
take thu coat also. 

30 Give to every man that 
asketh of thee; and of him that 
taketh away thy goods ask them 
not again. 

31 And as ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to 
them likewise. 

32 For if ye love them which 
love you, what th have ye? 
for sinners also love those that 
love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them 
which do good to you, what 
thank have ye? for sinners also 
do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of 
whom ye hope to receive, what 
thank have ye? for sinners also 
lend to sinners, to receive as 
much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, 
and do good, and lend, hoping 
for nothing again; ‘and your 
reward shall be great, and ye 
shall be the children of the High- 
est: for he is kind unto the 
unthankful and fo the evil. | 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, 
AB your Father also is merci- 
ul. 
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37 Judge not, and ye shall 
not be judged: condemn not, 
and ye shall not be condemned: 
forgive, and ye shall be forgiven: 

38 Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and 
running over, shall men_ give 
into your bosom. For with the 
same measure that ye mete 
withal it shall be measured to 
you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them, Can the. blind lead the 
blind? shall they not both fall 
into the ditch? ’ 

40 The disciple is not above 
his master: but every one that 
is perfect shall be as his master. 

41 And why; beholdest thou 
the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but perceivest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say 
to thy brother, Brother, let me 
pull out the mote that is in thine 
eye, when thou thyself beholdest 
not the beam that is in thine own 
eye? Thou hypocrite, cast out

43 For a good tree bringeth 
not forth corrupt fruit; neither 
doth a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. 


44 For every tree is known by | thi 


his own fruit. For of thorns 
men do not gather figs, nor of a 
bramble bush gather they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the 
good treasure of his _ heart 
bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is evil: for of 
the abundance of the heart his 
mouth speaketh. 

46 ¢ And why call ye me, 
Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things which I say? ; 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, 
and heareth_ my sayings, and 
doeth them, I will shew you to 
whom he is like: 
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48 He is like a man which 
uilt an house, and digged deep, 
and laid the foundation on a 
rock: and when the flood 
arose, the stream beat vehement- 
ly upon that house, and could 
not shake it: for it was founded 
upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and 
doeth not, is like a man that 
without a foundation built an 
house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat 
vehemently, and immediately it 
fell; and the ruin of that house 
was great.

For I say unto you, Among 
those that are born of women 
there is not a_greater prophet.

29 And all the people that 
heard him, and the publicans, 
justified God, being baptized 
with the baptism of John.

35 But wisdom is justified of 
all her children.

down to meat. . 

37 And, behold, a woman in 
the city, which was a sinner, 
when she knew that Jé’sus sat

10 And he said, Unto you it is 
given to know the mysteries of 
the kingdom of God: but to 
others in parables; that seeing 
they might not see, and hearing 
they might not understand. | 
11 Now the parable is this: 
The seed is the word of God. 
'12 Those by the way side are 
they that hear; then cometh 
the devil, and taketh away the 
word out of their hearts, lest 
they should believe and be saved. 
13 They on the rock are they, 
which, when they hear, receive 
the word with joy; and these 
have no root, which for a while 
believe, and in time of tempta- 
tion fall away.

18 Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whosoever hath, to 
him shall be given; and whoso- 
ever hath not, from him shall be 
taken even that which he seem- 
eth to have. i 

19 ¢ Then came to him his 
mother and his brethren, and 
could not come at him for the 
press. t 

20 And it was told him by 
certain which said, Thy mother 
and thy brethren stand without, 
desiring to see thee. 

21 And he answered and said 
unto them, My mother and my 
brethren are these which hear 
the word of God, and do it. 

22 4 Now it came to pass on 
a certain day, that he went into 
a ship with his disciples: and 
he said unto them, Let us go 
over unto the other side of the 
lake. And they launched forth.

2 For there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed; neither 
hid, that shall not be known. 

3 Therefore whatsoever ye have 
spoken in darkness shall be

in closets shall be proclaimed 
upon the house tops. 

4 And say unto you my 
friends, Be not afraid of them 
that kill the body, and after that 
have no more that they can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom 
ye shall fear: Fear him, which 
after he hath killed hath power 
to cast into hell; yea, I say 
unto you, Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold 
for two farthings, and not_one 
of them is forgotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of 
your head are all numbered. 
Fear not therefore: ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. 

8 Also I say unte you, Who- 
soever shail confess me before 
men, him shall the Son of man 
aee confess before the angels of 


0. But he that denieth me be- 
fore men shall be denied before 
the angels of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak 
a word against the Son of man, 
it shall be forgiven him: but 
unto him that blasphemeth 
against the H6’ly Ghost it shall 
not be forgiven. rc 

11 And when they bring you 
unto the synagogues, and unto 
magistrates, and powers, take 
ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shall answer, or what 
ye shall say:

11 For whosoever exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

12 4 Then said he also to him 
that bade him, When thou mak- 
est a dinner or a supper, call not 
thy friends, nor thy brethren, 
neither thy kinsmen, nor thy 
rich neighbours; lest they also 
bid thee again, and a recom- 
pence be made thee. 

13 But when thou makest a 
feast, call the poor, the maimed, 
the lame, the blind: 

14 And thou shalt be blessed;

9 And when she hath found it, 
she calleth her friends and her 
neighbours together, saying, Re- 
joice with me; for I have found 
the piece which I had lost. 

10 Likewise, I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of 
the angels of God over one sin- 
ner that repenteth. ; 

1i § And he said, A certain 
man had two sons: 

12 And the younger of them 
said to his father, Father, give 
me the portion of goods that 
falleth to me. And he divided 
unto them his living. 

13 And not many days after 
the younger son gathered all to- 
gether, and took his journey into 
a far country, and there wasted 
his substance with riotous liv- 


ing. 

14 And when he had spent all, 
there arose a mighty famine in 
that land; and he began to be 
in want.

6 And he said, An hundred 
measures of oil.

And he 
said, An hundred measures of 
wheat. And he said unto him, 
Take thy bill, and write four-

8 And the lord commended the 
unjust steward, because he had 
done wisely: for the children of 
this world are in their _genera- 
tion wiser than the children of 
light. 

9 And I say unto you, Make to 
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yourselves friends of the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness; that, 
when ye fail, they may receive 
you into everlasting habitations. 

10 He that is faithful in that 
which is least is faithful also in 
much: and he that is unjust in 
ae least is unjust also in 


aint If therefore ye have not 
been faithful in the unrighteous 
mammon, who will commit to 
your trust the true riches? 

12 And if ye have not been 
faithful in that which is another 
man’s, who shall give you that 
which is your own? 

13 ¥ No servant can serve two 
masters: for either he will hate 
the one, and love the other; or 
else he will hold to the one, and 
despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

14 And the Phar’i-sees also, 
who were covetous, heard ail 
these things: and they derided 


im. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye 
are they which justify your- 
selves before men; but God 
knoweth your hearts: for that 
which is highly esteemed among 
men is abomination in the sight 
of God. 

16 The law and’ the prophets 
were until Jéhn: since that time 
the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into it. 

17 And it is easier for heaven 
and earth to pass, than one tittle 
of the law to fail. 

18 Whosoever putteth away 
his wife, and marrieth another, 
committeth adultery: and who- 
soever marrieth her that is put 
away from her husband com- 
mitteth adultery. 

19 { There was a certain rich 
man, which was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day: 

20 And there was a certain 
beggar named Laz’a-ruis, which 
was laid at his gate, full of 
sores, 


21 And desiring to be fed with 
104.

the crumbs which fell from the 
rich man’s table: moreover the 
dogs came and licked his sores. 

22 And it came to pass, that 
the beggar died, and was carried 
by the angels into A’bra-ham’s 
bosom: the rich man also died, 
and was buried; 

23 And in hell he lift up his 
eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth A’bra-ham afar off, an 
Laz’a-rts in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said, 
Father A’bra-ham, have mercy 
on me, and send Laz’a-rts, that 
he may dip the tip of his finger 
in water, and cool my tongue; 
for I am tormented in this flame. 

25 But A’bra-ham said, Son, 
remember that thou in thy life- 
time receivedst thy good things, 
and likewise Laz’a-ris_ evil 
things: but now he is com- 
forted, and thou art tormented. 

26 And beside all this, between 
us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed: so that they which would 
pass from hence to you cannot;

31 And he said unto him, If 
they hear not Mé’ses and ‘the 
prophets, neither will they be 
persuaded, though one _ rose 
from the dead.

HEN said he unto the dis- 
ciples, It is impossible but

2 It were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and he cast into the sea, 
than that he should offend one 
of these little ones. 

3 { Take heed to yourselves: 
If thy brother trespass against 
thee, rebuke him; and if he 
repent, forgive him. t 
_4 And if he trespass against 
thee seven times in a day, and 
seven times in a day turn again 
to thee, saying, I repent; thou 
shalt forgive him. , 

5 And the apostles said unto 
the Lord, Increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said, If ye had 
faith as a grain of mustard seed, 
ye might say unto this sycamine 
tree, Be thou plucked up by the 
root, and be thou planted in the 
sea; and it should obey you. 

7 But which of you, having a 
_ servant plowing or feeding cattle, 
will say unto him by and by, 
when he is come from the field, 
Go and sit down to meat? 

8 And will not rather say unto 
him, Make ready wherewith I 
may sup, and gird thyself, and 
serve me, till I have eaten and 
drunken; and afterward thou 
shalt eat and drink? 

9 Doth he thank that servant 
because he did the things that 
were commanded him? I trow not. 

10 So likewise ye, when ye 
shall have done all those things 
which are commanded you, say, 
We are unprofitable servants: 
we have done that which was 
our duty to do. 

11 ¢ And it came to pass, as 
he went to Jé-ru’sa-lém, that he 
passed through the midst of 
Sa-ma’ri-a and Gal’i-lee. | 

12 And as he entered into a 
certain village, there met him 
ten men that were lepers, which 
stood afar off: ; 
13 And they lifted up _ their 
- voices, and said, Jé’sus, Master, 
have mercy on us. 


Faith. Ten lepers cleansed 
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14 And when he saw them, he 
said unto them, Go shew your- 
selves unto the priests. And it 
came to pass, that, as they went, 
they were cleansed. 

15 And one of them, when he 
saw that he was healed, turned 
back, and with a loud voice 
glorified God, 

16 And fell down on his face 
at his feet, giving him thanks: 
and he was a Sa-mar’i-tan. 

17 And Jé’sus answering said, 
Were there not ten cleansed? 
but where are the nine? 

18 There are not found that 
returned to give glory to God, 
save this stranger. 

19 And he said. unto him, 
Arise, go thy way: thy faith hath 
made thee whole. 

20 ¢ And when he was de- 
manded of the Phar’i-sees, when 
the kingdom of God should 
come, he answered them and 
said, The kingdom of God 
cometh not with observation: 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo 
here! or, lo there! for, behold, 
the kingdom of God is within you. 

22 And he said unto the dis- 
ciples, The days will come, 
when ye shall desire to see one 
of the days of the Son of man, 
and ye shall not see if. 

23 And they shall say to you, 
See here; or, see there: go not 
after them, nor follow them. 

24 For as the lightning, that 
lighteneth out of the one part 
under heaven, shineth unto the 
other part under heaven; so 
shall also the Son of man be in 
his day. 

25 But. first must he suffer 
many things, and be rejected of 
this generation. ; 

26 And as it was in the days 
of Nd’e, so shall it be also in the 
days of the Son of man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, 
they married wives, they, were 
given in marriage, until the 
day that No’e entered into the 
ark, and the flood came, and 
destroyed them all. 
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28 Likewise also as it was in 
the days of Lot; they did eat, 
they drank, they bought, they 
sold, they planted, they builded; 

29 But the same day that Lot 
went out of Sdd’om it rained 
fire and brimstone from heaven, 
and destroyed them all. 

30 Even thus shall it be in the 
day when the Son of man is 
revealed. 

31 In that day, he which shall 
be upon the house top, and his 
stuff in the house, let him not 
come down to take it away: and 
he that is in the field, let him 
likewise not return back. 

32 Remember Lot’s wife. 

33 Whosoever shall seek to 
save his life shall lose it; and 
whosoever shall lose his life 
shall preserve it. 

34 I tell you, in that night 
there shall be two men in one 
bed; the one shall be taken, and 
the other shall be left. 

35 Two women shall be grind- 
. ing together; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left. 

36 Two men shall be in the 
field; the one shall be taken, and 
the other left. : 

37 And they answered and said 
unto him, Where, Lord? And 
he said unto them, Wheresoever 
the body is, thither will the 
eagles be gathered together.

And shall not God avenge 
his own elect, which cry day 
and night unto him, though he 
bear long with them? 

8 I tell you that he will avenge 
them speedily. Nevertheless 
when the Son of man com- 
eth, shall he find faith on the 
earth? 

9 And he spake this parable 
unto certain which trusted in 
themselves that they were right- 
eous, and despised others: 

10 Two men went up into the 
temple to pray; the one a 
Phar’i-see, and the other a 
publican. 

11 The Phar’i-see stood and 
prayed thus with himself, God; 
I thank thee, that I am not as 
other men are, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as 
this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I 
give tithes of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing 
afar off, would not lift up so 
much as his eyes unto heaven, 
but smote upon his breast, say= 
ing, God be merciful to me a 
sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified 
rather than the other: for every 
one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased; and he that humbleth 
himself shall be exalted. ’ 

15 And they brought unto him 
also infants, that he would 
touch them: but when his dis- 
vines saw it, they rebuked them. 

6 But Jé’sus called them 
Db him, and_ said, Suffer 
little chiidren to come unto me, 
and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Who- 
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soever shall not receive the 
kingdom of God as a little child 


| shall in no wise enter therein. 


18 And a certain ruler asked 


| him, saying, Good Master, what 


| shall I do to inherit eternal life? 


19 And Jé’sus said unto him 
Why callest thou me good? none 
is good, save one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the com- 
mandments, Do not commit 
adultery, Do not kill, Do not 
steal, Do not bear false witness, 
Honour thy father and thy 
mother. 

21 And he said, All these have 
I kept from my youth up. 

2 Now when Jé’sus heard 
these things, he said unto him, 
Yet lackest thou one thing: sell 
all that thou hast, and distribute 
unto. the poor, and thou shalt 
have treasure in heaven: and 
come, follow me. ; 

23 And when he heard this, he 
was very sorrowful: for he was 
very rich. 

24 And when Jé’sus saw that 
he was very sorrowful, he said, 
How hardly shall they ‘that have

25 For it is easier for a camel 
to go through a needle’s eye, 
than for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom of God. 

26 And they that heard if said, 
Who then can be saved? 

27 And he said, The things 
which are impossible with men 
are possible with God. 

28 Then Pé’tér said, Lo, we 
ws left all, and followed 
thee 

29 And he said unto them, 
Verily I say unto you, There is 
no man that hath left house, or 
parents, or brethren, or wife, or 
children, for the kingdom of 
God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive mani- 
fold more in this present time, 
and in the world to come life 
everlasting. ’ 

31 9 Then he took unto him 
the twelve, and said unto them, 
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Behold, we go up to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and all things that are 
written by the prophets con- 
cerning the Son of man shall be 
accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered 
unto the Gén’tiles, and shall be 
mocked, and spitefully entreated,

40 And Jé’sus stood, and com- 
manded him to be brought unto 
him: and when he was come 
near, he asked him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that 
I shail do unto thee? And he 
said, Lord, that I may receive 
my sight. 

42 And Jé’sus said unto him, 
Receive thy sight: faith 
hath saved thee. 

And immediately he re- 
ceived his sight, and followed 
him, glorifying God: and all 
the people, when they saw if, 
gave praise unto God.

ND Jé’sus entered and 


passed through Jér’i-ché.

3 And he sought to see Jé’sus 
who he was; and could not for 
the press, because he was little 
of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and 
climbed up into a sycomore tree 
to see him: for he was to pass 
that way. 

5 And when Jé’sus came to 
the place, he looked up, and saw 
him, and said unto him, Zac- 
che’us, make haste, and come 
down; for to day I must abide 
at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and came 
down, and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they saw it, they 
all murmured, saying, That he 
was gone to be guest with a man 
that is a sinner. 

8 And Zac-che’us stood, and 
said unto the Lord; Behold, 
Lord, the half of my goods I 
give to the poor; and if I have 
taken any thing from any man 
by false accusation, I restore 
him fourfold : 

And Jé’sus said unto him, 
This day is salvation come to 
this house, forsomuch as he 
also is a son of A’bra-ham. 

10 For the Son of man is come 
to seek and to save that which 
was lost. 

11 And as they heard these 
things, he added and spake a 
parable, because he was nigh to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and because they 
thought that the kingdom of God 
should immediately appear.

20 And another came, saying, 
Lord, behold, here is thy pound, 
which I have kept laid up in a 
napkin:

down, and reapest that thou 
didst not sow. 
22 And he saith unto him, 


Out of thine own mouth will I 
judge thee, thou wicked servant. 
Thou knewest that I was an 
austere man, taking up that I 
laid not down, and reaping that 
I did not sow: 

23 Wherefore then gavest not 
thou my money into the bank, 
that at my coming I might have 
required mine own with usury? 

24 And he said unto them that 
stood by, Take from him the 
pound, and give it to him that 
hath ten pounds. f 

25 (And they said unto him, 
Lord, he hath ten pounds.) 

26 For I say unto you, That 
unto every one which hath shall 
be given; and from him that 
hath not, even that he hath shall 
be taken away from him. 

27 But those mine enemies, 
which would not that I should 
reign over them, bring hither, 


‘and slay them before me. 
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28 § And when he had thus 
spoken, he went before, ascend- 
ing up to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

29 And it came to pass, when 
he was come nigh to Béth’pha-gé 
and Béth’a-ny, at the mount 
called the mount of Ol’ives, he 
sent two of his disciples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the vil- 
lage over against you; in the 
which at your entering ye shall 
find a colt tied, whereon yet 
never man sat: loose him, and 
bring him hither. 

31 And if any man ask you, 
Why do ye loose him? thus shall 
ye say unto him, Because the 
Lord hath need of him. 

32 And they that were sent 
went their way, and found even 
as he had said unto them. 

33 And as they were loosing 
the colt, the owners thereof said 
unto them, Why loose ye the colt? 

34 And they said, The Lord 
hath need of him. 

35 And they brought him to 
Jé’sus: and they cast their 
garments upon the colt, and 
they set Jé’sus thereon. 

36 And as_ he went, they 
spread their clothes in the way. 

37 And when he was come 
nigh, even now at the descent of 
the mount of Ol’/ives, the whole 
multitude of the disciples be- 
gan to rejoice and praise God 
with a loud voice for all the 
mighty works that they had seen; 

38 Saying, Blessed be the 
King that cometh in the name of 
the Lord: peace in heaven, 
and glory in the highest. 

39 And some of the Phar’i- 
sees from among the multitude 
said unto him, Master, rebuke 
thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said 
unto them, I tell you that, if 
these should ,

selves, saying, If we shall say, 
From heaven; he will say, 
Why then believed ye him not? 

6 But and if we say, Of men; 
all the people will stone us: for 
they be persuaded that John was 
a prophet. 

7 And they answered, that 
they could not tell whence i¢ 
was. 

8 And Jé’sus said unto them, 
Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things. 

9 Then began.~he to speak to 
the people this parable; A 
certain man planted a vineyard, 
and let it forth to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country for 
a long time. 

10 And at the season he sent 
a servant to the husbandmen, 
that they should give him of the 
fruit of the vineyard: but the 
husbandmen beat him, and sent 
him away empty. 

11 And again he sent another 
servant: and they beat him also, 
and entreated him shamefully, 
and sent himawayempty. 

12 And again he sent a third: 
and they wounded him also, 
and cast him out. 

13 Then said the lord of the 
vineyard, What shall I do? I 
will send my beloved son: it 
may be they will reverence him 
when they see him. 

14 But when the husbandmen 
saw him, they reasoned among 
themselves, saying, This is the 


heir: come, let us kill him, that| h 


the inheritance may be ours. 

15 So they cast him out of the 
vineyard, and killed him. What 
therefore shall the lord of the 
vineyard do untothem? 

16 He shall come and deétroy 
these husbandmen, and shail 
give the vineyard to others. 
And when they heard it, they 
said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and 
said, What is this then that is 
written, The stone which the 
builders rejected, the same is 
become the head of the corner? 


that stone shall be broken; but 
on whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will grind him to powder. 

19 4 And the chief priests and 
the scribes the same hour 
sought to lay hands on him; and 
they feared the people: for they 
perceived that he had spoken 
this parable against them. 

20 And they watched him, 
and sent forth spies, which 
should feign themselves just 
men, that. they might take hold 
of his words, that so they might 
deliver him unto the power and 
authority of the governor. 

21 And they asked him, saying, 
Master, we know that thou 
sayest and teachest_ rightly, 
neither acceptest thou the person 
of any, but teachest the way of 
God truly: 

22 Is it lawful for us to give 
tribute unto C&’sar, or no? 

23 But he perceived their craft- 
iness, and said unto them, 
Why tempt ye me? 

24 Shew me a penny. Whose 
image and superscription hath 
it? They answered and said, 
C2’sar’s. | 

25 And he said unto them, 
Render therefore unto Cz’sar the 
things which be C#’sar’s, and 
unto God the things which be 
God’s. ; 

26 And they could not take 
hold of his words before the 
people: and they marvelled at 
is answer, and held their peace. 
27 4 Then came to him certain 
of the Sad’du-cees, which deny 
that there is any resurrection: 
and they asked him, 

28 Saying, Master, M6d’ses 
wrote unto us, If any man’s 
brother die, having a wife, and 
he die without children, that his 
brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore seven 
brethren: and the first took a 


wife, and died without children. 


30 And the second took her to 
wife, and he died childless. 
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| The Sadducees silenced 


_31 And the third took her; and 
in like manner the seven also: 
_and they left no children,and died. 
32 Last of all the woman died 
so 


33 Therefore in the resurrec- 

| tion whose wife of them is she? 

for seven had her to wife. j 
34 And Jé’sus answering said 

| unto them, The children of this 
world marry, and are given in 
marriage: 

35 But they which shall be ac- 
counted worthy to obtain that 
world, and the resurrection from 
the dead, neither marry, nor are 
given in marfiage: ' 

36 Neither can they die any 
more: for they are equal unto 

_ the angels; and are the children 
of God, being the children of the 
resurrection. 

37 Now that the dead are 
raised, even M6’ses shewed at 
the bush, when he calleth the 
Lord the God of A’bra-ham, and 
the God of I’saac, and the God of 
Ja’cob. 

38 For he is not a God of the 
dead, but of the living: for all 
live unto him. | ; 

39 Then certain of the scribes 
answering said, Master, thou 
hast well said. 

40 And after that they durst not 
ask him any question at all. 

41 4 And he said unto them, 
How say they that Christ is 
Da’vid’s son? a : 

42 And Da’vid himself saith in 

the book of Psalms, The LORD 
said unto my Lord, Sit thou on 
my right hand, ; f 

43 Till I make thine enemies 
thy footstool. ‘ 

44 Da’vid therefore calleth him 
Lord, how is he then his son? 

45 § Then in the audience of 
all the people he said unto his 
disciples, : : 

46 Beware of the scribes, which 
desire to walk in long robes, and 
love greetings in the markets, 
and the highest seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the chief rooms at 
feasts: 
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47 Which devour widows’ 
houses, and for a shew make 
long prayers: the same shall 
receive greater damnation.

7 And they asked him, saying, 
Master, but when shall these 
things be? and what sign will 
there be when these things shall 
come to pass?

6 And he promised, and sought 
opportunity to betray him unto 
them in the absence of the 
multitude. 

7 4 Then came} the day of un- 
leavened bread, when the pass- 
over must be killed. : 

8 And he sent Pé’tér and John, 
saying, Go and prepare us the 
passover, that we may eat. 

9 And they said unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we pre- 
pare? 

10 And he said unto them, 
Behold, when ye are entered 
into the city, there shall a man 
meet you, bearing a pitcher of 
water; follow him into the 
house where he entereth in.

19 ¢ And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and 
gave unto them, saying, This is 
my body which is given for you: 
this do in remembrance of me. 

20 Likewise also the cup after 
supper, saying, This cup is the 
new testament in my blood, 
which is shed for you. 

21 § But, behold, the hand of 
him that betrayeth me is with 
me on the table. 

22 And truly the Son of man 
goeth, as it was determined: 
but woe unto that man by whom 
he is betrayed! 

23 And they began to enquire 
among themselves, which of 
them it was that should do this 
thing. 

24 4 And there was also a 
strife among them, which of 
them should be accounted the 
greatest. 

25 And he said unto them, 
The kings of the Gén’tiles exer- 
cise lordship over them; and 
they that exercise authority 
upon them are called benefactors. 

26 But ye shall not be so: 
but he that is greatest among 
you, let him be as the younger;

27 For whether is greater, he

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29 And I appoint_unto you a 
kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me;

31 4 And the Lord said, Si’- 
mon, Si’mon, behold, Sa’tan 
hath desired to have you, that 
he may sift you.as wheat: 

32 But I have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: and 
when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren. 

33 And he said unto him, 
Lord, I am ready to go with thee, 
both into prison, and to death. 

34 And he said, I tell thee,

3 And Pilate asked him, say- 
ing, Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he answered him 
and said, Thou sayest it. 

4 Then said Pi’late to the chief 
priests and fo the people, [ 
find no fault in this man. 

And they were the more 
fierce, saying, He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all 
Jew’ry, beginning from Gal’i-lee 
to this place. 

6 When Pi’late heard of Gal’i- 
lee, he asked whether the man 
were a Gal-i-le’an. 

7 And as soon as he knew that 
he belonged unto Hér’od’s juris- 
diction, he sent him to Hér’od, 
who himself also was at Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém at that time. 

8 ¢ And when Hér’od saw 
Jé’sus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was desirous to see him 
of a long season, because he 
had heard many things of him; 
and he hoped to have seen some 
miracle done by him. 

9 Then he questioned with 
him in many words: but he 
answered him nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and 
scribes stood and vehemently 
accused him. 

11 And Heér’od with his men 
of war set him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and sent him 
again to Pi‘late. $ 

12 4_And the same day Pi’late 
and Hér’od were made -friends 
together: for before they were 
at enmity between themselves. 

13 { And Pi‘late, when he had 


46 
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called together the chief priests 
and the rulers and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as 
one that perverteth the people: 
and, behold, I, having examined 
him before you, have found no 
fault in this man touching those 
things whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Hér’od: for I 
sent you to Him; and, lo, 
poten worthy of death is ‘done 
u 

16 I will therefore chastise 
him, and release him. 

17 (For of necessity he must 
release one unto them at the 
feast.) 

18 And they cried out all at 
once, saying, Away with this 
man, and release unto us Ba- 
rab’bas: 

19 (Who for a certain sedition 
made in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison.) 

20 Pi’late therefore, willing to 
release Jé’sus, spake again to 
them. 

21 But they cried, saying, Cru- 
cify him, crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the 
third time, Why, what evil hath 
he done? I have found no 
cause of death in him: I will 
therefore chastise him, and let 
him go. 

23 And they were instant with 
loud voices, requiring that he 
might be crucified. And the 
voices of them and of the chief 
priests prevailed. 

And Pi’/late gave sentence 
that it should be as they re- 
quired. 

25 And he released! unto them 
him that for sedition and murder 
was cast into prison, whom they 
had desired; but he delivered 
Jé’sus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, 
they laid hold upon one Si’mon, 
a Cy-ré/ni-an, coming out of the 
country, and on him they laid 
the Cees peat he might bear if 
after Jé’ 

27 9 ree iihere follewed him a

great company of people, and of 
women, which also bewailed 
and lamented him. 


28 But Jé’sus_ turning unto 


them said, Daughters of Jé-ru’- 

sa-lém, weep not for me, but 
weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. 

29 For, behold, the days are 
coming, in the which they shall 
say, Blessed are the barren, and 
the wombs that never bare, and 
the paps which never gave suck. 

30 Then shall they begin to 
say to the mountains, Fall on us; 
and to the hills, Cover us. 


31 For if they do these things 


in a green tree, what shall be 
done in the dry? 


32 And there were also two 


other, malefactors, led with him 
to be put to death. 

33 And when they were come 
to the place, which is called 
Cal’va-ry, there they crucified 
him, and the malefactors, one on 
the right hand, and the other 
on the left. 

34 § Then said Jé’sus, Father, 
forgive them; for they know 
not what they do. And they 
parted his raiment, and cast lots. 

35 And the people stood be- 
holding. And the rulers also 
with them derided him, saying, 
He saved others; let him save 
himself, if he be Christ, the 
chosen of God. 

36 And the soldiers also mocked 
him, coming to him, and offer- 
ing him vinegar, 

37 And saying, If thou be the 
king of the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also 
was written over him in letters 
of Greek, and Lat’in, and Hé’- 
ate THIS IS THE KING OF THE 


JEW 

39 q And one of the male- 
factors which were hanged railed 
on him, saying, If thou be 
Christ, save thyself and us. | 
40 But the other answering 
rebuked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art 
in the same condemnation? 
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The resurrection of Jesus 


41 And we indeed justly; for 
we receive the due reward of our 
deeds: but this man hath done 
nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jé’sus, 
Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. 

43 And Jé’sus said unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, To day 
shalt thou be with me in para- 


‘dise, 


44 And it was about the sixth 
hour, and there was a darkness 
peer all the earth until the ninth 

our. 

45 And the sun was darkened, 
and the veil of the temple was 
rent in the midst. 

46 {And when Jé’sus had 
cried with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I com- 
mend my spirit: and having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost.

50 § And, behold, there was 
a man named JO’seph, a coun- 
sellor; and he was a good man, 
and a just: 

51 (The same had not con- 
sented to the counsel and deed 
of them;) he was of Ar-i-m4a- 
the’a, a city of the Jews: who 
also himself waited for the 
kingdom of God. 

52 This man went unto Pilate, 


-and begged the body of Jé’sus. 


53 And he took it down, and 
wrapped it in linen, and laid it 
in a sepuichre that was hewn 
in stone, wherein never man 
before was laid. 

54 And that day was the prep- 
aration, and the sabbath drew on.

46 So Jé’sus came again into 
Ca’na of Gal’i-lee, where he 
made the water wine. And 
there wasi a certain nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Ca-pér’- 


na-tm. 

47 When he heard that Jé’sus 
was come out of Ji-dz’a into 
Gal’i-lee, he went unto him, and 
besought him that he would 
come down, and heal his son: 
for he was at the point of death. 

48 Then said Jé’sus unto him, 
Except ye see signs and won- 
ders, ye will not believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto 
him, Sir, come down ere my 
child die. ‘ 

50 Jé’sus saith unto ‘him, Go 
thy way; thy son liveth. And 
the man believed the word that 
Jé’sus had spoken unto him, and 
he went his way. ; 

51 And as he was now going 
down, his servants met him, and 
told him, saying, Thy son liveth. 

52 Then enquired he of them 
the hour when he began to 
amend, And they said unto 
him, Yesterday at the seventh 
hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that it 
was at the same hour, in the 
which Jé’sus said unto him, Thy 
son liveth: and himself be- 
lieved, and his whole house. 

54 This is again the nee 
miracle that Jé’sus did, when 
he was come out of Jui-de’a 
into Gal’i-lee. 

CHAPTER 5

FTER this there was a 
.& feast of the Jews; and 
Jé’sus went up to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 
2 Now there is at Jé-ru’sa-lém 
by the sheep market a pool, 
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which is called in the Hé’brew 
tongue Bé-thés’da, having five 
porches. 

3 In these lay a great multi- 
tude of impotent folk, of blind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the 
moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a 
certain season into the pool, and 
troubled the water: whosoever 
then first after tHe troubling of 
the water stepped in was made 
whole of whatsoever disease he 

a 

5 And a certain man was there, 
which had an infirmity thirty 
and eight years. 

6 When Jé’sus saw him lie, 
andi knew that he had been now 
a long time in that case, he saith 
unto him, Wilt thou be made 
whole? 

7 The impotent man answered 
him, Sir, I have no man, when 
the water is troubled, to put me 
into the pool: but while I am 
coming, another steppeth down 
before me. 

8 Jé’sus saith unto him, Rise, 
take up thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man 
was made whole, and took up 
his bed, and walked: and on 
the same day was the sabbath. 

10 4 The Jews therefore said 
unto him that was cured, It is 
the sabbath day: it is not law- 
ful for thee to carry thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He that 
made me whole, the same said 
unto me, Take up thy bed, and 
walk. : 

12 Then asked they him, What 
man is that which said unto 
thee, Take up thy bed. and 
walk? 

13 And he that was healed 
wist not who it was: for Jé’sus 
had conveyed himself away, a 
multitude being in that place. 

14 Afterward Jé’sus findeth 
him in the temple, and said unto 
him, Behold, thou art made 
whole: sin’ no} more, lesta 
worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told

the Jews that it was Jé’sus, 
which had made him whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews 
persecute Jé’sus, and sought to 
slay him, because he had done 
these things on the sabbath day. 

17 § But Jé’sus answered them, 
My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought 
the more to kill him, because he 
not only had broken the sabbath, 
but said also that God was his 
Father, making himself equal 
with God. 

19 Then answered Jé’sus and 
said unto them, Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, The Son can do 
nothing of himself, but what he 
seeth the Father do: for what 
things soever he doeth, these 
also doeth the Son likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the 
Son, and sheweth him all things 
that himself doeth: and he will 
shew him greater works than 
these, that ye may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up 
the dead, and quickeneth them; 
even so the Son quickeneth 
whom he will. ; 

22 For the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all 
judgment unto the Son: 

23 That all men should honour | 
the Son, even as they honour the — 
Father. He that honoureth not 
the Son honoureth not the Father’ 
which hath sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, Isay unto you, | j 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto life. 

25 Verily, verily, Isay unto you, 
The hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the 
voice of the Son of God: and 
they that hear shall live. 

26 For as the Father hath life 
in himself; so hath he given to 
the Son to have life in himself; 
_27 And hath given him author- 
ity to execute judgment also, 
because he is the Son of man. 
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28 Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the 
resurrection of life; and they 
that have done evil, unto the 
resurrection of damnation. 

I can of mine own self do 
nothing: asI hear, I judge: and 
my judgment is just; because I 
seek not mine own will, but the 
will of the Father which hath 
sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, 
my witness is not true. 

32 § There is another that 
beareth witness of me; and I 
know that the witness which he 
witnesseth of me is true. 

33 Ye sent unto Jéhn, and he 
bare witness unto the truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony 
from man: but these things I 
say, that ye might be saved. 

35 He was a burning and a 
shining light: and ye were will- 
ing for a season to rejoice in his 


ght. 
36 | But I have greater wit- 
ness than that of Jéhn: for the 
works which the Father hath 
given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of 
me, that the Father hath sent me. 
37 And the Father himself, 
which hath sent me, hath borne 
witness of me. Ye have neither 
heard his voice at any time, nor 
seen his shape. 
38 And ye have not his word 
abiding in you: for whom he 
hath sent, him ye believe not. 
39 | Search the _ scriptures; 
for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they 
which testify of me. 
__40 And ye will not come to me, 
that ye might have life. 
41 I receive not honour from 


men. 
_ 42 ButI know you, that ye have 
not the love of God in you. 
- 43 I am come in my Father’s 
“name, and ye receive me not: if 
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another shall come in his own 
name, him ye will receive. 

44 How can ye believe, which 
receive honour one of another, 
and seek not the honour that 
cometh from God only? 

45 Do not think that I will ac- 
cuse you to the Father: there is 
one that accuseth you, even 
MO’ses, in whom ye trust. 

46 For had ye believed Md’ses, 
ye would have believed me: for 
he wrote of me. 

47 But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe my 
words? 


CHAPTER 6 74 

1 Five thousand fed. 16 Christ walks 
on the sea.

feos these things Jé’sus 

went over the sea of Gal’i- 
lee, which is the sea of Ti-bé’- 
ri-as. 

2 And a great multitude fol- 
lowed him, because they saw his 
miracles which he did on them 
that were diseased. 

3 And Jé’sus went up into a 
mountain, and there he sat with 
his disciples. 

4 And the passover, a feast of 
the Jews, was nigh. ; 

5 ¢ When Jé’sus then lifted up 
his eyes, and saw a great com- 
pany come unto him, he saith 
unto Phil’/ip, Whence shall we 
buy bread, that these may eat? 

6 And this he said to prove him: 
for he himself knew what he 
would do. ; 

7 Philip answered him, Two 
hundred pennyworth of bread is 
not sufficient for them, that every 
one of them may take a little. 

8 One of his disciples, An’- 
drew, Si’mon Pé’tér’s brother, 
saith unto him, g 

9 There is a lad here, which 
hath five barley loaves, and two 
small fishes: but what are 
they among so many? 

10 And Jé’sus said, Make the 
men sit down. Now there was 
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much grass in the place. So the 
men sat down, in number about 
five thousand. 

11 And Jé’sus took the loaves; 
and when he had given thanks, 
he distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that 
were set down; and likewise of 
the fishes as much as they would. 

12 When they were filled, he 
said unto his disciples, Gather 
up the fragments that remain, 
that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered 
them together, and filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of 
the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they 
had seen the miracle that Jé’sus 
did, said, This is of a truth that 
prophet that should come into 
the world. 

15 ¢ When Jé’sus therefore per- 
ceived that they would come and 
take him by force, to make him 
a king, he departed again into a 
mountain himself alone. 

16 And when even was now 
come, his disciples went down 
unto the sea, ; 

17 And entered into a ship, 
and went over the sea toward 
Ca-pér’na-tim. And it was now 
dark, and Jé’sus was not come 
to them. 

18 And the sea arose by reason 
of a great wind that blew. 

19 So when they had rowed 
about five and twenty or thirty 
furlongs, they see Jé’sus walk- 
ing on the sea, and drawing nigh 
unto the ship: and they were 
afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, It 
is I;_ be not afraid. 

21 Then they willingly re- 
ceived him into the ship: and 
immediately the ship was at the 
land whither they went. 

22 { The day following, when 
the people which stood on the 
other side of the sea saw that 
there was none other boat there, 
save that one whereinto his 
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disciples were entered, and that 
Jé’sus went not with his dis- 
ciples into the hoat, but that his 
disciples were gone away alone; 

23 (Howbeit there came other 
boats from Ti-bé’ri-as nigh unto 
the place where they did eat 
bread, after that the Lord had 
given thanks:) 

24 When the people therefore 
saw that Jé’sus was not there, 
neither his disciples, they also 
took shipping, and came to 
Ca-pér’na-um, seeking for Jé’sus. 

25 And when they had found 
him on the other side of the sea, 
they said unto him, ab’bi, 
when camest thou hither? 

26 Jé’sus answered them and 
said, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Ye seek me, not because ye 
saw the miracles, but because 
ye did eat of the loaves, and 
were filled. 

27 Labour not for the meat 
which perisheth, but for’ that 
meat which endureth unto ever- 
lasting life, which the Son of 
man shall give unto you: for 
him hath God the Father sealed. © 

28 Then said they unto him, 
What shall we do, that we 
might work the works of God? — 

29 Jé’sus answered and said 
unto them, This is the work of 
God, that ye believe on him 
whom he hath sent. 

30 They said therefore unto 
him, What sign shewest thou 
then, that we may see, and | 
believe thee? what dost thou 
work? 

31 Our fathers did eat manna 
in the desert; as it is written, 
He gave them bread: fromm 
heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jé’sus said unto them, | | 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
MO’ses gave you not that bread 
from heaven; but my Father 
giveth you the true bread from 
heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he 
which cometh down from 
heaven, and giveth life unto the 
world. 
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34 Then said they unto him, 
Lord, evermore give us this 
bread. } 

35 And Jé’sus said unto them, 
I am the bread of life: he that 
cometh to me shall never hunger; 
and he that believeth on me 
shall never thirst. 

36 But I said unto you, That 
ye also have seen me, an 
lieve not. ; 

37 All that the Father giveth 
me shall come to me; and him 
that cometh to me I will in no 
wise cast out. 

38 For I came down from 
heaven, not to do mine own 
will, but the will of him that 
sent me. 

39 And this is the Father’s 
will which hath sent me, that of 
all which he hath given me I 
should lose nothing, but should 
raise it up again at the last day. 

40 And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
which seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life: and I will raise him 
up at the last day. 

41 The Jews then murmured 
at him, because he said, I am 
the bread which came down 
from heaven. 2 

42 And they said, Is not this 
Jé’sus, the son of Jo’seph, 
whose father and mother we 
know? how is it then that he 
saith, I came down from heaven? 

43 Jé’sus therefore answered 
and said unto them, Murmur not 
among-yourselves. 

44. No man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath 
sent me draw him: and I will 
raise him up at the last day. 

45 It is written in the proph- 
ets, And they shall be all taught 
of God. Every man therefore 
that hath heard, and hath 
learned of the Father, cometh 
unto me. 

46 Not that any man hath 
seen the Father, save he which 
is of God, he hath seen the 
Father.

59 These things said he in the 
synagogue, as he taught in 
Ca-pér’na-tim.

61 When Jé’sus knew in him- 
self that his disciples murmured 
at it, he said unto them, Doth 
this offend you? 
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62 What and if ye shall see 
the Son of man ascend up where 
he was before? i 

63 It is the spirit that quick- 
eneth; the flesh profiteth noth- 
ing: the words that I speak 
unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are life. 

64 But there are some of you 
that believe not. For Jé’sus 
knew from the beginning who 
they were that™ believed not, 
and who should betray him. | 

65 And he said, Therefore said 
I unto you, that no man can 
come unto me, except it were 
given unto him of my Father.

48 Then answered the Jews, 
and said unto him, Say we not

and ye do dishonour me. 

50 And I seek not mine own 
glory: there is one that seeketh 
and judgeth.

52 Then said the Jews unto 
him, Now we know that thou 
hast a devil.

53 Art thou greater than our 
father A’bra-ham, which is dead? 
and the prophets are dead: 
whom makest thou thyself? 

54 Jé’sus answered, If Ihonour 
myself, my honour is nothing:

me; of whom ye say, that he is 
your God: 

55 Yet ye have not known 
him; but I know him: and if I 
should say, I know him not, I 
shall be a liar like unto you: 
but I know him, and keep his

56 Your father A’bra-ham re- 
joiced to see my day: and he 
saw it, and was glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and hast thou seen 
A’bra-ham? 

58 Jé’sus said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Before A’bra-ham was, I am.

25 He answered and said, 
Whether he be a sinner or no, I 
know not: one thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now 


I see. 

26 Then said they to him 
again, What did he to thee? 
how opened he thine eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have 
told you already, and ye did not 
hear: wherefore would ye hear 
it again? will ye also be his 
disciples? 
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28 Then they reviled him, and 
said, Thou art his disciple; but 
we are MO’ses’ disciples. 

29 We know that God spake 
unto M6’ses: as for this fellow, 
we know not from whence he is. 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, Why herein is a 
marvellous thing, that ye know 
not from whence he is, and yet 
he hath opened mine eyes. 

31 Now we. know that God 
heareth not sinners: but if any 
man be a worshipper of God, 
and doeth his will, him he 
heareth.

8 All that ever came before 
me are thieves and robbers: but 
the sheep did not hear them. 

9 Iam the door: by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved, 
and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but 
for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: I am come that they 
might have life, and that they 
might have it more abundantly. 

11 I am the good: shepherd: 
the good shepherd giveth his 
life for the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth the

2 (It was that Ma’ry which 
anointed the Lord with oint- 
ment, and wiped his feet with 
her hair, whose brother Laz’a- 
rus was sick.) 

3 Therefore his sisters sent 
unto him, saying, Lord, behold, 
he whom thou lovest is sick. 

4 When Jé’sus heard that, he 
said, This sickness is not unto 
death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be 
glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jé’sus loved Mar’tha, 
and her sister, and Laz’a-rus. 

6 When he had heard therefore 
that he was sick, he abode two 
days still in the same place 
where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to 
his disciples, Let us go into 
Ji-de’a again. 

8 His disciples say unto him, 
Master, the Jews of late sought 
to stone thee; and goest thou 
thither again? 

9 Jé’sus answered, Are there 
not twelve hours in the day? 
If any man walk in the day, he 
stumbleth not, because he seeth 
the light of this world. 

10 But if a man walk in the 
night, he stumbleth, because 
there is no light in him. 

11 These things said he: and 
after that he saith unto them, 
Our friend Laz’a-ris sleepeth; 
but I go, that I may awake him 
out of sleep. |. ; 

12 Then said his disciples, 
por if he sleep, he shall do 


well. 

13 Howbeit Jé’sus spake of his 
death: but they thought that he 
had spoken of taking of rest in 


sleep. 

14 Then said Jé’sus unto them 
plainly, Laz’a-rus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your 
sakes that I was not there, to 
the intent ye may believe; 
nevertheless let us go unto him. 

16 Then said Thom/as, which 
is called Did’y-mts, unto his 
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fellowdisciples, Let us also go, 
that we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jé’sus came, he 
found that he had lain in the 
grave four days already. 

18 Now Béth’a-ny was nigh 
unto Jé-ru’sd-lém, about fifteen 
Cones off: . 

19 And many of the Jews came 
to Mar’tha and Ma’ry, to comfort 
them concerning their brother.

46 But some of them went 
their ways to the Phar’i-sees, 
and told them what things 
Jé’sus had done. ; 

47 4 Then gathered the chief 
priests and the Phar’i-sees a 
council, and said, What do we? 
for this man doeth many mir- 
acles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all 
men will believe on him: and 
the Rd’mans shali come and 
take away both our place and 
nation. 

49 And one of them, named 
Ca’ia-phas, being the high priest 
that same year, said unto them, 
Ye know nothing atall, |

expedient for us, that one man 
should die for the people, and 
that the whole nation perish not.

3 Then took Ma’ry a pound

5 Why was not this ointment 
sold for three hundred pence, 
and given to the poor? 

6 This he said, not that he 
cared for the poor; but because 
he was a thief, and had the bag, 
and bare what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jé’sus, Let her 
alone: against the day of my 
burying hath she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have 
with you; but me ye have not 
always. 

9 Much people of the Jews 
therefore knew that he was 
there: and they came not for 
Jé’sus’ sake only, but that they 
might see Laz’a-ris also, whom 
he had raised from the dead. 

10 4 But the chief priests con- 
sulted that they might put 
Laz’a-ris also to death; 

11 Because that by reason of 
him many of the Jews went 
away, and believed on Jé’sus. 

12 4 On the next day much 
people that were come to the 
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feast, when they heard that 
Jé’/sus was coming to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, 

13 Took branches of palm 
trees, and went forth to meet 
him, and cried, H6-san’na:

against Ce’sar. 

13 4 When Pilate therefore 
heard that saying, he brought 
Jé’sus forth, and sat down in the 
judgment seat in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but in the 
Hé’brew, Gab’ba-tha. ; 

14 And it was the preparation 
of the passover, and about the 
sixth hour: and he saith unto 
the Jews, Behold your King! 

15 But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucify 
him. Pi/late saith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your King? The 
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chief priests answered, We have 
no king but Ce’sar. 

16 Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be cruci- 
fied. And they took Jé’sus, and 
led him away.

_ they had crucified Jé’sus, took 


his garments,* and made four | leg 


parts, to every soldier a part; 
and also his coat: now the coat 
was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it shall 
be: that the scripture might be 
fulfilled, which saith, They part- 
ed my raiment among them, and 
for my vesture they did cast lots.

22 Ye men of Is’ra-el, hear 
these words; Jé’sus of Naz’a- 
reth, a man approved of God 
among you by miracles and 
wonders and signs, which God 
did by him in the midst of you, as 
ye yourselves also know: 

23 Him, being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and fore- 
knowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain: | 

24 Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death: 
because it was not possible that 
he should be holden of it. 

25 For Da’vid speaketh con- 
cerning him, I foresaw the Lord 
always before my face, for he is 
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on my right hand, that I should 
not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart re- 

joice, and my tongue was glad; 
moreover also my flesh shall rest 
in hope: 
27 Because thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hell, neither wilt thou 
suffer thine Hely One to see 
corruption. e 

28 Thou hast made known to 
me the ways of life; thou shalt 
make me full of joy with thy 
countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me 
freely speak unto you of the 
patriarch Da’vid, that he is both 
dead and buried, and his sepul- 
chre is with us unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, 
and knowing that God had 
sworn with an oath to him, that 
of the fruit of his loins, accord- 
ing to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne; 

31 He seeing this before spake 
of the resurrection of Christ, 
that his soul was not left in hell, 
neither his flesh did see cor- 
ruption. :

31 When Mo6’ses_ saw if, he 
wondered at the sight: and as 
he drew near to behold i¢, the 
voice of the Lord came unto him. 

32 Saying, I. am. the God of 
thy fathers, the God of A’bra- 
ham, and the God of I’saac, and 
the God of Ja’cob. Then Md6’ses 
trembled, and durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, 
Put off thy shoes from thy feet: 
for the place where thou stand- 
est is holy ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the 
affliction of my people which is 
in E’gypt, and I have heard their 
groaning, and am come down to 
deliver them. And now come, 
I will send thee into E’éypt. 
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35 This Mo’ses whom they re- 
used, saying, Who made thee a 
ruler and a judge? the same 
did God send to be a ruler and 
a deliverer by the hand of the 
angel which appeared to him in 
the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after 
that he had shewed wonders 
and signs in the land of E’gy¥pt, 
and in the Red sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years. 

37 4 This is that Md’ses, which 
said unto the children of Is’ra-el, 
A prophet shall the Lord your 
God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the 
church in the wilderness with 
the angel which spake to him 
in the mount Si’na, and with our 
fathers: who received the lively 
oracles to give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would 
not obey, but thrust him from 
them, and in their hearts turned 
back again into R’£y¥pt, 

40 Saying unto Aar’on, Make 
us gods to go before us: for as 
for this Md’ses, which brought 
us out of the land of E’éypt, 
Me wot not what is become of 

im. 

41 And they made a calf in 
those days, and offered sacrifice 
unto the idol, and rejoiced in the 
works of their own hands. 

42 Then God turned,.and gave 
them up to worship the host of 
heaven; as it is written in the 
book of the prophets, O ye 
house of Is’ra-el, have ye offered 
to me slain beasts aud sacrifices 
by the space of forty years in the 
wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the taber- 
nacle of Mo’loch, and the star of 
your god Rém’phan, figures 
which ye made to worship them: 
and I will carry you away beyond 
Bab’y-lon. 

44 Our fathers had the taber- 
nacle of witness in the wilder 
ness, as he had appointed, 
speaking unto Md’ses, that he 
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should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which also our fathers 
that came after brought in with 
Jé’sus into the possession: of 
the Gén’tiles, whom God drave 
out before the face of our 
fathers, unto the days of Da’vid; 

6 Who found favour before 
God, and desired to find a 
tabernacle for the God of Ja’cob. 

47 But Sol’o-mon built him an 


ouse. 

48 Howbeit the most High 
dwelleth not in temples made 
with hands; as saith the prophet, 
49 Heaven is my throne, and 
earth is my footstool: what 
house will ye build me? saith 
the Lord: or what is the place 
of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all 
these things? 

51 f Ye stiffnecked and un- 
circumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do always resist the H6’ly 
Ghést: as your fathers did, so 


do ye. 
52 Which of the prophets 
have not your fathers perse- 


cuted? and they have slain them | him 


which shewed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of 
whom ye have been now the 
betrayers and murderers: 

3 Who have received the law 
by the disposition of angels, 
and have not kept if. 

54 4 When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the 
heart, and they gnashed on him 
with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the 
Ho’ly Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the 
glory of God, and Jé’sus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son 
of man standing on the right 
hand of God.

5 Then Phil/ip went down ta 
the city of Sa-ma’ri-a, 
preached Christ unto them. 

6 And the people with one 
accord gave heed unto those 
things which Phil’ip spake, hear- 
ing and seeing the miracles 
which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying 
with loud voice, came out o 
many that were possessed with 
them: and many taken with 
palsies, and that were lame, 
were healed.

And he said unto him, 
Thy prayers and thine alms 
are come up for a memorial 
before God.

departed, he called two of his 
household servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on 
him continually;

9 ¢ On the morrow, as they 
went on their journey, and drew 
nigh unto the city, Pé’tér went 
up upon the house top to pray 
about the sixth hour: 

10 And he became very hungry, 


and would have eaten: but while — 


they made ready, he fell into a 
trance, ;

22 And they said, Cér-né/li-tis 
the centurion, a just man, and 
one that feareth God, and_ of 
good report among all the nation 
of the Jews, was warned from 
God by an holy angel to send 
for thee into his house, and to 
hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and 
lodged them. And on the mor- 
row Pé’tér went away with 
them, and certain brethren from 
Jop’pa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they 
entered into C#s-a-ré’a. 
Cor-né’li-us waited for them, 
and had called together his 
kinsmen and near friends.

31 And said, Cér-né’li-ts, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms 
are had in remembrance in the 
sight of God. 
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32 Send therefore to Jop’pa, 
and call hither Si’mon, whose 
surname is Pé’tér; he is lodged 
in the house of one Si’‘mon a 
tanner by the sea side: who, 
when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee.

CHAPTER 12 101

OW about that time Hér’od

2 And he killed James the 
brother of John with the sword. 

3 And because he saw it 
pleased the Jews, he proceeded 
further to take Pé’tér also. 
(Then were the days of un- 
leavened bread.) 

4 And when he had appre- 
hended him, he put. him in 
prison, and delivered him to four 
quaternions of soldiers to keep 
him; intending after Fas’tér to 
bring him forth to the people. 

5 Pé’tér therefore was kept in 
prison: but prayer was made 
without ceasing of the church 
unto God for him 

6 And when Hér’od would have 
brought him forth, the same 
night Pé’tér was sleeping be- 
tween two soldiers, bound with 
two chains: and the keepers 
before the door kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a 
light shined in the prison: and 
he smote Pé’tér on the side, and 
raised him up, saying, Arise up 
quickly. And his chains fell off 
from his hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, 
Gird thyself, and bind on thy 
sandals. And so he did. And 
he saith unto him, Cast thy 
garment about thee, and follow 


9 And he went out, and fol- 
lowed him; and wist not that 
it was true which was done by 
the angel; but thought he saw 
a vision. 

10 When they were past the 
first and the second ward, they 
came unto the iron gate that

15 And they said unto her, 
Thou art mad. But she con- 
stantly affirmed that it was even 
so.

16 But Pé’tér continued knock- 
ing: and when they had opened 
the door, and saw him, they 
were astonished. | 
17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their 
peace, declared unto them how 
the Lord had brought him out 
of the prison. And he said, Go 
shew these things unto James, 
and to the brethren.

9 Then Saul, (who also is 
called Paul,) filled with the 
Hd/l¥ Ghést, set his eyes on him, 

10 And said, O full of all 
subtilty and all mischief, thou 
child of the devil, thou enemy of 
all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways 
of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand 
of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou shalt be blind, not seeing 
the sun for a season. And 
immediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness; and he 
went about seeking some to 
lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he 
saw what was done, believed, 


being astonished at the doctrine | J 


of the Lord. ; 

13 Now when Paul and his 
company loosed from Pa’phos, 
they came to Pér’ga in Pam- 
phyl'i-a: and John departing 
from them returned to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lem. 

14 4 But when they departed 
from Pér’ga, they came to An’ti- 
éch in Pi-sid’i-a, and went into 
the synagogue on the sabbath 
day, and sat down. _. 

15 And after the reading of the 
law and the prophets the rulers 
of the synagogue sent unto them, 
saying, Ye men and brethren, if 
ye have any word of exhorta- 
tion for the people, say on. 
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16 Then Paul stood up, and 

beckoning with his hand said, 
Men of Is’ra-el, and ye that fear 
God, give audience. 
17 The God of this people of 
Is’ra-el chose our fathers, and 
exalted the people when they 
dwelt as strangers in the land of 
E’gypt, and with an high arm 
brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners 
in the wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed 
seven nations in the land of 
Cha’naan, he divided their land 
to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto 
them judges about the space of 
four hundred and fifty years, 
until Sam/u-el the prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired 
a king: and God gave unto them 
Saul the son of Cis, a man of the 
tribe of Bén’ja-min, by the 
space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed 
him, he raised up unto them 
Da’vid to be their king; to 
whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, I have found Da’vid 
the son of Jés’se, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall ful- 
fil all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath 
God according to his promise 
raised unto is’ra-el a Saviour, 


é’sus: 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of 
repentance to all the people of 

{s’ra-el. 

25 And as Joéhn fulfilled his 
course, he said, Whom think ye 
that I am? I am not he. But, 
behold, there cometh one after 
me, whose shoes of his feet I 
am not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children 
of the stock of A’bra-ham, and 
whosoever among you feareth 
God, to you is the word of this 
salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, and their, rulers, be- 
cause they knew him not, nor 
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yet the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath 
day, they have fulfilled them in 
condemning him 

28 And faotaal they found no 
cause of death in him, yet de- 
sired they Pi’late that he should 
be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled 
all that was written of him, 
they took him. down from the 
tree, and laid him in a sepulchre. 

30 But God raised him from 
the dead: 

31 And he was seen many 
days of them which came up 
with him from Gal’i-lee to Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, who are his witnesses 
unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you 
glad tidings, how that the 
promise oaae was made unto 
the father 

33 God bath fulfilled the same 
unto us their children, in that 
he hath raised up Jé’sus again; 
as it is also written in the second 
psalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he 
raised him up from the dead, 
now no more to return to cor- 
ruption, he said on this wise, I 
will give you the sure mercies 
of Da’vid. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in 
another psalm, Thou shalt not 
suffer thine Holy One to see 
corruption. 

36 For Da’vid, after he had 
served his own generation by 
the will of God, fell on sleep, 
and was laid unto his fathers, 
and saw corruption: 

37 But he, whom God raised 
again, saw no corruption. 

38 | Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man _ is 
preached unto you the forgive- 
ness of sins: 

39 And. by him all that be- 
lieve are justified from all things, 
from which ye could not be 
justified by the law of Md’ses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that 


Jews oppose Paul and Barnabas 


come upon you, which is spoken 
of in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish: for I work 
a work in your days, a work 
which ye shall in no wise be- 
lieve, though a man declare it 
unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were 
gone out of the synagogue, the 
Gén’tiles besought that these 
words might be preached to 
them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when. the congrega- 
tion was broken up, many of the 
Jews and religious proselytes 
followed Paul and Bar’na-bas: 
who, speaking to them, per- 
suaded them to continue in the 
grace of God. 

44 4 And the next sabbath day 
came almost the whole city to- 
gether to hear the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw 
the multitudes, they were filled 
with envy, and spake against 
those things which were spoken 
by Paul, contradicting and blas- 
pheming. 

46 Then Paul and Biar’na-bas © 
waxed bold, and said, It was 
necessary that the word of God 
should first have been spoken to 
you: but seeing ye put it from 
you, and judge yourselves un- 
worthy of everlasting life, lo, we 
turn to the Gén’tiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying, I have set 
thee to be a light of the Gén’tiles, 
that thou shouldest be for salva- 
tion unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gén’tiles 
heard this, they were glad, and 
glorified the word of the Lord: 
and as many as were ordained 
to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord 
was published throughout all the 
region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the 
devout and honourable women, 
and the chief men of the city, 
and raised persecution against 
Paul and Biar’na-bas, and ex- 
pelled them out of their coasts. 
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51 But they shook off the 
dust of their feet against them, 
and came unto I-cd/ni-tm. 

52 And the disciples were 
filled with joy, and with the 
Holy Ghost. 


103 CHAPTER 14 


1 Persecution of Paul and Barnabas.

ND it came to pass in f-c6’- 
. ni-tim, that they went both 
together into the synagogue of 

the Jews, and so spake, that a

4 But the multitude of the city 
was divided: and part held with 
the Jews, and part with the 
apostles. 

5 And when there was an 
assault made both of the Gén’- 
tiles, and also of the Jews with 
their rulers, to use them de- 
spitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of if, and 
fled unto Lys’tra and Dér’bé,

the region that lieth round about: 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. ; 

8 § And there sat a certain 
man at Ly¥s’tra, impotent in his 
feet, being a cripple from his 
mother’s womb, who never had 
walked: ;

who stedfastly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had 
faith to be healed, ; 

10 Said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. 
And he leaped and walked. 
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11 And when the people saw 
what Paul had done, they lifted 
up their voices, saying in the 
speech of Lyc-a-6/ni-a, The 
gods are come down to us in the 
likeness of men. 

12 And they called Bar’na-bis, 
Ji’pi-tér; and Paul, Mér-ci’ri- 
us, because he was the chief 
speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Ja’pi-tér, 
which was before their city, 
brought oxen and garlands unto 
the gates, and would have done 
sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, 
Bar’na-bas and Paul, heard of, 
they rent their clothes, and ran 
In among the people, crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do 
ye these things? We also are 
men of like passions with you, 
and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities 
unto the living God, which made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, 
and all things that are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered 
all nations to walk in their own 
ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not 
himself without witness, in that 
he did good, and gave us rain 
from heaven, and fruitful sea- 
sons, filling our hearts with food 
and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings 
scarce restrained they the people, 
that they had not done sacrifice 
unto them. 

19 ¢ And there came_ thither 
certain Jews from An’ti-6ch and 
I-c0’ni-tm, who persuaded the 
people, and, having stoned Paul, 
drew him out of the city, sup- 
posing he had been dead. | 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples 
stood round about him, he rose 
up, and came into the city: and 
the next day he departed with 
Bar’na-bas to Dér’bé. 

21 And when they had preached 
the gospel to that city, and had 
taught many, they returned 
again to Lys’tra, and fo I-cd’ni- 
um, and An’ti-dch, 
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22 Confirming the souls of the 
disciples, and exhorting them to 
continue in the faith, and that 
we must through! much tribula- 
tion enter into the kingdom of 


God. 

23 And when they had or- 
dained them elders in_ every 
church, and had prayed with 
fasting, they commended them 
to the Lord, on whom they be- 
lieved. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pi-sid’i-a, they came 
to Pam-phyl’i-a. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Pér’ga, they went 
down into At-ta’li-a: 

26 And thence sailed to An’ti- 
6ch, from whence they had 
been recommended to the grace 
of God for the work which they 
fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, 
and had gathered the church to- 
gether, they rehearsed all that 
God had done with them, and 
how he had opened the door 
of faith unto the Gén’tiles. 

28 And there they abode long 
time with the disciples.

2 Which was well reported of 
by the brethren that were at 
Lys’tra and I-cd’/ni-tm. 

3 Him would Paul have to go 
forth with him; and took and 
circumcised him because of the 
Jews which were in those 
quarters: for they knew all that 
his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the 
decrees for to keep, that were 
ordained of the apostles and el- 
ders which were at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 And so were the churches 
established in the faith, and in- 
creased in number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone 
throughout Phryg’i-a and the 
region of Ga-la’tia, and were for- 
bidden of the H6/ly Ghost to 
preach the word in A’sia, 4 

7 After they were come to Mys’- 
ia, they assayed to go into Bi- 
thyn/i-a: but the Spirit suffered 
them not. : oss 

8 And they passing by Mys’ia 
came down to Tro’as. 

9 And a vision appeared to 
Paul in the night; There stood 
a man of Mac-e-dd’ni-a, and 
prayed him, saying, Come over 
into Mac-e-d6’ni-a, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we endea- 
voured to go into Mac-e-dd’ni-a, 
assuredly gathering that the Lord 
had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. | 

11 Therefore loosing from Trd’- 
as, we came with a straight

course to Sam-o-thra’cia,and the 
next day to Né-ap’o-lis; 

12 And from thence to Phi- 
lip’pi, which is the chief city of 
that part of Mac-e-d6’ ni-a, and a 
colony: and we were in that city 
abiding certain days. i 

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, 















sorted thither. 

14 § And a certain wom 
named Lyd’i-a, a seller of purple, 
of the city of Thy-a-ti’ra, which 
worshipped God, 
whose heart the Lord opened 
that she attended unto the thing 
which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, 
and her household, she besought 
us, saying, If ye have judged m 
to be faithful to the Lord, come 
into my house, and abide there. 
And she constrained us. 

16 ¥ And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of: divi- 
nation met us, which brought he 
masters much gain by sooth- 
saying 

17 The same followed Paul and 
us, and cried, saying, These men 
are the servants of the most high 
God, which shew unto us the 
way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned 
and said to the spirit, I_com- 
mand thee in the name of Jé aud 
Christ to come out of her. And 
he came out the same hour. " 

19 ¥ And when her masters 
saw that the hope of their gains 
was gone, they caught Paul and 
Silas, and drew them into the 
marketplace unto the rulers, : 

20 And brought them to the 
magistrates, saying, These men, 
being Jews, do exceedingly 
trouble our city, 

“21 And teach customs, which 
are not lawful for us to receive, 
neither to observe, being R6’mans. 

22 And the multitude rose up 
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— Paul and Silas in prison at Philip 
together against them: and the 


magistrates rent off their clothes, 
and commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid 
many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging 
the jailor to keep them safely: 

24 Who, having received sucha 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

25 {j And at midnight Paul and 
Si‘las prayed, and sang praises 
unto God: and the prisoners 
heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a 
great earthquake, so that the 
foundations of the prison were 
shaken: and immediately all 
the doors were opened, and every 
one’s bands were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his sleep, and see- 
ing the prison doors open, he 
drew out his sword, and would 
have killed himself, supposing 
that the prisoners had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do thyself no 
harm: for we are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, 
and sprang in, and came trem- 
bling, and fell down before Paul 
and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and 
said, Sirs, what must I do to:be 
saved? } 

31 And they said, Believe on 
the Lord Jé’sus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved, and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

33 And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed 
their stripes; and was baptized, 
he and all his, straightway. 

34 And when he had brought 
them into his house, he set meat 
before them, and rejoiced, be- 
lieving in God with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the 
magistrates sent the serjeants, 
saying, Letthosemengo. | 

36 And the keeper of the prison 
told this saying to Paul, The 
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magistrates have sent to let you 
go: now therefore depart, and go 
in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, 
They have beaten us openly un- 
condemned, being R6’mans, and 
have cast us into prison; and 
now do they thrust us out privily? 
nay verily; but let them come 
themselves and fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates: and 
they feared, when they heard that 
they were RO’mans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and 
desired them to depart out of the 
city. 

40 And they went out ‘of the 
prison, and entered into the 
house of Lyd’i-a: and when they 
had seen the brethren, they com- 
forted them, and departed. 


CHAPTER 17 106 
1 Paul's pene at Aa Leap Oe: 
5 The Jews persecute him. 10 
is sent to Berea. 15 At Athens ne 
preaches the unknown God. 


OW when_they had passed 
AN through Am-phip’o-lis and 
Ap-ol-10’ni-a, they came to Thés- 
sa-lo-ni’ca, where was a syna- 
gogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul,as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three 
sabbath days reasoned with them 
out of the scriptures, | 

3 Opening and alleging, that 
Christ must needs have suffered, 
and risen again from the dead; 
and that this Jé’sus, whom I 
preach unto you, is Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, 
and consorted with Paul and 
Silas; and of the devout Greeks 
a great multitude, and of the chief 
women not a few. 

5 7 But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, 
took unto them certain lewd fel- 
lows of the baser sort, and gath- 
ered a company, and set all the 
city on an uproar, and assaulted 
the house of Ja’son, and sought 
to bring them out to the people. 

6 And when they found them 
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not, they drew Ja’son and cer- 
tain brethren unto the rulers of 
the city, crying, These that have 
turned the world upside down 
are come hither also; 

Whom Ja’son hath received: 
and these all do contrary to the 


decrees of Cee’sar, saying that/t 


there is another king, one Jé’sus. 

8 And they troubled the people 
and the rulers of*the city, when 
they heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken 
security of Ja’son, and of the 
other, they let them go. 

10 ¢ And the brethren im- 
mediately sent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Bé-ré’a: who 
coming thither went into the 
synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than 


those in Thés-sa-l6-ni’ca, in that | th 


they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, and searched 
the scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them be- 
lieved; also of honourable wom- 
en which were Greeks, and of 
men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thés- 
sa-l6-ni’ca had knowledge that 
the word of God was preached of 
Paul at Bé-ré’a, they came 
thither also, and stirred up the 
people. 

14 And then immediately the 
brethren sent away Paul to go as 
it were to the sea: but Si’las and 
Ti-m6’the-ts abode there still. 

15 And they that conducted 
Paul brought him unto Ath’éns: 
and receiving a commandment 
unto Si/las and Ti-m6’the-ts for 
to come to him with all speed, 
they departed. 


16 § Now while Paul waited for | h 


them at Ath’éns, his spirit was 
stirred in him, when he saw the 
city wholly given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and 
with the devout persons, and in 
the market daily with them that 
met withhim. _. 

18 Then certain philosophers of

the Ep-i-cti-ré’ans, and of the 
Sto’icks, encountered him, And 
some said, What will this bab- 
bler say? other some, He seem- 
eth to be a setter forth of strange 
gods: because he preached unto 
them Jé’sus, and the resurrec- 


ion. 

19 And they took him, and 
brought him unto Ar-e-ép’a-giis, 
saying, May we know what this 
new doctrine, whereof thou 
speakest, is? 

20 For thou bringest certain 
Strange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what these 
thingsmean. | 

21 (For all the A-thé’ni-ans and 
strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but 
either to tell, or to hear some new 


ing.) 
22 9 Then Paul stood in the 
midst of Mars’ hill, and said, Ye 
men of Ath’éns, I perceive that in 
allthingsye are too superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and be- 
held your devotions, I found an 
altar with this inscription, TO 
THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom 
therefore ye ignorantly worship, 
him declare I unto you. 

24 God that made the world 
and all things therein, seeing that 
he is Lord of heaven and earth, — 
dwelleth not in temples made 
with hands; | 

25 Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he need- — 
ed any thing, seeing he giveth to 
all life, and breath, and all things: © 

26 And hath made of one blood — 
all nations of men for to dwell on — 
all the face of the earth, and hath — 
determined the times before ap- — 
pointed, and the bounds of their — 
abitation; : 

27 That they should seek the | 
Lord, if haply they might feel 
after him, and find him, though 
he be not far from every one of us: _ 

28 For in him we live, and 
move, and have our being; as 
certain also of your own poets 
have said, For we are also his 
offspring. 
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29 Forasmuch then as we are 
the offspring of God, we ought 
not to think that the Godhead is 
like unto gold, or silver, or stone, 
graven by art and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this igno- 
rance God winked at; but now 
commandeth all men every where 
to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge 
the world in righteousness by 
thatman whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead. 

32 4 And when they heard of 
the. resurrection of the dead, 
some mocked: and others said, 
We will hear thee again of this 
matter. 

33 So. Paul 
among them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave 
unto him, and believed: among 
the which was Di-o-nys’i-ts the 
Ar-e-6p’a-gite, and a Woman

named Dam/a-ris, and others 
with them. 
107 CHAPTER ‘18 


1 Paul goes to Corinth. 3 His occupa- 
tion. 4 He preaches to the Geniiles. 
9 His vision. 12 The judgment of 
Gallio. 24 Preaching of Apollos. 
FTER these things Paul de- 
parted from Ath’éns, and 
came to Cor’inth; 

2 And. found a certain Jew 
named Aq’ui-la, born in Pon’tus, 
lately come from it’a-ly, with his 
wife Pris-cil’la; (because that 
Clau’di-ts had commanded all 
Jews to depart from Rome:) and 
came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the 
same craft, he abode with them, 
and wrought: for by their oc- 
cupation they were tentmakers. 

4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and per- 
suaded the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Si’las and Ti-m6’- 
the-tis were come from Mac-e- 
do’/ni-a, Paul was pressed in the 
spirit, and testified to the Jews 
that Jé’sus was Christ. 
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6 And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, he 
shook his raiment, and said unto 
them, Your. blood be upon your 
own heads; I am clean: from 
henceforth I will go unto the 
Gén‘tiles. 

7 4 And he departed thence, 
and entered into a certain man’s 
house, named Jis’tus, one that 
worshipped God, whose house 
joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 And Cris’pus, the chief ruler 
of the synagogue, believed on the 
Lord with all his house; and 
many of the Co-rinth’i-ans 
hearing believed, and were 
baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul 
in the night by a vision, Be not 
afraid, but speak, and hold not 
thy peace: i 

10 For I am with thee, and no 
man shall set on thee to hurt 
thee: for I have much people in 
this city. i 

1i1 And he continued there a 
year and six months, teaching the 
word of God among them. 

12 4 And when Gal’li-6 was the 
deputy of A-cha’ia, the Jews 
made insurrection with one ac- 
cord against Paul, and brought 
him to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow per- 
suadeth men to worship God 
contrary to the law. 

14 And when Paul was now 
about to open his mouth, Gal’- 
li-6 said unto the Jews, If it 
were a matter of wrong or wicked 
lewdness, O ye Jews, reason 
would that I should bear with 


you: 

15 But if it be a question of 
words and names, and of your 
law, look ye toit; for I will be no 
judge of such matters. 

_16 And he drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took 
Sds’the-nés, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, and beat him be- 
fore the judgment seat. And 
Gal'li-6 cared for none of those 
things. 
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18 § And Paul after this tarried 
there yet a good while, and then 
took his leave of the brethren, 
and sailed thence into Syr’i-a, 
and wit 
Aq’ui-la; having shorn his head 
na pon cee for he had a 


"19. “And he came to we 
and left them there: but he him- 
self entered into the synagogue, 
and reasoned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to 
tarry longer time with them, he 
consented not; 

21 But bade them farewell, say- 
ing, I must by all means keep 
this feast that cometh in Jé-ru’- 

sa-lém: but I will return again 
unto you, if God will. And he 
sailed from Eph’e-sus. 

22 And when he had landed at 
Ces-a-ré’a, and gone up, and 
saluted the church, he went down 
te An’ti-6ch. 

23 And after he had spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
over all the country of Ga-la’tia 
and Phryz’i-a in order, strength- 
ening all the disciples. 

24 9 And acertain Jew named 
A-pOl/los, born at Al-éx-an‘dri-a, 
an eloquent man, and mighty in 
the scriptures, came to Eph’e-sts. 

25 This man was instructed in 
the way of the Lord; and being 
fervent in the spirit, he spake 
and taught diligently the things 
of the Lord, knowing only the 
baptism of J hn. 

26 And he began to speak boldly 
in the synagogue: whom when 
Aq‘ui-la andPris-cil’la had heard, 
they took him unto them, and 
expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. : 

27 And when he was disposed 
to pass into A-cha’ia, the brethren 
wrote, exhorting the disciples to 
receive him: who, when he was 
come, helped them much which 
had believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced 
the Jews, and that publickly, 
shewing by_the scriptures that 
jJé’sus was Christ.

AX» it came to pass, that, 
*% while  A-pdl’los was at 
Cor’inth, Paul having passed 
through the upper coasts came to 
Eph’e-sus: and finding certain 
disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye 
received the H6’ly GhGst since ye 
believed? And they said unto 
him, We have not so much as 
pertain there be any Hd’ly 

os e 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily 
baptized with the baptism of re- 
pentance, saying unto the people, 
that they should believe on him 
which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jé’sus. | 

en they heard this, they 
were baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jé’sus. ( 

6 And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Hd’ly. 
Ghost came on them; and they 
Bae with tongues, and proph- 


“7 “And all the men were about 
twelve. 

8 And he went into the syna- 
gogue, and spake boldly for the 
space of three months, disputing — 
and persuading the things con-— 
cerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hard- 
ened, and believed not, but spake 
evil of that way before the multi- 
tude, he departed from them, and — 
separated the disciples, disputing © 
daily in the school of one Ty-— 
ran’nus. : 

10 And this continued by the - 
space of two years; so that all 
they which dwelt in A’sia heard 
the word of the Lord Jé’sus, both 
Jews and Greeks. 

1 And God wrought special 
miracles by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were 
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brought unto the sick handker- 


chiefs or aprons, and the diseases 
departed from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them. 

13 § Then certain of the vaga- 
bond Jews, exorcists, took upon 
them to call over them which had 
evil spirits the name of the Lord 
Jé’sus, saying, We adjure you by 
Jé’sus whom Paul preacheth. 
-14 And there were seven sons 
of one Scé’va, a Jew, and chief of 
the priests, which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered 
and said, Jé’sus I know, and 
Paul I know; but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the 
evil spirit was leaped on them, 
and. overcame them, and pre- 
vailed against them, so that they 
fled out of that house naked and 
wounded. 

17 And this was known to all 
the Jews and Greeks also dwell- 
ing at Eph’e-sts; and fear fell 
on them all, and the name of the 
Lord Jé’sus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed 
came, and confessed, and shewed 
their deeds. : 

19 Many of them also which 
used curious arts brought their 
books together, and burned them 
before all men: and they counted 
the price of them, and found it 
fifty thousand pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word 
of God and prevailed. 

21 4 After these things were 
ended, Paul purposed in the 
spirit, when he had passed 
through Mac-e-do’ni-a and A- 
cha’/ia, to go to Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
saying, After I have been there, 
I must also see Rome. 4 

22 So he sent into Mac-e-d6’- 
ni-a two of them that ministered 
unto him, Ti-md’the-tis and 
&-ras’tus; but he himself stayed 
in A’sia for a season. 

23 And the same time there 
arose no small stir about that 
way. 

24 For a certain man named 
Dé-mé'tri-lis, a silversmith, 
which made silver shrines for 
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Di-an’a, brought no small gain 
unto the craftsmen: 

‘> Whom he called together 
with the workmen of like occu- 
pation, and said, Sirs, ye know 
that by this craft we have our 
wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, 
that not alone at Eph’e-stis, but 
almost throughout all A’sia, this 
Paul hath persuaded and turned 
away much people, saying that 
they be no gods, which are made 
with hands: 

27 So that not only this our 
craft is in danger to be set at 
nought; but also that the temple 
of the great goddess Di-an’4 
should be despised, and her mage 
nificence should be destroyed 
whom all A’sia and the world 
worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these 
Sayings, they were full of wrath, 
and cried out, saying, Great is 
Di-an’a of the &-phé’sians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: _and having 
caught Gaius and Ar-is-tdr’chus, 
men of Mac-e-dé’ni-4, Paui’s 
companions in travel, they rushed 
with one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have 
entered in unto the people, the 
disciples suffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of 
A’sia, which were his friends, 
sent unto him, desiring him that 
he would not adventure himself 
into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one 
thing, and some another: for the 
assembly was confused; and the 
more part knew not wherefore 
they were come together. 

33 And they drew Al-éx-an’dér 
out of the multitude, the Jews 
putting him forward. And Al- 
ex-an’dér beckoned with the 
hand, and would have made his 
defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the space of two hours 
cried out, Great is Di-an’a of the 
E-phé’sians. 
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35 And when the townclerk had 
appeased the people, he said, Ye 
men of Eph’e-stis, what man is 
there that knoweth not how that 
the city of the E-phé’sians is a 
worshipper of the great goddess 
Di-an’a, and of the image which 
fell down from Jii’pi-tér? 

_ 36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye 
ought to be quiet, and to do noth- 
ing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither 
these men, which are neither 
robbers of churches, nor yet blas- 
phemers of your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Dé-mé’tri-us, 
and the craftsmenwhich are with 
him, have a maiter against any 
man, the law is open, and there 
are deputies: let them implead 
one another. 

39 But if ye enquire any thing 
concerning other matters, it shall 
be determined in a lawful as- 
sembly. e3 

40 For we are in danger to be 
called in question for this day’s 
uproar, there being no cause 
whereby we may give an account 
of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus 
ign he dismissed the assem- 

y.

ND after the uproar was 
ceased, Paul called unto 
him the disciples, and embraced 
them, and departed for to go 
into Mac-e-d6’ni-a.

And when the Jews laid wait for 
him, as he was about to sail into 
Syr'i-a, he purposed to return 
through Mac-e-d0’ni-a.

9 And there sat in a window a 
certain young man named Et’ty= 
chis, being fallen into a deep | 
sleep: and as Paul was long 
preaching, he sunk down with 
sleep, and fell down from the 
third loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and 
fell on him, and embracing him 
said, Trouble not yourselves; 
for his life is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come 
up again, and had broken bread, 
and eaten, and talked a long 
while, even till break of day, so 
he departed. 

12 And they brought the young 
man alive, and were not a little 
comforted.

19 Serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind, and with many 
tears, and temptations, which be-

Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but 
have shewed you, and have 
taught you publickly, and from 
house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, 
and also to the Greeks, repent- 
ance toward God, and faith to- 
ward our Lord Jé’sus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go 
bound in the spirit unto Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, not knowing the things 
that shall befall me there: 

23 Save that the Hd/ly’ Ghést 
witnesseth in every city, saying 
that bonds and afflictions abide 


me. 
24 But none of these things 
move me, neither count I my life 
dear unto myself, so that I might 
finish my course with joy, and 
the ministry, which I have re- 
ceived of the Lord Jé’sus, to tes- 
tify the gospel of the grace of God. 
25 And now, behold, I know 
that ye all, among whom I have 
gone preaching the kingdom of 
God, shall see my face no more. 
26 Wherefore I take you to 
record this day, that I am pure 
from the blood of all men.

6 And it came to pass, that, as 
I made my journey, and was 
come nigh unto Da-mdas’cus 
about noon, suddenly there shone 
from heaven a great light round 
about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, 
and heard a voice saying unto 
me, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? 

8 And I answered, Who art 
thou, Lord? And he said unto 
me, I am Jé’sus of Naz’a-réth, 
whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me 
saw indeed the light, and were 
afraid; but they heard not the 
voice of him that spake to, me.

30 On the morrow, because he 
would have known the certainty 
wherefore he was accused of the 
Jews, he loosed him from his 
bands, and commanded the chief 
priests and all their council to 
appear, and brought Paul down, 
and set him before them.

1 Paul before the council. 2 Ananias 
commands him to be smitten.

AY D Paul, earnestly beholding 
the council, said, Men and 
brethren, I have lived in all good 
conscience before God until this 


ay. 

2 And the high priest An-a-ni’as 
commanded them that stood by 
him to smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, 
God shall smite thee, thou whited 
wall: for sittest thou to judge me 
after the law, and commandest 
me to be smitten contrary to the 
law? i 

4 And they that stood by said, 
Revilest thou God’s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, 
brethren, that he was the high 
priest: for it is written, Thou 
shalt not speak evil of the ruler of 
thy people. i 

6 But when Paul perceived that 
the one part were Sad’du-cees, 
and the other Phar’i-sees, he 
cried out in the council, Men and 
brethren, I am a Ph§ar’i-see, the 
son of a Phar’i-see: of the hope 
and resurrection of the dead Iam 
called in question. 

And when he had so said, 
there arose a dissension between 
the Phar’i-sees and the Sad‘du- 
cees: and the multitude was 
divided. “ 

8 For the Sad’du-cees say that 
there is no resurrection, neither 
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angel, nor spirit: but the Phar‘i- 
sees confess both. ‘ 

9 And there arose a great cry: 
and the scribes that were of the 
Phar’i-sees’ part arose, and 
strove, saying, We find no evil in 
this man: but if a spirit or an 
angel hath spoken to him, let us 
not fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a 
great dissension, the chief cap- 
tain, fearing lest Paul should 
have been pulled in pieces of 
them, commanded the soldiers to 
go down, and to take him by 
force from among them, and to 
bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and said, Be 
of good cheer, Paul: for as thou 
hast testified of me in Jé-ru’sa- 
lem, so must thou bear witness 
also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, cer- 
tain of the Jews banded together, 
and bound themselves under a 
curse, saying that they would 
neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than 
forty which had made this con- 
spiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief 
priests and elders, and said, We 
have bound ourselves under a 
great curse, that we will eat 
nothing until we have slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the 
council signify to the chief cap- 
tain that he bring him down unto. 
you to morrow, as though ye 
would enquire something more 
perfectly concerning him: and 
Wwe, or ever he come near, are 
ready to kil! him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s 
son heard of their lying in wait, 
he went and entered into the 
castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the 
centurions unto him, and said, 
Bring this young man unto the 
chief captain: for he hath a cer- 
tain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the chief captain, and said, 
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Paul the prisoner called me unto 
him, and prayed me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took 
him by the hand, and went with 
him aside privately, and asked 
him, What is that thou hast to 
tell me? 

20 And he said, The Jews have 
agreed to desire “thee that thou 
_wouldest bring down Paul to 

morrow into the council, as 
though they would enquire some- 
what of him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto 
them: for there lie in wait for 
him of them more than forty 
men, which have bound them- 
selves with an oath, that they 
will neither eat nor drink till they 
have killed him: and now are 
they ready, looking for a promise 
from thee. , 

22 So the chief captain then 
let the young man depart, and 
charged him, See thou tell no 
man that thou hast shewed these 
things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, saying, Make ready 
two hundred soldiers to go to 
Cés-a-ré’a, and horsemen three- 
score and ten, and spearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the 
night; 

24 And provide them beasts, 
that they may set Paul on, and 
bring him safe unto Fé’lix the 
‘governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after 
this manner: 

26 Clau’di-tus Ly’si-as unto the 
most excellent governor Fé’lix 
sendeth greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been 
killed of them: then came I with 
an army, and rescued him, hav- 
ing understood that he was a 
RO/man. 

28 And when I would have 
known the cause wherefore they 
accused him, I brought him forth 
into their council: _ 

29 Whom I perceived to be ac-

cused of questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his 
charge worthy of death or of 
bonds. 

30 And when it was told me 
how that the Jews laid wait for 
the man, I sent straightway to 
thee, and gave commandment to 
his accusers also to say before 
thee what they had against him. 
Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul, 
and brought him by night to An- 
tip’a-tris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and — 
returned to the castle: 

33 Who, when they came to 
Cé@s-a-ré’a, and delivered the 
epistle to the governor, presented 
Paul also before him. 

34 And when the governor had 
read the letter, he asked of what 
province he was. And when he

CHAPTER 24 113 
1 The charge of Tertullus. 10 Paul’s 
defence.

ND after five days An-a- 
ni’as the high priest de- 
scended with the elders, and 
with a certain orator named 
Tér-ttl/lus, who informed the 
governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called 
forth, Tér-til’lus began to ac- 
cuse ‘him, saying, Seeing that by 
thee we enjoy great quietness, 
and that very worthy deeds are 
done unto this nation by thy 
providence, 

3 Weaccept it always, and in all 
places, most noble Félix, with all 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be 
not further tedious unto thee, I 
pray thee that thou wouldest hear 
us of thy clemency a few words. 
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5 For we have found this man 
a pestilent fellow, and a mover 
of sedition among all the Jews 
throughout the world, and a ring- 
leader of the sect of the Naz-a- 
rénes’: 

6 Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we 
took, and would have judged 
according to our law. 

But the chief captain Ly’si-as 
came upon us, and with great 
violence took him away out of 
our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to 
come unto thee: by examining of 
whom thyself mayest take knowl- 
edge of all these things, whereof 
we accuse him. 


9 And the Jews also assented, | d 


saying that these things were 


so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the 
governor had beckoned unto him 
to speak, answered, Forasmuch 
as I know that thou hast been of 
many years a judge unto this 
nation, I do the more cheerfully 
answer for myself: . 

11 Because that thou mayest 
understand, that there are yet 
but twelve days since I went up to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém for to worship. 

12 And they neither found me 
in the temple disputing with any 
man, neither raising up the peo- 
ple, neither in the synagogues, 
nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the 
things whereof they now accuse 


me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, 
that after the way which they 
call heresy, so worship I the God 
of my fathers, believing all things 
which are written in the law and

22 And when Fé’lix heard 
these things, having more per- 
fect knowledge of that way, he 
deferred them, and said, When 
Ly’si-as the chief captain shall 
come down, I will know the 
uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a cen- 
turion to keep Paul, and to let 
him have liberty, and that he 
should forbid none of his ac- 
quaintance to minister or come 
unto him. ; 

24 And after certain days, 
when Fé’lix came with his wife 
Dru-sil’la, which was a Jew’ess, 
he sent for Paul, and heard him 
concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of 
righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come, Fé’lix trem- 
bled, and answered, Go thy way 
for this time; when I have a 
convenient season, I will call 
for thee.

6 And when he had tarried 
among them more than ten 
days, he went down unto Ce&s- 
a-ré’a; and the next day sit- 
ting on the judgment seat com- 
manded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the 
Jews which came down from 
Jé-ru’sd-lém stood round about, 
and laid many and grievous 
complaints against Paul, which 
they could not prove.

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Au-gts’tus, I com- | 
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Fés’tus, I would also hear the 
man myself. To morrow, said 
he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, when 
A-grip’pa was come, and Bér- 
ni’cé, with great pomp, and was 
entered into the place of hearing, 
with the chief captains, and 
principal men of the city, at 
Fés’tus’ commandment Paul was 

brought forth. 
_24 And Fés’tus said, King 
A-grip’pa, and all men which are 
here present with us, ye see this 
man, about whom all the multi- 
tude of the Jews have dealt 
with me, both at Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and. also here, crying that he 
ought not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he 
' had committed nothing worthy 
of death, and that he himself 
hath appealed to Au-gts’tus, I 
have determined to send him 

6 Of whom I have no certain 
thing to write unto my lord. 
Wherefore I have brought him 
forth before you, and _Specially 
before thee, O king A-grip’ Pa 
that, after examination had, I 
might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me un- 
reasonable to send a prisoner, 
and not withal to signify the 
crimes laid against him.

HEN A-grip’pa said unto 
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4. My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first 
among mine own nation at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, know all the Jews; 

5 Which knew me from the 
beginning, if they would testify, 
that after the most straitest sect 
of our religion I lived a Phar’i- 
see. 

6 And now J stand and am 
judged for the hope of the 
promise made of God unto our 
fathers: 

7 Unto which promise our 
twelve tribes, instantly serving 
God day and night, hope to 
come. For which hope’s sake, 
king A-grip’pa, I am accused of 
the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a 
thing incredible with you, that 
God should raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with my- 
self, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of 
Jé’sus of Naz’a-réth. 

10 Which thing I also did in 
Jé-ru’sa4-lém: and many of the 
saints did I shut up in prison, 
having received authority from 
the chief priests; and when 
they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against them. 

11 And I punished them oft 
in every synagogue, and com- 
pelled them to blaspheme; and 
being exceedingly mad against 
them, I persecuted them even 
unto strange cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to 
Da-mas’cus with authority and 
commission from the chief 


Paul, Thou art permitted | prie 


to speak for thyself. Then Paul 
stretched forth the hand, and 
answered for himself: 

2 I think myself happy, king 
A-grip’pa, because I shall answer 
for myself this day before thee 
touching all the things whereof 
I am accused of the Jews: 

3 Especially because I know 
thee to be expert in all customs 
and questions which are among 
the Jews: wherefore I beseech 
thee to hear me patiently.

Au-gus’tus’ band. | 
_2 And entering into a ship of — 
Ad-ra-myt’ti-im, we launched, 
meaning to sail by the coasts of — 
A’sia; one Ar-is-tir’chus, a — 
Mac-e-d6’ni-an of Thés-sa-lé- — 
ni’ca, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched 
at Si’/don. And Ji’li-ts cour- — 
teously entreated Paul, and gave — 
him liberty to go unto his 
friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched ~ 
from thence, we sailed under 
Cy’prus, because the winds 
were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed 
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41 The ship- —

over the sea of Ci-li’cia and 
Pam-phyl'i-a, we came to My’ra, 
a city of Ly’cia. ‘ 

6 And there the centurion found 
a ship of Al-éx-an’dri-a sailing 
into it’a-ly; and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed 
slowly many days, and_ scarce 
were come over against Cni’dus, 
the wind not_ suffering us, we 
sailed under Créte, over against 
Sal-mo’né; TONG 

8 And, hardly passing it, came 
unto a place which is called The 
fair havens; nigh whereunto 
was the city of La-sé’a. | 

9 Now when much time was 
spent, and when sailing was 
now dangerous, because _ the 
fast was now already past, Paul 
- admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I 
perceive that this voyage will be 
with hurt and much damage, 
not only of the lading and ship, 
but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion 
believed the master and the 
owner of the ship, more than 
those things which were spoken 
by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was 
not commodious to winter in, 
the more part advised to depart 
thence also, if by any means 
they might attain to Phé-ni’cé, 
and there to winter; which is 
an haven of Créte, and lieth 
toward the south west and 
north west. ; 

13 And when the south wind 
blew softly, supposing that they 
had obtained fheir | purpose, 
loosing thence, they sailed close 
by Créte. 

14 But not long after there 
arose against it a tempestuous 
wind, called Ei-roc’ly-don. 

15 And when the ship was 
caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let her drive. 

16 And running under a cer- 
tain island which is called 
Clau’da, we had much work to 
come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken 
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up, they used helps, under- 
girding the ship; and, fearing 
lest they should fall into the 
quicksands, strake sail, and so 
were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly 
tossed with a tempest, the next 
day they lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast 
out with our own hands the 
tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor 
stars in many days appeared, 
and no small tempest lay on us, 
all hope that we should be. 
saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence 
Paul stood forth in the midst of 
them, and said, Sirs. ye should 
have hearkened unto me, and 
not have loosed from Créte, and 
to have gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be 
of good cheer: for there shall be 
no loss of any man’s life among 
you, but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this 
night the angel of God, whose I 
am, and whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; 
thou must be brought before 
Ce’sar: and, lo,God hath given 
thee all them that sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good 
cheer: for I believe God, that 
it shall be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast 
upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth 
night was come, aS we were 
driven up and down in A’dri-a, 
about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to 
some country; 

28 And sounded, and found it 
twenty fathoms: and when 
they had gone a little further, 
they sounded again, and found 
it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should 
have fallen upon rocks, they 
cast four anchors out of the 
stern, and wished for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were 
about to flee out of the ship, 
when they had let down the 
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boat into the sea, under colour 
as though they would have cast 
anchors out of the foreship. 

31 Paul said to the centurion 
and to the soldiers, Except these 
abide in the ship, ye cannot be 
saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the 
ropes of the boat, and let her 
fall off. 

33 And while«the day was 
coming on, Paul besought them 
all to take meat, saying, This 
day is the fourteenth day that ye 
‘have tarried and continued fast- 
ing, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat: for this is for your 
health: for there shall not an 
hair fall from the head of any 
of you. 

35 And when he had thus 
spoken. he took bread, and gave 
thanks to God in presence of 
them all: and when he had 
broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of good 
cheer, and they also took some 
meat. 

37 And we were in all in the 
ship two hundred threescore 
and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the ship, 
and cast out the wheat into

39 And when it was day, they 
knew not the land: but they 
discovered a certain creek with 
a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it pete possible,

40 And when they had taken 
up the anchors, they committed 
themselves unto the sea, and 
loosed the rudder bands, and 
hoised up the mainsail to the 
wind, and made toward shore.

was to kill the prisoners, lest 
any of them should swim out, 
and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing 
to save Paul, kept them from 
their purpose; and commanded 
that they which could swim 
should cast themselves first into 
the sea, and get to land: 

44 And the rest, some on 
boards, and some on broken 
pieces of the ship. And so it 
came to pass, that they escaped 
all safe to land. 


CHAPTER 28 117 
1 Events at Melita. 16 The arrival at 
Rome. 23 Paul preaches there. 30 


Continues through two years. 


AN? when they were escaped, 
then they knew that the 
island was called Mél’i-ta. 

2 And the barbarous people 
shewed us no little kindness: 
for they kindled a fire, and re- 
ceived us every one, because of 
the present rain, and because of 
the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered 
a bundle of sticks, and laid 
them on the fire, there came a 
viper out of the heat, and 
fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians 
saw the venomous beast hang 
on his hand, they said among 
themselves, No doubt this man 
is a murderer, whom, though 
he hath escaped the sea, yet 
vengeance suffereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast 
into the fire, and felt no harm. © 

6 Howbeit they looked when 
he should have swollen, or fallen 
down dead suddenly: but after 
they had looked a great while, — 
and saw no harm come to 
they changed their minds, and 
said that he was a god. 

7 In the same quarters were 
possessions of the chief man of 
the island, whose name was 
Pub/li-ts; who received us, and 
lodged us three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the 
father of Pub’li-ts lay sick of a 
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fever and of a bloody flux: to 
whom Paul entered in, and 
prayed, and laid his hands on 
, and healed 
9 So when this “was done, 
Fait, also, which had diseases in 
the island, came, andiwere healed: 

10 Who also honoured us with 
many honours; and when we 
departed, they laded us with 
such things as were necessary. 

11 And after three months we 
departed in a ship of Al-éx-an’- 
dri-a, which had wintered in the 
isle, whose sign was Cas’tor and 
Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syr-a-cise’, 
we tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched 
a compass, and came to Rhé’- 
_ gi-tim: and after one day the 
south wind blew, and we came 
the next day to Pt-té’o-li: 

14 Where we found brethren, 
and were desired to tarry with 
them seven days: and so we 
went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the 
brethren heard of us, they_came 
to meet us as far as Ap’pi-i 
fS6’rum, and The three taverns: 
whom when Paul saw, he 
thanked God, and took courage. 

16 And when we came to 
Rome, the centurion delivered 
the prisoners to the captain of 
the guard: but Paul was 
suffered to dwell by himself 
with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that 
after three days Paul called the 
chief of the Jews together: and 
when they were come together, 
he said unto them, Men and 
brethren, though I have com- 
mitted nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, 
yet was delivered prisoner 
from Jé-ru’s4-lém into the hands 
of the R6’mans. 

18 Who, when they had exam- 
ined me, would have let me go, 
because there was no cause of 
death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake 
against it, I was constrained to 
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appeal unto Cze’sar; not that I 
had ought to accuse my nation of, 

20 For this cause therefore 
have I called for you, to see you, 
and to speak with you: because 
that for the hope of is’ra-el I 
am bound with this chain. 

21 And they said unto him, 
We neither received letters out 
of Ji-de’a concerning thee, 
neither any of the brethren that 
came shewed or spake any harm 
of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of 
thee what thou thinkest: for as 
concerning this sect, we know 
that every where it is spoken 
against. 

23 And when they had ap- 
pointed him a day, there came 
many to him into his lodging; 
to whom he expounded and 
testified the kingdom of God, 
persuading them concerning Jé’=- 
sus, both out of the law of 
MO’ses, and out of the prophets, 
from morning till evening. 

24 And some believed the 
things which were spoken, and 
some believed not. 

25 And when they agreed not 
among themselves, they de- 
parted, after that Paul had 
spoken one word, Well spake 
the H6’ly Ghost by E-sa’ias the 
prophet unto our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, 
and say, Hearing ye shall hear, 
and shall not understand; and 
Beane ye shall see, and not per- 
ceiv 

27 SERRE the heart of this people 
is waxed gross, and their ears 
are dull of hearing, and their 
eyes have they closed; lest 
they should see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and 
understand with fheir heart, 
and should be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto 
you, that the salvation of God 
is sent unto the Gén’tiles, and 
that they will hear it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and 
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had great reasoning among 
themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired house, and 
received all that came in unto him,

3 Concerning his Son Jé’sus 
Christ our Lord, which was 
made of the seed of Da’vid 
according to the flesh; 
'4 And declared to be the Son 
of God with power, according 
to the spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead: 

By whom we have received 
grace and apostleship, for obedi- 
ence to the faith among all 
nations, for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jé’sus Christ: 

To all that be in Rome, be- 
loved of God, called to be 
saints: Grace to you and peace 
from God our Father, and the 
Lord Jé’sus Christ. 

8 First, thank my God 
through Jé’sus Christ for you 
all, that your faith is spoken of 
throughout the whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom 
I serve with my spirit in the 
gospel of his Son, that without 
ceasing I make mention of you 
always in my prayers; . 

10 Making request, if by any 
means now at length I might 
have a prosperous journey by 
the will of God to come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that 
I may impart unto you some 


spiritual gift, to the end ye may 
be established; 

12 That is, that I may be com- 
forted together with you by the 
mutual faith both of you and me. 
_13 Now I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that often-_ 
times I purposed to come unto 
you, (but was let hitherto.) that 
I might have some fruit among > 
you also, even as among other 
Gén ‘tiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the 
Greeks, and to the Bar-ba’ri- 
ans; both to the wise, and to 
the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I 
am ready to preach the gospel to 
you that are at Rome also. . 

16 For I am _ not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to — 
the Jew first, and also to:the 
Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteous- 
ness of God revealed from faith — 
to faith: as it is written, The 
just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is 
revealed from heaven against all 
ungodliness and unrighteousness 
of men, who hold the truth in 
Ma eee nite 

ecause at which may 
be known of God is manifest 
in them; for God hath shewed 
i¢ unto them. : 

20 For the invisible things of 
him from the creation of the 
world are clearly seen, being 
understood by the things that 
are made, even his eternal 
power and Godhead; so that 
they are without excuse: 
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21 Because that, when_ they 
knew God, they glorified him 
not as God, neither were 
thankful; but became vain in 
their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be 
wise, they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of 
the uncorruptible God into an 
image made like to corruptible 
man, and to birds, and four- 
footed beasts, and creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave 
them up to uncleanness through 
the lusts of their own hearts, 
to dishonour their own bodies 
between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of 
God into a lie, and worshipped 
and served the creature more 
than the Creator, who is blessed 
for ever. A-mén’. 

26 For this cause God gave 
them up unto vile affections: 
for even their women did change 
the natural use into that which 
is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, 
leaving the natural use of the 
woman, burned in their lust one 
toward another; men with men 
working that which is unseemly, 
and receiving in themselves that 


recompence of their error which 


was meet. 

28 And even as they did not 
like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over 
to a reprobate mind, to do 
those things which are not 
convenient; 

29 Being filled with all un- 
righteousness, fornication, wick- 
edness, covetousness, malicious- 
ness; full of envy, murder, de- 
bate, deceit, malignity; whisper- 


ers, 
30 Backbiters, haters of God, 
despiteful, proud, boasters, in- 


ventors of evil things, dis- 
obedient to parents, : 
31 Without understanding, 


covenantbreakers, without nat- 

ural affection, implacable, un- 

merciful: 
81 
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32. Who knowing the judgment 
of God, that they which commit 
such things are worthy of death, 
not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them. 


CHAPTER 2 119 
1 God’s judgment is impartial. 9 The 
law is for Jew and Gentile. 
HEREFORE thou art in- 
excusable, O man, whoso- 
ever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest doest the same 
things. 

2 But we are sure that the 
judgment of God is according 
to truth against them which 
commit such things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, O 
man, that judgest them which 
do such things, and doest the 
same, that thou shalt escape the 
judgment of God?

7 To them who by patient 
continuance in well doing seek 
for glory and honour and im- 
mortality, eternal life: 

8 But unto them that are con- 
tentious, and do not obey the 
truth, but obey unrighteousness, 
indignation and wrath, | 

9 Tribulation and anguish, up- 
on every soul of man that doeth 
evil, of the Jew first, and also 
of the Gén’tile; 

10 But glory, honour, and 
peace, to every man that work- 
eth good, to the Jew first, and 
also to the Gén’tile: 

11 For-there is no respect of 
persons with God. ; 

12 For as many as have sinned 
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without law shall also perish 
without law: and as many as 
have sinned in the law shall be 
judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the 
law are just before God, but the 
doers of the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gén‘'tiles, 
which have not the law. do by 
nature the things contained in 
the law, these, having not the 
law, are a law unto themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of 
the law written in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing 
witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing or 
else excusing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by 
Jé’sus Christ according to my 
gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a 
Jew, and restest in the law, 
and makest thy boast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and 
approvest the things that are 
more excellent, being instructed 
out of the law; 

19 And art confident that thou 
thyself ae a guide of the blind, 
a light of them which are in 
darkness, : 

20 An instructor of the foolish, 
a teacher of babes, which hast 
the form of knowledge and of 
the truth in the law. 


21 Thou therefore which teach- |e 


est another, teachest thou not 
thyself? thou that preachest a 
man should not steal, dost thou 
steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man 
should not commit adultery, 
dost thou commit adultery? thou 
that abhorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast 
of the law, through breaking 
the law dishonourest thou God? 

24 For the name of God is 
blasphemed among the Gén’- 
tiles through you, as it is writ- 


en. 
_25 For circumcision verily prof- 
iteth, if thou keep the law: but

HAT advantage then hath 
the Jew? or what profit 
is there of circumcision? 
2 Much every way: chiefly, 
because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God. 
3 For. what if some did not 
believe? shall their unbelief 
make the faith of God without 


ffect? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God 
be true, but every man a liar; 
as it is written, That thou 
mightest be justified in thy 
sayings, and mightest overcome 
when thou art judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness 
commend the righteousness of 
God, what shall we say? Js God 
unrighteous who taketh ven- 
geance? (I speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how 
shall God judge the world? 

7 For if the truth of God hath 
more abounded through my lie 
unto his glory; why yet am I 
also judged as a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be 
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slanderously reported, and as 
some affirm that we say,) Let 
us do evil, that good may come? 
whose damnation is just. 

9 What then? are we better 
than they? No, in no wise: for 
Wwe have before proved both 
Jews and Gén’tiles, that they 
are all under sin; ? 
(10 As it is written, There is 
none righteous, no, not one: 

il There is none that under- 
standeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God. 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way. they are together become 
unprofitable: there is none that 
doeth good, no, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open 
sepulchre; with their tongues 
they have used deceit; the 
pe of asps is under their 
ips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of 
cursing and bitterness: 

15 Their feet are swift to shed 
blood: ‘ ; 

_16 Destruction and misery are 
in their ways: 

17 And the way of peace have 
they not known: 

18 There is no fear of God 
before their eyes. 

19 Now we know that what 
things soever the law saith, it 
saith to them who are under 
the law: that every mouth may 
be stopped, and all the world 
may become guilty before God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of 
the law there shall no flesh be 
justified in his sight: for by 
the law is the knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness 
of God’ without the law is mani- 
fested, being witnessed by the 
law and the prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of 
God which is by faith of Jé’sus 
Christ unto all and upon all 
them that believe: for there is 
no difference: ; 

23 For all have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of 


God; #3 : 
24 Being justified freely by his 
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grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jé’sus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth 
to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission 
of sins that are past, through 
the forbearance of God; 

26 To declare, J say, at this 
time his righteousness: that he 
might be just, and the justifier 
of him which believeth in Jé’sus. 

27 Where is boasting then? 
It is excluded. By what law? of 
works? Nay: but by the law 
of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that 
a man is justified by faith with- 
out the deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews 
only? is he not also of the 
Gen’tiles? Yes, of the Gén’- 
tiles also: y 

30 Seeing it is one God, which 
shall justify the circumcision 
by faith, and uncircumcision 
through faith. 

31 Do we then make void the 
law through faith? God forbid: 
yea, we establish the law. 


CHAPTER 4 121 

1 Abraham justified by faith. 13 The 

promise made through faith. 24 Our 

faith shall be imputed to us for right- 
eousness. 

Wirt Shall we say then 

that A’bra-ham our father, 

as pertaining to the flesh, hath 

found? 

2 For if A’bra-ham were justi- 
fied by works, he hath whereof 
to glory; but not before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? 
A’/bra-ham believed God, and 
it was counted unto him for 
righteousness. 4 

4 Now to him that worketh is 
the reward not reckoned of 
grace, but of debt. 

But to him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness. 

6 Even as Da’vid also. de- 
scribeth the blessedness of the 
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man, unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they 
whose iniquities are forgiven, 
and whose sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom 
the Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then 
upon the circumcision only, or 
upon the uncircumcision also? 
for we say that*faith was reck- 
coned to A’bra-ham for righteous- 
ness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, 
or in uncircumcision? Not in 
circumcision, but in uncircum- 
cision. 

11 And he recived the sign oi 
circumcision, a seal of 
righteousness of the faith which 
he had yet being uncircum- 
cised: that he might be the 
father of all them that believe, 
though they be not circumcised; 
that righteousness might be 
imputed unto them also: 

12 And the father of circum- 
cision to them who are not of the 
circumcision only, but who also 
walk in the steps of that faith of 
our father A’bra-ham, which 
he had being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he 
should be the heir of the world, 
was not to A’bra-ham, or to his 
seed, through the law, but 
through the righteousness of 
faith. 

14 For if they which are of the 
law be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promise made of 
none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh 
wrath: for where no law is, 
there is no transgression. 

.16 Therefore it is of faith, that 
it might be by grace; to the 
end the promise might be sure 
to all the seed; not to that only 
which is of the law, but to that 
also which is of the faith of 
A’bra-ham; who is the father 
of us all, 


17 (As it is written, I have 
made thee a father of many 


Abraham justified by faith 


nations,) before him whom he 
believed, even God, who quick- 
eneth the dead, and calleth those 
things which be not as though 
they were. 

18 Who against hope believed 
in hope, that he might become 
the father of many nations, 
according to. that which was 
spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 being not weak in 
faith, he considered not his own 
body. now dead, when he was 
about an hundred years old. 
neither yet the deadness of 
Sa’/rah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the 
promise of God through un- 
belief; but was strong in faith, 
euine glory to God; 

1 And being fully persuaded 
that what he had promised, he 
was able also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was im-= 
puted to him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written 
for his sake. alone, that it was 
imputed to 

24 But for us ‘also, to whom it. 
shall be imputed, if we believe 
on that raised up Jé’sus 
our Lord from the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for Our 
offences, and was raised again 
for our justification. 


CHAPTER 5 1229 

1 Pon by faith. 12 Sin through 
Adam. 17 Life through Christ. / 
HHEREFORE being: justified 

. by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord 
Jé’sus Christ: 

2 By whom also we have 
access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice 
in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we 
glory in tribulations also: know- 
ing that tribulation worketh 
patience; | : : 
4 And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: 

5 And hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of 
God is shed abroad in our hearts 
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Sin and death by Adam, life through Christ 


by the H6/l¥ Ghodst which is 
given unto us. } 

6 For when we were yet with- 
out strength, in due time Christ 
died for the ungodly. | 

7 For scarcely for a righteous 


man will one die: yet peradven- 


ture for a good man some would 


even dare to die. 


8 But God commendeth his 


love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died 





from Ad’am_ to 


for us. t 
9 Much more then, being now 
justified by his blood, we shall 


be saved from wrath through 


im. 
10 For if, when we_ were 


enemies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son, 


much more, being reconciled, 


we shal! be saved by his life. 


11 And not only so, but we 
also joy in God through our 
Lord Jé’sus_ Christ, by whom 
we have now received the 


atonement. 


12 Wherefore, as by one man 


sin entered into the world, and 


death by sin; and so death 


passed upon all men, for that 


all have sinned: 
13 (For until the law sin was 
in the world: but sin is not 


imputed when there is no law. 


14 Nevertheless death reigned 
MO’ses, even 
over them that had not sinned 


after the similitude of Ad’am’s 


transgression, who is the figure 


of him that was to come. 


15 But not as the offence, so 
also is the free gift. For if 


through the offence of one many 


be dead, much more the grace 
of God, and the gift by grace, 
which is by one man, Jé’sus 
Christ, hath abounded unto 


many. ; 
16 And not as if was by one 
that sinned, so is the gift: for 
the judgment was by one to 
condemnation, but the free sift 
is of many offences unto justi- 
fication. | 
17 For if by one man’s offence 
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death reigned by one; much 
more they which receive abun- 
dance of grace and of the gift of 
righteousness shall reign in life 
by one, Jé’sus Christ.) 

18 Therefore as by the offence 
of one judgment came upon all 
men to condemnation; even so 
by the righteousness of one 
the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. 

19 For as by one man’s dis- 
obedience many were made sin- 
ners, so by the obedience of one 
shall many be made righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, 
that the offence might abound. 
But where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned 
unto death, even so might grace 
reign through righteousness un- 
to eternal life by Jé’sus Christ 
our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6

8 Now if we be dead with 
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Christ, we believe that we shall 
also live with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no 
more; death hath no more 
dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he 
liveth, he liveth unto God. 

11 Likewise reckon ye also 
yourselves to be dead indeed 
unto sin, but alive unto God 
through Jé’sus Christ our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign 
in your mortal body, that ye 
should obey it in the lusts 
thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your mem- 
bers as instruments of unright- 
eousness unto sin: but yield 
yourselves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, 
and your members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto 
God. i 

14 For sin shall not have 
dominion over you: for ye are 
not under the law, but under 
grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, 
because we are not under the 
et but under grace? God for-

16 Know ye not, that to whom 
ye yield yourselves servants to 
obey, his: servants ye are to 
whom ye obey; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience 
unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that 
ye were the servants of sin, but 
ye have obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine which 

was delivered you. 

' 18 Being then made free from 
sin, ye became the servants of 
righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of 
men because of the infirmity of 
your flesh: for as ye have 
yielded your members servants 
to uncleanness and to iniquity 
unto iniquity; even so now yield 
your members servants to right- 
eousness unto holiness. 

20 For when ye were the serv-

flesh, the motions 
which. were by the law, 


of sins,

work in our members to bring 


forth fruit unto death. 


6 But now we are delivered 
from the law, that being dead 


wherein we were held; that we 


should serve,..in newness of

the letter. 

7 What shall we say then? 
Is the law sin? God forbid. 
Nay, I had not known sin, but 
by the law: for I had not known 
lust, except the law had said, 
Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by 
the commandment, wrought in 
me all manner of concupiscence. 
For without the law sin was 
dead. 

9 For I was alive without the 
law once: but when the com- 
mandment came, sin revived, 
and I died. 

10 And the commandment, 
which was ordained to life, I 
found fo be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by 
the commandment, deceived me, 
and by it slew me. ‘ 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, 
and the commandment holy, 
and just, and good. 

13 Was then that which is 
good made death unto me? God 
forbid. But sin, that it might 
appear sin, working death in me 
by that which is good; that sin 
by the commandment might be- 
come exceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is 
spiritual: but I am carnal, sold 
under sin. 

15 For that which I do I 
allow not: for what I would, 
that do I not; but what I hate, 
that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I 
would not, I consent unto the 
law that it is good. 

17 Now then it is no more

HERE is therefore now no 

condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jé’sus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit.

3 For what the law could not 
do, in that it was weak through 
the flesh, God sending his own 
Son in the likeness of sinful 
flesh, and for sin, condemned 
sin in the flesh:

6 For to be carnally minded 7s 
but. to be spiritually 
minded ts life and peace. i 

7 Because the carnal mind 7s 
enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of Gods 
neither indeed can be. 
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8 So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that 
the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin; but 
the Spirit is life because of 
righteousness. ’ 

11 But if the Spirit of him 
that raised up Jé’sus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that 
raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal 
bodice by his Spirit that dwelleth

12 Deherebore: brethren, we are 
debtors, not to the flesh, to live 
after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the 
flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify

14 For as many as are led by 


the Spirit of God, they are the | f 


sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received 
the spirit of bondage again to 
fear; but ye have received the 
Spirit of adoption, whereby we 
cry, Ab’ba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth 
witnéss with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God: 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs 
with Christ; if so be that we 
suffer with him, that we may be 
also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the suffer- 
ings of this present time are not 
worthy to be compared with the 
glory which shall be revealed 

us. 

19 For the earnest expecta- 
tion of the creature waiteth for 
the manifestation of the sons 
of God.

33 Who shall lay any thing to 
the charge of God’s elect? It is 
God that justifieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth? 
It is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even 
at the right hand of God, who 
also maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from 
the love of Christ? shall tribula- 
tion, or distress, or persecution, 
or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written, For thy 
sake we are killed all the day 
long; we are accounted as sheep 
for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things 
we are more than conquerors 
through him that loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor 
any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love 
of God, which is in Christ Jé’sus 
our Lord.

6 Not as though the word of 
God hath taken none effect. 
For they are not all Is’ra-el, 
which are of Is’ra-el:

13 As it is_ written, Ja’cob 
have I loved, but E’sau have I 


ate 

14 What shall we say then? 
Is there unrighteousness with 
God? God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Md’ses, I 
will have’ nercy on whom I will 
have mercy, and I will have 
compassion on whom I will have 
compassion. _— 

16 So then it is not of him 
that willeth, nor of him that 
runneth, but of God that sheweth 
mercy. i, 

17 For the scripture saith unte 
Pha’/raoh, Even for this same 
purpose have I raised thee up, 
that I might shew my power in 
thee, and that my name might 
be declared throughout all the 
earth. 

18 Therefore hath he mercy on 
whom he will have mercy, and 
whom he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, 
Why doth he yet find fault? 
For who hath resisted his will? 
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Z0 Nay but, O man, who art 
thou that repliest against God? 
Shall the thing formed say to 
him that formed if, Why hast 
thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not. the potter power 
over the clay; of the same lump 
to make one vessel unto honour, 
and another unto dishoncur? 

22 What if God, willing to 
shew his wrath, and to make his 
power known, endured with 
much longsuffering the vessels 
of wrath fitted to destruction: 

23 And that he might make 
known the riches of his glory on 
the vessels of mercy, which he 
had afore prepared unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath 
called, not of the Jews only, but 
also of the Gén’tilesP 

25 As he saith also in O’see, 
I will call them my people, 
which were not my people; and 
her beloved, which was not 
beloved. 

26 And it shall come to pass, 

that in the place where it was 
said unto them, Ye are not my 
people; there shall they be 
called the children of the living 
God. 
27 E-sa’ias also crieth concern- 
ing Is’ra-el, Though the number 
of the children of Is’ra-el be as 
the sand of the sea, a remnant 
shall be saved: : 

28 For he will finish the work, 
and cut it short in righteousness: 
because a short work will the 
Lord make upon the earth. 

29 And as E-sa’ias said before, 
Except the Lord of Sab’a-dth 
had left us a seed, we had been 
as Sod’o-ma, and been made 
like unto Goé-m6r’rha. 

30 What shall we say then? 
That the Gén’tiles, which fol- 
lowed not after righteousness, 
have attained to righteousness, 
even the righteousness which is 
of faith. ; 

31 But Is’ra-el, which followed 
after the law of righteousness, 
hath not attained to the law of 
righteousness. 


Jew and Gentile called 


32 Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as it 
were by the works of the law. 
For they stumbled at that 
stumblingstone; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I 
lay in Si’én a stumblingstone 
and rock of offence: and who- 
soever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed. 


CHAPTER 10 1278 
5 Of the law and faith. 11 Salvation 
is open to all believers. 
BRETHREN, my heart’s de-

4 For Christ is the end of the 
law for righteousness to every 
one that believeth. 

5 For M6’ses describeth the 
righteousness which is of the 
law, That the man which doeth — 
those things shall live by them. — 

6 But the righteousness which © 
is of faith speaketh on this wise, — 
Say not in thine heart, Who 
shall ascend into heaven? (that 
is, to bring Christ down from 
above:) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into~ 
the deep? (that is, to bring up 
Christ again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word — 
is nigh thee, even in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart: that is, the 
word of faith, which we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jé’sus, 
and shait believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from — 
the dead, thou shalt be saved. — 

10 For with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; and 
with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation. 
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11 For the scripture saith, 
Whosoever believeth on him 
shall not be ashamed. 
12 For there is no difference 
between the Jew and the Greek: 
for the same Lord over all is 
rich unto all that call upon him. 
13 For whosoever shall cail 
upon the name of the Lord shall 
be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not be- 
lieved? and how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have 
not heard? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, 
except they be sent? as it is 
written, How beautiful are the 
feet of them that preach the 
gospel of peace, and bring glad 
tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not_ all 
obeyed the gospel. For E-sa’ias 
saith, Lord, who hath believed 


our report? 

17 So then faith cometh by 
hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God. 


18 But I say, Have they not 
heard?. Yes verily, their sound 
went into all the earth, and their 
words unto the ends of the 
world. t 

19 But I say, Did not Is’ra-el 
know? First Md’ses saith, I 
will provoke you to jealousy by 
them that are no people, and 
ict a foolish nation I will anger 


20 But £-sa‘ias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
gought me not; I was made 
manifest unto them that asked 
not after me. 

2i But to Is’ra-el he saith, All 
day long I have stretched forth 
my hands unto a disobedient and 
gainsaying people. 


128 CHAPTER 11

7 What then? is’ra-el hath 
not obtained that which he seek- 
eth for; ,but the election hath 
obtained it, and the rest were 
blinded 

8 (According as it is written, 
God hath given them the spirit’ 
of slumber, eyes that they 
should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this

9 And Da’vid saith, Let their 
table be made a snare, and a 
trap, and a stumblingblock, anda 
recompence unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, 
that they may not see, and bow 
down their back alway.

15 For if the casting away of 
them be the reconciling of the 
world, what shall the receiving 
of them be, but life from the 
dead? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, 
the lump is also holy: and if the 
root be holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches 
be broken off, and thou, being a 
wild olive tree, wert graffed in 
among them, and with them 
partakest of the root and fatness 
of the olive tree; 

18 Boast not against 
branches. But if thou boast, 
thou bearest not the root, but the 
rootthee. | 

19 Thou wilt say then, The 
branches were broken off, that I 
might be graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief 
they were broken off, and thou 
standest by faith. Be not high- 
minded, but fear: 

21 For if God spared not the 
natural branches, fake heed lest

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knew not God, it pleased God by 
the foolishness of preaching to 
save them that believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, 
andthe Greeks seekafter wisdom: 

23 But we preach Christ cruci- 
fied, unto the Jews a stumbling- 
block, and unto the Greeks fool- 
ishness; « 

24 But unto them which are 
called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God, and 
the wisdom of God. 

25 Because the foolishness of 
God is wiser than men; and the 
weakness of God is stronger than 
men.

5 To deliver such an one unto 
Sa’tan for the destruction of the 
flesh, that the spirit may be saved 
in the day of the Lord Jé’sus. 
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6 Your glorying is not good. 
Know ye not that a little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new 
lump, as ye are unleavened. For 
even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the 
feast, not with old leaven, nei- 
ther with the leaven of malice and 
wickedness; but with the un- 
leavened bread of sincerity and 
truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle 
not to company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the 
fornicators of this world, or with 
the covetous, or extortioners, or 
with idolaters; for then must ye 
needs go out of the world. : 

11 But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a railer, or a drunk- 
ard, or anextortioner; with such 
an one nonottoeat. * 

12 For what have I to do to 
judge them also that are with- 
out? do not ye judge them that 
are within? 

13 But them that are without 
God judgeth. Therefore put 
away from among yourselves 
that wicked person. 


CHAPTER 6 139 

1 Against going to law. 9 Against sen- 

suality. 19 Our bodies are temples 
of the Holy Ghost. 

ARE any of you, having a 

matter against another, goto 

law before the unjust, and not 
before the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that the 
saints shall judge the world? and 
if the world shall be judged by 
you, are ye unworthy to judge the 
smallest matters? 

_3 Know ye not that we shall 
judge angels? how much more 
things that pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set 
them to judge who are least es- 
teemed in the church. 
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5 I speak to your shame. Is it 
so, that there is not a wise man 
among you? no, not one that 
shall be able to judge between 
his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the un- 
believers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly 
a fault among you, because ye go 
to law one with.another. Why 
do ye not rather take wrong? why 
do yenotrather suffer yourselves 
to be defrauded? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and de- 
fraud, and that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the 
kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived: neither fornicators, nor 
idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
effeminate, nor abusers of them- 
selves with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the 
oo of God. 

1 And such were some of you: 
fk ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified, but ye are justified in 
the name of the Lord Jé’sus, and 
by the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto 
me, but all things are not expe- 
dient: all things are lawful for 
me, but I will not re brought 
under the power of an 

13 Meats for the hate, and the 
belly for meats: but God shall 
destroy both it and them. Now 
the body is not for fornication, 
but for the Lord; and the Lord 
for the body. 

14 And God hath both raised 
up the Lord, and will also raise 
up us by his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your 
bodies are the members of Christ?

God 
forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he 
which is joined to an harlot is one 
body? for two, saith he, shall be 
one flesh. 
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17 But he that is joined unto 
the Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin 
that a man doeth is without the 
body; but he that committeth 
fornication sinneth against his 
own body. 

19 What? know ye not that — 
your body is the tempie of the 
Ho/ly Ghost which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s. :

20 Let every man abide in the 
same calling wherein he was 
called. ; 

21 Art thou called being a 
servant? care not for it: but if 
thou mayest be made free, use it 
rather. ; : 

22 For he that is called in the 
Lord, being a servant, is the 


he that is called, being free, is 
Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; 
be not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, 
wherein he is called, therein 
abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I 
have no commandment of the 
Lord: yetI give my judgment, as 
one that hath obtained mercy of 
the Lord to be faithful.

31 And they that use this world, 
as not abusing it: for the fash- 
ion of this world passeth away. 

32 But I would have you with- 
out carefulness. He that is un- 
married careth for the things 
that belong to the Lord, how he 
may please the Lord:

34 There is difference also be- 
tween a wife and a virgin. The 
unmarried woman careth for the 
things of the Lord, that she may 
be holy both in body and in 
spirit: but she that is married 
careth for the things of the world, 
how she may please her husband. 
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35 And this I speak for your 
own profit; not that I may cast a 
snare upon you, but for that 
which is comely, and that ye 
may attend upon the Lord with- 
out distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely to- 
ward his virgin, if she pass the 
flower of her age, and need so 
require, let him do what he will, 
he sinneth not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that stand-

38 So then he that giveth her 
in marriage doeth well; but he 
that giveth her not in marriage 
doeth better.

25 Whatsoever is sold in the 
shambles, that eat, asking no 
question for conscience sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, 
and the fulness thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe 
not bid you fo a feast, and ye be © 
disposed to 20; whatsoever is 
set before “you, eat, asking no 
question for conscience sake. 

28 But if any man say unto 
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you, This is offered in sacrifice 
unto idols, eat not for his sake 
that shewed it, and for con- 
science sake: for the earth is 
the Lord’s, and the fulness 
thereof: : 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine 
own, but of the other; for why 
is my liberty judged of another 
man’s conscience? 

30 For if I by grace be a par-

BE ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, 
that ye remember me in all 
things, and keep the  ordi- 
nances, as I delivered them to 


you. ; 

3 But I would have you know, 
that the head of every man is 
Christ; and the head of the 
woman is the man; and the 
head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or proph- 
_esying, having his head covered, 
dishonoureth his head. 

5 But every woman that pray- 
eth or prophesieth with her 
head uncovered dishonoureth 
her head: for that is even all 
one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not 
covered, let her also be shorn: 
but if it be a shame for a woman 
to be shorn or shaven, let her be 
covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not 
to cover his head, forasmuch as 
he is the image and glory of

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God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

For the man is not of the 
woman; but the woman of the 
man. — 

9 Neither was the man created 
for the woman; but the woman 
for the man, 

10 For this cause ought the 
woman to have power on her 
head because of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the 
man without the woman, neither 
the woman without the man, in 
the Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the 
man, even so is the man also by 
the woman; but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it 
comely that a woman pray unto 
God uncovered? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that. if a man have 
long hair, it is a shame unto 


15 But if a woman have long 
hair, it is a glory to her: for her 
hair is given her for a covering. 

16 But if any man seem to be 
contentious, we have no such 
Custom: neither the churches of 

od. 

17 Now in this that I declare 
unto you I praise you not, that 
ye come together not for the 
better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye 
come together in the church, I 
hear; that there be divisions 
among you; and I partly be- 
lieve it. 

19 For there must be also 
heresies among you, that they 
which are approved ‘may be 
made manifest among you. 

20 When ye come together 
therefore into one place, this is 
not to eat the Lord’s supper. 

For in eating every one 
taketh before other his own 
supper: and one is hungry, and 
another is drunken. 

22 What? have ye not houses 
to eat and to drink in? or 
despise ye the church of God, 
and shame them that have not? 
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What shall I say to you? shall 
I praise you in this? I praise 
you not. 

23 For I have received of the 
Lord that which also I delivered 
unto you, That the Lord Jé’sus 
the same night in which he was 
betrayed took bread: , 

24 And when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and said, 
Take, eat: this is my body, 
which is broken for you: this 
do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also 
he took the cup, when he had 
supped, saying, This cup is the 
new testament in my _ blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye drink if, 
in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s death till 
he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall 
eat this bread, and drink this 
cup of the Lord, unworthily, 
shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine him- 
self, and so let him eat of that 
bread, and drink of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and 
drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, 
not discerning the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are 
weak and sickly among you, 
and many sleep. 

31 For if we would judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, 
we are chastened of the Lord, 


that we should not be con- 


demned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my _ brethren, 
when ye come together to eat, 
tarry one for another. 

34 And if any man hunger, let 
him eat at home; that ye come 
not together unto condemna- 
tion. And the rest will I set in 
order when I come.

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth: 

Beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things. 

8 Charity never faileth: but 
whether there be _ prophecies, 
they shall fail; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease; wheth- 
er there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. : 

9 For we know in part, and 
Wwe prophesy in part. , 

10 But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which 
is in part shall be done away.

4 He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue edifieth himself; 
but he that prophesieth edifieth 
the church. 

5 I would that ye all spake 
with tongues, but rather that ye 
prophesied: for greater is he 
that prophesieth than he that 
speaketh with tongues, except 
he interpret, that the church 
may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 
you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, except I shall 
speak to you either by revelation, 
or by knowledge, or by prophesy- 
ing, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life 
giving sound, whether pipe or 
harp, except they give a distinc- 
tion in the sounds, how shall it 
be known what is piped or 
harped? | f 

8 For if the trumpet give an 
uncertain sound, who shall pre- 
pare himself to the battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye 


and exhortation, and com-, 


Prophesying and speaking with tongues, 


utter by the tongue words easy 
to be understood, how shall it 
be known what is spoken? for 
ye shall speak into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so 
many kinds of voices in the 
world, and none of them is 
without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be © 
unto him that speaketh a bhar- 
barian, and he that speaketh 
shall be a barbarian unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as — 
ye are zcalous of spiritual gifts, 
seek that ye may excel to the 
edifying of the church. 

13 Wherefore let him that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue © 
pray that he may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but 
my understanding is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray 
with the spirit, an will pray 
with the underctandete also: 
I will sing with the spirit, and 
I will sing with the under- 
standing also. a 

16 Else when thou shalt bless 
with the spirit, how shall he that 
occupieth the room of the un-— 
learned say A-mén’ at thy giv- 
ing of thanks, seeing he under- — 
standeth not what thou sayest? — 

17 For thou verily givest thanks © 
pee but the other is not edified. — 

I thank my God, I speak 
en tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had 
rather speak five words with my 
understanding, that by my voice 
I might teach others also, than — 
ten thousand words in an un- 
Rnown tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children — 
in understanding: howbeit in — 
malice be ye children, but in 
understanding be men. 

21 In the law it is written,. 
With men of other tongues and 
other lips will I speak unto this 
people; and yet for all that will 
they not hear me, saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for 
a sign, not to them that believe, 
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but to them that believe not: | 
but prophesying serveth not for 
them that believe not, but for 
them which believe. 

23 lf therefore the whole church 
be come together into one place, 
and all speak with tongues, and 
there come in those that are un- 
learned, or unbelievers, will 
they not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and 
there come in one that believeth 
not, or one unlearned, he is 
convinced of all, he is judged of 


25 And thus are the secrets of 
his heart made manifest; and 
so falling down on his face he 
will worship God, and report 
that God is in you of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren? 
when ye come together, every 
one of you hath a psalm, hath 
a doctrine, hath a tongue, hath 
a revelation, hath an interpreta- 
tion. Let all things be done 
unto edifying. 3 

27 If any man speak in an 
unknown tongue, let it be by 
two, or at the most by three, 
and that by course; and let one 
interpret. : 

28 But if there be no inter- 
preter, let him keep silence in the 
church; and let him speak to 
himself, and to God.

34 Let your women keep si- 
lence in the churches: for it is 
not permitted unto them to 
speak; but they are command- 
ed to be under obedience, as 
also saith the law. 
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35 And if they will learn any 

g, let them ask their hus- 
bands at home: for it is a shame 
for women to speak in the 
church. 

36 What? came the word of 
God out from you? or came it 
unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself 
to be a prophet, or spiritual, let 
him acknowledge that the things 
that I write unto you are the 
commandments of the Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, 
let him be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet 
to prophesy, and forbid not to 
speak with tongues. 

40 Let _things be done 
decently and in order.

dead: 
- 10 Who delivered us from so

yet deliver us; 

11 Ye also helping together by 
_ prayer for us, that for the gift

of many persons thanks may 
be given by many on our 
behalf. 1) 
12 For our rejoicing is this, 
_ the testimony of our conscience, 
that in simplicity and godly 
sincerity, not with fleshly wis- 

dom, but by the grace of God, 
we have had our conversation in 
the world, and more abundantly 
to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other 
things unto you, than what ye 
read or acknowledge; and I 
trust ye shall acknowledge even 
to the end;

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that 
ye, always having all sufficiency 
in all things, may abound to 
every good work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath’

dispersed abroad; he hath given 
to the poor: his righteousness 
remaineth for ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth 
seed to the sower both minister 
bread for your food, and multi- 
ply your seed sown, and increase 
the fruits of your righteous- 
ness;) 

11 Being enriched in every 
thing to all bountifulness, 
causeth through us 
thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of 
this service not only supplieth 
the want of the saints, but is 
abundant also by many thanks- 
Shan unto God; 

3 Whiles by the experiment 
of one ministration they glorify 
God for your professed subjec- 
tion unto the gospel of Christ, 
and for your liberal distribution 
unto. them, and unto all men; 

14 And by their prayer for 
you, which long after you for 
the exceeding grace of God in 


you. 
15 Thanks be unto God for 
his unspeakable gift.

OW I Paul myself beseech 
you by the meekness and 
gentleness of Christ, who in 
presence am base among you, 
but being absent am bold toward 


you: 
2 But I beseech you, that I 
may not be bold when I am 
present with that confidence, 
wherewith I think to be bold 
against some, which think of us 
as if we walked according to 
the flesh. f 

3 For though we walk in the 
flesh,we donot war after theflesh: 
4 (For the weapons of our war- 
fare are not carnal, but mighty 
through God to the pulling 
down of strong holds;) 

5 Casting down imaginations,

iand every high thing that ex- 


alteth itself against the knowl- 
edge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the 
obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness 
to revenge all disobedience, when 
your obedience is fulfilled. 

Do ye look on things after 
the outward appearance? 
any man trust to himself that 
he is Christ’s, let him of himself 
think this again, that, as he is 
Christ’s, even so are we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast 
somewhat more of our authority, 
which the Lord hath given us_ 
for edification, and not for your 
destruction, I should not be 
ashamed: | 

9 That I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, 
are weighty and powerful; but 
his bodily presence is weak, 
and his speech contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, 
that, such as we are in word by 
letters when we are absent, such 
will we be also in deed when 
we are present. 

12 For we dare not make 
ourselves of the number, or 
compare ourselves with some 
that commend themselves; but 
they measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing 
themselves among themselves, 
are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of 
things without our measure, but 
according to the measure of the 
rule which God hath distributed 
to us, a measure to reach even 
unto you. 

14 For we stretch not our- 
selves beyond our measure, as” 
though we reached not unto you: 
for we are come as far as to 
you also in preaching the gospel 
of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things with- 
out our measure, that is, of 
other men’s labours; but having 
hope, when your faith is in- 
creased, that we shall be en-

larged by you according to our 
rule abundant 

16 To preach the gospel in the 
regions beyond you, and not to 
boast in another man’s line of 
things made ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let 
him glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commend- 
eth himself is approved, but 
whom the Lord commendeth. 


160 CHAPTER 11 


1 As against false apostles Pau glories 
in himself. 23 His sufferings for the 
gospel. 

OULD to God ye could 
bear with me a little in 
my folly: and indeed bear 

with me. , 

2 For I am jealous over you 


with godly jealousy: for I have! Ch 


espoused you to one husband, 
that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, 
as the serpent beguiled Eve 
through his subtilty, so your 
minds should be corrupted from 
the simplicity that is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preach- 
eth another Jé’sus, whom we 
have not preached, or if ye 
receive another spirit, which ye 
have not received, or another 


gospel, which ye have not 
with ir ye might well bear 
wi 


5 For I suppose I was not a 
whit behind the very chiefest 
apostles. 

6 But though 7 be rude in 
speech, yet not in knowledge; 
but we have been throughly 
made manifest among you in all 
things. ; 

7 Have I committed an offence 
in abasing myself that ye might 
be exalted, because I have 
preached to you the gospel of 
God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, 
taking wages of them, to do you 
service. 

90 And when I was present with 
you, and wanted, I was charge- 
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able to no man: for that which 
was lacking to me the brethren 
which came from Mac-e-dé’ni-a 
supplied: and in all things I 
have kept myself from being 
burdensome unto you, and so 
will I keep myself. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in 
me,no man shall stop me of this 
boasting in the regions of 
A-cha‘ia. 

11 Wherefore? because I love 
you not? God knoweth. on 

12 But what I do, that I will 
do, that I may cut off occasion 
from them which desire occa- 
sion; that wherein they glory, 
they may be found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, 
deceitful workers, transforming 
Hpgetene into the apostles of 
rist. « 

14 And no marvel; for Sa’tan 
himself is transformed into an 
angel of light. 

15 Therefore if is no great 
thing if his ministers also be 
transformed as the ministers of 
righteousness; whose end shall 
be according to their works. 

16 I say again, Let no man 
think me a fool; if otherwise, 
yet as a fool receive me, that I 
may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak 
it not after the Lord, but as it 
were foolishly, in this confidence 
of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory 
after the flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, 
seeing ye yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man 
bring you into bondage, if a man 
devour you, if a man take of 
you, if a man exalt himself, if a 
man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning re- 
proach, as though we had been 
weak. Howbeit whereinsoever 
any is bold, (I speak foolishly,) I 
am bold also. 

22 Are they Hé’brews? soam I. 
Are they Is’ra-el-ites? so am I. 
Are they the seed of A’bra-ham? 
so am I. 
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23 Are they ministers of Christ? 
(I speak as a fool) I am more; 
in labours more abundant, in 
stripes above measure, in prisons 
more frequent, in deaths oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times re- 
ceived I forty stripes save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with 
rods, once was I stoned, thrice 
I suffered shipwreck, a night 
and a day Ihave been in the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in 
perils of waters, in perils of 
robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, in perils in the city, in 
perils in the wilderness, in perils 
in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren; 

27 In weariness and painful- 
ness, in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirst, in fastings 
often, in cold and nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all the 
churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not 
weak? who is offended, and I 
burn not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which con- 
cern mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our 
Lord Jé’sus Christ, which is 
blessed for evermore, knoweth 
that I lie not.

(whether in the body, or out of 
the body, I cannot tell: God 
knoweth;) 

4 How cee he was caught up. 
into paradise, and eard un-— 
speakable words, which it is not 
lawful for a man to utter. ; 

5 Of such an one will I glory: 
yet of myself I will not glory, 
but in mine infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to ; 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I : 
will say the truth: but now I 
forbear, lest any man should © 
think of me above that which he - : 
eee me fo be, or that he heareth 


of m 

7 And lest I should ih exalted 
above measure through the abun- 
dance of the revelations, there 
was given to me a thorn in ore 
flesh, the messenger of Sa’tan to 
buffet me, lest I should be exalted 
above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My 
grace is sufficient for thee: for 
my strength is made perfect in 
weakness. Most gladly there- 
fore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure i ia 
infirmities, in reproaches, 
necessities, in persecutions, 
distresses for Christ’s sake: fn 
when I am weak, then am Tr 
strong. 

11 Iam become a fool in slory<i 
ing; ye have compelled me: forI 
ought to have been commended — 
of you: for in nothing am I be=— 
hind the very chiefest apostles, _ 
though I be nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of ant 
apostle were wrought among you — 
in all patience, in signs, and 
wonders, and mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye

were inferior to other churches, 
except it be that I myself was 
not burdensome to you? forgive 
me this wrong. ; 

14 Behold, the third time Iam 
ready to come to you; and I will 
not be burdensome to you: for I 
seek not yours, but you: for the 
children ought not to lay up for 
the parents, but the parents for 

the children. 

15 And I will very gladly 
spend and be spent for you; 

though the more abundantly I 

love you, the less I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not 
burden you: nevertheless, being 
crafty, I caught you with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you 
by any of them whom I sent 

unto you? 

- 18 1 desired Ti’tus, and with 
him I sent a brother. Did Ti’tus 
make a gain of you? walked we 
not in the same spirit? walked 
- we not in the same steps? 

19 Again, think ye that we 
excuse ourselves unto you? we 
speak before God in Christ: 
but we do all things, dearly be- 
loved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I 
come, I shall not find you such 
as I would, and that I shall be 
found unto you such as ye would 
not: lest there be _ debates, 
_envyings, wraths, strifes, back- 
_pitings, whisperings, swellings, 
_tumults: 
21 And lest,. when I come 
again, my God will humble me 
among you, and that I shall be- 
wail many which have sinned 
already, and have not repented 
of the uncleanness and forni- 
cation and lasciviousness which 
they have committed. 


162 CHAPTER 13 


1 Paul threatens obstinate sinners. 
Exhortation and prayer. 


HIS is the third time I am 

coming to you. In the 
mouth of two or three witnesses 
_ghall every word be established. 
2 I told you before, and fore- 


il 
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tell you, as if I were present, 
the second time; and being 
absent now I write to them 
which heretofore have sinned, 
and to all other, that, if I come 
again, I will not spare: 

3 Since ye seek a proof of 
Christ speaking in me, which 
to you-ward is not weak, but is 
mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified 
through weakness, yet he liveth 
by the power of God. For we 
also are weak in him, but we 
shall live with him by the 
power of God toward you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether 
ye be in the faith; prove your 
own selves. Know ye not your 
own selves, how that Jé’sus 
Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall 
know that we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye 
do no evil; not that we should 
appear approved, but that ye 
should do that which is honest, 
though we be as reprobates. 

8 For we can do _ nothing 
against the truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we 
are weak, and ye are strong: 
and this also we wish, even 
your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these 
things being absent, lest being 
present I should use sharpness, 
according to the power which 
the Lord hath given me to edifi- 
cation, and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. 
Be perfect, be of good comfort, 
be of one mind, live in peace; 
and the God of love and peace 
shall be with you. 

12 Greet one another with an 
holy kiss. 

13 All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jé’sus 
Christ, and the love of God, and 
the communion of the Ho’ly 
Ghost, be with you all. A-mén’.

163 CHAPTER 1 
8 Paul accurses false preachers. 
gospel is of God. 
AUL., an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by 
Jé’sus Christ,~and God the 
Father, who raised him from 
the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which 
are with me, unto the churches 
of Ga-la’tia: 

3 Grace be to you and peace 
from God the Father, and from 
our Lord Jé’sus Christ, 

4 Who gave himself for our 
sins, that he might deliver us 
from this! present evil world, 
according to the will of God and 
our Father: 

5 To whom be glory for ever 
and ever. A-mén’. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon 
removed from him that called 
you into the grace of Christ unto 
another gospel: 

7 Which is not another; but 
there be some that trouble you, 
and would pervert the gospel of 
Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which 
we have preached unto you, let 
him be accursed. __ 

9 As we said before, so say I 
now again, If any man preach 
any other gospel unto you than 
that ye have received, let him 
be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade 
men, or God? or do I seek to 
please men? for if I yet pleased 
men, I should not be the servant 
of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, 
that the gospel which was 
preached of me is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of 
man, neither was I taught it, 
ne Py the revelation of Jé’sus 

S e 


11 His 


13 For ye have heard of my 
conversation in time past in the 
Jews’ religion, how that beyond 
measure I persecuted the church 
of God, and wasted it: 

14 And profited in the Jews’ 
religion above many my equals 
in mine own nation, being more 
exceedingly zealous of the tradi- 
tions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, 
who separated me from my 
mother’s womb, and called me 
by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, 
that I might preach him among 
the heathen; immediately I con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém to them which were 
apostles before me; but I went 
into A-ra’bi-a, and _ returned 
again unto Da-mas’cus. 

18 Then after three years I 
went up to Jé-ru’sa-lém to see 
Pé’tér, 
fifteen days. 


and abode with him 


19 But other of the apostles 


saw I none, save James the 


Lord’s brother, 
20 Now the things which I 


write unto you, behold, before 


God, I lie not. 
21 Afterwards I came into the 
regions of Syr’i-a and Ci-li’cia; 


22 And was unknown by face 


unto the churches of Jua-d2’a 
which were in Christ: 


23 But they had heard only, | 


That he which persecuted us in 
times past now preacheth the 
faith which once he destroyed. 


24 And they glorified God in me. 


CHAPTER 2 

1 Why Paul went to Jerusalem. 16 Of 
justification by faith. 

"THEN fourteen years after I 

went up again to Jé-ru’sa- 

lém with Bar’na-bds, and took 


Ti’tus with me also. 
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Paul’s visit to Jerusalem 


2 And I went up by revelation, 
and communicated unto them 
that gospel which I preach 
among the Gén’tiles, but pri- 
vately to them which were of 
reputation, lest by any means I 
should run, or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Ti’tus, who was 
with me, being a Greek, was 
compelled to be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false 
brethren unawares brought in, 
who. came in privily to spy out 
our liberty which we have in 
Christ Jé’sus, that they might 
bring us into bondage: 

To whom we gave place by 
subjection, no, not for an hour; 
that the truth of the gospel 
might continue with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to 
he somewhat, (whatsoever they 
were, it maketh no matter to me: 
God accepteth no man’s per- 
son:) for they who seemed fo 
be somewhat in conference 
added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they 
saw that the gospel of the un- 
circumcision was committed 
unto me, as the gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Pé’tér; 

8 (For he that wrought effec- 
tually in Pé’tér to the apostleship 
of the circumcision, the same 
was mighty in me toward the 
Gén‘tiles:) 

9 And when James, Cé’phas, 
and John, who seemed to be 
pillars, perceived the grace 
that was given unto me, they 


gave to me and Bar’na-bas the |p 


right hands of fellowship; that 
we should go unto the heathen, 
and they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we 
should remember the poor; the 
eae which I also was forward 
to do. 

11 But when Pé’tér was come 
to An’ti-och, I withstood him to 
the face, because he was to be 
blamed. ; 

12 For before that certain came 
from James he did eat with 
the Gén’tiles: but when they 
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were come, he withdrew and 
separated himself, fearing them 
which were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dis- 
sembled likewise with him; in- 
somuch that Bir’na-bds also 
was Carried away with their 
dissimulation. 

But when I saw that they 
walked not uprightly according 
to the truth of the gospel, I 
said unto Pé’tér before them 
all, If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the manner of Gén‘tiles, 
and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou the Gén’tiles to 
live-as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the Gén’tiles, 

_16 Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the 
law, but lby the faith of Jé’sus 
Christ, even we have believed 
in Jé’sus Christ, that we might 
be justified by the faith of Christ, 
and not by the works of the law: 
for by the works of the law 
shall no flesh be justified. 

_17 But if. while we seek to be 
justified by Christ, we ourselves 
also are found. sinners, is 
therefore Christ the minister of 
sin? God forbid. 

18 For if I build again the 


things which I destroyéd, 


make myself a transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am 
dead to the law, that I might 
live unto God. 

20 I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, 
ut Christ liveth in me: and 
the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace 
of God: for if righteousness 
come by the law, then Christ is 
dead in vain. 


CHAPTER 3 
Of justification by faith. 
FOOLISH Ga-la’tians, who 
hath bewitched you, that ye 
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should not obey the truth, be- 
fore whose eyes Jé’sus Christ 
hath been evidently set forth, 
crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of 
you, Received ye the Spirit by 
the works of the law, or by 
the hearing of faith? : 

3 Are ye so foolish? having 
begun in the Spirit, are ye now 
made perfect by«the flesh? 

4 Have ye suffered so many 
things in vain? if it be yet in 


vain. 

5 He therefore that minister- 
eth to you the Spirit, and work- 
eth miracles among you, doeth 
he it by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith? 

6 Even as A’bra-ham believed 
God, and it was accounted to 
him for righteousness. 

Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are 
the children of A’bra-ham. 

8 And the scripture, foreseeing 
that God would justify the 
heathen through faith, preached 
before the gospel unto A’bra-ham, 
saying, In thee shall all nations 
be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of 
faith are blessed with faithful 

A’bra-ham., 

10 For as many as are of the 
works of the law are under the 
curse: for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that continueth not 
in all things which are written 
in the book of the law to do 


em. 

11 But that no man is justified 
by the law in the sight of God, 
it is evident: for, The just shall 
live by faith. 

12 And the law is not of 
faith: but. The man that doeth 
them shall live in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us 
from the curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one 
that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of A’bra- 
ham might come on the Gén’- 
tiles through Jé’sus Christ; that

we might receive the promise of 
the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the 
manner of men; Though it be 
but a man’s covenant, yet if 
it be confirmed, no man dis- 
annulleth, or addeth thereto. 

16 Now to A’bra-ham and his 
seed were the promises made. 
He saith not, And to seeds, as 
of many; but as of one, And to 
thy seed, which is Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the 
covenant, that was confirmed 
before of God in Christ, the law, 
which was four hundred and 
thirty years after, cannot dis- 
annul, that it should make the 
promise op none effect. | 
e18 For if the inheritance be 
of the law, it is no more of 
promise: but God gave if to 
A’bra-ham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the 
law? It was added because of 
transgressions, till the seed 
should come to whom the 
promise was made; and it was 
ordained by angels in the hand 
of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a 
mediator of one, but God is one. 

21 Is the law then against the 
promises of God? God forbid :. 
for if there had been a law given 
which could have given life, 
verily righteousness should have | 
been by the law. | 

22 But the scripture hath cone f 
cluded all under sin, that th the 
promise by faith of Jé’sus Christ 
might be given to them tad 
believe. 

23 But before faith came, we 
were kept under the law, ee 
up unto the faith which should 
afterwards be revealed. ! 

24 Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster fo bring us” 
unto Christ, that we might be 
justified by faith. 
25 But after that faith is come, — 
we are no longer under a school- 
master. 

26 For ye are all the children © 
of God by faith in Christ Jé’sus, — 
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Allegory of Agar and Sara, 


27 For as many of you as have 
been baptized into Christ have 
put on Christ. 

There is neither Jew nor 
Greek, there is neither bond 
nor free, there is neither male 
nor female: for ye are ail one 
in Christ Jé’sus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then 


are ye A’bra-ham’s seed, and 


heirs according to the promise. 


166 CHAPTER 4 
1 Freedom from the law through Christ. 
24 Allegory of Agar and Sara. 
Now I say, That the heir, as 
long as he is a child, differ- 
eth nothing from a_ servant, 
though he be lord of all; 

2 But is under tutors and 
governors until the time ap- 
pointed of the father. 

3 Even so we, when we were 
children, were in bondage under 
the elements of the world: 

4 But when the fulness of the 
time was come, God sent forth 
his Son, made of a woman, 
made under the law,

8 Howbeit then, when ye 
knew not God, ye did service 
unto them which by nature are 
no. gods. 

9 But now, after that ye have 
known God, or rather are known 
of God, how turn ye again to 
the weak and beggarly ele- 
ments, whereunto ye desire 


' again to be in bondage? 


10 Ye observe days, and 


_ months, and times, and years. 


11 I am afraid of you, lest I 
have bestowed upon you labour 


in vain. 
12 Brethren, I beseech you, be 
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as Iam; for Iam as ye are: 
a have not injured me at 
a 


13 Ye know how through in- 
firmity of the flesh I preached 
the gospel unto you at the first. 

14 And my temptation which 
was in my flesh ye despised not, 
nor rejected; but received me 
as an angel of God, even as 
Christ Jé’sus. 

15 Where is then the blessed- 
ness ye spake of? for I bear you 
record, that, if it had been 
possible, ye would have plucked 
out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your 
enemy, because I tell you the 
truth ? 

17 They zealously affect you, 
but not well; yea, they would 
exclude you, that ye might 
affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously 
affected always in a good thing, 
and not only when I am present 
with you.

11 As ye know how we ex- 
horted and comforted and

we God without ceasing, be- 
cause, when ye received the 
word of God which ye heard of 
us, ye received if not as the 
word of men, but as-it is in 
truth, the word of God, which 
effectually worketh also in you 
that believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became 
followers of the churches of 
God which in Ji-de’a are in 
Christ Jé’sus: for ye also have 
suffered like things of your own 
countrymen, even as they have 
of the Jews: 

15 Who both killed the Lord 
Jé’sus, and their own prophets, 
and have persecuted us; and 
they please not God, and are 
contrary to all men:

pepaeh and the snare of the 
evil. 


8 Likewise must the deacons 
be grave, not doubletongued, 
not given to much wine, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; 
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9 Holding the mystery of the 
faith in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be 
proved; then let them use the 
office of a deacon, being found 
blameless. 

11 Even so must their wives be 
gtave, not slanderers, sober, 
faithful in all things. 

12 Let the deacons be the hus- 
bands of one wife, ruling their 
cnaeen and their own houses 
well. 

13 For they that have used 
the office of a deacon well pur- 
chase to themselves a good de- 
gree, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jé’sus. 

14 These things write I unto 
thee, hoping to come unto thee 
shortly: | 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest 
to behave thyself in the house of 
God, which is the church of the 
living God, the pillar and ground 
of the truth. 

16 And without controversy 
great is the mystery of godliness: 
God was manifest in the flesh, 
justified in the Spirit, seen of 
angels, preached unto the Gén’- 
tiles, believed on in the world, 
received up into glory.

22 By so much was Jé’sus 
made a surety of a better testa- 
ment. 

23 And they truly were many 
priests, because they were not 
suffered to continue by reason of 
death: 

24 But this man, because he 
continueth ever, hath an un- 
changeable priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for them. 

26 For such an high priest be- 
came us, who is holy, harmless, 

undefiled, separate from sinners, 
and made higher than the 
heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as 
those high priests, to offer up 
sacrifice, first for his own sins, 
and then for the people’s: for 
this he did once, when he offered 
up himself.

OW of the things which we 
have spoken this is the sum: 
We have such an high priest, 
who is set on the right hand of 
the throne of the Majesty in the 
heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, 
and of the true tabernacle, which 
the Lord pitched, and not man. 

3.For every high priest is or- 
dained to offer gifts and sacri- 
fices: wherefore if is of necessity 
that this man have somewhat 
also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he 
should not be a priest, seeing that 
there are priests that offer gifts 
according to the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example 
and shadow of heavenly things, 
as Mdé’ses was admonished of 
God when he was about to make 
the tabernacle: for, See, saith 
he, that thou make all things ac- 
cording to the pattern shewed to 
thee in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a 
more excellent ministry, by how 
much also he is the mediator of a 
better covenant, which was 
established upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had 
been faultless, then should no 
place have been sought for the 
second. 

8 For finding fault with them, 
he saith, Behold, the days come, 
saith the Lord, when I will make 
a new covenant with the house of 
is’ra-el and with the house of — 
Ja’dah: : 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in — 
the day when I took them by the 
hand tolead them out of the land 
of E’éypt; because they continued 
not in my covenant, and I re- 
garded them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that 
I will make with the house of 
Is’ra-el after those days, saith the 
Lord; I will put my laws into 
their mind, and write them in 
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their hearts: and I will) be to 
them a God, and they shall be to 
me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach 
every man his neighbour, and 
every man his brother, saying, 
Know the Lord: for all shall 
know me, from the least to the 
greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins 
and their iniquities will I remem- 
ber no more. 

13 In that he saith, A new 
covenant, he hath made the first 
old. Now that which decayeth 
and waxeth old is ready to vanish 
away. 


213 CHAPTER 9 


1 Description of the rites and bloody 
sacrifices of the law. 11 Their infe- 
riority to the sacrifice of Christ. _ 


HEN verily the first covenant 

had alsojordinances of di- 

vine service, anda worldly sanc- 
tuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle 
made; the first, wherein was the 
candlestick, and the table, and 
the shewbread; which is called 
the sanctuary. | ; 

3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the 
Holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, 
wherein was the golden pot that 
had manna, and Aa@r’on’s rod 
that budded, and the tables of 
the covenant; | 

5 And over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the mercyseat; 
of which we cannot now speak 
particularly. 

6 Now when these things were 
thus ordained, the priests went 
always into the first tabernacle, 
accomplishing the service of God. 

7 But into the second went the 
high priest alone once every 
year, not without blood, which he 
offered for himself, and for the 
etrors of the people: BAe 
8 The Hd’ly Ghost this sig- 
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nifying, that the way into the 
holiest of all was not yet made 
manifest, while as the first taber- 
nacle was yet standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the 
time then present, in which were 
offered both gifts and sacrifices, 
that could not make him that did 
the service perfect, as pertaining 
to the conscience; 

10 Which stood only in meats 
and drinks, and divers washings, 
and carnal ordinances, imposed 
on them until the time of refor- 
mation. 

11 But Christ being come an 
high priest of good things to 
come, by a greater and more per- 
fect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this 
building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood 
he entered in once into the holy 
place, having obtained eternal 
redemption for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and 
of goats, and the ashes of an 
heifer sprinkling the unclean, 
SaaS to the purifying of the 

esi: 

14 How much more shall the 
blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself 
without spot to God, purge your 
conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new testament, 
that by means of death, for the 
redemption of the transgressions 
that were under the first testa- 
ment, they which are called 
might receive the promise of eter- 
nal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, 
there must also of necessity be 
the death of the testator. 

17 For a testament is of force 
after men are dead: otherwise it 
is of no strength at all while the 
testator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first 
testament was dedicated with- 
out blood. 

19 For when M6’ses had spoken 
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every precept to all the people ac- 
cording to the law, he took the 
blood of calves and of goats, with 
water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the 
book, and all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of 
the testament which God hath 
enjoined unto you. 


21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all 


the vessels of the ministry. 
22 And almost all things are by 


the law purged with blood; and 


without shedding of blood is no 
remission. 


23 It was therefore necessary 


that the patterns of things in the 


heavens should be purified with 


these; but the heavenly things 
themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. 


24 For Christ is not entered 
into the holy places made with 
hands, which are the figures of 


the true; but into heaven itself, 


now to appear in the presence of 


God for us: 


25 Nor yet that he should offer 
high priest 
entereth into the holy place every | 1 


himself often, as the 


year with blood of others; 
26 For then must he often have 


suffered since the foundation of 


the world: but now once in the 
end of the world hath he appeared 


to put away sin by the sacrifice of 


himself. 

27 And as itis appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment: . 

28 So Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many; and 
unto them that look for him shall 
he appear the second time with- 
out sin unto salvation. 


214 CHAPTER 10

Ho the law having a shadow 


of good things to come, and 


not the very image of the things, 
can never with those sacrifices 


which they offered year by year 





Sacrifices of the law ineffective 


continually make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers once purged 
should have had no more con- 
science of sins. j 
3 But in those sacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of 
sins every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away Sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he saith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldest 
not, but a body hast thou pre- 
pared me: : 

6 In burnt offerings and sacri=- 


fices for sin thou hast had no 


pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in 
the volume of the book it is writ- 
ten of me,) to do thy will, O 


od. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice 
and offering and burnt offerings 
and offering for sin thou would- 
est not, neither hadst pleasure 
therein; which are offered by the 


aw; 

0 Then said he, Lo, I come to 
do thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the first, that he may estab- 
lish the second. 

10 By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of 
a body of Jé’sus Christ once for 
all. 
11 And every priest standeth 
daily ministering and offering 
oftentimes the same sacrifices, 
which can never take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had 
offered one sacrifice for sins for 
ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God; : 

13 From henceforth expecting 
till ce enemies be made his foot- 
stool. 

14 For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that are 
sanctified. r E 
15 Whereof the Hé/ly Ghost 
also is a witness to us: for after 
that he had said before, ” 
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16 This is the covenant 
will make with them after those 
days, saith the Lord, I will put 
my laws into their hearts, and in 
their minds will I write them; 

17 And their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 

18 Now_ where remission of 
these is, there is no more offering 
for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jé’sus, _ 

20 By a new and living way, 
which he hath consecrated for 
us, through the veil, thatis to say, 
his flesh; : ; 

21 And having an high priest 
over the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from 


an evil conscience, and our 
bodies washed with pure 
water. 


23 Let us hold fast the pro- 
fession of our faith without 
wavering; (for he is faithful that 
promised; ) 

24 And let us consider one an- 
other to provoke unto love and to 
good works: 

25 Not forsaking the assem- 
bling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is; but exhorting 
one another: and so much the 
more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after 
that we have received the knowl- 
edge of the truth, there remaineth 
no more sacrifice for sins, ; 

27 Buta certain fearful looking 
for of judgment and fiery in- 
dignation, which shall devour the 
adversaries. 

28 He that despised M6’ses’ 
law died without mercy under 
two or three witnesses: ; 

' 29 Of how much sorer punish- 
ment, suppose ye, shall he be 
thought worthy, who hath trod- 
den under foot the Son of God, 
and hath counted the blood of 
the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing, and 
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that I| hath done despite unto the Spirit 


of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeth unto 
me, I will recompense, saith the 
Lord. And again, ‘The Lord 
shall judge his people. 

_31 it is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a 
great fight of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made 
a gazingstock both by reproaches 
and afflictions; and partly, whilst 
ye became companions of them 
that were so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of 
me in my bonds, and took joy- 
fully the spoiling of your goods, 
knowing in yourselves that ye 
have in heaven a better and an 
enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great re- 
compence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of pa- 
tience, that, after ye have done 
the will of God, ye might receive 
the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and 
he that shall come will come, 
and will not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by 
faith: but if any man draw back, 
my soul shall have no pleasure in 

im. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. * 


CHAPTER 11 215 

1 Of faith. 6 Without faith, God is not 
pleased. 7 Fruits thereof. 

OW faith is the substance of 

things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen. : 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 

3 Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by 
the word of God, so that things 
which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear. 
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4 By faith A’bél offered unto 
God a more excellent sacrifice 
than Cain, by which he obtained 
witness that he was righteous, 
God testifying of his gifts: and 
by it he being dead yet speaketh. 

5 By faith E’noch was trans- 
lated that he should not see 
death; and was not found, be- 
cause God had translated him: 
for before his translation he had 
this testimony, that he pleased 


od. 

6 But without faith it is im- 
possible to please him: for he 
that cometh to God must believe 
that he is, and that he is a re- 
warder of them that diligently 
seek him. 

7 By faith N6é’ah, being warned 
of God of things not seen as yet, 
moved with fear, prepared an 
ark to the saving of his house; 
by the which he condemned the 
world, and became heir of the 
righteousness which is by gia 

8 By faith A’bra-ham, when he 
was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed; and he 
went out, not knowing whither 
he went. ; 

9 By faith he sojourned in the 
land of promise, as in a strange 
country, dweiling in _taber- 
nacles with I’saac and Ja’cob, 
the heirs with him of the same 
promise: 

10 For he looked: for a city 
which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sa’ra 
herself received strength to con- 
ceive seed, and was delivered of 
a child when she was past age, 
because she judged him faithful 
who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, 
so many as the stars of the sky in 
multitude, and as the sand which 
is by the sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not 
having received the promises, but 
having seen them afar off, an 
were persuaded of them, and em- 


Examples of faith 


braced them, and confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims 
on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. 3 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from 
whence they came out, they might 
have had opportunity to have 
returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: 
wherefore God is not ashamed 
to be called their God: for he 
hath prepared for them a city. 

i7 By faith A’bra-ham, when 
he was tried, offered up I’saac: 
and he that had received the 
promises offered up his only be- 
gotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That 
in i’saac shall thy seed be called: 

19 Accounting that God was 
able to raise him up, even from 
the dead; from whence also he 
received him in a figure. 

20 By faith I’saac blessed Ja’- 
cob and E’sau concerning things 
tocome. | 

21 By faith Ja’cob, when he 
was a dying, blessed both the 
sons of Jd’seph; and wor- 
shipped, leaning upon the top of 
his sta 

22 By faith Jé’seph, when he 
died, made mention of the de- 
parting of the children of Is’ra-el; 
and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones. 

23 By faith Mo’ses, when he 
was born, was hid three months 
of his parents, because they saw 
he was a proper child; and they 
were not afraid of the king’s 
commandment. 

24 By faith Mo’ses, when he 
was come to years, refused to be 
called the son of Pha’radh’s 


daughter; 


25 Choosing rather to suffer 
affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the 
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treasures in E’gypt: for he had 


respect unto the recompence of/d 


the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook &’éypt, 
_ not fearing the wrath of the king: 
for he endured, as seeing him 
_ who is invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the 
passover, and the sprinkling of 
blood, lest he that destroyed the 
firstborn should touch them. 


29 By faith they passed through | * 


the Red sea as by dry land: 
which the E-gyp’tians assaying to 
do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jér’i- 
cho fell down, after they were 
compassed about seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Ra’hab 
perished not with them that be- 
lieved not, when she had received 
the spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? 
for the time would fail me to tell 
of Géd’e-on, and of Ba’rak, and 
of Sam/’son, ‘and of Jéph’tha-é; 
of Da’vid also, and Sam/u-el, 
and of the prophets: 

33 Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises, stopped 
the mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the 
Sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in 
fight, turned to flight the armies 
of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again: and others 
were tortured, not accepting de- 
liverance; that they might ob- 
tain a better resurrection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, 
moreover of bonds and imprison- 
ment: 

37 They were stoned, they 
Were sawn asunder, were tempt- 
ed, were slain with the sword: 
they wandered about in sheep- 
skins and goatskins; being desti- 
tute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in des- 
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erts, and in mountains, and in 
ens and caves of the earth. 
39 And these all, having ob- 
tained a good report through 
faith, received not the promise: 
od having provided some 
better thing for us, that they 
without us should not be made 
perfect. . 


CHAPTER 12 216 
1 An exhortation to faith, patience, and 
godliness. 5 The Lord’s chastenings. 

27 What this word signifies. 

UV HEREF ORE seeing we also 

are compassed about with 
so great a cloud of witnesses, let 
us lay aside every weight, and the 
sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, 
2 Looking unto Jé’sus_ the 
author and finisher of our faith; 
who for the joy that was set be- 
fore him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the 
throne of God. 

3 For consider him that en- 
dured such contradiction of sin- 
ners against himself, lest ye 
be wearied and faint in your 
minds. 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

nd ye have forgotten the 
exhortation which speaketh unto 
you as unto children, My son, 
despise not thou the chastening 
of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of him: 

6 For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he receiveth. | | 

7 If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; 
for what son is he whom the 
father chasteneth not? ; 

8 But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof all are partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not. 
sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fa- 
thers of our flesh which corrected 
us, and we gave them reverence: 
shall we not much rather be in 
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subjection unto the Father of 
spirits, and live? | 

10 For they verily for a few 
days chastened us after their 
own pleasure; but he for our 
profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteousness unto them which 
are exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands 
which hang down, and the feeble 
knees; ! 

13 And make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame 
be turned out of the way; but 
let,it rather be healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, 
and holiness, without which no 
man shall see the Lord: 

15 Looking diligently lest any 
man fail of the grace of God; 
lest any root of bitterness spring- 
ing up trouble you, and thereby 
many be defiled; ; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, 
or profane person, as E’sau, who 
for one morsel of meat sold his 
birthright. 

17 For ye know how that after- 
ward, when he would have in- 
herited the blessing, he was re- 
jected: for he found no place of 
repentance, though he sought it 
carefully with tears. é 

18 For ye are notcome unto the 
mount that might be touched, 
and that burned with fire, nor 
unto blackness, and darkness, 
and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, 
and the voice of words; which 
voice they that heard intreated 
that the word should not be 
spoken to them any more: 

20 (For they could not endure 
that which was commanded, And 
if so much as a beast touch the 
mountain, it shall be stoned, or 
thrust through with a dart: | 

21 And so terrible was the sight, 
that MOo’ses said, I exceedingly 
fear and quake:) |

22 Butye are come unto mount 
Si’6n, and unto the city of the 
living God, the heavenly Jé-ru’- 
s4-lém, and to an innumerable 
company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and. 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God 
the Judge of all, and to the 
spirits of just men made perfect, 

24 And to Jé’sus the mediator 
of the new covenant, and to_ the 
blood of sprinkling, that speaketh 
better things than that of A’bél. 

25 See that ye refuse not him 
that speaketh. For if they es- 
caped not who refused him that 
spake on earth, much more shall 
not we escape, if we turn away 
from him that speaketh from 
heaven: 

26 Whose voice then shook the 
earth: but now he hath promised, 
saying, Yet once more I shake 
not the earth only, but also 
heaven. t 

27 And this word, Yet once 
more, signifieth the removing of 
those things that are shaken, as 
of things that are made, that 
those things which cannot be 
shaken may remain. . 

28 Wherefore we receiving a 
kingdom which cannot be moved, 
let us have grace, whereby we 
may serve God acceptably with 
reverence and godly fear: 

29 For our God is a consuming 


fire. .

ET brotherly love continue.

thyself, ye do well: 

© But if ye have respect to 
persons, ye commit sin, and are

convinced of the law as trans- 
gressors. 

10 For whosoever shall keep 
the whole law, and yet offend 
in one point, he is guilty of all. 

11 For he that said, Do not 
commit adultery, said also, Do 
not kill. Now if thou commit no 
adultery, yet if thou kill, thou 
art become a transgressor of 
the law. 

12 So speak ye, and so do, as 
they that shall be judged by the 
law of liberty. 

13 For he shall have judgment 
without mercy, that hath shewed 
no mercy; and mercy rejoiceth 
against judgment. 

14 What doth it profit, my 
brethren, though a man say he 
hath faith, and have not works? 
can faith save him? 

15 If a brother or sister be 
naked, and destitute of daily 
food, 

16 And one of you say unto 
them, Depart in peace, be ve 
warmed and filled; notwith- 
standing ye give them not those 
things which are needful to the 
body; what doth it profit? 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, a man may say, Thou 
hast faith, and I have works: 
shew me thy faith without thy 
works, and I will shew thee my 
faith by my works. 

19 Thou believest that there is 


one God; thou doest well: 
the devils also believe, and 
tremble 


20 But wilt thou know, O vain 
man, that faith without works 
is dead? eye ightce 

21 Was not A’bra-ham our 
father justified by works, when 
he had offered I’saac his son 
upon the altar? 

22 Seest thou how faith 
wrought with his works, and by 
works was faith made perfect? 

23 And the scripture was ful- 
filled which saith, A’bra-ham 
believed God, and it was 1m- 
puted unto him for righteous- 
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ness: and he was called the 
Friend of God. 

24 Ye see then how that by 
works a man is justified, and 
not by faith only. 

25 Likewise also was not Ra’- 
hab the harlot justified by works, 
when she had received the 
messengers, and had sent them 
out another way? 

26 For as the body without the 
spirit is dead, so faith without 
works is dead also.

curse we men, Which are made 
after the similitude of God. 

10 Out of the same mouth 
proceedeth blessing and cursing. 
My brethren, these things ought 
not so to be. 

1i Doth a fountain send forth 
at the same place sweet water 
and bitter? 

12 Can the fig tree, my breth- 
ren, bear olive berries? either a 
vine, figs? so can no fountain 
both yield salt water and fresh. 

13 Who 
endued with knowledge among 
you? let him shew out of a good 
conversation his works with 
meekness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envy- 
ing and strife in your hearts, 
glory not, and lie not against 
the truth. 

15 This wisdom descendeth 


is a wise man and 


not from above, but is earthly, — 


sensual, devilish. 


16 For where envying and 
strife is, there 7s confusion and 


every evil work. 

17 But the wisdom that is 
from above is first pure, then 
peaceable, gentle, and easy to be 
intreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality, 
and without hypocrisy.

6 And turning the cities of 
Séd’om and Gd-moér’rha into 
ashes condemned them with an 
overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that after 
should live ungodly; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of 
the wicked: 

8 (For that righteous man 
dwelling among them, in seeing 
and hearing, vexed his righteous 
soul from day to day with their 
unlawful deeds;) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to 
deliver the godly out of tempta- 
tions, and to reserve the unjust 
unto the day of judgment to be 
punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk 
after the flesh in the lust of un- 
cleanness, and despise govern- 
ment. Presumptuous are they, 
selfwilled, they are not afraid to 
speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and might, 
bring not railing accusation 
against them before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and 
destroyed, speak evil of the 
things that they understand not; 
and shall utterly perish in their 
own. corruption; 

13 And shall receive the re- 
ward of unrighteousness, as 
they that count it pleasure to 
riot in the day time. Spots they 
are and blemishes, sporting 
themselves with their own de- 
ceivings while they feast with 
you;

17 These are wells without 
water, clouds that are carried 
with a tempest; to whom the 
mist of darkness is reserved for 
ever. 

18 For when they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, they 
allure through the lusts of the 
flesh, through much wanton- 
ness, those that were clean 
escaped from them who live in 


error. 
-19 While they promise them 
liberty, they themselves are the 
servants of corruption: for of 
whom a man is overcome, of 
the same is he brought in bond- 


age. 
20 For if after they have 
escaped the pollutions of the 
world through the knowledge of 
the Lord and Saviour Jé’sus 
Christ, they are again entangled 
therein, and overcome, the latter 
end is worse with them than 
the beginning. 
21 For it had been better for 
them not to have known _ the 
way of righteousness, than, 
after they have known 7f, to turn 
from the boly commandment 
delivered unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto 
them according to the true 
proverb, The dog is turned to 
his own vomit again; and the 
sow that was washed to her 
wallowing in the mire.

the Father. 

14 I have written unto you, 
fathers, because ye have known 
him that is from the beginning.

wandering stars, to whom is 
reserved the blackness of dark- 
ness for ever. 

14 And E/néch also, the

15 To execute judgment upon 
all, and to convince all that are 
ungodly among them of all their 
ungodly deeds which they have 
ungodly committed, and of all 
their hard speeches which un-

16 These are murmurers, com- 
plainers, walking after their own 
lusts; and their mouth speaketh 
great swelling words, having 
men’s persons in admiration 
because of advantage.

of half an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels 
which stood before God; and to 
them were given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and 
stood at the altar, having a 
golden censer; and there was 
given unto him much incense, 
that he should offer i¢ with the 
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prayers of all saints upon the 
golden altar which was before the 
throne. 

4 And the smoke of the in- 
cense, which came with the 
prayers of the saints, ascended up 
before God out of the angel’s 
hand. 

5 And the angel took the censer, 
and filled it with fire of the altar, 
and cast it into the earth: and — 
there were voices, and thunder- ~ 
ings, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake.

11 And the name of the star is © 
called Wormwood: and the 
third part of the waters became — 
wormwood; and many men died © 
of the waters, because they were > 
made bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sound-— 
ed, and the third part of the sun - 
was smitten, and the third part 
of the moon, and the third part 
of the stars; so as the third part 
of them was darkened, and the 
day shone not for a third part of 
it, and the night likewise.

5 And upon her forehead was a 
name written, MYSTERY, BAB’Y- 
LON THE GREAT, THE MOTHER 
OF HARLOTS AND ABOMINA- 
TIONS OF THE EARTH. 

6 And I saw the woman 
drunken with the blood of the 
saints, and with the blood of 
the martyrs of Jé’sus: and 
when I saw her, I wondered 
with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, 
Wherefore didst thou marvel? 
I will tell thee the mystery of the 
woman, and of the beast that 
carrieth her, which hath the 
seven heads and ten horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest 
Was, and is not; and _ shall
